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The  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  Ample  Form. 

Prayer  by  the  R.  W.  and  Rev.  Grand  Chaplain,  Brother 
Israel  G.  Smith. 

P.  G.  M.  Brother  David  Clopton,  introduced  P.  G.  M. 
William  Leigh,  who  appeared  as  a  delegate  from  Florence 
Lodge  No.  14 ;  and  who,  after  an  absence  of  many  years 
from  the  Grand  Lodge,  now  in  his  eighty-second  year,  was 
cordially  greeted  by  the  Grand  Master,  and  the  members 
of  the  Grand  Lodge.* 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  Joseph  H.  Johnson,  delivered 
his  Annual  Address,  as  follows : 

Gpand  Mastep's  Annual  Address. 

Bbethben  of  thb  Gband  Lodge  : 

Assembled  again,  in  the  providence  of  God,  in  Grand  AnnnarComma- 
nication,  we  cast  onr  eyes  toward  the  East  but  to  find  the  Light  extin- 
goished,  and  the  seat  of  oar  Grand  Master  occupied  by  another.  Sum- 
moned by  an  inscrutable  decree  of  the  GEEAT  I  AM,  he  obeyed,  and  we 
are  left  in  darkness. 

How  we  shall  miss  his  commanding  presence,  his  words  of  wisdom,  his 
skillful  guiding  hand,  in  our  deliberations  ! 

Eulogy  would  be  out  of  place  here,  where  he  was  so  well  known,  and 
so  much  beloved.  That  we  loved  him,  and  delighted  to  honor  him,  we 
have  manifested  in  the  strongest  manner  possible  for  us  to  do. 

Grand  Master  William  P.  Chilton  was  first  elected  to  preside  over  this 
body  in  1869,  was  re-elected  in  1870,  and  died  on  the  20th  day  of  Janu- 
ary, 1871. 

*NoTE  —Brother  Leigh  has  been  a  Master  Mason  about  fifty  years.  The  last 
time  he  appeared  in  the  Grand  Lodge  was  1852.  At  that  time  he  had  moved  to 
Louisville,  in  Kentucky.  He  was  elected  Grand  Master  in  1833,  and  again  in 
1834,  having  been  elected  Grand  Junior  Warden  in  1828,  and  Grand  Senior 
Warden  in  1829  and  1830.  He  presided  at  the  re-organizatioD  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  1836.  He  is  now  in  his  82nd  year,  still  hearty,  active,  and  vigorous ; 
and  as  zealous  a  Mason  as  in  the  days  of  his  youth. 
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Immedifttely  apon  the  reception  of  the  tidings  of  his  death,  I  assumed 
the  prerogatives  of  Grand  Master,  in  obedienoe  to  the  requirements  of 
the  Constitution,  and  issued  a  circular  letter,  notifying  the  subordinate 
lodges  throughout  the  jurisdiction  of  his  death,  and  suggesting  that  suita- 
ble action  be  taken  by  them  in  reference  to  the  sad  event. 

I  presume  that  in  the  archives  of  every  lodge  in  the  State  may  be  found 
a  testimonial  to  his  memory.  Copies  of  resolutions  passed  by  many  of 
the  subordinate  lodges  have  been  sent  to  me,  and  many  to  the  Grand 
Secretary,  and  several  from  other  Grand  Lodges. 

It  is  eminently  proper  and  right,  however,  that  this  Grand  Lodge 
should  testify,  in  some  suitable  way,  our  keen  sense  of  this  sad  andafiUct- 
ive  dispensation  of  Providence. 

Our  deceased  Grand  Master  was  no  ordinary  man.  As  a  Mason,  none 
knew  his  worth  so  well  as  we  do  ;  and  while  we  bow  with  becoming  rev- 
erence to  the  chastening  rod  of  Jehovah,  we  would  be  ungrateful  if  we 
iiail  to  plant  the  evergreen  symbol  of  our  love  and  affection  at  the  head  of 
our  brother*s  grave. 

Feeling  profoundly  graieftil  to  God,  the  giver  of  all  good,  that  so  many 
of  us  have  been  spared  and  permitted  to  assemble  together  in  council  for 
the  good  of  our  beloved  order,  let  us  address  ourselves  to  the  business 
before  us,  and  to  the  utmost  of  our  several  abilities  undertake  to  dis- 
charge our  duty  to  the  craft. 

During  the  year  I  have  granted  several  dispensations  for  the  formation 
of  now  lodges,  the  names  and  locations  of  which,  and  the  names  of  those 
to  whom  granted,  will  be  furnished  you  by  the  Grand  Secretary. 

Having  been  informed  that  Brother  T.  W.  Chandler,  the  representative 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia,  had  permanently 
left  the  juriBdiction  of  Georgia,  and  deeming  it  of  importance  to  us  to 
have  a  representative  in  our  sister  State,  I  appointed  Brother  William  A. 
Love,  of  Atlanta,  as  such  representative,  and  directed  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary to  forward  to  Brother  Love  his  credentials,  which  has  been  done. 

The  Grnnd  Lodge  of  Iowa  having  already  a  representative  near  this 
Grand  Lodge,  wrote  to  me  through  the  Grand  Secretary,  asking  that  we 
appoint  a  representative  there.  I  appointed  Brother  Ozias  P.  Waters,  the 
present  Grand  Easier  of  the  Gfand  Lodge,  as  our  representative. 
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The  Grand  Lodge  of  MissiBsippi  haTing  appointed  a  repreaentatiye 
near  this  Grand  Lodge,  I  have  appointed  Brother  Hardy  to  represent  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  there. 

On  the  22d  of  Joly  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Athelstan  Lodge  No. 
369,  to  raise  Moses  M.  Hayes  to  the  third  degree  in  masonry.  Brother 
Hayes  was  initiated  and  passed  in  Pfister  Lodge  No.  90  in  1865,  which 
lodge  torfeited  its  charter  before  he  could  be  raised. 

On  the  9th  of  Jane  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Landmark  Lodge  No. 
187,  located  at  Steele's  Blnff,  in  Greene  county,  to  move  its  lodge  room  to 
a  place  three  miles  west  of  its  then  location. 

On  the  14th  of  August  I  granted  a  dispenstion  to  Oak  Bowery  Lodge  No. 
108,  to  elect  a  Junior  Warden  at  another  than  the  constitutional  time. 

On  the  first  of  November  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Columbia  Lodge 
No.  135,  to  ballot  a  third  time  on  the  petition  of  W.  S.  Cox,  it  being  shown 
to  my  satisfaction  that  the  adverse  ballot  was  the  result  of  accident. 

In  answer  to  two  questions  propounded  to  me  as  the  Grand  Master  of 
Alabama,  by  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Minnesota,  to  wit : 

Ist.  **  After  a  candidate  has  been  duly  elected  to  receive  the  degrees, 
can  he  be  estopped  by  the  objection  of  a  member  of  the  lodge,  made  either 
in  open  lodge,  or  privately,  to  the  Worshipful  Master,  no  reason  being 
given  by  the  objecting  member?"    I  replied,  Ao. 

2d.  "  Has  a  subordinate  lodge  the  right  to  prefer  charges  and  try  a 
member  who  is  also  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  or  has  the  Grand 
Lodge  exclusive  original  jurisdiction  ? "  I  replied  that,  in  Alabama,  a 
subordinate  Lodge  ha$  the  righl  to  try  any  member  except  it»  Master  ;  and 
quoted  Sec.  25,  Art.  YI,  of  the  constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

I  beg  leave  to  submit  herewith  a  letter  from  B.  W.  Brother  Noble  D. 
Lamer,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
together  with  the  accompanying  letters  and  resolutions  from  B.  W. 
Brother  John  Hervey,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England. 
The  Grand  Lodge  will,  I  have  no  doubt,  reciprocate  the  cordial  and 
brotherly  greeting  of  our  brethren  across  the  great  waters. 

A  vacancy  having  occurred  in  the  Committee  on  work,  by  the  resigna- 
tion of  Brother  William  T.  Daughtery,  1  have,  in  accordance  with  the 
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requirement  of  Seo.  2,  Art.  Y,  of  the  constitation,  appointed  Brother 
James  A.  Wood  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Brother  William  Daughtery's  letter 
of  resignation  accompanies  this  address.  It  is  with  no  small  degree  of 
regret  that  I  record  the  resignation  of  Brother  Danghtery,  regarding  him 
aa  I  do,  one  of  the  best  ritualists  in  the  State. 

Notasalga  Lodge  No.  119  having  impeached  its  Master,  Brother  H.  H. 
Howell,  for  non-performance  of  duty,  it  became  my  duty  to  appoint  a 
a  committee  of  his  peers  to  investigate  the  matter  and  report  to  me,  in 
order  that  if  they  deemed  the  charge  well  founded,  he  might  be  suspend- 
ed and  summoned  to  appear  before  the  Grand  Lodge  for  trial  I  ap- 
pointed as  such  committee,  Brother  Sidney  B.  Paine,  W.  M.  of  Tuskegee 
Lodge  No.  57,  and  Brothers  W.  J.  Greene,  P.  M.,  and  W.  W.  Blood  worth, 
of  Loachapoka  Lodge  No.  133. 

On  the  9th  of  June  I  appointed  Brother  Sam  Thompson  to  constitute 
Chester  Lodge  No.  363,  and  to  install  the  officers  elect. 

On  the  7th  day  of  July  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Loachapoka  Ladge 
No.  133  to  elect  officers,  they  having  failed,  on  account  of  sickness  and 
other  providential  causes,  to  elect  at  the  time  prescribed  by  law. 

Unexpectedly  called  upon,  as  I  was,  to  assume  the  duties  of  Grand  Mas- 
ter, I  have  been  unable  for  that  reason,  and  on  account  of  pressing  busi- 
ness engagements,  to  do  more  than  attend  to  the  office  duties  of  Grand 
Master 

I  have  made  few  visits  to  subordinate  Lodges.  I  united  with  the  breth- 
ren of  the  Montgomery  lodges,  and  presided  at  the  Lodge  of  Sorrow  held 
in  memory  of  our  deceased  Grand  Master  and  other  worthy  dead  of  this 
city.  The  ceremonies  were  public,  and  the  whole  thing  was  gotten  up 
and  passed  ofif  in  a  manner  worthy  of  the  occasion,  reflecting  credit  on 
the  brethren  of  Montgomery,  and  honor  to  the  memory  of  the  beloved 
dead. 

I  received  various  invitations  to  assist  in  the  ceremonies  of  the  24th  of 
June.  I  accepted  an  invitation  from  Hartwell  Lodge  No.  101  to  dedicate 
their  new  lodge  hall :  which  was  done  in  Ample  Form. 

I  visited  Selma  Fraternal  Lodge  No.  27,  and  witnessed  and  assisted  in 
conferring  the  Master's  degree. 

Wherew  I  have  been,  and  so  far  as  I  can  leam«  the  subordinate  lodges 
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thronghont  the  jnriBdiction  are  in  a  healthy,  and,  in  many  instances,  in 
a  flourishing  condition.  Wherever  I  have  been,  I  havebeen  warmly  wel^ 
comed,  and  received  fraternal  greetings. 

SYNOPSIS  OF   DECISIONS. 

Dnring  the  year  I  have  made  the  following  decisions  on  questions  pre- 
sented to  me  ;  and  I  trust,  if  in  any  decision  I  have  erred,  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  will  promptly  correct  me.  I  have  had  nothing  else  in  view  but  to 
do  my  duty  to  the  craft,  and  see  the  law  vindicated. 

1.  Held  that  a  lodge  has  no  right  to  refuse  to  entertain  charges  against 
one  of  its  members,  preferred  by  a  member  of  another  lodge. 

2.  That  masons  made  in  army  lodges  sustain  the  same  relation  to  the 
fraternity  that  other  non-affiliated  masons  do  ;  and  that  if  they  desire  to 
affiliate  with  another  lodge,  they  must  produce  the  best  evidence  in  their 
power  to  prove  that  they  were  made  masons  in  an  army  lodge,  and  sub- 
mit the  same  with  their  petition  for  affiliation. 

3.  That  the  edict  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  reference  to  Dimits,  passed  at 
the  annual  communication  in  1669,  is  in  conflict  with  our  own  code,  seo. 
12,  Art  Vil,  Edicts  and  Decisions. — See  Masonic  Code  of  Alahanuu 

That  a  dim  it  is  simply  the  severance  of  lodge  membership,  and  is 
complete  when  the  brother  has  paid  his  indebtedness  to  the  lodge,  and 
the  lodge  has  by  resolution  consented  to  such  severance.  The  act  of  the 
lodge  severs  the  membership,  not  the  issuing  of  the  certificate  by  the 
secretary.  That  the  edict  of  1869  is  illegal,  null  and  void.  '*0f  course 
there  is  no  masonic  duty  more  explicitly  laid  down  in  the  Ancient  Con- 
stitutions, than  that  which  requires  every  mason  to  be  a  member  of  some 
lodge ;  but  I  can  not  deny  to  any  man  the  right  of  withdrawing,  when- 
ever he  pleases,  from  a  voluntary  association.  The  laws  of  the  land 
would  not  sustain  the  masonic  authorities  in  the  enforcement  of  such  a 
regulation,  and  our  own  self-respect,  if  there  were  no  other  motive, 
should  prevent  us  from  attempting  it. 

*•  Freemasonry  is,  in  all  respects,  a  voluntary  association,  and  as  no 
one  is  expected  or  permitted  to  enter  its  folds  unless  it  be  *of  his  own 
free  will  and  accord,'  so  no  one  should  continue  in  it  except  by  the  exer- 
cise of  the  same  voluntary  disposition." 
-    "  There  is  no  law  in  the  Ancient  Constitutions,  or  in  the  old  Regula- 
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tioni,  whioh  forbids  the  granting  of  dimits  to  individual  masons,  yet  the 
whole  spirit  of  the  institntion  is  against  such  a  system.  The  holding  of 
membership  in  a  lodge  is  an  absolute  duty,  but  one  which  cannot  he  en- 
forced. If  a  mason  violates  it,  all  that  can  be  done  is  to  visit  him  with 
the  penalties  which  fall  upon  the  unaffiliated  mason."  I  quote  from 
Maokey's  Jurisprudence. 

This  one  subject  of  dimission  has  created  more  confusion,  acd  given 
rise  to  more  dissatisfaction,  since  the  passage  of  the  edict  in  1869,  than 
any  and  all  subjects  in  connection  with  the  government  of  subordinate 
lodges.  I  earnestly  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  edict  be  repealed,  or 
declared  null  and  void,  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

4.  That  a  Grand  Officer  is  not  eligible  to  office  in  a  subordinate  lodge. 
See  Art.  XVII,  Regulations  of  1721. 

5.  That  it  is  not  unmasonic  to  require  a  bond  of  the  secretary  or 
treasurer  of  a  subordinate  lodge. 

6.  As  all  my  predecessors  have  held,  and  as  the  Old  Regulations  teach 
us,  that  a  one-armed  man  cannot  be  made  a  mason. 

7.  That  **ten  white  families  within  a  mile,  and  enough  masons  within 
two  miles  to  constitute  a  lodge,"  do  not  constitute  a  town. 

8.  That  a  lodge  has  a  right  to  remit  dues  on  account  of  poverty  or  dis- 
tress. 

9.  That  an  expelled  mason  can  only  be  restored  by  petition,  its  refer- 
ence to  a  committee,  a  favorable  report  thereon,  and  its  unanimous  ac- 
ceptance by  the  lodge.— See  Woodruff* »  Maeonic  Code,  p.  99. 

10.  A  mason  must  have  served  as  a  Warden  before  he  is  eligible  to  the 
office  of  Worshipful  Master. 

11.  A  lodge  has  the  right  to  confer  degrees  on  festival  days.  It  is  bet- 
ter, however,  to  regard  the  advisory  Edict  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

12.  It  is  lawful  for  any  subordinate  lodge  to  confer  any  or  all  the  three 
degrees  of  masonry  upon  a  candidate  resident  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
•noh  subordinate  lodge.— iSIm  Mawnic  Code  rf  Alahama^p.  81,  §  21.  No 
length  of  residence  is  prescribed  in  this  State. 

13.  A  lodge  cannot  take  advantage  of  its  own  wrong.  If  a  lodge  grants 
a  dimit  at  a  special  communication,  and  fails  to  collect  dues,  which  the 
dimitted  brother  claims  to  have  been  remitted,  (  he  being  a  minister,  )the 
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lodge  cannot  reftise  to  recognize  the  dimit  «nd  saspend  the  brother  for 
».  P.  D. 

14.  That  a  candidate  who  em  perform  and  teach  the  ritual,  is  eligible 
to  receive  the  degrees  in  masonry.  A  slight  lameness  does  not  disqualify 
an  applicanl 

15.  That  no  appeal  lies  from  the  decision  of  the  master  of  a  lodge  to 
the  lodge.  The  appeal  mast  be  taken  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  Also,  that 
the  master  of  a  lodge  has  the  right  to  postpone  a  trial,  if,  in  his  opinion, 
the  lodge  is  not  ready  for  triaL 

1&  That  a  vote  to  move  a  lodge  most  be  taken  at  the  lodge  room,  at  a 
regnlar  coromnnication,  and  at  no  other  time  or  place  ;  and  that  the  per- 
mission of  the  Grand  Blaster  or  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  necessary  to 
aathorize  the  removal. 

17.  That  all  trials  for  offenses  against  masonic  law  and  nsage  mast  be 
held  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  reqairements  of  Article  YII  of  the 
Constitation,  and  in  no  other  way. 

1&  That  the  law  is  fall  and  explicit  as  to  saspension  for  N.  P.  D. ;  and 
that  a  brother  ander  suspension  for  non-paifment  of  dues  may  be  tried 
jast  in  the  same  manner  as  non-affiliated  masons  are  tried. 

19.  That  a  lodge  has  the  right  to  forgive  an  offending  brother  before 
conviction.  That  it  is  the  duty  of  a  lodge  to  use  mild  means,  and  to  do 
all  in  its  power  to  reclaim  an  erring  brother,  before  executing  the  penal- 
ties of  the  law  upon  him.  Of  course,  the  character  of  the  offense,  (of 
which  the  lodge  is  the  judge,)  must  be  looked  to.  If  it  is  of  such  a  na- 
ture as  to  bring  dishonor  upon  the  order,  then,  of  course,  no  lodge  would 
think  of  trying  to  screen  the  offender.  In  section  19,  page  81,  of  the 
Masonic  Code,  we  find  that  a  lodge  cannot  forgive  a  brother  for  an  offense 
committed,  ajtbb  he  has  been  tried  and  found  guilty. 

20.  That  any  number  of  brethren  may  join  in,  or  sign,  the  same  peti- 
tion for  a  dimit 

21.  That  a  lodge  can  amend  its  by-laws  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  its  by-laws,  at  a  regular  communication.  As  to  the  good  taste 
or  propriety  of  amending  or  repealing  an  old  established  law,  when  only 
a  few  ol  the  members  are  present,  is  a  matter  for  the  consideration  of 
lh«  lodgo  al  th«  tima. 
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32.  That  the  widow  of  a  man  not  a  mason,  notwithstanding  her  first 
hnsband  was  a  mason,  cannot  claim  the  protection  and  charity  of  the 
fraternity  ;  bat  that  the  children  of  the  first  marriage  are  entitled  to  its 
protection  and  charity. 

23.  That  an  unaffiliated  mason,  however  worthy,  is  not  entitled  to,  and 
9kould  not  be  buried  with,  masonic  honors. 

24.  A  man  who  is  nearsighted  may  be  made  a  mason. 

25.  That  a  worshipful  master  cannot  resign. 

26.  That  a  vote  to  expel,  or  to  suspend  for  an  indefinite  time,  cannot 
be  reconsidered.  A  two-thirds  vote  is  sufficient  to  restore  to  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  masonry  ;  but  a  unanimous  vote  is  necessary  to  restore 
to  membership.— Sec  j>a^  83,  Proceedings  of  1869. 

27.  That  a  ballot  must  be  had  on  the  petition  of  a  candidate  for  each 
of  the  three  degrees,  at  a  regular  communication,  but  that  the  vote  as  to 
proficiency  may  be  taken  at  any  meeting  of  the  lodge. 

28.  That  it  is  the  inalienable  right  of  the  senior  warden  to  succeed  to 
the  duties,  powers  and  prerogatives  of  the  worshipful  master,  in  case  of 
his  death,  inability,  or  absence. — Lochwood^s  Masonic  Law,  p.  32,  $  6. 

29.  That  a  F.  0.  mason  has  a  right  to  a  certificate  in  the  nature  of  a 
dimit  from  the  lodge  in  which  he  was  initiated  and  passed  ;  and  that  not- 
withstiiuding  he  may  have  been  rejected  for  the  third  degree,  he  is  a 
F.  0.  in  good  standing  until  charges  are  preferred  against  him. — See 
Edict  17,  p.  80,  of  the  Masonic  Code,  And,  furthermore,  he  has  the  right 
to  petition  directly  to  the  lodge  in  which  he  was  passed,  and  to  whose 
jurisdiction  he  belongs,  for  a  certificate  as  above  stated,  and  the  lodge  is 
bound  to  grant  it,  or  prefer  charges  against  him.  llie  sanctity  of  the 
ballot  is  not  involved  in  the  matter  at  all. 

The  foregoing  embraces  everything  submitted  to  me  for  official  opin- 
ion, which  I  have  deemed  of  importance  sufficient  to  brin^^  to  your  notice. 
The  correspondence  of  the  office  has  not  been  very  heavy,  though  a  great 
many  questions  have  been  asked  that  might  have  found  a  ready  and  con- 
cise answer  in  the  code.  So  far  as  I  am  able  to  judge,  the  order  is  in  a 
flourishing  condition  in  Alabama,  and  is  a  great  potoer  in  the  hands  of 
good  men  and  truCy  and  used  by  them  in  doing  much  good. 

I  feel  under  lasting  obligations  to  my  brethren,  the  Past  Grand  Masters 
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of  the  jarisdiction,  and  my  brother,  the  E.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  for  their 
courteous  and  brotherly  regard  shown  to  me  on  all  occasions. 

In  conclusion,  I  invoke  the  blessing  of  Gk>d  upon  the  Grand  liodge  and 
the  fraternity  everywhere  throughout  the  world.

Brother  William  Y.  Titcomb.  of  the  Committee  on  Sus- 
pensions, Expulsions,  and  Appeals,  presented  the  report  of 
that  committee,  and  it  was  received  and  concurred  in. 

REPORT  ON  SUSPENSIONS.  EXPULSIONS,  AND  APPEALS. 

To  the  M)»t  Wonhipfal  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabanvi : 

The  Commiltee  on  SaupeiiBiuiiB,  Expulsions,  and  Appeals,  submit  the 
following  report:— 


80  PROGEEDINQS  OF  THE  [1871. 

]Bt.  Appeal  of  G.  M*  0.  Walker  from  the  decision  of  Benson  Lodge 
No.  103,  expelling  said  Walker.  The  papers  in  this  case  first  came  up  to 
the  QrAud  Lodge  in  I86H,  radically  defective.  Yoor  committee  recom- 
mended "  that  said  lodge  be  reqiired  to  send  up  the  omitted  papers  to  the 
next  Annual  Gommanication  of  this  Grand  Lodge."  In  1869,  the  papers 
were  again  transmitted  informal  and  incomplete  ;  whereupon,  yonr  com- 
mittee recommended  **  Benson  Lodge  No.  103  be  again  required  to  send 
up  a  correct  transcript  of  all  said  proceedings  to  the  next  Grand  Lodge  ; 
and  further,  that  should  said  Loilge  once  more  disregard  the  require^ 
mentsof  this  Grand  Lodge,  its  charter  be  arrested."  In  1870  your  com-* 
mittee  were  not  in  possession  of  any  papers  from  Benson  Lodge  ; 
now  however,  a  communication  from  a  new  secretary  of  said  lodge  is 
before  your  committee.  We  are  disposed  to  exonerate  the  new  secre- 
tary, but  finding,  upon  examination  of  this  remarkable  missive,  no  evi- 
idence  that  any  members  of  the  lodge,  except  the  master  and  secretary, 
were  present,  or  that  there  were  any  specifications,  or  that  a  master  ma- 
son preferred  the  charge,  or  that  any  of  the  requisites  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
were  complied  with,  we  feel  constrained  to  recopimend  that  in  view  of 
this  persistent  disregard  of  Grand  Lodge  requirements,  the  charter  of 
Benson  Lodge  No.  103  be  arrested  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

2d.  An  appeal  by  Brother  B.  Pybas  from  the  action  of  Washington 
Lodge  No.  :)6  in  the  matter  of  restoring  Brother  F.  Moran,  who  had  been 
indefinitely  suspended  for  unmasoaic  conduct,  said  restoration  having 
been  made  without  the  formality  of  a  written  petition,  reference  to  an 
investigating  committee,  Ac. ;  against  which  action  Brother  Pybas  enters 
his  **mo8t  earnest  protest."  Such  action  might  involve  the  lodge  in 
serious  difficulties.  When  an  opportunity  offered,  six  or  eight  of  the 
members,  friends  oi  the  suspended  brother,  might  restore  him  to  the  ma^ 
sonic  family,  contrary  to  the  will  of  the  majority. 

From  this  action  of  Washington  Lodge  Brother  Pybas  takes  an  appeal 
to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  asks  this  body  to  reverse  said  decision. 

There  are  several  points  of  masonic  usage,  constitutional  laws,  rules, 
and  regulatiouR,  involved,  and  consequently  these  deserve  consideration. 
First,  the  word  prcitBi  is  not  known  in  masonry.  In  the  next  place, 
indefinite  suspension,  as  well  as  expulsion  deprives  the  individual  of  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  masonry,  and  is  in  this  respect  equivalent. 
It  requires  a  two-thirds  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  a  lodge  to 
infiict  either  punishment,  and  in  order  to  restore  to  all  the  privileges,  a 
two- thirds  vote  is  required  ;  but  in  order  to  restore  to  membership,  the 
vote  must  he  tmantmou^.  The  next  point  to  be  considered,  is  the  manner 
of  voting.  A  lodge  should  decide  all  matters  requiring  it  by  vote  or  bal- 
lot ;  in  the  ordinary  transactions  of  a  lodge,  the  vote  is  taken  by  a  show

of  the  ri|(ht  hand.    A  ballot  is  always  taken  by  balls,  and  is  to  be  used  in 
all  petitions  for  initiation  or  membership. 

The  next  point  is  the  p«>tition  ;  we  hold  that  it  is  a  clearly  defined  an^ 
eient  rule  and  usage  of  masonry,  that  any  one  who  is  indefinitely  sus- 
pended or  expelled)  mnnt,  in  order  to  secure  restoration,  present  a  writ* 
ten  petition  ;  that  petition  must  be  referred  to  an  investigatiiiff  commit- 
tee, and  said  committee  mast  report  in  writing,  &c.,  as  required  by  the 
eonstitution. 

The  next  point  is.  that  the  W.  M.  nejrlected  his  duty  ;  had  he  referred 
to  the  ceremony  of  installation,  14th  char^^,  he  would  no  doubt  have 
pursued  a  very  different  course. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  advise  the  Indole  to  procure  a  few  copies  of 
the  Masonic  Code  of  Alabarae,  MitchelVH  Common  Law  of  Masonrv.  and 
Chase's  Digest  of  Masonic  Law,  read  them  attentively,  and  make  them 
selves  familiar  with  the  ancient  landmarks,  constitutions,  rules,  regula- 
tions, and  edicts,  of  masonry.  Thus  will  these  brethren  save  trouble, 
and  secure  to  themselves  both  pleasure  and  profit. 

We  recommend  that  the  appeal  of  Brother  Pybas  be  sustained,  the 
action  of  the  lodge  reversed,  and  that  the  lodge  proceed,  if  agreeable  to 
all  parties,  in  a  regular  and  constitutional  manner,  to  restore  Brother 
Horan. 

The  disposition  of  your  committee  to  compliment  the  secretary  of 
Washington  Lodge  is  dampened  alone  by  his  failure  to  comply  with  Edict 
21  of  ** Edicts  and  Decisions*'  in  the  Masonic  Code  of  Alabama. 

3d.  An  appeal  of  B.  J.  Plant,  from  the  decision  of  Notasnlga  Lodge 
No.  119,  which  privately  reprimanded  Plant  In  this  case,  Lee  Haws 
•barges  E.  J.  Plant  with  un masonic  conduct,  in  the  following  specifica* 
tions  :  that  Plant  accused  Haws  of  swindling  a  master  mason's  widow  in 
a  mule  swap,  and  that  Plant  threatened  to  prefer  charges  against  Haws 
on  account  of  said  mule  swap,  if  he  (Haws)  did  not  rue  the  trade»  In 
the  opinion  of  your  committee,  the  charge  against  Plant  is  not  sustained 
by  the  evidence  adduced  ;  and  further,  the  appellant  in  this  case  merited 
no  punishment  whatever  at  the  hands  cf  his  masonic  brethren*  We, 
therefore,  recommend  that  the  appeal  of  B.  J.  Plant  be  sustained,  the 
actio^f  the  lodge  reversed,  and  the  case  ordered  back  for  a  new  trial. 

4thr%n  appeal  of  Brother  W.  H.  May,  from  the  decision  of  Benton 
Lodge  No.  59,  in  the  case  of  John  H.  Lamar,  who  was  indefinitely  sus' 
pended  on  the  following  charge  and  specification,  viz  : — unmasonic  con* 
duct,  and  failing  to  comply  with  his  pecuniary  obligations.  Last  year, 
your  committee,  satisfied  from  the  evidence  transmitted  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  that  Lamar  was  guilty  under  said  charge  and  specification,  re* 
commended  that  the  action  of  Benton  Lodge  should  be  confirmed.    Under 
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the  impression  thnt  all  the  evidence  in  said  case  had  not  been  put  in  the 
hands  of  your  committee,  the  Grand  Lodge,  last  year,  ordered  the  papers 
to  be  sent  back,  with  instructions  to  the  lodge  to  send  up  a  full  transcript 
of  the  proceedings  to  this  Grand  Communication .  The  secretary  of  Ben- 
ton Lodge,  however,  responds  that  he  has  no  more  evidence  to  transmit ; 
thnt  all  he  can  do  is,  to  transcribe  the  former  record  of  said  proceedings. 
After  a  careful  perusal  of  these  papers  again  sent  up,  yoHr  committee  are 
confirmed  in  the  previous  opinion,  and  ask  the  Grand  Lodge  to  sustain 
the  decision  of  Benton  Lodge  No.  59. 

5th.  An  appeal  of  W.  L.  Granberry,  from  the  decision  of  Choctaw 
Lodge  No.  107,  in  the  case  of  W.  H.  Felts.  Said  Felts  was  charged  with 
immoral  and  unmasonic  conduct,  in  several  specifications,  viz  : — violat- 
ing his  masonic  obligation  ;  abandoning,  to  a  great  extent,  his  family, 
and  leaving  them  destitute  ;  also  writing  discourteous  and  unmasonic  let- 
ters reflecting  on  the  character  of  the  lodge  ;  for  which  said  Felts  was  ex- 
pelled from  all  the  rights  and  benefits  of  masonry.  Yonr  committee 
recommend  that  the  action  of  Choctaw  Lodge  be  sustained. 

6th.  The  following  case  from  Warrenton  Lodge  No.  320,  has,  by  order 
of  said  Lodge,  been  referred  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  its  action : 

At  a  special  communication  of  Warrenton  Lodge  No.  320.  to  investi- 
gate charges  preferred  by  Brother  Creed  L.  Taylor  jr.  against  Brother 
J.  C  Huncafiiler  for  immoral  and  unmasonic  conduct,  six  specifications 
were  recited,  all  tending  to  set  forth  the  same  facts,  viz  :  that  Brother 
Huncafiiler  did,  by  incorrect  statements,  and  by  withholding  a  part  of 
the  truth,  mislead  Brother  C.  L.  Taylor  sr.  in  reference  to  a  certain 
tract  of  public  land,  the  improvement  on  which  was  purchased  by 
Brother  C.  L.  Taylor  sr.  from  one  Clark  Sorrell,  and  on  which  Brother 
Taylor  sr.  put  one  John  Segars  to  hold  possession.  That  said  tract  was 
subsequently,  as  Brother  Taylor  sr.  supposed,  properly  entered  by  him- 
pelf  at  HuiitHville,  the  land  lying,  as  he  (Taylor)  believed,  in  range  2. 
Of  this  entry  Brother  Taylor  sr.  held  a  certificate.  Segars  sold  the 
place,  with  the  improvements  that  Brother  Taylor  sr.  had  made,  to  one 
liobert  ParrotU  Brother  Taylir  gave  him  notice  that  he  (Taylor)  had 
entered  the  land  Brother  Huncafiiler  called  on  Brother  Taylor  sr.  ex- 
amined the  certificate,  and  asked  Brother  Taylor  to  let  him  carry  it  to 
Gnntersville,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  if  the  entry  was  correct, 
pledging  himself  to  return  it,  and  to  give  him  (Taylor)  all  the  informa- 
tion about  it.  On  returning  the  certificate,  Huncafiiler  was  asked  by 
Tayh»r  sr.  to  report.  Huncafiiler  replied  that  *•  he  would  in  part,  but 
not  in  full,'*  and  said  he  (H.)  was  well  satisfied  Brother  Taylor  had  made 
the  wrong  entry,  and  that  he  (Huncafiiler)  intended  to  send  Robert  Par- 
rott  to  HunUnlU  in  the  morning  to  make  the  correct  entry  ;  Huncafiiler 
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•11  this  time  knowing  that  the  land  was  in  range  3,  and  had  to  be  entered 
at  Montgomery,  bat  withholding  that  fact  from  Brother  Taylor  ;  thereby 
cansing  Taylor  to  go  to  Hnntsville  and  enter  another  lot  of  land. 
Brother  Hancafiller  famished  Parrott  with  money  and  a  male  to  go  to 
Montgomery  and  enter  the  land,  and  thas  aided  and  abetted  him  in  de* 
fraoding  Brother  Taylor  of  his  jast  rights.  It  is  farther  set  forth,  that 
Hancafiller  made  statements  "prejudicial  to  the  standing  of  Brother 
Taylor  in  the  community ." 

After  hearing  testimony,  the  Lodge  found  Hancafiller  guilty  under  the 
charges  and  specifications,  but  refused  to  inflict  the  punishment. 

Tour  Committee  have  carefully  examined  this  case,  and  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  charges  and  specifications  are  sustained  by  the  evidence. 
We  regard  with  deep  concern  any  such  disposition,  as  we  fear  has  affected 
our  brethren  of  Warrenton  Lodge,  to  evade  the  punishment  of  masonic 
offenses.  Let  us  ever  purify  our  mystic  cement  of  unworthy  material  ; 
then  shall  our  beloved  Order  fulfill  its  holy  mission,  and  in  its  glorious 
career,  like  the  beauteous  queen  of  night,  it  shall  continue  to  silver  the 
dark  clouds  of  earthly  troable  and  sorrow,  and  diffuse  a  blissful  radiance 
about  its  entire  pathway.  We  offer  the  following  resolution,  and  ask  its 
adoption  by  this  Grand  Lodge : 

Be$olved,  That  the  case  of  John  C.  Huncafiller  be  remanded  to  War- 
renton Lodge  No.  320,  and  that  said  Lodge  be  ordered  to  immediately 
expel  said  John  G.  Huncafiller  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  ma- 
ponry,  and  that  on  failure  of  said  lodge  to  obey  this  mandate,  its  charter 
be  arrested. 

7th.  An  appeal  of  Thomas  J.  Hudgins  from  the  decision  of  Lawrence 
Lodge  No.  248.  In  this  case,  Hudgins  is  charged  with  gross  unmasonio 
conduct,  to-wit,  hog-stealing,  and  failure  to  make  restitution  after  pro- 
mise so  to  do.  The  lodge  found  defendant  guilty  uuder  specification  1st, 
but  not  guilty  under  the  charge,  and  assessed  the  punishment  of  suspen- 
sion lor  11  months  and  25  days,  and  the  making  of  suitable  restitution. 
Last  year  the  papers  came  up  incomplete,  and  were  sent  back  with  in- 
stmctions.  Upon  re-examination  of  the  evidence,  your  committee  are 
satisfied  of  the  guilt  of  defendant  under  the  charge,  and  of  the  lact  that 
Lawrence  Lodge  has  inflicted  trivial  punishment  for  a  grave  offense ; 
they  therefore  recommend  that  the  decision  of  Lawrence  Lodge  No.  248 
be  reversed,  and  that  said  Thomas  J.  Hudgins  be  expelled  from  all  the 
rights  and  benefits  of  masonry,  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

6th.  An  appeal  ot  J.  M.  Watt  from  the  decision  of  Coosa  Lodge  No. 
242.    In  this  case,  the  charge  is  unmasonic  conduct     Ist  specification, 
taking  possession  of  property  that  did  not  belong  to  him  ;  2d  specifica- 
tion, pergjetently  fi^lai^yiAg  his  word.    The  lodge  found  Watt  guilty 
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under  the  charge  and  specifications,  and  expelled  him  from  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  masonry. 

Ooncnrring  in  this  decision  of  said  lodge,  and  fally  approving  its  ac- 
tion in  the  matter,  yoar  Committee  recommend  that  the  decision  of 
Coosa  Lodge  No.  242  be  sustained. 

Certain  papers  referring  to  the  expulsion  of  Lemuel  G.  Mead  from 
Paint  Bock  Lodge  No.  274,  having  been  referred  to  this  Committee,  we 
submit  to  the  Grand  Lodge  our  opinion  of  the  same.  It  appearing  from 
a  perusal  of  said  papers,  that  Brother  Mead  was  originally  a  member  of 
Belkfonte  Lodge  U.  D.;  tnat  he  never  dimitted  from  said  lodge  ;  that  his 
name  is  in  the  charter  of  Paint  Bock  Lodge  No.  274,  and  that  he  served 
several  years  as  W.  M.  of  said  last  named  lodge ;  and  that  the  reasons  for 
Brother  Mead*s  expulsion  are  not  clearly  apparent  to  this  Committee,  we 
recommend  that  said  papers  be  returned  to  Paint  Bock  Lodge  No.  274, 
for  a  rehearing  of  the  case,  to  the  end  that  justice  may  be  done  to  all 
parties  concerned. 

And  now,  in  conclusion,  your  Committee  beg  leave  to  observe,  that  in 
the  discharge  of  duties  devolving  upon  them,  they  have  been  compelled 
to  censure  subordinate  lodges  for  not  conforming  to  the  1 1th  Bule  of  the 
Yllth  Article  of  the  Constitution,  and  have  been  sustained  in  such  action 
by  this  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  that  therefore,  they  would  respectfully  and 
fraternally  ask  in  what  condition  the  Committee  is  placed,  when  the 
Grand  Lodge  refuses  to  enforce  Bule  17  of  the  same  Article,  by  holding 
in  abeyance  for  twelve  months  a  well-merited  penalty  ?

(60)  Bi.  M. ;  the  report  for  the  present  year  shows  that  since  last  year's 
^port  four  have  been  raised  to  the  degree  of  M.  M.,  and  three  affiliated  ; 
whereas  none  have  died,  been  expelled,  or  dimitted,  and  only  two  sus- 
pended ;  showing  an  increase  of  five  this  year.  Yet  the  report  shows 
only  fifty-two  officers  and  members. 

Missouri  No.  146.— Report  correct,  but  the  seal  very  much  defaced  and 
blotted. 

Cold  Water  No.  148. — Betum  correct,  but  very  much  defaced  by  blots 
and  erasures. 

Chabcbers  No.  149. — The  return  of  this  lodge  for  thd  year  ending  the 
iSth  of  November,  1871,  under  the  head  of  **  Degrees  Conferred,"  shows 
four  who  have  been  made  M.  M.  since  last  report,  giving  the  date  of 
initiation,  but  failing  to  give  the  date  of  passing  or  raising  ;  and,  what 
seems  to  your  Committee  an  anomaly  in  masonry,  from  the  return  it  ap- 
pears that  the  present  W.  M.  of  the  lodge  was  only  initiated  an  £.  A. 
mason  on  the  8th  of  last  April.  From  this  fact  your  Committee  are  con- 
vinced that  the  brethren  who  are  returned  as  having  been  raised,  should 
have  been  returned  under  the  head  of  "Affiliated."  This  return  is  also 
incorrect  in  the  failure  to  write  the  word  none  on  the  several  blanks,  and 
in  the  writing  the  W.  M.'s  name  under  the  head  of  •*  Delegates  to  the 
Grand  Lodge"  in  pencil.  The  Committee  find  among  the  returns  sub- 
Initted,  two  others  from  this  lodge— one  bearing  date  the  3d  of  Decem- 
ber, 1870,  and  the  other  the  23d  of  July,  1871,  neither  of  which  shows  by 
the  caption  the  year  for  which  the  return  was  made  ;  though  your  Com- 
mittee suppose  from  dates  appearing  elsewhere,  that  both  were  intended 
as  returns  for  the  year  ending  the  15th  of  November,  1870.  In  neither 
of  these  returns  are  the  dues  run  out  or  added  up  But  your  Committee 
cannot  undertake  to  point  out  the  many  errors  and  imperfections  in  these 
returns,  but  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secre- 
tary be  inHtruct«d  to  send  back  these  returns,  with  the  request  that  the 
lodge  make  out  and  send  up  correct  returns  without  delay.

REPORT  O^  MASONIC  JURISPRUDENCE. 

A  Fellow-craft  who  has  lost  his  left  arm  can  not  be  made  a  M.  yL,—(See 
Maeanic  Code,  p.  68,  Sec.  16. 

If  one  residing  in  Alabama  should,  through  ignorance  of  the  masonic 
law,  be  initiated  in  a  lodfire  in  another  State,  the  certificate  of  the  lodge 
in  which  he  was  initiated  would  not  be  good  in  this  State  to  the  same 
extent  as  if  it  was  from  a  lodge  in  this  State. 

If  a  master-mason  leaves  his  wife  for  some  cause  for  which  he  could  not 
get  a  divorce,  and  the  legislature  passes  an  act  relieving  him  from  the 
pains  and  penalties  of  bigamy  should  he  marry  again,  but  not  releasing 
him  from  any  obligation  to  his  wife,  and  he  does  marry  again,  the  lodge 
to  which  he  belongs,  or  in  whose  jarisdiction  he  resides,  must  judge 
whether  or  not  he  has  violated  the  moral  law,  and  if  he  has,  proceed 
ftcoordingly. 

If  one  is  granted  a  dimit,  but  leaves  the  jurisdiction  of  the  lodge  that 
granted  it,  without  obtaining  it,  and  before  he  does  obtain  it,  the  lodge 
that  granted  it  comes  into  the  possession  of  evidence  that  he  was  guilty 
of  unmasonic  conduct  about  the  time  of,  or  just  before,  the  order  for  his 
dimit  was  passed,  the  lodge  that  passed  the  order  for  his  dimit  has  juris-

diction  of  his  case,  and  not  the  lodge  into  whose  jnrisdiotion  he  has  re- 
moved. 

A  ballot  for  passing  or  raising  a  brother  must  not  be  had  before  be  has 
undergone  a  satisfactory  examination  as  to  his  proficiency  in  the  preced- 
ing degree. 

Before  a  ballot  is  had.  it  is  not  improper  for  members  of  the  lodge  to 
discuss  the  character  and  qualifications  of  a  candidate  for  masonry,  bat 
such  discussion  is  not  allowable  after  the  bckllot. 

It  is  not  unmasonic  for  a  mason  to  plead  the  statute  of  limitations  in 
any  case  in  which  it  is  allowed  to  be  pleaded  by  the  law  of  the  State  ;  but 
it  is  unmasonic  for  a  mason  to  refuse  to  pay  his  just  debts  when  he  has 
the  ability  to  do  so. 

Brother  Nathaniel  D.  Cross  offered  the  following  resoln*- 
tion,  and  it  was  adopted : 

BESOLUTION  AS  TO  DIMITS. 

Resohed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama,  That  the  edict  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  contained  in  the  resolution  passed  at  the  annual  communication 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1869,  in  relation  to  dimits,  in  the  words  following, 
to  wit : —

III  oflfering  this,  our  second  annual  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  we 
do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  add  to  its  unavoidable  length  by  uucailed  for  re- 
roarks  of  our  own.

On  no  indi- 
vidual brother  has  it  fallen  with  more  force  than  on  oursclf,  who,  besides  the 
deep  love  and  reepect  we  bore  him  as  a  man  and  a  brother,  tnisted  much  in 
hint  aid  and  counsel  in  the  discharge  of  our  peculiar  duties.  As  the  sad  ca- 
lamity that  deprived  us  of  our  beloved  Grand  Master  will  doubtless  be  noticed 
by  the  Grand  Lodge,  we  will  omit  any  further  allusion  to  that  mournful  sub- 
ject. • 

The  performance  of  our  arduous  labors  has  not  been  without  compensation ; 
for  besides  placing  us  in  close  communion  with  many  great  and  good  masouB, 
through  their  able  writings,  we  have  had  the  great  satisfaction  of  seeing  the 
steady  and  healthy  progress  of  masonry  in  all  our  sister  jurisdictions.  We 
bope  that  our  own  labors,  deficient  as  they  are,  may  not  be  without  usefulness 
to  the  fraternity.

The  Grand  Master's  Address  is  able  and  instructive— in  character  local. 

How  beautiful,  and  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  feelings  of  ail  who  have 
annually  greeted  each  other  in  Grand  Lodge,  is  the  following  from  the  Grand 
Master's  address : 

'*  As  I  look  over  this  large  assemblage,  my  heart  warms  with  the  recognition 
of  many  familiar  faces,  and  the  many  pleasant  associations  they  recall.  I  am 
reminded  of  the  happy  scenes  and  incidents  of  many  a  past  similar  reunion, 
and  almost  forget  the  intervening  periods  of  life's  varied  experiences,  in  liv- 
ing over  again  *  those  happy  bygone  hours.'  How  vividly  can  I  recall  the  day 
when  last  we  assembled  together  in  this  hall ;  when,  after  the  pleasant  and 
agreeable  labors  of  the  session  bad  closed,  we  assembled  around  the  sacred 
altar  to  renew  our  vows  of  friendship  and  brotherly  love,  and  bade  each  other 
a  sad  adieu  as  we  were  about  to  separilEte  for  another  twelve  months  to  mingle 
again  with  the  world.  How  impressively  the  benediction  and  solemn  admoni- 
tions of  the  Grand  Master's  closing  charge  fell  upon  each  heart,  as  we  were 
reminded  that  in  the  conflict  of  life's  battles  in  which  we  were  about  to  engagOi 
iiome,  perhaps,  might  fall  by  the  wayside,  ere  we  assembled  here  again." 

D.  D.  Grand  Masters'  reports  show  the  fraternity  in  their  respective  dis* 
tricts,  with  but  few  exceptions,  in  peace  and  harmony.

*'  Where  one  of  our  citizens  becomes  the  citizen  of  another  State,  residing' 
there  for  years,  he  can  net,  on  returniDg  to  the  State,  petition  ant  1  he  h.  s- 
resided  here  for  the  regular  time.'* 

**  No  entry  on  the  lodge  rec-rd  of  a  fact  transpiring  in  it,  should  be  expunged 
at  a  subsequent  meetiog.  If  the  entry  was  made  through  mistake,  and  an 
injustice  done,  the  correction  may  be  made  by  a  full  statement  of  all  the 
facts." 

**  A  willfully  non-affiliated  mason  is  not  entitled  to  lodge  privileges,  nor  to 
masonic  burial.  I  know  of  no  power  to  make  him  pay  dues,  though  it  ha» 
often  been  attempted." 

We  are  of  opinion  that  non«affiliation  deprives  a  mason  only  of  lodge  privi- 
leges, and  that  he  is  as  much  entitled  to  masonic  burial  as  if  affiliated. 

"  When  notice  to  show  cause  why  the  member  has  failed  to  attend  lodge 
meetings,  as  prescribed  by  the  by-laws,  has  been  served,  and  he  fails  to  do  so, 
the  master  may  suspend  him ;  but  the  lodge  may  give  the  member  further 
time." 

We  must  confess  that  this  is  strange  doctrine,  and  we  are  totally  at  a  loss  to 
know  from  whence  the  worshipful  master  derives  such  power.  We  wait  for 
enUghtenment  upon  the  subject. 

"  A  member  of  a  lodge  can  not  be  absolutely  required  to  pay  other  than  legal 
assessments.  He  can  not  be  forced  to  contribute  to  special  objects,  such  as 
building  a  hall,  &o."    So  say  we. 

"  Habitual  drunkenness  is  cause  for  expulsion." 

**  Though  a  mason  be  convicted  of  a  crime  by  a  court  of  the  country,  he  can 
not  be  expelled  without  trial  and  judgment  in  the  lodge." 

*'  A  mason  who  renounces  masonry  and  is  expelled  for  unmasonic  conduct, 
has  no  right  to  have  his  private  reasons  published  by  the  lodge." 

IKSTALI«ATION  OF  OBAirD  OITIOEBS. 

After  installation  of  the  elected  Grand  Officers  by  Brother  E.  H.  English,  P. 
U.  M.,  Brother  If.  L.  Bell,  Grand  Orator,  delivered  one  of  the  most  impressive 
orations  it  has  been  our  good  fortune  to  peruse  for  many  years.  From  it  we 
extract  the  following : 

**  W«  are  ftUed  with  astonishment  at  the  wonderful  feats  of  human  intellect, 
and  are  almost  prepared  to  deify  those  men  of  genius  who  accomplish  such 
wonders.  But  with  all  this  greatness  of  intellect,  this  advancement  in  science, 
and  grand  result  of  the  progress  of  education,  I  again  ask,  is  the  race  of  man 
better  or  happier  than  when  the  faithful  craftsman  toiled  in  the  quarries  pre- 
paring •C4MMM  tor  the  Great  Temple  ?    Are  men  less  cruel  and  seliish  now  ?    Do 
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they  hold  in  higher  roTerence  the  great  tenets,  Brotherly  Love,  Belief  and  Tmth, 
than  when  they  were  first  taught  from  the  chair  of  the  Most  Excellent  Grand 
Master,  apon  the  hrow  of  Mount  Moriah  V' 

Again— 

''First  operative  and  then  speculative,  it  has  oome  down  to  ns  through  the 
history  of  ages— the  same  to-day  in  principle  that  it  was  when  it  left  the  hands 
of  its  veuerahle  author.  The  raging  storms  of  time,  nor  the  angry  passions  of 
wicked  men  have  not  been  able  to  move  one  stone  from  her  strong,  deep,  found- 
ations ;  and  to-day  our  noble  institution  stands  firm,  Uke  some  solid  rock  far 
out  at  sea,  whose  foundation  is  far  down  in  the  solid  bosom  of  earth,  and 
around  whose  base  dash  in  vain  the  foaming  billows ,  while  other  institutions 
and  ordt^rs  and  churches  have  sprung  up,  lived  a  brief  ephemeral  existence, 
and  died  out  of  the  world's  history.  Even  ^many.churohes,  teaching  love  and 
charity,  and  pointing  to  a  future  of  bliss  beyond  the  gates  of  mortality,  as  the 
chief  end  of  man's  existence  here,  have,  in  a  great  degree,  failed  to  preserve 
their  unity,  but  present  to  our  view  an  organization  as  many-headed  as  the 
fabled  h}  dra.  They  have  warred  upon  each  other,  and  in  the  name  of  Bdiffion 
and  Love  have  caused  rivers  of  blood  to  fiow  over  the  green  valleys  and  peaoe^ 
ful  vales  of  life,  until  many  of  them  have  lost  their  original  characteristics, 
and  would  scarcely  be  recognized  by  their  founders.  One  indeed  of  the  most 
venerable  and  powerful  of  these  churches  has,  In  a  spirit  of  hate,  not  love, 
hurled  her  thunders  from  her  seven-hilled  seat  upon  our  order,  with  the  same 
violence  that  the  ancient  empire  hurled  her  hordes  of  armed  warriors  upon  the 
walls  of  the  sacred  city  and  temple  h.i]Iowed  by  masons.  To  what  cause  are 
we  to  attribute  these  results  of  man's  efforts,  but  to  false  teaching.  Men's 
intellects  have  been  cultivated  at  the  expense  of  their  hearts,  until  leaving  the 
old  landmarks  of  truth  far  behind  them,  they  have  gone  into  new  ways  and 
sought  new  systems.  Thoy  would  fain  leave  the  old  beaten  path  of  Truth  and 
Justice,  and  by  building  anew  the  towers  of  Babel,  attempt  to  reach  the  celes- 
tial abode  by  a  way  of  their  own. 

POBEIQN  COBRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  is  principally  by  Brother  Gray.  He  reviews  proceedings  criti- 
cally of  forty-six  Grand  lodges.  Alabama. is  fra  ernally  noticed,  copying 
largely  from  the  address  of  Grand  Master  Ntirri-*  and  the  report  of  Brother 
Pemck.    This  is  among  the  most  able  reports  of  the  year.

The  address  of  Brother  Stevenson  is  brief,  and  devoted  strictly  to  a  state- 
ment of  official  acts  and  business,  chiefly  of  local  interest. 

The  report  of  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  signed  by  Brother 
Edmond  Mitchell,  chairman,  reviews  the  proceedings  of  forty-six  Grand 
Lodges,  among  which  that  of  Alabama  for  1869.  Of  the  address  of  Brother 
George  D.  Norris  it  says  :  '*  The  opening  part  of  the  Grand  Master's  address 
Is  a  production  of  more  than  ordinary  merit  for  its  high  tone  of  sentynent 
and  BubUmity  of  style.*'    We  quote  as  follows : 

"  The  Grand  Master  also  brings  up  the  subject  of  dimits,  and  holds  it  estab- 
lished by  the  Ancient  Landmarks,  Codes  and  Regulations,  that  a  mason  can 
only  dimit  for  one  of  two  reasons — cleaving  the  jurisdiction,  or  forming  a  new 
lodge.  On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  whom  this 
was  referred,  it  was — 

*'  *Be8oltedi  That  the  subordinate  lodges  shall  hereafter  grant  no  dimits, 
unless  a  member  asking  a  dimit  is  about  to  remove  without  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  or  for  the  pftrpose  of  forming  a  new  lodge,  or  joining  an- 
other lodge.' 

**The  Grand  Master  states  that  in  one  case,  where  a  member  had  applied 
for  a  dimit  because  he  had  joined  the  Boman  Catholic  church,  whose  regula- 
tions forbid  belonging  to  the  order,  he  recommended  that  the  lodge  remit  his 
dues  from  year  to  year,  but  refuse  the  dimit.  He  had  also  decided  that  a  non- 
affiliated brother  cannot  be  interred  with  masonic  ceremonies ;  neither  one 
that  has  been  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  even  although  his  friends 
offer  to  pay  his  arrears." 

We  believe  that  masonic  societies  must  have  rules  for  their  guidance  similar 
to  those  of  other  benevolent  institutions,  but  there  is  this  difference,  that  tho 
by-laws  of  other  societies  contain  the  whole  obligations  of  the  contracting 
parties,  and  these  parties  alone  are  interested  ;  while  masons — ^independent  of 
their  society  rules— have  a  code  of  unaJUerdbU  laws  in  which  the  maaonic  world 
is  interested ;  hence  masons  hayo  to  be  guarded,  lest  the  by-laws  of  any  spe- 
dal  lodge  should  conflict  with  tho  fixed  laws.  We  think  the  decision  anent 
burials  is  a  case  in  point  as  requiring  that  vigilance.  We  think  the  case  of  the 
Boman  Catholic  church  is  rather  unmasonic.  It  compels  a  man  to  continue  a 
member  of  a  society  of  which  he  consequently  disapproves,  although  he  was 
assured  in  Umine  that  nothing  would  interfere  with  his  religious  opinions ; 
and  on  the  part  of  the  lodge  it  is  putting  a  fiction  in  the  room  of  Tnith, 

The  Grand  Master  had  given  a  great  number  of  decisons,  but  they  seem  to 
contain  nothing  out  of  the  "  common  run."

Committee  on  Credentials  report  101  lodges  paid  dues  and  entitled  to  repre- 
sentation. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  a  plain  statement  of  his  official  acts,  referring 
to  local  matters  almost  entirely. 

DECISIONS. 

1.  *'  I  decided  that  where  an  applicant  had  been  rejected  in  another  jurisdic- 
tion, he  must  obtain  the  consent  of  the  lodge  so  rejecting  before  he  can  be 
admitted  to  a  lodge  in  this  State.*' 

2.  "  That  if  a  petition  for  admission  be  received  from  an  applicant  physically 
disqualified,  it  should  be  returned  without  a  ballot."    Good  decision. 

3.  "  That  in  the  case  of  a  lodge  consenting  that  a  person  living  within  its 
jurisdiction  should  receive  the  degrees  in  another  lodge,  the  brother  so  made 
becomes  a  member  of  the  lodge  in  which  he  received  the  degrees.'' 

4.  "  That  if  no  particular  time  is  specified  by  the  by-laws  of  a  lodge  for  the 
installation  of  its  officers,  the  W.  M.  may  call  a  special  communication  for 
that  purpose." 

OBAMD  UECTXTBEB. 

Brother  Hatch  says  :  "  Brother  Stanton  offers  some  pungent  suggestions 
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relative  to  the  growth  of  domestic  ideas  or  notions  among  the  craft,  at  the 
expense  of  the  prerogatives  of  the  master  ;  and  criticized  those  brethren  who 
commit  Lockwood's  Jurisprudence  by  heart,  while  one  in  a  hundred  cannot 
repeat  their  obligations.  He  would  Uke  to  see  more  of  masonic  justice  and 
common  sense,  and  less  of  Jurisprudence,  of  which  he  is  tired ;  to  which 
may  be  added  the  pettifogging,  or  quibbling  about  nice  points  of  law,  which 
are  a  poor  substitute  for  a  knowledge  of  the  sublime  principles  embodied  in 
our  ceremonies  and  lectures.'*

Nine  subordinate  lodges  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  a  short,  plain,  masonic  paper,  chiefly  relating 
to  local  affairs. 

Granted  two  dispensations  to  confer  degrees  out  of  time.  We  take  strong 
ground  against  cases  of  emergency  under  any  circumstances.  No  good  can 
originate  from  it. 

To  form  new  lodges  two  dispensations  were  issued. 

Of  candidates  for  the  mysteries  of  masonry,  he  says : 

'*Do  not  receive  the  applicant  because  no  brother  has  any  objection,  or  no 
reason  to  know  why  he  should  not  be  made  a  mason.  Let  not  the  committee 
whose  duty  it  is  to  inquire  into  the  character  of  the  applicant  confine  them- 
selves to  the  inquiry.  Do  you  know  of  any  reason  why  he  ought  not  to  be  made 
a  mason?  Is  he  honest,  temperate,  virtuous,  discreet,  and  intelligent? 
Wou^ d  you  be  proud  of  him  as  a  friend  and  brother  ?  Would  you  make  him  a 
companion  at  your  fireside?  My  brethren,  if  these  last  questions  can  not  be 
answered  in  the  affirmative,  then  the  candidate  ought  not  to  be  received.'* 

My  brethren,  we  do  not  want  less  members,  but  we  do  want  more  morals,  or 
better  morals ;  and  if  we  can  only  have  "more  morals'*  by  lessening  the  mem- 
bers, let  us  lessen  the  members.    Ten  good  men  in  a  lodge,  men  who  com- 
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mand  the  respect  of  the  commtmity  in  which  they  live,  are  better  than  ten 
times  that  number  of  bad  or  IndifTerent  ones. 

OF  KASONBT, 


He  says : 

"  Masonry  is  not  aggressiye,  and  does  not  seek  to  proselyte.  We  want  men 
who  are  not  attracted  by  idle  curiosity,  or  because  masonry  is  honorable,  not 
because  it  is  a  passport  to  place  or  power,  but  men  in  search  of  light,  anxious 
inquirers  after  truth,  with  mental  and  moral  perceptions  to  understand  our 
symbols  and  sacred  mysteries.  Such  men  will  come  to  us,  not  bocaut»e  we  in- 
dulge in  imposmg  ceremonies  in  public,  not  because  it  is  popular  to  be  a  ma- 
son, bat  because  they  are  actuated  by  the  love  of  Truth  and  Virtue.** 

Grand  Secretary  reports  all  lodges  made  returns  and  paid  dues  but  one — 
good  example.

From  the  yery  able  and  lengthy  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  we  extract  the 
following : 

"A  mere  increase  of  numbers  is  no  cause  of  congratulation,  and  I  i:epeat  to 
you  as  my  solemn  conviction,  what  has  been  already  said  by  the  Grand  Masters 
of  perhaps  every  jurisdiction  on  this  continent,  that  if  there  is  one  thing 
which,  more  than  all  others  combined,  threatens  the  downfall  of  this  patri- 
archal institution,  it  is  its  growing  popularity.  A  rapid  accession  of  indifferent 
members,  a  too  cautious  use  of  the  negative  ballot,  and  a  cowardly  indisposi- 
tion to  apply  masonic  discipline  to  those  already  within  the  fold— these  are  the 
quicksands  and  bars  on  which  Freemasonry  may  yet  founder.  Through  these 
faults  you  are  filling  your  ranks  with  unworthy  members,  inspired  with  no 
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loftier  ambition  than  to  live  in  indolence  upon  the  toil  of  their  brethren ;  and 
following  this,  yon  hare  been  compelled  by  the  very  principle  of  self-preser- 
vation to  shift  your  personal  obligations  to  your  brethren,  from  yourselves 
individually,  to  the  lodge  in  its  collective  capacity ;  and  then  permit  the  lodge 
in  return  to  set  up  an  arbitrary  and  offensive  rule  to  shut  off  these  drones 
whom  your  own  folly  and  neglect  have  brought  into  your  household.  Thus 
the  masonic  conscience  is  compelled  to  shield  itself  from  the  masonic  obliga- 
tion  by  the  specious  but  shallow  pretext  that  he  who  appeals  for  aid  has  not 
performed  his  duties  to  the  lodge  of  which  he  is  a  member.  It  is  these  vices 
and  innovations  which  may  yet  destroy  the  identity  of  Masonry,  and  re- 
duce it  to  the  level  of  a  mere  mutual  aid  association.  I  cannot  express  to 
you  the  chagrin  and  sorrow  I  have  sometimes  experienced  in  consequence  of 
these  unhappy  conditions.  A  distressed  brother  asks  for  assistance,  and  he  is 
in  turn  asked,  as  .coldly  as  the  banker  asks  for  his  securities,  if  he  has  paid 
his  dues ;  and  if  his  misfortunes  compel  him  to  answer  in  the  negative,  no 
matter  what  the  cause,  or  how  worthy  he  may  be  in  other  respects,  his  claims 
are  ignored,  and  he  is  sent  empty  away.  At  last  he  dies,  and  the  penalties  of 
his  poverty  follow  him  still.  The  last  rites,  so  prized  by  the  appreciative  ma- 
son, are  denied  him.  because  the  secretary  has  balanced  his  account  and  found 
htm  indebted  to  the  ledge  for  six  months'  dues.  A  few  months  later,  and  the 
widow  of  the  deceased  brother  comes  in  her  sable  robes,  with  famishing 
childhood  at  her  side,  spirit-broken  and  sick  at  heart  at  being  compelled  to 
appeal  to  us,  yet  appeiding  with  perfect  confidence,  because  she  knows  her 
dead  idol  was  a  mason ;  and  she  is  gravely  told  that  her  husband  died  under 
the  ban  of  suspension.  Suspended— and  for  what  ?  she  asks.  What  wrong 
had  he  committed  which  deserved  this  ?  No  moral  wrong  ;  he  was  a  good  man 
and  true ;  but  he  was  poor,  and  had  not  paid  his  dues  for  the  last  six  months. 
And  to  th^  humihation  which  she  experienced  in  asking  for  assistance,  is 
added  the  more  humiliating  conviction  that  masonry  is  a  deception  and  a 
snare,  failing  to  practice  the  beautiful  theory  it  professes :  and  that  her  hus- 
band, after  all  his  years  of  labor  and  devotion  to  what  he  deemed  the  living 
embodiment  of  all  virtue,  lived  and  died  the  deluded  victim  of  a  mockery  and 
falsehood.  In  the  name  of  the  Ancient  Brotherhood,  I  protest  against  this 
unmasonic  feature  of  modem  masonry.  If  this  be  in  fact  the  full  force  of 
oar  obligations  to  each  other,  let  us  change  the  form  of  those  obligations. 
Let  us  no  longer  promise  to  aid  and  assist  the  distressed,  but  make  it  in  form 
what  we  are  making  it  in  practice,  and  promise  to  aid  and  assist  them  if  they 
have  balanced  their  accounts  with  the  secretary  of  the  lodge. 

**  These  utterances  are  distasteful  to  you,  my  brethren,  but  they  are  well  de- 
served ;  and  if  you  would  escape  from  such  animadversions,  if  you  would  re- 
move your  noble  institution  from  beneath  the  cloud  which  overshadows,  and 
beyond  the  reach  of  the  tempest  which  threatens  it,  begin,  as  I  have  sug- 
gested, at  the  very  foundation  of  the  eviL  Remember  that  the  strength  of 
the  brotherhood  depends  not  on  the  number,  but  on  the  character  of  the 
members,  and  let  the  proper  and  diligent  use  of  the  black  ball  attest  your 
fideUty  to  this  principle.    Be  diligent,  too,  in  the  apphcation  of  discipline.    If 
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yoQ  find  one  among  you  unworthy  of  cnnfidenca  and  troBt,  admonish  hint 
gently,  reform  and  bring  him  up  to  the  true  standard  of  maaonic  ezcellence, 
if  may  be  ;  but  when  the  conviction  is  forced  upon  you  that  yon  cannot  hc 
oomplish  this,  cast  him  out  with  a  quick  and  relentless  hand.  Let  those  who 
are  of  na  understand  that  masonry  sets  up  a  higher  standard  of  morals  and 
yirtue  than  the  mere  law  of  the  land  imposes.  Let  them  know  that  it  is  not 
necessary  they  should  commit  some  crime  for  which  that  law  will  consign 
them  to  a  felon's  cell,  before  they  can  be  punihhed  by  the  masonic  code  ;  but 
that,  on  the  contrary,  when  one  mason  acts  in  bad  faith  with  another  in  any 
degree,  he  has  violated  his  obligati  >n  and  should  suffer  the  penalty.  Let 
those,  also,  who  are  to  be  received  hereafter,  come  with  the  full  understand- 
ing that  they  are  expected  to  give  rather  than  receive,  to  do  good  to  their  fellow 
men  rather  than  be  pensioners  upon  them.  Be  not  satisfied  with  the  mere 
negative  fact  that  you  know  of  no  evil  of  the  candidate,  but  assure  yourselves, 
before  you  ac<^ept  him,  that  his  temper  and  metal  are  such,  that  no  fear  U3ed 
be  entertained  that  he  will  ever  violate  a  vow  or  make  an  improper  use  of  his 
claim  upon  the  fraternity.  The  rigid  observance  of  these  rules  for  a  series  of 
years,  and  not  many  years  will  be  required,  will  restore  the  goodly  condition 
of  former  years,  when  the  moral  force  of  the  masonic  obligation  was  alone 
sufficient  to  secure  obedience  to  all  requirements,  and  enable  you  to  feel  that 
it  is  again  an  honor  and  distinction  in  society  to  be  hailed  and  recognized  as  a 
Freemason.  With  these  views  it  has  been  my  constant  effort,  in  visiting  lodges, 
to  impress  upon  my  brethren  a  higher  standard  of  masonic  excellence,  more 
exacting  tests  of  fitness  in  candidates,  a  more  rigid  observance  of  our  solemn 
personal  obligations  to  each  other  in  all  our  intercourse,  and  more  readiness 
to  punish  every  departure  from  those  obligations.  I  have  urged  upon  them 
everywhere,  that  the  so-called  lesser  evils  of  society,  of  which  the  law  of  the 
land  takes  no  cognizance— intemperance,  profanity,  evil  speaking,  hyjwcrisy 
and  deception — are  all  masonic  ofieuses  ;  and,  as  we  would  preserve  the  ancient 
lustre  and  hallowed  charm  which  has  so  long  encircled  the  fraternity,  wc  can 
not  be  too  zealous  in  their  condemnation  and  punishment.  And  I  am  happy 
in  the  belief  that  these  efibrts  have  not  been  entirely  barren  of  results,  and 
only  regret  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  extend  my  personal  observations  and 
efforts  further. 

**  Soon  aft«r  our  last  Annual  Communication  the  ma^^ter  of  Northern  Light 
Lodge  in<iuired  if  it  was  ne^^essary  to  take  a  ballot  for  the  degrees,  when  the 
report  of  the  committee  was  unfavorable ;  and  I  replied,  without  much 
thought  or  consideration,  that  a  ballot  in  such  case  was  unnecessary ;  that  on 
reading  the  report  the  master  should  at  once  declare  the  candidate  rejected, 
and  the  secretary  report  him  accordingly.  Soon  thereafter  the  same  question 
was  asked  by  Pentalpha  Lodge,  and  I  then  gave  the  matter  more  reflection  ; 
and,  on  consultation  ^ith  some  of  my  brethren  in  whom  I  had  great  confi- 
dence, I  advisod  the  master  of  the  latter  lodge  to  take  the  ballot  in  all  cases, 
until  a  difTorent  rule  nbould  be  promulgated  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  Practically, 
it  can  make  no  difforence  which  course  is  pursued,  for  it  is  hardly  i>os8ible 
that  an  election  could  take  place  over  an  unfavorable  report ;  but  in  theory 
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and  priDciplb  the  qaestion  is  one  of  some  importance.  Taking  the  ballot  im- 
plies the  right  to  elect  as  well  as  the  right  to  reject ;  and  the  right  to  elect 
does  not,  in  any  jnst  sense  of  the  term,  exist  in  the  presence  of  an  unfavor- 
able report.  If,  indeed,  the  ballot  should  bo  favorable  under  such  circum- 
fitances,  it  would  undoubtedly  be  the  duty  of  the  master  to  regard  the  unfa- 
vorable report,  until  withdrawn,  as  h  standing  objection  to  initiation  ;  and  the 
ballot  would  thu«j  have  been  an  empty  ceremony,  without  any  possible  eflfect — 
a  folly  of  which  masonry  ought  never  to  be  guilty.  Again,  it  might  well 
happen  that  the  brethren  making  the  report,  were  the  only  ones  in  the  lodge 
having  objectiond  to  the  candidate  ;  and  they  might  necessarily  be  absent  at 
the  time  of  the  ballot.  All  the  other  brethren  might  desire  the  election  of 
the  candidate,  in  spite  of  the  unfavorable  report,  and  such  election,  if  thus 
had,  (unl(«s  as  suggested  above,  the  unfavorable  report  be  regarded  as  a 
standing  objection,)  might  be  followed  by  immediate  initiation,  and  thus  the 
absolute  right  of  the  objecting  members  be  entirely  disregarded  and  over- 
borne. A  rule  which  thus  opens  the  way  to  the  perpetration  of  an  absolute 
wrong,  cannot  be  correct  in  principle. 

"And  again,  if  the  ballot  is  to  be  taken,  notwithstanding  the  unfavorable  re- 
port, it  presents  an  opportunity  and  temptation  for  the  exercise  of  every  va- 
riety of  improper  influence  to  secure  an  election.    The  report  itself  points 
out  the  particular  brethren  who  are  dissatisfied,  and  they  will  be  immediately 
assailed,  by  those  who  particularly  desire  an  election,  with  every  conceivable 
argument  and  persuasion  ;  and  thus  the  independence  and  sacredness  of  the 
ballot  be  entirely  destroyed  ;  for,  how  often  these  personal  influences  and  the 
desire  to  gratify  brethren  would  affect  the  result,  those  who  understand  the 
weakness  of  human  nature  can  judge  as  well  as  I.    The  very  fact  aloue  that 
ecch  a  course  is  hkely  to  lead  to  the  exercise  of  these  influences,  is  a  sufficient 
reason  why  the  ballot  should  not  be  taken.    The  lodge  should  not  be  allowed 
the  opportunity  to  elect,  if  it  would.    I  am  abundantly  satisfied  that,  upon 
reason  and  principle,  for  the  peace  and  harmony  of  lodges,  for  the  purity  and 
independence  of  the  ballot,  and  for  the  honor  and  protection  of  committees 
in  case  of  their  absence  from  lodge  when  their  reports  are  considered,  a  ballot 
ought  never  to  be  allowed  on  an  unfavorable  flnding.    There  is  nothing  in  our 
cou8titution  which  requires  a  ballot  in  such  a  case,  nor  is  there  any  provision 
which  necessarily  impUes  as  much  ;  and  in  the  absence  of  such  provisions  I 
am  in  full  concurrence  with  Brother  Mackey,  that,  by  the  common  law  of  ma- 
sonry, an  unfavorable  report  is  equivalent  to  a  rejection.    I  am  aware  that  in 
fceveral  of  the  other  jurisdictions  it  has  been  held  that  the  ballot  should  be 
taken  in  all  cases  ;  but  an  investigation  will  reveal  the  fact  that  these  decisions 
have  been  simply  in  obedience  to  some  express  by-law,  regulation  or  provision 
of  the  constitution.    In  this  State  the  question  has  never  been  determined. 
Id  one  or  two  cases  language  broad  enough  to  cover  this  question  has  been 
uited  by  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence ;  but  such  luuguage  was  of  course 
used  with  reference  to  the  facts  of  the  particular  cases  then  under  considera- 
tion, and  those  facts  did  not  present  a  case  of  unfavorable  report,  but  an  at- 
tempted wiitidrawal  of  the  petition  itself,  for  the  purpose,  doubtless,  of 
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esoaping  the  blaok  ball  But,  while  I  am  confident  that  the  practice  onght  to 
be  as  I  have  suggested,  it  is  more  than  possible  that  by  common  consent  and 
long  continued  custom,  the  other  has  become  in  fact  the  rule  in  this  jurisdic- 
tion. Be  this  as  it  may,  the  question  is  being  continually  asked,  and  I  regard 
it  of  sufficient  importaooe  to  call  for  an  unmistakable  declaration  by  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

"I  haye  been  repeatedly  asked  whether  a  ballot  can  be  ayoided  where  the 
committee  find  the  candidate  worthy  in  all  respects,  but  ineligible  from  non- 
residence.    My  own  opinion  is,  that  cases  arise  in  which  it  ought  to  be,  and 
can  be.    By  the  language  of  our  constitution,  the  petition  is  referred  to  a 
committee  that  strict  examination  may  be  made  as  to  the  "  moral,  mental  and 
physical  qualifications  *'  of  the  candidate.    Suppose  the  conmiittee  find  him 
perfect,  *' morally,  mentally,  and  physically;**  but  the  fact  is  discovered  that 
he  has  been  a  day  less  than  a  year  in  the  State.    This  certainly  renders  him 
ineligible,  but  can  it  be  said  with  any  propriety  that  it  renders  him  **  un- 
worthy ?**    Must  the  committee,  then,  inevitably  report  him  unworthy,  and  he 
be  black-balled?    In  my  judgment,  the  use  of  the  blaok  ball  in  such  a  case 
would  be  an  utter  perversion  of  its  purposes.    It  would  be  a  solemn  declara- 
tion that  the  candidate  was  *' unworthy,'*  whereas  the  fact  is  that  he  is  in  all 
respects  '*  worthy,  but  simply  ineligible.    It  would  say  to  the  masons  through- 
out the  jurisdiction  that  the  candidate  was  morally,  mentally,  or  physically 
unfit  to  associate  with  us,  when  in  fact  such  was  not  the  case.    I  do  not  be- 
lieve that  a  rule  which  leads  to  such  a  result  can  be  correct  in  principle.    My 
own  opinion  is,  that  in  such  a  case  the  committee  might  very  well  report  spe- 
cially, that  they  find  the  candidate  in  all  respects  worthy,  (if  such  be  the  fact, ) 
but  incompetent  to  receive  the  degrees,  from  not  having  resided  long  enough 
within  the  jurisdiction ;  and  that  on  the  coming  in  of  such  a  report,  it  would 
be  competent  and  proper  for  the  master  to  declare  the  candidate  ineligible, 
and  refuse  all  further  action.    The  other  course  involves  a  falsehood  and  leads 
te  injustice.    Indeed,  if  the  argument  be  pursued  to  its  precise  and  logical 
conclusion,  it  may  be  gravely  questioned  whether  the  lodge  has,  in  such  a 
case,  any  right  to  ballot ;  for  it  has  not  acquired  jurisdiction  of  the  person. 
Another  lodge,  somewhere,  still  holds  jurisdiction  over  him,  and  that  other 
lodge  alone  has  the  right,  strictly,  to  receive  and  pass  upon  hi«  petition.    In 
the  language  of  the  lawyers,  the  ballot,  if  taken,  would  be  coram  non  judioe^ 
and  void.    The  ballot,  too,  would  be  a  contradiction  in  itself.    You  could  not 
elect  him,  and  how  could  that  be  called  an  election  in  which  you  have  no  eho^ 
tioTiy  but  are  compelled  to  reject?    Those  who  contend  that  a  ballot  must  be 
had,  place  it  on  the  ground  that  our  constitution  inhibits  the  withdrawal  of  a 
petition.    But  the  withdrawal  of  a  petition  by  the  candidate  or  his  friends, 
and  the  refusal  on  the  part  of  the  lodge  to  entertain  it,  are  propositions  so 
difllerent  in  all  their  aspects,  that  the  most  iUogical  mind  cannot  confound 
them.    If  the  rule  be,  as  claimed  by  some,  that  the  ballot  must  be  taken  and 
the  candidate  black  balled,  it  is  a  harsh  and  unjust  role ;  and,  being  harsh  and 
unjust,  it  ought  to  be  changed,  for  masonry  delights  in  exact  and  equal  justioe. 
We  have  no  right  to  stamp  the  character  of  any  man  with  the  odium  of  ma« 
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■onio  rejection,*ftnd  proolftim  the  fact  to  erery  mason  in  the  jnriBdiotion,  nnlees 
he  Ib  in  some  respect  unworthy ^  as  well  as  ineligible.** 

The  mle,  or  practice,  in  Alabama,  is  to  ballot  in  such  cases.  Bnt  the  rea- 
soning of  Grand  Master  Pratt,  to  us,  is  sonnd.  If  so  copious  extracts  militate 
against  our  design  to  aim  at  brevity  in  our  report,  onr  excuse  must  be  the  im- 
portance to  the  craft  of  the  views  so  ably  presented  by  Grand  Master  Pratt. 

The  Grand  Master  takes  strong  ground  against  the  recognition  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Quebec,  regarding  it  as  "  a  case  of  rebellion,  simple  and  unmitiga- 
ted.** Upon  this  subject  we  differ  with  Grand  Master  Pratt.  We  are  fully  sat- 
isfied that  there  is  no  law  more  clearly  defined  and  settled  in  masonic  juris- 
prudence and  the  usages  of  the  craft,  than  that  which  gives  to  the  lodges  in 
Quebec  the  right  to  legally  establish  a  Grand  Lodge. 

He  reoonmiends  that  **  the  rule  of  one  ballot  for  the  three  degrees  be  made 
oUigatory  in  all  the  lodges. '    We  endorse  this  recommendation. 

Brother  Morris  M.  Estee,  one  of  the  (jommittee  on  Jurisprudence,  presented 
a  minority  report  in  reference  to  the  burial  of  suicides,  and  reconmiended  the 
adoption  of  the  following  : 

**Be§olved,  That  in  the  case  of  suicide  by  a  master  mason  in  this  jurisdiction, 
ihe  lodge  to  which  he  belonged  shall  determine  as  to  his  insanity,  and  as  to 
the  propriety  of  interring  him  with  masonic  honors.*' 

Which  was  concurred  in  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  afterwards  reconsidered, 
and  amended  by  inserting  **  master  and  wardens  of,**  before  lodge.

The  report  of  V.  W.  Alexander  G.  Abell,  Grand  Secretary,  is  as  usual  inter- 
esting and  instructive— showing  that  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  '*nota 
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lodge  under  thia  juriBdiction  was  a  dollar  in  arrears  for  daes.**    He  also  pre- 
sented, on  behalf  of  the  Masonio  Board  of  Belief,  their  Annual  Report. 

FOBEIQN  CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Corrospondonce,  covering  80  closely  printed 
pages,  and  Kigned,  W.  A.  Hill,  chairman,  reviews  proceedings  of  thirty-eight 
American  Qrand  Lodges  and  thirteen  foreign  ones,  in  a  very  full  and  able  man- 
ner. It  speaks  in  terms  of  praise  of  the  address  of  Brother  Norris,  (1869,) 
barring  its  length,  and  of  Brother  Penick's  report  says :  *'  What  he  writes  is 
always  good  reading,  whether  one  coincides  with  the  author  or  not." 

Reviewing  the  proceedings  of  Canada,  (1869,)  chiefly  in  relation  to  the  Que- 
bec controversy,  and  making  a  fair  statement  of  the  real  point  at  isAue,  the 
committee  say :  *^  We  are  rather  disposed  to  assent  to  the  regularity  of  the 
formation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  " — concluding  with  quoting  the  reso- 
lutions of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine  on  the  subject  as  **a  good  model,"  if 
formal  action  be  deemed  advisable.  The  report  is  very  interesting,  and  its 
criticisms  couched  in  moderate  langaage.

The  address  of  the  grand  Master  is  a  business  paper,  local  in  its  character. 

Previous  to  laying  before  the  Grand  Lodge  a  detailed  account  of  his  official 
transactions  for  the  year.    He  says  : 

**From  all  quarters  of  our  vast  couDtry,  the  tidings  comes  to  our  ears  that 
the  craft  is  prospering  abundantly,  that  foolish  prejudices  are  giving  way,  and 
that  an  enlightened  public  opinion  has  already  recognized  the  institution  of 
masonry  as  a  synonym  of  that  love  S(»  beautifully  personified  and  set  forth  in 
the  XIII  chapter  of  the  1st  Epistle  to  the  Cormthians,  and  so  faithfully  exem- 
plified in  the  life  and  conduct  of  all  good  masons.    So  mote  it  be." 

The  Grand  Master  reports  no  inasooic  decisions. 

hX)REIQV  CORRESPONDEflCB. 

The  report  is  by  Brother  J.  Thos.  Bndd.  It  is  short ;  reviews  proceedings 
of  twenty-Bcven  Grand  Lodges.  Alabama  is  fraternally  noticed.  From  this 
report  we  mako  the  following  extract,  indorsing  every  word  of  it : 

**  Many  and  int*-roHting  are  the  decisions  upon  masonic  jurisprudence,  and 
stranj^e  and  varied  are  tbo  queries  propounded.  But  as  we  are  not  called  upon 
to  cull  decisions,  we  do  feel  compelled  to  say  that  too  much  law  seems  as  bad 
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sa  not  enough,  and  that  good  common  sense  is  certainly  saffioient  to  govern 
the  craft.** 

STATISTICS.

SPECIAL  COHMUNICATIOM. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  specially  convened  in  Wilmington,  April  20th,  A.  L. 
5871,  to  lay  the  corner  stone  of  the  masonic  temple  to  be  erected  in  the  city  of 
Wilmington. 

After  the  interesting  ceremonies  of  laying  the  corner  stone  had  been  com- 
pleted. Grand  Master  McCabe  deiivorod  a  very  beautiful  and  highly  interest- 
ing address.  We  should  like  to  copy  it  entire,  but  must  content  ourselves 
vith  the  following  extract : 

"Taking  the  H<>ly  Biule  as  her  guide,  masonry  adopts  a  firm  belief  in  the 
existence  and  perfections  of  a  Hupremo  being.  At  the  mention  of  His  name, 
she  bows  in  humble  submisHion  to  high  mandates. 

"  The  altars  of  masonry  can  testify  it  is  in  God  she  puts  her  trust— the  same 
God  whose  nand  led  Israel  through  the  wilderness,  and  nerved  the  arm  of 
David,  and  to  whose  honor  Holomon  reared  the  magnificent  temple  at  Jerusa- 
lem—the same  God  with  the  Christian.  In  all  lodges,  the  love,  the  fear,  the 
reverence  of  the  Supreme  Architect  of  the  Universe,  is  inculcated  as  a  dutyf 
and,  if  not  obgerved,  the  fault  lies  not  in  masonry.  So  sacred  is  the  faith  of 
mssonry  in  the  Eternal  I  am,  that  she  forever  bars  her  doors  against  the  man 
who  is  an  atheist !  Like  an  affectionate  child,  she  has  been  taught  to  say, 
**Our  Father  who  art  in  Heaven,"  and  the  mason  whose  sentiments  are  kn<.wn 
to  be  atheuiicalf  is  as  effiectually  shut  out  by  the  landmarks  uf  our  order,  from 
a  participation  in  its  benefitn,  as  he  is  from  the  christian  church.  *' Indeed,'* 
says  one,  **  the  wretch  who  would  avow  such  sentiments  in  a  lodge  of  masons, 
would  no  sooner  be  fellowshipped  there  than  at  your  communion  table."  You 
may  ask  me  here,  "why  there  are  so  many  bad  men  who  are  masons  ?  "  And 
I  might  reply  to  the  irrelevant  question,  **  why  are  there  so  many  hypocrites 
in  the  christian  churrh  ? "  Masonry  is  no  more  responsible  for  the  sins  of 
omieinon  or  commission  of  individual  masons,  than  is  the  pure  and  holy  church 
of  Christ  for  those  of  her  unworthy  members.  Hav:ng,  then,  laid  this  found- 
ation, masonry  builds  her  superstructure  on  that  principle,  the  cultivation  of 
which  insures  peace  on  earth,  and  confers  dignity  and  worth  on  the  highest 
as  well  as  the  humblest  being.  You  may  call  it  what  you  please.  It  is  the 
ininciple  of  doing  to  others  as  we  would  they  should  do  unto  us.  On  this  prin- 
ciple, every  kindred  and  language,  and  nation,  under  heaven,  may  come  into 
the  great  ma8oni<;  ball  on  earth,  bringing  only  with  them  the  incense  of  vir- 
toons  deeds.  Here  they  may  meet  upon  the  level  and  part  upi»n  the  square. 
Iheir  opinions,  their  pursuits,  and  their  different  forms  of  religion,  is  a  mat- 
ter in  which  she  does  n<>t  intermeddle,  upon  which  she  does  cot  undertake  to 
dogmatise.    The  prirtcipfe,  so  perfect  in  its  effects,  joins  the  hands  of  the  mon- 
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aroh  and  his  sabjeots,  of  the  rich  and  the  poor— the  chriatian  and  the  Jew.  It 
brings  together  men  of  etery  form  of  religion,  and  of  station  in  life.  It  is  in- 
deed a  nuiyersal  brotherhood.  This  exalted  i»-inctpte  contained  in  the  '*  gold- 
en mle  of  heayen,**  is  what  wise  men  hare  called  the  **  honesty  qf  masonry  J* 
It  is  written  on  the  holy  altar  of  our  prayers ;  it  shonld  be  engraved  upon  the 
tablets  of  our  hearts,  and  its  eloquence  shoold  be  felt  in  all  we  do,  and  heard 
in  all  we  say.  Thtt^  we  assert,  is  the  frincipLe  of  masonic  action,  and  I  appeal 
to  all  the  eyidence  which  has  come  to  the  observation  of  mankind,  to  testify 
against  us,  if  we  speak  not  according  to  tmth.  This  principle  forbids  a  sys- 
tem of  proscription  and  persecution.  Has  masonry  ever  proposed  or  prcutioed 
a  system  of  nnholy  warfare  on  any  people,  against  any  sect,  or  even  against 
her  enemies  f  Has  she  ever  attempted  to  proscribe  or  persecute  men  for  their 
religious,  civil  or  political  opinions  ?

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  a  brief,  business-like  document.  He 
pays  a  fitting  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Past  Grand  Master  B.  B.  French,  of  that 
Grand  Lodge,  concluding  as  follows : 

**  You  all  knew  him  intimately ;  you  all  appreciated  the  many  ezcellendos  of 
his  character.  The  memory  of  his  virtues  is  enshrined  in  our  hearts ;  may  we 
all  seek  to  imitate  them  in  our  own  lives. 

THK  REPOBT  OF  THB  OOKMrrTXK  ON  FOBEION  OORBXSPONDKNGB, 

'*  Embraces  the  entire  circle  of  American  Grand  Lodges,**  also  that  of  eigh- 
teen foreign  ones. 

Under  the  head  of  Alabama,  it  says,  **Tbe  address  of  the  Grand  Master 
(1869)  is  rather  flowery  and  speculative  for  a  business  paper  at  the  opening 
of  the  session  ol  a  Grand  Lodge  of  an  important  masonic  Jurisdiction.  WelL 
doctors  will  disagree ;  it  may  be  right  that  they  should. 

The  views  of  Brother  Norris  on  the  "Louisiana  quottion,"  to  the  effect 
that  **  there  is  no  law  now,  nor  never  has  been  in  this  country,  forbidding  any 
man  imtistion  on  account  of  color,  race,  or  religion,**  and  accompanying  com- 
ments, are  noticed  as  "sound.** 

OF  BBOTHEB  PENICK'S  BFJ>0BT, 

They  say  it  is,  as  usual,  **  long  and  interesting,**  and  also  "able,**  but  **  on 
the  negro  question  he  is  particularly  sensitive."    Yes,  brothers  ;  because  we 
feel  that  even  now  our  doors  are  not  so  strictly  tiled  as  to  exclude  unworthy 
material ;  and  wo  to  us,  if  they  be  thrown  open  to  the  ignorant,  the  vicious 
aad  the  clandestine. 
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Brother  Pcnick  is  sendtiTe,  becanse  he  has  at  heart  the  well  being  of  maeons 
•nd  of  masonry.  The  commiitee  have  done  Brother  Peniok  the  justice  to 
quote  his  remarks  in  fall ;  we  feel  thankful  to  them,  and  stand  by  the  award. 

Under  the  head  of  Arkansas,  the  committee  review  the  complaint  of  Brother 
BaVal  "that  Acacia  Lodge  No.  18  of  Washington  City  made  a  person  a  mason 
who  resided  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  Belle  Point  Lodge  No.  20,  Arkansas,  and 
liad  been  twice  rejected  by  that  Lodge." 

The  answer  is,  that  the  applicant,  whose  petition  contained  "the  usual 
declaration  that  he  had  not  applied  to  or  been  rejected  by  any  other  masonic 
lodge,**  was  arraign^ed  and  tried ;  but  "it  was  fully  proved  that  the  petition 
bad  been  hastily  signed  without  having  been  read  by  the  applicant.**  Well, 
what  was  done  with  him  ?  If  he  fully  proved  that  his  declaration  was  a  falsity, 
intentional  or  not,  he  certainly  entered  our  temple  irregularly  and  in  violation 
of  our  well  known  and  established  laws,  and  should  be  regarded  and  treated 
as  a  clandestine  made  mason,  until  healed  by  the  consent  of  the  Arkansas 
lodge. 

We  agree  with  the  committee  in  their  opinion  that  the  right  of  objection  to 
the  admission  of  a  visiting  brother  lies  with  any  individual  member,  not  with 
the  lodge ;  and  we  can  not  call  to  mind  any  decision  in  Alabama  adverse  to  that 
view  of  masonic  rights. 

Prom  the  review  of  California  proceedings  we  re-extract  the  following  : 

"I  do  not  know  what  masonry  is  doing  throughout  the  world  to  benefit  man- 
kind, but  I  do  believe  that  in  America  it  is  not  doing  the  good  it  ought,  and  is 
sot  exercising  the  influence  and  power  it  possesses  to  the  extent  of  its  ability 
for  usefulness.  Masonry  should  have  prevented  a  civil  war  ;  and  had  the  feel- 
ing of  fraternity  and  brotherhood  been  as  strong  as  it  has  been  in  masonic 
lodges  in  other  lands  and  other  ages,  there  would  have  been  no  civil  war  in 
this  land  of  ours.  But  in  this  yet  unended  strife,  there  is  work  to  do.  There 
•re  brothers  to  relieve,  wounds  to  heal,  difTerences  to  reconcile,  fraternal  feel- 
ing and  good  will  to  re-establish,  to  the  end  that  we  may  again  become  a  uni- 
ted, happy  people.** 

Tery  prettily  said,  but  will  not  bear  close  examination.  Masonry  could  not 
have  prevented  the  subjugation  of  one  section  by  another,  had  it  attempted  it ; 
for  strong  as  it  was,  it  could  not  cope  with  the  torrents  of  fanaticism  and  blind 
hatred  that  pervaded  even  the  churches  of  the  preponderating  section.  Be- 
fore that  torrent  the  constitution  of  our  forefathers,  nay,  the  bible  and  Chris- 
tianity itself,  proved  powerless.  Masonry  can  never  re-establish  fraternal 
relations  between  two  peoples,  one  of  which  glories  in  the  wrong  it  has  done 
tnd  is  resolved  to  persevere  in  its  labor  of  oppression,  the  other  enduring  as 
best  it  may  a  martyrdom  it  feels  to  be  undeserved,  and  asking  when,  if  ever, 
the  hand  of  an  avenging  deity  will  be  stretched  forth  to  protect  the  weak  and 
restrain  the  rage  of  the  despot.  But  brethren  have  been  relieved,  wounds  have 
been  healed,  nay,  even  during  the  fierce  contest  of  the  late  war,  and  then  and 
■nee  acts  innumerable  performed  by  masons  North,  South,  East  and  West, 
eridence  to  the  world  that  masons  in  the  most  adverse  circumstances  recog" 
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nize  the  high  miBsion  of  thoir  fraternity,  and  stand  ready  to  perform  their  du- 
ties as  men  and  masons. 

Under  the  head  Delaware^  we  And  some  criticisms  that  strike  us  as  rather 
sharp,  V  icwed  from  a  masonic  standpoint,  indeed,  hardly  consistent  with  Tem- 
perance, Prudence,  and  Brotherly  Love,  even  if  they  be  with  Justice.  We 
hope  our  brethren  of  Delaware  will  bear  themselves  with  fortitude,  and  trust 
that  henceforth  and  forever,  when  masons  doom  it  necessary  to  use  the  forti- 
ter  in  re,  they  will  not  omit  the  suavity  in  inodo. 

We  cannot  devote  more  space  to  this  very  able  and  interesting  report,  which 
is  signed  Charles  F.  Stansbury,  chairman,  but  are  indebted  to  it  for  t  :e  fol- 
lowing tabulated  record  of  masonic  jurisprudence  :

Fifty-nine  lodges  enrolled,  and  forty-seven  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  thus  commences  his  address  : 

*'  How  good  and  pleasant  a  thing  it  is  for  brethren  to  dwell  together  in  uni- 
ty ;  how  delightful  to  Tiithdraw  from  the  outer  world  where  strife,  contention 
and  bitterness  prevail,  and  meet  here  in  harmony  and  brotherly  love  :  here  we 
have  that  peace  which  the  disturbed  and  weary  soul  longs  for  ;  the  bloody  field 
of  strife,  the  contention  of  men  of  op|)osite  creeds,  and  the  bitterness  of  polit- 
cal  factions,  are  for  the  time  forgotten  or  laid  aside,  and  we  meet  as  brothers 
to  renew  our  comrron  vows  upon  the  altar  of  masonry,  and  practice  its  rich 
lessons  of  Faith,  Hope  and  Charity. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

Tliree  dispensations  were  granted  by  the  Grand  Master  to  open  lodges  ;  one 
to  Deputy  Grand  Master  Kus^ell  to  open  a  lodge,  also  two  dispensations  by  the 
Grand  Master  to  confer  more  degrees  than  one  upon  a  candidate  the  same 
night ;  calls  it  cases  of  emergency. 

We  disapprove  of  granting  dispensations  to  confer  degrees  oat  of  time,  and 
thus  hurry  some  supposed  good  fellow  through.  No  good  can  ever  ari^e  from 
such  procedure.  In  nine  cases  out  of  ten,  the  brother  thus  hurried  through 
becomes  a  drone  in  the  hive,  and  in  time  a  non-affiliate. 
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A  Oonmiltee  on  Masonic  Hietory  was  suggested  by  the  Grand  Master,  and 
confirmed  by  the  Grand  Lodge.

We  admire  its 
arrangement ;  he  reviews  the  proceedings  of  forty-four  Grand  Lodges,  Alabama 
among  the  number.  Extracts  arranged  under  the  head  of  Grand  Master's  Ad- 
dress, occupies  twelve  pages.

The  address  of  Brother  Samuel  Lawrence,  Grand  Master,  opens  with  some 
truly  masonic  admonitions  to  the  brethren  never  to  omit  the  '  *  acknowledgment 
of  Him  whom  we  recogni/e  as  the  Great  and  Mighty  Architect  of  the  Universe." 
We  can  not  omit  the  following  extract :  *'  As  in  time  past,  H  was  vouchsafed 
unto  our  institution  to  be  the  recoverer  and  restorer  of  the  Book  of  the  Law, 
God's  revealed  word,  long  lost,  so  now  it  is  given  unto  it  to  be  a  bulwark  and 
defense  against  all  such  vain  philosophy.'*  *  •  The  growing  tendency  in  the  pro- 
fane world  to  ignore  the  existence  of  a  personal  God,  and  throw  themselves  into 
the  seething  chaos  of  Pantheism,  or  Materialism,  preserving  unt«>  the  time- 
tossed  human  soul  the  comfort  and  peace  of  a  settled  faith  in  a  High  and  Holy 
One,  All-Good,  All-Powerful,  and  Ever-Present." 

That  it  may  be  enabled  to  fullfil  its  high  mission,  how  important  it  is  that 
masonry  should  be  preserved  pure  and  intact  from  the  aggressions  of  sectari- 
anism of  every  kind. 

During  the  year  the  Grand  Master  instituted  quite  a  number  of  lodges,  and 
delivered  lectures  upon  the  following  masonic  subjects:  **0n  Duties  and 
Dangers  of  New  Lodges ;"  "  Symbols  of  Freemasonry  ;"  "Three  Great  Lights ;" 
"  Three  Movable  Jewels  ,*'  "  The  Lodge  as  a  Symbol  of  the  World  ;"  **  Funeral 
Emblems;*'  "On  Obligations :"  "The  Altar  ;"  "Prayer  as  a  Masonic  ObUga- 
tion  ;**  **The  All-Seeing  Eye,*'  and  '*  « he  Two  Pillars."  This  is  the  way  to  put 
masonry  properly  before  the  fraternity.  In  time,  such  teachings  will  make 
better  men,  better  husbands,  kinder  and  more  afifectionate  fathers,  better  cit- 
izens, better  masons,  and  more  devoted  christians. 

The  Grand  Master  pays  a  feeling  tribute  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  Past 
Master  Brother  William  S.  Rockwell,  who  died  on  the  23d  day  of  January,  A. 
L6870. 
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We  should  extract  more  from  the  exoellent  biudiieBa  addrese  of  Grand  Mas- 
ter Lawrenoe,  bat  for  want  of  space.

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Tarions  points  of  masonic  law  accords  with 
tmr  own  practice. 

rOBKIOK  C0BBS8P0NDE2TGB. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  reviews  the  pro- 
ceedings of  forty-two  home  Grand  Lodges  and  three  foreign. 

Reviewing  those  of  Alabama  for  1869,  it  says,  *'The  address  of  the  Grand 
Master  (Brother  George  D.  Norris)  ia  an  able  document,  and  evinces  a  falth- 
fol  discharge  of  official  duties.**  It  appears,  **  after  dne  consideration,**  *'a8 
the  tme  policy  '*  the  decisien  that  a  member  of  a  lodge  can  dimit  for  two  rea« 
sons  only :  first,  removing  from  the  joriBdiction  ;  second,  to  nnitein  forming  a 
new  lodge,  with  the  modification  in  the  resolution  on  the  subject,  or  joining 
another  lodge,  &c.  And  commenting  thereon,  says :  *'The  adoption  of  this 
as  law,  with  the  abohtion  of  the  abominable  practice  of  striking  fTom  the  roU 
for  non-payment  of  duos,  will  effectually  check  the  evil  of  non-afiUiation ;  and 
we  can  see  no  other  means  by  which  it  can  be  arrested.'*  How  much  flagrant 
injustice  is  not  done  yearly  to  worthy  brethren  by  the  *'  abominable  practice** 
ftUuded  to  I  We  hold  that  no  mason  should  be  punished ;  and  is  not  suspen- 
sion a  masonic  punishment  ?  except  after  due  trial. 

The  committee  dissent  fTom  the  decision  that  "  a  non-affiliated  mason  can 
not  be  interred  with  masonic  honors,**  saying,  *'  one  month  at  least  must  lapse 
before  a  dimitted  brother  can,  under  the  law,  become  affiliated ;  should  he  hap- 
pen to  die  during  that  month,  though  he  may  be  making  every  effort  to  affili- 
ate, masonic  burial  is  denied  him  .**  We  agree  in  the  main  with  the  views  of  our 
brother  of  Georgia,  but  under  the  law  as  it  now  stands  in  Alabama,  a  dimit  be- 
ing granted  only  in  case  of  removal  fTom  the  jurisdiction,  or  when  asked  for 
the  purpose  of  affiliating  with  another  lodge,  and  taking  effect  only  after  such 
affiliation,  the  number  of  non-affiliated  Alabama  masons  must  be  much  reduoed. 

**  It  is  not  necessary  for  the  senior  warden  to  have  the  past  master*s  degree.** 
Certainly  not ;  and  how  can  he  have  it,  unless  he  had  previously  filled  the  mas- 
ter's chair  ?  A  blue  lodge  can  not  take  cognizance  of  any  rites  or  degrees  con- 
ferred in  other  organizations.  We  agree  that  milder  means  should  be  tried 
than  expulsion,  on  members  refusing  to  sit  in  the  lodge  because  the  master  or 
Warden  do  possess  that  degree ;  if  they  prove  contumacious,  it  will  be  time 
enough  to  resort  to  the  extreme  measure. 

We  believe,  too,  that  the  views  of  the  conmiittee  are  correct  regarding  the 
action  of  a  lodge  having  no  jurisdiction,  in  rejecting  a  candidate,  as  "null  and 
void,  and  that  the  petition  stands  as  though  he  had  never  petitioned. 

The  committee  reply,  in  manly  but  kind  and  fraternal  manner,  to  our  unfor- 
tunate and  doubtlessly  unthoughted  expression  of  toonder  on  the  part  of 
Brother  John  J.  Bell  of  New  Hampshire,  that  "  our  [Georgia]  brethien  kept 
their  temper,**  &c.,  in  an  instance  bringing  up^  the  subject  of  negro  masonry. 
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We  shall  be  mnch  Barprised  if  Brother  Bell  does  not  do  our  brethren  of  Georgia 
and  himself  full  Justice  by  making  the  amende  honorable  for  his  error. 

The  report  is  a  straightforward  review  of  important  facts,  and  is  written  in  a 
kindly  and  fraternal  spirit.    It  is  signed  J.  Emmett  Blackshear,  Chairman.

ILLINOIS. 

Annual  Oommnnication  held  at  Chicago,  October,  A.  L.  6870. 
Host  Worshipful  Harmon  G.  Beynolds,  Grand  Master. 
Bight  Worshipful  Orlin  H.  Miner,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address  fills  nineteen  closely  printed  pages,  and  is  a  well 
arranged  and  interesting  paper,  mainly  devoted  to  local  a£faire.  Under  the 
head  OonsUtuUon  qf  Masonry ^  he  says  : 

*'  With  the  charters  which  will  be  granted  this  season,  this  Grand  Lodge  will 
have  nearly  650  chartered  lodges,  and  something  over  86,000  affiliated  master 
masons.  The  increase  has  not  been  as  great  as  in  former  years.  This  is  to  be 
ascribed  to  the  scarcity  of  money,  emigration  westward,  and  a  closer  watch- 
fulness over  the  ballot  box.  It  would  naturally  be  inferred  that  the  frenzy  of 
anti-masonry  would  debar  many  firom  seeking  admission,  but  it  is  a  singular 
fact  that  in  the  region  where  anti-masonry  is  most  furious,  the  average  of  ini- 
tiations is  equal  to  any  other  portion  of  the  State. 

*'  In  1850  the  population  of  the  State  was  over  850,000.  The  affiliated  masons 
did  not  exceed  2,500,  an  average  of  one  to  340  inhabitants.  Now  the  population 
of  the  State  is  2,500,000,  and  the  average  is  one  to  every  seventy  inhabitants. 
Bomantic  as  the  increase  of  the  population  may  seem,  the  iDcrease  of  masonry 
almost  exceeds  the  range  of  ci edibility.  What  has  kept  pace  with  this?  Eve- 
rything good,  everything  noble ;  equality  among  the  people,  universal  educa- 
tion, the  magical  spread  of  the  arts  and  sciences,  a  higher  range  of  cultiva- 
tion, a  higher  tone  of  personal  honor,  and  a  decided  improvement  in  the  moral 
culture  of  the  people. 

"  It  will  be  asserted  that  some  lodges  are  low  in  the  scale  of  morals,  effi- 
cieacy,  or  usefulness.  Admit  it.  JChe  same  is  true  in  every  department  of  hu- 
man society.  Banks  are  sometimes  closed,  merchants  fail,  farmers  and  me- 
chanics do  not  succeed,  and  demoralization  reaches  churches  and  other  soci- 
eties. Masonry  can  not  be  expected  to  escape  the  fate  of  all  other  earthly 
tilings.  Tet  the  advancement  of  masonry  is  the  advancement  of  improve- 
ment, civilization,  religion,  morality,  culture,  learning,  and  law  ;  and  its  cos- 
mopolitan influences  bring  good  men  in  contact,  and  contribute  to  bring  about 
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that  lime  when  all  men  shall  love  one  another.  Whereyor  there  is  civilization, 
there  is  masonry.  Wliorever  masonry  advances,  darkness  aisappears.  Wher- 
ever it  declines,  fanaticism  obscures  the  light  of  culture  and  learning,  and  bar- 
barism, rudeness,  and  lawlessness,  override  order  and  law. 

'*  While  masonry  is  essentially  social,  and  a  largo  system  of  charity,  it  is  not 
license.  Where  I  find  the  majority  of  the  members  of  a  lodge  in  dram  shops, 
addicted  to  profane  swearing,  loose  in  morals  and  honor,  and  ready  to  excuse 
immoral  or  unmasonic  practices,  I  tremble  for  the  community  where  it  is  loca- 
ted. Such  lodges  are  the  blots  upon  our  fair  system,  and  are  no  better  than 
birds  of  prey.  They  are  a  moral  pest,  and  should  be  cleansed  or  closed.  2fy 
brethren,  is  this  the  case  with  any  of  your  lodges  ?    Let  it  be  ^  no  longer.** 

GRAND  MASTRB*S  DECISIONS, 

1.  The  lodge  found  a  brother  gnilty  upon  charges  preferred,  and  voted  a 
reprimand  ;  the  worshipful  master  neglected  to  perform  the  duty,  and  moved 
from  the  State,— He^  That  the  senior  warden  should  administer  the  repri- 
mand or  cause  the  same  to  be  done. 

2.  An  objection  before  balloting,  made  to  the  master  is  equivalent  to  a  rejec- 
tion, and  the  ballot  should  be  stayed  until  the  objection  is  removed. 

3.  The  charter  members  of  a  new  lodge  are  liable  for  dues  for  the  quarter  or 
term  in  which  such  charter  was  granted. 

4.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  non-afiiliate  to  join  some  lodge,  but  he  is  privileged 
to  join  such  one^  suits  him  best,  without  regard  to  local  jurisdiction. 

5.  The  right  to  visit  is  not  absolute,  but  conditional.  The  right  to  ask  im- 
plies the  power  to  deny,  and  the  power  to  deny  rests  with  any  member  of  the 
lodge,  and  must  be  respected. 

6.  Where  a  negative  ballot  is  cast  npon  application  for  initiation,  advance- 
ment, or  affiliation,  no  brother  has  any  right  to  disclose  how  he  voted  ;  and  any 
such  disclosure  phould  be  followed  by  effective  discipline,  except  m  cases  where 
it  is  clear  that  the  negative  was  the  result  of  misapprehension  or  mistake. 

7.  The  officers  of  a  lodge  named  in  a  charter  hold  their  positions  after  install- 
ation, until  the  time  set  for  election  in  the  by-laws,  when  an  election  should  be 
held,  even  if  it  should  occur  on  the  next  day  after  their  installation. 

8.  When  a  candidate  is  declared  rejected,  the  lodge  has  no  further  pr)wer  over 
the  matter,  until  the  worshipful  master  orders  another  ballot  under  section  42 
Grand  Lodge  by-laws. 

9.  In  voting  by  show  of  hands,  the  worshipful  master  does  nr)t  vote,  unless 
his  vote  may  be  necessaiy  to  a  tie,  or  a  casting  vot*i.  The  worsMpful  ma<itor 
never  has  bat  one  vote,  and  may  vote  whenever  a  ballot  is  taken. 

10.  A  brother  wishing  to  visit  a  lodge  must  first  satisfy  himsplf  of  its  legal- 
ity by  inspection  of  the  charter  and  the  usual  test.  The  master  of  the  lodge 
must  then  require  proof  in  the  usual  way  that  the  brother  is  a  just  and  upright 
mason. 

11.  The  test  should  precede  ail  examinations ;  two  brethren  may  examine 
each  other  for  their  mutual  satisfaction,  but  they  can  not  vouch  for  each  other 
npon  such  examinations ;  the  only  cases  where  vouchers  are  permitted  are 
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where  the  brethren  have  Bat  in  lodge  together,  or  where  a  satisfactory  examin- 
ation has  been  had  by  authority  of  the  worehipfiil  master. 

12.  It  is  onlawful  to  give  a  suicide  masonic  burial,  unless  the  evidence  of 
insanity  is  clear. 

13.  A  two-thirds  vote  restores  a  member  suspended  indefinitely  to  mem- 
bership. 

14.  In  the  absence  of  any  by-laws,  a  majority  is  sufficient  to  grant  a  dimit. 

QUEBEC. 

The  Grand  Master  recommends  the  recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Que- 
bec.   Sensible  to  the  last. 

Considering  a  case  of  alleged  irregularity,  Brother  Reynolds  says :  "\Vhile  I 
understand  that  a  brother  may  be  irregularly  made  in  a  regular  lodge,  yet  I 
have  never  learned  that  such  irregularity  is  to  aflFect  his  standing.  On  the  con- 
trary, unless  previously  forbidden,  his  making  is  good,  but  the  party  guilty  of 
the  irregularity  in  subject  to  censure  or  discipUne," 

Every  word  upon  this  subject  is  in  strict  accordance  with  our  own  views. 

COMMrtTEE  OK  CX>BBESPOND£NCE 

Report,  "  That  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  they  have  labored  to  reduce 
the  result  of  their  researches  to  as  brief  a  space  as  possible,  while  they  have 
endeav(^rcd  to  preserve  all  that  is  most  valuable  in  the  interesting  and  instruct- 
ive documents  with  the  review  of  which  they  have  been  charged." 

The  growth  uf  freemasonry  and  multiplication  of  Grand  Lodges  is  such  that, 
ex  neiX'iisUate,  all  reports  on  correspondence  fail  in  two  important  particulars. 
Endeavoring  to  be  brief,  they  omit  many  things  very  worthy  of  notice,  and 
aiming  to  comprise  as  much  as  possible  of  what  is  of  great  interest  »nd  merit, 
they  are  all  too  long,  even  when  not  to  say  longsome.  Some  plan  will  have  to 
be  devised  by  which  the  important  rnaaonic  literature  appearing  yearly  may  be 
preserved  and  placed  within  the  reach  of  every  member  of  the  craft,  and  not 
confined  to  Grand  Lodge  transactions,  which  are  seen  but  by  few.  We  have 
reflected  much  on  this  subject,  and  hope  to  mature  a  plan  that  may  be  of  ser- 
vice to  the  fraternity. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Alabama  Grand  Lodge  for  1869  are  duly  noticed.  We 
quote  the  following  :  "  Some  discussion  of  points  contained  in  former  reports 
of  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Correspondence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illiuois 
is  to  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  same  committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ala- 
bama, but  we  do  not  see  that  a  continuance  of  the  discussion  would  be  of  inter- 
est to  the  craft.  We  would,  however,  approve  the  fraternal  spirit  in  which  the 
discussion  has  been  conducted." 

So  mote  it  ever  be ;  differ  we  may  and  must,  but  hope  never  to  forget  that  in 
the  work  of  justice  we  should  not  go  beyond  the  bounds  of  Temperance  and 
Brotherly  Love.

Grand  Master's  address  is  a  good  business  masoi^  document,  relating  en- 
tirely to  his  own  Jurisdiction. 

Of  Jfitemperance  and  Profanity^  he  says :  '*  I  have  been  much  gratified  to 
obserre  the  efforts  that  have  been  made  by  many  of  the  lodges  to  eleyate  the 
standard  of  masonry  in  their  respective  jurisdictions.  While  much  good  has 
been  thus  accomplished,  much  still  remains  to  be  done.  The  greatest  foes  to 
our  order,  and  which  are  doing  us  more  harm  than  all  others,  are  profanity 
and  intemperance.  There  is  more  danger  to  be  apprehended  firom  these  yices 
than  from  all  other  sources  combined.  This  is  not  beeause  our  duties,  a« 
masons,  are  not  ftilly  set  forth  in  the  lessons  we  inculcate,  and  the  regulations 
that  haye  been  adopted  for  our  goyemment.  In  the  first  degree  in  masonry 
we  are  taught  that  temperance  is  one  of  the  cardinal  virtues,  and  should  be 
the  constant  practice  of  every  mason.  We  are  also  taught  that  profanity 
should  be  avoided  on  all  occasions ;  and  this  is  the  charge  as  one  of  the  three 
most  important  duties  of  our  profession.  In  all  subsequent  degrees  the  same 
lessons  are  taught,  and  we  hear  them  recited  on  f^quent  occasions.  •  •  • 
It  is  not  only  our  duty  to  correct  them  in  ourselves,  but  we  must  see  that  they 
are  not  practiced  by  others.  Every  member  of  our  order,  and  more  especially 
every  worshipful  master  of  a  lodge,  should  not  only  abstain  firom  these,  but 
from  all  other  existing  evils,  and  make  the  lodge  a  place  where  good  men  shall 
delight  to  congregate  and  labor  to  promote  the  happiness  of  their  fellow  men.

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Scott  is  brief  and  well  arranged.  Under  the 
head  of  DeoisUmt,  Grand  Master  Scott  says : 

"In  Tiew  of  the  apparent  fact  that  our  Jurisprudence  is  not  being  improved 
by  the  multitude  of  so-called  *  decisions  on  masonic  law,*  but  rather  the  re* 
▼erse,  I  haye  abstained  from  presenting  anything  in  that  line  for  your  oonsid- 
€fation.  I  am  impelled  to  this  by  my  profound  conviction  that  much  of  our 
law-making,  both  by  the  Grand  Lodges  and  by  Grand  Masters,  has  been  so  ill- 
devised  that  ft  only  tends  to  embarrass  those  who  need  more  light.  There 
are  very  few  things  of  importance  which  are  not  well  understood,  and  the  trifles 
that  usually  cause  disputes  might  be  settled  either  way  without  detriment  to 
masonry.    There  are  those  who  will  always  want  the  advice  of  the  Grand  Mas- 
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ter  npon  the  particnlar  case,  no  matter  upon  how  many  occasions  the  same 
question  may  have  been  substantially  answered.  The  increased  decisions  and 
resolutionK,  therefore,  only  furnish  additional  points  for  questions  and  dis- 
putes, and  may  be  well  omitted  iu  the  future.*' 

There  is  much  force  in  his  remarks,  yet  a  middle  course  may  be  best,  that  is 
to  notice  only  decisions  on  obscure  points,  or  on  those  of  great  interest  to  the 
craft  generally. 

BXPOBT  OF  OOMXITTEE  ON  FOBEION  OOBBESPONDENCE. 

The  proceedings  of  Alabama  are  noticed  freely  and  fraternally.  Copious  ex- 
tracts are  made  from  the  address  of  our  lamented  Grand  Master, "Brother  Chil- 
ton. On  his  remarks  anent  **  the  old  story,*'  the  wi  If ul  ignorance  of  the  many 
officers  and  members  of  subordinate  lodges,  the  committee  comments  as 
follows : 

"Can  not  some  law  be  made  that  will /orce  masters  of  subordinate  lodges  to 
know  something  of  laws,  rules,  and  regulations,  wliich  they  are  sworn  to  obey 
and  enforce  ?  Why  not  make  it  obligatory  on  every  manter  elect  to  commit  to 
memory  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  this  Grand  Ix>dge,  ere  he  can  be  in- 
stalled ?  Do  you  say  none  would  do  it?  Very  well :  better  have  no  masters  at 
allf  than  *  wooden  men.'    *When  the  blind  lead  the  blind,  etc.'     Verbum  sat" 

The  committee  "can  not  agree  with  "  the  remarks  in  opposition  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  an  orphans' home,  "much  as  we  [they]  object  to  masonic  col- 
leges." As  our  brethren  of  Iowa  truly  say,  "  The  corner  stone  of  masonry  is 
charity f"  but  what  masonic  orphans'  home  or  other  such  enterprise  has  proved 
a  success  ?  How  many  have  not  proved  not  merely  wasteful  undertakings — 
that  would  be  Uttle — but  sources  of  heart-burnings,  criminations  and  recrimi- 
nations among  brethren,  incurable  ulcers  upon  the  fraternity,  and  deficient 
even  of  excision  or  cauterization. 

Our  own  comments  on  the  36th  decision  of  our  worthy  brother  of  Iowa,  John 
Scott,  on  the  important  right  of  visitation,  not  to  be  denied  except  for  causey 
are  quoted,  with  the  comment,  "  no  getting  around  or  over  that." 

We  feel  proud  of  the  approval  of  the  committee,  but  yet  more  grateful  to 
reflect  that  masonic  discussions  are  only  entertained  for  the  elucidation  of 
truth,  not  to  uphold  private  opinions. 

At  the  end  of  the  remarks  of  Florida^  we  find  a—something— less  than  three 
linos  long  that  we  shall  not  quote.  Brother  Dawkins  did  throw  a  stone,  but 
it  was  only  returning  the  same  Brother  Miller  first  chucked.  Now,  brethren, 
please  let  it  lie,  and  don't  keep  on  slinging  it  at  Iowa  and  back  at  Florida  for- 
ever. However  much  we  of  the  South  may  writhe  under  the  oppressions  we 
are  forced  to  endure,  we  hail  a  true  muBon  as  a  brother,  be  he  from  the  North, 
East,  or  West,  and  hold  that  bickerings  between  masons,  and  the  bandying  of 
Blurs,  is  unworthy  of  our  profession. 

Under  Nevada,  we  find  as  follows : 

"  *  Resolved,  That  we  recommend  a  discontinuance  of  the  use  of  cotton  or 
other  cloth  aprons  in  publio,  as  they  are  inappropriate,  and  are  not  emblems 
of  inoocence.' 
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**0nly,  we  would  sirostitnte  the  word  *  order*  for  'discontinnance,'  and 
omit  the  words  *  in  public*  We  are  *  down  on '  any  and  all  kinds  of  shams  or 
make-believes  in  masonry,  or  for  the  matter  of  that,  anywhere  else ;  and  a  cot- 
ton apron  on  a  mason  always  reminds  us  of  Tupman's  handkerchief  pinned  on 
the  inside  of  his  coat  tails  at  the  ambassador's  ball.*' 

In  which  we  heartily  concur. 

The  report,  which  it  signed  U.  D.  Taylor,  covers  one  hundred  and  thirty-five 
closely  printed  pages,  replete  with  valuable  information  well  digested.  We 
regret,  however,  to  see  any  notice  taken  of  a  clandestine  organization,  styling 
itself  a  Masonic  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri,  even  though  the  brethren  '*  would 
no  doubt  like  to  hear  "  **  something  of  their  doin's.'*  All  such  should  be  passed 
by  unnoticed. 

The  report  closes  with  a  valuable  "  Summary  of  Masonic  Law,**  from  decis- 
ions and  edicts  of  various  jurisdictions.

The  Grand  Master  reports  having  issued  two  dispensations,  both  to  confer 
the  degrees  out  of  time.

**As  to  the  granting  of  special  dispensations  or  permits,  it  is  a  subject  of 
vital  importnnce  to  the  craft,  and  I  call  your  attention  to  the  cases  mentioned, 
for  your  action.**

•'We  have  had  under  consideration  that  portion  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Mas- 
ter's Address  relating  to  the  granting  of  dispensations  to  Coe  and  Pioneer 
LoHgoH  to  confer  the  second  nnd  third  degrees  the  same  night,  and  give  it  as 
our  opinion,  that  while  at  certain  times  and  under  certain  emergencies  it  may 
be  very  desirable  that  such  power  should  be  exercised,  yet  the  exercise  thereof 
is  of  doubtful  propriety,  and  contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  spirit  of  our  con-

Grand  Lodge  Annual  Conmiunication  held  in  the  city  of  Louiaville,  October 
17th,  A.  L.  5870.

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  dear  but  not  diflhse,  and  in  excellent  taste. 
Contrasting  the  condition  of  masonry  at  the  time,  (467  subordinate  lodges 
being  represented, )  with  what  it  was  in  October,  1800,  when  "  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter's gavel  called  to  order  the  representatiyee  of  five  lodges  then  in  Kentucky,'* 
Brother  Eginton  says : 

"Misinformed  zealots,  under  the  influence  of  ignorance  and  prejudice,  have 
exerted  the  utmost  of  their  power  against  the  order  in  vain ;  it  remains  the 
same — 

"  Unchanged  in  its  noble  workings  upon  the  human  heart ; 

"  In  hannonizing  all  the  better  and  more  elevated  thoughts  of  its  members ; 

**  In  its  opposition  to  the  earthly  antagonism  of  party,  and  the  confusing 
conflicts  of  the  world ; 

*'  In  its  great  design,  and  in  the  universality  which  adapts  it  to  all  climes 
and  nations  of  the  earth ; 

*'  It  still  finds  members  among  all  sects  and  parties  who  revere  God  and  love 
humanity ; 

"  Still  speaks  to  all  classes  of  men  in  a  sweet,  low  voice,  whispering  of  peace 
and  love ; 

"  Awakens  the  spirit  of  the  aged,  and  brings  into  active  being  the  minds  mt 
the  young ; 

**  Continues  to  fortify  against  the  temptations  of  the  world ; 
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'The  same  mystio  ritoft  tnd  oeremonies  that  were  in  the  beginning,  and  a» 
thej  will  be  to  the  end  of  time ; 

I  **  Throughont  the  long,  lengthened  line  of  yetn  bigotry  has  hnrled  th» 
deadliest  shafts  against  the  enter  walls,  and  the  fires  of  the  inqnieition  haye 
been  heH>ed  npon  the  heads  of  our  members ; 

**  Edicts  hsve  been  folminatedfwithont  ii^nring ; 

"  Jealons  scmtiDy  has  pnt  it  on  trial,  and  in  vain  endeavored  to  penetrate 
its  hidden  mysteries ; 

**  Prison  doors  have  opened  and  taken  in  unoffending  members  and  learned 
no  secrets; 

'  Parties  formed  to  destroy  masonry,  foond  to  their  sorrow  that 

"  Her  towers  and  monuments  fade  not  away. 

Her  truth  and  social  love  fade  not  away ; 
Her  actions,  tending  all  to  one  great  plan, 

Haye  taught  mankind  what  man  should  be  to  man. 

'The  object  and  purpose  is  the  same  everywhere,  and  every  member,  how* 
ever  much  he  may  differ  in  language  and  uationality,  sectarian  attachment  or 
pohtical  preference,  has  the  same  rights  and  duties,  and  is  in  thorough  unity 
with  every  free  mason  throughout  the  world. 

*'  No  other  mere  moral  organization  possesses  the  power  of  which  masonry 
can  boast ;  none  other  can  effect  as  much  as  the  cn^t  in  disseminating  sun- 
shine and  dispelling  gloom. 

"Meddling  not  with  politics,  interfering  not  with  the  affiurs  of  church  or 
state,  it  has  not  suffered  the  instability  of  other  human  institutions.** 

The  only  thing  ne  can  point  out  to  criticise,  is  the  allusion  to  the  **  intense 
masonic  opposition  of  certam  vindictiYe  bigots.**  Several  other  Most  Wor- 
ahipful  Brothers  are  obnoxious  to  the  same  criticism.  Let  them  alone,  breth- 
ren ;  it  pleases  some  people  to  gnaw  at  a  file ;  why  disturb  them  ?  Any  notice 
taken  of  thorn  elevates  to  a  prominence  they  can  never  obtain  by  their  own 
efforts.  Unworthy  even  of  silent  contempt,  "Lei  vapid  babblings  pass  at  all 
times  unnoticed. 

Of  the  oiBoers  of  subordinate  lodges  he  says :  **The  officers  of  every  sub- 
ordinate lodge  should  be  living  exemplifications  of  the  principles  and  duties 
they  enforce ;  the  profane  man  can  not  successfully  teach  that  the  name  of 
God  must  be  always  spoken  with  reverence ;  the  mystic  letter  in  the  East  loses 
all  its  solemn  monitions  if  he  who  ministers  at  the  altar  is  the  first  to  violate 
the  instruction  given.**  Wholesome  advice,  and  should  be  practiced  by  all 
worshipful  masters. 

OF  KASONIO  LITEBATUBB, 


Hesasrs: 

''Masonic  literature,  in  regular  order,  next  requires  a  passhig  thought. 
Intelligent  masons  can  only  be  created  in  the  same  way  that  ptofessional  or 
thoroughly  scientific  men  are  made.  The  progressive  mason,  by  readiag  the 
publications  and  enjoying  the  light  which  they  reflect,  is  enabled,  by  verbal 
utterance  or  the  pen,  to  communicate  intelligence  to  others.    There  is^  there- 
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fore,  indispeBsable  need  of  the  knowledge  which  the  press  imparts,  and  tho 
organs  of  the  craft  should  receive  a  cheerful  profitable  support." 

The  Grand  Master  refused  to  issue  any  dispensations  to  confer  the  degrees 
out  of  time.  Good  example  for  Grand  Masters  of  other  jurisdictions  who  do 
grant  dispensations  for  such  purpose. 

Eight  dispensations  were  issued  to  establish  new  lodges,  and  two  for  lodges 
to  continue  their  work  who&e  charters  were  destroyed  by  fire. 

He  thus  beautifully  closes  his  address : 

'*  The  castle-building  days  of  childhood  are  gone,  and,  whether  possessed  of 
the  bright  anticipations  of  youth  or  with  the  blossoms  of  spring-tide  glory 
x:hanged  into  the  sere  and  yellow  loaf  of  life,  we  must  all  remember  that  even 
if  a  man  was  not  more  frail  than  the  rose,  yot  the  cold  winter  of  age  will  come, 
and  tho  biutory  that  each  has  written  for  himself  will  disclose  whether  ho 
has  triumphed  over  every  temptation  and  persevered  in  the  performance  of 
every  good  ^ork  and  duty ;  and  to  this  end  let  us  determine  that  we  will 
brighten  the  endless  masonic  chain  so  that  the  mystic  master  spirits  of  the 
future  shall  shed  no  tear  over  the  wreck  of  tno  order,  but  its  glory  continue 
until  time  shall  be  no  more.    So  mote  it  be."

COMMITTEE  ON  FOBEION  COBBESPONDENCE 

Reports  having  reviewed  proceedings  of  thirty-nine  Grand  Lodges.  Com- 
menting on  the  Alabama  law  on  dimitn,  and  italicising  the  last  clause — **  Wheih 
he  affiliates  with  any  other  lodge  qf  ancieid  free  and  accejded  masons^  and  no- 
tice  of  such  affiliation  given  to  the  lodge '^~ihe  committee  say :  "We  enquire 
whp(}ier  a  brother  receiving  such  a  document  has  dimitted  from  the  lodge,  or 
not?  The  proviHion  is  certainly  a  Hiiigular  one."  Our  understanding  of  the 
rule  is,  that  the  brother  has  not  dimitttid ;  that  he  is  still  a  member  of  tho 
lodge,  the  efiect  of  tho  document  being  to  give  him  the  right  of  applying  for 
membership  to  another  lodge,  and  being  accepted  by  that  lodge,  and  notice 
given,  his  severance  trom  bis  lodge  is  complete  ;  be  then,  and  only  then,  is  a 
brother  dimitted  from  tliat  lodge  and  an  affiliated  of  the  other.  We  will  add, 
that  our  Kentucky  brethren  **  recognize  the  right  of  every  mason  in  good 
standing  to  dimit  from  his  lodge  on  the  payment  of  his  annual  du(9s." 

Reviewing  Brother  Penick's  remarks  in  regard  to  the  committee  appointed 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  "to  see  about  a  masonic  widows*  and' or- 
phans* home,"  in  which  he  says  ho  "  trembles  for  their  cash  and  their  widows 
and  orphans,"  the  Graud  Master  says  : 

"We  can  assure  Brothers  Penick  and  Gouley  that  the  Grand  Lodge  runs  no 
risk,  and  we  hope  the  widows  and  orphans  will  not  be  endangered  by  the 
accomplishment  of  this  humane  and  charitable  enterprise.  They  are  entirely 
mistaken  in  the  object  of  appointing  the  committee.  It  was  not  to  consider 
the  piopriety  of  organizing  such  an  establishment  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  The 
honui  it)  the  subject  of  individual  enterprise,  assisted  by  tho  voluntary  sub- 
scription of  8ome  of  the  subordinate  lodges.  In  addition,  the  ladies  of  Ken- 
tucky, who  are  always  known  as  being  foremost  in  every  good  work,  have 
organized  an  assistant  society  to  aid  in  the  accomphshmeut  of  this  purely 
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ff Monic  charity.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  has  not  promised  to  assist 
in  it,  but  donated  one  hundred  dollars  in  aid  of  the  ladies'  society.  The  com- 
mittee was  appointed  simply  to  recommend  that  charity  to  the  kind  consider- 
ation of  the  lodges  and  individual  brethren  throughout  the  State.'* 

Sad  experience,  our  own  as  well  as  that  of  our  brethren  in  other  States,  has 
taught  us  circumspection  in  ihe  matter  of  masonic  schools,  colleges,  homes, 
and  the  like.  Plausible  schemes,  originating,  we  fear,  as  often  in  vanity  or 
inconsiderate  jealousness,  as  in  pure  benevolence,  have  time  and  again  been 
presented  to  the  fraternity  for  their  support.  They  have  received  some  assist- 
ance, not  because  the  most  clear-thinking  believed  them  fensible,  but  because 
they  were  unwilling  to  oppose  openly  and  boldly  a  project  which  called  for 
aid  in  the  name  of  charity  to  the  widow  or  the  orphan.  They  gave,  but  gave 
sparingly,  said  nothing,  but  shook  their  heads  doubtiugly  when  unobserved. 
How  much  money  that  could,  nay,  should  have  been  used  to  reheve  actual  dis- 
tress of  masons,  masons'  widows  and  masons'  orphans,  has  not  been  squan- 
dered on  such  schemes  I  How  many  of  them  have  no6  proved  such  a  burden 
as  not  to  require  action  similar  to  that  of  our  Kentucky  brethren  in  the  caso 
of  the  masonic  college  at  LaOrange,  viz,  appoint  a  committee  **  to  sell  or  give 
it  away,  so  that  this  Grand  Lodge  be  exonerated  from  all  future  care  or  over- 
si^t.**  Experience  has  made  Brother  Pemck  cautious  ;  he  meant  no  more, 
we  are  satisfied,  and  is  not  far  wrong.  Still,  we  wish  our  brethren  success  in 
their  new  enterprise. 

The  report,  which  is  very  interesting,  and  written  in  a  truly  masonic  spirit, 
is  signed,  J.  M.  S.  MoCorkle,  chairman.

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  occupies  twenty  pages.    He  says : 

"  We  have  assembled  here  to  review  the  work  of  the  past,  to  approve  the 
■ame  if  well  done,  to  provide  for  the  wants  of  a  constantly  extending  order,  to 
mcrease  our  eflfectiveness,  and  prepare  the  trestle  board  for  the  year  upon 
which  we  now  enter.  Trusting  that  willing  hands,  cheerful  hearts,  and  sound 
beads  are  here,  I  am  confident  nothing  will  occur  to  mar  our  labors  or  confuse 
our  work. 
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Fourteen  dispeneationB  issued  to  open  new  lodges ;  two  to  confer  degrees 
out  of  time— they  were  really  oases  of  emergenoy.  Many  other  applications 
for  special  dispensations  to  confer  degrees  were  refused .  Upon  dispensations 
the  Qrand  Piaster's  head  is  level.

He  says :  "  But,  brethren,  while  we  are  busily  engaged  in  the  ritualistic 
part  of  masonry,  wa  shall  do  well  not  to  forget  the  sublime  truths  taught 
therein.  The  foras  of  masonry  are  valuable  as  such.  They  are  not  to  be 
understood  as  the  gist  of  the  matter.  Deeper  down  than  they,  lays  the  pre- 
cious Jewel,  attainable  only  by  him  who  shows  faith,  industry,  study  and  pa- 
tience.

Were  masonry  nothing  more,  nothing  deeper,  higher  and  nobler,  than  this, 
long  sinco^it  would  have  passed  away  and  been  forgotten,  or  remembered  only 
to  ridicule." 

He  says  intemperance  and  profanity  are  growing  evils,  and  recommends  dis- 
cipline.

1.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  when  the  lodge  under  dispensation  in  which  A 
was  rejected  ceases  to  exist,  all  jurisdiction  oyer  him  terminated,  and  he  is, 
therefore,  at  liberty  to  apply  to  any  lodge  within  the  jurisdiction  in  which  he- 
may  reside. 

2.  1  know  of  no  regulation  of  this  Grand  Lodge  requiring  an  applicant  to* 
serre  a  probation  of  six  months  before  he  can  apply.  Our  regulation  only  ap- 
|dis8  to  profanes. 

8.  A  candidate  for  the  degrees  of  masonry  must  be  able  to  read  and  write,, 
and  sign  the  application  in  his  own  handwriting.  So  say  we ;  if  those  who  cau 
read  would  read  men,  there  would  be  fewer  questions  propounded  to  Grand 
Masters  upon  masonic  laws  long  since  settled  by  edicts  and  constitutional  reg-^ 
ulationa. 

4.  Visitation  is  said  to  be  an  undoubted  right ;  yet  the  visitor's  right  muttr 
be  subordinate  to  the  right  of  the  member,  and  if  the  worshipful  master  is 
aatisi&ed  that  the  presence  of  the  visitor  in  the  lodge  would  mar  the  peace  and 
harmony  of  the  members  present,  it  is  not  only  his  right  but  his  duty  to  ex^ 
chide  the  visitor.  If  objections  are  made  by  one  member,  who  refuses  to  sit 
in  the  lodge  with  the  visiting  brother,  the  visitor  should  be  excluded. 

5.  H  would  not  be  proper  for  the  worshipful  master  to  permit  a  ballot  on 
the  sfplications  of  candidates  for  the  degrees  of  masonry  in  groups.  There 
must  be  a  separate  ballot  on  earh  application. 

6.  the  application  not  being  regularly  before  the  lodge,  can  not  be  received. 
It  shonld  at  once,  by  the  worshipful  master,  be  declar»cl  out  of  order,  and  re- 
turned to  the  applicant,  with  proper  explanatiuns  why  it  was  not  entertained 
by  the  lodge. 

7.  The  vote  on  the  reception  of'  an  applicati-  n  for  the  degrees  of  masonry 
must  be  wian'mous ;  if  not,  it  should  be  returned  to  the  applicant. 

8.  I  believe  it  is  a  masonic  offense  for  any  ma>*ter  mason  to  keep  a  dram  shop, 
or  what  is  commonly  known  as  a  saloon,  or  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  as  a 
beverage. 

9.  The  worshipful  master  has  the  power  and  authority  to  appoint  all  com- 
mittees. Being  responsible  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the 
aflktrs  of  the  lodge,  heuce  it  is  but  just  that  he  should  have  the  selection  of 
the  committees. 

10.  A  subordinate  lodge  has  the  undoubted  right  to  entertain  the  application 
of  any  person  for  the  degrees  of  masonry :  and  such  refusal  does  not  operate 
as  a  rejection  of  the  candidate.  Applications  for  the  degrees  of  masonry  can 
only  be  received  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  all  the  members  of  such  lodges 
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who  arc  present.  Bnt,  should  his  application  be  received  and  referred  to  a 
committee,  it  then  becomes  the  property  of  the  lodge,  and  must  pass  through 
the  ordeal  of  a  second  ballot. 

11.  Any  mast<ir  mason,  a  member  of  a  lodge,  has  an  undoubted  right  to  cast 
a  black  ball  when  voting  on  an  application  of  a  candidate  for  affiliation ;  and  no 
member  has  a  right  to  question  the  brother's  motive  for  such  vote.  If  this  be 
denied,  why  use  the  secret  ballot  at  all  ? 

12.  You  can  not  charge  a  suspended  brother  with  annual  dues  after  the  date 
of  his  suspension,  until  he  is  restored.  He  is  deprived  of  all  the  rights  and 
benefits  appertaining  to  membership,  and  hence  he  should  not  be  required  to 
pay  annual  dues.    So  say  we. 

13.  Suspension  of  a  member  for  any  masonic  offense  most  assuredly  implies 
interdiction  of  hU  masonic  intercourse,  until  the  removal  of  such  suspension 
by  the  subordinate  lodge  or  the  Grand  Lodge. 

14.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  closing  of  the  lodge  in  the  third  degree  ope- 
rates to  close  all  the  degrees.

liight  Worshipful  Jas.  C.  Batchelor,  M.  P.,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  occupies  about  lifteen  pages ;  is  a  good 
masonic  document.  Shows  a  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  committed  to  his 
trust,  through  their  representatives. 

He  reports  the  loss  of  five  members  of  his  Grand  Lodge,  and  of  throe  repre- 
sentatives near  sister  Grand  Lodges. 

Of  the  war  between  France  and  Germany,  he  says  : 

"Many  instances  have  been  related  of  the  beneficent  influences  of  masonry, 
in  preventing  cruelties,  and  in  mitigating  the  terrible  sufferings  incident  upon 
the  war,  and  in  which  the  rude  soldier  has  shown  that  he  was  also  a  man  and 
a  mason.  All  honor  to  the  brave  who  remember  their  vows  to  our  great  broth- 
erhood, and  who  are  not  deaf  to  the  appeals  of  humanity.** 

DISPENSATIONS. 

Eight  dispensations  were  issued  to  form  new  lodges. 

DECISIONS. 

The  Grand  Master,  during  the  year,  made  thirteen  decisions,  which  were 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  who  report  them  all  in 
"strict  accordance  with  masonic  law  and  usage,  and  the  constitution  and  reg- 
ulations of  the  Grand  Lodge."

reports.  Brother  P.  H.  Bray,  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the  sixteenth 
district,  says: 

"  Since  the  lodges  have  become  more  sonnd  in  a  financial  point  of  view,  and 
from  some  nevere  experience  with  bad  material  they  have  aasomed  a  more  strict 
gaard  at  the  outer  door,  and  less  unfit  material  has  been  received.  This  is  as 
it  should  be,  and  exhibits  a  healthy  moral  tone  in  our  builders.  I  would  hei'o 
remark  that,  while  it  is  the  privilege,  as  well  as  the  duty  of  every  mafion  to  be^ 
bright  in  the  ritual,  at  the  same  time  it  is  all  Important  to  the  prosperty  of  our 
time  honored  institution  that  every  mason  should  be  bright  in  his  walk  and 
conduct  before  the  profane  with  whom  he  daily  mingles.  Were  each  mason  by 
his  acts  to  prove  his  faith  in  our  noblo  institution,  we  would  soon  occupy  tho 
high  position  which  is  our  Just  heritage,  and  silence  the  tongue  of  slander  and 
malignity/' 

We  heartily  Approve  and  indorse  every  word  Brother  Bray  has  said.

The  committee  say,  "  These  reports  exhibit  apparently  a  good  condition  of 
the  craft,  and  harmonious  working  for  the  benefit  of  our  beloved  order." 

The  various  reports  show  that  great  good  has  been  accomplished  by  the  vis- 
its of  the  various  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  and  recommends  a  continu- 
ance of  this  mode  of  instruction  to  the  craft. 

COMMnTEE  ON  MASONIC  JURISPRUDENCE 

Report,  "  That  the  status  of  a  brother  stricken  from  the  roll  for  non-payment 
of  dues  is  similar  to  one  who  is  non-affiliated,  but  with  this  difference :  a  brother 
stricken  from  the  roll  can  clnira  from  the  fraternity  none  of  the  rights  of  & 
mason,  and  has  no  rights  except  to  apply  to  his  lodge  for  re-instatement,  and 
while  he  remains  outside  of  his  lodge,  he  can  not  claim  the  right  of_  visit,  nor 
to  walk  in  masonic  processions,  nor  masonic  relief,  nor  burial." 

We  know  of  no  masonic  law  which  warrants  a  Grand  ]x>dge  in  depriving  a 
mason  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  masonry,  except  suspension  or 
expulsion.  The  striking  of  a  mason  from  the  roll  for  non-payment  of  his  dues 
simply  deprives  him  of  lodge  membership,  and  of  no  other  .rights  or  privileges 
whatever.    He  is  still  a  masou  in  good  standing.

That  this  Grand  Lodge  has  heard  with  profound  regret  of  the 
deaths  of  our  distinguished  and  lamented  brothers,  William  P.  Chilton,  Grand 
Master  of  Masons  in  Alabama ;  John  T.  Lamkin,  Past  Grand  Master  ofpiasons 
in  Mississippi ;  and  Benjamin  B.  French,  Past  GrandtMaster  of  Masons  in  the 
District  of  Columbia,  all  representatiyes  of  this  Grand  Lodge  near  those  re- 
spectiye  Grand  Bodies,  and  we  hereby  tender  our  heartfelt  sympathies  to  our 
sister  Grand  Lodges  who  have  suffered  so  seyere  a  loss.

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COMMnTEE  ON  FOBEION  CX)BB£SPONDENOE. 

The  report  is  from  tho  ready  pen  of  Brother  James  B.  Scott.  It  contains  one 
hundred  and  sixty  eight  pages.  It  carefully,  critically,  and  ably,  reviews  the 
proceedings  of  forty-three  American  Grand  Lodges  and  those  of  nineteen  for- 
eign Grand  Bodies. 

It  is  the  report  of  the  masonic  year.  The  extracts  from  the  proceedings  of 
Tarioos  Grand  Bodies  exhibit  good  taste  and  sound  judgment,  while  the  criti- 
cisms  are  mild  and  fraternal  throughout. 

In  this  review,  three  and  a  half  pages  are  fraternally  devoted  to  Alabama  for 
1868,  extracting  largely  from  the  address  of  Brother  George  D.  Norris,  and 
the  report  of  Brother  W.  C.  Penick.  Of  Brother  I'enick,  he  says :  "  We  quote 
hi«  concluding  remarks,  with  sincere  feelings  of  regret  at  parting  with  so  ge- 
nial a  friend  and  true  mason." 

We  should  Uke  to  quote  largely  from  this  valuable  report,  but  must  content 
ourselves  with  the  conclusion,  which  is  in  accordance  with  our  own  opinions 
and  views. 
The  conclusion  is  as  follows  : 

"  Our  report  has  grown  upon  onr  hands  far  beyond  what  we  originally  do- 
ngned.  We  have  no  sp^kce  lef  i  for  a  '  summary  of  subjects  of  special  inter- 
est,* but  we  can  congratulate  the  craft  that  the  prosperity  of  masonry  con- 
tinues undiminished.  Whether  its  popularity  is  a  cause  for  congratulation  is 
not  so  certain.  On  every  side  we  hear  the  remark  *' too  many  members  and 
too  few  masons, **  and  it  can  not  be  denied  that  there  are  many  in  our  ranks 
who  are  masons  only  in  name.  An  attentive  perusal  of  the  proceedings  re- 
ceived, convinces  us  that  the  only  danger  wnich  threatens  our  institution  Ues 
in  the  conduct  of  those  who  are  of  our  own  household.  The  world  judges 
masonry  not  by  its  professions,  but  by  the  daily  walk  and  conversation  of  its 
members.  In  a  brotherhood  which,  in  the  United  States  alone,  numbers  over 
half  a  million,  composed  of  men  subject  to  all  the  frailties  of  human  nature, 
perfection  is  not  to  be  expected,  audit  would  be  strange  if  there  were  no  black 
sheep  in  the  flock :  but  it  is  expected  thai  these  in  authority,  and  every  brother 
who  has  the  interest  of  our  institution  at  heart,  will  use  his  influence  that  ma- 
sonry is  not  made  a  bye-word  and  reproach  on  account  of  the  acts  of  those 
professing  to  be  its  disciples,  and  that,  in  the  decision  of  everv  trespass  against 
our  rules,  they  will  'judge  with  candor,  admonish  with  friendship,  and  repre- 
hend with  justice.'  It  is  thus,  and  thus  only,  that  masonry  will  exert  its  trus 
influence  on  society,  and  attain  a  heighth  of  moral  grandeur,  to  which  any  other 
merely  human  institution  will  in  vain  aspire."

MASSACHUSETTS. 

Annual  Communication  at  Boston,  December  14,  5870. 

Most  Worshipful  William  Sewall  Gardner,  Grand  Master. 

There  had  been  a  quarterly  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  9th 
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of  March,  and  the  Grand  Master,  in  his  address  deHrered  at  that  time,  takes 
np  the  subject  of  the  Prince  Hall,  or  nigger  Grand  Lodge  of  Massaehnsetts, 
and  proves  incontestibly  that  it  was  illegitimate,  because  the  Prince  Hall  Afri- 
can Lodge  in  Boston  was  not  organized  nnder  a  charter  from  the  Grand  Lodg» 
of  England  until  1787,  ten  years  after  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massaohnsetts  was 
organized.  And  it  is  from  this  Prince  Hall  Lodge  of  Boston  that  all  other 
African  lodges  in  the  United  States  have  descended.  Of  course,  after  the 
organization  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  no  other  masonic  power 
whateyer  had  any  right  to  grant  charters  for  the  formation  of  lodges  within 
her  jurisdiction,  and  the  charter  to  Pr^e  Hall  and  his  associates  was,  there- 
fore, null  and  void,  and  they  were  clandestine. 

A  very  interesting  report  was  made  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  this  communion- 
tion.  At  the  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1869,  a  committee 
was  oppointed  on  the  memorial  of  Montacute  Lodge  of  Worcester,  in  relation 
to  the  title  and  arms  of  the  Viscount  who  was  Grand  Master  in  1782-3.  The 
duty  of  the  committee  was,  to  ascertain  whether  the  title  of  Viscount,  created 
in  1654,  in  favor  of  Sir  Anthony  Brown,  was  Montacute  or  Montague,  and  to 
ascertain  what  were  the  arms  of  the  family  of  Anthony  Brown.  The  dif&onlty 
of  determining  this  point  arose  frum  the  fact  that  the  Viscount  died  in  1767, 
and  his  successor  was  drowned  in  Switzerland  and  left  no  male  heir,  and  the 
title  has  beeomc  extinct. 

The  report  of  the  committee  takes  up  nearly  one  hundred  pages  of  the  pro- 
ceedings, and  is  very  exhaustive.  It  proves  conclusively  that  the  proper  name 
is  Montague,  and  not  Montacute. 

The  proceedings  of  this  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachit- 
aetts  are  very  interesting.  They  make  a  volume  of  over  five  hundred  pages  } 
and  your  oommittee  regret  that  they  can  not  notice  them  further.  There  are 
20,000  masons  in  Massachusetts. 

MONTANA. 

Her  sixth  Annual  Commuidcation  convened  in  Virginia  City,  October  31st, 
A.  L.  6870. 

Worshipful  Brother  David  P.  Langford,  Grand  Master. 

Thirteen  out  of  fourteen  lodges  paid  dues  and  were  represented.  Gk>od  ex- 
ample, worthy  of  emulation  by  older  and  much  longer  established  Grand 
Lodges. 

He  says :  "  Our  causes  for  gratitude  to  the  bounteous  All-Giver  for  his  mer- 
cies during  the  past  year,  are  unlimited.  He  has  cast  our  lot  in  a  favored 
land.  No  general  calamity  has  visited  our  fraternity  since  its  last  Grand  Com- 
munication, nor  has  sickness  or  distress  filled  with  gloom  our  household." 

OF  ballohno. 

He  says : 
"  It  cannot  be  too  often  repeated,  that  absolute  silence  is  necessary  in  all 
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of  bftUoting,  whatever  the  resnlt.  No  right  is  more  saored  than  that 
which  every  broUier  has  to  ballot  as  he  chooses,  and  no  greater  element  of 
discord  can  exist  in  a  lodge,  than  to  question  this  right,  or  the  manner  in 
which  it  has  been  exercised. '  It  is  illegal  for  a  brother  to  make  known  his 
ballot,  or,  if  accidentally  ascertained,  for  a  brother  to  disclose  it«  Masonic 
honor  requires  that  snch  knowledge  should  be  sacred.** 

0#  THE  TCA0HIN08  OF  MASONBY, 

He  says  t 

*'  As  a  system  of  ethics,  masonry  is  designed  to  be  practical.  Its  votaries 
are  bound  by  solemn  obligations  to  the  observance  of  all  its  teachings,  and 
these  teachings  are  drawn  from  the  highest  of  all  moral  sources,  the  Bible." 

Again: 

"The  first  degree  of  masonry,  while  the  novitiate  is  standing  upon  the 
threshhold  of  the  inner  temple,  by  a  most  impressive  series  of  illustrations, 
appeals  directly  to  the  nobler  elements  of  human  character.  The  practice  of 
patience  and  perseverance  is  required,  as  the  necessary  condition  of  admis* 
sion  into  the  world  of  masonic  privileges.  Before  his  eyes  can  behold  a  single 
mystery,  the  candidate  must  voluntarily  profess  his  faith  in  God,  and  the 
soul's  immortality.  During  his  initiatory  journey  he  leams  that  the  associa* 
tion  was  formed  for  the  practice  of  brotherly  love,  relief,  and  truth,  and  that 
its  foundations  are  faith)  hope,  and  charity,  and  its  supporting  pillars  forti* 
tude,  prudeuce,  temperance,  and  justice ;  that  the  name  of  God — ^that  august 
name,  at  the  mention  of  which  archangels  bow  their  heads  and  the  powers  of 
darkness  tremble— is  always  to  be  spoken  with  reverential  awe,  and  that  the 
Bible  is  thenceforward  to  be  the  rule  and  guide  of  his  faith  and  practice.** 

DISPENSATIONS. 

One  granted  to  open  a  new  lodge,  one  to  cenfer  the  master's  degree  upon 
two  F.  Os.  out  of  time.    Had,  we  suppose,  a  good  reason  for  so  doing. 

DKPABTED  WOBTH. 

Feelingly  and  touchingly  the  Grand  Master  alludes  to  the  death  of  the  fol* 
lowing  distinguished  masomc  dead : 
Benjamin  B.  French,  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 
Bobert  D.  Holmes,  Past  Grand  Master  of  New  York. 
Montgomery  Fulton,  Worshipful  Master  Flint  Creek  Lodge  No.  11. 
To  the  last  named  a  tablet  was  ordered  inscribed  to  his  memory.

MISSISSIPPI. 

Annual  Oommnnication,  Vicksburg,  January,  A.  L.  5870. 
Most  Worshipful  George  R.  Fearn,  Grand  Master. 
Right  Worshipful  J.  L.  Power,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  a  compact  business  document.    Two  com- 
plaints of  infringement  of  the  jurisdiction  of  Alabama  are  alluded  to  in  a  fra- 
ternal spirit,  and  it  is  made  plain  that  in  one  case  at  least,  and  probably  in 
both,  there  was  no  intention  to  violate  the  law  of  fraternal  comity,  on  the  part 
of  our  brethren  of  Mississippi. 
In  reference  to  u<>n-affiliation,  the  Grand  Master  says  : 
**I  renew  the  suggestions  of  more  than  one  of  my  predecessors  upon  the 
Bubjoct  of  non-afliliation — an  evil  fearfully  on  the  increase,  and  which  demands 
prompt  and  emphatic  action.    As  yet  no  plan  has  been  devised  successfully  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  this  masonic  leprosy  ;  on  the  contrary,  non-affiliation  is 
to-day  at  a  premium  in  this  jurisdiction.    This  ought  not  to  be.    Brethren 
there  should  be  no  drones  in  the  masonic  hive  ;  no  one  should  be  permitted  to 
rear*  the  benefits  of  masonry,  without  bearing  a  proportionate  share  of  ita 
burdens.    One  prolific  cause  of  this  incubus  on  the  fraternity,  is  the  facihty 
with  which  dimits  are  obtained.    The  best  writers  on  masonic  law  agree  that 
"it  is  a  violation  of  masonic  obligation  to  dimit  from  one  lodge  without  an  in- 
tention to  unite  with  another ;"  at  the  same  time,  it  is  claimed  that  as  a  man 
voluntarily  becomes  a  mason,  he  should  be  allowed  to  sever  his  connection 
with  the  lodge  at  will  upon  no  condition  whatever— if  he  be  in  good  standing — 
except  he  pay  his  dues.    Can  both  these  propositions  be  true  'i    It  is  said  fur- 
ther that  we  have  no  power  to  compel  a  continued  connection  with  the  lodge  ; 
that  if  a  mason  chooses  to  relinquish  the  benefits  arising  from  membership, 
he  has  the  right  to  do  so,  and  the  Grand  liOdge  has  no  power  to  restrict  this 
liberty  of  action.    I  ask,  on  the  other  hand,  if  the  Grand  Lodge  can  license  a 
mason  to  do  that  which,  by  general  admission,  is  a  violation  of  his  obligation, 
and  has  it  not  the  power  to  compel  a  strict  regard  for,  and  a  prompt  and  full 
obedience  to,  that  obligation?    In  some  of  our  sister  Grand  Lodges  a  whole- 
some check  has  been  placed  upon  the  granting  of  dimits,  and  the  result  so  far 
is  most  happy  and  beneficial.    It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  Grand  Lodge  will  do 
likewiHC." 

Grand  Master  Fearn  rendered  fourteen  decisions,  all  in  accordance  with  our 
own  practice,  so  far  as  adjudicated,  save  the  third,  viz:  *'A  rejected  applicant 
for  advancement  cannot  renew  his  applicaticm  within  twelve  months."  We 
believe  the  general  usage  agrees  with  our  own,  that  a  rejected  applicant  for 
advancement  may  renew  hie  application  at  any  regular  communication.  Also, 
the  thirteenth  :  "A  suspended  mason  cannot  be  restored  by  the  action  of  the 
lodge  suspending  him;  .hat  action  must  bo  reported  and  confirmed  by  the 
Grand  Lodge." 

We  do  not  see  the  necessity.  The  suspension  having  been  reported  and  ap- 
prove<l  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  if  for  a  definite  time,  it  ends  when  the  time  has 
expired  ;  if  indefinite,  it  may  well  be  loft  to  the  lodge  to  determine  when  the 
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necessity  for  such  snsponsion  has  passed  away.  Should  any  brother  deem  the 
action  of  the  lodge  premature  or  wrongful  in  the  latter  case,  the  subject  can 
be  brought  before  the  Grand  Lodge  by  appeal,  for  its  revision  ;  otherwise,  it 
seems  unnecessary  and  inexpedient. 

THE  OOMlCmEE  ON  MASONIC  JURISPRUDENCE 

Submitted  a  most  able  report,  in  which  twenty-six  questions,  many  of  them 
iuYolTing  several  points,  are  discussed  and  answered.  We  regret  that  our 
limits  do  not  permit  us  to  copy  the  entire  report.  We  quote,  however,  the 
following  from  a  second  report  of  the  8ame  committee  : 

'*  Question  1.  The  status  of  a  non-afflliated  mason  who  applies  for  affiliation 
and  is  rejected  is  not  affected  by  such  rejection  ;  he  still  remains  a  mason  in 
good  standing  until  charges  are  preferred  and  sentence  passed  on  him. 

"2.  The  committee  conceive  that  it  would  be  unjust  to  punish  a  non-affilia- 
ted mason  for  remaining  in  that  condition,  when  he  had  applied  for  admission 
and  bocn  rejected. 

**8.  The  lodge  may  grant  the  request  for  funeral  honors  made  by  a  non- 
afBiiated  mason  at  its  option.  It  being  a  lodge  benefit,  he  could  not  demand  it 
as  a  right,  but  the  lodge  might  grant  it  as  a  favor.  The  widow  and  orphan  of 
a  non-affiliated  mason  have  no  claim  to  the  charity  fund  of  the  lodge,  but  have 
a  strong  claim  on  the  individual  charity  of  every  master  mason." 

FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE. 

TTie  report  of  the  Correspondence  Committee  fills  some  eighty-five  pages  in 
small  type,  solid,  three  of  which  are  devoted  to  Alabama  for  1869. 

Reviewing  the  addi*ess  of  Past  Grand  Master  Norris,  it  says  : 

•*  The  opening  address  of  Grand  Master  Norris  is  rich  in  his  own  experience 
of  the  workings  of  the  order,  and  manifests  a  deep  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
the  fraternity  over  which  he  has  so  long  and  faithfully  presided. 

"  *  The  pecuhar  charms  "  of  those  things  which  *  come  down  to  us  from  dis- 
tant times'  occupies  h  prominent  place  in  this  able  production,  and  by  a  mas- 
terly hand  he  shows  how  ancient  institutions  *  become  the  connecting  links 
between  the  past  and  present.' 

"His  rich  and  varied  illustrations  drawn  from  individual  interest,  and  social 
oompafOt,  in  explanation  of  the  secrecy  which  surrounds  the  order,  (  which  is 
urged  as  an  objection  by  the  profane,)  are  full  of  instruction  to  the  initiated, 
and  put  in  the  hands  of  the  most  iUiterate  craftsman,  weapons  which,  though 
simple  and  easy  of  comprehension,  are  possessed  of  power  more  than  suffi  - 
dent  to  silence  the  most  persistent  gainsayer." 

It  quotes  from  the  report  of  Brother  David  Clopton  on  Masonic  Jurispru- 
dence what  refers  to  Non-affiliaied  Masons  and  Dimils^  and  the  resolution  re- 
ported at  the  close  and  finally  adopted  by  our  Grand  Lodge,  adding  the 
following  comment:  **To  all  of  which  we  most  heartily  subscribe,  and 
voold  recommend  to  our  own  Grand  Lodge  the  adoption  of  a  similar  course," 
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The  report  of  Brother  Peniok  is  firatemally  noticed  and  commended,  and 
Brother  Sayre  receives  *'  thanks  for  his  statistics,**  and  a  well  deserved  com- 
pliment as  one  **  who  says  things  at  the  right  time  and  never  oat  of  the  proper 
order.*' 

On  the  vexed  subject  of  the  Quebec  question  the  committee  say : 

« The  Provinces  of  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick  have  each  a  Grand 
I^odge,  and  these  have  been  recognized  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  and 
by  all  the  American  Grand  Lodges,  so  far  as  we  have  any  knowledge  of 
them. 

'*  The  precedent  has  been  established  in  this  country,  and  to  refuse  recogni^ 
tion  to  a  sister  Grand  Lodge,  who  stands  at  our  door  and  asks  to  be  received 
Into  the  family  of  Grand  Lodges,  simply  upon  the  ground  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Canada  refuses  to  it  recognition,  when  this  sister  Grand  Lodge  has 
been  governed  by  a  principle  which  we  in  this  country  have  promulgated, 
acknowledged  and  acted  upon,  would  be  to  violate  our  own  principles,  and  act 
contrary  to  what  has  been  acquiesced  in  as  the  true  doctrine. 

**  So  tt^  as  we  are  able  to  determine  from  the  facts  before  us,  the  convention 
which  organized  the  Graud  Lodge  of  Quebec  was  regularly  called,  and  was 
guided  in  its  every  step  by  the  proceedings  had  in  the  formation  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Canada. 

'*  Being  a  separate  and  distinct  Province,  the  Lodges  of  Quebec  unquestion- 
ably possessed  the  right,  if  they  saw  fit  so  to  do,  of  forming  an  independent 
Grand  Lodge.  This  right  they  have  exercised,  and  they  stand  before  us  to- 
day as  a  just  and  regularly  constituted  Grand  Lodge  o/,  in,  for  and  over  the 
Province  of  Quebec. 

**  In  view  of  these  factt,  we  therefore  recommend  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for 
its  adoption  the  foUowing  resolutions : 

**  *Beaolvedf  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  was  lawfully  and  regularly 
constituted,  and  that  it  is  therefore  entitled  to  friendly  recognition  by  sister 
Grand  Lodges  both  at  home  and  abroad. 

** '  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mississippi  does  hereby  welcome  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  into  the  family  of  Grand  Lodges,  and  extends  to  it  the 
right  hand  of  fellowship  and  fraternal  recognition. 

*'  *Be9olved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be,  and  is  hereby,  instructed  to  en- 
gross and  forward  a  copy  of  these  resolutions,  under  the  seal  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec,  greeting  its  members  as  brethren  of 
one  common  masonic  faith.*** 

This  long  and  able  report,  from  which  we  regret  not  being  able  to  extract 
more,  is  signed,  A.  H.  Barksley,  ou  behalf  of  the  committee.

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  an  able  business  document,  confined  to 
local  matters  and  his  official  acts.

MINNESOTA, 

Eighteenth  Annual  Gommunication ;  held  in  the  city  of  St.  Paul,  January 
10th,  A.  L.  587L 

Worshipful  Brother  0.  W.  Nash,  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

A  constitutional  number  of  lodges  beins^  represented,  the  Most  Worshipful 
Grand  Master  delivered  his  address,  which  is  an  able,  excellent,  masonic  doc- 
ument. 

Of  the  disadTantages  arising  from  the  great  popularity,  he  enumerates  the 
following : 

"  The  dangers  and  disadvantages  which  arise  from  the  great  popularity  of 
our  brotherhood  are  easily  enumerated.  Unworthy  men  are  attracted  to  the 
order,  because  membership  isin  many  ways  a  passport  and  title  to  the  respect 
tnd  confidence  of  the  community.  Men  of  immoral  character  and  of  illicit 
pursuits,  designing  men,  dishonest  men,  petty  swindlers,  calumniators,  bar- 
nttors,  and  malignants,  are  not  closely  scanned  when  they  pass  forward  to  the 
throne  seekiog  admission ;  and  too  many  escape  the  scrutiny  which  they  ought 
to  receive,  obtain  membership,  and  form  a  corruption  and  shame  among  us. 
The  great  body  of  masons  have  lost,  or  they  never  had,  that  zeal,  devotion, 
and  Consecration,  which  nerved  the  members  of  the  brotherhood  when  they 
were  proscribed,  persecuted,  and  outlawed,  by  all  the  churches,  and  by  one  of 
the  most  powerful  political  parties  that  ever  sprung  into  existence  in  the  na. 
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tioD.  Masonry  now  requires  no  sacrifice ;  it  is  not  nnpopnlar,  either  in  roli- 
gion!or  politics ;  it  entails  no  disadvantages ;  it  is  regarded  as  in  the  highest 
degree  respectable  and  proper.  The  symbols  are  too  commonly  used.  Its 
technical  and  mystical  largnago  is  made  common  and  a  bye- word,  and  is  read- 
ily mistaken  for  slang,  borrowed  from  vi.e  resorts  or  the  curb-stone.  Its  sanc- 
tities are  idly  invoked  in  common  business  intercourse,  In  the  tattle  of  leisure 
hours,  to  veil  scandal,  or  to  elude  responsibility  for  its  propagation,  for  the 
most  useless  and  even  for  doubtful  and  unlawful  objects.  Hypocrisy  wears  it 
as  a  mask ;  demagogues  abuse  it.  and  make  it  the  minister  of  intrigue ;  impos- 
ture steals  its  signals,  and  vain  men  and  bad  men  bring  reproach  upon  it." 

He  offers  the  following  as  the  most  reliable  cure  for  the  many  evils  enumer- 
ated above,  arising  from  the  prosperity  of  masonry : 

*'  For  these  evils  there  may  be  no  complete  and  radical  cure.  Religion  itself 
suffers  from  these  identical  evils  and  reproaches.  Nothing  le^s  than  another 
general  prosecution,  like  those  which  Nero  inflicted,  would  restore  the  purity  of 
the  church.  DiHSster,  the  loss  of  popularity,  the  enactment  of  penal  laws  for  its 
suppression,  might  alone  be  sufficient  to  restore  masonry  to  the  purity  in  which 
it  existed  a  generation  ago.  But  it  is  our  highest  and  appointed  duty  to  re- 
form the  evils  we  daily  witness  by  the  means  within  our  power.  The  unworthy 
should  be  cast  out.  The  common  and  vulgar  uees  to  which  our  mysteries  have 
been  prostituted,  and  those  guilty  of  the  offenses,  should  be  made  accountable 
to  discipline.  The  xeal  and  love  for  masonry,  or  its  principles,  and  for  its  rites 
and  ceremonies,  should  be  revived.  We  should  drink  again  together  at  the 
ancient  springs.  We  should  establish  higher  standards  of  masonic  excellence. 
Above  all,  no  considerations  of  friendship,  or  delicacy,  or  pity,  nor  the  crime 
of  carelessness,  should  prevent  us  from  rejecting  applicants  for  membership, 
if  they  are  in  any  sense  unfit  for  usefulness  in  the  lodge  and  to  adorn  the  insti- 
tution for  which  we  have  mot  to  legislate,  and  around  whose  altar  wo  are  here 
gathered." 

Of  evil  speaking  against  brothers,  he  says : 

"Slander,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  is  one  of  the  meanest  offenses 
against  social  order.  It  involves  falsehood,  malignity,  cowardice,  and  other 
odious  traits  of  character.  To  calumniate  a  brother  mason  is  to  violate  the 
fundamental  principles  of  the  brotherhood,  and  the  first  principles  upon  which 
it  is  founded.  The  slanderer  is  a  disgrace  to  our  order ;  he  is  an  offender 
against  its  laws ;  he  assails  not  only  the  reputation  of  his  victim,  but  the  entire 
system  of  masonry,  and  he  is  a  common  enemy  and  outlaw.  The  maxims  of 
masonry  prescribe  the  methods  in  which  evit  reports  should  be  brought  to  the 
knowledge  of  those  whom  they  affect,  and  for  whose  injury  they  were  intended. 
This  duty  should  be  discharged  in  all  kindness  and  candor,  and  fully,  not  par- 
tially. It  is  made  a  duty  that  the  brother  who  is  injured  may  be  placed  on 
his  guard  against  his  enemy,  and  that  he  may  be  able  to  procure  redress  for 
the  wrongs  that  he  has  suffered.  The  duty  of  masons  in  this  respect  is  most 
delicate ;  it  is  sometimes  unpleasant,  yet  is  imperative,  and  there  is  no  release 
from  its  requirements."

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DISPENSATIONB. 


Three  dispebsationB  were  issued  to  form  new  lodges.  No  dispensation  was 
issned  to  confer  degrees  out  of  time.    An  example  worthy  of  aU  imitation. 

DECISIONS. 

The  Grand  Master's  decisions,  fourteen  in  number,  were  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Masonic  Jurisprudence.— iSee  Appendix.  Resolutions  offered  and 
adopted.— iSS^  Appendix. 

BEPOBT  OF  GBAND  LECTUBER  AND  YISITOB. 

Eighty-seven  lodges  reported  on  the  roll ;  Brother  Daniels  visits  all  except 
two.  His  report  shows  groat  zeal  and  energy  combined.  It  surpasses  any 
report  of  the  kind  we  have  examined.  From  it  we  extract  as  follows :  He  urges 
the  Grand  Lodge  to  lend  her  aid  and  assistance  to  subordinate  lodges  to  close 
their  doors  against  the  protanc  swearer,  professed  gambler  and  habitual 
drunkard ;  and  such  as  are  already  among  us  would  have  to  reform,  or  be  dealt 
with  as  their  acts  merit.  **  It  appears  to  me  that  the  Grand  Lodge  should  pon- 
der well  upon  the  subject,  and  see  if  the  time  has  not  already  arrived  when  the 
preliminary  steps  should  be  taken  to  bring  about  such  a  8tate  of  affiiirs.  Many 
good  men  and  masons  stand  aloof,  or  stay  away  from  our  meetings,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  immoral  conduct  they  sec  practised  by  those  who  are  constantly 
in  the  habit  of  meeting  ynih  us  ;  and  it  not  unfrequcntly  happens  that  those 
immoral  masons  fill  high  stations  in  the  lodge.  This  is  one  of  the  greatest 
drawbacks  to  our  beloved  institution,  and  should  by  all  means  be  remedied."

Ths  Grand  Master  returns  * '  thanks  to  the  Great  Giyer  of  every  good  and  per  - 
feet  gift  **  for  his  innumerable  mercies  and  the  unusual  prosperity  of  the  fir:  - 
temity  in  that  jurisdiction  during  the  year  past. 

Of  BeporU  on  Foreign  Correspondence^  the  Grand  Master  says : 

'*  Having  had  an  opportunity  the  past  year  to  examine  the  proceedings  of 
nearly  all  the  American  Grand  Lodges,  paying  particular  attention  to  the  re- 
ports of  the  several  Committees  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  I  am  strongly 
impressed  with  the  importance  of  this  branch  of  our  service.  These  documents 
are  prepared  by  eminent  masons,  who  spend  much  time  and  labor  in  the  exam- 
ination of  the  various  subjects  which  receive  attention.  Many  questions  of  vi- 
tal importance  to  the  craft  have  been  most  exhaustively  handled  by  these 
brethren ;  and  to  their  indefatigable  research  we  are  indebted  for  the  satisfac- 
tory settlement  of  troublesome  queations,  which  might  otherwise  have  per* 
plexed  the  fraternity  for  years." 

We  fully  indorse  the  Grand  Master's  views  relative  to  the  good  derived  from 
the  reports  of  Committees  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

QUEBEC. 

In  regard  to  the  Quebec  question,  ho  says  : 

*'I  deplore  the  unfortunate  and  untenable  position  assumed  and  maintained 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  and  earnestly  hope  that  she  will  not  long  delay 
the  recognition  which  is  inevitable.** 

DECISIONS. 

A  master  may  preside  over  a  lodge  under  dispensation  without  having  first 
received  the  degree  of  Past  Master. 

A  petition  for  a  dispensation  for  a  new  lodge  may  be  recommended  by  the 
nearest  lodge  at  the  stated  communication  at  which  it  is  presented,  although 
no  previous  notice  has  been  given. 

Question.— A  member  of  a  lodge  in  New  Hampshire  signed  the  petition  for  a 
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new  lodge  in  Maine,  and  was  with  the  lodge  when  oooBtitnted.    Is  he  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Dew  lodge  ? 

Answer.— He  is  not.  The  constitution  of  Maine  eipreesly  declares  that  a 
brother  shall  be  a  member  of  only  one  lodge. 

A  lodge  ought  not  to  receive  the  application  of  a  candidate  until  he  is  twen- 
ty-cue years  of  age. 

If  an  application  for  degrees  was  regularly  received  by  the  lodge,  it  may  be 
acted  upon  at  the  usual  time,  even  though  it  is  mislaid  and  not  present  at 
meeting. 

A  lodge  cannot  receive  the  application  of  a  re|)ected  candidate  until  six  months 
have  expired. 

Members  of  a  lodge  under  dispensation  must  pay  dues  in  the  parent  lodge 
until  dimitted  or  constituted  into  a  new  lodge. 

A  candidate  was  balloted  for,  and  the  master  announced  the  ballot  clear.  A 
member  of  the  lodge  thought  there  must  be  a  mistake.  The  master  passed  the 
ballot  again  to  remove  the  doubt,  and  the  ballot  was  not  dear.  I  instructed 
the  master  that  the  last  ballot  was  legal,  and  that  he  must  declare  the  candi- 
date rejected. 

It  would  not  be  improper  for  a  master  to  call  off  his  lodge  and  introduce  a. 
visitor  for  examination,  for  the  purpose  of  instructing  his  lodge,  provided  he 
used  proper  care  and  caution. 

The  applicant  for  degrees  is  the  proper  person  to  obtain  the  consent  of  the 
lodge  holding  Jurisdiction,  although  the  lodge  to  which  he  intends  to  apply 
may  do  so  if  they  think  proper. 

The  dimit  of  a  rejected  applicant  for  membership  should  be  returned  without 
indorsement.    He  may  apply  to  another  lodge  if  he  chooses  to  do  so. 

A  non-affiliated  mason  has  no  legal  right  to  object  to  the  initiation  of  a  can- 
didate. If  he  is  aware  of  reasons  why  such  candidate  should  not  be  admitted, 
he  should  notify  the  master,  whose  duty  it  would  be  to  give  the  objections  such 
weight  as  he  thought  them  entitled  to. 

To  waive  jurisdiction  rcjuires  a  majority  vote  only,  unless  the  candidate  has 
been  rejected  by  the  same,  in  which  case  a  unanimous  vote  is  necessary. 

In  this  jurisdiction,  trials  for  masonic  offenses  should  be  conducted  in  a  lodge 
of  master  masons.    A  profane  may  be  admitted. 

That  a  profane  may  be  admitted  as  a  witness  we  do  not  understand,  unless 
the  lodge  has  been  called  off,  in  which  case  he  could  be  admitted  only  to  be 
examined,  and  to  have  bis  testimony  taken  down  to  be  used  after  his  with- 
drawaL  A  profane  has  no  right  to  know  anything  that  has  been  done  or  said 
in  the  lodge. 

THE  BEPOBT  OF  THE  OOMMnTEB  ON  FOBXION  OOBBXSFONDEMCX 

Covers  one  hundred  pages,  and  is  very  able  and  exhaustive ;  it  is  signed  by 
Brother  Josiah  H.  Drummond,  Chairman. 

Under  Alabama,  the  report  quotes  freely  from  the  address  of  our  lamented 
Brother,  Grand  M-aster  W.  P.  Chiltont 

We  feel  proud  of  the  compliment  our  first  effort  has  received  from  so  high  a 
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Bonrce  as  thai  of  onr  brother  of  Maine  ;  to  ^'sostaiD  the  reputation  Brother 
Penick  has  won,"  is  quite  as  much  aa  any  one  could  hope  for. 

The  proceedings  of  Arkansas  are  critically  examined  by  the  committee, 
whose  comments  we  agree  with  in  the  main,  even  wh(  re  opposed  to  our  own 
practice,  as  in  the  case  where  the  decision  of  a  lodge  in  the  trial  of  a  brother 
for  gross  unmasanic  conduct,  was  "clearly  wrong,"  the  case  was  remanded 
for  a  new  trial. 

We  can  not  see  why,  in  a  case  *' clearly  njrofig,*'  the  Grand  Lodge  having,  as 
it  should  have,  all  the  testimony  before  it,  should  not  render  a  final  judgment, 
unless  being  only  a  court  of  appeal  before  which  the  parties  do  not  appear  in 
person.

From  the  excellent  address  of  the  Grand  Master  we  make  the  following  ex- 
tracts : 

"Standing  at  a  point  which  marks  the  division  of  a  century  in  our  history, 
it  would  be  interesting  and  instructive  to  look  back  to  the  beginning  and  note 
what  progress  has  been  made,  what  results  achieved  in  the  labors  of  those 
who  have  gone  before  us.  To  do  thiH,  and  to  sketch  the  lives  of  men  whose 
names  are  heroic  in  our  annals,  would  be  to  evoke  lessons  of  wisdom  and  vir- 
tue ;  to  make  all  wiser,  happier  and  better  men  and  masons." 

Again : 

"Ton  are  convened  in  the  general  interest  of  freemansonry,  to  adjudicate, 
and  to  execute,  within  the  ancient  landmarks,  on  all  and  everything  concern- 
ing masonry.  The  great  interest  to  bo  affected  by  your  deliberations  and  con- 
clusions in  the  present,  and  it  may  be  in  the  distant  future,  are  enough  to 
invoke  your  calmest  and  best  reflection.  Such  being  the  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities that  have  brought  us  hither,  no  eulogies  on  the  general  subject  of 
freemasonry  are  here  in  order.  Indeed,  these  have  been  pronomiced  and  re- 
peated in  the  eloquence  of  every  dialect  for  thousands  of  years.  Your  eyes 
have  beheld,  and  your  hearts  have  conceived  the  beauties  and  excellencies 
revealed  to  none  save  its  votaries.  That  the  influence  is  abroad  in  the  world, 
on  the  side  of  good,  of  humanity,  of  juHtice*  and  of  truth,  you  at  least  are 
well  convinced.  True,  we  allow  that  some  who  are  masons  are  not  so  virtuous 
or  so  good  as  some  who  are  not  masons.  Yet,  as  it  was  long  ago  said,  even  as 
to  those,  they  are  better  than  they  woum  have  been  if  they  had  not  been  ma* 
sons." 
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The  Grand  Master  reports  twenty-three  decisions  made  by  him,  in  most 
cases  giving  the  reasons  influencing  his  conclusions.  The  seventeenth,  relat- 
ing to  the  reinstatement  of  an  expelled  mason,  is  very  interesting,  and  con- 
cludes as  follows : 

"If  a  time  shall  come — and  we  will  not  deny  the  hope  of  restoration,  or  re- 
fuse the  inducement  to  reformation — when  an  expelled  mason  may  apply  to  be 
restored  to  rights  and  character,  forf billed  by  misconduct,  the  proper  tribunal 
to  pass  judgment  on  the  whole  merits  of  his  case  must  be  the  lodge  under 
whose  jurisdiction  he  lives,  and  by  which  he  was  tried.  The  opportunity  for 
safe  and  just  revision  in  such  lodge  is  far  superior  to  what  it  can  be  in  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

*' Therefore,  in  all  cases  of  appeal,  I  should  decide  the  jurisdiction  to  abide 
in  the  suborthuate  lodge,  for  purposes  of  future  action,  looking  lo  reinstate- 


ment." 


*'In  cases  where  the  Grand  Lodge  ha-*  been  solicited  to  take  jurisdiction  to 
hear  aud  decide  such  case,  on  its  merits,  and  fioes  «o,  then  the  decision  reached 
is  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  cannot  be  reversed  by  her  subordi" 
nates." 

We  regard  this  as  far  more  correct  than  the  decision  in  Mississippi  on  a 
similar  case,  viz,  suspension.  The  decisions  and  reasons  stated  appear  to  us 
sound  and  well  considered  in  every  instance ;  as  is  also  his  edict  in  the  case  of 
Palmyra  Lodge 

The  masonic  college  at  Lexington  proved,  like  so  many  other  similar  masonic 
ventures,  a  failure.    From  the  address  we  quote  the  following  : 

"  The  whole  enterprise  was  an  experiment — an  experiment  which  looked  to 
the  accomphshment  of  results  so  beneficent  and  important  as  to  justify  large 
risk  of  failure. 

**If  money  should  be  wasted,  it  would  be  wasted  in  adventuring  it  for  the 
purchase  of  the  highest  prizes  which  money  can  buy — ihe  dissemination  of 
knowledge,  aud  the  trai-  ing  to  virtue  and  usefulness  the  rising  generation. 

"But  whether  the  Grai.d  Lodge,  in  the  nature  of  its  organization,  in  the 
forces  and  agencies  which  it  may  weld,  however  large  and  eflfective  these  may 
be  and  are  for  some  purposes,  was  or  is  adapted  or  competent  to  the  task  of 
the  practical  and  successful  management  and  direciion  of  institutions  of 
learning,  is  another  and  a  different  question.  The  result  of  this  experiment 
is  sternly  against  it,  and  that,  too,  in  the  face  of  liberal,  persistent  and  faith- 
ful effort  for  its  succesi?. 

**And  considering  all  which  has  been  done  in  this  case— and,  perhaps,  no 
better  will  or  can  be  done  in  a  like  case,  and  then  the  result,  it  would  seem  to 
authorize  no  sanguine  expectation  for  success  in  any  similar  experiment.  The 
truth  demonstrated  is,  that  other  auspices  than  those  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are 
more  friendly  to  the  successful  upbuilding  and  prosperous  continuance  of 
educational  institutions. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

Thirty-seven  dispensations  were  issued  by  the  Grand  Master  to  form  new 
fedges. 
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The  Grand  MMter  pays  a  handsome  compliment  to  Gtand  Secretary  George 
iPrank  Gouley,  which  we  doubt  not  ie  well  deserved. 

roBKiair  ooBBispoirDsifci. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  from  the  spicy  and  flaent 
pen  of  Brother  Q.  Frank  Gooley.  It  quotes  largely  from  the  address  of 
Brother  George  D.  Norris,  and  compliments  Brother  Penick  in  strong  terms ; 
it  also  speaks  a  good  word  for  our  worthy  Grand  Secretary,  Brother  Sayre. 

QUBBIC. 

Brother  Gouley  argues  strongly,  and  we  must  admit  in  a  very  able  manner, 
the  Quebec  question,  concluding  against  its  right  to  recognition. 

Thus  the  controversy  rages,  and  on  both  sides  high  authorities,  viewing  the 
case  from  different  stand-points,  adduce  arguments  conclusive  to  themselves, 
if  not  to  others.  Seeing  in  this  diversity  of  opinions  good  grounds  for  r^^ 
garding  our  masonic  brethren  both  of  Quebec  and  Canada  honest  in  their 
convictions,  we  shall  not  denounce  the  one  party  as  tyrannical  nor  the  other  as 
rebellious.  Neither  do  we  deem  it  proper,  after  all  that  has  been  said,  to 
"darken  counsel  '  by  any  dictum  of  our  own.  We  would  rejoice  to  see  our 
contending  brethren  submit  in  good  faith  their  difference  to  some  impartial 
masonic  umpire,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  for  instance.

In  regard  to  the  resolution  of  oar  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  concerning 
dimits,  it  says : 

**  The  report  of  the  committee)  and  the  resolution  thereto  annexed,  we  in- 
dorse in  the  main.  The  number  of  non-affiliated  masons  is  annually  augment- 
ing, and  every  Grand  Lodge  ought  to  adopt  stringent  measures  to  correct  the 
evil.  Without  such  intervention,  this  tendency  will  continue  to  grow.  A  lodge 
should  be  required  to  withhold  a  dimit  from  a  member  applying  therefor,  nnlesa 
the  application  be  made  with  a  view  to  affiliation  with  another  lodge.**

controversy  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  "conclude  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Quebec  is  entitled  to  recognition."

All  prehminary  arrangements  having  ueen  concluded,  the  procession,  at  the 
appointed  hour,  was  formed.  Headed  by  a  fine  band  of  music,  it  marched 
through  the  principle  streets  in  the  city,  to  the  Metropolitan  Hall. 

After  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  music,  reading  the  charter  by  Most 
Worshipful  Wm.  G.  Hill,  the  senior  Past  Grand  Master  present,  and  ode,  the 
Grand  Orator  delivered  the  oration  : 

In  selecting  from  this  beautiful,  chaste,  historical  address,  it  is  with  great 
difficulty  we  can  decide  where  to  begin  and  where  to  stop.  At  the  commence- 
ment, the  Orator  says :

and  constitute  and  regulate  Lodges  as  occasion  may  require.  And  also  to  do 
and  execute  all  and  every  such  other  acts  and  things  appert«iuing  to  the  said 
office  as  usually  have  been  done  and  ought  to  be  done  and  executed  by  other 
Provincial  Grand  liCasters,  he  the  said  JOSEPH  MONTFORT  taking  special 
care  that  all  and  every,  the  members  of  every  Lodge  he  shall  constitute,  have 
been  regularly  made  Masons,  and  that  they  do  observe,  perform  and  keep  all 
and  every  the  Rules,  Orders  and  Regulations  contained  in  the  Book  of  Const!, 
tutions,  (exr^ept  such  as  have  been  or  may  be  repealed  at  any  Quarterly  Com- 
munication or  other  general  meeting  together,)  also  with  all  such  other  Rules, 
Orders,  Regulations  and  Instructions  as  shall  from  time  to  time  bo  transmitted 
by  us,  or  by  the  Honorable  CHARLES  DILLON,  or  our  Deputy,  or  by  any  of 
our  Suoce.^'sors,  Grand  Masters  or  their  Deputies  for  the  time  being.  And  we 
hereby  will  and  require  you  our  said  Provincial  Grand  Master  to  cause  four 
quarterly  communications  to  be  held  yearly,  one  whereof  to  be  on  or  as  .near 
the  feast  day  of  Saint  John  the  Baptist  as  conveniently  may  be,  and  that  you 
promote  on  those  and  all  other  occasions  whatever  may  be  for  the  Honor  and 
Advantage  of  Masonry  and  the  benefit  of  the  Grand  Charity,  and  that  you 
yearly  send  to  us  or  our  successor  Grand  Master  an  Account  in  writing  of  the 
proceedings  therein,  and  also  of  what  Ijodges  you  constitute,  amd  when  and 
where  held,  with  a  list  of  the  members  thereof,  and  copies  of  all  such  Rules, 
Orders  and  Regulations  as  sh!  11  be  made  for  the  good  Government  of  the  same, 
with  whatever  else  yon  shall  do  by  virtue  of  these  presents.  And  that  you 
ftt  the  same  time  remit  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Society  for  the  time  being  at 
London,  three  pounds,  three  shillings,  sterling,  for  every  Lodge  you  shall 
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eonstitnte,  for  the  nse  of  the  Grand  Oharitj,  and  other  necessary  expenses.

heroic  resolve,  take  companionship  for  a  season  with  the  highest  types  of 
manhood,  rock  for  a  moment  in  throes  of  a  revolution  that  gave  birth  to  an 
empire  of  religious  freedom,  of  science,  and  charity,  and  thus  catch  a  glow  of 
inspiration  that  shall  nerve  our  courage,  sanctify  our  ambition,  fire  our  patri- 
otism, and  expand  our  charity,  so  we  may  be  the  better  fitted  for  the  respon- 
sible duties  through  which  we  have  been  passing,  and  firom  which,  I  trust  in 
Ck)d*s  name,  we  are  now  emerging ;  that  in  the  various  departments  of  life  in 
which  our  hands  are  finding  work  to  do,  we  may  be  assisted  by  this  day's  duty 
and  privilege  to  transmit  to  those  who  are  to  live  a  hundred  years  hence,  with

About  thirty  pages,  in  very  fine  type,  of  the  proceedings  of  New  Hampshire 
are  taken  up  with  a  report  from  the  Committee  on  Trials  and  Appeals  in  the 
case  of  one  Cromwell  Kimball,  who  was  indefinitely  suspended  by  Mount  Mo- 
riah  Lodge  No.  22. 

The  accused  was  charged  with  unmasonic  conduct  in  saying  that— 

1.  '*If  I  can't  be  master  of  the  lodge,  FU  ruin  it.** 

1  '*  If  I  cannot  govern  the  lodge,  I  can  ruin  it.** 

8.  "By  refusing  to  give  information  as  to  the  standing  and  character  of  can- 
didates, and  in  treating  the  master  and  his  orders  with  contempt. 

4.  "By  endeavoring  to  bring  the  lodge  into  public  contempt,  to  injure  its 
prosperity,  and  to  destroy  its  harmony.** 

The  finding  of  the  subordinate  lodge  was  confirmed  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Tbe  report  on  Correspondence  is  by  Brother  John  J.  BeU.    He  reviews  the 
proceedings  of  a  great  many  Grand  Lodges,  and  among  them  those  of  Ala- 
bama for  1870.

The  Grand  Master  reports  **  the  craft  in  a  remarkable  degree  of  prosperity 
throughout  the  jurisdiction ;  the  officers  of  the  various  lodges  rendering  the 
standard  work  with  precision,  and  in  most  cases  so  rendering  the  same  in  the 
several  degrees  as  to  be  instructive  to  the  candidate  and  interesting  to  the 
brethren  present ;  and  for  this  gratifying  condition  of  things  the  craft  are 
mainly  indebted  to  the  untiring  and  patient  labors  of  our  Worshipful  Grand 
Lecturer."  The  Grand  Lecturer  is  Brother  William  Mead,  whom  we  congratu- 
late on  receiving  the  meed  of  praise  which  should  be  the  highest  and  most 
valued  wages  of  a  worthy  master  mason. 

DECISIONS. 

1.  "  Charges  may  be  presented  against  a  suspended  mason,  but  the  charges 
must  be  other  than  those  upon  which  he  was  suspended,  as  on  them  he  has 
once  been  tried." 

3.  "  The  worshipful  master  has  the  power  to  postpone  action  on  any  motion 
before  the  lodge ;  and  if  done  for  the  peace  and  harmony  of  the  lodge,  he  is 
perfectly  justifiable  in  so  doing ;  but  if  it  be  to  accomplish  a  particular  result 
when  a  suitable  time  may  arrive,  he  should  be  held  responsible  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  for  misrule  in  office." 

3.  *'  The  worshipful  master  may  refuse  to  sign  an  order  for  payment  of 
money,  when  in  his  judgment  it  is  to  be  improperly  applied.  The  regulations 
direct  the  treasurer  to  pay  drafts  by  order  of  the  worshipful  master  and  con- 
sent of  the  members.  His  order,  therefore,  is  independent  of  the  vote  of  the 
lodge." 

4.  "In  balloting  for  a  candidate,  a  member  of  the  lodge  positively  refuses 
to  vote ;  the  ballot  is  closed,  and  the  candidate  is  declared  to  be  elected  by  the 
worshipful  master.  Thereupon  the  brother  refusing  to  vote  gives  his  reasons 
for  his  refusal,  making  charges  against  the  candidate.  I  have  decided  that  in 
such  a  case  the  worshipful  master  cannot  order  a  new  ballot,  but  the  charges 
should  be  investigated,  and  the  newly  elected  should  have  the  privilege  of 
being  heard  in  his  defent»e." 

Well,  perhaps  so,  and  may  be  not  1  Our  worthy  brother  probably  intended 
to  add,  that  the  unworthy  brother  posUivdy  r^itsing  to  vote  ahould  be  severely 
disciplined  for  unmasonic  conduct.  Such  a  case  could  not  well  arise  in  Ala- 
bama.   All  mtist  vote  ;  and  we  would  hardly  have  a  masonic  trial  for  a  profane. 

5.  **It  is  unmasonic  for  a  mason  to  vote  against  a  candidate,  simply  on  the 
request  of  a  brother  mason,  unless  he  be  himself  satisfied  from  information, 
or  belief,  that  the  candidate  is  unworthy.  In  other  words,  a  brother  cannot 
black-ball  a  candidate  by  proxy." 
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Most  of  which  mnst  be  taken  cum  grano  salU,  depending,  ae  it  does,  on  the 
meuiing  attached  or  attachable  to  the  words  "  simply,"  "satisfied,"  "infor- 
mation," and  "belief."  Entering  our  lodge  just  as  a  candidate  of  whom  we 
know  nothing  is  about  being  balloted  for,  a  worthy,  discreet  brother  from 
whom  we  seek  "information,"  whispers  "won't  do,"  "unworthy,"  "vote  a 
black  ball;"  we  should  have  "belief"  enough  to  satisfy  us  of  the  candidate's 
unworthiness.  If  a  worthy  brother,  from  sickness  or  other  sufficient  cause, 
should  be  unable  to  attend  the  lodge,  and  should  say  to  us,  "A.  is  to  be  bal- 
lotted  for  to-night ;  I  cannot  poseibiy  be  present,  but  if  there,  I  should  surely 
vote  against  his  admission" — unless  wo  had  very  good  reasons  for  doing  other- 
wise, we  should  deem  it  our  duty  to  cast  our  vote  in  accordance  with  the  ex- 
pressed wishes  of  our  brother,  who,  we  hold,  has  claims  upon  us,  and  rights 
in  the  lodge,  superior  to  those  of  any  profane. 

6.  "Tbejpetition  of  a  candidate,  while  in  the  hands  of  the  secretary,  before 
being  presented  to  the  lodge,  may  be  withdrawn ;  after  being  presented  to  the 
lodge,  before  the  committee  reports,  it  may  be  withdrawn  only  by  unanimous 
consent  of  the  lodge." 

It  cannot  be  withdrawn  in  the  second  instance,  at  all,  in  Alabama. 

7.  "Officers  elected  at  the  regular  communication  of  their  lodge,  on  or  im- 
mediately preceding  the  27tb  of  December,  may  be  legally  installed  after  that 
date." 

December  in  Virginia,  with  us  in  June.  In  Alabama,  they  may  be  "legally 
installed  "  at  any  time  after  election. 

8.  "It  is  not  necessary  that  a  worshipful  master  of  a  lodge  U.  D.  should 
have  previously  been  a  warden." 

9.  "  When  charges  are  made  against  a  brother  mason  and  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee, the  committee  may  report  them  back  to  the  lodge  as  being  informal, 
before  the  case  is  opened  for  investigation,  and  the  lodge  may  then  refer  the 
charges  to  the  brother  presenting  them,  with  instructions  to  amend,  but  not 
to  introduce  new  charges." 

May  be  good  law,  but  if  there  be  "  new  charges,"  it  appears  simpler  either 
to  allow  them  to  be  added,  or  to  quash  the  proceedingfl  and  commence  de  novo. 

10.  "  The  senior  warden  may  in  an  emergency,  in  cnse  of  the  death,  absence 
or  sickness  of  the  worshipful  master,  so  that  his  order  cannot  be  had,  call  spe- 
cial communications  of  his  lodge  ;  and  in  case  the  senior  warden  is  similarly 
situated  to  the  worshipful  master,  the  junior  warden  may  exercise  the  same 
authority." 

11.  "A  lodge  of  master  masons  appearir.g  in  a  funeral  procession,  cannot  ac- 
cept a  subordinate  position  to  any  organization  claiming  to  bo  masonic  or 
otherwise,  and  cannot  recognize  any  other  organizations  as  masonic  except 
lodges  of  master  masons." 

The  Grand  Master  warns  the  craft  against  "  the  many  impostors  who  are 
travehng  through  the  country." 

Of  an  evil  that  has  been  a  source  of  much  heart-burning  in  all  jurisdictions, 
probably,  he  says  very  justly  :  "I  regret  that  I  am  obliged  in  this  report  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  factious  spirit  which  has  been  manifested  in  some  of 
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our  lodges.  Indeed,  it  has  come  to  my  knowledge  that  this  spirit  has  bec<Ane 
so  widespread  in  the  lodges  referred  to,  as  to  entirely  present  their  growth. 
Men  whose  morality  and  integrity  are  unquestioned,  and  Who  stand  high  in  the 
esteem  of  their  communities,  have  been  excluded  by  the  action  of  one  or  more 
of  the  members  of  one  faction,  because  the  petition  was  presented  by  one  of 
another,  or  for  the  reason  that  the  applicant  was  a  particular  friend  of  some 
towards  whom  they  felt  some  dislike. 

"  It  Is  deeply  regretted  that  such  an  evil  should  be  found  to  exist  anywhere 
in  our  midst.  The  spirit  of  revenge  should  never  enter  the  sacred  precincts 
of  a  lodge  of  master  masons.  Masons  are  but  men,  subject  to  the  passions, 
temptations  and  weaknesses  of  fallen  humanity ;  but  shall  it  be  said  of  us, 
that  we  cannot  exemplify  in  our  lodge  rooms  the  teachings  and  obligations  of 
our  order?  To  my  mind,  it  seems  that  a  lodge  room  ought  to  be  the  last  place 
where  we  should  expect  to  find  a  brother  seeking  revenge  in  this  cowardly 
manner.  No  man  of  character  and  high  social  position  is  willing  to  have  a 
suspicion  raised  as  to  his  reputation,  by  being  rejected  in  a  masonic  lodge, 
and  simply  because  rejection  by  the  lodge  in  question  is  the  rule.  When  such 
a  state  of  things  exists,  it  is  better  tenfold  to  pass  a  resolution  to  admit  no 
more  members,  and  thereby  prevent  the  application  of  candidates. 

**  I  speak  thus  plainly  because  I  fed  it  to  be  my  duty  to  invite  your  atten- 
tion to  this  serious  evil.  In  this  connection,  however,  I  do  not  wish  to  be  mis^ 
understood.  I  am  as  strong  an  advocate  of  the  black  ball  being  used  to 
exclude  improper  material,  as  any  member  of  the  fraternity.  I  would  admit 
no  one  who  did  not  come  up  to  the  proper  standard.  Yet  I  would  not  exclude 
all.  I  would  here  remind  masters  of  lodges  of  the  lectures  required  of  them 
in  their  respective  lodge  rooms ;  and  enjoin  upon  them  the  necessity  of  taking 
advantage  of  these  occasions  to  urge  upon  the  brethren,  in  a  kind  and  frater- 
nal spirit,  the  importance  of  a  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties  and  obliga- 
tions as  masons,  that  they  may  practice  not  only  in  the  lodge  room,  but  out  of 
it,  brotherly  love  and  charity,  the  virtues  so  prominent  in  our  teachings ;  then, 
making  these  principles  the  rule,  will  all  jealousies  and  contentious  cease,  our 
lodges  will  prosper,  and  the  members  be  joined  together  as  a  band  of  brothers.** 

Brothers  William  S.  Whitehead,  Joseph  Trimble,  and  Henry  Yehslage  Jr., 
oommittee  on  the  petition  of  colored  persons  claiming  to  be  masons,  made  a 
model  report,  in  which  the  history  of  "African  Lodge,**  wrongfully  called 
"  Prince  Hall  Lodge,**  is  succinctly  stated,  showing  that  even  if  **African 
Lodge  was  lawfully  instituted,  yet  it  had  no  warrant  to  constitute  new  lodges, 
and  hence  "  all  its  branches,  all  Grand  Lodges  and  subordinate  lodges  deriving 
their  authority  directly  or  indirectly  from  it ;  all  persons  claiming  to  be  ma- 
sons by  reason  of  their  aflUiation  with  such  subordinate  lodges,  are  irregular 
and  clandestine.*'  Also,  that  "  inasmuch  as  African  Lodge  Intcame  extinct  in 
the  year  1808,**  it  is  hardly  probable  that  any  mason  made  in  it  is  now  living, 
and  that  therefore  it  is  needless  to  inquire  into  the  regularity  of  the  originiJ 
constitution  of  that  lodge.  This  most  excellent  masonic  report  ends  as  fol- 
lows: 

**  Your  committee,  in  conclusion,  deem  it  consistent  with  the  duty  assigned 
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to  ihem,  to  intiinate  to  the  petitioners  that  there  is  one,  and  bnt  one,  regular 
"way,  in  which  their  purpose  of  affiliation  with  this  Grand  Lodge  can  be  real- 
ized, and  that  is,  by  pursuing  the  same  process  to  which  all  profanes  are 'sub- 
jected. The  doors  of  the  masonic  lodges  in  New  Jersey  are  open  to  all  men, 
free  bom  and  of  lawful  age,  of  every  clime,  of  every  color  and  of  every  creed, 
who  declare  their  trust  to  be  in  God,  have  passed  the  scrutiny  of  a  committee 
of  a  lawful  lodge,  and  have  achieved  the  favorable  verdict  of  the  secret  ballot.'* 
Good  law  in  Alabama  as  well  as  in  New  Jersey. 

FOBEIQN  OOBBESPOlfDENCX. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  reviews  some  forty-two  proceedings  of  Grand 
Lodges,  those  of  Alabama  for  1869  being  of  the  number,  and  noticed  in  a  fra- 
ternal spirit.  Fourteen  decisions  of  Brother  Norris  are  quoted  and  assented 
to,  with  the  amendment  that  the  tenth  would  be  equally  correct,  if  the  words 
'*  a  ballot  had  at,"  at  the  head  of  the  sentence,  had  been  left  out,  and  the  de- 
cision had  read,  "a  called  off  communication  from  one  night  to  another  is 
irregular,  and  must  not  be  countenanced"— with  which  we  find  no  fault. 

The  Committee  are  compelled  to  dissent  from  the  following :  '*  Held,  that  a 
petition  for  reinstatement  must  lie  over  one  month."  Whether  it  must,  or  not, 
we  are  convinced  that  it  certainly  sJiotUd. 

**That  a  lodge  can  vote  by  secret  ballot  for  all  appropriations  of  money.** 
We  may  not  think  it  should,  but  know  not  why  it  can^t. 

^  That  a  master  canoot  rule  a  motion  out  of  order  after  discussion,  and  a 
motion  to  lay  on  the  table  has  been  rejected,  for  the  purpose  of  defeating  the 
action  of  the  lodge."  J^  out  of  order,  of  course  the  worshipful  master  has 
the  right,  and  it  is  his  duty,  so  to  rule.  If  his  ruling  rests  on  no  better  ground 
than  that  of  carrying  out  his  peculiar  views  against  the  wishes  of  the  lodge, 
do  our  brethren  of  New  Jersey  hold  that  a  master  so  doing  would  not  stand  in 
need  of  a  little  wholesome  discipline  at  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ? 

Brother  Penick's  report  is  fraternally  noticed  as  sustaining  **  his  well  earned 
reputation."  His  remark  that  the  Grand  Master  of  New  Jersey  "  violates  the 
law  in  granting  dispensations  to  confer  degrgss  in  emergency  cases,"  calls  for 
the  question  as  to  '*  what  law  the  Grand  Master  violates  in  so  doing,"  and  the 
assertion  that  "in  the  exercise  of  the  prerogative  of  dispensation,  a  Grand 
Master  is  a  law  unto  himself." 

We  should  be  pledsed  to  quote  more  from  this  very  interesting  report,  did 
our  limits  permit.

**  We  have  much  cause  for  congratulation  upon  the  circumstances  under 
which  we  meet.  The  harvests  have  been  plentiful,  the  earth  has  teemed  with 
every  fruit  in  its  season ;  the  laborer  has  been  rewarded  for  his  toil.  Neither 
pestilence  nor  famine  has  visited  the  land. 

PEACE  AND  HARMONY. 

"In  our  own  jurisdiction,  peace  and  good  order  prevail.  The  lodges  arc 
performing  their  work  creditably,  and  zeal  in  promoting  the  best  interests  and 
honor  of  masonry  dwells  in  the  hearts  and  is  manifested  in  the  conduct  of  the 
brethren  at  large.    So  may  it  ever  be." 

ilecommends  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  declaring  non-intercourse  with  the 
"  Grand  Orient  of  Franco." 

NEW  LODGES. 

"No  new  Lodge  should  be  established  but  upon  a  clear  showing  that  the 
necessities  of  the  locality  where  it  is  proposed  to  be  holden  require  it ;  that 
there  is,  in  the  neighborhood  and  district  over  which  it  will  exercise  jurisdic- 
tion, suitable  material  upon  which  to  work,  and  ample  means  to  sustain  a 
healthy  lodge  existence ;  that  the  town  or  place  is  likely  to  remain  a  permanent 
settlement ;  that  the  brethren  have  a  suitable  and  safe  room  in  which  to  hold 
their  meetings,  and  that  the  new  lodge  will  not  be  likely  to  prove  an  injury  to 
any  lodge  already  in  being." 

If  this  rule  was  adopted  and  put  in  full  force,  by  Grand  Masters  in  general, 
we  would  have  fewer  charters  suitendered,  and  less  calls  from  lodges  for  the 
remission  of  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

INFBINOEXENT  OF  JUBISDICTION. 

M.  Harrison,  a  resident  of  the  jurisdiction  of  Austin  Lodge,  was  black  balled 
by  said  lodge  March  3d,  1869.  Strict  Observance  Lodge,  of  New  York  city,  re- 
ceived and  Hcted  upon  his  petition,  and  in  July,  1869,  he  was  by  said  lodge,  ini- 
tiated, passed  and  raised. 

The  facts  were  made  known  to  Most  Worshipful  J<is.  Gibson,  Grand  Master 
of  New  Tork.  Upon  investigation,  it  was  ascertained  that  Brother  P.  Gold- 
man had  recommended  his  petition,  and  he  had  also  deceived  Strict  Observ- 
ance Lodge  No.  94,  of  New  York. 

Both  these  brothers  were  tried  in  their  respective  lodges.  Brother  P.  Gold- 
man was  indefinitely  suspended,  and  M.  Harrison  was  expelled.

The  Grand  Master  reoommenda  the  recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Que- 
bec.   Beoommendation  concurred  in  by  a  resolution.

We  heartily  approve  every  word  contained  in  the  resolution.  What  is  the 
true  doctrine  there  is  to  our  mind  not  the  shadow  of  a  doubt.

Most  Worshipful  Harry  P.  Denel,  Grand  Master. 
Grand  representatives  of  sixteen  Grand  Jurisdictions  present. 
Twenty-four  subordinate  lodges  represented. 
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The  Grand  Master's  address  exhibits  mooh  zeal,  energy  and  devotion  In  the 
Interest  of  masonry  in  general,  and  of  his  Grand  Lodge  jurisdiction  in  partic- 
ular.   He  says : 

"  Masons  can  not  be  too  often  reminded  that  His  all-seeing  eye  is  erer  upon 
OS ;  that  He  is  evef  trying  onr  actions  by  His  unerring  square,  and  that  as 
they  compare  with  the  standard  ot  virtue  and  morality  that  he  has  established, 
even  so  will  His  judgment  be  rendered.  Then,  let  the  work  which  we  design 
upon  our  masonic  trestle-board  be  so  planned  that  it  may  meet  His  divine 
approbation." 

Good  wholesome  advice ;  look  to  it,  my  brethren.    Again : 

'*  It  is,  in  fact,  one  of  the  most  essential  duties  of  Grand  Lodges  to  regulate 
the  government  of  the  subordinate  lodges  in  harmony  with  those  ancient  land- 
marks, and  guard  most  carefully  against  innovations  on  its  time-honored  cus- 
toms. Subordinate  lodges  look  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  that  light  which  is  to 
guide  them  in  their  labors,  and  to  the  decisions  of  this  tribunal  do  they  refer 
when  questions  of  a  like  natture  arise  in  their  own  lodges.  How  importanl, 
thcQ,  that  our  deliberations  be  attended  with  the  care  that  their  importance 
merits.** 

The  admonition,  in  the  above  quotation,  to  the  officers  and  members  of  his 
Grand  Lodge,  deserves  not  only  their  serious  consideration,  but  a  like  consid- 
eration from  all  other  Grand  Lodge  jurisdictions. 

The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  were  all  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Masonic  Jurisprudence,  and  will  be  found  under  that  head. 

Six  dispensations  were  issued  to  form  new  lodges. 

He  closes  his  address  with  the  following  good  advice  and  admonition  to  mas- 
ters of  lodges : 

"Do  you,  my  brethren,  realize  the  importance  of  the  position  you  occupy? 
Do  you  realize  that  the  entered  apprentice,  just  stepping  upon  the  threshold 
of  our  mystic  temple,  the  master  in  the  East  is  highest  light,  and  that  it  is  to 
him  he  looks  for  advice  and  information  which  is  to  advance  him  in  the  pur- 
suit of  masonic  knowledge  ?  How  necessary,  then,  that  you  should  thoroughly 
instruct  yourselves  in  the  teachings  of  our  mystic  symbolism,  and  be  always 
ready  to  impart  that  instruction  which  is  so  much  needed  by  the  seeker  after 
masonic  light.** 

Good  advice ;  let  all  who  read  profit  thereby.

The  Grand  Master's  decisions  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jorispm- 
denoe,  and  indorsed  by  said  committee. 

Q.--Oan  a  lodge  receive  and  act  npon  the  petition  of  an  applicant  who  has 
been  r^ected  by  another  lodge  out  of  this  jurisdiction,  without  first  obtaining 
the  consent  of  the  lodge  that  had  rejected  him  ? 

A, — ^It  can  not.  Masons  belong  to  one  uniyersal  family,  and  are  only  divided 
into  Orand  Lodge  Jurisdictions  for  the  purpose  of  local  government. 

Q.--Oan  a  person  who  has  lost  the  thumb  of  the  right  hand  be  made  a  mason  ? 

.^«— He  can  not. 

Q.— Does  the  loss  of  the  forefinger  of  the  left  hand  debar  a  person  from  re- 
ceiving the  degrees  of  masonry? 

A, — ^It  does  not. 

Q. — ^A  dlmitted  brother  makes  application  to  a  lodge  for  membership,  and  is 
rejected.  Has  he  a  right  to  apply  again  to  the  same  lodge  ?  And,  also,  has 
he  the  right  to  apply  back  to  the  lodge  from  which  he  was  dimitted  ? 

A. — A  brother  holding  a  dimit  has  the  right  to  apply  to  any  lodge  he  may 
chooee  for  membership,  and  as  often  as  he  may  see  fit,  until  elected. 

Q.— A  brother  sends  his  dimit  to  join  with  others  in  forming  a  new  lodge. 
The  dispensation  is  granted,  and  in  due  time  the  lodge  receives  its  charter, 
with  his  name  among  the  charter  members.  He  states  that  he  did  not  sign 
the  petition,  and  was  not  present  at  the  organization  of  the  lodge,  and  asks  if 
he  should  be  considered  a  member  of  said  lodge,  and  be  subject  to  dues. 

A. — As  you  admit  that  you  sent  them  the  dimit  for  the  express  purpose  be- 
fore mentioned,  I  can  but  hold  that  they  had  a  perfect  right  to  use  it  for  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  intended ;  and  having  done  so,  the  same  would  con- 
stitnte  you  a  member  of  the  lodge,  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  and  privileges 
that  might  arise  from  siysh  membership,  and  also  liable  for  all  dues  and  assess- 
ments made  by  said  lodge. 

WOBK. 

The  Committee  on  Work  reported  that  the  State  should  be  divided  into  five 
districts,  and  that  the  Grand  Master  should  appoint  a  committee  of  five, 
together  with  the  Grand  Lecturer,  which  hhould  be  called  a  "Board  of  Cus-

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NEW  BRUNSWICK. 

Third  Annual  Communication,  held  at  St.  John,  September  28th,  A.  L.  5869. 

Twenty  subordinate  lodf^ea  represented. 

Most  Worshipful  B.  Lester  Peters,  Grand  Master. 

Reports  fraternal  intercourse  established  with  the  United  Grand  Masonic 
Lodge  of  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  England ;  also,  with  the  Grand 
Masonic  Lodge  of  Ireland. 

There  are  two  lodges  in  his  jurisdiction  still  working  under  charters  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland.  He  recommends  his  Grand  Lodge  to  make  final 
application  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  to  withdraw  their  oharters.  He 
says: 

"  I  make  this  recommendation  because,  while  I  am  of  opinion  that  no  lodge 
that  does  not  submit  to  the  Grand  Lodge  should  be  permitted  to  exist  within 
this  jurisdiction,  yet  that  every  fraternal  endeavor  should  be  made  to  induce 
voluntary  submission,  before  proceeding  to  the  exercise  of  discipline*** 

He  pays  the  following  beautiful  tribute  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  Brother 
Alex.  Bullock,  who  died  February  3d,  1869: 

"  In  his  early  manhood  a  zealous,  active  mason,  he  attained  in  his  riper 
years  to  the  highest  honors  of  the  fraternity,  ruling  the  craft  with  wisdom  and 
kindness  in  the  distinguished  position  of  Provincial  Grand  Master  of  England. 
His  is  a  life-long  record  of  existence  for  the  vrelfare  of  our  ancient  craft, 
always  so  near  to  his  heart.** 

His  Grand  Lodge  conferred  upon  him  the  honorary  rank  of  Past  Grand  Mas- 
ter.   He  died  at  the  ripe  age  of  seventy. 

DI8PEN8ATIOKS. 

By  order  of  the  Grand  Master,  forty-five  dispensations  were  issued— 
For  conferring  degrees  out  of  time,  31 ;  to  bury  deceased  brethren,  4 ;  to 
wear  regalia  in  public,  8  ;  to  confer  degrees  on  a  serving  brother,  1. 

There  may  appear  to  be  some  excuse  to  confer  degrees  out  of  time  to  some 
in  authority ;  but  we  must  confess  we  have  never  seen  a  single  instance  that 
we  deemed  a  real  good  case  of  emergency.  And  from  our  experience  in  ma- 
sonry, we  are  firmly  of  opinion  that  dispensations  to  confer  degrees  out  of 
time  should  be  abandoned. 

QUEBEC. 

That  portion  of  the  Grand  Ma8ter*s  address  which  relates  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Quebec  was  referred  to  a  committee,  with  instructions  to  report  at  the  next 
annual  communication. 

BOA&D  OF  OENEBAIi  PUBPOSES 

Report,  "From  a  careful  supervision  of  the  masonic  jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  F.  and  A.  M.  of  New  Brunswick,  *  *  .  *  that  the  progress 
of  the  craft  in  the  Province,  duriBg  the  expiring  masonic  year,  has  been  steady 
and  harmonious." 
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GRAND  BECRETABT.

The  Grahd  Master  reported  documents  received  by  him  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Quebec,  which  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corres- 
pondence.

Fourteen  lodges  represented. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  was  allowed  until  next  annual 
onnmunication  to  report  on  the  Canada  Grand  Lodge  difficulties. 
Two  charters  granted  to  form  new  lodges. 

Annual  Communication«  held  in  Halifax,  June  24th,  A.  L.  5870. 
Hon.  Alex.  Keith,  P.  L.  C.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 
Thirty-four  lodges  represented. 
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Thirty-five  Put  Masters  present  and  entitled  to  seats.  This  list  of  Past  Blas- 
ters shows  zeal  and  interest  in  the  caose  of  masonry.  We  love  to  see  old  vete- 
rans in  the  good  cause  on  duty,  looking  after  the  interest  of  onr  beloved  ft-a- 
temity. 
The  Grand  Master's  address  is  short,  but  to  the  point.  He  says : 
"  The  events  of  the  past  masonic  year  have  tended  to  strengthen  and  consol- 
idate onr  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  place  it,  financially  and  otherwise,  npon  a  firm 
basis." 

THE  BEPOBT  ON  FOBXIOlf  OOBBBSPONDXNOE 

Is  by  Brother  0.  J.  McDonald,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  twenty-three 
Grand  Lodges,  that  of  Alabama  for  5868  among  the  number.    It  is  a  concise, 
well  arranged  and  clearly  stated  report,  of  which  its  author  need  not  be 
ashamed :  it  is  full  of  good  thoughts  well  expressed.

**  The  proceedings  open  with  the  Grand  Master's  address,  which  contains 
many  points  of  instruction,  and  is  of  special  excellence,  and  from  which  we 
would  like  to  make  many  extracts.** 
Of  Brother  Penick's  report  on  foreign  correspondence,  he  says : 
**  Every  report  is  carefully  and  systematically  analyzed,  well  and  fiuently 
written,  and  in  such  style  as  forces  a  regret  that  we  can  not  make  such  ex- 
tracts from  it  as  would  give  our  brethren  here  the  same  satisfaction  we  have 
CD  joyed  in  its  perusaL" 

QUEBKO. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  was  recognized.  The  committee  to  whom  the 
Bubjoot  was  referred  thus  conclude  their  report : 

*'  In  reviewing  the  whole  subject,  your  committee  have  come  to  the  conoln- 
sion  to  recommend  a  full  and  unquahfled  recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Quebec,  as  the  supreme  governing  body  in  that  Province.  Were  any  other 
recommendation  presented,  they  feel  that  this  Grand  Lodge  would  be  placed 
in  a  false  position,  especially  as  regards  jurisdiction ;  and  recognizing,  as  they 
do,  the  unalterable  principle  of  the  right  of  each  of  the  four  ProT^oes  oom* 
prising  (under  the  British-American  act,)  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  to  goverzi 
masonically  within  their  own  territorial  limits."

NEW  YORK. 

Annual  Communication,  June,  A.  L.  5871. 

From  the  address  of  Most  Worshipful  John  H.  Anthon,  Grand  Master,  we 
make  the  following  extracts ; 
**  I  have  found  that,  used  to  a  limited  extent,  and  without  any  attendant 
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binqtiet,  or,  at  all  erents,  foUowed  by  nothing  more  dangeronfl  than  a  temper- 
ftooe  entertainment,  these  public  ceremODies  have  been  beneficial  to  the  craft. 

"  Where  public  feeling  is  favorable  to  masonry,  they  tend  to  strengthen  it ; 
where  it  is  adTerse,  they  offer  a  bold  challenge  of  investigation,  which  our  en- 
emies are  usually  slow  to  answer,  and  we  do  not  fear  to  provoke.  Especially 
is  this  tine  in  reference  to  ladies  attending  such  celebrations. 

"Debarred  as  they  are,  firom  any  admission  to  masonry,  or  to  anything 
which  masonry  acknowledges  as  belonging  to  itself  except  its  charity  and  love, 
they  can,  by  witnessing  these  public  ceremonies,  be  convinced  of  the  purity  of 
our  teaching,  for  it  would  be  a  baseness  almost  indescribable  to  speak  such 
language  in  public  and  before  them  as  we  do  in  these  senrioee,  and  a  different 
tongue  in  our  private  assemblies. 

"I  say  that  this  is  the  only  way  in  which  we  can  appeal  to  those  whose 
esteem  we  value  more  highly,  perhaps,  than  any  other,  because  you  well 
know  that  no  such  things  as  female  masonry,  or  side  degrees,  or  the  like,  are 
recognized  in  masonry. 

**I  fear,  indeed,  that  serious  evil  may  result  from  the  so-called  degrees,  an 
ipprehansion  strengthened  in  my  mind  by  numerous  applications  made  to  me 
for  aid  by  ladies,  whose  only  hope  of  proving  a  masonic  claim  was  a  badge  or 
ogn,  or  some  other  attempted  proof  that  they  belonged  to  some  side  degree, 
some  branch  of  female  masonry,  of  which  I  of  course  knew  nothing.** 


IN  BXOABD  TO   DI8FEK8ATI0NB. 


'Applications  for  dispensations  for  leave  to  confer  the  third  degree  to  the 
Deputy  and  myself  have  been  numerous,  and  very  generally  refused.  When 
issued,  they  override  a  provision  of  the  constitution,  they  approach  nearly  to 
the  most  arbitrary  prerogative  claimed  by  Grand  Masters,  that  of  making  ma- 
sons at  sight,  they  dispense  with  proper  masonic  education,  and  induce  in  the 
mndidatft  contempt  for  the  degree  so  easily  obtained. 

**  In  DO  case  has  a  dispensation  been  granted,  except  an  extreme  emergence 
InsOfledit." 
The  following  respecting  the  P.  M.  degree  : 

**  What  is.oonmionly  termed  the  Past  Master's  degree,  as  preliminary  to  the 
iBstnllitlnn  of  the  master  of  a  lodge,  is  not  m  any  sense  a  degree,  nor  is  the 
degree  known  under  that  name  in  Capitular  Masonry,  acknowledged  in  Lodges 
xi  the  rite  of  which  this  is  the  Grand  Lodge. 

"  Therefore,  in  the  installation  of  masters  of  our  lodges,  no  brother  can 
take  any  special  part  by  reason  of  any  degree  conferred  in  a  chapter. 

'^The  ceremony  intended  by  the  term,  Past  Master's  Degree,  is  simply  the 
Irivate  imposition,  in  a  certain  traditional  form,  of  an  obligation  suitable  to 
Hhe  mastership  by  a  past  master  by  actual  election  in  a  lodge,  either  in  the 
presence  of  other  actual  masters,  or  without,  if  none  can  be  obtained,  but  in 
■0  ease  either  by  or  in  the  presence  of  brothers  only  past  masters  by  virtue  of 
a  chapter  degree.** 
Ab  to  qualifications : 
fbe  physical  qualifications  of  a  candidate  are,  that  he  must  be  a  man,  free 
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bom,  of  lawful  age,  being  ndtfaer  too  young  nor  too  old  for  the  master's  worl 
hale  and  sound,  not  deformed  or  dismemborod.  This  is  a  landmark  in  whie 
no  man  or  body  of  men  can  make  change  or  innovation. 

"If,  therefore,  a  master  of  a  lodge  cannot  be  conscientiously  satisfied  in  hi 
own  mind,  as  his  own  unbiased  opinion,  that  th9  candidate  has  in  fact  thes 
necessary  qualifications,  he  cannot  conscientiously,  therefore,  he  cannot  m« 
sonlcally  initiate,  nor  can  a  brother  not  so  satisfied  conscientiously  or  masoni 
cally  vote  for  or  be  present  at  the  initiation  of  such  a  candidate. 

'*  The  same  rule  applying  to  passing  and  raising  when  the  defect  has  non 
arisen  since  initiation. 

**The  master  or  brother  cannot  in  this  matter  substitute  for  his  own  con 
science  or  opinion  the  conscience  or  opinion  of  any  other  man  or  body  of  men 
no  dispensation  or  advice  can  protect  the  offender ;  it  can  only  make  aharert 
in  his  guilt.*' 

The  address  is  a  lucid  and  able  document. 

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE. 

We  are  not  given  to  splitting  of  hairs,  and  willingly  accept  the  views  of  thi 
committee  as  to  what  the  lodge  might,  cuuld,  would  or  should  do,  if  the  mas 
ter  "rule  a  resolution  out  of  order  under  certain  circumstances,**  the  mori 
readily,  that  the  views  of  our  brother  of  New  York  are  identical  with  ours 
though  less  concisely  stated.  The  committee  again  takes  exception  to  our  us* 
of  the  word  hypernrUical,  which  we  therefore  ask  to  be  allowed  to  retract 
But  a<«  to  the  point  in  question  :  the  committee  object  to  the  decision  that  **  i 
brother  refusing  to  sit  under  the  gavel  of  a  senior  warden  presiding  becau8< 
he  was  not  in  possession  of  the  past  master's  degree,  should  bo  expelled ; 
which  is  again  objected  to. 

We  ask  our  brethren  what  they  would  do  in  such  a  case  as  this,  should  sucl 
H  one  occur  :  A.  refuses  peremptorily  to  obey  the  gavel  in  the  hands  of  a  war 
den  not  having,  because,  as  our  brethren  of  New  York  admit,  not  entitled  to 
the  past  master's  degree.  He  is  kindly  admonished  ;  brethren  in  authority  la; 
before  him  the  law  ;  he  persists  in  holding  to  his  opinion,  and  disturbs  th 
working  of  the  lodge  rather  than  yield  his  point.  Cannot  our  brethren  under 
stand  that  circumstances  might  occur,  growing  out  of  thi;*  question,  onde 
which  the  refractory  brother  may,  or  should,  lay  himself  liable  to  expulsion 

No  such  case  has  actually  occurred,  so  far  as  we  know  ;  but  we  have  heart 
of  one  approaching  it,  but  no  suspension  or  expulsion  ensued.  After  all,  it  i 
a  question  of  degree  of  contumacy,  viewed  in  conjunction  with  concomitan 
circumstances,  that  should  determine  the  degree  of  guilt  and  penalty  in  moa 
oases. 

As  to  Statistics,  we  certainly  found  many  in  the  printed  transactions  of  Nei 
York  for  1870,  but  failed  to  find  any  '* recapitulation "  or  "tabular  statement 
thereof ;  which  is  what  we  said.  This  year  we  do  find  one ;  whether  it  be  thi 
result  of  our  comment,  or  thai  we  have  lost  our  (g)old  specs,  we  cannot  say

Sixty-first  Annual  Communication. 

Grand  Master  Alex.  H.  Newcomb,  prcBiding. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported  over  two  hundred  and  sixty  lodges  repre- 
sented. 

He  says:  "Again  we  are  permitted,  in  the  kind  providence  of  Him  who 
doeth  all  things  well,  to  meet  arouud  our -common  altar,  under  circumstances 
of  so  great  mercy,  and  to  offbr  up  our  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  Supreme  Archi- 
tect of  the  Universe  for  the  many  blessings  and  comforts  we  have  enjoyed  dur- 
ing the  year  just  passed,  and  looking  to  Him  for  a  continuance  of  these  favors.** 

A  large  number  of  lodges  were  constituted,  and  officers  installed  by  the  Grand 
Ifaster,  and  other  distinguished  masons  acting  as  his  proxy. 

Several  comer  stones  of  public  edifices  were  laid  by  the  Grand  Master,  with 
maaonic  ceremony. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

Twelve  dispensations  were  issued  to  open  new  lodges.  The  Grand  Master, 
however,  'says  that  quite  a  number  of  petitions  were  returned,  deeming  it  best 
for  the  interest  of  the  fraternity  not  to  grant  the  dispensations.    He  says : 

"I  have  granted  dispensations  only  in  such  localities,  after  duo  inquiry,  as  I 
tboaghi  would  be  able  to  sustain  a  good,  healthy  and  prosperous  lodge  ;  and 
•o  far  as  I  have  heard  from  them,  they  all  come  up  to  my  cxi^ectation,  and*  I 
Jiope  will  meet  with  your  approbation." 

HOKE  FOB  THE  WIDOWS  AND  OBPUANS  OF  DECEASED  MASONS. 

Of  this  charitable  institution,  he  says  : 

**  A»  I  have  before  remarked,  there  will  be  no  trouble  in  raising  all  the  funds 
neoeasary  for  this  purpose.  If  you  can  show  the  brethren  that  you  have  counted 
the  ooet,  and  that  there  are  enough  needy  ones  to  warrant  such  an  outlay  as 
will  be  required  to  purchase  grounds  and  erect  buildings,  furnish  them,  and 
cmploj  proper  persons  to  take  charge  of  the  property,  ete.  Ail  this  will  re- 
qiure  quite  a  largo  sum  of  money,  not  for  one  year  only,  but  for  many  years.'* 

That  portion  of  the  address  referring  to  outrages  committed  by  the  Spanish 
■othoritiefl  upon  lodges  and  members  of  the  fraternity  in  Cuba,  was  referred 
to  a  special  committee,  and  under  the  proper  head  you  will  see  report. 
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PttOFANITT  AVU  TNTEKPEBANGE. 

He  says :  '*  What  effect  must  it  have  upon  the  condidate,  to  see  the  maatef 
Btanding  up  in  the  place  of  light,  directiDg  the  candidate's  attention  to  the 
cardinal  virtaes,  morality)  etc.,  when  that  same  candidate  knows  the  master  to 
be  a  profane,  intemperate  and  immoral  man? 

"I  have  been  frequently  asked,  what  course  shall  we  pnrsne  toward  each  a 
brother  of  too  frequent  use  of  liquor ;  or  perhaps,  our  master  is  intemperate 
or  profane. 

"  I  have  answered :  Oo  talk  to  your  brother  kindly ;  if  he  persist  in  drinking, 
tell  him  it  is  a  masonic  offense,  point  out  the  consequence,  the  result  to  him- 
self, the  disgrace  he  brings  upon  his  family.** 

We  fully  agree  with  the  Grand  Master,  that  profanity  and  intemperance, 
both  in  offtcers  and  members  of  lodges,  must  be  stopped ;  if  it  can  not  be 
accomplished  by  kind  words  and  gentle  admonition,  we  must  resort  to  discip 
line.    It  must  be  checked.

Annual  Communication,  June,  A.  L.  6871. 

Most  Worshipful  D.  G.  Clark,  Grand  Master. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  a  compact  and  well  considered  dooQ- 
ment,  and  no<  wanting  in  **  literary  ability  ;"  from  which  we  extract  the  fol- 
lowing, containing  searching  questions  which  every  true  master  mason  would 
do  well  to  ask  himself  daily : 

*'  Brethren,  I  rejoice  to  meet  you  again  in  Grand  Lodge.  The  past  has  been 
a  year  of  general  health  among  our  members.  Death,  the  grand  leveler,  has 
visited  but  few  in  our  ranks.  It  has  also  been  a  year  of  prosperity  in  our  be- 
loved and  time-honored  institution.  Peace  reigns  throughout  our  borders. 
Standing,  as  we  now  do,  upon  the  threshold  of  another  masonic  year,  let  tub 
survey  the  past  and  ask  ourselves,  what  report  the  Recording  Secretary  has 
made  concerning  us  to  the  Grand  Lodge  above.  Has  our  work,  as  men  and 
masons,  been  such  as  will  stand  the  test  which  will  be  applied  to  it  by  the  Su- 
preme Grand  Architect,  when  called  upon  to  resign  into  his  hands  the  working 
tools  of  our  profession  ?  Have  we  been  true  and  faithful?  Have  we  practiced 
the  excellent  tenets  of  our  institution  ?  Have  we  put  aside  all  envy,  malice, 
bjrpocrisy,  and  evil  speaking  against  our  brother,  and  so  fulfiUed  the  law  of 
love?  Have  we  spoken  kindly  to  our  erring  brother,  and  "given  him  timely 
notice  of  approaching  danger  ?"  Have  we  remembered  our  brother  in  our  ado- 
rations to  Deity?  Have  we  done  all  those  things  we  are  commanded  to  do, 
and  left  undone  those  things  which  we  are  commanded  not  to  do  ?  If  so,  my 
brethren,  we  have  done  well,  and  great  will  be  our  reward." 

Under  the  law  as  it  stands  in  Oregon,  the  Grand  Master  decided  in  the  nega- 
10 
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tiye  the  qnesiion,  "  Can  &  ballot  be  had  for  a  candidate  who  baa  been  rejected 
for  the  F.  C.  or  M.  M.  degree,  before  the  expiration  of  one  year  ?**  Hie  reasons 
for  that  decision,  which  Is  based  upon  the  old  usage  in  Oregon  of  one  ballot 
for  the  three  degrees,  and  afterwards  modified,  appear  sound,  but  we  are  of 
opinion  that  our  brother  of  Oregon,  on  mature  reflection,  will  finally  adopt  the 
usual  custom,  rather  than  return  to  their  old  practice  of  one  ballot  for  the 
three  degrees,  as  it  seems  to  us  they  have  done,  by  rescinding  their  resolution 
No.  60,  in  accordance  with  the  report  of  the  committee  on  the  Grand  Master's 
address. 

BEPOBT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE   ON  FOREION  OOBRESFONDENCE. 

Alabama  rcceires  a  kind  and  fraternal  notice.  Reviewing  the  opinions  of 
Brother  Blocher,  Grand  Master  of  Arkansas,  on  the  subject  of  the  right  of 
visitation,  the  committee  say : 

**This  appears  to  us  to  be  a  queer  way  ot  disposing  of  the  right  to  visit,  eto. 
Instead  of  sustaining  a  landmark,  these  decisions,  in  our  opinion,  overthrow 
one  that  is  vital  to  the  peace  and  harmony  of  the  lodge  room.  Our  brother 
may  claim  for  them  the  sanction  of  Brother  Mackey  even,  and  still  we  can  see 
nothing  in  Brother  Blocker's  answers  but  damaging  mistakes.  In  the  name  of 
Freemasonry  we  inquire,  why  should  a  master  mason  be  compelled  to  make 
known  his  objections  to  the  admission  of  a  visitor  into  his  lodge,  any  more 
than  he  should  give  his  reasons  for  rejecting  an  applicant  for  affiliation  ?  If  a 
visitor  has  the  absolute  right,  as  some  contend,  to  enter  a  lodge,  or  know  the 
reason  why,  with  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  he  has  the  absolute 
right  to  become  a  member  of  it,  or  know  the  reason  why,  with  the  same  right 
of  appeal ;  which,  being  rendered  in  simple  terms,  implies  the  right  to  drive 
the  brother  member  out  and  let  this  visitor  in.  This  may  be  termed  a  proper 
mode  of  keeping  up  the  harmony  of  a  lodge,  but  the  light  by  which  some  of 
our  brothers  have  arrived  at  this  conclusion,  is  perhaps  too  da/zling  for  our 
limited  vision.  We  were  taught  that  where  the  secret  ballot  is  taken,  or  where 
action  of  the  lodge  is  had  upon  points  aflfecting  the  harmony  of  the  lodge,  the 
use  of  the  ballot,  or  the  objection  made  to  the  admission  of  a  visitor,  is  a  mat- 
ter left  entirely  to  the  conscience  of  the  brother  using  the  one  or  exercising 
the  right  of  the  other,  and  that  the  objecting  brother  is  not  obliged  to  give  his 
reasons  for  his  conduct  in  either  case.  If  this  is  the  correct  doctrine,  how  can 
the  worshipful  master  judge  of  the  sufficiency  of  the  conscientious  convictions 
of  the  objecting  brother  ?  Is  there  such  a  thing  as  an  appeal  from  the  conscien- 
tious conviction  of  a  brother  in  these  matters  ?  If,  after  deliberate  trial  in  his 
own  mind,  a  member  of  a  lodge  cannot  overcome  objections  conscientiously 
entertained  to  the  admission  of  a  visiting  brother,  and  they  are  such  as  to  in- 
duce that  member  to  forbid  the  entrance  of  the  visitor  into  his  lodge,  how 
and  by  what  process  can  an  appeal  be  had  ?  What  right  has  a  lodge  of  masons 
to  place  upon  trial,  (for  an  appeal  cannot  bo  taken  without  a  trial  of  somo 
kind, )  a  brother  for  stating  that  he  cannot  conscientiously  sit  in  his  lodge  with 
the  proposed  visitor  ?    This  all  goes  to  the  objection,  whether  it  be  made  by 
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ballot  or  through  the  irorshipf nl  master ;  the  mode  of  making  it  is  by  the  law 
adapted  to  the  case  and  circomstances,  while  the  right  of  secresy  and  the 
sanctity  of  the  brother  member's  right  are  in  either  case  secored  to  him,  so 
fkr  as  it  is  possible,  within  his  lodge.  Brother  Mackey,  in  speaking  of  the 
labor  and  difficulty  in  preparing  his  text  book  of  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  says : 
*I  was  therefore  compeUed,  in  most  cases,  to  depend  upon  my  own  judgment, 
and  to  draw  my  conclusions  as  to  what  was  masonic  law,  not  from  precedent,  or 
usage,  or  authoritative  statutes,  but  from  the  deductions  of  common  sense 
and  the  analogies  of  the  municipal  and  civil  law,  and  the  customs  of  other  in*> 
stitutions/  " 

Quoting  approvingly  the  remarks  of  Brother  Brown,  of  Kansas,  on  the  sUb« 
ject  of  "  a  system  of  registration,  which  requires  all  brethren  who  travel  and 
desire  to  visit  their  brethren,  to  have  a  certificate  of  membership  and  good 
standing,  signed  by  the  Grand  Secretary,**  the  report  says :  "Oregon,  at  its 
Grand  Cr>mmunicatioD  in  June  last,  adopted  a  resolution  requiring  traveling 
brethren,  asking  assistance,  to  produce  certificates  of  the  fact  of  b«*ing  ma- 
sons in  good  standing,  from  the  lodges  of  which  they  are  respectively  mem- 
bers.   We  hope  the  practice  may  become  universal." 

The  subject  is  replete  with  difficulties.  We  have  ourself  a  certificate  of 
membership  and  good  standing,  signed  by  the  worshipful  master  and  secre- 
tary of  our  lodge,  and  countersigned  by  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  State,  but 
as  it  is  over  a  quarter  of  a  century  old,  had  we  no  other  means  of  proving  our  - 
self,  we  should  place  little  value  on  our  diploma.  Again,  we  hardly  Uke  the 
idea  of  a  master  mason  arming  himself  with  a  certificate,  to  enable  him  to  ask 
assistance  while  traveling,  or  to  travel  asking  assistance.  Worthy  brothers 
who  are  necessitated  to  ask  it,  will  almost  universally  be  found  to  have  been 
prostrated  by  sickness,  or  to  have  been  the  victims  of  some  unexpected  mis- 
fortune, when  far  from  home.  Still,  it  cannot  be  denied  that  there  are  *' le- 
gions of  worthless  scamps  daily  preying  upon  *'  the  masonic  brotherhood,  and 
we  would  not  oppose  the  issuance  of  certificates  by  a  lodge  to  its  members, 
but  to  be  worth  anything  they  should  be  vised  from  time  to  time,  say  yearly. 
With  or  without  certificates,  a  greater  degree  of  prudence  and  strictness  of 
inquiry  should  be  exercised  by  the  brethren,  and  in  these  must  be  found  our 
main  protection  against  imposition. 

The  entire  report  is  highly  instructive  and  interesting.  We  should  like  very 
much  to  extract  freely  from  its  admirable  "Conclusion,"  but  could  not  do  so 
without  quoting  the  whole  or  marring  its  beauties.  It  is  signed,  S.  F.  Chad- 
wick,  chairman.

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PENNSYLVANIA. 

There  was  an  annual  Gommnnlcation  held  in  the  City  of  I^ladelphia,  on 
the  a4th  of  March,  A.  L.  5870. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted : 

'*  Besolved,  That  all  masonic  correspondence  and  fraternal  relations  between 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  and  all  ma- 
sons owing  or  claiming  to  owe  allegiance  to  it,  be  discontinued  until  the  said 
Grand  Orient  of  France  recognizes  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Lou- 
isiana as  the  only  and  sole  Masonic  Grand  Lodge  of  that  commonwealth." 

A  Quarterly  Commxmication  was  held  on  the  Ist  of  June,  A.  L.  5870. 

Grand  Master  Lambcrton  presented  the  correspondence  between  the  Grand 
Master  of  Kentucky  and  himself  relative  to  the  cruelties  which  had  been  prac- 
ticed upon  members  of  the  ftrateroity  by  the  Cuban  authorities.  This  corres- 
pondence, on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Master  of  Kentucky,  shows  a  desire  to  have 
a  convocation  of  all  Grand  Masters  in  the  United  States. 

Grand  Master  Lamborton,  in  his  reply,  sympathises  with  our  brethren  in 
their  troubles,  but  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  proposed  convocation  is  inexpe- 
dient. This  opinion  of  the  Grand  Master  was  sustained  by  vote  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

APPEALS. 

Several  appeals  ftrom  the  action  of  subordinate  lodges  were  before  the  com- 
mittee.   In  each  case  the  action  of  the  lodge  was  sustained. 

The  Building  c)ommittee  on  the  new  masonic  temple  submitted  a  report  and 
revised  plan,  which  was  by  resolution  adopted. 

QUABTEBLT  OOMMUNIOATION,  OKO.  7,  A.  L.  6870. 

Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  Lambcrton,  presiding. 

At  this  quarterly  communication  there  was  a  full  attendance  of  Grand  and 
Past  Grand  Officers,  and  the  Grand  Representatives  of  eleven  Grand  Lodges, 
Alabama  among  the  Grand  Lodges  represented ;  also,  there  were  one  hundred 
and  seven ty-nine  lodges  represented. 

The  business  of  this  communication  is  altogether  local,  and  chiefly  devoted 
to  reports  from  the  Finance  Committee,  the  Girard  Bequest,  the  Trustees  of 
the  Building  Fimd,  and  the  Stewards  of  the  Ster>hen  Girard  Charity  Fund. 

The  last  tiamed  committee  report  having  paid  to  eighty-three  brethren,  hail- 
ing from  Pennsylvania $2,200  00 

And  twenty-five  hailing  from  foreign  jurisdictions 645  00 

Total  paid  for  charity $2,8i5  00 

Balance  on  hand  jiot  expended $165  00 
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NEW  XASOZnO  TEMPIiB. 

We  have  read  the  report  of  the  Boilding  Committee  several  times.  It  is  by 
Brother  Samuel  C.  Perkins,  and  without  doubt  is  one  of  the  ablest  reports  of 
the  kind  we  have  ever  perused.  His  description  of  what  the  new  temple  is  and 
will  be  when  completed,  is  given  in  a  plain,  simple  manner,  yet  eloquently  and 
beautifully  describing  it  in  all  its  several  departments.  When  completed  it 
will  cost  our  brethren  of  Pennsylvania  over  a  million  dollars,  and  will  surpass 
any  building  of  the  kind  in  the  United  States.  God  speed  them  in  their  noble 
undertaking. 

Annual  C!ommunication,  held  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  December  27th«  A. 
L.  5870. 

Most  Worshipful  Brother  Robert  A.  Lamberton,  Grand  Master,  delivered  his 
annual  address.  It  is  an  able,  interesting,  masonic  paper.  From  it  we  must 
be  permitted  to  make  a  number  of  extracts.    He  says : 

**  No  wrathful  word  has  disturbed  our  counsels.  No  unseemly  behavior  has 
been  witnessed  at  our  communications.  No  complaint  which  came  to  us  has 
gone  unheard ;  no  wrong  we  were  asked  to  right  has  been  unredressed.  We 
have  not  been  called  upon  to  drape  these  walls  with  funeral  crape." 

Of  the  funds,  he  says  : 

"  Her  moneys  and  property  have  been  managed  with  consummate  prudence 
and  skill.** 

DISPENSATIONS. 

He  says,  "  During  the  past  year,  I  issued  no  dispensation  to  initiate,  pass 
and  raise. 

**  The  following  dispensations  were  issued  :  To  pass  and  raise,  I  granted  six 
dispensations;  to  raise,  seventeen  ;  to  pass  the  chair,  four  hundred  and  thir- 
ty-three." 

The  issuing  of  these  dispensations  brings  to  the  Grand  Lodge  the  handsome 
revenue  of  $4,630. 

The  Grand  Master,  during  the  year,  dedicated  four  masonic  halls,  and  laid 
one  comer  stone.  He  also  granted  authority  to  Bight  Worshipful  8.  0.  Per- 
kins to  dedicate  the  hall  at  Athensville. 

*   BLXCnONS  TO  OFFICE. 

He  says: 

**The  teachings  of  masonry  are  so  pure,  her  truths  so  immutable,  that  unless 
they  are  inculcated  by  those  who  are  good  men  and  true,  obedient  to  the  moral 
law,  they  are  shorn  of  their  strength.  The  principle  underlying  a  masonic 
election  is  that  tho  most  worthy  shall  receive  the  suffrages  of  his  brethren. 
Hence  nominations,  which  are  the  detjignating  of  particular  persons  as  candi< 
dates,  are  unlawful  by  our  usages.  *  *  *  *  Modest  merit  shrinks  from 
obtruding  itself;  it  waits  recognition,  and  will  not  remain  unnoticed  in  an  or- 
derly, well  governed,  and  appreciative  lodge.    He  who  is  so  forgetful  of  the 
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proprieties  as  to  resort  to  p^sonal  solicitation  for  election  to  office,  shonld 
find  his  tme  plaoe>  when  the  resnlt  is  declared,  at  the  foot  of  the  poll." 

We  fully  indorse  all  the  Grand  Master  says  upon  the  subject  of  elections  to 
office,  &o. 

Of  keeping  the  craft  together  until  the  night  is  far  advanced,  he  says : 

*'  This  is  all  under  the  control  of  the  worshipful  master,  and  he  should  not 
yield  to  the  importunity  of  the  firiends  of  candidates  pressing  for  initiation  or 
advancement  to  wrong  his  lodge,  or  bring  reproach  upon  the  fraternity,  by 
keeping  the  brethren  together  to  an  unseemly  hour.  •  •  •  •  Excesses  of 
all  kinds  are  repugnant  to  the  genius  and  spirit  of  freemasonry.  And  it  is  an 
excess,  marked  by  the  world  outside,  by  friend  and  foe,  and  most  and  worst  of 
of  all  by  our  families,  when  the  late  hour  of  the  night  comes,  and  the  head  of 
the  fainily,  who  should  bo  its  pattern  and  guide,  is  found  wending  his  way 
home  from  his  lodge." 

We  are  satisfied  that  the  position  assumed  above  by  the  Grand  Master  is  a 
correct  one,  and  that  some  regulation  should  be  added  to  our  constitution  to 
prevent  lodges  from  continuing  their  sessions  beyond  a  decent  hour. 

DECISIONS. 

The  Grand  Master  makes  but  few  decisions,  all  of  which  are  in  accordance 
with  the  general  usage  and  custom  of  the  fraternity. 

OOBBESPOICDENCE. 

The  report  is  by  Brother  Robert  J.  Fisher,  and  is  a  good  one.  The  selec- 
tions are  admirable.  The  few  criticisms  ho  makes  we  indorse.  He  reviews  the 
proceedings  of  forty  Grand  Lodges.  Alabama  is  fraternally  noticed,  making 
many  extracts  from  Grand  Master  Norris*  address  and  decisions.  From  Brother 
Penick's  report  he  also  makes  extracts.  Of  Brother  Penick  he  says,  '*  We  give 
the  conclusion  of  his  report,  with  many  kind  wishes  for  his  future  happiness- 
and  welfare  ;  and  that  many  years  may  be  added  to  his  illustrious  life.**  Then 
follows  the  conclusion  of  Brother  Penlck's  report,  his  farewell  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Foreign  Correspondence.

As  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  has  not  yet  recognized  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Qnebeo  as  a  legitimate  masonic  body,  it  is  with  diffidence  that  we  make  any 
allusion  to  its  proceedings. 

The  address  of  Brother  J.  H.  Graham,  claiming  to  be  Grand  Master,  is  a 
plain,  business  document,  a  large  portion  of  which  is  taken  np  with  the  disons- 
sion  of  the  difficulty  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  and  complications  aris- 
ing therefrom. 

Brother  Graham  names  nine  Grand  Lodges  as  having  recognized  that  of 
Quebec  as  legitmiate. 

We  can  not  but  deplore  the  discord  existing  among  our  brethren  of  the  Brit- 
ish-American Dominion,  and  the  ovila  to  masonry  arising  therefrom.  Let  us 
hope  that  ere  long  better  counsels  will  prevail,  and  Brotherly  Love  and  Har- 
mony will  once  more  reign  supreme.

RHODE  ISLAND. 

Communioation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  held  at  the  city  of  Providence,  June 
34th,  A.  L.  5870.

The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  informed  the  Grand  Lodge  that  it  had 
been  convened  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  corner-stone  of  the  monument  to  be 
erected  to  the  memory  of  the  soldiers  and  sailors  who  fell  in  the  late  war. 

After  the  ceremonies  of  laying  the  corner-stone  were  concluded,  the  Wor- 
shipful and  Reverend  Henry  W.  Bugg,  Grand  Chaplain,  was  introduced.  From 
his  eulogy  on  masonry  wo  make  the  following  extract : 

"  I  have  observed  that  the  work  of  masonrr  contemplates  the  doing  a  far 
greater  work  of  good  than  merely  relieving  the  wants  of  the  needy  by  the 
practice  of  the  hallowed  duty  of  benevolence.  That  is  a  great  misconception 
of  our  institution  which  regards  it  as  a  mere  eleemosynary  society.  Its  work 
is  far  higher  than  mere  alms-giving.  It  teaches  lessons  and  practices  ceremo- 
nies of  a  diversified  character,  seeking  thus  to  mould  and  develop  human  na- 
ture into  a  complete  manhood.  It  strives  at  nothing  less  than  to  reclaim  its 
disciples  from  all  that  is  base,  and  mean,  and  selfish,  making  them  faithful  to 
every  duty  in  every  relation  of  life.  It  would  lead  all  its  followers  to  acquire 
a  true  patriotism,  to  practice  a  true  religion  which  shall  make  them  co-workers 
in  building  up  the  kingdom  of  truth  and  righteousness  on  earth,  and  cause 
them  to  help  each  other  in  every  time  of  need.  This  is  the  high  ideal  of  ma- 
aonry.    It  does  not  accomplish  all  that  it  aims  at  in  this  direction,  but  it  does 
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something.  The  men  who  pass  through  its  ceremonies  finding  the  key  to  its 
spiritual  meaning— the  men  who  apply  the  instructions  they  receive  to  the 
heart  and  to  the  life,  are  made  better  citizens,  and  are  helped  in  all  things  of 
moral  good  through  the  influence  of  our  art.  Masonry  asks  to  be  judged  by 
its  principles— by  what  it  aims  to  do— by  its  true  and  faithful  followers,  and 
not  by  the  short-comings  of  those  who  may  be  entitled  to  call  themselves  ma- 
sons, but  who  have  utterly  failed  to  comprehend  the  great  truths  that  have 
been  set  before  them.** 
Brother  Charles  G.  Yan  Zandt  was  orator  of  the  day.

The  Grand  Master  says  : 

"  Our  relations  with  our  sister  Grand  Lodges  continue  to  be  of  the  most  cor- 
dial and  agreeable  nature,  and  within  our  own  jurisdiction  the  utmost  harmony 
has  prevailed.    The  order  has  gained  strength,  and  prospered." 

Upon  applications  to  confer  degrees  upon  parties  who  had  sustained  physi- 
cal injuries,  but  were  able  to  perform  all  the  work  ot  a  symbolic  lodge,  he 
says : 

**  I  have  uniformly  refused  to  grant  such  permission.  Our  constitution  is 
clear  and  imperative  on  the  subject,  and  although  my  own  opinion  is  in  favor 
of  a  relaxation  of  the  rule,  I  have  felt  myself  bound  to  adhere  to  the  ancient 
rule,  until  the  Grand  Lodge  shaU  sustain  a  relaxation  of  it.  Hitherto,  the 
subject  has  been  of  but  little  importance,  but  it  now  continually  recurs,  and  a 
solution  of  it  is  imperatively  necessary.  It  is  not  confined  to  any  section  or 
State.  It  everywhere  demands  decision,  and  as  imiformity  is  of  the  highest 
importance,  and  there  is  no  general  council  of  the  craft  to  which  it  can  be  re- 
ferred, I  .suggest  it  for  your  consideration,  whether  it  would  not  be  advisable 
to  address  a  circular  to  the  different  Grand  Lodges  of  the  Umted  States,  to 
ascertain  whether  any  and  what  modifications  of  the  ancient  rule  have  been 
made  in  their  respective  Jurisdictions.** 

This  subject  was  referred  to  a  special  committee,  who  reported,  indorsing 
the  views  of  the  Grand  Master.  At  the  conclusion  of  their  report  they  append- 
ed the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  address  a  circular  to  the 
different  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  to  ascertain  whether  any  an 
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what  modificatioDS  of  the  ancient  role  concerning  the  physical  qualifications  of 
candidates  have  been  made  in  their  respective  jurisdictions." 

This  subject  should  be  well  weighed  and  thoroughly  studied.  It  strikes  at 
An  old  landmark,  co-existive  with  the  organization  of  the  fraternity.  We  know 
of  no  Grand  Lodge  having  disturbed  it.    Disturb  it  not. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

Seven  dispensations  were  issued  to  open  new  lodges. 

UPON  THE  BIQHT  OF  VISIT, 

He  says : 

Ist.  *'  That  I  regard  the  right  of  visit  as  one  of  the  essential  rights  con- 
ferred in  the  very  act  of  making  a  mason,  and  that  he  could  only  be  deprived 
of  it  for  just  cause. 

2d.  *'  That  every  member  of  a  lodge  has  the  right  of  objecting  to  the  admis- 
sion of  any  visitor  to  his  lodge,  but  that  the  validity  of  his  objections  are  to  be 
determined  by  the  master  of  the  lodge.  If  the  objecting  member  is  to  decide 
on  the  validity  of  his  objection,  the  right  is  the  right  of  exclusion,  not  of  objeo- 
iion.  The  inherent  right  to  visit,  and  the  unqualified  right  to  exclude,  can 
not  co-exist.  To  exclude  a  visitor  without  just  cause*  is  contrary  to  the  fun- 
damental principles  of  the  order,  and  the  right  to  do  so  should  not  depend 
upon  the  caprice  or  passion  of  a  single  member. 

Sd.  *'  By  recognizing  in  the  master  alone  the  right  to  exclude,  an  impartial 
Judgment  is  secured,  and  the  rights  of  the  visitor  and  of  the  lodge  equally 
protected."

FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  is  from  the  pen  of  Brother  Campbell.  He  fraternally  reviews  the' 
proceedings  of  twenty-nine  Grand  Lodges.  Alabama  is  fraternally  noticed. 
Of  Brother  Penick's  report,  he  says,  *'  It  is  an  excellent  document.'*

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  short,  occupying  about  five  pages,  mainly  de- 
voted to  the  business  of  his  own  jurisdiction. 

Eleven  dispensations  were  issued  to  form  new  lodges.  Of  the  issuing  of 
these  dispensations  he  says : 

*'It  was  with  great  reluctance  that  I  ordered  the  issuance  of  these  dispen- 
lations,  after  the  expression  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  Annual  Communi- 
cation ;  but  they  came  recommended,  in  each  case,  by  members  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  with  whom  I  was  personally  acquainted,  in  such  strong  terms  that  I 
did  not  feel  at  liberty  to  refuse  them.  Li  view  of  this  difficulty,  would  it  not 
be  well  for  ihe  Grand  Lodge  to  take  the  authority  of  granting  dispensations 
into  its  own  hands,  except  in  very  extraordinary  cases  ?  The  Grand  Master 
cannot  in  every  case  acquire  the  information  that  should  govern  him,  and  in 
most  cases  lodges  are  too  loose  in  giving  the  necessary  recommendation.  A 
few  who  live  at  a  distance  from  the  mother  lodge,  or  are  ambitious  of  having 
office,  set  themselves  to  work  to  get  up  a  new  lodge,  and  frequently  recom- 
mend themselves.  There  is  great  complaint  among  masons  at  the  great  num- 
bers that  are  flocking  into  our  ranks,  and  one  reason  of  this  is  the  ease  with 
which  new  lodges  are  organized.  Now,  to  remedy  thi»,  let  the  obtaining  of 
dispensations  be  made  as  difficult  as  possible,  both  by  the  Grand  Lodge  taking 
this  prerogative  into  its  own  hands,  and  by  increasing  the  fee  very  mate- 
riaUy." 

We  are  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  the  suggestion  of  the  Grand  Master  is  a 
good  one.  There  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  dispensations  for  new  lodges  are 
too  frequent  and  too  easily  obtained  ;  how  to  remedy  the  evil,  is  the  question. 
Who  can  suggest  a  better  remedy  than  the  one  ofiered  by  Grand  Master  Pax- 
ton? 

He  wisely  refused  to  grant  any  dispensations  to  confer  degrees  out  of 
time. 

He  pays  a  feeling,  as  well  as  a  merited  tribute  of  respect  to  the  memory  of 
Brother  Horn  and  Brother  L.  J.  Polk,  and  suggests  that  the  Grand  Lodge  pay 
suitable  testimony  to  their  memories. 

NOK-AFFEUATION. 

The  special  committee  to  whom  this  subject  was  referred,  after  carefully 
examining  and  copying  all  laws  enacted  and  now  existing  upon  the  subject,  in 
the  various  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United  States,  Canada,  Ireland,  England, 
Scotland,  Europe,  and  South  America,  together  with  the  opinions  of  Brothers 
G.  W.  Gha^e,  author  of  Digest  of  Masonic  Larjo;  Luke  A.  Lockwood,  author  of 
Masordo  Law  and  Fraciice;  W.  T.  Woodruff,  author  of  Masonic  Oode;  J.  W. 
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Simons,  author  of  Principles  of  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  and  Masonic  Text 
Book  of  Tennessee;  makes  the  ablest  and  most  sensible  report  upon  this 
vexed  question  of  non-affiliation  we  have  ever  pei-used.  In  justice  to  the 
committee,  we  copy  their  entire  opinions  upon  the  subject.    They  say ; 

''Now,  having  reviewed  all  this  action  upon  the  subject,  and  fully  sensible 
that  what  so  larfse  a  majority  of  the  Masonic  Grand  Bodies  consider  so  great  a 
masonic  crime,  demands  our  attention,  let  us  inquire  into  the  real  relations  of 
such  masons,  and  see  how  far  some  actions  are  justifiable. 

**  First,  we  find  that  masons  existed  before  lodges.  Prior  to  1717  there  were 
no  regular  lodges  composed  of  stated  members.  A  mason  was  a  member  of 
the  lodge  he  was  in  the  habit  of  visiting.  All,  then,  were  non-affiliated  ma- 
sons, just  as  occurred  in  the  anti-masonic  troubles  of  1826-36,  when  there 
were  no  lodges  in  very  large  districts  ;  and  as  in  some  of  our  American  juris- 
dictions, Massachusetts  and  Maine,  for  instance,  where  it  is  not  necessary  for 
a  mason  ever  to  have  been  affiliated,  even  now.  He  is  made  a  mason,  and 
afterwards  a  member  of  a  lodge  by  a  separate  ballot,  which  is,  however,  by  no 
means  essential.  Dimitted  masons  sustain  in  reality  the  same  relationship  to 
the  order  of  freemasonry  as  do  affiliating  masons,  only  the  ties  which  bind 
them  to  particular  lodges  do  not  exist.  A  dimit  releases  a  mason  from  a  regu- 
lar attendance  on  his  lodge,  from  obedience  to  by-laws,  from  attendance  at 
processions,  and  from  the  payment  of  dues.  This  is  alL  It  deprives  him 
merely  of  particular  lodge  relations ;  of  the  benefits  of  the  lodge  fund ;  of 
preferring  charges  against  a  brother  for  adjudication ;  of  the  right  to  visit 
lodges,  or  join  processions,  except  by  special  courtesy;  and  of  masonic  burial, 
except  at  the  option  of  the  lodge.  At  the  same  time,  he  is  fully  subject  to  the 
supervision  of  his  morals  by  the  lodge,  to  be  the  subject  of  a  special  sum- 
mons, and  to  the  full  force  of  all  his  obligations.  Nor  can  any  Grand  Lodge 
action  deprive  him  of  his  claim  for  aid,  or  for  counsel  or  advice  from  individ- 
ual masons,  wheresoever  dispersed  on  the  habitable  globe ;  and  his  widow  and 
orphans  have  the  same  claim  after  his  death.  Once  a  mason,  he  is  always  a 
mason,  except  he  has  been  suspended,  or  has  been  the  subject  of  masonic 
death. 

*'To  deal  with  him  as  a  clandestine  mason,  or  a  useless  drone  in  the  hive  of 
Nature,  is  to  do  a  wrong  to  one  whom  wo  have  solemnly  promised  to  regard  as 
our  brother,  and  to  help,  aid  and  assist,  whenever  such  help  is  required.  We 
cannot  force  our  brother  to  join  a  lodge,  or  remain  a  member  of  one  against 
his  will.  He  is  a  freemason,  and  is  free  to  dimit  if  he  does  not  desire  to  bur- 
den himself  with  lodge  dues,  if  he  cares  nothing  for  lodge  honors,  if  he  has 
no  desire  to  exercise  lodge  privileges.  The  attempt  to  force  this  upon  him 
defeats,  in  many  cases,  itn  own  object.  Men  wilt  not  be  forced  to  do  right ; 
on  the  other  hand,  the  attempt  to  do  so  produces,  in  most  cases,  an  aggrava- 
tion of  the  evil  sought  to  be  remedied.  Witness  the  miserable  failures  of  pro- 
hibitory liquor  lawn,  and  legislation  against  social  vices.  Is  there  a  town  in 
which  such  laws  have  been  conscientiously  attempted  to  be  carried  out,  in 
which  they  did  not  increase  the  evil?  Man  ih  always  more  or  less  combative, 
and  intuitively,  if  not  consciously,  resists  force  in  any  way  that  it  may  be  ap- 
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plied  to  him.  Even  the  infant  at  the  breast  will  often  exhibit  this  innate  prin- 
ciple. Yet  thia  spirit  of  combativeneBS  must  not  be  conudered  an  evil  ten- 
dency  in  oar  natures,  nor  an  evidence  of  total  depravity.  It  is  God-given,  and 
for  a  good  purpose,  if  properly  used.  It  is  the  attribute  of  our  nature  which 
impels  us  to  resist  wrong  and  oppression — to  struggle  for  truth  against  false- 
hood. It  is  this,  in  truth,  which  gives  us-  strength  to  overcome  difficulties, 
which  cleared  our  western  forests  and  rendered  productive  the  virgin  soil  of 
their  valleys ;  which  calls  up  our  etreugth,  endurance,  will,  power  and  force  of 
character ;  and  this  principle  we  excite  among  our  brrithers  when  we  try  to 
foroe  them  by  severe  penalties  and  unbecoming  threats  to  join  our  lodges  ;  so, 
in  consequence,  the  evil  is  increased  rather  than  diminished. 

"  We  hold  that  it  is  the  positive  duty  of  every  mason  to  be  affiliated ;  that 
when  a  brother  takes  a  dimit  and  remains  non-affiliated  he  materially  errs ; 
but  he  is  still  our  brother,  and  our  duty  to  him  is  to  win  him  back  by  kind 
words  and  loving  looks,  not  tu  drive  him  again  into  the  family  circle  with 
threats  and  blows. 

**  We  firmly  believe  that  this  gentle  treatment  will  at  last  succeed  better  in 
accomplishing  the  object  than  harsher  measures.  We  do  not  mean  to  leave 
non-affiliates  severely  alone,  but  to  hold  out  inducements  to  them  to  return  to 
their  lodges,  and  make  those  lodges  so  agreeable  to  them  as  to  induce  them  to 
remain  there. 

*'  With  this  view,  then,  we  first  propose  the  abolition  of  all  affiliation  fees  ; 
let  there  be  no  impediment  in  the  way  of  the  return  to  the  lodge. 

"  Let  every  brother  mason  treat  every  other  with  the  same  consideration 
and  attention,  and  so  act  toward  the  non-affiliate  as  to  make  him  sensible  that 
he  is  a  member  of  a  great  brotherhood,  and  feeling  this  every  day  of  his  life, 
he  will  soon  come  to  a  natural  sense  of  the  shame  of  his  own  position,  and 
manly  self  respect  will  bring  him  to  apply  for  reception. 

"  But  many  will  urge  that  they  have  applied  for  affiliation  and  been  rejected. 
This  is  easily  remedied.  Let  the  secretary  be  instructed  to  issue  such  brothers 
a  certificate  of  rejection.  This  will  show  at  least  honest  intention  on  their 
part,  and  the  fact  that  such  a  demand  will  be  issued  by  the  lodge,  will  ren- 
der its  members  more  cautious  in  the  use  of  the  black  ball  for  frivolous  ob- 
jections. 

**And  when  the  brother  is  in  the  lodge,  keep  him  in  by  kindness  ;  excite  his 
interest  in  masonry  ;  if  he  is  a  rich  man,  do  not  trouble  him  by  the  presenta- 
tion of  every  case  of  charity  to  him,  and  thus  bore  and  annoy  him,  and  make 
him  dissatisfied  ;  and  if  he  is  a  poor  man,  do  i:ot  hurt  his  feelings  by  asking 
bim  to  contribute  ;  and  if  he  is  very  poor,  excuse  him  from  lodge  dues  ;  if  he 
is  a  peculiar  man,  bear  with  his  weaknesses ;  if  he  is  an  ambitious  man,  sat- 
isfy his  ambition— it  is  easily  done. 

**  Never  let  the  non-affiliate  feel  that  he  is  beyond  the  pale  of  brotherhood, 
bat  rather  be  extra  courteous,  and  you  will  win  him  back.  Here  is  the  grand 
talisman  of  Freemasonry — Justice  is  its  security.  We  therefore  recommend 
the  rejection  of  the  resolution  referred  to  us,  and  substitute  the  following  : 

"  *Eesolvid,  1st,  That  non-affiliation  does  not  deprive  a  brother  of  his  indi- 
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▼idnal  rights  u  a  mason,  bnt  only  of  ench  additional  rights  as  are  acquired  by 
lodge  membership. 

*^*Be8olvedy  2d,  That  the  Moat  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Tennessee 
hereby  again  recommends  the  abolition  of  all  fees  for  affiliation  in  the  lodges 
of  its  jurisdiction. 

**  ^Besdvedy  8d,  That  titie  Grand  lodge  of  Tennessee  considers  it  to  be  the 
duty  of  every  mason  residing  within  its  Jurisdiction  to  be  a  member  of  a  lodge, 
and  fraternally  urges  all  non-affiliates  to  attach  themselves  to  some  lodge  with- 
out delay. 

"  *  Resolved,  4th,  That  should  a  brother  apply  for  affiliation  to  any  lodge  of 
this  jurisdiction,  and  be  rejected,  he  be  entitled  to  receive  a  certificate  of  the 
fact  from  the  lodge  so  rejecting.' 

The  resolution  for  which  the  above  were  offered  as  a  substitute  is  as  follows : 

^Besolved,  Qhat  unaffiliated  masons  have  no  rights  except  those  of  petition, 
trial,  and  appeal ' " 

The  report  of  the  committee  is  signed  by  Brothers  George  S.  Blackie  and 
Robert  J.  Chester. 

DEPARTED  WORTH. 

The  special  committee  on  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Master  James  Penn  say : 

'*  He  was  a  pillar  of  strength  and  beauty,  which  adorned  our  masonic  edifice. 

He  was  a  most  accomplished  mason  in  all  its  relations,  and  a  pattern  of  a 

christian  gentleman,  who,  while  living,  set  us  an  example  worthy  of  all  imita* 

tion." 

A  memorial  page  was  appropriated  to  his  memory. 

FOREION  OORRESPONDENOE. 

The  report  is  by  Brother  George  S.  Blackie.  It  is  lengthy,  but  highly  inter- 
esting and  instructive,  from  beginning  to  end.  He  devotes  forty-five  pages  to 
the  reviewing  of  the  proceedings  of  the  various  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United 
States — Alabama  among  the  number— and  forty  pages  to  Grand  Bodies  outside 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States. 

There  is  much  in  this  able  report  we  should  be  glad  to  extract,  if  we  had 
space  for  a  more  extended  review  of  the  proceedings  of  Tennessee. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Orator,  Brother  Andrew  B.  Martin,  is  among  the 
good  things  we  are  permitted  to  occasionally  read.

'  The  address  of  Most  Worshipful  Winkler  is  a  concise,  well  arranged  docu- 
ment, devoted  entirely  to  business  relating  to  local  affairs.    Under  the  head 
of  DecitUms,  he  says : 

*'  I  beg  leave  to  say  that  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  letters  I  have  been 
called  upon  to  answer  would  have  been  entirely  nnnecessary,  if  the  writers 
had  employed  the  time  consumed  in  writing  in  reading  and  examining  for 
themselves  the  constitution,  resolutions,  and  printed  proceedings  of  the  Most 
Worshipful  Grand  Lodge,  which  are  accessible  to,  and  should  be  studied  by, 
every  mason  in  the  land.  I  would  not,  by  any  means,  discourage  those  who 
earnestly  seek  information  ;  yet  some  plan  should  be  devised  to  relieve  your 
Grand  Master  from  the  performance  of  so  much  labor,  which  would  be  unnec- 
essHry  if  the  brethren  would  only  read  and  study  the  masonic  authorities  fur- 
nished by  the  Grand  Lodge  to  all  its  subordinates,  and  through  tbem  to  every 
individual  brother  under  our  jurisdiction.  I  suggest  that  a  circular  letter  be 
prepared,  calling  the  attention  of  the  officers  of  lodges  to  this  subject,  and 
that  a  copy  be  sent  to  each  lodge.*' 

In  this  connection,  we  would  suggest  that  some  plan  should  be  devised  by^ 
which  the  various  and  often  contlicting  laws,  edicts  and  decisions  of  the  differ- 
ent Jurisdictions  could  be  collated  for  comparison  and  study.  A  digest  of 
these  would  be  valuable  to  every  worshipful  master,  and  invaluable  to  every 
mason  of  a  lodge. 

COMMITTEE  ON  WORK 

Made  the  following  report : 

*'  We  assembled  at  the  City  of  Houston,  in  the  room  of  Holland  Lodge  No.  1,. 
June  8th,  A.  L.  5871,  and  for  three  days  in  succession  exemplified  the  work 
and  lectures  of  the  three  symbolic  degrees  to  a  large  and  attentive  audience 
of  master  masons,  all  being  delegates  sent  by  the  various  lodges  under  your 
jurisdiction  to  receive  from  your  committee  the  work  and  lectures  of  the  three 
degrees.  Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  much  good  has  been  done, 
and  the  work  largely  disseminated,  by  their  labors.  ♦*♦*♦♦ 
The  zeal  and  anxiety  manifested  by  the  brethren  present  (and  there  were 
eighty  or  one  hundred  delegates  present,)  have  been  a  source  of  much  satis- 
faction to  your  committee,  and  it  greatly  stimulated  them,  and  made  their 
labors,  though  arduous,  exceedingly  pleasant.** 

The  plan  strikes  us  as  a  good  one. 

While  agreeing  with  Committee  No.  1  on  Grievance  and  Appeals,  that  "  busi- 
ness matters  must  be  settled  between  the  brethren  outside  of  the  lodge  room,*' 
we  can  not  see  how  a  charge  of  *' lying"  or  a  refusal  to  appear  before  a  "com- 
mittee when  summoned,**  can  be  considered  **a  matter  purely  pecuniary  in  its 
character  ;**  and  must,  therefore,  beheve  that  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
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in  reversing  the  action  of  Decatur  Lodge  No.  186,  in  the  case  of  Brother  John 
Cmtchfleld,  must  have  been  based  on  grounds  other  than  appears  in  the 
report. 

From  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Grand  Officers'  Reports,  we  extract  the 
following :  ^ 

"The  reports  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  of  the  several  DistriA^^p- 
uty  Grand  Masters  show  much  zeal  and  efficiency  in  the  discharge  of  ^Mr 
duties.  Nearly  all  of  them  have  made  reports  of  their  acts,  and  are  entitled 
to  great  credit  for  their  industry  and  devotion  to  the  interest  of  masonry.  It 
becomes  our  duty  to  record  the  death  of  Brother  John  Shed,  the  first  Grand 
Tiler  and  the  last  original  member  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  which  was  organized 
in  this  city,  in  December,  1837.  Thus,  one  by  one,  our  brothers  have  passed 
away  to  that  bourne  from  which  none  return.  Brother  John  Shed  departed 
this  life  on  the  20th  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1870,  aged  seventy-two." 

Appropriate  resolutions  were  passed  in  reference  to  the  death  of  Brother 
John  Shed. 

rOBBiaN  OOBBBSPOMDENOE. 

The  report  covers  seventy-two  pages  in  which  Alabama  receives  a  kind  and 
fraternal  notice.  The  address  of  our  lamented  Brother  W.  P.  Chilton,  then 
Grand  Master,  is  commended  as  a  "  straight-forward,  sensible,  business 
document."  As  to  the  fifty-nine  decisions  rendered  by  him,  the  report  says : 
'*  We  find  no  cause  for  criticism  in  them."  The  committee  having  received 
notice  of  the  death  of  Most  Worshipful  Brother  Chilton,  offer  their  afflicted 
brethren  in  Alabama  **  their  sincere  sympathy  in  their  bereavement." 

We  are  pained  to  learn,  from  a  notice  issued  by  Kight  Worshipful  William 
Bramlette,  Dtputy  Grand  Master,  that  our  brethren  of  Texas  have  to  deplore 
the  loss  of  their  own  Grand  Master,  Most  Worshipful  T.  J.  H.  Anderson,  who 
departed  thitt  life  August  29th,  A.  D.  1871.  In  the  affliction  of  our  brethren  of 
Texas  we  deeply  sympathise,  and  having  ourselves  had  so  recently  to  bow  before 
a  like  dispensation  of  Providence,  can  well  feel  the  void  created  by  so  severe  a 
blow. 

Brother  Elgin's  conmiendation  of  our  report  is  truly  gratifying,  and  we  trust 
ever  to  meet  with  his  approval. 

Under  the  head  Arkansas^  the  committee  make  a  very  concise  and  able 
synopsis  of  an  argument  on  the  vexed  question  of  the  right  of  visitation,  clos- 
ing with  what  we  hold  to  be  the  true  masonic  doctrine,  *'  that  no  stranger  can 
be  forced  into  the  lodge  over  the  objection  of  any  member ;  and  that,  as  in  the 
case  of  ballotings,  he  is  the  sole  judge  of  the  sufficiency  of  his  reasons." 

The  remarks  on  the  expulsion  of  a  brother  foolish  enough  to  ask  it,  proba- 
bly without  reflection,  or  acting  under  excitement  or  provocation,  are  in  good 
taste  and  temper.  We  agree  with  the  criticisms  and  remarks  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

Under  Califomiay  the  report  notices  the  argument  of  Grand  Master  Pratt, 
as  to  **  whether  a  ballot  can  be  avoided  if  the  cunmiittee  report  the  candidate 
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worthy  bat  ineligible  from  non-residence,"  and  sums  up  very  correctly  ae 
follows : 

**  It  seems  to  us  that  if  the  candidate  is  a  non-resident,  the  lodge  has  no 
jurisdiction  of  the  case.  To  elect  him  would  confer  no  benefit,  because  they 
could  not  initiate.  To  rejont  would  bo  an  illegal  proceeding  that  would  be 
disregarded  by  any  other  lodge  haying  knowledge  of  the  circumstances  :  and 
in  either  case,  the  lodge  acting  on  the  petition  would  subject  itself  to  the  com- 
plaint of  the  lodge  having  jurisdiction." 

The  committee,  under  Canada^  sots  f^rth  its  views  on  the  Quebec  question 
in  a  terse  and  lucid  manner,  sustaining  the  legality  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Que- 
bec, in  which  we  fully  concur. 

Some  good  natnred  and  telling  hits  are  made  at  Massachusetts  Grand  Lodge 
which,  priding  itself  on  **a;;e  and  antiquity,  locks  itself  in  its  shell,  and  holds 
no  communication  whatever  with  sister  Grand  Lodges  in  this  country." 

The  committee  oppose  the  plan  suggested  by  the  Grand  Master  of  Michigan, 
of  *  *  adopting  a  set  of  test  words,  etc.,"  to  be  in  force  for  five  years.'*  We  hold 
that  no  such  innovation  should  bo  countenanced  for  a  moment. 

There  are  many  other  things  in  this  very  able  and  fraternally  worded  report 
which  we  should  be  glad  to  notice,  did  our  limits  allow  us ;  but,  aias,  wo  can 
not.  The  repoi  t  is  signed  liobert  W.  Elgin,  for  the  ^^mittee,  and  does 
credit  to  itfl  author  or  authors.

The  Grand  Master's  address  opens  with  a  beautiful  and  chaste  exordium, 
prefacing  a  business  paper  of  much  interest.    He  says  : 

**From  the  sea-girt  peniuHula  where  old  ocean  chants  an  eternal  anthem  to 
the  Great  Architect  of  the  Universe ;  from  the  regions  where  *  mountain  on 
mountain  exultingly  throw,  through  storm,  mist  and  snow,  their  bleak  crags  to 
the  sky';  from  valleys  clothed  with  verdure,  and  crowned  with  glorious  sun- 
shine ;  from  the  historic  banks  of  the  James  ;  and  from  the  resting  places  of 
Washington,  Stonewall  Jackson,  and  liobert  £.  Lee,  you  have  come  to  enjoy 
the  reunion  which,  year  after  year,  we  anticipated  with  fond  delight,  and  in 
which  we  never  fail  to  reahze  a  genuine  happiness." 

Again— 

"Bat  while  the  outer  world  bears  the  marks  of  political  transitions  and  phys- 
11 
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ioal  decay,  the  oalm  dominions  of  masonry  show  the  immntable  natnre  of  the 
wise  and  beneficent  principles  on  which  our  institation  rests ;  and,  admon- 
ished by  the  contrast,  wo  should  devote  oursolyes,  with  a  pure  heaxt  and  resO' 
lute  purpose,  to  the  perpetuation  of  our  system." 

v.: 

*    '"*  EDUCATION. 

Of  the  Masonio  Academy  in  Richmond,  established  and  maintained  by  volun- 
tary contributions  from  the  masons  of  the  city,  he  thus  speaks : 

"The  pupils  of  both  sexes  number  one  hundred  and  sixteen,  and  when  it  is 
remembered  that  all  of  these  are  the  orphans  of  deceased  masons,  the  excel- 
lence of  \he  institution  will  at  once  be  acknowledged  by  us  all,  and  none  will 
fail  to  praise  the  practical  philanthropy  whose  benefits  arc  thus  showerod 
upon  the  wards  of  our  fraternity  in  this  city." 

Worthy  of  imitation  by  all  subordinate  lodges,  in  whatever  jurisdiction  they 
are  to  be  found. 

mSPENSATIONB. 

Five  dispensations  were  issued  to  open  new  lodges. 

DHCISIONS. 

1.  **  An  E.  A.  or  F.  C,  whose  apphoation  for  advancement  has  been  rejected, 
may  apply  again  to  the  lodge  at  any  subsequent  stated  meeting,  there  being 
no  law  requiring  him  to  wait  a  specified  time  to  renew  his  application." 

The  same  law  prevails  in  Alabama. 

2.  *'  Public  installations  of  officers  of  lodges  are  improper." 
Not  BO  considered  in  this  jurisdiction. 

3.  **  The  installation  of  a  master  elect  of  a  lodge,  followed  by  immediate  res- 
ignation, will  not  entitle  him  to  the  rank  of  past  roaster.  No  one  can  be  recog- 
nized as  a  past  master  who  has  not  actually  passed  the  chair." 

4.  *  *  The  minimum  number  to  whom  a  dispensation  or  charter  can  be  granted 
may  be  considered  as  the  minimum  number  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
It  requires  seven  signatures  to  a  petition  for  a  dispensation  to  open  a  lodge, 
and  that  obtains  throughout  the  masonic  household,  and  is  what  the  profano 
would  mean  when  they  say  of  any  corporation  or  other  assemblage  of  persons, 
"  seven  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  business."  It  is,  therefore,  requisite 
that  seven  members  of  a  lodge  should  be  present  in  order  to  open  and  tranuact 
business  and  do  work.  The  master  or  one  of  the  wardens  should  be  of  the 
number,  and  the  tiler,  if  he  be  a  member,  may  also  compose  one  of  the 
Dumber." 

5.  "The  use  of  instrumental  and  vocal  music  by  lodges,  at  appropriate 
times,  during  the  ceremony  of  conferring  the  degrees  in  masonry,  is  not  pro- 
hibited." 

Why  should,  or  how  could  they  be  ? 

6.  '<  No  master  mason  is  entitled  to  receive  the  degree  of  past  master,  ex- 
cept as  a  prchminary  to  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  master 
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or  warden.  Any  ono  who  has  taken  the  degree  of  paat  master  in  a  chapter, 
can  sit  in  a  commission  of  past  masters  formed  for  the  purpose  of  conferring 
the  past  master's  degree.^ 

The  last  clause  we  cannot  agree  to,  not  conceiving  how  a  hlne  lodge  can,  as 
such,  have  any  knowledge  of  a  chapter,  or  any  other  organization,  fraternity, 
or  order. 

7.  "  When  a  mason  signs  a  petition  to  the  Grand  Master  for  a  dispensation 
to  open  a  new  lodge,  he  thereby  becomes  a  member  of  such  lodge,  if  the  dis- 
pensation be  granted.  If  he  be  delinquent  in  the  payment  of  his  dues  to  the 
lodge  in  which  he  had  previously  hold  his  membership,  that  lodge  may,  if  it 
has  sufficient  reason  therefor,  remit  his  dues,  and  allow  him  to  withdraw  his 
membership." 

Our  practice  is,  that  a  mason,  before  signing  a  petition  for  dispensation  to 
open  a  new  lodge,  obtains  a  dimit  from  his  lodge,  stating  the  facts  as  his  rea- 
sons for  asking  a  dimit.    We  prefer  our  method,  for  obvious  reasons. 

8.  "  It  is  not  required  that  an  E.  A.  or  F.  G.  shall  wait  until  a  stated  meeting 
of  the  lodge  conferring  the  degrees  before  he  can  apply  for  advancement.  He 
may  be  examined  and  balloted  for  at  a  meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  with* 
out  waiting  a  speciiied  time. 

The  Alabama  rule. 
8.  Altogether  local. 

10.  **  In  this  [Ya,]  Grand  Jurisdiction,  the  master  of  a  lodge  has  a  right  to 
resign." 

Not  so  in  Alabama. 

11.  **  A  member  of  a  lodge  has  a  right  to  withdraw  his  membership  at  any 
time,  without  giving  hin  reasons  therefor,  if  he  has  paid  his  dues  up  to  the 
time  of  withdrawal,  unless  he  be  und^  charges.'* 

Not  so  allowed  in  our  [Ala.]  jurisdiction. 

12.  Refers  to  the  resignation  of  the  worshipful  master. 

16.  '*  A  past  master  who  has  waived  his  right  to  be  tried  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
or  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master,  is  debarred  from  the  privilege 
of  withdrawing  the  consent  which  he  has  given  to  have  the  case  tried  by  the 
subordinate  lodge  in  which  the  charge  originated  and  may  be  in  course  of 
investigation." 

The  Committee  oti  the  Grand  Master's  Address  dissent  from  the  third  and 
fourth  decisions  given. 

COMMITTEE  ON  OBAND  OFFICEBS. 

From  this  committee,  we  learn  with  unfeigned  pleasure  that  "masonry 
flourishes  in  Virginia,  the  ever-to-be  revered  mother  of  States ;"  but  regret 
that  the  committee  is  compelled  to  add  that,  **  it  is  not  indebted  to  the  labors 
of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  for  its  prosperity.  Commending  the 
committee  for  its  straightforward  boldness,  let  us  hope  that  it  will  prove  a 
salutary  lesson,  and  that  our  Virginia  brethren  who  fall  under  censure  will 
manifest  by  their  future  actions  that  their  masonic  zeal  was  not  dead,  but 
only  slumbered. 
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FOBEiaX  OOBBESPONDEKOB. 

The  oommittee  fiods  nothing  of  especial  interest  to  note  in  Grand  Master 
Norris*  (186U}  address,  save  his  doclslon.  '^That  where  a  brother  avuiis  him- 
self of  the  benefit  of  the  btiikiujjt  act  ira.idulcntiy,  and  alierwui  do  becomes 
able  to  py*  a  debt  he  justi;:-  owed  to  }«ny  persoii,^ore  pariicplaily  a  Dr<»ther, 
and  fails  to  pay  him,  he  is  guiltv  of  niimas<>ule  conduct,  and  liable  to  be  tried 
for  the  same.  It  is  tiie  bounden  daty  of  all  men.  more  especially  of  masous, 
to  pay  their  ju«t  debts." 

The  oommittee,  oommeatinc;  oti  the  above,  say  : 

**If  any  subordinate  lodge  needed  inst ruction  upon  such  points  of  morality, 
it  would  have  been  best  conveyed  by  withdraw  iu;<  ihcii  charter." 

The  decision  of  the  Grand  ^kinstcr  Is  uni'oriuna.eiy  expressed  m  seeming  to 
imply  that  something  in  addition  to  the  origiuci  i'raud  was  necessary  to  exposo 
the  offender  to  masonic  discipline,  eic. 

While  agreeing  iuliy  ^ith  our  worthy  brother  in  his  conception  of  masonio 
morality,  we  cannot  but  regard  his  conclusion  and  suggehtion  as  rather  severe, 
not  to  say  harsh. 

The  report,  covering  some  sixty-nine  pages,  and  reviewing  the  transactions 
of  forty-two  Grand  Lodges,  is  an  able  masonic  document,  and  is  signed  by  B. 
B.  Wellford  Jr.,  lor  the  committee.

**The  good  accomplished  by  the  yearh  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  cannot 
be  truly  said  to  depend  entirely  upon  tae  nisdom  of  irs  legislation  :  jiuch  of 
our  success  must  depend  uix)n,  and  resali  tVom.  ai:  in'^ei-('ban;;e  of  ilicsr"  kind 
and  fraternal  sentiment  3  which  has  ever  conft>ti:utc  1  a  {lui  i  oi  fxic  («Coiga  which 
brings  us  together— to  extend  to  ejien  otiie  ine  rigli  natid  o>'  .ua-oric  fellow- 
ship, and  in  this  way  to  receive  those  tokeas  ol'  8\mputliy  apd  Ki  idly  feeling 
which  tend  so  strongly  to  encourage  us  in  the  great  work  which  we  have  un- 
dertaken.*' 

OF  THE  PBOOBESS  OF  MABONBY, 

He  says : 
^*Thi8 1  behove  to  bo  progress  in  the  right  direction.    I  woidd  by  no  moans 
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counsel  the  rejection  of  worthy  applicants,  and  yet  I  can  bat  regard  the 
standHrd  of  qualifications  requirod  for  admiHsion  among  ns  as  having  been 
altogether  too  low  in  the  paot.  There  should  be  some  positive  reason  why  a 
candidate  8hoald  be  received  into  an  institution  like  that  of  freemasonry.  If 
no  more  can  be  t<aid  of  the  applicant  than  that  he  is  an  inoffensive  man,  and 
will  do  us  no  harm,  he  shonld  not  be  received.  The  question  most  important 
to  be  determined  sh<>uid  be,  will  he  be  a  positive  benefit,  and  not  a  drone  in 
the  masonic  hive  ? 

OF  THE  OROWTH  OF  MASOMBT, 

He  says : 

*' Grand  Master  Tucker,  in  his  annual  address  to  the  Qrand  Lodge  in  1851, 
most  feelingly  congratulates  the  Grand  Lodge  upon  such  evidences  of  pros- 
perity  as  were  presented  upon  that  occasion  by  a  representation  in  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  twenty-one  chartered  lodi^jea.  •*The  shades  of  our  ancient  Grand 
Masters  seemed  to  have  again  returned  to  survey  the  restored  temple,  and 
hallow  with  their  bie:*siut>[  the  fresh  incense  of  our  altars.  The  summit  of 
our  Moriah  appears  again  adorned  with  magnificent  moral  architecture,  and

**  The  principles  of  freemasonry  being  founded  upon  divine  truths  of  reve- 
lation, are,  like  those  divine  truths,  fit  for  all  time  and  adapted  to  every  phase 
of  human  condition  or  human  intelligence.  They  address  themselves  alike  to 
the  capacities  of  the  wise  and  the  simple,  those  who  occupy  the  lowest  as  well 
as  to  those  who  hold  the  highest  position  in  life.  To  lead  virtuous  and  upright 
lives,  to  practice  charity  and  sobriety  ;  to  be  obedient  to  civil  authority  ;  to 
have  a  full  regard  to  the  rights  of  others ;  to  seek  the  welfare  of  a  brother, 
and  to  be  jealous  of  his  honor  and  reputation ;  to  sympathize  with  the  dis- 
tressed, and  be  ever  ready  to  succor  and  defend  the  afflicted  and  the  helpless, 
are  duties  which  freemasonry  enjoins  alike  upon  the  poor  and  the  rich,  upon 
the  prince  and  the  peasant ;  upon  him  who  receives  service,  as  upon  him  who 
renders  it ;  and  for  the  performance  of  which  all  are  alike  capable." 

All  difficutios  heretofore  existing  between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  and 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  West  Virginia,  have  been  happily  and  fraternally  adjusted. 
May  peace  and  harmony  forever  prevail. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

Only  one  dispensation  granted  to  open  a  new  lodge. 

The  Grand  Master  properly  recommends  the  adoptir)n  of  some  regulation, 
whereby  the  granting  of  dispeusationH  to  confer  degrees  out  of  time  may  bo 
prohibited.  We  heartily  indorse  the  recommendation,  and  recommend  a  care- 
ful consideration  of  the  same  subject  to  all  sister  Grand  Lodges. 

No  synopsis  of  decisions,  and  fewer  recommendations  and  less  legislation, 
than  any  other  Grand  Lodge  whose  proceedings  we  have  examined.  This  ex- 
hibits a  high  culture  in  masonic  jurisprudence,  in  both  officers  and  members 
of  subordinate  lodges,  worthy  of  imitation.  Peace  and  harmony  prevail ;  no 
appeals,  no  grievances.    Happy  is  this  masonic  jurisdiction,

GOMMmEE  ON  JUBISPBUDENCE 

Becommend  the  following  resolutions,  which  were  unanimously  adopted : 

**  lieaolced.  That  the  Grand  Loage  recommends  to  the  several  subordinate 
lodges  within  its  jurisdiction,  the  propriety  of  amending  their  by-laws  by 
abolishing  all  fees  heretofore  imposed  on  master  masons  applying  for  affilia- 
tion. 

'*Re8clved,  That  Article  X,  section  2,  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  be  so  amended,  that  no  dues  shall  be  charged  against  or  collected  from 
subordinate  lodges  for  the  affiliation  of  members,  in  cases  where  no  affiliation 
fees  are  charged  by  said  lodges." 

We  endorse  the  above  resolutions. 

We  congratulate  our  brethren  of  Washington  Territory,  and  also  those  of 
Oregon,  that  the  slight  disturbance  of  fraternal  harmony  between  them  has 
been  ended,  and  that  temperance  and  prudence  have  not  been  lost  sight  of 
e?en  in  the  hour  of  anger.    So  mote  it  over  be  I 
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FOREIGN  CX>IUIESPONDENOE. 

The  comnnitteo  reviews  the  proceedings  of  over  forty  Grand  Lodgefl,  and 
endorscB  the  resolutions  of  the  Alabama  Grand  Lodge  **aa  to  the  invasion  of 
the  rightt)  of  Canada  by  the  attempttd  formation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Que- 
bec," among  other  remarks  saying,  "  The  jurisdiction  once  obtained  as  exdu- 
tlve,  so  remains  till  determined  by  the  establishment  of  a  new  Grand  Lodge 
in  accordance  with  masonic  usage.  This  we  claimed  when  Oregon  established 
lodges  in  Idaho  Territory,  which  had  been  a  part  of  the  Territory  of  Wash- 
ington." 

The  rnle  as  stated  wo  shall  not  attempt  to  controvert,  but  understand  that 
'*the  establishment  of  a  new  (irand  Lodge  in  accordance  with  masonic  usage/ 
is  the  question  to  be  determined,  after  all ;  then,  if  so,  thus;  if  not,  otherwise. 

Under  the  caption  Dda^oare,  the  committee  say : 

'*We  would  do  anything  with  making  communications  contingent  upoD 
moonshine,  and  fix  regular  stated  days  in  each  month." 

Very  good.  Brother  Kced ;  stir  up  the  lunatics. 

We  endorse  the  comments  under  the  caption  Nortli  Carolina,  regarding  ma- 
Bonio  trials,  and  regret  that  our  hmits  forbid  ns  to  quote  them. 

Under  that  of  Oregon,  we  notice  with  unfeigned  pleasure  a  most  temperate 
statement  of  the  difference  that  temporarily  disturbed  the  fraternal  relations 
of  our  extreme  Northwestern  brethren,  ending  with,  *'A  quarrel  cannot  be 
continued  unless  there  are  two  parties  to  the  controversy,  and  Oregon  has  said 
in  the  above  she  will  not  wrangle  with  us,  and  as  Idaho  Grand  Lodge  reigns 
supremo  in  the  territory  about  which  the  contest  arose,  we  are  reduced  to 
this :  we  have  nothing  to  quarrel  over,  and  no  one  to  quarrel  with." 

True,  brother ;  but  better  still,  you  have  both  given  proof  that  neither  felt 
any  desire  to  prolong  an  unfortunate  masonic  difference,  and  to  sink  to  the 
ignoble  level  of  a  quarrel. 

Our  appreciation  of  this  excellent  report  will  be  readily  seen  from  our  ex- 
tracts from  it,  which  we  would  make  more  copious  if  we  could.  It  is  signed 
by  Brother  Thomas  M.  lieed,  chairman.

The  Grand  Master  s  address  is  very  brief,  occupying  only  about  three  pages. 
He  says : 

**  I  have  had  several  applications  from  lodges  for  permission  to  have  gift 
concerts,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  funds  to  erect  masonic  halls.    These 
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applications  I  have  peremptorily  denied,  for  the  following,  among  other  nn- 
meroas  objectionable  reasons,  that  gift  concerts  are  in  violation  of  the  law  of 
the  land,  and  therefore  in  direct  antagoninm,  not  only  to  the  spirit,  btit  the 
letter  of  masonic  law.  The  first  Icssou  taught  in  masonry  is  an  obedience  to 
the  laws  of  the  country  in  which  we  live." 

He  blames  the  Committee  on  21  asonio  Jurisprudence  for  '^  deciding  that, 
while  a  lodge  can  not  do  certain  things  as  a  lodge,  still  that  the  members 
thereof,  or  a  portion  thereof,  can,  outside  of  the  lodge.  A  very  convenient 
way,  indeed,  to  evade  any  masonic  law.  I  solemnly  enter  my  protest  against 
any  such  principle  of  masonic  law.  And  I  claim  that  a  collection  of  masons 
have  no  power,  as  masons,  and  in  the  name  of  masonry,  to  do  anything  which 
a  lodge  is  prohibited  from  doing  '* 

We  heartily  indorse  all  the  Qrand  Master  says  in  the  above  quotations. 

Again — 

"  Wbhe  I  find  the  members  of  the  craft,  made  and  advanced  in  this  jurisdic- 
tion, are  bright  as  E.  A.  and  F.  C,  many  of  them  are  very  dull  as  M.  M.  I 
therefore  recommend  that  a  regulation  be  adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge  requir- 
ing that  all  who  arc  raised  in  this  jurisdiction  be  required  to  pass  an  examina- 
tion, in  open  lodge,  on  the  M.  M.  degree." 

A  good  recommendation,  and  ought  to  be  enforced  by  all  Grand  Lodges. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

One  dispeuBation  only  was  issued  to  form  a  new  lodge,  and  none  to  confer 
degrees  out  of  time. 

He  recommends  that  all  decisions  upon  masonic  law,  and  regulations  for  the 
government  of  the  craft,  be  printed  annually  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.    Good  suggestion. 

DECISIONS. 

The  Grand  Master  presented  a  digest  of  masonic  law,  which  was  ordered 
printed  with  the  proceedings,  and  will  come  before  the  next  Annual  Commu- 
nication for  adoption  or  rejection. 

FOREIGN  CORKESPONDENCE. 

Tliis  brief,  well  written  document  is  from  the  pen  of  Brother  Myron  Reed. 
It  reviews  the  proceedings  of  thirty-one  Grand  Lodges,  and  occupies  thirty- 
one  pages.  Alabama,  among  the  number,  is  kindly  and  fraternally  noticed. 
From  this  report  we  must  be  permitted  to  make  the  following  extract,  headed : 

XASONIO  MORALS. 

*'That  every  effort  is  bemg  made  by  eminent  and  distinguished  masons,  and 
especially  by  those  whose  duty  it  is  to  guide  and  direct  the  craft,  to  elevate  the 
moral  standard  of  masonry  in  this  country,  there  can  be  no  doubt.  Nearly  all 
the  Grand  Masters,  in  their  addresses,  have,  in  pointed  terms,  called  the  atten- 
tion of  their  brethren  to  the  necessity  of  practicing  in  their  **every-day  life  " 
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those  masonic  yirtues  which  are  inculcated  in  every  lodge.  Our  masonic  mor- 
als are  not  as  carefully  guarded  as  they  should  be.  There  are  many  masons — 
masons  that  are  active  and  prominent*  who  occupy  places  of  honor  among  tbe 
fraternity,  and  to  whom  the  craft  look  for  guidance  and  instruction— whose 
habits  and  moral  deportment  would  hardly  bear  the  application  of  the  jpiuinb 
line  or  sqtuire. 

Many  a  mason  who  has  taught  to  wondermg  ears  the  **  sublime  principles  ** 
of  our  order,  and  been  known  as  a  *'  bright  mason,"  has  never  known  the  sat- 
isfaction arising  from  an  act  of  genuine  Charity  or  disinterested  Brotherly 
Love. 

"  The  evils  of  Intemperance  and  ProfanUy^  which  are  pointed  out  to  every 
initiate,  are  not  only  tolerated,  but  practiced  to  an  alarming  extent.  Indo^/ence, 
Infidelity  and  Licentiousness  walk  up  and  down  the  thoroughfares  of  Ufe,  wear- 
ing tbe  badges  of  masonry. 

**  There  must  be  a  higher  and  more  exacting  shibboleth  to  the  order,  and  a 
more  rigid  enforcement  of  masonic  discipline^  if  wo  expect  to  retain  as  well  as 
deserve  that  veneration  in  which  our  institution  is  now  and  ever  has  been  held 
by  the  civilized  world. 

STATISTICS. 

Initiated  623,  passed  574,  raised  589,  admitt3d  245,  dimitted  497  ;  total  num- 
ber of  master  masons  9,203,  number  of  lodges  represented  147. 
Most  Worshii)ful  Henry  L.  Palmer,  Grand  Master. 
Right  Worshipful  William  T.  Palmer,  Grand  Secretary. 


CONCLUSION. 

The  practice  is  gaimng  ground,  that  a  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence 
should  have  a  formal  '*  Conclusion." 

Not  having  time,  or  ability,  perhaps,  to  compose  a  better,  we  simply  copy 
that  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  of  Oregon,  and  append  it 
as  our  own,  with  the  simple  remark,  "  them's  our  sentiments  exactly :" 

*'Our  work  is  done  for  this  year,  and  we  hope  that  it  will  be  acceptable  to 
our  brethren.  We  found  much  to  interest  and  edify  us  in  these  reports. 
Str night  shots  are  made  at  social  vices  with,  it  is  hoped,  good  results. 

•*As  we  reflected  upon  the  views  of  brethren  on  the  several  enumerated  vices 
— for  instance,  intemperance,  gambling,  &c. — the  question  arof>e  in  oar  mind, 
at  what  period  in  the  life  of  a  brother  so  offending  did  he  acquire  these  habits 
of  which  we  now  complain?  Was  it  before  or  after  initiation?  If  before, 
then  tlie  lodge  of  which  he  is  a  member  has  no  cause  to  find  fault  with  its  bad 
work  m  admitting  him.  But  whether  before  or  tsince  his  initiation,  the  duty 
of  reforming  him  devolves  upon  his  brethren.  A  lodge  that  will  receive  a 
candidate  who  has  a  propensity  for  social  vices  is  estopped  from  complaining 
of  the  existence  of  such  evils  among  masons.  No  profane  of  intemperate  or 
gambling  habits  should  ever  And  fellowehip  in  our  lodges,  and  would  not  if

brethren  would  do  their  duty  as  masonB.  It  is  not  going  too  far  to  say  that 
the  material  of  a  lodge  may  be  fairly  estimated  or  measured  by  referring  to 
the  reports  of  committees  on  petitions  for  the  degrees  of  masonry.  Were  we 
to  examine  the  applicationu  for  initiation,  and  reports  thereon,  in  any  lodge  in 
the  several  sister  jurisdictions,  we  would  expect  to  find  them  very  uniform  in 
their  silence  on  all  points  touching  the  character  of  the  applicants.  The  peti- 
tioner is  usually  regarded  as  a  good  man ;  nothing  is  known  against  him.  Nut 
a  word  is  spoken  m  praise  of  him,  save  that  he  is  a  "good  man,'*  a  *'  clever 
fellow. **  In  fact,  the  idea  of  dignity  and  moral  excellence  is  scarcely  recog- 
niaed  in  his  unknown  character. 

**Thi8  is  in  substance  the  report  on  the  appUcation  for  initiation  in  almost 
every  case.  Experience  teaches  us  to  doubt  the  wisdom  of  this  mode  of  re- 
ceiving material.  We  want  to  make  the  further  inquiry,  what  are  these  **  good 
men'* good  for? 

*' We  are  told  that  masons  are  prostituting  their  profession  for  base  endn. 
Some  are  engaged  in  peddling  all  sorts  of  traps,  with  large  masonic  emblems 
stamped  or  painted  all  over  them ;  others  contract  debts  which  they  never  in- 
tend to  pay,  having  no  sense  of  moral  honesty  or  pecuniary  obligation  ;  while 
others  are  traveling  over  the  country  on  their  masonic  **  shape,**  with  masonic 
jewelry  hanging  about  them  like  wampum  around  a  savage.  They  never  know 
what  harmony  in  a  lodge  means,  nor  do  they  care  for  honor  or  dignity,  either 
of  which,  or  both,  they  will  freely  sacrifice  at  the  gambling  table  or  in  de- 
bauchery. So  long  as  they  are  known  and  recognized  as  masons,  their  disrep- 
utable pursuitH  are  practiced  without  fear  or  blush. 

**  We  might  further  enumerate  objections  to  this  class,  but  this  is  sufficient 
to  make  us  understood.  Annually  we  are  called  upon  to  provide  a  remedy  for 
these  evils.  Daily  we  are  admitting  these  characters  into  our  lodges  under 
the  name  of  **good  men,** — and  surely  they  are  good  for  something,  if  not  in 
masonry,  at  least  in  those  things  about  which,  alas,  we  complain  but  too  late. 
Every  lodge  has,  or  should  have,  a  committtee  capable  of  guarding  well 
against  the  approach  of  bad  men.  When  a  man  petitions  for  the  degrees  in 
masonry,  his  character  is  submitted  to  this  committee,  whose  duty  it  is  to  in- 
quire into  his  antecedents.  Their  report  should  be  positive  on  points  relative 
to  gambling,  intemperance,  &o.  When  a  man  petitions  to  become  a  mason, 
his  habits  are  supposed  to  be  fixed,  and  if  his  showing  of  character  is  not  ac- 
cording to  masonic  standards,  he  should  be  rejected.  But  these  standards  are 
■et  aside  too  frequently,  and  the  only  test  applied  is  that  our  "good  feHow** 
does  not  drink  to  excess,  nor  gamble  enough  to  hurt.  Beware  of  small  bad 
habits !  These  evils  grrow,  seldom  less,  but  ever  larger.  If  an  evil  is  discov- 
ered, however  small,  strike  at  it ;  never  admit  a  candidate  until  it  is  removed. 

"  Our  complaining  brethren  wink  at  these  abuses  too  often  ever  to  make 
reformation  certain  after  initiation  ;  therefore,  let  the  heaviest  blow  fall  in  the 
repijrt  on  the  petition  for  the  degrees  of  masonry,  or  in  the  action  on  the  re- 
port. Receive  nothing  in  doubt  or  on  trust.  The  only  real  test  known  among 
masons  is  when  the  whole  character  of  the  apphcant  is  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  committee,  upon  whom  the  responsibility  at  this  point  is  very  great  ; 
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Btill  if  this  eommittoe  is  composed  of  men  possessing  firmness,  decision  and 
Bonnd  discretion ;  men  jealous  of  the  hoDor,  integrity,  peace  and  har- 
mony of  the  lodge  ;  men  slow  to  conclude,  but  stroug  in  the  right,  the  per- 
formance of  thio  duty  will  prove  a  pleasure  to  them.  This  committee  must 
thoroughly  consider  the  character  of  the  applicant.  In  doing  so,  something 
more  than  reputation  must  be  mvestigated.  Character  lies  in  the  man,  and 
not  in  what  others  may  say  or  think  of  him.  A  man  may  have  a  fair  reputa- 
tion, but  not  a  good  character.  Th<*  strength  of  character  should  be  examined. 
The  power  of  will  and  the  power  of  self-restraint  are  very  important  forces  to 
be  conttidered  in  establishing  character.  Of  what  worth  are  the  feelings  of  a 
person,  no  matter  how  strong  they  are,  if  he  has  no  command  ovei*  them  ?  Is 
not  reputation  based  more  upon  the  will  and  the  exhibition  of  passion,  than  on 
characiur?  Bo  we  not  often  mistake  a  stroug  will  for  strong  character?  If 
we  will  but  consider  the  man  who  is  governed  by  a  <*trong  will,  indulgent  to  his 
appetites  and  pasuions,  wo  shall  find  a  very  weak  man,  in  moral  point  of  view. 
His  will  may  poso'ess  great  power  ;  his  passions  may  be  violent,  and  he  may 
gain  tiie  reputHtion  of  being  a  man  of  immense  force  of  character,  when  in 
fact  ho  has  no  moral  Htrengih  no  character  at  all.  Appetites  overcome  feel- 
ing, and  )f  they  are  growing  they  will  finally  destroy  all  that  is  refining,  sensi- 
tive and  ennobling  in  human  nature.  The  measure  of  the  strength  of  a  man  is 
the  power  of  the  appetite  he  subdues— not  the  power  of  those  that  subdue  him. 
Is  the  inquiry  ever  made  of  the  petitioner  to  know  what  his  charHcter  is  ?  It 
is  within  him  and  he  should  answer.  It  is  not  his  reputation  that  is  inquired 
after  so  much.  We  got  that  in  the  outward  exhibition  of  passions,  indulgent 
appetites,  and  thoughtless  daily  conversation.  What  feelings  or  pa!>sions  has 
the  applicant  subdued,  or  appetites  corrected?  What  evidence  does  ho  pro- 
duce that  he  remains  chaste  under  strong  temptations,  and  patient  under 
provocation?  Does  he  consider  that  these  momentary  pleasures  and  iudul- 
geucios  are  but  allurements  to  vice  and  sorrow?  Does  he  more  than  confess 
that  a  vow  is  lo  bo  kept  and  not  broken? 

"There  is  no  bin,'?  so  perfect  as  the  masonic  plane  on  which  man  can  show 
to  the  world  the  workings  of  his  inmost  soul.  If  a  man  is  honest  from  the 
love  of  honebty,  au.i  <  f  good  morals  from  the  love  of  obedience  to  the  dictates 
of  a  pure  conscience ;  self-restrained  from  an  indulgence  in  social  vices  because 
they  are  incompatible  with  hia  love  of  the  right  and  of  his  obligations  to  his  fam- 
ily and  fellow  men,  that  man  has  a  character.  It  is  within  him  and  about  him. 
It  is  the  same  at  all  times.  And  should  he  ever  bo  brought  before  a  committee 
of  masons,  and  there  measured  and  weighed  by  masonic  standards,  he  would 
be  accepted  as  an  imperishable  support  to  our  venerable  and  honorable  insti- 
tution. No  regrets  would  follow  his  advancement ;  no  reproaches  through  him 
would  fall  where  dwelleth  the  cherished  memory  of  our  masonic  fathers.  Let 
us  l(K>k  for  character,  and  never  make  a  mistake  in  our  search. 

"  To  our  brother  correspondent h  we  offer  good  cheer  and  thanks  for  courte- 
sies extended  to  us.  We  behove  thin  system  of  correHpoudo:  ce  is  becoming  of 
more  and  more  importance  every  year.  Look  well  to  the  law  and  the  testi- 
mony!   Temper  your  admonitions  with  charity  and  reprehend  with  justice.

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RESOLUTIONS,  AND  AUTHORITATIVE  REPORTS, 


OF  THE 


Grand  Lodge  of   Alabama, 

At  its  Annual  Commnnication  in  1871« 


That  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Clothing  for  the  Grand  and  Subordi- 
nate Lodges,  adopted  at  the  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1868,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed.— (P.  28.) 

The  Grand  Lodge  will  arrest  the  charter  of  a  subordinate  lodge  for  not 
obeying  its  order  to  send  up  a  correct  transcript  of  its  proceedings. — ( Case 
of  Benson  Lodge  No.  103,  p.  80.) 

In  order  to  be  restored  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  masonry  by  one  who 
has  been  indefinitely  suspended,  he  must  proceed  regularly  by  petition,  which 
petition  must  be  referred  to  a  committee,  &c. — {Appeal  from  Washington 
Lodge  No,  S6y  p,  30.) 

Where,  on  a  trial  in  a  subordinate  lodge,  the  charge  is  not  sustained  by  the 
evidence,  and  notwithstanding  there  has  been  a  conviction,  the  Grand  Lodge 
will  reverse  the  case  and  send  it  back  for  a  new  trial. — {Appeal  from  Notasulga 
Lodge  No,  11%  p.  31.) 

When  a  party  has  been  convicted  of  violating  his  masonic  obligation,  in 
abandoning  his  family  and  leaving  them  destitute,  and  writing  discourteous 
and  unmasonic  letters  reflecting  on  the  character  of  the  lodge,  and  the  party 
has  l)een  expelled,  the  Grand  Lodge  will  sustain  the  judgment  of  its  subordi- 
nate.—(C!a«e/ra//i  Choctaw  Lodge  No,  107,  p.  32.) 

Where  a  lodge  finds  a  party  guilty  of  immoral  and  unmasonic  conduct,  but 
refuses  to  inflict  the  penalty,  the  Grand  Lodge  will  remand  the  case  with  or- 
ders to  the  subordinate  lodge  to  assess  the  punishment,  or  have  its  charter 
arrested.- (£func<7/Mter'«  Ca«e,  from  Warrenton  Lodge  No*  820,  pp,  82,  83.) 
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When  a  subordinate  lodge  finds  one  guilty  of  gross  unmasonic  conduct,  and 
Inflicts  a  trivial  punishment,  the  Grand  Lodge  itself  will  inflict  the  proper 
penalty. — {Case  of  Hudgins^  from  Latrrefice  Lodge  No.  248,  p.  38.; 

In  a  case  from  Tohopeka  Lodge  No.  71,  on  the  petition  of  Daniel  H.  Slaton, 
and  twenty -three  others,  the  Grand  Lodge  reversed  the  decision,  and  remanded 
it  for  a  new  trial.— ( Case  of  Pearson,  p.  36.) 

In  the  case  of  McElhaney,  who  was  indoflnitoly  suspended  by  Chilton  Lodge 
No.  139,  and  it«  judgment  revertsed  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  case  sent 
back  for  a  now  trial,  and  the  lodge  failed  further  to  prosecute  the  case,  the 
Grand  Lodge  declared  the  siattut  at  McElhauey  to  be  that  of  an  unaffiliated 
mason. — {Report  on  Proitositions  and  GiHeva'nceSy  p.  51.) 

That  no  petition  for  the  impeachment  of  the  master  of  a  lodge  shall  be 
acted  on,  unless  accompaDiod  by  the  certificate  of  the  secretary,  under  the 
seal  of  the  lodge,  that  the  petitioners  whoso  names  are  signed  to  the  applica- 
tion for  impeachment,  signed  the  same  in  his  presence,  and  are  members  of 
the  lodge  whose  master  they  seek  to  impeach.— ( Report  of  Special  Committee, 
p.  59.) 

On  the  petition  of  Lebanon  Lodge  No.  229  and  Perry  Lodge  No.  34,  those 
two  lodges  were  allowed  to  consolidate  and  form  one  lodge  under  the  name  of 
Marion  Fraternal  No.  34.— ( Report  on  Propositions  and  Grievances,  pp.  63,  64.) 

On  a  proper  and  sufficient  showing,  the  Grand  Lodge  will  authorize  a  subor- 
dinate lodge  to  grant  a  now  trial. — {Case of  Dozier,  from  Warrior  Stand  Lodge 
JV'o.  115,p.  64.) 

That  propositions  to  amend  the  constitution  of  the  Gratid  Lodge  are  not 
debatable  ;  but  if  approved  by  ono-third  of  the  members  present,  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  subordinate  lodges  for  their  approval  or  rejection.— (  [^ood^s  res- 
olution, p.  65. 

A  fellow-craft  who  has  lost  his  left  arm  can  not  be  made  a  ma8on.—(<See  ifa- 
sonic  Code,  p.  68,  sec.  16.) 

If  one  residing  in  Alabama  should,  through  ignorance  of  the  masonic  law, 
be  initiated  in  a  lodge  in  another  State,  the  certificate  of  the  lodge  in  which  he 
was  initiated  would  not  be  good  in  this  State  to  the  same  extent  as  if  it  was 
from  a  lodge  in  this  State. 

If  a  master  mason  leaves  his  wife  for  some  cause  for  which  he  could  not  get 
a  divorce,  and  the  legislature  passes  an  act  reUeving  him  from  the  pains  and 
penalties  of  bigamy  should  he  marry  again,  but  not  releasing  him  from  any 
obligation  to  his  wife,  and  he  does  marry  again,  the  lodge  to  which  he  belongs 
or  in  whoso  jurisdiction  he  re.«ide8,  must  judge  whether  or  not  he  has  violated 
the  moral  law,  and  if  he  has,  proceed  accordingly. 

If  one  is  granted  a  dimit,  but  leaves  the  jurisdiction  of  the  lodge  that  granted 
it,  without  obtaining  it,  and  before  ho  does  obtain  it,  the  lodge  that  granted  it 
comes  into  the  possession  of  evidence  that  he  was  guilty  of  unmahonic  con- 
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dnot  about  the  time  of,  or  jaBt  before  the  order  for  hifl  dimit  was  passed,  the 
lodge  that  ])a8Bed  the  order  for  his  dimit  has  jurisdiction  of  his  case,  and  not 
the  lodge  into  whoso  j  urisdiction  he  has  removed. 

A  ballot  for  passing  or  raising  a  brother  must  not  be  had  before  he  has  under- 
gone a  satisfactory  examination  as  to  his  proficiency  in  the  preceding  degree. 

Before  a  ballot  is  had  it  is  not  improper  for  members  of  the  lodge  to  discnss 
the  character  and  qualifications  of  a  candidate  for  masonry,  but  such  discus- 
sion is  not  allowable  after  the  ballot. 

It  U  not  unmasonic  for  a  mason  to  plead  the  statute  of  limitations  in  any 
case  in  which  it  is  allowed  to  be  pleHded  by  the  law  of  the  State  ;  but  it  is  unma- 
sonic for  a  mason  to  refuse  to  pay  his  just  debts  when  he  has  the  ability  to 
do  so. — {Report  on  Mtisonic  Jurisprudence^  pp.  65,  6.) 

That  the  edict  of  the  Grand  Lodge  contained  in  the  resolution  passed  at  the 
annual  communication  of  the  Grand  L<idge  in  1869,  and  contained  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  that  year  on  pages  84,  5,  be  and  thu  same  are  hereby  repealed. 
( Gross'  resolution  p.  66. ) 

That  t!ie  M.  W.  Grand  Ijodge  of  Alabama  recognize  the  organization  of  the 
M.  W.  Grand  Lod .re  of  Quebec,  and  that  we  extend  to  her  the  right  hand  of 
fraternal  recognition.— (A'noWa  resolution,  p.  70.)

We  look  to  the  East,  and  a  light  has  been  extingoished— not  of 
fitfol  rays,  but  bright  and  steady,  encouraging  the  despondent,  illuminating 
the  dark  places ,  and  leadi  ng  the  erring  again  into  the  pathway.    In  the  strength 
of  manhood,  the  maturity  of  his  faculties,  the  fullness  of  his  usefulness,  and 
the  spread  of  his  influence,  our  late  Grand  Master,  WiLUAif  P.  Chilton,  has 
oeased  to  live  and  work     No,  not  to  live  and  work ;  for  he  still  lives  and  vjorks 
in  the  odor  of  a  good  name,  the  memory  of  charitable  deeds,  the  reflection  of 
the  noblest  virtues,  and  the  honored  traits  of  the  true  man.    In  every  station, 
in  every  position  called  to  occupy,  and  every  trust  confided,  he  was  faithful  to 
all  obligations,  and  equal  to  all  respoDsibilities.    As  husband  and  father,  he 
was  kiud,  tender  and  aflectionate ;  as  a  friend,  sympathising,  confiding  and 
steadfast ;  as  a  citizen,  public  spirited  and  public  hearted ;  as  a  lawyer,  ready, 
skilled,  and  true  to  bis  clients ;  as  a  legislator,  wise  and  prudent  in  council ; 
as  a  judge,  learned,  just  and  impartial ;  as  a  mason,  a  pillar  of  wisdom,  strength 
and  beauty ;  as  a  Grand  Master,  assiduous  and  zealous  in  propagating  the  gen- 
uine  principles  of  masonry,  and  communicating  light  and  mstruction ;  and,  as 
a  crown  to  his  character,  he  was  a  christian  gentleman.    Gone  from  among  us, 
he  has  left  his  example  for  imitation  by  his  brethren,  whilst  we  drop  the  sym- 
pathetic tear  over  his  grave,  it  is  our  privilege  to  ofler  this  tribute  to  his  mem- 
ory and  record  this  memorial  as  a  token  of  our  friendship,  afieotion  and  es- 
teem.   Therefore — 

Resolved,  That,  in  the  death  of  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  William  P. 
Chilton,  his  family,  society,  the  masonic  fraternity,  and  the  church,  have  sus- 
tained a  common  loss,  and  mingle  common  sorrow. 

Mesolvedf  That  in  his  character  we  have  a  pattern  for  imitation— a  pattern  of 
truth,  honesty,  virtue  and  piety.  In  his  life  we  have  a  light  to  guide  us  through 
the  dark  ways  of  trial  and  adversity,  and  into  the  pathwny  of  duty,  hope  and 
success.  In  his  career,  the  young  man,  struggling  with  opposing  ciroum- 
staoces,  finds  that  to  encourage  him,  to  stimulate  him  to  arduous  deeds,  and 
fill  him  with  assurance  of  sure  triumph.  In  his  character,  life  and  career,  aU 
find  that  to  love,  revere  and  admire. 

Resolved,  That  as  a  mason  he  was  especially  and  closely  endeared  to  ns ; 
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obeying  the  Holy  writings,  regulating  his  actions  by  the  square,  and  limiting 
his  desires  by  the  compass,  he  forcibly  impressed  upon  us  the  dignity  and  liigh 
importance  of  our  profession.  He  was  a  plumb-line  set  in  the  midRt  of  his 
brethren.  His  mind  was  ever  free  to  instruct,  enlighten  and  encourage ;  his 
heart  was  ever  attentive  to  the  suit  of  distress ;  his  hand  was  ever  open  to  the 
destitute ;  and  his  arm  eyer  extended  to  uplift  the  falling.  Ho  acquitted  him- 
self with  honor  and  reputation ;  and  wo  are  permitted  to  rest  in  the  sure  hope 
that  his  transition  from  this  earthly  abode  has  been  to  the  Oelestial  Lodge, 
'*  there  to  enjoy  light,  glory  and  bUss  eternal." 

Besolvedf  That  we  truly  and  deeply  sympathize  with  his  family  in  their  sad 
and  irreparable  bereavement ;  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  furnish  to  his 
widow  a  copy  of  these  resolutions.

Ri8n«a  YmTUE  No.  4.— Names  of  the  suspended,  reinstated,  dimitted,  passed, 
raised  and  affiliated,  not  given  in  full.  Caption  of  the  return  not  filled  oat. 
Wrong  date  to  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues ;  should  have  been  June 
13th.  The  sum  of  fifty  oents  is  put  down  as  the  annual  dues  of  each  member  to 
thftlodge.  If  that  is  not  an  error  its  annual  income  is  certainly  very  small ; 
fifty  cents  will  only  pay  its  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  Numbers  not  opposite 
the  names  of  members,  and  there  are  many  erasures.

801)8,''  *  *  Fellow  Crafts, "  and  *  *  Entered  Apprentices.**  Being  now  M.  M. ,  they 
should  not  be  put  under  the  other  heads.  One  M.  M.  is  reported  as  F.  G.  and 
K  A.  heretofore  reported.  Wrong ;  that  head  is  intended  for  those  who  have 
not  advanced  since  last  report. 

Dale  No.  25.— The  secretary  of  this  lodge  made  his  own  blank.    These  in^ 
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prcmptu  blanks  gire  a  great  deal  of  tronble.  The  seeretary  naea  initiala  and 
abbreviations.  The  seal  is  barely  legible,  and  pnt  on  erank-sided.  Wrong 
date  to  snspensions  for  non-payment  of  dnes ;  should  have  been  Jnne  %  which 
was  the  regular  oommnnieation  preceding  the  Festival  in  Jnne.-HSM  Cbde,  p. 
89 ;  aJbo,  p,  36,  9eoiion  16,  the  day  of  eleetion. 

La  Fatsttb  No.  26.— Initials  and  abreviations  nsed ;  seal  illegible,  wron^ 
date  to  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues— should  have  been  June  20,  in- 
stead of  July  24. 

Bxuu,  Fbatebnal  No.  27.— OapUon  erroneous.  The  return  is  filled  up  eom- 
mendng  on  the  10th  of  November,  1871,  and  ending  on  the  16th  of  November, 
1871.  Tbe  return  is  also  verified  and  seal  said  to  be  affixed  December  4,  the 
day  the  Grand  Lodge  met.  Possibly  a  mistake,  as  on  that  day  the  return 
ought  to  have  been  in  Montgomery.

Pkbbt  No.  84.  -Abbreviations  and  initials  used;  numbers  not  opposite  the 
names ;  the  junior  warden  marked  as  proxy  for  the  worshipful  master,  which 
is  dearly  erroneous,  he  being  authorized  to  represent  the  lodge  by  virtue  of 
his  own  office.  *

instated not  on  the  list  of  members,  therefore  due  the  Grand  Lodge  fifty 
cents.

Names  of  officers  not  opposite  the  number  or  the  office. 

Wabrkn  No.  47.  Names  of  the  officers  on  the  back  of  the  return,  althou^ 
only  one  of  them  came  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

YiBNirA  No.  48.— Abbreviations  and  initials  used.  Seal  only  sufficiently  legi- 
ble to  see  that  it  is  nearly  upside  down.  TUer  reported  in  the  wrong  place. 
Vienna  spelt  with  one  n,  thus  showing  great  carlessness  in  making  up  the 
return. 

Dbcopolib  No.  49.— Abbreviations  used,  wrong  date  to  suspensions  n.  p.  d. 
— should  be  June  17— many  blots  and  erasures. 

Uhion  No.  60.— Abbreviations  used.

M.  haying  died,  the  S.  W.  should 
have  been  reported  as  ading  W.  M.,  and  aji^ro  tern,  S.  W.  appointed ;  one  affil- 
iated not  reported  in  the  list  of  members— therefore  dae  the  Qrand  Lodge 
fifty  cents. 

Amrt  No.  HL — ^Beport  made  ont  as  commencing  on  the  16th  NoTcmber,  1871, 
and  ending  on  the  16th  November,  18 — ,  initials  and  abbreviations  nsed,  seal 
illegible,  reoi^tnlation  very  erroneoas.  Under  the  head  of  *'  Degrees  Ck>n- 
ferred,"  dates  need  not  be  given  except  for  work  done  daring  the  year,  and  the 
ree^iitalation  is  intended  to  show  the  work  done  daring  the  year.  This  is  evi- 
dent from  the  heading  itself,  **  Degrees  conferred  and  affiliations  since  the 
last  re{>ort  to  the  Grand  Lodge.**

Ebophotio  No.  84. — ^Numbers  not  opposite  the  names,  abbreviations  and  in- 
itials used,  some  names  illegible,  and  also  the  seal ;  one  affiliate  not  on  the  hst 
of  members — due  the  Grand  Lodge  fifty  cents ;  wrong  date  to  suspensions 
n.  p.  d. — should  have  been  May  27. 

Mbbidian  Suit  No.  88.— Abbreviations  used,  seal  put  on  with  lamp-black. 

Pbattvili^  No.  89;— Seal  bunglingly  put  on  and  nearly  upside  down ;  all  the 
officers  indorsed  on  the  back,  although  only  one  present  in  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  the  proxy  not  indorsed  at  all.

and  F.  0.;  one  F.  C.  under  the  heads  of  F.  C.  and  E.  A. 

FoBEST  Hill  No.  110.— Seal  barely  legible,  and  crank-sided. 

Sylvan  No.  Ill — Tiler  placed  before  the  chaplain  and  stewards,  seal  illegible, 
no  masonic  grade. 
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BsAN  No.  113.— 8eal  rery  bftd,  and  crank-sided. 
DeKalb  No.  116. — Abbreviations  and  initials  used. 

Pebritille  No.  117.— Report  verified  on  the  15th  of  November,  and  yet 
raisings  are  reported  which  took  place  on  the  18th  and  25th,  ten  days  after  the 
masonic  year  had  expired ;  proxy  on  the  back  not  marked  according  to  direO' 
tions.

Initials  used ;  seal  very  indis- 
tinct ;  wrong  date  to  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues,  should  have  been 
May  81>    Returns  not  backed,  and  no  recapitulation. 

Hatsvilli  No  168.— Seal  crank-sided.  Wrong  date  to  suspensions  for  non* 
ptyment  of  dues ;  should  be  May  26,  and  not  September  9. 

Hemdbix  No.  162.— One  M.  M.  date  of  raising  December  81, 1871.  Seal  put 
on  with  soot  or  lamp-biack* 

Fatettbville  Authsntio  No.  168.— One  M.  M.  reported  under  all  the  heads,

mider  the  head  of  "  Degrees  Conferred."    Initials  used. 

SxTimB  No.  166.— Initials  used,  and  seal  upside  down. 

MouHT  Hope  No.  168.— Initials  and  abbreviations  used.  Wrong  date  to  sus- 
pensions for  non-payment  of  dues ;  should  be  June  17.  Seal  crank-sided ; 
minister  not  written  in  the  right  place ;  numbers  in  pencil. 

BnzNA  Ydta  No.  169.— Abbreviations  and  initials  used.  Dues  reported  at 
one  dollar  per  member,  under  the  impression  that  the  G.  L.  H.  F.  had  to  be 
paid  again.  Seal  badly  impressed.  Wrong  date  to  suspensions  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dues ;  should  bo  Juno  17.  • 

Elba  No.  170.— Seal  nearly  upside  down.  1  F.  C.  reported  November  18, 
three  days  after  the  masonic  year  expired.    Tiler  reported  before  the  stewards.

no  tner  reported ;  wrong  number  on  the  back ;  amount  of  fees  for  the  degrees 
not  given. 

Davie  No.  176.— Annual  dues  to  the  lodge  only  fifty  cents.    Is  it  a  mistake  ? 

Obioh  No.  177.— Abbreviations  and  initials  used.  Wrong  date  to  suspensions 
for  non-payment  of  dues ;  should  have  been  May  27. 

Desotovillb  No.  178.— Seal  crank-sided.  Annual  dues  to  the  lodge  fifty 
cents;  quere, 

HouvT  HnjiiARD  No.  180.— Abbreviations  and  initials  used.  Wrong  dates  to 
suspensious  for  non-payment  of  dues ;  should  be  June  10. 

Abebfoil  No.  181.— Imtials  used ;  tiler  not  reported  in  the  proper  place. 
Wrong  date  to  suspensions  far  non-payment  of  dues ;  should  be  June  8,  instead 
of  November  2.    Annual  dues  to  the  lodge  only  fifty  cents ;  quere.

A.  and  F.  0.  put  en 
the  regular  list  of  members,  seal  badly  blurred. 

Lamdmabk  No.  187. — Suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  wrong  date- 
should  be  Jtme  17,  and  not  October  21.

Delta  No.  189.— No  tiler  reported,  masonic  grade  in  the  wrong  place,  two 
dimitted  December  10, 1871,  seal  crank-sided. 

Tombiqbeb  No.  190.— Returns  badly  gotten  up,  very  much  defaced,  recapitu- 
lation erroneous ;  one  marked  **  dimitted  "who  afterwards  affiliated.  There 
was  no  necessity  of  putting  either  event  in  the  returns,  as  both  took  place 
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within  the  year,  and  left  the  party  precisely  where  he  was  at  the  dose  of  the 
preceding  masonic  year.    Seal  put  on  carelessly.

Blanks  are  always  sent,  but  if  they  do  not  come  to 
hand,  it  is  very  easy  to  write  for  them  according  to  landing  directions  in  the 
printed  proceedings.  In  this  return  the  stewards  are  put  before  the  chaplain, 
and  no  grade  is  given  after  tiler.  It  is  impossible  to  make  out  the  date  to  the 
death  ;  the  senior  deacon  is  reported  as  having  dimitted— another  ought  to 
have  been  elected,  or  a  pro  tern  appointment  made  by  the  worshipful  master ;

No  seal— reported 
lost— but  surely  a  lodge  with  eighty  members  can  afford  to  get  another  one.

BuiLDKBS  No.  215.— Betums  profess  to  commence  November  15, 1871,  when 
It  should  be  1870 ;  no  tiler  reported,  no  masonic  grade  given,  no  date  to  sus- 
pensions for  non-payment  of  dues,  seal  illegible ;  annual  dues  to  the  lodgo 
only  fifty  cents — Q^ere.  One  affiliation  reported  on  the  25th  of  November,  ten 
days  after  the  close  of  the  masonic  year ;  dues  over  paid,  one  dollar. 

LxMzviLLE  No.  219.— Neither  name  nor  number  of  the  lodge  put  in  the  head- 
ing, abbreviations  and  initials  used,  seal  illegible,  no  date  to  the  verification.

Sandy  Bidob  No.  223.— No  tiler  reported,  no  masonic  grade  given,  abbrevia- 
tions used,  wrong  date  to  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues — should  be 
June  10 ;  no  date  to  one  dimitted,  seal  put  on  with  soot  or  lamp-black*  recapit- 
ulation wrong,  report  dr|iwn  up  very  carelessly,  no  attention  paid  to  printed 
directions. 

Newton  No.  224.— No  date  to  affiliations ;  one  dimit  purports  to  be  made  De- 
cember 3, 1871,  eighteen  days  after  the  masonic  year  closed,  and  besides,  that 
was  Sunday ;  but  if  the  1871  be  a  mistake,  and  it  was  intended  for  1870,  then 
December  3  is  a  mistake,  for  December  S,  1870,  was  the  1st  Saturday,  and  the 
lodge  meets  on  the  2d  and  4th. 

L0UISVILI.E  No.  225.— Names  generally  in  full,  but  in  two  instances  abbrevi- 
ations are  used.

Prayer  by  the  R.  W.  and  Rev.  Grand  Chaplain,  Brother 
Nathaniel  T.  Lupton. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  Joseph  H.  Johnson,  delivered 
his  annnal  address,  and  on  motion  of  Brother  Edward  N. 
Kring,  it  was  referred  to  a  special  committee  of  three,  con- 
sisting of  Brothers  Edward  N.  Kring,  William  E.  Beaird, 
and  Samuel  E.  McSpadden. 


Another  year,  fraught  with  its  burden  of  good  and  eyil,  has  passed, 
and  we  are  again  assembled  in  fraternal  oommunioation,  to  deliberate 
for  the  good  of  onr  beloved  Order.  Many  familiar  faces  greet  us  as  we 
look  over  this  large  assembly.  There  are  others  whom  we  loved  and 
whose  memory  we  cherish,  who  will  meet  with  ns  no  more.  Onr  B.  W. 
D.  G.  Master,  Geo.  Frank  Smith,  whose  genial  presence  and  zeal  for  Ma- 
sonry contriboted  so  mnoh  to  the  pleasure  and  interest  of  our  annual 
meetings,  is  gone  from  amongst  us.  Brother  Smith  had  served  this 
Grand  Body  fedthfuUy  as  Junior  Deacon,  Junior  Warden  and  Senior  War. 
den,  always  meeting  the  fall  expectations  of  those  who  placed  him  in 
office.  He  was  warm-hearted,  generous,  just,  and  kind.  Those  who 
knew  him  best  loved  him  most  He  was  a  man  of  prominence  in  the 
section  of  the  State  to  which  he  belonged,  was  a  member  of  the  State 
General  Assembly  at  the  time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  suddenly  and 
most  unexpectedly,  as  he  was  returning  to  his  home,  on  the  I6th  day  of 
February,  1872,  I  hope  the  Grand  Lodge  will,  through  an  appropriate 
committee,  adopt  a  memorial  worthy  of  his  memory. 

We  come  now  with  tears  of  sincere  regret  wet  on  our  cheeks  to  offer  a 
feeble  tribute  to  the  memory  of  onr  late  Past  G.  M.  and  Brother,  Wil- 
liam G.  Peuick.  The  old  patriarch,  ripe  with  years  and  full  of  honors, 
departed  for  the  home  of  the  good  on  the  16th  day  of  October  last  He 
died  at  his  residence,  near  Wetumpka.  Bro.  Penick  needs  no  eulogy  to 
the  Grand  Lodge,    No  one  man  has,  in  my  opinion,  done  so  much  to  ad- 
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▼anoe  the  intents  of  this  Order  in  Alabama.  No  one  ever  possesBed  the 
loTe  and  admiration  of  his  brethren  in  a  greater  degree  than  he  has.  He 
was  a  talking  encyclopedia  of  Masonic  knowledge,  which  he  was  always 
as*  ready  to  impart  as  any  brother  was  ready  to  receiye..  He  was  on- 
swerring  in  his  attachment  to  Masonry,  and  nnialtering  in  his  friend- 
ships. His  memory  will  be  cherished  and  his  yirtnes  commemorated  as 
long  as  the  sound  of  the  gayel  is  heard  in  onr  Lodges.  The  Grand  Lodge 
will  of  coarse  take  snitable  action  in  reference  to  his  death. 

While  I  haye  no  doubt  that  many  others— dear  brethren,  loyed  and  re- 
spected in  the  neighboriioods  where  they  once  liyed — ^haye  gone  to  re- 
freshment aboye,  I  feel  deyoutly  grateful  to  meet  so  many  of  yoQ  in 
health,  and  to  see  you  witnessing  by  your  zeal  for  the  Order  that  the  fires 
of  Masonry  still  bum  bright  upon  your  Altars.  The  law  requires  of  me^ 
as  your  presiding  officer,  an  account  of  my  stewardship. 

The  year  just  ended  has  not  been  uneyentful.  Many  stirring  and  mo- 
mentous eyents  haye  transpired  in  the  history  of  the  country  and  of  the 
world.  Masonry  in  Alabama  has  gone  on  her  peaceful  and  quiet  way. 
We  haye  not  greatly  extended  our  borders.  This,  I  think,  augurs  weU 
for  us.    Haye  we  not  too  many  Lodges  already  ? 

Dispensations  haye  been  granted  for  four  new  Lodges. 

To  Bro.  Jas.  M.  Nelson  and  others,  at  Munford. 

To  Bro.  Jasper  N.  Wade  and  others,  at  Jasper,  Morgan  county. 

To  Bro.  Thos.  S.  Stapleton  and  others,  at  Blue  Spring. 

To  Bro.  Wesley  M.  Smith  and  others,  at  Newburgh. 

All  of  whom  presented  papers  in  due  form  and  right  in  eyery  respect' 

Granted  dispensation  to  Bro.  J.  M.  Thigpea  to  lay  the  comer-stone  of 
a  church  in  the  city  of  Greenyille. 

Granted  dispensation  to  Barbour  Lodge,  No.  358,  to  moye  their  Lodge 
room  from  Carthage  to  a  place  near  Captain  Cleaye*s,  on  t^e  road  lead- 
ing from  Tnskaloosa  to  Carthage. 

Granted  dispensation  to  Ohatchee  Lodge,  No.  380,  to  moye  their  Lodge 
room  to  Ohatchee  Church,  a  distance  of  one  mile. 

Lawrence  Lodge,  No.  248,  haying  lost  their  charter  by  fire,  I  granted 
them  a  certificate  under  a  proyision  heretofore  made  by  the  Grand  Lodge, 
empowering  them  to  work  and  transact  business  until  the  present  session

of  the  Grand  Lodge.    I  recommend  that  a  charter  be  granted  that  Lodge 
free  of  charge. 

Granted  a  diapensation  to  Belmont  Lodge  to  elect  officers  at  another 
Chan  the  conatitational  time. 

Granted  a  dispensation  to  liagnolia  Lodge,  No.  259,  to  confer  the  F. 
€•  and  M.  M.  Degrees  on  Bro.  M.  C.  Osbom,  who  had  been  initiated  in 
Gainestown  Lodge,  No.  205,  demised. 

A  dispensation  was  granted  Dec.  30th  to  Landmark  Lodge  to  moye 
their  Lodge  room  to  KnoxyiUe  Postoffioey  a  distance  of  three  miles.  The 
petition  was  recommended  in  due  form  by  Hemdon  Lodge,  No.  125.  and 
the  papers  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  session,  but  failed  to 
reach  the  Grand  Secretary  in  time. 

On  the  25th  of  January  I  received  a  communication  from  the  Grand 
Orient  of  Brazil,  Valley  of  Lavradio,  desiring  an  interchange  of  Bepre- 
sentatiyes,  at  the  same  time  sending  the  names  of  three  distinguished 
brethren  of  Bio  de  Janeiro,  either  of  whom  I  haye  no  doubt  would  have 
ably  represented  us  near  that  Grand  Body.  Feeling,  as  I  have  no  doubt 
you  all  do,  anxious  to  sustain  friendly  and  brotherly  relations  with  all 
sister  Grand  Bodies  of  good  standing,  I  at  once  acceded  to  their  request, 
and  selected  Senor  Pedro  Antonio  Gomez  as  our  Representative,  and,  in 
return,  asked  that  Brother  Lewis  £.  Parsons,  of  Talladega,  be  chosen  by 
them  to  represent  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Brazil  near  this  Grand  Lodge* 
The  commission  of  Brother  Parsons  has  been  received,  and  I  presume  he 
will  present  himself  for  formal  reception.  As  I  have  already  taken  the 
responsibility  of  interchanging  Representatives,  I  hope  the  Grand  Lodge 
^ill  take  the  necessary  steps  for  recognition  and  correspondence. 

In  this  connection,  I  will  state  the  result  of  our  efforts  to  restore  to 
their  home  in  Alabama  the  family  of  our  lamented  Brother  Samuel  D. 
Watson.  It  will  be  remembered  that  our  brother  died  in  the  wilds  of 
South  America,  far  from  home  and  friends,  leaving  a  helpless  family,  des- 
titute and  amongst  savages.  By  your  generosity  one  year  ago  we  were 
enabled  to  forward  to  them  the  means  to  return  home.  Through  Brother 
L.  £.  Parsons,  the  President  of  the  U.  B.,  and  the  American  Minister, 
Gen.  Partridge,  we  sent  the  money  intended  for  the  use  of  Brother  Wat- 
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son's  family  to  Brazil.  In  the  meantime,  howoTer,  tbe  liasonio  brother- 
hood of  Rio,  finding  that  there  was  the  widow  of  a  brother  from  a  foreign 
land  in  distress  in  their  midst,  in  the  tme  spirit  of  Masonic  charity,  oon- 
tribated  the  amount  necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  feunily  to  the 
United  States,  and  sent  them  home.  Oar  draft,  amounting  to  four  hun- 
dred and  ten  dollars,  has  since  been  returned,  and  the  money  handed 
over  to  Mrs.  Watson. 

On  the  nth  of  May  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Montgomery  Lodge^ 
No.  11,  to  celebrate  their  Fiftieth  AnniTersary  by  a  public  prooessiony 

oration,  Ac. 

Granted  certificate  of  Charter  lost  to  Oarrollton  Lodge,  No.  214,  (Pick- 
ens county.)    These  brethren  ask  for  a  new  Charter  f^'ee  of  charge,  theirs 

haying  been  destroyed  by  fire.    I  recommend  that  it  be  granted  them. 

Granted  dispensation  to  Nixburg  Lodge,  No.  154,  to  elect  officers  at  an- 
other than  the  time  prescribed  in  the  Constitution. 

Dispensation  was  granted  to  Boligee  Lodge  to  elect  their  officers  at  an- 
other  than  the  constitutional  time. 

Dispensation  was  granted  to  Ezel  Lodge,  No.  175,  to  remoTe  that  Lodge 
from  Brier  Hill,  in  Pike  county,  to  Dublin*,  in  Montgomery  county. 

Dispensation  granted  to  Brother  J.  T.  Holtzclaw  to  lay  the  corner-stone 
of  the  Masonic  Temple,  at  Montgomery,  Oct.  24. 

The  Dimit  question  does  not  seem  to  be  understood  yet  by  many  of  the 
Subordinate  Lodges.  I  have  had  the  matter  submitted  to  me  in  almost 
innumerable  shapes,  and  have  decided  in  eyery  instance  according  to  the 
expressed  will  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  session. 
A  brother  has  a  right  to  a  Dimit  whenever  he  applies  for  it,  if  he  is  in  • 
good  standing  and  has  paid  all  regular  dues  and  assessments,  provided 
his  withdrawal  does  not  impair  the  integrity  of  the  Lodge  ;  i.  «.,  if  his 
withdrawal  does  not  reduce  the  number  of  members  below  the  number 
required  to  constitute  a  Lodge. 

DECISIONS. 

Held— 

That  the  joint  occupancy  of  a  Lodge  hall  with  any  other  society  is  in- 
expedient where  it  can  be  avoided,  but  that  there  is  no  law  on  the  sub- 
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jeot,  and  on  the  other  hand  it  is  oftentimes  onayoidable,  and  flometimeB 
offers  the  only  possible  asylum  for  our  Order. 

That  a  member  of  a  Lodge  who  dies  suspended  for  N.  P.  D.  should 
not  be  reported  in  the  returns  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

A  Lodge  ha$  ih€  ri§kt  to  make  a  By-Law  limiting  the  time  allowed  a 
candidate  after  election  to  the  E.  A.  Degree,  or  a  F.  C,  alter  he  has  peti- 
tioned for  adyaneemeat,  to  come  forward  and  receiye  the  Degree. 

There  is  no  law  absolutely  prohibiting  subordinate  Lodges  in  this  State 
from  initiating  an  applicant  engaged  in  the  sale  of  alcoholic  drinks  by 
retail.- -Sm  See.  7,  Art,  I,  page  56,  of  the  Code  and  the  following  **per 
tomtra" 

That  habitual  intemperance  is  unmasonic. 

That  in  restoring  a  suspended  Mason  the  vote  must  first  be  taken  on 
restoring  to  him  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  which  can  be  done 
by  a  two-thirds  TOte ;  to  restore  to  membership  in  the  Lodge  requires  a 
unanimous  vote. 

The  above  decision  is  rendered  in  accordance  with  the  ruling  of  this 
Grand  Ijodge.— See  page  83,  Proeeedinge  of  1869. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  writer,  however,  this  ruling  is  erroneous.  I  have 
always  thought  so.  The  following,  in  substance  extracted  from  Look*9 
Mawnie  TriaUt  pp.  105-6-7-8,  express  my  views  on  this  subject : 

Restoration  is  the  reinstatement  of  a  suspended  or  expelled  Mason  to 
his  standing  in  the  Order,  either  in  whole  or  in  part. 

The  effect  of  restoration  may  be  the  reinstatement  of  the  delinquent, 
with  the  rights  and  benefits  of  Masonry  merely,  without  membership  in 
any  Lodge  ;  or  its  effect  may  be  to  renew  both  his  general  rights  as  a 
Mason  and  his  membership  in  a  particular  Lodge,  according  as  the  na- 
ture of  the  case  shall  be. 

Restoration  follows  as  the  result  of  one  of  three  causes,  viz  : 

1.  Act  of  Law. 

2.  Act  of  the  Lodge. 

3.  Act  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Restoration  occurs  by  *'ao<  of  law''  in  cases  of  definite  suspeneion  only. 

When  sentence  of  suspension  for  a  fixed  and  determinate  period  is 

passed  against  a  Mason,  he  is,  upon  the  termination  of  that  period,  Ui' 
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ftmHf  tmtortd  ta  mil  thoM  righta  sad  priTilegea  frmn  wMob  he  itoocl  nu- 
pended  vithont  ouf  farther  aotion,  either  on  Iiii  own  part  or  the  put  of 
tlie  Lodg«  whereiii  th«  leateiioa  was  pwaed,  bat  by  mere  operation  ot 
law  the  tennination  of  the  Mnlence  is  the  termination  of  the  aaapen- 
aiou  ;  and  the  paniahment  being  ezpreaal;  limited  by  the  tribunal  infljet- 
ing  it,  that  pnniahment  oannot  be  oontioned,  nor  an;  deprivation  of  Ha- 
Bonie  rigbia  extended,  beyond  the  preaeribed  limit.  Thia  reabotatiou  is 
both  to  the  rights  of  Masonry  and  the  righti  of  membership,  for  sospen- 
eion  ia  not  a  total  deatmotion,  but  a  temporary  interropldon  of  Uasonio  . 

Bnt  reatoration  does  not  restore  any  Hasonio  rights  wbioh  did  not  ex- 
ist at  the  time  the  sentence  took  effect. 

A  dimitted  Hason,  eojoaming  nnder  the  jarisdiotion  of  a  Ijodge,  may 
be  tried  and  indefinitely  anspended.  Beatoration  of  the  party  by  the 
some  Lodge  wonld  not  restore  him  to  manbenUp  in  that  Lo<^e.  It  re- 
stores the  delinquent  to  hia  former  portion,  and  nothing  more. 

If  he  bolda  an  office  at  the  time  sentence  ii  puaed  npon  him,  the  sen- 
tence snipende  him  from  office  as  from  every  other  Hasonio  franehise ; 
and  if  hia  laetoration  ODcars  before  hia  term  of  office  eipirea,  he  is  re- 
stored to  hia  office  as  well  as  every  other  franchise  which  he  enjoyed  at 
tbe  date  of  his  snapenaian. 

e  of  anapension  expires,  of 

Bestoraljon  byael<tfthe  Lodg»  may  oocnr  in  case  ot  definite  soapen- 
sion,  indefinite  saspension,  or  expolaion.  If  one  nnder  aentenoe  of  defl- 
uite  snspeneion  shall,  by  good  behavior  and  apparent  reformation,  aeem 
to  merit  a  remission  of  a  part  of  the  penalty  prononnoed  agidnst  him, 
tbe  Lodge  may,  at  any  time,  restore  him  to  all  AU  fom*r  rifXtt  hg  a  hc»- 
iJUrdf  rofs. 

This  may  be  done  either  by  the  volantary  motion  of  tbe  Lodge,  or 
upon  petition  of  tbe  brother  nnder  aentance. 

The  effect  of  either  mode  will  be  precisely  as  if  the  period  of  his  aen- 
tance had  elapsed,  and  he  had  been  restored  by  operation  of  law. 

The  Lodge  may  restore  from  indifinita  $tuptntiom  in  the  same  manner 
and  for  the  same  causes  as  in  the  case  of  definite  suspension,  and  aiik 
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like  effeei,  the  onl^  difference  between  the  two  oases  being  that  where  sen- 
tence of  indefinite  suspension  is  passed,  no  restoration  can  ever  take 
place  exceept  by  poeitive  action  of  the  Lodge  or  ^Grand  Lodge ;  whereas, 
restoration  follows  a  sentence  of  definite  suspension  inevitably,  and  by 
force  of  law  npon  the  lapse  of  the  sentence,  bnt  may  take  place  by  act  of 
the  Lodge  before  the  expiration  of  that  time.  The  Lodge  cannot  restore 
in  either  case  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 

The  Lodge  cannot  restore  from  expuUien  except  by  a  nnanimons  vote. 
Precisely  the  same  steps  are  necessary  as  upon  the  election  of  a  profane. 

An  expelled  Mason  has  no  masonic  existence  whatever,  and  his  resto- 
ration is,  in  legal  effect,  the  making  of  a  new  Mason. 

Held— 

That  the  Lodge  by  a  two-thirds  vote  has  no  power  to  overrule  the  de- 
eision  of  its  Master. 

That  the  Royal  Arch  Chapter  Degrees  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  Blue 
Lodge  Degrees.  There  is  nothing  conflicting  in  the  obligations  which 
would  pretent  a  Boyal  Arch  Mason  from  sitting  in  a  Lodge  whose  Mas- 
ter is  not  a  virtual  Past  Master. 

That  one  who  has  never  served  as  a  Warden  is  not  eligible  to  the  posi- 
tion of  Worshipful  Master. 

That  the  W.  M.  of  a  Lodge  has  no  right  to  call  the  Lodge  from  labor  to 
refreshment  for  several  days,  while  a  motion  which  has  been  seconded  is 
pending. 

That  to  inflict  any  punishment  a  two-thirds  vote  is  required,  and  that 
to  try  a  brother  at  all  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  whole  Lodge 
must  be  present. 

That  a  Tiler  of  a  Lodge  wno,  without  the  permisuon  or  knowledge  of 
the  Master,  deserts  his  place  and  leaves  the  Lodge  exposed  to  cowans 
and  eaves-droppers,  and  goes  to  his  home,  is  unworthy  to  be  a  Mason, 
and  ought  to  be  expelled. 

That  a  ballot  for  passing  or  raising  a  brother  must  not  be  had  before 
he  has  undergone  a  satisfactory  examination  as  to  his  proficiency  in  the 
preceding  Degree. 

This  decision  was  made  in  accordance  with  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee of  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  adopted  at  the  last  session  of  the  Grand 
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Lodge.  I  do  not  agree  in  the  opinion  as  thus  expressed  by  the  Commit- 
tee. I  see  no  good  reason  for  requiring  Lodges  on  the  nights  of  their 
regular  communications,  besides^  their  regular  business,  including  the 
tedious  process  of  balloting,  to  weary  the  patience  of  its  members  by  the 
examination  of  oftentimes  fiye  or  six  candidates.  Complaints  have  been 
made  to  me  by  the  city  Lodges  on  this  score,  representing  that  on  this 
account  the  attendance  at  the  regular  meetings  had  fallen  off  to  a  hare 
liOdge. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  vote  for  advancement  has  nothing  to  do  with 
proficiency.  If  the  brother  is  elected  to  receive  the  Degree  at  the  regu- 
lar communication,  and  a  time  set  for  conferring  the  Degree,  and  the 
brother  comes  forward,  and  after  undergoing  an  examination — ^if  it  be 
eatisfftotory,  pass  him  or  raise  him ;  if  not,  tell  him  to  qualify  himself 
and  come  forward  a  second  time. 

A  brother  Master  of  one  Lodge,  although  he  intends  to  dimit  and  join 
another  Lodge  after  the  close  of  his  term  of  office,  cannot  be  elected  the 
W.  M.  of  said  other  Lodge.  He  must  be  a  member  of  the  Lodge  at  the 
time  of  his  election. 

That  charges  having  been  regularly  preferred,  and  the  Lodge  convened 
for  the  trial  of  a  brother,  that  the  W.  M.  has  no  right  to  excuse  a  witness 
firom  testifying  and  dismiss  the  case. 

That  an  applicant  for  the  mysteries  of  Masonry  eighty-four  (84)  yean 
old  ought  not  to  be  made  a  Mason. 

That  a  man  must  be  perfect  in  all  his  members,  **  as  a  man  ought  to 
be,"  before  he  can  be  made  a  Mason. 

That  no  one  is  authorized  or  allowed  to4>re8ide  in  a  Lodge  in  this 
State  except  a  Present  Master,  one  of  the  Wardens,  or  a  Past  Master  be- 
longing to  this  jurisdiction. 

If  a  candidate  cannot  legally  be  made  a  Mason,  or  if  he  is  physically 
disqualified,  the  petition  may  be  withdrawn  without  a  ballot. 

A  Mason  having  joined  a  church,  the  laws  of  which  require  a  renun- 
ciation of  Masonry,  notwithstanding  he  holds  a  dimit,  is  not  entitled  to 
its  benefits,  neither  is  the  widow  of  such  an  one  so  entitled  after  his 
death. 

A  Lodge  has  the  right  to  prefer  charges  against,  and  if  the  offense 
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meritfl  such  panighment,  expel  a  Mason  who  stands  saspended,  not^with- 
standing  sach  saspension  exists.  The  trial  must  be  eondncted  in  the 
same  manner  as  provided  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for 
trials  in  other  cases. 

That  it  is  unbecoming  a  Mason  to  live  in  adultery  with  a  Master  Ma- 
son's daughter,  notwithstanding  he  did  not  know  at  the  time  that  she 
was  a  Mason's  daughter.  It  is  immoral  and  ungentlemanly,  and,  there- 
fore, nnmasonic. 

A  great  many  other  questions  were  submitted  to  me  during  the  year  ; 
all  of  them,  however,  have  been  decided  over  and  over  again,  and  would 
be  of  no  interest  to  the  craft  in  general. 

If  Masters  of  Lodgep;  v,  ould,  from  time  to  time,  cause  to  be  read  during 
the  year,  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  rendered  at  the  preceding 
session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  together  with  the  reports  of  the  Committee 
on  Jurisprudence,  and  the  authoritative  Edicts  of  the  Grand  Ijodge, 
much  unnecessary  trouble  and  valuable  time  would  be  saved,  both  to  the 
Lodges  and  to  the  Grand  Master. 

By  an  almost  unanimous  vote,  the  subordinate  lodges  have  decided 
that  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  continue  to  hold  its  annual  sessions  in  the 
city  of  Montgomery.  This  question  having  been  I  presume  definitely 
settled,  and  the  erection  of  a  Ma80mc  Temple  determined  upon,  and 
which  it  is  proposed  to  finish  and  ofiTer,  upon  what  terms  I  do  not  know 
for  the  occupancy  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  session,  it  becomes 
necessary  for  the  Grand  Lodge  at  this  session  to  take  some  steps,  by  ap- 
pointing a  committee  or  in  some  other  way,  to  communicate  wiuh  the 
Grand  Lodge  Temple  Company,  and  ascertain  on  what  terms  we  will  be 
allowed  to  occupy  the  new  Hall. 

I  am  informed  that  the  Stock  Company  buildiug  the  Temple  is  com- 
posed largely  of  members  not  Masons,  who,  of  course,  expect  to  realize 
money  on  their  investment. 

The  Hall  at  present  used  by  us  is  held  under  a  lease,  some  twenty  years 
yet  to  run.  The  furniture,  &c.,  was  put  into  the  Lodge  Hall  in  considera- 
tion of  the  lease,  and  reverts  to  the  owners  at  the  expiration  of  the  same, 
and  can  not  therefore  be  moved.    It  will  probably  cost  three  thousand 

dollars  to  fit  up  the  new  Hall  for  our  use.     The  Grand  Secretary's  apari- 
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ments,  it  is  likely,  can  be  had  in  the  new  building  as  cheap  as  those  we 
now  occapy. 

These  saggestions  are  thrown  oat  only,  that  if  we  propose  to  occapy 
the  new  Hall  in  the  Temple  at  onr  next  seHsion,  isome  definite  arrange- 
ments mast  be  now  made  as  to  terms,  tenure,  &c. 

At  oar  last  session  this  Grand  Lodc^e,  by  resolation,  formally  recog- 
nized the  Grand  Lodge  at  Quebec,  Since  that  time  this  subject  has  been 
brought  to  my  attention,  by  a  circular  letter  from  Bro.  James  G  Bachelor, 
Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana,  with  a  request,  that 
at  the  earliest  opportunity  I  would  lay  the  subject  before  the  Grand  Lodge 
for  such  action  as  it  may  deem  expedient  and  proper. 

I  also  received,  at  the  same  time,  a  letter  from  M.  W.  Samuel  M.  Todd, 
Grand  Master  of  Louisiana,  accompanied  with  a  circular  letter,  showing 
the  action  taken  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana,  at  its  annual  commu- 
nication of  this  year,  upon  the  subject  of  its  relations  with  Foreign  Grand 
Bodies  ot  Masons.  The  letter  concludes  with  the  request — ••Please  to 
give  this  subject  your  earnest  attention,  and  at  the  next  meeting  of  your 
Grand  Lodge,  endeavor  to  obtain  prompt  action.  I  herewith  submit 
the  two  communications,  and  ask  that  the  subject  be  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  Masonic  Jurisprudence. 

For  myself,  I  have  serious  doubts  as  to  the  propriety  or  justice  of  our 
action,  in  recognizing  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  at  the  time  we  did. 
The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  by  Bro .  G.  Frank  Gouloy  of  Mis- 
souri treats  this  subject  in  a  masterly  manner,  and  to  my  mind  is  per- 
lectly  conclusive  against  the  legality  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec.  I 
trust  our  very  able  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  will  look  into 
this  matter,  and  if  we  have,  by  our  former  action  as  to  the  matter,  done 
wrong,  let  us  have  the  manliness  to  retrace  our  steps. 

This  brief  and  imperfect  record  of  my  official  acts  during  the  past  year 
is  most  respectfully  submitted.  I  have  been  unable,  from  the  nature  of 
my  engagements,  to  do  much,  other  than  the  official  duties  of  the  Grand 
Master.  I  have  made  few  official  visits,  but  have  been  in  commu- 
nication with  brethren  from  all  parts  of  the  State,  and  can  say  confi- 
dently that  I  believe  the  Order  was  never  in  a  more  healthy  and  prosper- 
ous condition  in  Alabama.    The  good  of  the  order  seems  to  be  the  one 
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thing  nearest  the  hearts  of  the  brotherhood,  and  peace  and  concord  reign 
within  onr  borders.  For  some  weeks  past,  and  daring  the  time  that  I 
proposed  to  devote  to  the  preparation  of  this  address,  I  have  been  con- 
fined to  my  room  by  sickness,  and  unable  to  transact  business.  I  o£fer 
this  in  excuse  for  the  desultory  and  disjointed  communication  just  read 
in  your  hearing. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  leaye  most  respectfully  and  cordially  to  thank  you 
for  the  kind  consideration  which  I  have  received  at  your  hands,  and  to 
invoke  the  blessings  of  God  upon  you  all  and  upon  the  labors  of  the 

present  session.

Art.  V,  section  1  :  Insert  the  word  "other**  between 
the  words  the  and  all.  Art  Y,  section  1  :  Insert  the  word  except  after 
the  words  no  money.  Art.  YI,  section  10  :  Insert  the  word  **  withdrawn" 
after  the  words  liberty  to.    Art.  YI,  section  9  :  Strike  out  the  whole. 

Tbinitt  No.  386— Art.  II,  section  1  :  Should  specify  which  officers  are 
elective.  Art.  Ill,  section  1  :  Insert  the  words  "  members  of  this  lodge" 
after  the  words  two  Master  Masons.  Art.  YI,  section  4  :  The  words  * 'sub- 
ject to  an  appeal  to  the  lodge"  should  be  stricken  out.  Art.  Ill,  section 
6  :  Strike  out  the  words  **  he  shall  be  expelled,"  and  in  lieu  thereof  in- 
sert charges  shall  be  preferred  against  him.  Art.  YI,  section  9 :  Be  so 
amended  as  to  conform  to  Art.  YII,  Rale  12,  of  the  Edicts  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  Art.  YI,  section  11  :  Be  also  amended  to  conform  to  Art.  YII, 
Bule  12,  of  Edicts  of  the  Grand  Locge.  Art.  Y,  section  3  :  Strike  out 
the  words  "  be  a  brother  to  whom  shall  be  committed.*'  and  in  lieu  there- 
of insert  charge  of;  and  wherever  die  word  '*  chair"  is  used  insert  Wor^ 
shipful  Master.

A  can- 
didate elected  to  receive  the  second  degree  before  being  examined  on  the 
first.  Your  Committee  recommend  a  continuance  of  the  Dispensation, 
and  suggest  that  they  be  more  particular  in  the  future.

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EEPORT  FROM  FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE. 

To  the  M,  W,  Orand  Lodge  of  Alabama  : 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  to  whom  was  referred  that 
portion  of  the  address  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  relating  to  the  ma- 
sonic fraternity  of  the  Empire  of  Brazil,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  desires,  in  the  first  place,  to  ex- 
press its  warm  and  fraternal  appreciation  of  the  nnbounded  kindness  and 
liberality  of  the  brethren  at  Rio  Janeiro,  as  manifested  towards  the 
widow  and  children  of  oar  late  Brother  Samnel  D.  Watson  in  their  time 
of  need  and  sore  distress,  and  to  assure  them  that  the  same  will  ever  be 
held  in  grateful  remembrance,  and  will  constitute  a  new  and  additional 
evidence  of  that  boundless  charity  which  has  been,  from  the  most  an- 
cient period,  a  distinguishing  characteristic  of  the  Fraternity  of  the 
world. 

The  Committee  would  further  recommend  that  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge 
endorse  and  approve  the  action  of  the  M.  W. Orand  Master  as  regards 
the  appointment  of  HI.  Senor  Pedro  Antonio  Gomez  as  Grand  Represent- 
ative of  this  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  at  the  Grand  East  of  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Orient  of  the  Empire  of  Brazil,  Valley  of  Lavradio ;  and  also  approve, 
and  do  most  cordially  extend  the  right  hand  of  brotherhood  to  our  Illus- 
trious Brother  Lewis  E.  Parsons,  appointed  Grand  Representative  of  the 
Grand  Orient  of  Brazil,  Valley  of  Lavradio,  near  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  State  of  Alabama.  And  it  is  recommended  that  a  copy  of  this  re- 
port, and  the  action  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  thereon,  be  placed  on 
parchment  and  forwarded  to  our  Grand  Representative,  our  Illustriout 
Brother  Senor  Pedro  Antonio  Gomez.

Brother  William  Y.  Titcomb,  from  the  Committee  on 
Suspensions,  Expulsions,  and  Appeals,  made  the  following 
report,  and  the  report  was  received  and  concurred  in : 

REPORT  ON  SUSPENSIONS,  EXPULSIONS,  AND  APPEALS. 

To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  A  Jabama : 

The  Committee  on  Suspensions,  Expulsions,  and  Appeals  submit  the 
following  report : 
The  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  following  cases  of 

appeal,  to. wit : 

Ist.  Appeal  of  Wm.  J,  Ware  from  the  decision  of  Dallas  Lodge  No. 
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228,  which  action  indefinitely  snspended  Brother  Ware  under  the  charges 
and  specifications  which  are  iierein  stated,  viz  :  charges,  anmasonic  con- 
duct ;  specification  first— in  that  the  said  Wm.  J.  Ware,  on  the  16th  day 
of  July,  1870,  in  the  court-room  at  Ohulafinnee,  in  the  county  of  Cle- 
burne, did  swear  falsely  to  an  item  of  twenty-five  cents  in  proving  an  ac- 
count, in  violation  of  his  duty  as  a  mason,  and  to  the  scandal  and  dis- 
grace of  the  manonic  fraternity.  In  the  opinion  of  your  committee  this 
case  is  not  fully  made  out  We  think  Brother  Ware  rather  hardly  dealt 
with,  and  recommend  that  W.  J.  Ware  be  restored  to  the  rights  and  ben- 
efits of  masonry  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

2d.  Appeal  of  John  A.  Terrel  from '  the  decision  of  Tohopeka  Lodge 
No.  71  in  the  case  of  Tohopeka  Lodge  No.  71  vs.  James  M.  Pearson,  who 
was  tried  in  said  lodge  under  the  following  charges  and  specifications, 
viz  :  immoral  and  unmasonic  conduct,  and  conduct  unbecoming  a  ma- 
son ;  specification — violating  his  masonic  obligation.  In  said  case  there 
were  two  specifications^  the  second  of  which  differed  from  the  first  only 
in  naming  the  premises  of  one  James  B.  Turner.  The  lodge  found 
Pearson  guilty  on  the  first  specification,  not  guilty  on  the  second,  and 
then  refused  to  inflict  the  penalty  of  expulsion,  indefinite  suspension, 
and  even  of  definite  suspension,  merely  imposing  a  reprimand  by  reso- 
lution. 

Your  Committee,  satisfied  of  Pearson's  guilt  under  the  charges  and 
specifications,  deplore  this  action  of  Tohopeka  Lodge  as  tending  to  fos- 
ter one  of  the  grossest  masonic  offenses,  and  as  deserving  stern  repre- 
hension ;  we  therefore  offer  the  following  resolution  and  ask  its  adop- 
tion :  liesohed,  first,  that  the  appeal  of  Brother  John  A.  Terrel  be  sus- 
tained ;  secondly,  that  James  M.  Pearson  is  hereby  expelled  from  all  the 
rights  and  benefits  of  masonry  ;  and,  thirdly,  that,  in  its  decision  on  the 
case  of  James  M.  Pearson,  Tohopeka  Lodge  No.  71  has  incurred  the  cen- 
sure of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

3d.  Appeal  of  George  W.  Chambers  from  the  decision  of  Nanafalia 
Lodge  No.  3*55,  under  charges  preferred  by  Widow's  Son  Lodge  No.  72,  is 
a  case  so  voluminous,  embracing  some  70  pages,  and  has  reached  the 
hands  of  your  Committee  at  so  late  a  moment,  that  it  is  reserved  for  fur- 
ther consideration. 

4th.  Appeal  of  Absalom  H.  Bogers  from  the  decision  of  Pea  River 
Lodge  No.  271,  suspending  Brother  F.  F.  Anderson  two  years,  comes  up 
so  informal  and  incomplete  that  your  Committee  recommend  that  the  pa- 
pers be  sent  back  with  instructions  to  the  lodge  to  send  a  full  and  com- 
plete transcript  of  the  proceedings  in  said  case  to  the  Grand  Secretary. 

5th.  Appeal  of  W.  S.  Horn  from  the  decision  of  Choctaw  Lodge  No. 
107,  suspending  Brother  Jack  Gardner  six  months  under  charges  and 
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specification B  as  follows  :  charges — anmasonic  conduct  Specification 
Ist — feloniously  taking  eight  head  of  sheep  ont  of  the  possession  of  one 
8.  S.  Williams  ;  2d  specification— feloniously  taking,  during  the  year 
1865,  a  quantity  of  cotton  out  of  the  possession  of  one  Ransom  Robin- 
son in  Lauderdale  county,  Miss.  The  first  specification  was  abandoned 
by  the  prosecution.  In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  this  case  is  not 
fully  made  out,  and  we  therefore  recommend  that  the  case  be  sent  back 
to  GhocttoW  Lodge  No.  107  for  a  rehearing,  to  the  end  that  justice  may 
be  done  to  all  parties. 

6th.  Appeal  of  C.  S.  Johns  from  the  decision  of  Clinton  Lodge  No.  287, 
which  lodge  expelled  the  said  C.  S.  Johns  under  the  following  charges 
and  specifications,  to-wit:  immoral  and  unmasonic  conduct.  Ist  speci- 
fication— intoxication,  assault  with  a  knife  upon  Brother  Simon  Peacock, 
assisting  in  an  act  defrauding  a  brother  mason,  and  telling  a  falsehood  ;  2d 
specification — aiding  in  setting  fire  to  a  dwelling  house  on  the  premises 
of  Brother  J.  C.  Peacock.  Lodge  found  Johns  guilty  under  Ist  specifica- 
tion, not  guilty  under  the  2d. 

Tour  Committee  think  the  charges  and  specification  Ist  sustained  by 
the  evidence  in  this  case,  and  recommend  that  the  decision  of  Clinton 
No.  287  be  confirmed  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

7th.  Appeal  of  A.  S.  Standfield  from  the  decision  of  Daviston  Lodge 
No.  283,  indefinitely  suspending  Brother  Motley.  In  this  case  it  is  to  be 
regretted  that  the  papers  are  very  defective,  for  it  is  apparent  that  the 
charges  are  sustained  by  the  cTidence.  We  are,  however,  forced  to  rec- 
ommend that  the  case  be  sent  back  with  instructions  to  the  lodge  to  send 
to  the  Grand  Secretary  a  full  and  complete  transcript  of  all  the  proceed- 
ings in  this  case. 

8th.  Appeal  of  J.  H.  McDnniel  from  the  decision  of  Quitman  Lodge 
No.  254,  said  decision  indefinitely  suspending  McDaniel.  This  is  a  very 
defective  document  No  evidence  that  a  master  mason's  lodge  was 
opened  for  the  trial,  or  that  the  constitutional  number  of  members  were 
present     Also  otherwise  defective. 

We  recommend  that  the  papers  in  this  case  be  sent  back  with  instruc- 
tions to  Quitman  Lodge  No.  254  to  send  a  full  and  correct  transcript  of 
said  proceedings  to  the  Grand  Secretary. 

9th.  Appeal  of  John  E.  Walker  from  the  decision  of  Walnut  Grove 
Lodge  No.  264,  which  decision  expelled  Walker  from  all  the  benefits  of 
masonry. 

This  case  is  also  very  informal  and  incomplete.  Your  Committee  would 
call  the  especial  attention  of  the  Walnut  Grove  lodge,  and  of  all  the 
lodges  whose  papers  have  been  recommended  for  recommittal,  to  Edicts 
10  and  21  of  Edicts  and  Decisions.     We  recommend  that  the  papers  in 
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this  case  be  sent  back  with  strict  instraotions  to  send  the  case  np  to  the 
Grand  Secretary  fnll  and  complete. 

In  conclusion,  your  Gommit't^e  may  have  been  censored  for  what  is 
possibly  regarded  as  a  too  rigid  performance  of  the  duties  assigned  them, 
but  a  moment's  reflection  will  convince  all  that  laxity  in  the  application 
of  remedial  agents  is  not  only  inoperative  in  the  right  direction,  but  also 
positively  injurious.  The  surgeon's  knife  must  have  a  keen  edge,  else 
the  diseased  body  will  not  be  restored  to  its  normal  condition.  Again, 
the  operative  mason  must,  with  his  trowel,  eliminate  unsuitable  material 
from  the  cement  which  he  uses,  and  not  plaster  over  gross  imperfections 
in  his  work,  lest  the  structore  that  he  rears  may  crumble  to  the  dust. 

From  these  hints  the  inference  is  plain.  It  should  be  a  settled  convic- 
tion in  the  minds  of  the  brethren  that,  if  they  do  not  hesitate  at  the 
commission  of  error,  the  Grand  Lodge  will  not  shrink  from  the  applica- 
tion of  salutary  correction. 

To  this  Committee  it  is  a  source  of  profound  gratification  that  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duty,  unpleasant  soever  as  that  duty  may  have  been,  has 
not  proved  to  be  without  its  good  fruits.  May  the  day  soon  come  when 
the  necessity  for  the  Grand  Lodge  to  interpose  for  the  settlement  of  diffi- 
culties in  the  subordinate  lodges  shall  be  the  rare  exception,  and  not  the 
rule. 

The  establishment  of  peace  and  harmony  in  our  midst  will  surely  guar- 
anty the  prosperity  of  our  beloved  Order.  If  only  our  **walk  and  con- 
versation" truly  illustrate  those  noble  sentiments  symbolized  in  the  orna- 
ments of  our  mystic  pillars,  which,  bathed  in  the  pure  light  of  ages  upon 
ages,  have  ever  withstood  the  fiercest  assaults  of  human  power,  and  the 
severest  shocks  of  time,  then  shall  masonry,  unlike  Thetis'  great  son, 
continue  her  heaven-blessed  work,  regardless  of  external  foes,  whether 
they  attack  from  behind,  or  face  to  face,  for  no  envious  Paris  shall  hope 
to  find  her  vulnerable  even  in  the  heel. 

Let  unbroken  peace  reign  within,  then  shall  our  Grand  Masonic  Tem- 
ple ever  rise  like  some  stupendous  fabric,  having  the  ''*  four  corners  of 
the  earth"  for  its  foundation,  its  radiant  pinnacles  piercing  the  heavens, 
its  proud  battlements  reflecting  the  sunlight  of  every  clime,  and  its  por- 
tals thronjged  by  the  virtuous,  the  noble,  the  gifted,  the  wise,  of  every 
name  and  tongue,  that  Temple  itself  being  the  perpetual,  mighty  land- 
mark for  the  nations  in  reKpect  of  pure  morality. 

For  the  assurance  of  this  great  end,  let  all  the  brethren,  whether  at

Bight  Worshipful  L.  E.  Barber,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  an  able  and  instructive  one.  He  reports 
nineteen  decisions,  all  of  which  were  in  accordance  with  the  report  of  the 
committee  on  Masonic  Law  and  Usage,  approved  as  reported,  save  the  follow- 
ing: 
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"8th.  Thsi  A  lodge  migfal  oloae  %  regular  meetiDg  to  a  dey  certain,  for  the 
porpoee  6t  floishing  anfiniehed  bneineeB,  and  each  meeting  for  that  pnrpoee 
wonld  be  a  regnlar  meeting ;  bat  at  snoh  meeting  the  lodge  shonid  not  reoon- 
aider  what  had  been  done  at  the  first  meeting,  nnleas  the  motion  was  then 
made  and  laid  over,  becanee  members  might  be  abeent  at  the  second  meeting 
who  had  regarded  the  qneetion  as  settled  at  the  first." 

Upon  which  the  committee  comment  as  follows : 

"  Dedsion  number  eight  they  beliete  to  be  correct,  when  nnderstood  as  the 
M.  W.  Grand  Master  doubtless  understood  it  to  be  presented.  A  misappre- 
hension of  terms  used  by  him.  They  recommend  the  words  **  oontinuaHon 
of  the,**  to  be  inserted  before  the  word  ^hreguknr.^ 

**  13th.  That  on  a  masonic  trial  the  tiler  was  present ;  must  be  counted  in 
determining  the  two-thirds  vote,  and  must  hear  the  eTidenoe  taken  or  read ; 
and  for  this  purpose  the  outer  door  should  be  closed,  and  he  should  come  in- 
side and  hear  the  eyidence,  as  above  stated,  and  vote.  The  tiler  in  such  case 
would  only  be  in  the  same  condition  as  a  Master's  lodge  with  three  present, 
or  a  Fellow-Craft's  with  five,  or  an  Entered  Apprentice's  with  seven.  That  is, 
for  the  time  being  without  a*tiler,  which  is  only  a  precautionary,  not  an  indis- 
pensable office  ;  nor  is  his  presence  at  the  door  necessary  to  the  eziatence  of 
the  lodge,  howoTer  proper  and  necessary  it  may  be  that  he  should  be  there.*' 

OOMMKBTB. 

*'The  conmiittee  recommend  the  approTal  of  decision  No.  18,  with  a  quali- 
fying remark  upon  one  expression  used  in  it.  The  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master  says  that  the  office  of  tiler  **  is  only  a  precavtionaryf  Ac,  uot  an  in- 
dispensible  office."  The  committee  beg  leave  to  say  that,  by  the  landmarks  of 
masonry,  the  office  of  tiler  is  indispensible.  That  every  lodge  must  be  duly 
tiled,  *  *  *  and,  as  well  decided  by  the  Meet  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  occa- 
sions may  arise  when  the  brother  discharging  the  duties  of  tiler  must  leave 
his  post  without  the  inner  door,  after  securing  the  approach-ways  to  the 
lodge,  and  be  within  for  the  discharge  of  other  duties.^ 

The  report  of  Right  Worshipful  John  Cook,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  the  same 
committee  approv«*,  save  the  following  decision : 

**A  ballot  should  not  be  taken  in  any  case  except  seven  members  are  pres- 
ent." 

The  committee  say :  "In  this  Jurisdiction  all  balloting  is  done  in  the  mas- 
ter's lodge,  and  it  may  open  and  work  with  not  less  than  three  members  pres- 
ent. No  mat)  can  be  entered,  or  admitted  to  membership  in  a  lodge,  without 
the  unanimous  consent  of  all  the  members  present  when  the  ballot  ia  taken. 
When  the  requisite  number  of  members  to  open  a  master's  lodge  is  present, 
they  may  legally  baUot  upon  petitions  ;  but  the  master  should,  in  the  exercise 
of  a  sound  discretion,  postpone  the  ballot  when  but  few  of  the  members  are 
present.  We,  however,  know  of  no  absolute  rule  requiring  the  presence  of 
seven  members  to  authoriae  a  ballot "  ? 

OOBaSSPOllDKNGB. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Correspondenoe  reviews  prooeedings  of  S8 
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Onukd  Lodges  for  1870  and  1871,  those  of  Alsbsm*  for  1870  being  included. 
We  extrsot  the  following : 

'*The  Grand  Master  dellTered  his  annnal  address,  which  is  replete  with  m*- 
sonio  information  and  fall  of  zeal  for  the  Order.  Under  the  head  of  **  Ma- 
sonic Decisions,'*  we  present  the  following  as  tonching  points  that  may  not 
nnfreqnently  arise : 

'An  Entered  Apprentice  who  has  been  rejected  for  the  second  degree^  is  not 
required  to  wait  six  months  before  he  can  renew  his  application,  bnt  may  do 

so  at  any  regnlar  meeting  of  the  lodge,  if  not  forbidden  by  its  by-laws.' 

•  •«••••••* 

*Heid,  that  an  unaffiliated  mason,  howcTer  worthy,  was  not  entitled  to  the 
honor  of  masonic  bnrial.' 

"We  do  nr)t  know  what  decisions  have  ever  been  made  npon  this  point  in  onr 
Arkansas  Jorisdiction,  but  we  unofficially  know  it  to  have  been  pennitted  in 
practice. 

'*  *Edd,  that  a  member  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  can  be  reinsta* 
ted  without  any  action  on  the  part  of  his  lodge,  by  paying  aU  back  duetj  L  e. 
such  as  were  due  at  the  time  of  his  suspension,  together  with  the  regular  dues 
for  such  tmie  as  he  had  been  suspended.*  We  notice  that  the  direct  opposite 
of  this  decision  is  made  in  Kansas,  but  we  rather  prefer  the  Alabama  decision. 
The  Grand  Master  gives  good  strong  reason  to  support  it,  and  we  think  he 
has  done  so.** 

Of  our  report  the  committee  say :  "  The  report  of  the  committee  on  For- 
eign Correspondence  is  an  interesting  document  of  81  pages,  being  an  able  re- 
view of  the  proceedings  of  38  Grand  Lodges.  Arkansas  is  fHtemally  men- 
tioned.** 

Under  Uancuia  the  report  says  of  the  Grand  Master's  address,  '*  Bef erring 
to  decisions  made  by  him  during  the  current  year— which,  we  are  sorry  to  see, 
were  not  published,  however— he  suggests  that  it  would  be  well  if  a  digest  of 
decisions  from  year  to  year  should  be  published  as  a  convenient  book  of  ma- 
sonic Jurisprudence  for  the  government  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  well  as  the 
guidance  of  subordinate  lodges.  We  think  this  is  an  exceedingly  good  idea, 
which  we  would  commend  to  the  favorable  notice  of  all  lodges.** 

Fer  the  last  two  years  we  have  reflected  seriously  on  this  subject,  and  have 
endeavored  to  mature  a  plan  by  which  much  of  the  rich  and  truly  valuable 
masonic  literature  produced  yearly  could  be  saved  ftrom  the  oblivion  to  which 
it  is  consigned  in  the  Proceedings  of  Grand  Lodges,  which  few  see  and  fewer 
read ;  and  also  a  compendium  of  important  decisions  rendered  year  by  year, 
Iaws  and  edicts  in  force  in  the  several  Jurisdictions,  supplemented,  if  possible, 
by  other  matter  of  great  importance  to  the  craft.  Should  we  find  our  plan 
feasible,  we  trust  that  our  ** Masonic  Tear  Book**  may  be  found  acceptable 
and  profitable  to  the  entire  fraternity  speaking  the  English  language. 

We  quote  the  following,  and  endorse  it  fully : 

**  We  must  be  permitted  to  say  that  this  thing  of  Grand  Masters  and  Grand 
Beoretaries,  and  committees  on  foreign  correspondence,  loading  and  cumbering 
their  addresses  and  reports  with  every  Uttle  thing  that  happens  during  a  ait- 
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ting  of  the  QriDd  Lodge,  or  dnriog  the  cnrrent  year,  is— to  draw  it  Tery  mild— 
a  nniBance.  It  is  a  thing  that  we  have  often  been  compelled  to  ridicole  during 
the  progrees  of  this  report,  bnt  always  in  the  hope  that  this  method  of  treat- 
ing it  would  have  the  effect  of  bringing  the  evil  to  the  attention  of  the  writers, 
and,  once  presented  to  their  good  judgment,  we  hoped  it  would  m  futnro  be 
corrected.** 

There  are  many  gems  in  the  excellent  report  of  Brother  B.  8.  Johnaon^ 
chairman  of  the  ooimnittee,  which  we  relactantiy  omit.

Sixteenth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  held  in  the  city  of 
Ottawa,  July,  A.  L.  5871. 

Most  Worshipful  A.  A.  Stevenson,  Grand  Master.

The  Grand  Master,  in  the  peroration  of  his  address,  says :  **  Having  already, 
as  is  most  meet,  invoked  the  blessings  of  the  Most  High  upon  all  our  proceed- 
ings, let  us  now,  with  hearts  overflowing  with  profound  gratitude  to  Him  for 
Bis  manifold  goodness,  and  with  breasts  aglow  with  the  flame  of  fhttemal 
lore  and  affection,  calmly  turn  our  attention  to  those  subjects  which  may  re- 
quire our  consideration,  and  let  us  fraternally  hope  that  our  legislation  thereon 
wiD  be  productive  of  the  highest  possible  good  to  that  most  ancient  and  hon- 
orable institution  of  which  we  are  privileged  to  be  accounted  members.** 

In  accordance  with  which  truly  masonic  sentiments  the  Grand  Master  re- 
views the  difficulty  existing  between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  and  the 
lodges  refusing  to  **  acknowledge  its  wrong  **  and  adhering  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Quebec,  with  becoming  calmness  and  moderation,  while  firmly  asserting 
what  he  believes  to  be  the  rights  of  the  former.  The  greater  part  of  the  ad- 
dress is  devoted  to  local  aifiiirs. 
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FOBZION  OOKBESPO]a>XNGB. 

The  oommittee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  reyiews  the  proceedings  of  36 
Grand  Lodges,  Alabama  receiving  a  courieonB  and  fraternal  notice.  Of  our 
own  report  for  1870  they  say:  **The  reviews  are  in  general  short,  bat  well 
written;**  and  as  to  onr  remarks  anent  Quebec  add,  ** According  to  our  ar- 
rangement, as  in  our  preamble,  we  invite  our  brother  to  go  wfth  us  to  Nevada 
before  offering  any  reply  to  his  remarks  ;**  which  we  agree  to  in  the  same 
kindly  manner  as  the  invitation  is  made. 

As  to  the  vexed  question  of  the  right  of  visitation,  we  extract  the  entire  re- 
port of  the  committee  under  the  head,  "District  of  Columbia,"  as  it  is  an  in- 
valuable summary  of  the  whole  matter— without,  however,  expressing  here 
any  opinion  of  our  own. 

"bioht  of  visitation. 

"There  is  always  some  vexed  question  going  the  round  amongst  Grand 
Lodges,  and  perhaps  will  always  be,  for 

*  Human  bodies  are  sic  fools. 
For  a'  their  colleges  and  schools. 
That  when  nae  real  ills  perplex  them. 
They  mak*  eneu'  them*s  to  vex  them.' 

"  The  newest  invention  of  this  kind  is  called  "  the  right  of  visitation."  The 
case,  with  the  proceedings  connected  with  it,  occupy  more  room  than  we  can 
afford,  so  we  shall  try  to  oondeiise  the  substance  of  the  controversy  into  as 
little  space  as  possible,  to  convey  an  outline  of  the  facts.  A  brother  in  good 
standing,  but  with  more  zpal  than  prudence,  persisted  in  seeking  admission  as 
ft  visitor,  while  a  man  of  Belial,  who  had  by  some  means  been  permitted  to 
"present  his  smooty  phiz  *mong  better  folk,**  as  persistently  exerted  himself 
to  keep  the  visitor  out.  The  Worshipful  Master  laid  a  statement  of  the  case, 
with  a  few  questions  relating  to  it,  before  the  Grand  Master,  who  at  the  time 
was  brother  French,  whose  death  we  have  already  noticed.  There  were  five 
questions  put,  but  the  three  first  were  the  most  important,  the  substance  of 
which  was : 

**  1.  Does  a  master  mason  in  good  standing  in  his  lodge  possess  the  inherent 
right  of  visiting  any  lodge  wherever  he  may  go  ? 

"  2.  Does  a  mason  possess  the  unqualified  right  of  objecting  to  the  presence 
of  a  visiting  brother  in  his  lodge  ? 

**  8.  If  a  master  mason  objects,  is  he  accountable  to  the  lodge,  or  is  it  his 
duty  to  give  the  reasons  for  his  objecting  ?*' 

GRAND  VASTEB  FBSNCH  DFCIDID  THAT— 

"1.  A  master  mason  in  good  standing  has  an  inherent  right  to  visit  lodges 
as  he  travels  through  the  world. 

*'  2.  A  master  mason  has  an  unqualified  right  to  object  to  the  admission  of  a 
vinting  brother  into  the  lodge  of  which  he  (the  objector)  is  a  member. 

"8.  That  the  objecting  brother  is  accoimtable  to  the  worshipful  master  of 
the  lodge,  and  bound,  if  required,  to  give  his  reasons. 
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"These  views  were  ably  supported  by  evidenoe  from  Brother  Maekey's  Jn- 
rispradence,  and  from  other  masonic  writers.  When  Qrand  ]^ter  French 
liad  retired,  the  qnestions  were  again  brought  before  his  snccessor,  Grand 
Master  Donaldnon .  who  referred  them  to  a  committee  consisting  of —infer  aHus — 
Past  Qrand  Master  French  and  Past  Grand  Master  Charles  F.  Stansbttry. 
Brother  French,  as  chairman,  brought  in  the  majority  report,  adhering  to  hia 
•own  former  decisions ;  Brother  Stansbury  brought  In  a  minority  report,  ad- 
mitting the  right  to  visit  and  the  right  to  ol^eot,  but  maintaining,  on  the  third 
■question,  that  if  the  objecting  brother  cannot  sit  in  the  lodge  with  the  Tisitor, 
that  is  suf&cient  reason,  without  telling  why ;  that  a  member  of  a  lodge  should 
not  be  unseated  to  give  place  to  a  visitor,  and  so  on.  Doubtless  Qrand  Master 
Donaldson  found  himself  between  the  horns  of  a  dilemma — two  eminent  i^t 
Qrand  Masters  opposed  to  each  other  on  a  very  important  question.  He  ad- 
dressed a  circular  to  every  Qrand  Master  in  America,  asking  their  opimon  and 
practice  in  the  premises.  The  decision  of  Qrand  Lodge  was  staved  off  from 
time  to  time,  until  answers  could  be  received.  About  fifty-seven  replies  from 
Qrand  Masters  and  Qrand  Secretaries  are  given ;  all  are  unanimons  that  every 
mason  in  good  standing  has  a  right  to  visit,  and  every  lodge  the  right  to  ob. 
Ject,— the  whole  question  at  last  is,  whether  or  not  the  objector  must  give  his 
reasons.  There  are  arguments  on  the  negative  side  not  to  be  despised ;  there 
is  only  one  that  we  think  a  little  on  the  side  of  the  ridiculous,  and  that  from 
Brother  Drummond  of  Maine,  who  sajrs,  in  substance,  that  as  one  member 
may  reject  a  profane  applying  for  initiation  without  giving  any  reason,  so  the 
same  is  applicable  to  the  admission  of  a  visitor.  If  a  brother  in  good  stand- 
ing, seeking  to  pay  a  friendly  visit  to  a  lodge,  is  to  be  treated  exactly  the  same 
as  a  profane  seeking  admission  to  the  brotherhood,  it  would  soon  drive  us  to 
the  conclusion  that  masonry— in  so  far,  at  least,  as  fraternity  is  concerned — 
is  only  a  humbug.  The  Qrand  Master  of  Maine  says :  **The  right  of  visita- 
tion is  so  nearly  an  unquaUfied  right,  that  it  should  only  be  abridged  for  cause 
that  would  suspend  or  expel  a  brother.  A  large  majority  of  the  opinions 
H^ven  were  on  the  side  of  the  objector  giving  his  reasons,  and  the  Qrand 
Lodge  of  the  District  of  Columbia 

^*  Rescined,  That  it  is  the  right  of  a  brother  in  good  standing  to  visit  all  reg- 
ular lodges*  but  if  objection**  are  made  it  is  right  of  the  master  to  determine 
the  validity  of  such  objections,  he  alone  being  responsible  to  the  Qrand 
Lodge.*'    Carried  by  86  yeas  against  20  nays. 

"  We  could  offer  several  remarks  on  the  subject  if  our  limits  would  permit, 
but  suffice  it  to  say  that  we  cordially  agree  with  the  thirty-six.  That  a  brother 
in  goud  standing,  calling  on  an  assemblage  of  brothers,  should  have  the  door 
slammed  in  his  face  without  giving  him  a  why  or  a  wherefore  I  Such  an  in- 
sult in  every  day  life  would  breed  family  feuds  and  quarrels  that,  in  all  proba- 
bility, would  never  be  healed,  and  if  such  a  thing  is  out  of  the  range  of  toler- 
ation in  the  outside  world,  shall  we,  a  band  of  brothers  knit  together  by  ties 
of  friendship  that  the  world  knows  not  of,  shall  we  not  only  refuse  the  *  cup 
of  kindness'  and  the  friendly  greeting  to  a  brother,  but  stigmatize  his  charao- 
ter  and  heap  upon  him  shame  and  contempt  at  the  mere  htok  of  one  Individ-

nal,  lotnated by  motiyefl  of  which  we  know  nothing.  Ah !  '  tell  it  not  in  Qo- 
thun,  neither  publieh  it  in  the  streets  of  Washington,  lest  the  daughters  of 
the  Philistines  rejoice  and  the  nnciroiimcised  triumph.'  ** 

Under  lUmoiSy  the  Committee  quote  : 

"Lodges  should  be  opened  and  closed  in  the  first,  second,  and  third  degrees 
at  every  regular  communication,''  and  comment  as  follows :  **  We  cannot  see 
it.  We  contend  that  it  is  unnecessary— we  had  almost  said  improper— to  open 
above  E.  A.,  unless  the  work  on  hand  required  it." 

We  fully  agree  as  to  the  following  : 

*'  We  have  no  right  to  shut  out  our  apprentices  and  fellow-crafts  from  the 
general  business.** 

While  admitting  that  in  our  opinion  it  is  in  accordance  with  the  original  rule 
and  we  believe  still  the  rule  of  Qreat  Britain,  we  must  call  attention  to  the 
fact  that  in  most  American  lodges  the  general  business  is  transacted  only  in 
M.  M.  lodge.  We  hold  that  the  business  of  each  lodge,  E.  A.,  F.  0.,  or  M.  M., 
being  carried  on  in  that  lodge,  it  is  only  necessary  to  open  the  lodge  in  which 
business  is  to  be  done,  and  when  its  business  is  finished  to  close  it. 

Under  Missouri,  referring  to  a  decision  of  M.  W.  Brother  Wm.  D.  Muir,  **he 
decides  that  *  Chapter  P.  M.s  are  competent  to  be  present  and  assist  in  confer- 
ring the  degree  of  P.  M.  on  a  W.  M.  elect  to  qualify  him  for  his  office.'  We 
cannot  see  it."    Nor  we. 

Under  Nevada^  to  which  we  were  courteously  invited,  the  committee  review 
at  length,  ably  and  in  good  taste  and  temper  the  Quebec  question  as  reported 
on  by  Brother  B.  H.  Taylor,  of  Nevada,  and  the  arguments  of  Brother 
Drummond,  of  Maine,  of  which  they  say : 

"  We  admit  the  argument  of  Brother  Drummond  to  be  conclusive  if  it 
had  a  sawid  bottom,  but  it  is  a  conclusion  arrived  at  from  erroneous  premises; 
his  sole  and  only  foundation  is  that  Quebec  is  a  sovereign,  independent  state,*' 
and  again :  "Take  away  the  foundation  of  independence,  and  Brother  Drum- 
mond's  arguments  go  to  smoke.  To  speak  of  a  sovereign,  independent  state 
like  a  State  of  America,  under  a  monarchical  government,  is  a  flat  contradic- 
tion in  terms.** 

We  will  call  the  attention  of  our  esteemed  brother  to  the  fact  that,  though 
prior  to  1861,  it  was  held  that  the  states  of  America  were  sovereign  and  inde- 
pendent, that  theory  has  been  disproved,  and  is  no  longer  considered  but  to 
be  sneered  at.  The  truth  is,  that  since  1865  the  whilom  States  have  been  con- 
Holidated  into  a  Union,  and  conquered  provinces  attached.  Take  Alabama  for 
instance.  Represented  in  Congress  by  Senators  and  Representatives  not  citi- 
zens of  her  territory,  having  their  domiciles  in  Ohio,  Michigan,  and  other 
States,  compelled  to  vote  for  constitutional  amendments  against  her  will,  and 
pass  laws  dictated  to  her  by  the  head  of  the  central  government  at  Washing- 
ton, what  marks  of  sovereignty  or  independence  can  our  brother  of  Canada 
see  in  her?  And  this  is  the  condition  of  every  Southern  State,  so-called.  Ex 
uno  disoe  omnes. 

Was  not  West  Virginia  forcibly  carried  out  of  Virginia  by  Northern  bayonets

and  sabres  ?    No,  my  brother,  basing  yonr  argument  on  the  soTeroignty  and 
independence  of  the  States  of  America,  your  retort  on  Brother  Drammond 
indeed  rests  on  no  boUonif  sound  or  unsound.

The  Grand  Master's  Address  is  chiefly  a  business  document.  It  opens  thus : 
**  Under  the  law  of  our  Supremo  Grand  Master,  decay  is  followed  by  a  new 
combination  of  matter,  and  after  death  comes  the  resurrection.  So,  when 
winter  has  wrapped  the  earth  in  his  icy  mantle,  we  look  forward  with  faith  and 
hope  to  the  time  when  Nature  will  again  awaken  to  a  new  and  fresher  life.  So, 
with  the  advent  of  genial  May,  *  when  spring  unlocks  the  flowers  to  paint  the 
laughing  sod,'  we  come  up  from  our  respective  localities  to  hold  our  Grand 
Communication — the  general  assembly  of  masons.  The  very  season  impresses 
upon  our  hearts  its  soft  and  balmy  influences,  and  teaches  us  to  meet,  act,  and 
part  with  cheerful,  genial  and  kindly  feelings  for  one  another,  and  for  the 
whole  brotherhood." 

DECISIONS. 

Four  decisions  arc  reported  only,  to  which  we  have  no  objection.  He  says 
he  has  been  called  upon  in  a  groat  number  of  cases  to  give  decisions  in  refer- 
ence to  subjects  which  are  so  clearly  covered  by  Brother  **  Lock  wood's  admi- 
rable system  of  Masonic  Jurisprudence,"  that  it  was  unnecessary  to  mention 
them.

DispeoMtions  granted—Three. 

MASONS    AT  SIGHT. 

The  Grand  Master  says  •  *'In  the  month  of  July  last,  the  officers,  and  sev- 
eral members  of  St.  John's  Lodge  No.  3,  represented  to  me  that  two  gentle- 
men of  worth  and  high  social  standing,  whose  temporary  residence  was  in 
Connecticnt,  but  who  were  legal  residents  of  New  York,  •  *  •  were  desirous 
to  receive  the  degrees  of  masonry  in  that  lodge,  and  had  procured  the  regular 
consent  of  the  proper  authority  therefor ;  but  that  owing  to  a  by-law  of  St. 
John's  Lodge,  suspending  its  meetings  during  the  summer,  no  stated  com- 
mimication  could  be  held  to  receive  or  act  upon  their  petitions  until  so  late 
that  business  engagements  would  prevent  their  obtaining  the  degrees.  Hav- 
ing made  thorough  inquiries  into  the  facts,  and  the  characters  of  the  pro- 
posed candidates,  and  becoming  thoroughly  satisfied  that  the  brethren  of  St. 
John's  Lodge  were  unanimously  desirous  that  they  should  be  made  masons, 
and  become  members  of  that  lodge,  I  determined,  at  the  request  of  the  offi- 
cers of  the  lodge,  to  exercise  the  highest  and  most  responsible  prerogative  of 
the  office  with  which  you  honored  me,  and  make  these  gentlemen  masons  at 
sight.  *  *  *  As  the  work  was  done  at  the  request  of  the  officers  of  St.  John's 
Lodge,  and  with  a  view  to  their  membership  therein,  I  directed  that  the  fees 
fixed  by  the  by-laws  of  that  lodge,  and  also  an  affiliation  fee,  should  be  paia 
by  the  candidates,  and  this  simi  by  my  direction  was  paid  to  the  lodge." 

We  are  fully  satisfied  that  no  Grand  Master  has  the  right  to  make  masons  at 
sight,  unless  such  authority  be  delegated  him  by  the  constitution  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  which  he  is  the  head. 

In  this  instance,  we  think  if  the  Grand  Master  had  the  right  to  make  masons 
at  sight,  he  certainly  had  the  right  to  dispense  with  the  by-law  of  St.  John's 
Lr>dge,  (suspending  the  stated  meetiugs  of  said  lodge  during  the  summer 
months, )  and  authorize  the  Worshipful  Master  to  convene  the  lodge,  receive 
the  petitions,  and  ballot  upon  the  same,  and,  if  elected,  confer  the  degrees  of 
masonry  upon  the  said  parties.  We  see  no  good  reason  why  this  high  prerog- 
ative, in  this  instance,  should  have  been  exorcised.  The  reasons  given  by  the 
Grand  Master  certainly  does  not  warrant  it. 

In  support  of  our  views,'  we  refer  you  to  what  Brother  Drummond  says, 
under  head  Connecticut,  which  is  as  follows  :  "  The  original  meaning  of  *J)isH 
pensation '  was  the  dispensing  in  a  particular  case  with  a  general  law.  The  old 
idea  was,  that  the  Grand  Master  had  the  power  to  dispense  with  any  law  in  a 
particular  case,  save  when  restrained  by  the  landmarks,  or  special  provision 
in  some  regulation.  Thus,  in  the  sixth  *  General  Regulation '  it  ih  said,  *  Nor 
is  this  inherent  privilege  subject  to  a  dispensation.'  But  we  believe  that  dis- 
pensations (in  the  original  meaning  of  the  term),  are  now  never  granted ;  that 
Grand  Masters  give  permission  for  a  departure  from  the  general  law  only  when 
such  power  is  expressly  given  to  them  in  the  constitution  ,  and  the  use  of  the 
word  *  dispensation,'  therefore,  is  scarcely  accurate.  The  Grand  Master  is 
now  generally  regarded  as  a  constitutional  officer,  with  such  powers  as  are 
given  in  the  constitution,  or  are  recognized  in  it  as  pertaining  to  his  office ; 
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hot  W8  hftTB  taen  no  oonsiiiation  which  reoos^niset  the  old  power  of  dLqMna*- 
tiozu  We  agree,  therefore,  with  Brother  Oohb,  that  the  Grand  Master  has  no 
power  in  snch  caeee,  nnloes  it  is  expressly  conferred  by  the  constitntion." 

Under  *  Conclusion,'  Grand  Master's  Address,  we  find  the  following ; 

"The  two  great  necessities  of  the  institution  to-day  are— first,  a  carefal 
goard  oyer  its  portals,  that  no  nnworthy  candidate  shall  obtain  admission ;  and 
second,  a  high  moral  courage  amongst  its  membership,  that  will  not  hesitate 
to  discipline  every  fallen  brother,  who  does  not  promise  reformation.  The 
tree  is  known  by  its  ftnit ;  and  so  masonry  is  Judged  by  the  character  of  its 
individnal  members." 

Wholesome  advice.  If  the  doctrine  was  enforced  by  subordinate  lodges,  the 
moral  status  of  our  membership  would  be  greatly  improved.

The  report  is  by  Brother  Joseph  K.  Wheeler ;  88  pages ;  carefully  reviews 
proceedings  of  42  (}rand  Lodges,  Alabama  among  the  number.  The  extracts 
are  in  good  taste,  and  comments  breathe  the  true  spirit  of  free  masonry.

The  Grand  Master  reports  no  decisions  rendered  by  him  during  the  year. 

In  his  address  he  saya— "Ihe  year  has  not  been  one  of  general  prosperity 
to  this  Commonwealth,  as  empty  granaries,  idle  hands,  diminished  incomes, 
and  mmsual  calls  for  charity  have  too  often  testified ;  and  I  do  not  pretend  to 
mock  your  intelligonoe,  nor  my  own  sense  of  truth  and  propriety,  by  the  as- 
sertion of  abundant  harvests  and  ample  rewards  for  honest  industry.** 

Exposing  with  no  aparing  hand,  and  condemning  in  onvamished  language 
the  vices  that  run  riot  in  the  land— ^ces  too  often  winked  at  by  those  whose 
duty  it  is  to  repress  licentiousness  and  immorality  of  all  kinds— Grand  Master 
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Pratt  saye,  m  trathfnlly  u  eloquently,  *'In  the  midat  of  thia  general  decay  of 
all  that  ia  good  and  commendable,  Freemaaonry  haa  a  public  miaaion  to  per- 
form. Never  haa  there  been  presented  eo  grand  an  opportunity  for  the  dia- 
play  of  your  power,  and  never  haa  the  vigorous  exercise  of  that  power  been 
more  needed  than  at  preaent.  You  should  be  the  conservators  ot  public  aa 
well  aa  private  morale— of  political  integrity  aa  well  as  personal  fidelity.  Let 
every  maaon,  mindtul  of  his  individual  responsibilities,  and  true  to  the  Divine 
teachings  of  the  Ancient  Craft,  urge  eternal  war  on  vice  and  wrong  whereso- 
ever found,  and  in  whatever  g  uiae  tbey  present  themselves.  Scattered  far  and 
wide,  every  denizen  of  the  State  is  within  the  personal  influence  of  some  one 
of  you.  Let  that  influence  be  ever  wielded  for  the  right,  and  by  this  unity  of 
purpose  and  of  action,  you  will  present  a  nucleus  around  which  the  moral 
power  of  communities  may  be  gathered  and  consolidated,  to  arrest  the  epi- 
demic which  threatens  to  overwhelm  and  destroy  us." 

OBAND  SaOBETABT'S  BEPOBT 

Is  an  able,  well  written,  highly  instructive,  business  paper— giving  full  detail 
of  matters  of  importance  connected  with  the  jurisdiction.  From  it  we  make 
the  following  eztracta :  "  In  addition  to  the  sum  of  twu  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars, which  was  appropriated  at  the  last  annual  communication  of  this  body  to 
the  Ladies'  Mount  Vernon  Association,  the  amount  of  one  thouaand  and  six 
doUars  and  forty-five  cents  has  been  received  from  forty-seven  lodges  of  this 
jurisdiction,  in  aid  of  the  fimds  of  that  association.'* 

The  Qrand  Secretary  presented,  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Belief  of  San 
Francisco,  their  annuid  report.

Is  a  very  full  and  able  one,  covering  one  hundred  pages  in  small  type,  and  is 
signed  by  Brother  William  H.  Hill  as  Chairman.  It  says,  under  Alabama — 
"  The  address  of  Grand  Master  Chiltom  is  well  written,  and  full  of  good, 
sound  masonic  precepts.**  The  report  of  our  Committee  on  Appeals  is  noticed 
approvingly,  and  its  conclusion  quoted,  with  the  remark,  that  **it  will  not  hurt 
our  California  brethren  to  read  it."  Our  own  labors  receive  a  kindly  notice. 
Under  ** Illinois''  our  worthy  brother  is  rather  sharp  in  his  views  of  Brother 
Bounseville's  **  very  brief  and  concise  summary  of  the  proceedings  of  forty- 
two  Grand  Lodges,"  saying  :  **  It  is  so  concise  that  it  more  resembles  a  dic- 
tionary than  a  report.*'  If  Brother  Bounseville  err^d,  it  was  certainly  on  the 
safe  side. 

While  acknowledging  the  interesting  historical  reminiscences  and  other 
mitttere  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodp;e  of  MassochuMcttp,  the  com- 
mittee remarks  its  want  of  *'  regard  to  order  or  connection,**  rendering  it 
**  somewhat  difficult  for  a  reviewer  to  know  where  to  begin  and  where  to  leave 
off." 

COMMITTEE  ON  JUBISPBUDENCB 

report  on  the  question,  **Should  a  ballot  be  taken  upon  a  petition  for  degrees 
where  the  investigating  committee  report  the  candidate  morally  unworthy,  or 
mentally  or  physically  disqualified  ?"  in  which  they  say :  *'  Your  committee  are 
of  opinion  that  investigating  committees  ought  always  to  state  in  their  reports 
the  facts  at  which  they  have  arrived,  and  their  conclusions  as  well ;  and  that 
no  ballot  should  be  had  when  their  report  shows  that  the  candidate  is  either 
morally  imworthy  or  mentally  or  physically  disqualified,  or  that  by  reason  of 
age  or  residence,  or  for  any  other  reason  the  particular  lodge  could  not  law- 
fully make  him  a  mason  at  that  time."  Which  report  was  concurred  in  by  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

It  would  havo  been  briefer,  if  not  plainer  to  report,  *'  that  no  ballot  should 
be  had"  in  any  case  on  which  the  committee  reported  unfavorably,  the  whole 
ground  of  objection,  moral,  physical,  age,  jurisdiction,  Ac, 
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The  argument  of  the  committee  touching  certain  cases  is,  however,  able 
In  Akbama  the  report  is  favorable  or  unfavorable  simply,  and  in  all  cases  a 
ballot  is  spread,  which,  in  some  cases,  wo  admit,  may  not  be  equitable. 

Also  a  report  anent  the  petition  of  a  certain  Peter  Anderson,  styling  himself 
83d  Degree  W.  M.,  Masonic  Lodge,  i^c,  &c.,  who  propounds  a  number  of  ques- 
tions to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  touching  negro  masonry.  The  report 
is  brief  and  pointed,  covers  the  whole  question  in  a  few  words,  and  settles  Mr. 
Anderson  effectually.

7b(heM.  W.  Grand  Lodge  qf  Fi^ee  and  Accepted  Masons  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
forma— Qbxetisq  : 

The  undcrsigDed  would  most  respectfully  ask  your  most  ancient  and  honor- 
able body,  for  the  information  of  a  number  of  masons  in  this  State,  not  work- 
ing under  your  Grand  Lodge  jurisdiction,  a  decision  on  the  following  ques- 
tions : 

First.  Whether  the  enactment  passed  by  your  Grand  Lodge  In  1854,  forbid- 
ding your  subordinate  lodges  having  any  intercourse  with  what  they  termed 
"  Negro  Masonry,**  is  considered  to  be  perpetual  by  your  honorable  body? 

Second,  Whether  it  is  competent  for  your  Grand  Lodge,  in  its  present  An- 
nual Communication,  to  allow  its  subordinate  lodges,  providing  they  deem  it 
expedient,  to  '*  heal*'  any  they  may  term  clandestine  masons,  whenever  they 
may  apply,  without  regard  to  color,  providing  they  may  come  up  to  all  the 
other  necessary  quahfications  which  are  required  by  the  Order? 

Third.  Whether  it  is  competent  for  your  subordinate  lodges  to  receive  peti- 
tions from  candidates  for  initiation,  without  regard  to  color,  providing  such 
petitions  arc  sent  in  due  form  ? 

Fourth.  Whether  it  is  competent  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia to  empower,  by  charter,  a  requisite  number  of  master  masons,  wit^iout 
regard  to  color,  tc  open  and  hold  a  lodge  under  their  jurisdiction,  providing 
they  are  willing  to  abide  by  the  constitution,  by-laws,  edicts,  rules,  regula- 
tions, <S^.,  of  the  aforesaid  Grand  Lodge? 

**  The  undersigned  would  respectfully  represent  to  your  honorable  body  that 
he  was  impelled  tr>  submit  these  questiooa  in  view  of  the  recent  action  on  the 
subject  by  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  that 
he  is  DOW  holding  a  commission  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  to  establish 
lodges  in  this  Stiite,  under  the  juripdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania ;  and  before  iprocecdina^  any  further  in  the  exercise  of  his 
prerogative,  he  has  deemed  it  a  duty  to  pay  the  proper  respect  to  the  jurisdic- 
tion ot  your  honorable  body,  by  first  submitting  the  above  questions  for  ma- 
ture doUboration,  that  he  may  get  a  decision  in  keeping  with  the  ancient  land* 
marks.

'*  To  the  questions  proposed  your  committee  have  given  careful  considera- 
tion, and  they  now  respectfully  report ; 

**  FU'si.  That  every  rule  or  regulation  ordained  by  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the 
good  government  of  the  Craft  is  so  far  perpetual  that  it  must  continue  of 
binding  force  untilj  in  Grand  Lodge,  it  shall  have  been  repealed  or  modified  ; 
and  that  the  resolution  in  regard  io  negro  masons  is  still  in  force  as  a  rule  of 
action  for  all  masons  recognizing  its  jurisdiction.    . 

•  **  Second  That  it  is  competent  for  this  Grand  Lodge  itself  to  heal,  or  to  au- 
thorize its  sulwrdinat^H  to  heal,  masons  who  have  received  the  degrees  of  ma- 
sonry in  clandestine  lodges,  and  to  do  this  at  any  annual  communication,  but 
whether  it  would  consider  it  expedient  to  do  so,  it  will  in  its  wisdom  deter- 
mine whenever  a  proper  case  is  presented  before  it. 

"  Third.  It  is  competent  for  any  masonic  lodge  of  this  jurisdiction  to  re- 
ceive the  petition  of  any  person  who  has  resided  within  the  State  of  Califor- 
ma  twelve  months,  and  within  its  jurisdiction  six  months  next  preceding  his 
application,  provided,  always,  that  he  be  *  a  man,  free  b.  rn,  neither  a  slave  or 
the  sou  of  a  bondwoman,  a  believer  in  God  and  a  future  existence,  of  moral 
conduct,  capable  of  reading  and  writing,  not  deformed,  or  dismembered,  but 
hale  and  sound  in  his  physical  conformation,  having  his  right  limbs  as  a  man 
ought  to  have,  and  able  to  conform  htorally  to  what  the  several  degrees,  re- 
spectively, require  of  him  ;'  and  provided,  also,  that  he  has  not  been  rejected 
by  any  lodge  of  masons  within  twelve  months  next  preceding  the  date  of  his 
petition.  These  qualifications  are  indispensable,  but  these  are  all  that  are  re- 
quired. Distinction  of  color  is  no  where  so  much  as  hinted  at  or  suggested 
by  any  word  in  our  constitution,  regulations,  or  any  resolution  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  that  has  ever  come  to  the  knowledge  of  your  committee. 

*'  Foariti.  It  is  competent  for  this  Grand  Lodge  to  grant  charters  to  worthy 
brethren,  authorizing  them  to  make  masons  of  such  good  men,  rusidiug  with- 
in their  jnris(Uction,  as  possess  the  necessary  quahfications,  and  being  moved 
thereto  by  ah  honest  purpose,  express  a  desire  t«  be  so  made  ;  and  it  is  com- 
petent for  the  (vrand  Lodge  to  make  such  grant  to  masons,  '  without  regard 
to  color,'  as  it  has  ever  done.  But  no  charter  can  be  granted  by  ihv  Grand 
Lodge  to  any  lodge  ^  until  it  shall  have  worked  a  time  under  diHpcn.«ation, 
and  shall  have  exhibited  to  the  Grand  Lodgp  satisfactory  evidence  of  its  ma- 
sonic capacity.'  Sec  section  1,  Part  III,  of  the  Constitution.  That  instru- 
ment requires  only  the  applicants  for  a  (lispensation  to  be  at  least  seven  in 
number,  and  that  they  be  muster  masons  in  good  standing,  reeommended'as 
f'Uch  by  the  nearest  or  most  convenient  chartered  lodge,  or,  if  in  any  city  or 
town  in  which  more  than  one  lodge  is  established,  by  a  majority  of  such 
lodges. 

*' As  Mr.  Anderson  has  seen  fit  to  speak  m  the  foregoing  document  of  his 
masonic  standing  and  authority,  and  to  append  to  his  signature  sundry  tithrs, 
it  may  be  proper  to  add  that  this  Grand  Lodge  recognizes  no  man  as  a  niasou 
unless  he  has  been  regularly  made  one  in  some  just  loiig**  of  masons,  acting 
under  a  charter  or  disi>ensation  from  some  Grand  Lodge  having  proper  au- 
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thority  to  grant  raoh  chuier  or  dispensation ;  that  it  does  not  recognize  any 
anthority,  except  in  itself,  to  grant  any  charter  or  dispensation  for  a  masonic 
lodge  in  the  State  of  California ;  that  it  does  not  recognize  any  degree  or  title 
of  S3d  Degree,  or  any  degree  except  that  of  Entered  Apprentice,  Fellow 
Craft,  and  Master  Mason,  or  any  titles  except  those  appropriate  to  the  officers 
of  a  grand  or  sabordinate  lodge ;  and  that  it  does  recognize  the  legitimate 
Grand  Lodge  A.  Y.  M.  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  as  having  exclnsive  ma- 
sonic authority  and  juriediction  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  but  not  as  hay- 
ing authority  to  establish  lodges  in,  or  appoint  officers  for,  or  in  aoy  way  in- 
terfere with,  masonic  afTairs  in  this  State.

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  very  bnef,  one-fourth  of  it  being  a  con- 
cise hintory  of  maBonry  in  Colorado.  From  the  address  we  quote  the  follow- 
ing excellent  remarks : 

'*I  am  happy  to  report  to  you  that  the  fraternity  is  in  a  prosperous  condi- 
tion. During  the  pant  year  there  has  been  no  discord  among  the  brethrer 
that  I  am  aware  of.  The  lodges,  financially,  are  doing  well.  I  believe  as  grea* 
a  uniformity  of  work  I'xistn  among  the  various  lodges  as  we  have  any  reasoi 
to  expect.  While  it  is  important  that  the  work  should  be  uniform  through- 
out the  jurisdiction,  yet  it  is  nut  best  to  lay-too  much  stress  on  that.  Far  bet- 
ter to  see  that  there  exists  a  tru<!  msHOuic  spirit  among  the  brethren  of  th 
jurisdiction  ;  that  we  are  masons  in  act  and  deed,  and  not  in  words." 

With  tlic  addition  of  the  word  only,  the  above  would  be  perfect,  for  words 
have  an  importance  also.

Annual  Communication  held  at  City  of  Washington,  November  5871,  A.  D. 
1871. 

Most  Worshipful  C.  F.  Stansbury,  Grand  Master.

The  GrHud  Master's  address  opens  with  *'an  acknowledgment  of  our  de- 
pendence upon  DiTine  Providence*  and  an  expression  of  devout  thankfulness 
to  God  for  the  blessings  which  have  marked  our  pathway  during  the  last 
twelve  months."  Devoted  mainly  to  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  masonry 
in  the  District,  and  a  statement  of  the  principal  events  of  interest  occurring 
during  the  year  precediuK,  the  reception  and  "  welcome  accorded  to  the  Earl 
de  Grey  and  Ripon'*  being  a  prominent  feature.  The  address  of  Brother 
htansbury  is  a  masonic  paper  commendable  for  its  clearness  and  cofbpactness. 

The  Grand  Master  decided  as  to  the  stdtvs  of  a  mason  dropped  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dues,  that  *'he  became,  during  his  disability,  a  non-affiliated  mason, 
with  no  other  rights  than  those  which  appertain  to  a  non-affiliate."  In  the 
case  of  a  brother  suspended  by  a  majority  vote,  in  the  face  f»f  a  provision  in 
the  by-laws  requiring  a  tiro-thirds  vote  to  suspend,  the  Grand  Master  decided 
that  *'  there  was  manifest  error,"  and  that  the  remedy  lies  in  an  appeal  to  the 
Grand  Lodge.  *'  In  the  absence  of  an  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  decision 
of  the  lodge  or  master  must  stand,  as  there  is  no  appeal  trom  the  master  to 
the  lodge,  and  no  mode  of  revitjing  the  decision  of  a  lodge  except  by  appaal  to 
the  tTfand  Lodge." 

On  being  installed  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Brother  htansbury  made  a  brief  address,  from  which  we  quote  the  following 
very  just  remarks  as  to  the  relations  existing  between  the  Grand  Lodge  and 
subordinate  lodges : 

**I  find  that  there  is  a  somewhat  prevalent  error,  which  consists  in  regard- 
ing the  Grand  Lodge  tis  in  some  sort  a  separate  lodge,  having  distinct  interests 
from  the  constituent  lodges,  and  considering  it  a  duty  of  the  constituent 
bodies,  if  not  to  oppose  the  Grand  Lodge  in  its  measures,  at  least  to  regard  it 
with  jealousy,  and  to  curtail  its  power  and  intlence.  The  Grand  Lodge  consists 
of  the  officers  and  past  officers  of  the  constituent  bodies,  and  their  proxies. 
It  ib  created  for  the  purpose  of  doing  for  the  entire  jurisdiction  what  no  con- 
stituent lodge  can  do,  hearing  and  determining  appeals,  and  all  questions  of 
dispute  between  two  or  more  lodges ;  hearing  and  deciding  all  charges  and 
complaints  agaiut<t  the  worshipful  masters  of  constituent  lodges ;  granting 
charters,  enforcing  all  general  regulations,  establishing  and  maintaining  a 
tmiform  system  of  work,  under  the  sanction  of  the  ancient  landmarks  and

eoBtoms  of  masonrj,  and  generally  to  provide  for  the  common  welfare  of  the 
jnrJsdiction  and  to  act  as  its  representative  in  the  eyes  of  the  fraternity  at 
large. 

"These  Important  fanctions  do  not  in  any  way  conflict  with  the  powers  and 
dnties  of  constituent  lodges,  and  it  is  the  clear  masonic  dnty  of  these  to  main- 
tain the  dignity  and  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  just  as  it  is  the  dnty  of 
every  individual  mason  in  this  jurisdiction  to  maintain  and  support  the  laws, 
resolutions,  and  edicts  of  the  Qrand  Lodge." 

The  following  report  was  adopted  hy  the  Grand  Lodge : 

**  Washinqton,  November  8, 1871. 
** 7b  the  Qrand  Lodge  F.  A.  A.  M.  of  the  District  of  Columbia : 

'*Bbbthben— Your  committee,  appointed  in  compliance  with  the  request 
contained  in  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows  of 
the  Disti-ict  of  Columbia,  and  presented  to  this  Grand  Lodge  at  its  annual 
communication  of  1870,  respectfully  report :  That  immediately  after  their  ap- 
pointment, the  Grand  Secretary  notified  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows  of  their  appointment,  and  that  the  committee  was  ready 
to  meet  the  committee  appointed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows.    Several 
months  afterwards  a  meeting  of  the  committee  was  held.    At  this  meeting  it 
was  ascertained  that  similar  committees  bad  been  appointed  by  nearly  all  of 
the  organizations  of  the  District,  some  of  whom  were  present,  but  without 
accomplishing  anything  the  committees  adjourned.    One  or  two  meetings 
were  subsequently  held  with  the  same  result.    Your  committee  finally  informed 
the  committee  of  Odd  Fellows  that  they  would  decline  to  meet  in  future  with 
committees  appointed  by  other  organizations  than  their  own,  and  requested 
that  a  meeting  of  the  two  be  held  for  final  consultation.    A  meeting  was  sub- 
sequently held,  when  your  committee  requested  them  to  present  in  writing 
the  propositions  they  had  to  make  on  behalf  of  their  Grand  Lodge,  and  give 
us  some  idea  of  their  wishes.    At  a  subsequent  meeting,  the  committee  on 
the  part  of  the  Odd  Fellows  presented  to  your  committee  a  proposition  relat- 
ing entirely  to  the  mode  of  proceeding  on  funeral  occasions,  when  the  de- 
ceaBed  was  a  member  of  both  organizations,  claiming,  in  cases  where  deceased 
was  more  prominent  in  their  organization  than  in  ours,  the  right  to  take  prece- 
dence in  conducting  the  funeral  ceremonies,  as  in  such  cases,  in  their  opinion, 
the  courtesy  was  duo  to  them.    Having  considered  the  proposition,  your  com- 
^nittee  concluded  to  go  no  further  in  the  matter,  but  to  report  to  the  Grand 
Xodge,  that  in  their  opinion  the  question  of  courtesy  on  such  occasions  be- 
longs exclusively  to  the  worshipful  master  of  the  lodge  having  charge  of  the 
Xnneral,  and  wiih  whom  they  suggest  the  matter  should  be  left  entirely,  be- 
Xieving  that  the  interests  and  reputation  of  the  fraternity  will  be  protected  by 
'^em,  and  that  a  worshipful  master  is  fully  authorized  to  extend  such  courtesy 
^hen  the  circumotances  of  the  occasion  would  render  it  advisable  and  proper 
Co  do  so.

Signed  by  W.  R,  Sicgleton,  chairman,  for  the  committee,  fills  148  pages,  and 
roTiews  the  proceedings  of  41  domestic  and  9  foreign  Grand  Lodges,  in  a  re- 
markably lucid  and  able  manner.  Alabama  receives  a  fraternal  notice.  The 
address  of  our  lamontented  Grand  Master,  Brother  Chilton,  for  1870,  is  quoted 
from ;  and  very  judicious  remarks  are  made  on  the  subject  of  troublesome 
questions  propounded  to  Grand  Masters— troublesome,  because  uDnecessary, 
and,  as  the  committee  justly  observe  of  many  cases  of  appeal,  "growing  out 
of  the  manifest  ignorance,  and  sometimes  the  stupidity  and  obstinacy,  of  the 
officers  of  subordinate  lodges." 

Our  own  remarks  on  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Master  of  Iowa  touching  the 
inherent  right  of  visitation,  are  copied.  We  appreciate  highly  the  approval 
given  to  our  own  unpretending  labors— an  approval  from  that  source  being 
especially  valuable. 

Under  Arkarisas  the  committee  spring  a  nice  question,  the  Arkansas  rule 
being,  it  appears,  that  a  dimit  takes  effect  when  the  brother  receiving  it  be- 
comes  "  joined  to  any  other  lodge  of  A.  F.  and  A.  M.  duly  assembled  and  le- 
gally constituted."  Yet  Brother  Gray  says,  "  In  this  State,  (Arkansas,)  when 
the  rules  of  the  church  are  against  a  brother  belonging  to  our  fraternity,  and 
he  desires  to  withdraw,  he  is  permitted  to  do  so." 

Upon  which  Brother  Singleton  asks,  **  Do  you  give  him  a  dimit  ?  and  if  so, 
how  do  you  reconcile  this  with  the  other  rule  ?" 

We  await  Brother  Graves'  explauation. 

Under  Oohrado,  after  quoting  the  remarks  of  Brother  Greenleaf  on  the  die-* 
tinotion  between  (wtual  and  virtuid  Past  Masters,  the  conmiittee  say  : 

<*The  history  of  the  origin  and  introduction  of  the  Holy  B.  A.  into  England, 
where  it  could  only  be  conferred  upon  such  as  had  pasbcd  the  Chair,  rendered 
it  essentially  necessary,  when  that  degree  was  taken  from  its  orig^al  position 
and  made  the  last  degree  of  an  mdcpendent  body,  that  the  candidate  for  ex- 
altation should  have  been  elected  to  and  actually  preHided  in  the  O.  C.  of  K.  S. 
Of  course  wc  can  all  readily  see  that  when  the  ordinary  *  has  been  transmitted 
downwards  continually,  no  one  has  had  the  authority  to  break  the  link :  but  if 
it  is  desirable  that  this  bone  of  contention  should  be  taken  away-  and  it  does 
seem  to  ua  that  if  the  Grand  Chapters  would  instruct  their  t«ubordinate  chap- 
ters to  leave  that  link  from  the  present  *,  our  successors  can,  when  they  have 
taken  our  places — confer  the  B,  A.  upon  those  who  have  not  been  in  the  O.  C, 
Wo  see  no  other  Holution  of  this  question  but  this  :  The  degree  itself,  if  prop- 
erly conducted,  does  teach  an  important  lesson  ;  and  it  has  been  our  privilege 
to  see  the  good  effects  of  such  lessons,  but  in  the  vast  majority  of  cases  it  is 
a  farce  and  a  disgrace  to  our  chapter  work." 

On  the  same  subject,  under  head  Georgia,  the  committee  say :  '*  Let  the 
doctrine  be  well  understood,  that  once  a  mason,  always  a  mason,  and  when  an 
applicant  is  to  be  initiated,  inform  him  of  this  canon  :  and,  as  mumbership  in 
the  church  of  God  means  of  some  particular  congregation,  so  in  masonry,  in 
some  particular  lodge ;  and  that  there  are  but  two  ways  whereby  any  one  can 
get  out  of  the  lodge— death,  or  expulsion."

The  above  meets  onr  viewe,  but  it  shoold  be  generallj  promulgated  and  es- 
pecially made  known  to  every  petitioner  for  admission  into  onr  fraternity. 
Did  our  limits  permit,  we  should  gladly  copy  in  full  the  remarks  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  registers  and  certificate  system  advocated  in  some  quarters,  but  can 
only  say  that  we  fully  concur  in  the  following  :  "  Let  every  examining  commit- 
tee do  its  whole  duty,  and  the  charitv  committee  do  likewise,  and  we  fear  no 
danger  from  impostors  or  the  unworthy." 

Under  Maine,  tntiching  the  reception,  &c.,  of  a  petition,  the  committee  con- 
cludes as  follows : 

*'  When  the  applicant  is  not  eligible,  the  committee  can  so  report ,  and  a  bal- 
lot would  not  be  regular.  The  worshipful  master  should  or  would  so  decide, 
and  the  lodge  could  [should?]  by  a  vote  allow  the  petition  to  be  withdrawn. 
The  committee  are  the  proper  tribunal  to  decide  upon  eligibility.  No  injustice 
can  be  done  to  the  party,  and  the  fraternity  will  be  protected."  Ye?«,  and  our 
law9  complied  with.  Although,  so  far  as  our  experience  goes,  this  has  not 
been  the  usual  practice  in  Alabama,  it  appears  to  us  the  only  mode  of  proced- 
ure equitHble  to  all  parties. 

Under  Massachusetts  there  is  a  full  synopsis  of  points  of  interest  in  refer- 
ence to  the  establishment  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  that  State,  and  demonstrat- 
iug  the  spuriousness  of  all  claiming  to  deserve  rights  to  be  considered  masona 
from  African  or  Prince  Hall  Lodge.  The"  question  is  fully  settled,  and  here- 
after the  least  said  on  the  subject  the  better. 

Under  New  York,  notice— too  much,  in  our  opinion— is  taken  of  the  '*  fanat- 
ical ravings  of  some— bigots,"  and  some  of  another  sort,  on  the  subject  of  ma- 
'sonry.    Let  fools  alone.  Brother  Sidgleton.  * 

Under  Ohio,  the  committee  answer  fceUngly,  but  with  admirable  temper  and 
discretion,  certain  comments,  and  we  must  say,  inconsiderate  inuendos,  in  re- 
gard to  the  burial  of  a  Brother  liCwis,  made  a  mason  in  New  York,  against  the 
wishes  of  the  brethren  of  the  District.  The  action  of  the  latter  throughout 
was  commendable,  and  their  final  act  proves  them  fully  imbued  with  the  prin- 
ciples of  masonic  charity. 

Brother  Matchell :  with  due  deference,  we  must  say  that  you  were  wrong, 
but  do  not  think  that  you  will  allow  yourself  to  remain  so  long  after  your 
error  is  pointed  out. 

We  must  quit  this  most  interesting  report  at  once,  or  there  is  no  telling  how 
much  more  we  might  have  to  write  about  it.

The  Grand  MaBter's  address  is  a  neat  synopsiB  of  the  aims  of  specnlatire 
masonry. 

We  quote  the  following  relatire  to  two  applications  "to  spread  the  ballot 
anew  in  the  case  of  rejected  applicant^/'  commendiog  both  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Master  and  his  remarks,  as  we  hold  that,  of  all  men,  masons  should 
hold  it  their  imperative  duty  to  do  right  to  all  men,  and  to  repair  an  error  in- 
advertently committed.    He  sa}  s : 

'*Itwas  with  much  hesitation  that  I  gn*fti>ted  these  requests,  bnt  in  each 
case  it  appeared  that  but  a  single  black  ball  appeared  when  the  ballot  was 
taken,  and  that  at  a  subsequent  meeting  a  brother  had  stated  that  he  had  cast 
the  black  ball  in  consequence  of  wrong  impressions,  or  being  deceived  in  the 
character  of  the  petitioner,  and  that  a  subsequent  investigation  had  satisfied 
the  objecting  brother  that  he  had  done  an  unintentional  wrong  which  he  de- 
sired to  repair,  and  I  felt  fully  satisfied  that  if  the  authority  of  the  Grand 
Master  can  ever  be  exercised  in  this  jurisdiction,  these  were  proper  cases  to 
exercise  it  in." 

QUIBSa 

The  Grand  Master  does  not  recommend  the  recognition  of  Quebec. 

He  decides  that  "  after  a  candidate  has  been  duly  elected  to  take  a  degree  he 
should  not  be  estopped  for  light  reasons,  and  the  lodge  has  a  right  to  hear 
and  consider  the  reasons  and  decide  whether  they  are  sufficient.** 

We  notice  nothing  in  the  decisions  which  calls  for  comment. 

FOBSIGN  OOBigSSPONDEKOB. 

Report  of  committee  51  pages,  carefully  reviewing  proceedings  of  43  Grand 
Lodges,  Alabama  among  the  number. 

The  committee  object  to  the  Alabama  decision  thai  "neither  of  the  first 
three  officers  of  a  lodge  can  dimit  during  the  term  for  which  he  has  been  in- 
stalled,** saying  : 

<*  If  the  master  or  warden  of  a  lodge  in  Montgomery  remove  during  his  term 
to  Key  West,  we  think  thoy  may  as  well  let  him  have  a  dimit,  and  thereby  en- 
able him  to  take  his  membership  along  with  him  where  he  may  bo  useful,  and 
Montgomery  has  to  do  without  him  anyhow.'* 

We  take  it  that  our  brother  of  Florida  has  the  weight  of  masonic  precedent 
and  authority  against  him,  however  plausible  his  argument  may  seem. 

The  committee  says  of  our  M.  W.  Grand  Master  Joseph  H.  Johnson,  that 
his  "excellent  address  presents  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  mantle  of  his 
honored  and  lamented  predecessor  is  worthily  worn.** 

In  answer  to  the  committeo*s  assertion  on  the  254th  page  on  the  Quebec 
question,  that  they  had  failed  to  diecuver  the  reasons  of  our  reported  resolu- 
tion, we  refer  the  committee  to  their  own  statement,  page  353,  that  recogni- 
tion wa«  recommended  by  us  the  year  previous,  **  for  reasons  given  in  the 
committee  report  of  Louisianii,**  and  to  what  wo  actually  did  say  in  uur  report, 
page  126  of  Alabama  proceedings.  **  While  we  would  not  darken  counsel**  by 
any  diction  of  our  own,  yet  we  were  entitled  to  an  opinion,  **  we  would  rejoice

to  see  our  oontending  brethren  snbniit  in  good  faith  their  diflisrence  to  some 
impartial  masonic  umpire." 

Under  ArkansaSy  quoting  decision  of  Grand  Master  Wm.  D.  Blocker,  "  Upon 
application  for  adyancement,  the  question  of  proficiency  ought  to  be  settled 
before  the  brother  is  subjected  to  the  secret  ballot,**  the  committee  say,  *'  cor- 
rect ;  and  if  brethren  are  not  satisfied  with  it,  they  should  not  hesitate  to  say 
so.** 

This  is  not  the  rule  and  custom,  yet  we  are  not  prepared  to  say  that  it 
should  not  be. 

Quoting  the  New  Jersey  decision  that,  *'If  a  member  objects  to  initiation 
after  a  clear  ballot,  at  which  he  refused  to  vote,  the  validity  of  his  objection 
may  be  inquired  into,**  the  committee  very  properly  say :  "  We  simply  ask  by 
what  right  did  he  refuse  to  vote,  aye,  and  what  was  the  worshipful  master 
thinking  of  when  he  allowed  him  to  refuse,  or  even  to  neglect  to  vote  ?** 

We  confess  to  a  liking  for  the  style  of  the  report  of  the  committee,  which  is 
still  in  many  respects  sui  generis.

Tlie  address  of  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  Samuel  Lawrence  is  chiefly 
composed  of  his  official  acts.    Of  masonry  he  says : 

' '  I  am  gratified  with  the  evidence  I  meet  on  all  sides — in  the  addresses  of 
Grand  Masters,  the  discourses  of  orators,  the  reports  of  committees  on  for- 
eign correspondence — of  the  growing  sentiment  of  the  fraternity  in  this  di- 
rectioQ.  The  old  mistake,  or  at  least  confused  idea  of  the  objects  of  freema- 
sonry is  nearly  passed  away,  and  the  light  is  being  seen  and  acknowledged  by 
the  brethren,  and  by  the  world,  in  its  brightness,  and  in  its  fullness,  and  in  its 
truth.  No  longer  do  men  point  to  our  institution  as  a  more  social,  or  even 
eleemosynary  society,  but  recojgnize  and  own  in  it  far  nobler  and  grander  ob- 
jects— objects,  in  the  attainment  of  which  all  those  are  added.  It  should  be 
our  pride,  my  brethren,  to  be  privileged  to  contribute  to  this  result.** 

DISPENSATIONS. 

Two  dispensations  issued — one  to  pass  and  raise  out  of  time ;  oneto  raise 
oot  of  time. 

As  usual,  we  must  condemn  the  issuance  of  dispensations  setting  aside  the 
time  required  by  the  by-laws  of  subordinate  lodges.     Such  hurried  masonry

is  worthless  to  the  posdessor,  and  io  the  end  results  in  no  good  to  the  frater- 
nity. 
Dispensations  to  hold  elections,  three. 

UECTUBES  ON  MASONIC  SUBJECTS. 

During  the  year  the  Grand  Master  delivered  lectores  to  several  lodges  on 
the  following  subjects :  **  On  the  Duties  and  Dangers  of  a  New  Lodge,**  **  Fu- 
neral Emblems,  *' All-seeing  Eye,*'  and  the  "Obligations.'*  Lectures  up  on 
such  subjects  to  the  fraternity  assembled,  by  so  able  and  so  good  a  mason  as 
Most  Worshipful  Samuel  Lawrence,  cannot  but  be  productive  of  good.  It 
would  be  well  if  Grand  Masters  of  other  Grand  Jurisdictions  would  follow  tho 
example  set  by  the  Grand  Master  of  Georgia. 

DECISIONS. 

The  Grand  Master  overrides  decision  of  Past  Grand  Master  Rockwell,  and 
decides  a  brother  ineUgiblc  to  the  office  of  worshipful  master  who  has  not 
served  as  warden. 

Again,  he  sets  aside  the  ruling  of  the  Past  Grand  Master,  and  rules  that 
"grand  officers  can,  in  vacation  of  the  Grand  Lodge,**  serve  ''as  officers  in 
subordinate  lodges.** 

Again,  "  masters  and  past  masters  must  be  tried  by  a  jury  of  past  masters.^ 

Again,  a  brother  objecting  to  a  visitor  must  object  in  person,  and  not  by 
proxy. 

Again,  "  One  ballot  more  than  the  number  of  brethren  voting  appearing  in 
the  box,  and  there  being  only  one  black  ball  against  the  candidate,  the  ballot 
may  be  retaken,  though  declared,  the  fact  being  discovered  after  it  was  de- 
clared.** 

We  take  no  issue  with  the  Grand  Master  upon  his  rulings,  believing  them  to 
be  in  accordance  wfth  masonic  law  and  usage,  except  that  we  think  the  four 
first  officers  of  a  Grand  Lodge  should  not  hold  office  in  a  subordinate  lodge. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  exhibits  the  fact  that  he  has  a  zealous, 
active,  watchful  eye  over  the  craft. 

Reports  of  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  show  the  fraternity  to  be  in  a 
highly  prodperous  oonditicm.  These  reports  also  show  great  zeal,  energy  and 
labor  performed  by  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters.

The  Grand  Master  congratulateH  his  brethren  on  the  season  of  uninterrupted 
prosperity  enjoyed  since  last  annual  communication. 

The  death  of  Past  Grand  Master  William  Sheets  is  spoken  of  in  feeling  and 
approDriate  terms,  in  conjunction  with  a  synopsis  of  his  connection  with  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  other  particulars. 

He  recommends  amendment  of  the  Rules  of  the  Grand  Lodge  "  so  as  to  re- 
quire the  petitioners  fur  a  new  lodge  to  present  their  dimits  at  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  same ;"  thus  making  it  conform  to  the  Alabama  Rule, 

DBCISIONS. 

Decided  that  "seven  members  of  a  lodge  were  required  to  be  present  to 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.** 

Under  the  regulations  of  this  (Indiana)  6rand  Lodge,  *'a  petitioner  who 
has  been  rejected  may  again  petition  at  any  staled  meeting  of  the  lodge.*' 

The  Grand  Master  recommends  that  *'  the  lodge  so  rejecting  shall  not  be 
permitted  to  again  receive  and  act  upon  hif  petition  in  less  time  than  six 
months  from  the  date  of  his  rejection." 

The  Alabama  Rule  requires  twelve  months. 

JUBISPBUDENCE. 

The  committee  on  Jurisprudence  reported  that  it  was  not  necessary  to 
amend  the  Rule  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  believing  that  the  first  point  was  suffl- 
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ciently  proyided,  and  that  the  iteoond  was  a  matter  to  bo  proyided  for  by  the 
by-laws  of  the  subordinate  lodges,  each  for  itself. 
The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted, 

.  fOBEiaif  OORBEBFOMDKKCE. 

The  report  reviews  proceedings  of  some  46  Grand  Lodges,  Alabama  reeeiT- 
ing  a  brief  fraternal  notice.    The  committee  approves  of  our  own  report. 

The  hardly  ftratemal  allnsion  to  the  action  of  Indiana,  made  by  the  com- 
mittee on  Correspondence  of  Conneoticnt  anent  the  Qaebec  imbrogiio,  is 
taken  to  heart  by  our  brethren  censored.  Their  defense,  or  retort,  is  a  very 
good  one,  save  its  length.  Fonr  lines  would  have  sufficed  for  a  reply,  better 
than  four  pages. 

The  report,  which  is  a  very  well  condensed  one,  is  signed,  J.  Cavan,  chair- 
man.

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  address,  like  most,  if  not  all  Grand  Masters  of 
Northern  juriedictions,  has  cause  to  congratulate  his  biethren  on  the  tempo- 
ral blessings  that  they  enjoy  so  plenteously.  We  are  glad  that  it  is  so ;  but 
how  great  the  contrast  with  our  own  impoverished  land,  devastated  by  war, 
ruined  and  robbed  by  unpriucij^ed  adventurers,  groaning  under  the  heavy 
hand  of  oppression,  and  finding  no  word  of  cheer  or  sympathy  spoken  in  our 
behalf  f re  m  any  source  1 

We  extract  the  following  from  the  address,  as  creditable  to  the  head  and 
heart  of  Brother  Waters  : 

"  I  have  endeavored  to  do  my  duty.  Sincerely  distrustful  of  my  own  ca- 
pacity as  a  law-maker,  I  have  chosen  to  stand  upon  the  law  already  made, 
whenever  I  could  find  it ;  and  equally  doubtful  of  my  ability  as  a  jurist,  I  have 
adopted  the  decisions  of  my  preaccessors,  or  the  rulings  of  thn  Grand  Lodge, 
when  I  conld  find  them ;  or,  if  they  were  not  available,  then  the  decisions  of 
some  other  Grand  Lodge  which  appeared  to  me  least  objectionable  on  the 
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score  of  Jnatioe  and  practical  common  seme.  In  a  word,  I  hare  had  little 
ambition  to  make  a  name  as  a  maaonic  jorist,  or  as  the  disoorerer  of  new 
principles  in  jariaprndence*  If  I  have  had  any  ambition,  it  has  been  to  pro- 
mote peace  and  good  will  among  the  brethren,  to  heal  strife,  to  incolcate  a 
study  of  the  law  as  it  is,  and  obedience  to  its  maxims.  If  I  have  succeeded 
in  this,  I  have  accomplished  what  I  most  ardently  desired." 

The  Grand  Master  rendered  a  number  of  decisions,  most  of  which  are  on 
well  oetUed  points,  and  none  of  which  do  we  see  reason  for  commenting  on. 

yOB£ION  CORBESPOMDENCB. 

The  committee  explain  that  they  were  all  the  time  joking  with  Brother 
Dawkins,  of  Florida — which  we  are  glad  to  learn.  A  note  to  that  eflfect,  made 
at  the  time,  would  have  saved  us  the  error  of  taking  it  for  earnest.  As  to  the 
"  Colored  Qrand  Lodge'*  the  committee  speaks  about,  as  we  don't  know  of  the 
existence  of  any  such  a  thing,  we  prefer  to  drop  the  subject  entirely.  We 
must  hope  that  things  are  not  as  bad  in  New  Jersey  as  it  is  intimated,  and 
without  further  knowledge  accept  as  correct  the  Qrand  Master's  express  state- 
ment that  the  lodge  referred  to  **  has  not  violated  any  landmark."  That's  the 
how.  Brother  Taylor. 

Commenting  on  the  report  of  a  committee  (District  of  Columbia,)  appointed 
to  confer  with  a  similar  committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Odd  Fellowr  on  the 
subject  of  burials — said  committee  reporting  that  in  their  opinion  '*  the  ques- 
tion of  courtesy  on  such  occasions  belongs  exclusively  to  the  worshipful  mas- 
ter of  the  lodge  having  charge,'' &c.--tlie  Iowa  committee  say:  *' Our  own 
ideas  on  this  subject  are,  if  a  mason  requests  a  masonic  burial,  let  it  be  ma- 
wonic ;  if  he  wishes  to  be  buried  by  some  other  order  or  secret  society,  let 
them  do  it ;  but  masonr}  knows  of  no  such  thing  as  a  mired  commission," 
Correct. 

We  agree  with  the  opinion  given  under  Nebraska^  that  "  if  the  Grand  Lodge 
reverses  the  action  of  a  subordinate  lodgo,  it  does  amount  to  saying,  *  You 
were  all  wrong— your  action  wrong — therefore,  null  and  void.'" 

We  agree,  too,  that  a  master  mason's  lodge  can  know  nothing  of  Boyal  Arch 
masonry. 

Quoting  the  following  from  Wisconsin  : 

"  'While  I  find  the  members  of  the  craft  m%de  and  advanced  in  this  jurisdic- 
tion are  bright  as  Entered  Apprentice  and  Fellow  Craft,  many  of  them  are 
very  dull  as  Master  Masons,  I  therefore  recommend  that  a  regulation  be 
adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  requiring  all  who  are  raised  in  this  jurisdiction 
to  pass  an  examination  in  open  lodge  on  the  Master  Mason's  degree.' 

**  Not  one  mason  in  a  dozen,  we  venture  to  say — ^yea,  not  one  in  a  hundred — 
is  as  bright  in  the  master  mason's  degree  as  they  are  in  the  two  preceding, 
which  is  all  wrong,  of  course ;  for  how  can  they  practice  their  duties,  or  obey 
their  obligations,  as  master  masons,  when  ignorant  of  them  ?  We  are  afraid, 
however,  that  a  law  requiring  examinations  in  open  lodge,  would  not  mend 
the  matter  much."

ILLINOIS— 1871. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  DoWitt  C.  Cregier  is  a  well  digested  business 
document,  chiefly  devoted  to  questions  relating  to  Illinois,  but  containing 
some  of  general  interest  to  the  craft. 

We  quote  the  following : 

*'It  may  not  be  amiss  to  say  here  that  brethren  should  not  carry  into  the 
lodge  every  imaginary  wrong,  or  matter  of  a  trivial  character,  which  affects 
them  only  individually.  Our  discipUnary  code  is  not  intended  to  fpcu,iity  a 
spirit  of  private  pique  or  revenge,  but,  on  the  contrary,  it  id  intended  to  pro- 
tect and  preserve  the  good  name  of  masonry.  Unless  this  bo  the  object  to  be 
accomplished,  then  it  were  far  better,  as  a  rule,  that  brethren  should  sacrifice 
their  personal  feelings,  and  thereby  avail  themselves,  their  lodge,  and  fre- 
quently the  reputation  of  the  fraternity  in  their  midst." 

A  good  subject  for  comment  by  Grand  Masters  at  all  times  and  in  every 
locality. 

THE  BIOHT  OF  BEJECTION, 

He  says,  **  presents  itself  under  throe  heads,  viz : 

"  Ist.  The  right  of  a  member  of  a  particular  lodge  to  object  to  the  initioHon 
therein  of  a  profane. 

*'2d.  The  right  of  a  member  of  a  particular  lodge  to  object  to  the  advance- 
ment thciein  of  a  Brother. 

"  3d.  The  right  of  an  ajfiliated  master  mason  to  object  to  the  inilicUian  or 
advancement  of  a  candidate  m  a  lodge  o(  which  he  is  iwt  a  member, 

'*Upou  the  first,  it  is  conceded  that  tlie  right  of  a  member  of  a  particular 
lodge  to  object  to  the  initiation  therein  of  a  profane  is  absolute,  either  before 
or  after  election.  Upon  the  t<econd  point,  we  have  for  our  government  section 
45  of  By-Laws,  which,  by  a  fair  interpretation,  provides  for  the  exorcise  of  the 
right  when  "good  reaftous"  therefor  are  given.  Upon  the  the  third  point  our 
laws  are  silent,  and  opinions  differ." 

The  above  i»  lucidly  stated,  but  we  do  not  understand  the  force  of  affiliated 
in  tlie  third  clause,  a8  applied  to  a  brother  a  member  of  another  lodge. 

DECISIONS. 

Thirty- three  in  number,  of  which  we  notice  none  to  object  to.    In  a  point  or 
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two  in  which  there  may  be  a  difference  from  oar  own  practice,  the  reason  ie 
probably  found  to  be  in  local  by-laws,  not  in  any  yariance  from  the  established 
laws,  customs,  or  landmarks  of  masonry. 

COMMITTEE  ON  JUBISPBUDENCE. 

"Rev.  T.  T.  Allen,  a  member  of  Jerusalem  Temple  Lodge  No.  90,  claimed 
exemption  for  non-payment  of  dues,  upon  the  ground  that  by  usage,  and  prac- 
tically in  law,  clergymen  are  exempt  from  the  payment  of  dues.  Your  com- 
mittee are  of  opinion  that  the  usage  is  a  mere  matter  of  comity,  in  no  sense 
binding,  and  that  no  clergyman  ohd  claim  exemption  from  the  payment  of 
dues,  unless  by  the  authr»ri:y  of  express  law." 

To  which  we  would  add  tiiat  usage  is  considered  by  many  as  of  vorydoubt- 
fnl  utility,  as  many  object  to  the  recognition  of  any  priyilcged  class  in  ma- 
sonry. 

FOBEIGN    00BBE8P0MDENCE. 

The  committee  explain  the  difficulties  under  which  they  labored  in  making 
out  tb'  ir  report,  having  lost  many  volumes  of  transactions  by  fire ;  their  re- 
port, however,  shows  how  capable  they  are  of  surmounting  difficulties.  The 
proceedings  of  Alabama  for  1870  are  reviewed  very  fully  and  ftatemaliy.  Of 
the  fifiy-five  decisions  made  by  the  Grand  Master,  the  committee  say  '*all 
evince  a  keen  perception  on  his  part  of  the  points  at  issae." 

The  committee  say,  **  We  infer  some  laxity  of  sentiment  in  Ala^  ama  %bout . 
the  Fecresy  and  sanctity  of  the  ballot,  from  the  fact  that  he  found  it  necessary 
to  decide  that  *a  member  voting  against  a  candidate  for  the  second  or  third 
degree,  is  not  bound  to  prefer  charges  against  the  petitioner ;'  and  also,  that 
*H  lodge  is  not  bound  to  prefer  charges  against  a  brother  who  petitions  for 
affiliation  and  is  rejected  bv  it.*  We  don't  know  what  he  means  by  adding, 
'This  is  a  matter  for  the  exercise  of  the  sound  discretion  of  the  lodge.'  The 
rejection  of  a  brother's  petition  for  affiliation  not  only  does  not  impair,  but 
docs  not  even  impugn  bis  standing." 

Perfectly  correct,  but  the  stHtemont  of  Grand  Mhster  Chilton  does  not  ap- 
pear to  us  difficult  to  be  understood.  It  the  members  know  of  any  reason 
whr  charges  should  be  preferred,  then  they  should  prefer  ihem  ;  otherwise, 
not.  This  is  a  matter  for  the  exercise  of  sound  discretion,  but  it  is  not  nec- 
essary that  a  member  should  have  any  sucl^  reason  to  give  him  the  right  to 
cast  a  black  ball. 

Of  our  own  labors  they  say,  "The  report  on  CJorrespondence,  written  by 
Brother  RichHrd  F.  Knott,  is  a  model  of  fraternal  courtesy.  His  selections 
are  made  with  disrrimi nation,  and  not  merely  for  padding ;  his  comments 
breathe  the  true  temper  of  masonry,  while  his  opinions  on  controverted  points 
evince  good  judgment  and  familiarity  with  law  and  ueage." 

On  Brother  Scot's  decision  we  do  mean  a  member  of  the  lodge : 

"  He  questions  the  correctness  of  Brother  Scot's  decision,  that '  ihe  mere 
objection  of  a  brother  present,  without  reason  satisfactory  to  the  master  of  the 
iodije^  will  not  justify  such  denial '  (of  the  right  of  visitation).    If  by  *  brother 
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present,'  ie  meant  a  member  of  the  lodge,  we  certainly  agree  with  Brother 
Knott." 

Under  Oonnedicutt  on  the  aubjefit  of  atriking  from  the  roll  for  non- payment 
of  dnes,  the  committee  say  "  that  the  stataa  of  a  brother  so  sitnated  la 
that  of  a  non-affiliated  mason,  who  can  only  become  a  member  of  a  lodge  by 
petition  and  nnanimoaa  ballot,  is,  to  our  mind,  conclusive  against  the  practice 
of  summarily  striking  from  the  rolL"  With  which,  and  what  follows,  we  fully 
agree,  though  striking  from  the  roll  by  "writing  opposite  the  name,  sus- 
pended," is  the  practice  in  Alabama. 

Under  Iowa  :  **  On  enquiry,  n  was  decided  that  Chapter  Past  Matters-htiYB 
no  recog^tion  in  a  lodge  of  actual  Past  Masters,  except  that  of  a  seat  therein." 
Bay  the  committee .  "  Manifestly ,  none  but  an  actual  Past  Master  can  qualify 
a  master  sleet  for  the  chair.  To  our  befogged  comprehension,  however,  it  is 
difficult  to  see  just  where  the  line  runs  between  the  passive  action  of  assistance 
of  looking  on,  and  the  active  assistance  of  lending  a  hand." 

Neither  can  we  see  it. 

The  report  is  signed,  Joseph  Bobbins,  for  the  committee.

The  Grand  Master,  in  the  exordium  of  his  excellent  address,  says  : 

"  The  year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  marked  prosperity  in  this  our  young 
State.  Population  has  poured  in  on  every  side,  and,  though  vastly  greater 
than  at  our  last  assembling,  our  products  are  amply  sufficient  to  meet  every 
want,  if  judiciously  used,  and  leave  a  surplus  to  supply  the  pressing  needs  of 
the  older  States.  The  laws  have  been  enforce  d  without  resort  to  military  co* 
ercion ;  a  higher  regard  for  human  life,  a  better  moral  tone,  and  a  profounder 
love  of  humanity  may  be  noticed  on  every  side.  Our  star  rises  higher  and 
higher  as  the  months  come  and  go.  Be  it  ours  to  watch  its  upward  course, 
and  with  it  rise  or  with  it  fall.  But  fall  we  shall  not,  if  our  faith  be  well 
founded,  if  we  wisely  avail  our^olves  of  the  light  and  forces  at  our  command. 
No  untoward  sign  blots  our  sky,  but  everywhere  tokens  of  happiness  bid  us 
anticipate  the  contingencies  of  the  future,  aud  provide  for  its  wants. 

DI8PEN8ATIOKS. 

Nineteen  dispensations  for  the  formation  of  now  lodges  were  issued  during 
the  year. 
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DECISIONS. 


We  insert  six  of  the  thirteen  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master,  with  a  few 
comments  of  onr  own.  The  others  are  well  settled  as  masonic  law  in  the 
State  of  Alabama. 

let.  **  A  certificate  or  dimit  from  a  military  lodge  as  to  good  standing,  Ac, 
is  not  admissible  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction.  The  applicant  should  first  be 
formally  healed  before  ho  can  be  admitted  into  a  lodge  as  a  visitor.** 

4th  "  I  am  of  the  opinion  a  lod^e  has  the  right  to  extend  the  honors  of  a 
masonic  burial  to  a  deceased  brother,  known  to  the  Lodge  to  be  in  good 
standing,  though  not  afiUiated  at  the  time  of  his  death  with  any  lodge. 

"There  is,**  adds  the  Grand  Master,  "  difference  of  opinion  on  this  ques- 
tion. Humanity  requires,  if  there  be  room  for  doubt,  that  we  take  such  » 
course  that  our  error,  if  we  err,  be  in  the  right  direction." 

Which  reason  we  hold  should  bo  concludive  with  masons,  were  there  none 
others  to  bo  urged  or  alleged.  While  we  condemn  non-cifflUation,  we  do  con- 
tend that  it  IS  not  a  crime  of  such  magnitude  as  to  be  a  bar  against  masonio 
burial. 

6th.  '*  A  master  mason  who  signed  a  petition  for  a  dispensation  to  form  % 
new  lodge,  and  failed  to  produce  a  dimit,  and  the  recommending  lodge  neg- 
lects to  demand  it,  may,  at  the  organization  under  the  charter,  if  one  is 
granted,  become  a  charter  member  by  producing  a  dimit.  Not  otherwise,  nn- 
1688  he  petition.** 

Which  is  not  quite  clear  to  us.  Should  wo  read  **  if  one  had  been  grtnted," 
ioatead  of  "  if  one  is,"  (&o.,  &c.,  we  should  not  be  in  doubt. 

12th.  "  Under  our  rogulatiuns,  no  lodge  can  be  opened  and  business  trans- 
acted, such  as  balloting,  &c.,  &c.,  with  a  less  number  than  seven  master  ma- 
sons and  members  of  the  lodge." 

The  <t€.  is  rather  indefinite.  This  question  is  not  fully  settled,  we  bolieve, 
in  all  jurisdictions. 

13th.  **Tho  Grand  Master  may  have  the  power  and  authority  under  oiir  reg- 
ulations and  usages  to  grant  special  dispensations  to  set  aside  a  positive  law. 
1  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the  exercise  of  such  power  and  authority 
would  be  fraught  with  many  evil  consequences.**

"New  York  complains  that  ber  juriediclional  rlRhts  hare  been  inTaded,  and 
in  that  case  thu  psrtj'  vtaa  eipelled  for  grosslj'  deceiving  the  Grand  LodRG  of 
UUnoia.  Miaaoori  claims  (hat  her  JDriedictional  territory  has  beeo  ioTaded, 
and  aaka  Illin<>ia  to  make  amenda  for  the  tregpaas.

Miaaonri 
elailDB  that  the  brother  in  qnrstion  waa  a  reaideol  of  Biiita  Fe.  under  the  Jn- 
riadlclion  of  Uontezuma  Lodge,  and  that  he  recdied  the  degreea  in  HI.  Nebo 
Lodge,  at  rarlinville,  llliDois,  and  in  cause qucnce  proiiiintice  him  a  ('landcl^- 
tioe  nufon.  lUinoIa  olaimx  him  a  reiiideiit  of  Carliunlle,  and  that  Csihnville 
had  the  right  to  confer  the  degrees,  snd  JiistiHes  the  lodge  in  doing  so.  They 
tUta  hold  that,  whether  or  not  tliey  did  baTe  the  right,  it  could  not  nSect  the 
Standing  of  the  part;  on  whom  the  degrees  were  conferred.  A  rtgular  lodge 
cannot  do  danileititie  work"  land  ao  ea;  wc),  add  the  committee. 

Ditto  from  ua,  though  resoluliona  of  our  own  Grand  Lodge  go  to  the  con- 
trary. It  appears  to  ni.  that  In  auch  and  aimihtt  cases,  if  (be  irregularity  oc- 
eorroil  through  fraud  on  the  part  of  the  neir-aiade  brother,  he  shootd  be  put 
on  trial  aud  expelled  Tor  unmasonic  conduct.  If  from  ignorance  or  other 
cause  not  of  criminal  natnre,  the  brother  might  ($hoiiUl,  perbapa)  be  aue- 
pended  fi  om  the  benefits  of  masonry  until  duly  and  formally  healed. 

Under  LovitUma,  the  committee  criticise  ihe  deciaion  ihat  the  loss  of  an 
eye  is  oot  a  disqusUficslion,  the  oandidale  being  able  to  see  well  wiib  theother, 
saying  :  "  Don't  iet  yonr  aympath;  lead  you  astray,  Brother  Todd.  It  is  a  du- 
tormity,  and  a  serious  one,  too.  While  we  protend  10  have  a  Ixw  let  uaobe;it 
to  the  ver;  letter,  and  in  doing  so  avoid  all  posBibilit;  of  censure." 

Well,  Brother  Carr,  what  would  you  say  to  a  canrlidate  who  waa  very  near- 
sighted, or  to  OQO  wbo  could  not  see,  or  very  impcrtcctly,  witiioatglBSS(«? 
Shall  the  letter  kill  the  spirit  in  masonry  as  it  dovs  in  other  thioga? 

Order  head  AW  Jfrtfy,  the  committee  agree  with  as  that  a  "  brother  re- 
fnaJng  to  vote  (ballot)  should  have  charges  preferred  againut  him  far  refUH- 
Ingi"  and  after  a  brief  bat  conclusive  argument,  add,  "  conipi'l  the  brother  to 
oaat  tbo  tiailol,  or  consider  the  applicant  rejected  and  return  him  the  fee,  and 
prefer  ehargett  against  tho  brother  for  contumacy." 

xhe  com mitleu alio  agree  with  us  on  the  doclsion  that  "It  is  unmasonic  tor 
a  masoD  to  vote  sgainat  a  candidate  simply  on  the  request  of  a  brother  ma- 
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The  report,  a  yerj  able-  one,  from  which  we  ehoald  quote  further  did  our 
liinits  allow  it,  is  etgned  by  a  yery  worthy  and  modest  brother  whom,  in  defer- 
erenoe  to  his  expressed  wish,  we  shall  designate  merely  as  "plain"  fi.  T.  Carr, 
chairman  of  committee.

From  the  yery  able  address  of  the  Grand  Master  we  extract  as  follows : 

"The  entered  apprentice,  fellow-craft  and  master  mason  degrees,  all  taken 
together,  make  up  blue  lodge  masonry,  and  constitute  the  corner-stone  and 
foundation  of  the  universal  temple— of  that  living  moral  structure  in  the 
building  of  which  material  is  obtained  from  every  sect,  party,  position,  nation 
and  division,  potentates  and  peasants,  men  in  authority  and  men  who  never 
did  and  never  will  hold  office,  the  poor  and  the  rich,  the  humble  and  the  high, 
the  uncultivated  and  the  polishe  d,  the  only  distinction  being  in  the  moral  and 
mental  qualities  of  the  individual,  none  in  regard  to  his  station  in  life,  or  his 
relation  to  others  :  the  attributes  of  those  degrees  bring  forth  and  elucidate 
the  honor  and  purity  of  the  entered  apprentice,  the  diligence,  assiduity  and 
scientific  love  of  the  fellow-craft,  the  truth,  fidelity  and  andent  landmarks  of 
the  master  mason. 

(«(*    •    *    No  devious  step  leads  to  the  hallo w'd  shrine, 
Where  wisdom  from  her  jewel'd  breast 
Dispenses  light  divine/ 

"  The  worshipers  at  that  shrine,  as  an  organization,  are  without  territorial 
possession,  have  been  gathered  from  the  four  quarters  of  the  world  ;  they  are 
together  for  mutual  improvement,  are  taught  to  meet  on  the  level  and  learn 
the  lesson  of  love,  that  a  brother  can  be  found  in  the  Jew  and  Gentile,  Turk 
and  Christian ;  they  have  no  coercive  political  power ;  morality  and  virtue  are 
the  executive  officers  whose  zeal  and  ftdelitj  have  enabled  them  to  survive  the 
wreck  of  mighty  empires,  and  present  a  proud  contrast  with  the  nations  that 
flourished  when  the  Order  was  in  its  infancy,  and  now  in\he  continued  but 
later  days  of  its  glory,  they  are  almost  without  token  of  remembrance." 

On  the  subject  of  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues : 

"  In  a  recent  instance  the  senior  warden,  preparatory  to  making  his  report, 

whether  or  not  all  present  were  qualified  to  remain,  requested  me  to  inform 

him  what  he  was  to  say  to  suspended  members,  and  upon  being  interrogated, 

stated  further  that  there  were  twenty-one  then  present  masonically  clothed 
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who  bad  been  Bnepended  for  non-payment  of  dnee.  Yea,  saspended  becanse 
of  an  ineicQyabJe  failure  to  contribute  the  small  amount  required  from  each 
towards  the  support  of  the  lodge,  and  possessing  so  little  self-respect  as  to 
intrude  where  they  were  not  lawfully  authorized  to  enter.  Where  there  is  pe- 
cuniary ability  to  pay,  and  it  is  refused,  the  transgressor  is  wholly  unworthy 
of  masonic  respect  er  companionship,  and  in  flagrant  Instances  justifies  so- 
cial non-intercourse.  Before  suspension  is  ordered,  proper  notice  must  be 
given  and  action  had  as  required  by  the  constitution ;  that  notice  should  be 
certainly  given  to  all  concerned,  and  the  lodges  and  officers  of  lodges  who 
fail  to  exclude  suspended  members  from  mas  nic  service  are  justly  liable  and 
should  he  proceeded  against  tor  unmasonic  conduct ;  and  here  we  have  addi- 
tional reasons  for  h  minute  investigation  of  the  character  of  every  applicant 
forinitittion." 

Forcible  as  is  the  Grand  Master's  argument  about  the  **  objections  made 
from  time  to  time  against  secret  societies  in  general,  and  frepmasonry  in  par- 
ticular,'* we  should  prefer  to  see  the  subject  universally  passed  over  unno- 
ticed. 

A  number  of  decisions  are  reported,  none  of  which  appear  to  us  unusual  or 
requiring  comment. 

We  give  the  following  in  full,  it  being,  if  not  of  general  interest,  evidently 
80  to  jurisdictions  bordering  on  the  two  mentioned  in  the  report,  nnd  it  is  not 
improbable  from  similar  action  elsewhere  that  it  may  become  a  general 
custom : 

'*  Brother  McCorkle,  from  a  special  committee  on  so  much  of  the  Grand 
Master's  Address  as  refers  to  *  Territorial  Encroachments,*  made  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  concurred  in,  and  the  resolut  ouk  accompanying  it  were 
adopted,  viz ; 

**Tbe  special  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Address  of 
the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  as  relates  to  *  Territorial  Encroachments,'  have  con- 
sidered the  subject,  and  submit  the  following  as  the  result  of  their  cundu- 
aions: 

"  WhUe  the  committee  are  of  opinion  that,  as  a  general  rule.  State  lines 
should  control  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  subordmate  lodges,  yet.  in 
consideration  of  the  fact  that  many  years  ago  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ten- 
nessee adopted  an  edict  by  which  it  concedes  to  the  lodges  in  all  the  adjoin- 
ing States  upon  its  borders  the  right  of  receiving  and  initiating  citizens  of 
that  State  whose  residences  shall  be  nearer  such  lodges  than  to  any  lodge  in 
Tennessee  ;  and  as  under  th  s  action  many  of  the  lodges  in  Kentucky  have 
received  petitions  from  and  made  masons  of  citizens  of  Tennessee,  and  as  a 
reciprocal  arrangement  upon  such  a  basis  seems  equitable,  and  will  accom- 
modate those  residing  upon  the  borders,  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolutions : 

*'l.  That  any  vir  lation  of  territorial  jurisdiction  heretofore  committed  by 
lodges  on  the  borders  of  the  two  States  be  not  inquired  into,  and  no  further 
action  upon  that  subject  be  taken. 

**2.  That  this  Grand  Lodge  concedes  to  the  lodges  in  Tennesse*  the  right 
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of  reoeiTing  petitions  from  and  making  masons  of  citizens  of  this  State  re- 
siding on  our  borders,  whose  residenoe  sIihII  be  nearer  saoh  lodge  than  to  any 
lodge  in  Kentucky." 

JUBISPBUDENCE. 

The  Oonmiittee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  report  that 

"  When  charges  are  preferred  agHinst  a  bmther  in  a  subordinate  lodge  for 
nnmnsonic  conduct,  and  on  trial  thereof  ho  is  found  guilty,  it  is  the  impera- 
tive duty  of  the  lodge  to  impose,  and  carry  into  execution,  some  one  of  the 
penalties  prescribed  by  the  conaiitution,  unless  a  reconsideration  and  reversal 
of  the  decision  be  had  ih  the  lodge,  or  the  decision  on  appeal  is  reversed  by 
the  Grand  Lodge.  And  if  such  ftubordioate  lodge  refuses  to  inflict  a  penalty 
on  its  decision  of  guilty,  the  facts  should  be  reported  to  the  Grand  Master,  or 
to  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  order  that  proper  action  may  be  taken  against  snob 
subordinate  lodge." 

Concurred  in. 

Also  the  following  from  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  : 

"  This  committee  are  of  opmion  that  section  6,  Article  in,  part  2,  of  the 
constitution  not  only  allows  a  brother  present  to  prevent  the  admission  of  a 
candidate  at  any  moment  prior  to  conferring  the  degree,  but  that  an  absent 
member,  bv  making  known  to  the  lod^o  that  he  objects,  can  prevent  the  ad- 
mii^sion  of  the  candidate  the  same  as  if  the  objector  was  present.  And  al- 
though the  candidate  may  .have  been  duly  elected  by  ballot,  yet  when  objec- 
tion is  made  it  prevents  the  admission  of  the  candidate,  and  he  has  no  right 
to  demand  an  investigation  of  the  grounds  of  objection.'* 

Concurred  in. 

Some  444  pages  are  taken  up  with  returns  from  subordinate  lodges,  giving 
names  of  officers,  past  masters,  master  maaouf*.  fellow-crafts,  entered  appren- 
tices ;  expelled,  suspended,  reinstated,  dead  and  dimitted. 

FOBEION  OOBRESPONDENCE  BEPOBT 

reviews  proceedings  of  thirty-nine  domestic  and  seven  other  Grand  Bodies, 
Alabama  for  1870  in  itft  usual  fraternal  manner. 
Referring  to  «>ue  decision,  the  committee  say : 

**  We  notice  a  decision  of  the  Grand  Master  that  an  unaffiliated  mason,  how- 
ever worthy,  was  not  entitled  to  the  honor  of  masonic  burial.  We  deem  this 
to  be  incorrect.  Wo  hold  that  one  who  has  received  the  degree  of  master 
mason  in  a  legal  lodge,  by  that  act  is  entitled  to  masonic  burial,  if  worthy,  as 
a  right  pertaining  to  him  as  a  mister  mason,  provided  any  lodge  is  willing  to 
perform  that  ceremony  over  his  remiins,  whether  he  is  affiliated  or  non-affil- 
iated, and  of  this  masonic  right  no  Grand  Lodge  can  rightfully  deprive  him." 

Of  ourselves  they  say : 

'*  We  perceive  that  he  favors  the  doctrine  held  to  be  correct  in  this  jurisdic- 
tion, that  the  objection  of  a  member  of  a  lodge  la  sufficient  of  itself  to  pro- 
vent  the  admission  of  a  visitor.'* 
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They  do  not  a^ee  to  the  f  oUowing  (Arkamaa)  : 

"A  dhnitted  mason  is  not  entitled  to  lodge  priTilegee  nor  to  mMonic  bn- 
riaL  I  know  of  no  power  to  make  him  pay  daea,  though  it  has  often  been  ai> 
tempted.** 

Commenting  as  follows : 

*'  We  object  to  deprivinc  dimltted  masons  of  masonic  burial.  Whilst  ser- 
eral  Grand  Lodges  have  so  decreed,  we  have  always  held  that  the  right  to  ma- 
sonic sepulture  is  a  right  inherent  in  every  maeUr  maaon^  of  which  he  cannot 
be  rightfully  deprived,  except  by  suspendon  or  expulsion.  He  acquired  thai 
right  when  be  was  raised  to  the  degree  of  mHster  mason,  pnd  is,  in  our  opin- 
ion though  dimitted,  entitled  to  it,  if  in  good  standing,  at  his  decease,  and 
any  lodge  within  whose  jurisdiction  he  dies  may  perform  the  solemn  rites 
OTer  his  body.    We  concur  in  the  remaining  part  of  the  decision. 

*'  He  also  decides  that  where  notice  to  show  cause  why  the  member  failed  to 
attend  lodge  meetings,  as  prescribed  by  the  by-laws,  has  been  serred,  and  he 
fails  to  do  so,  the  master  may  suspend  him,  but  the  lodge  may  give  the  mem- 
ber further  trial.  We  hold  that  the  master  has  no  power  to  suspend  one,  that 
is  the  province  of  the  lodge  alone,  and  not  of  an  officer  of  that  body.  As  to 
the  remaining  part  of  the  decision,  we  give  no  opinion,  but  suppose  it  is  reg* 
ulated  by  the  by-laws  of  the  particular  lodge.  We  must  be,  however,  permit- 
ted to  say  it  looks  to  us  as  being  very  impolitic." 

Our  views  coincide  with  the  above.    We  also  agree  with  the  commHtee  that 
the  **  previous  question  is  entirely  out  of  place  in  a  subordinate  lodge.** 
The  report  is  signed  J.  M.  8.  McCorkle,  chairman.

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  devoted  entirely  to  matters  referring  to  local 
affidrs,  and  questions  chiefly  appertaining  to  Louisiana. 

We  qnote  the  following :  **  It  mnst  he  a  matter  of  deep  surprise  to  you  that 
our  sister  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama,  so  identified  in  interest  with  Louisiana, 
and  luble  to  the  same  illegal  encroachments,  should  not  yet  have  taken  a  de- 
cided stand  upon  this  vital  question.  I  cannot  doubt  what  its  ultimate  action 
will  be,  but  it  is  full  time  that  such  action  should  be  taken.  Our  cause  must 
be  their  cause,  and,  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  this  great  oonti' 
nent,  one  unbroken  front  should  be  presented  against  foreign  interference  with 
the  rights  and  prerogatives  of  our  Grand  Lodges,  according  to  what  is  known 
as  the  American  doo'.rine.'' 

If  no  direct  action  was  taken  by  Alabama  in  relation  to  the  unauthorized  en- 
croachments attempted  by  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  on  the  rigJUs  of  our 
sister  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana,  it  was  doubtless  because  it  was  thought  that 
the  action  of  Louisiana  was  sufficient  in  itself.  As  to  the  principle  so  well  set 
forth  by  Louisiana,  it  has  been  recognized  by  every  American  Grand  Lodge 
that  has  deemed  it  necessary  to  take  action  in  the  matter. 

No  document  or  documents,  in  reference  to  an  infringement  by  the  (Jrand 
Orient  of  Franco  upon  the  jurisdictional  rights  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louis- 
iana, were  ever  received  by  the  committee  on  Correspondence  from  any  officer 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana,  hor  Grand  Representative,  or  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Alabama.  Hence  no  notice  in  connection  with  this  grave  and  im- 
portant subject  by  the  committee  on  Correspondence. 

But,  to  set  the  matter  ai  rest,  we  would  respectfully  recommend  to  the  Most 
Worshipful  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  the  adoption  of  the  following : 

Whebeas,  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  recognizes  fully  the  principle  of 
exclusive  Grand  Lodge  jurisdiction,  and  therefore  sees  with  regret  the  attempt 
made  by  various  European  bodies  claiming  to  be  masonic,  to  exercise  jurisdic- 
tion within  territory  justly  de  jure  et  de  facto  belonging  to  American  Grand 
Lodges ;  therefore, 

Resolved f  Itjt,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  will  not  recognize  as  ma- 
sonic any  bodies,  by  whatever  name  they  may  be  designated,  who  have  at- 
t*  mpted,  or  may  hereafter  attempt,  to  violate  the  rights  of  any  American 
Grand  Lodge,  by  attempting  to  grant  warranto  for  subordinate  lodges  within 
its  territory,  or  in  any  other  manner. 

Resolved,  2d,  That  the  »'ction  of  the  body  styhng  itself  the  Grand  Orient  of 
France,  in  regard  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana ;  the  action  of  that  styled 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg  in  regard  to  that  of  New  Jersey,'and  in  regard 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  is  clearly  unmasonic,  and  that  this  Grand 
Lodge  will  not  enter  into,  nor  hold  fraternal  relations  withf  the  said  Grand 
Orient  of  France,  or  the  said  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg,  nor  with  any  other 
body  claiming  to  be  masonic,  guilty  of  such  practices. 

QUEBEC 

Is  recognized  by  Louisiana  as  **a  just  and  legally  constituted  Grand  Lodge," 
&c.,  adopting  the  resolution  reported  by  the  committee  on  Masonic  Law  and 
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JoTlipnideiiM ;  and  *Iio  their  attoag  and  appropriate  raulotluna  on  the  mb- 
)«>t  of  "  eDOroaobment  apon  the  juriBdiotlonal  rifthia  of  Americao  Grand 
LodgM ;"  which  ttte  committee  any  "  otm  no  longer  be  Bubmltted  to." 

The  following  reaolntion  bj  the  committee  on  Matonlo  l*w  and  Jniiaprn- 
denoe  waa  adopted : 

"SeMobitd,  That  it  ia  hereby  made  the  dnty  of  the  oommittee  on  Foreign 
OorrsepODdenoa  to  inquire  into  the  cbaracler  and  statna  of  all  foTdgn  Orand 
BodJee  with  whom  we  are  in  correspondeoce.  or  who  hereafter  may  apply  l"or 
recognition  ;  and  whether  or  not  they  will  reoogniie  and  maintain  the  Amert- 
oan  dootrine  of  eicInelTe  and  absolute  Grand  Lodge  Jariadiolion,  and  to  report 
■peolally  thereon." 


The  oommittee  on  Haaonio  Law  and  Joriapnidence,  to  whom  the  Grand 
Uaater'a  decisions  were  referred,  ti^ :  "  The  dedaioDa  of  the  Grand  Haateri 
»•  reported  by  him,  contiiiD  nothing  now,  and  are  approved  ae  oorrect  by  yonr 
oomnutlee." 

All  of  which  waa  adopted  by  tbe  Grand  Lodge.

Quoting  the  following  decialou— 

"  When  the  widow  of  a  ma-on,  lo  whom  maaonic  aaaiatanca  ia  being  reii' 
dared,  marriea  a  profane,  the  borden  of  her  enpport  ia  lifted  from  the  frater- 
nity and  impoeed  apon  her  hnaband." 

.The  committee  aay,  "  Tbia  ie  nodonbtodty  correct ;  and  yet  we  do  not  ander- 
•tand  the  Alabama  mle  in  anch  osaea,  aa,  according  to  a  decision  of  Grand 
Master  Korri<,  reported  in  IS6S,  ir  the  aecond  bnaband  ia  a  prorano,  ao'i  he 
diea,  his  widow  "has  lawfal  clsimB  upon  tbe  tnti  mity  aa  the  widow  of  k 

Ve  appreciate  highly  [ho  compliment  paid  na,  and  feel  flattered  Ibat  one 
brief  oonHornts  appear  "jodicloni'.'' 

Isana  is  taken  with  the  committee  on  Foreign  CorrPspoDdonce  of  Arkansas, 
who  hold  that  if  a  petitioner  ia  not  able  to  write,  "  a  orotm  mark,  or  a  mere 
acqaiesoence  on  hia  part  to  tbe  Hignatiire  of  his  name  by  a  proxy,  is  Knfficiont" 
— dosing  with  tbe  Tery  pertinent  remark  :  "In  tbe  present  age,  for  any  ooe 
in  arriTe  at  manbood  without  being  able  to  read  and  write,  and  then  remaina 
■npinely  in  that  atate.  when  in  a  abort  time  he  could  learn  to  do  both,  provea 
that  he  has  no  desire  for  self-Imp roTement,  and  consequontly  he  ought  not  to 
be  admitted  iimong  as." 

We  agree  with  the  views  of  the  LoniaiRoa  committee  on  the  subject  of  ad. 
nxisaibility  of  negro,  or  other  profano  teslimooj,  aad  share  Ihcir  regret  "  that 
tbe  Orand  Lodge  (Arkao»BH)  bun  placed  itaelf  in  a  talae  poaition  by  allowing 
pr^'udice  to  control  ita  judgment." 

Wa  hold  it  to  be  a  maaoD'a  bounden  dnty,  at  all  times  and  under  all  oironio. 
•taiMM,  to  arrimat  the  truA,  and  no  door  shonld  erst  be  olo«edbywliiaht>jiU 
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could  enter  the  lodge.  We  baTc  no  apprehension  that  the  testimony  of  any 
profane  will  receive  nndne  weight  against  a  brother,  but  believe  that  in  every 
case  it  will  be  received  with  due  cantion,  and  the  question  of  credibility  duly 
weighed     Let  us  gnard  against  running  into  extremes. 

We  do  not  agree  with  the  committee's  opinion  that  "  a  refusal  to  receive  % 
petition  is  equivalent  to  a  rejection."  A  member  might  have  serious  objec- 
tions to  admitting  an  applicant  into  his  lodge,  and  yet  know  of  no  va'id  reason 
why  said  applicant  should  not  bo  made  a  mason.  Bather  than  be  forced  to  the 
alternative  of  casting  a  ballot  against  a  man  worthy,  but  with  whom  he  will 
not  meet  in  the  lodge  as  a  member,  or  of  applying  for  a  dimit,  the  member,  it 
seems  to  us  has  and  should  exercise  the  right  of  objecting  to  a  reception ; 
thus  doing  /its  duly  to  himself,  without  prejudice  to  his  fellow-man,  if,  as  we 
believe,  an  objection  is  merely  an  objection,  and  not  a  rejection. 

The  report,  which  is  a  very  full  and  able  one,  comprising  171  pages,  is  sub- 
mitted by  James  B.  Ssot,  Joseph  P.  Homer,  G.  H.  Braughton,  committee.

The  Grand  Master  says :  "  It  should  he,  and  doubtless  is,  a  cause  of  self- 
oongratulation,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  has,  at  all  times  and 
under  all  circumstances,  recognized  the  mission  of  masonry ;  and,  by  word 
and  deed,  endeavored  to  constrain  the  indiyidual  mason  to  be  true  and  faith- 
ful in  his  allegiance,  and  "  to  live  and  act  agreeably  to  his  profession.**  No 
oorrupting  habit,  no  debasing  immorality,  no  polluting  vice,  has  here  reoeived 
aught  but  the  severest  condemnation  ;  while  subordinate  lodges  have  been  ex* 
horted  and  required  to  vindicate  the  character  of  our  moral  institution,  by  a 
prompt  and  thorough  expurgation  of  moral  efifense,  either  by  reforming  the 
offender,  through  good  counsel  and  timely  admonition,  or  by  cutting  him  off 
as  a  diseased  limb  that  would  destroy  the  vigor  and  ruin  the  health  of  the 
whole  body.  And  hence  it  is,  that  the  arch  enemies  to  all  social  peace  and 
personal  purity — ^prolanity  and  drunkenness— have  been  boldly  and  determin- 
edly assailed  by  the  resolutions  of  '68,  which  proclaim  to  the  world  the  true 
spirit  and  genius  of  masonry,  in  the  enactment— 

*"lst.  That  profanity  and  drunkenness  are  among  the  highest  masonie 
crimes. 

"  *2d.  That  subordinate  lodges  in  this  jurisdiction  are  directed  to  vindicate 
the  law  in  relation  thereto.* " 

Would  that  the  same  could  even  now  be  said  in  every  masonic  jurisdiction! 
Let  us  hope  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  law  will  be  vindicated 
everywhere,  and  when  no  mason  will  ever  be  guilty  of  even  the  least  of  the 
offenses  spoken  of.  We  have  known  masons — and  worthy  ones,  in  many  re- 
spects—take the  name  of  their  Creator  in  vain.  How  they  could  do  so,  or 
even  hear  the  same  done  without  a  shudder,  we  never  understood. 

He  discusses  the  question  of  dtmitSj  and  reasons  thereupon  with  marked 
ability.  We  regret  that  our  limits  forbid  quoting  his  exhaustive  analysis  in 
full,  as  an  epitome  would  fail  of  domg  justice  to  the  subject.  We  can  only 
refer  our  brethren  to  the  text  itself.

The  committee  reviews  proceedings  of  our  SOth  Annual  Communication, 
quoting  six  decisions  of  our  Grand  Master.  Commenting  on  the  6th— vix  : 
**J7e2c2,  that  one  unable  to  elevate  his  arm  above  a  level  with  his  shoulder  could 
not  be  made  a  mason"— the  committee  say,  **  The  last  decision,  it  seems  to  us, 
is  a  forced  construction  to  the  old  law.** 

The  death  of  our  late  Most  Worshipful  Brother  Chilton  is  noticed  in  appro- 
priate and  feeling  terms. 
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We  are  glad  to  lee  to  see  that  Arkazwafl  and  North  Carolina  haTe  mutually 
•greed  to  fling  their  **  flinga  "  to  the  ifrinds  henceforth.    80  be  it. 

On  the  knotty  question  arising  in  California  about  a  brother  mHde  a  mason 
by  initiation,  but  who  preyious  to  advancement  lost  a  leg,  and  whom  the  M* 
W.  decided  could  not  be  advanced,  the  committee  say,  *'  We  differ,"  Ao, ;  "the 
question  was  not  one  of  making,  as  is  properly  remarked,  but  simply  of  com- 
pleting the  work  already  begun,"  &o. 

Supposing  that  we  M.  Ms.  should  lose  an  arm  or  a  leg,  or  both,  what  would 
be  our  status  ?  We  should  certainly  be  unfit  for  work,  but  are  we  subject  to 
be  disciplined  on  account  of  our  involuntary  misfortune  ?  If  so,  what  charges 
can  be  brought? 

We  believe  the  views  of  the  North  Carolina  committee  correct. 

The  committee  "indorse  the  statement"  of  the  Grand  Halter,  Ac,  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  that  the  junior  warden  is  not  eligible  to 
the  office  of  senior  warden  in  the  event  of  a  special  election  to  fill  a  vacancy 
occurring  in  the  office,  the  junior  warden  having  been  elected  and  installed 
for  one  year,"  "but  are  of  opinion  that  the  lodge  has  not  the  right  to  fill  the 
vacancy,"— except  by  dispensation,  say  we. 

The  report  is  signed,  Donald  W.  Bain,  for  the  committee— whom  we  regret 
to  part  with  as  a  colaborer— Brother  Jr>seph  B.  Batcbelor  succeeding,  to  whom 
we  tender  a  fraternal  welcome,  and  doubt  not  that  Brother  Baiii's  mantle  has 
fallen  on  worthy  shoulders.

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  contains  a  tribute  to  the  memory  of  two 
brethren  gone  to  rest.  Most  Worshipful  Brother  Joseph  Warren  Scott  and 
Brother  John  Helm. 

The  Grand  Master  animadverts  rightly  on  the  unfratemal  and  unwarrant- 
able act  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg,  Germany,  in  issuing  a  so-called 
charter  to  form  a  lodge  within  the  jurisdiction  of  New  Jersey.  We  folly 
agree  with  the  arg^ument  and  conclusion  of  Most  Worshipful  Brother  Pine. 
We  quote  the  following  on  the  subject  * 

"  I  can  see  but  one  means  of  protection  to  ourselves,  and  at  the  same  time 
to  all  the  other  Grand  Lodges  of  the  Union.  The  individual  action  of  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States  has  been  tried  in  defense  of  the  Grand 
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Lodge  of  New  York,  and  has  failed.    I  belieye  that  the  united  and  combined 
action  of  the  entire  craft  in  the  United  States  will  alone  abate  the  eviL*' 

DECISIONS. 

Fifteen  decisions  are  submitted,  most  of  them  on  well  established  points. 
The  fifih  is : 

'*  The  evidence  of  an  expelled  mason  cannot  be  received  in  a  masonic  trials 
neither  can  he  act  as  counsel  in  such  trial." 

Certainly  not  act  ns  counsel ;  as  to  his  evidence,  that  appears  doubtful,  for 
we  cannot  conceive  of  any  technicalities  that  can  or  should  estop  a  lodge  of 
masons  from  arriving  at  the  truth. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  say : 

'*  They  beUeve  that  the  evidence  of  an  expelled  mason  should  be  taken  by 
the  committee,  like  that  of  a  profane.  The  fact  of  his  expulsion  may  be  con- 
sidered by  the  committee  upon  the  question  of  the  right  and  credit  to  be  at- 
tached to  his  statement.'* 

We  agree  with  the  committee. 

The  committee  also  disapprove  the  second  decision,  viz : 

*'  A  lodge  has  the  right  to  return  the  petition  fee  of  a  candidate  after  eleo- 
tion,  before  a  degree  is  conferred,  if  by  vote  they  so  determine ;  and  such 
candidate  may  present  his  petition  to  any  lodge  in  whose  jurisdiction  he  may 
reside,  and  such  lodge  can  act  upon  the  petitiou  without  consent  of  the  first 
named  lodge,  all  claim  between  it  and  the  candidate  being  dissolved." 

We  agree  again  with  the  committee,  holding  that  the  electing  lodge  may 
transfer  its  rights  to  any  other  lodge,  on  proper  request. 

As  regards  the  thirteenth,  the  committee  modify  it  by  saying  that  **  the  re- 
striction against  resigning  or  dimitting  is  confined  to  ekctive  officers  of  the 
lodge  ;"  and  the  fifteenth,  regarding  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  is  quali- 
fied by  the  statement  that  "  a  lodge  cannot  try  its  master  or  wardens  during 
their  term  of  office  for  any  offense.  After  the  expiration  of  their  term  they 
may  be  tried  for  any  offense,  other  than  official  misconduct ;  for  the  latter  they 
are  amenable  only  to  the  Gr^nd  Lodge." 

We  see  no  good  reason  to  differ  from  the  committee.  Though  the  Grand 
Lodge  approved  the  report  of  the  committee  as  regards  the  fifteenth,  but  not 
the  thirteenth  decision  in  this,  approving  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Master  : 

**Tliat  no  officer  of  a  lodge  can  resign  or  dimit  during  the  term  for  which 
he  was  installed." 

FOREIGN  COIUUCSPONDENCE. 

The  committee's  report  reviews  the  proceedings  of  some  41  Grand  Lodges, 
Alabama  for  1870  receiving  a  full  and  fraternal  notice,  the  55  decisions  of  the 
Grand  Mabter  being  given  in  full,  with  the  comm(?nt,  "  We  agree." 

The  committee  quote  from  our  lamented  Grand  Master  Chilton's  address, 
his  remarks  on  supporting  institutions  of  learning  out  of  Xhe  funds  of  the 
craft,  prefacing  the  quotation  with : 
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"  We  are  glad  to  find  that  our  Southern  Grand  Lodges  are  beginning  to  re- 
alise the  difficulty  of  supporting  institutions  of  learning  out  of  the  funds  of 
the  eraft.  Our  entire  country,  but  more  particularly  ite  Southern  and  West- 
em  sections,  is  strewn  with  the  wrecks  of  similar  ill-fated  enterprises.** 

We  agree  with  our  New  Jersey  brethren  in  their  comments  under  Arkansas 
and  Colorado,  on  the  subject  of  persons  claiming  to  be  masons,  nor  do  we 
think  that  we  laid  ourselves  liable  to  the  charge  of  nervousness  when  we 
wrote: 

*'  Deprecating  all  argument  or  discussion  of  the  subject,  and  all  undue  ex- 
pression of  feeling  on  our  part,  we  leave  the  solution  of  the  question  to  our 
Northern  brethren,  confiding  in  their  wisdom  and  brotherly  love." 

The  committee  dissent  from  the  Florida  decision,  that  the  testimony  of  a 
profane  is  not  admissible  in  masonic  trials.  We  agree  fully  with  our  New 
Jersey  brother,  holding  that  the  imperative  duty  of  a  mason  is  to  seek  for 
light,  and  that  ho  should  not  be  restricted  in  bis  search. 

Idaho  gets  a  series  c)f  sharp  criticism,  and  we  cannot  say  unjustly.  Let  us 
hope  that  in  the  future  our  brethren  of  that  jurisdiction  will  be  more 
cautious. 

We  caimot  go  the  full  length  of  the  committee  in  its  strictores  on  the  decis- 
ion of  the  Grand  Master  of  IllinoiR,  settiDg  aside  a  ballot  *'on  a  supposed 
state  of  facts,  which  proved  to  be  untrue,"  on  petition  or  the  lodge  voting. 
If  we  cast  a  ballot  against  A.  B.,  and  afterwards  find  out  that  he  was  not  the 
A  B.  we  supposed  him  to  be,  or  that  we  were  in  error  for  any  othor  reason,  as 
an  honest  man,  not  to  say  a  mason,  it  behooves  us  to  do  all  in  our  power  to 
repair  the  wrong  we  did.  How  can  we  better  do  it  than  to  state  the  facts  to 
our  worshipful  master  ?  Then  if  he  states  to  the  lodge  that  one  or  more 
brethren  have  informed  him  that  they  voted  against  A.  B.  under  a  mistake, 
and  the  lodge  unanimously  petition  the  Grand  Master  for  dispensation  to 
spread  the  ballot  anew,  and  he  granting  it,  the  candidate  be  elected,  what 
wrong  has  been  done  to  masonry  by  doing  a  right  to  a  worthy  appUcant  1  In 
our  bumble  opinion,  whatever  leads  to  truth  is  masonry,  whatever  does  other- 
wise is  not. 

The  committee,  in  commenting  on  lotoa,  that  **  chapter  past  masters  have 
no  recognition  in  a  lodge  of  actual  past  masters,  except  that  of  a  seat  there- 
in," say,  very  correctly,  **  entitled  to  no  recognition,"  and  "  not  entitled  to  ad- 
mission when  the  ceremonies  are  being  performed ;"  to  which  we  add,  or  ad- 
mission at  any  otJier  time. 

Under  Arkansas^  when  the  Grand  Master  decided  that — 

**  It  required  three  actual  past  masters  *  *  *  to  form  and  open  a  con- 
vention of  past  masters  and  confer  the  degree  of  past  master." 

The  committee  say : 

**  Wo  are  of  the  opinion  that  no  convocation  of  past  masters  is  necessary  to 
confer  the  actual  past  master's  degree.  We  believe  that  one  actual  past  mas- 
ter can  do  it  as  effectually  as  twenty.    What  is  ordinarily  called  the  past  mas- 
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tor's  degree  can  hardly  be,  in  perfect  strictnees.  caUed  an  independent  ma- 
sonic decree.    It  is  merely  a  portion  of  the  installation  ceremony." 

The  report,  which  is  able  and  well  considered,  is  signed  Joseph  H.  Hough, 
chairman.

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  brief,  and  closes  with  some  Yalaable 
words  of  advice  to  the  craft. 

FOBEIOir  COBBEBPOXDENCE. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  review  proceedings  of  40  home 
Grand  Lodges,  5  in  the  Dominion  of  -Canada  and  6  in  Europe.  Those  of  Ala- 
bama for  1871  are  fraternally  noticed. 

They  **  doubt  the  propriety"  of  Acting  Orand  Master  Joseph  H.  Johnson** 
decision  that  "  a  fellow-craft  has  the  right  to  petition  directly  to  the  lodge  in 
which  he  was  passed,  and  to  whose  jurisdiction  he  belongs,  for  a  certificate  in 
the  nature  of  a  dimit,  and  the  lodge  is  bound  to  grant  it,  or  prefer  charges 
against  him,  notwithstanding  he  may  have  been  rejected  for  the  third 
degree." 

We  fully  indorse  the  decision  of  Grand  Master  Joseph  H.  Johnson.  If  a 
fellow-craft  is  unworthy  of  advancement  to  the  third  degree  in  masonry,  he 
certainly  is  not  a  suitable  member  of  the  fraternity.  Charges  should  be  pre- 
ferred against  him  for  that  which  has  proved  a  bar  against  his  advancement 
to  the  third  degree,  if  they  are  of  sufficient  magnitude,  and  if  found  guilty, 
then  he  should  be  suspended  or  expelled. 

The  committee  fraternally  informs  us  that  the  **  tabular  statement'*  which 
we  did  not  find,  is  on  page  237  of  transactions  for  1870.  We  apologise  for  not 
finding  it. 

The  committee,  in  reply  to  a  question  of  ours  on  a  stated  case : 
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"  That  a  brother  who  distarbed  the  working  of  a  lodge  is  snbjeot  to  dis- 
cipline." 

Not  yery  precise,  bnt  sufficient.  Taken  with  the  context,  it  is  an  admission 
that  we  were  not  far  wrong. 

Under  ArkanaaSy  quoting  the  following  decision : 

"  A  lodge  may  dose  at  a  regular  meeting,  to  a  day  certain  for  the  purpose 
of  Inishing  unfinished  business,  and  such  meeting  for  that  purpose  would  be 
a  continuation  of  the  regular  meeting,  but  at  such  second  meeting  the  lodge 
should  not  reconsider  what  had  been  done  at  the  first  meeting,  unless  the  mo- 
tion was  then  made,  because  members  might  be  absent  at  second  meeting  who 
had  regarded  the  question  as  settled  at  the  first.*' 

The  committee  comment  as  follows  : 

'*  This  reads  to  us  like  a  proposition  that  one  and  one  make  one :  an  attempt 
to  aToid  a  very  general  law,  that  when  a  lodge  is  closed  that  is  the  end  of  it, 
and  that  a  lodge  cannot  adjourn. 

*' If  this  decision  of  Arkansas  be  not  radically  wrong,  we  have  miscon- 
ceived  either  the  decision  or  the  correct  law.  " 

For  ourselves,  we  favor  not  in  masonry  an  indirect  mode  of  Arriving  at  a 
result  which  cannot  be  legitimately  reached  by  direct  means,  and  agree  fully 
with  our  New  York  brethren. 

We  coincide  with  the  committee's  views  in  taking  the  testimony  of  a  pro- 
fane, as  set  forth  in  review  of  the  proceedings  of  Qrand  Lodge  of  Florida, 
but  see  not  why  the  profane  may  not  testify  in  presence  of  all  the  brethren, 
the  lodge  being  called  off  for  the  purpose  ,  yet  in  this  case  it  would  be  well 
that  his  testimony  should  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  him  before  re- 
tiring. 

Under  Iowa,  we  find  an  interesting  query  : 

"Col.  George  B.  CorkhiU,  Qrand  Orator,  delivered  an  interesting  oration/ 
The  committee  ask,  '*  Did  he  wear  shoulder-straps  ?"  Aye,  and  of  what  ma- 
sonic department  was  he  colonel  ?  ask  we. 

Under  Mississippi,  we  find  the  following  very  correct  remark  : 

*'  In  answer  to  Brother  Barkley's  intimation  that  the  New  Tork  committee 
perhaps  found  little  last  year  in  the  proceedings  of  Mississippi  to  write  about, 
we  beg  to  say  that  we  think  it  the  duty  of  a  committee  on  foreign  Correspond- 
ence to  report  such  matters  as  appear  to  them  to  be  of  some  interest  to  their 
own  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  because  little  may  be  said  of  any  particular  Grand 
Lodge,  it  by  no  means  follows  that  such  particular  Grand  Lodge  does  not 
faithfully  perform  its  duty." 

Our  reports  are  too  long,  almost  invariably,  and  however  able  the  proceed- 
ings of  any  Grand  Lodge  may  be,  unless  they  present  points  of  general  inter- 
est, either  ft-om  their  novelty  or  otherwise,  the  less  notice  of  them  the  better. 

Quoting  A:om  Washington  : 

*'  Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge  (Washington)  any 
master  mason,  who  is  a  member  in  good  standing  of  his  lodge,  and  who  is 
competent  to  confer  the  degrees  in  masonry  and  give  the  lectures  appertain- 
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ing  thereto  in  accordance  with  onr  established  ritoal,  is  eligible  to  the  ofBoe  of 
worshipful  master.** 

Say  the  committee : 

"It  is  our  opinion,  that  hereafter  Washington  will  be  excused  from  reading 
to  other  Grand  Lodges  any  homilies  on  ancient  landmarks,  or  charges,  or  any- 
thing else  that  is  older  than  its  present  jurisdiction.'* 

We  hope  that  Oregon  will  not  insist  on  setting  its  private  '*  opinion**  up  in 
opposition  to  masonic  law  and  usage. 
The  report,  which  is  written  and  condensed  with  great  judgment,  is  sign^ed

The  Grand  Secretary  informed  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  that 
**  owing  to  severe  affliction,  occasioned  by  loss  of  sight,  the  venerable  Grand 
Master  had  been  unable  to  prepare  his  annual  address.** 

We  tender  to  Most  Worshipful  Brother  Alexander  Keith  our  heartfelt  sym- 
pathy in  his  affliction,  which  inflicts  a  loss  not  to  himself  alone,  but  to  the 
craft  in  general,  but  which  we  hope  will  prove  only  temporary. 

The  address  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  is  brief ;  in  which  he  says,  "  The 
state  of  our  Province  has  been  favorable  the  past  year  for  the  growth  of  our 
order.**    **  The  lodges  are  generally  working  harmoniously  and  satisfactorily.** 

FOREIGN    COBRESPONDENCE. 

Committee  reviews  proceedings  of  32  Grand  l^odges,  Alabama  for  1870  in 
the  number.  Eleven  decisions  of  Grand  Master  W.  P.  Chilton  are  quoted  as 
of  general  interest. 

We  beg  leave  to  say  to  the  committee,  that  if  **no  mention  was  made  of 
Nova  Scotia,**  it  was  because  its  proceedings  did  not  reach  us. 

Under  QuebeCj  (the  Grand  Lodge  of  which  is  recognized  by  that  of  Nova 
Scotia,)  the  committee  express  a  regret  that  influential  brethren  of  Canada 
"could  be  induced  to  do  anything  inconsistent  with  the  dignity  of  their  po- 
sition." 
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Under  Virginia,  the  committee  dissent  from  the  decision  that  "a  lodge 
mast  have  present  seven  members  to  open,  transact  bnsiness,  and  do  work,** 
saying,  ''if  throe  master  masons  may  form  a  lodge  of  master  masons,  sorely 
they  can  transact  business  and  do  work.'*

From  the  well  digested  and  able  address  of  the  Grand  Master  we  extract 
with  pleasure  the  following  : 

'*  Turning  from  the  inviting  field  of  masonry,  as  revealed  to  us  by  the  pro- 
ceedings of  other  Grand  Lodges,  to  the  equally  pleasant  survey  of  our  own 
jurisdiction,  it  will  be  found  that  freemasonry  in  New  Brunswick  is  Increasing 
and  advancing,  and  this  is  the  more  an  earnest  of  the  high  character  of  the  in- 
stitution, because  our  doors  happily  are  not  thrown  open  to  the  world,  ancl 
whoever  seeks  to  pass  the  outer  door  of  our  temple  must  come  with  a  heart 
already  prepared  for  the  service  and  its  sacrifices.'* 

Wocdd  that  the  doors  in  all  jurisdictions  were  as  well  guarded  I 

BOAJiD  OF  QENEBAL  PUBPOSE. 

From  the  report  of  this  Board,  we  learn  that  '*  not  only  have  progress  and 
harmony  characterized  the  labors  of  the  lodges,  but  the  important  result  has 
at  length  been  reached  of  a  fraternity  one  and  indivisible  —the  authority  of 
the  Grand  lodge  being  now  recognized  by  every  private  lodge  within  the  Prov- 
ince.** On  which  result  we  congratulate  our  brethren  of  New  Brunswick  the 
more  cheerfully,  since  ^'  the  union  under  one  jurisdiction  has  been  quietly  and 
harmoniously  accomplished,  without  coercive  measures,  or  even  violent  or 
unpleasant  dissension.*' 

In  accordance  with  the  report  of  the  proper  committee,  and  in  view  of  the 
probable  satisfactory  settlement  of  the  difficulties  between  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  Canada  and  Quebec,  it  was  determined  that  '*no  action  should  be  taken  by 
this  Grand  Lodge  with  reference  to  the  Quebec  question  at  the  present  com- 
fuunication.**

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  brief,  but  replete  with  pointed  and  use- 
ful words  of  admonition.    We  quote  the  following : 

"Too  much  care  cannot  be  exercised  in  the  admission  of  candidates,  though 
they  may  come  up  to  the  physical  standard  which  our  laws  require.  Every 
man  proposed  should  have  those  qualities  of  mind  and  heart  which  iit  him  for 
masonic  duties.  If  he  bo  of  a  morose  and  uncharitable  disposition,  it  were 
better  not  to  admit  him.  If  he  have  any  positive  vices,  and  this  be  known  to 
the  members  of  the  lodge  which  he  petitions,  no  considerations  of  former 
personal  friendship,  nur  any  coiifeideratitm  whatever,  ought  to  intervene  to 
prevent  an  unfavorable  ballot.*' 

And  this  :  **  Our  Atlantic  Grand  Masters  are  complainioK  that  in  some  juris- 
dictions masons  are  found  who  are  attempting  to  prostitute  masi>nry  to  pur- 
poses of  gain  and  trathc,  or  for  temporary  advantage,  by  pledging  their  words 
as  masons ;  in  other  words,  trading  in  masonry.  This  is  most  despicable. 
Masonic  tests,  and  promises  *'on  the  square,"  should  be  resorted  to  only  in 
the  most  extreme  cases.'* 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Correspondence  does  not  include  Alabama, 
our  proceedings,  among  others,  having  doubtless  miscarried. 

The  report,  which  is  signed,  R.  H.  Taylor,  for  the  committee,  is  more  than 
naoallyrich  in  masonic  lore  and  well  digested  information. 
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Under  head  of  Caltfomia^  the  report  approves  the  aotion  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  rescinding  its  former  regulation  referring  to  the  burial  of  suicide!),  and 
its  passage  of  the  following,  as  "  in  accordance  with  the  dictates  of  reason 
and  humanity :" 

"Sesolved,  That  in  the  case  of  suicide  by  a  master  mason  in  this  jurisdic- 
tion, the  master  and  wardens  of  the  lodge  to  which  he  belonged  shall  deter- 
mine as  to  his  insanity,  and  as  to  the  propriety  of  interring  hmi  with  masonic 
honors." 

We  hold  that  the  entire  question  should  be  left  with  the  lodge  having  juris- 
diction. 

The  committee  fully  agree  with  the  views  expressed  by  Brother  L.  N.  Green- 
leaf  of  Colorado,  iu  the  following  concerning  virtual  Past  Masters  : 

**  We  hold  that  a  virtual  i'ast  Master  has  not  the  right  of  visit  in  a  conven- 
tion of  actual  Past  Masters,"  &c. 

"The  presiding  officer  of  a  convention  of  actual  Past  Masters,  though  he 
has  met  the  brother  in  a  chapter  lodge  of  Past  Masters,  and  he  be  not  an 
actual  Past  Master,  must  refuse  him  admission,  from  the  fact  that  the  degrees, 
no  matter  what  their  resemblance  in  the  rituali  are  conferred  in  separate  and 
distict  bodies,  and  the  members  of  the  one  can  have  no  posbible  legcU  irtfomia- 
tion  of  the  doings  of  the  other. 

"  We  fail,  therefore,  to  discover,  by  any  process  of  masonic  argument,  how 
a  brother  who  has  met  another  in  the  chapter  body,  can  vouch  for  him  in  the 
convention. 

"Because  matins  meet  each  other  in  different  bodies,  too  much  is  taken  for 
granted,  and  on  strict  examination  it  will  not  bear  the  test  of  masonic  law. 

"  We  deny  the  right  of  a  High  Priest,  though  authorized  by  the  Grand 
Master,  to  confer  the  degree  of  Past  Master  upon  a  newly  elected  master  of  a 
symbolic  lodge. 

'*  We  deny  the  right  of  any  one  to  confer  it,  except  he  be  an  actual  Past 
Master,  even  though  acting  as  the  deputy  of  the  Grand  Master." 

Strong  and  high  ground,  but  the  only  one  tenable,  in  our  opinion. 
We  collate  the  following  criticisms,  found  under  different  heads,  of  report 
of  Correspondence  presented  by  Brother  J.  W.  Simons  of  New  York.    It  says  : 

"He  thinks  that  after  a  brother  has  been  raised  to  the  degree  of  master 
mason,  it  is  essential  for  him  to  sign  the  by-laws,  in  order  to  become  a  mem- 
ber of  the  lodge,  thus  *  agreeing  to  maintain  and  support  the  by-laws  as  the 
condition  of  membership.'  Does  not  bis  obligation  to  the  lodge  in  a  more 
solemn  form  include  this  agreement  on  the  part  of  a  brother  ?" 

Of  Brother  Chad  wick's  report  (Oregon): 

**  He  combats  the  doctrine  enunciated  by  Grand  Master  Dawkinfi,  of  Florida, 
in  his  address  in  1869,  and  the  decision  made  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ilhnois  in 
1869,  that  when  a  mason  is  raised  to  the  third  degree,  he  becomes  a  member 
of  the  lodge,  without  signing  the  by-laws." 

In  his  notice  of  Florida  he  says :  **,When  a  brother  stands  out  a  newly  made 
mason,  he  is  at  Uberty  to  connect  himself  with  a  lodge,  or  not "    For  what 
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does  a  profane  petition?  We  think  it  is  for  membership,  as  well  asforde* 
greee,  and  that  every  candidate  so  anderstands  it.  He  wishes  to  join  the  lodge 
to  which  he  applies. 

In  his  notice  of  Illinois  Brother  Chadwick  says  :  '*Gan  a  brother  be  tried 
for  violating  a  by-law  never  signed  by  him  ?  No  person  is  bonnd  by  a  by-law 
nntil  he  signs  it,  or  adopts  it  in  some  binding  form.'  We  ask,  Has  not  a 
brother,  without  signing  the  by-laws,  adopted  them  'in  some  binding  form?' 
In  Nevada  he  has,  and  if  not  in  Oregon,  then  we  would  like  to  ask  whence  our 
Oregon  brothers  received  the  obligation  in  use  there  ?'' 

We  side  with  Brother  Taylor. 

The  following  also  we  agree  with : 

**In  opposition  to  Grand  Master  Mickel  of  Iowa,  'that  a  suspended  mason 
cannot  be  summoned  for  trial,*  Brother  Simons  is,  correctly,  of  opinion  that  he 
can,  for  an  offense  committed  while  under  suspension,  because  suspension 
does  not  extinguish  his  membership,  but  merely  places  it  in  an  abeyance." 

Likewise  with  this,  found  under  Tennessee : 

**One  of  the  decisions  rendered  by  the  committee  on  Jurisprudence,  and 
adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  is  to  the  effect  that  a  senior  warden  can  dimit,  if 
he  applies  for  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  joining  another  lodge,  into  the 
jurisdiction  of  which  he  has  removed,  and  his  office  has  been  declared  vacant 
by  the  lodge  on  account  of  such  removal.  This  is  something  new  to  us ;  de- 
claring the  office  of  a  warden  vacant  on  the  removal  of  the  incumbent  to  an- 
other jurisdiction,  must  be  an  *' importation  [yood  !  ]  from  some  of  the  new- 
fangled *  Orders.'"  The  latter  end  we  regard  as  objectionable.  As  masier 
maaonSt  we  neither  know,  nor  should  know,  anything  about  any '  orders ;' 
certeSj  not  enough  to  give  us  the  right  to  call  them  **fangled,**  either  new  or 
old.  That  we  caught  so  careful  and  chaste  a  reviewer  as  Brother  Taylor  trip- 
ping, proves  the  truth  of  the  old  adage,  that  ''even  Homer  sometimes  nods.'* 

Not  exhausted  by  the  labor  of  preparing  the  long  and  judiciously  critical 
review,  the  committee  supplement  the  same  by  an  excellent  "  Digest  of  Deci- 
sions upon  Masonic  Jurisprudence,"  coihpiled  frum  proceedings  received  by 
the  committee,  and  which,  like  the  report,  is  signed,  R.  H.  Taylor,  for  the 
committee. 

There  are  also  a  majority  and  minority  report  from  the  committee  on  An- 
cient Landmarks,  the  first  signed,  B.  H.  Taylor,  chairman,  Horatio  S.  Mason ; 
the  second  by  Wm.  A.  M.  Van  Bokkelen.  h  rom  them  we  tee  that  the  question 
of  landmarks  is  far  from  being  settled,  for  while  **  the  New  York  constitution 
has  31,  Mackcy  25,  Simons  15,  and  Lock  wood  19,*'  the  majority  report  recom- 
mended 51  to  be  regarded  as  such,  which  the  minority  reduces  to  S3. 

The  Grand  Lodge  postponed  action  on  the  reports  until  the  next  ^nTn^iy^ 
communication.

The  Grand  Master  in  his  address  discusses  several  questions  of  general  in- 
terest, in  a  terse  and  logical  manner.  We  extract  in  full  his  remarks  anent 
the  so-cUled  "  side  degrees."    He  says : 

"  There  are  some  questions  of  masonic  polity  which  are  just  now  being 
widely  discussed,  and  concerning  which  a  few  words  may  not  be  out  of  place. 
In  many  jurisdictions  there  are  being  worked  what  are  denominated  "  side 
degrees.**    They  have  not  the  sanction  of  any  masonic  authority,  and  yet  their 
very  name  imports  that  they  claim  a  connection  with  our  fraternity.    By  those 
who  are  using  them,  it  is  urged  that  they  do  no  harm,  and  that  therefore  the 
govemiug  masonic  bodies  should  not  interfere  to  prevent  their  use  and  dis- 
semination.   The  trouble  is  that  they  put  on  the  garb  of  masonry,  and  are 
therefore  calculated  to  deceive  the  unwary  into  the  belief  that  they  are  a  part 
of  masonry.    They  are  practised  in  lodge  rooms,  by  masons,  and  in  so  far  as 
they  are  thus  made  to  assume  the  guise  of  masonry,  they  do  harm.    Particu- 
larly is  this  the  case  with  what  are  denominated  androgynous  degrees.    In- 
stances have  occurred  where  ladies  who  had  received  those  degrees,  and  who 
were  thereby  led  to  believe  that  they  had  attained  to  some  part  of  the  myste- 
ries of  masonry,  have  been  placed  in  very  unpleasant  predicaments  when  ap- 
plying for  relief  to  persons  known  to  be  masons,  bat  who,  not  being  in  posses- 
sion of  those  androgynous  rites,  have  deemed  their  possessors  as  impostors, 
when  they  were  every  way  worthy  of  aid,  and  when,  if  they  had  simply  pre- 
sented themselves  and  shown  the  relation  existing  between  themselves  and 
masons,  their  wants  and  necessities  would  have  been  promptly  attended  to. 
To  them,  then,  the  supposed  possession  of  masonic  secrets  which,  in  their 
opinion,  ought  to  prove  as  passports  to  masonic  sympathy,  was  indeed  a  delu- 
sion and  a  snare.    Masonry,  sublime  in  its  character  and  teachings,  needs  no 
such  adventitious  aids,    l^o  attempt  its  improvement  in  such  a  direction  is  as 
useless  as  to  **gild  refined  gold,  or  paint  the  lily.** 

The  address,  though  brief,  is  replete  with  interest,  and  shows  the  ability  of 
Grand  Master  Robinson  to  express  himself  clearly  in  few  words. 
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The  Grand  Master  adverta  in  appropriate  terms  to  the  death  of  Worshipful 
Brother  Bamuel  8.  Eaton,  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nerada.. 

FOBEIGN    COBRE6PONDENCE. 

The  committee  reviews  proceedings  of  forty-three  Grand  Lodges,  Alabama 
for  1871  of  the  number. 

The  committee  regard  the  Arkansas  decision  on  the  snbject  of  bnrial  of  non- 
affiliates  as  correct,  saying,  **Ab  to  the  more  scpultnre  of  a  deceased  non- 
affiliate  masoD,  who  wilfully  remained  non-affiliated,  we  think  that  in  case  his 
family  or  relatives  are  unable  to  give  him  decent  burial,  by  reason  of  poverty, 
individual  masons  (not  the  lodge >  are  in  duty  bonnd  to  give  him  respectable 
interment ;  but  that  no  obligation  rests  apon  any  lodge  to  perform  the  funeral 
ceremonies  of  the  craft  over  one  who,  while  he  lived,  disregarded  hie  obliga- 
tion in  respect  to  lodge  membership." 

On  every  individual  mason,  and  indeed  on  every  man,  (the  latter  term  in- 
cluding women  and  yotUhs^ )  is  the  same  duty  incumbent. 

When  shall  the  question  of  ttfUftdness  be  determined?  Before,  or  after 
death  ?  How  ?  On  a  regular  trial  by  t  he  lodge  ?  Must  the  conclusion  be 
Jumped  at  ?  Then  by  wJiom  f  Much  as  has  been  said  on  this  vexed  question, 
it  appears  to  us  that  the  main  points  have  been  overlooked  or  avoided. 

That  the  brother  (non-affiliate)  has  no  right  to  demand  masonic  burial,  is 
generally  admitted.  As  a  man  and  a  mason  he  has  claims  on  every  individual 
maAon ;  the  strength  of  the  bond  depends  on  the  circumstances  of  each  case. 
Being  a  member  of  no  lodge,  he  can  hardly  have  claims  on  any  one  lodge. 

In  a  word,  as  a  man,  claims  on  every  man ;  as  a  member  of  the  fraternity, 
claims  on  every  member  thereof  individually,  and  on  the  entire  craft  as  an 
aggregate ;  belonging  to  no  lodge,  he  has  no  right  to  make  demands  on  any 
lodge. 

We  hope  we  have  succcded  in  making  our  meaning  plain  thus  far.  But  the 
main  point  is  yet  untouched.  We  conceive  it  to  be  this :  If  a  non-affiliate 
mason  requests,  begs,  implores  (not  demands)  to  be  buried  mafionicaUy,  has 
a  lodge  the  right  so  to  bury  him  if  it  thinks  fit  so  to  do  ?  Upon  this  point,  we 
take  it,  exists  the  difference  of  opinion,  and  we  should  rejoice  to  see  it  fully 
discussed,  and  settled,  if  possible,  uniformly. 

Our  own  views  are,  that  it  is  a  matter  for  the  discretion  of  the  lodge  having 
jurisdiction,  it  being  likely  to  know  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  to 
arrive  at  a  just  conclusion.  We  go  further,  and  hope  that  if  the  point  should 
be  settled  in  accordance  with  our  views,  the  action  of  lodges  in  such  cases 
will  be  largely  influenced  by  a  spirit  of  masonic  charity. 

We  do  mean  "  that  the  lodge  has  no  right  to  (roerride  the  objection  of  an  in- 
dividual nnjm'^er ;"  and  furthermore,  that  it  btnng  entirely  useless  for  the 
lodge  t«»  vote  on  'he  question,  objoctions  to  admission  having  been  made,  the 
lodge  should  never  bo  called  on  tor  such  a  vote.  Therefore  do  we  contsidor  it 
an  individual,  and  not  a  lodge  matter. 

In  reference  to  our  idea  of  devising  *'some  plan  for  preserving**  important 
masonic  hterature,  and  placing  the  same  within  reach  of  the  craft,  the  com- 
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mittee  8»y,  "  If  you  do  mature  and  promulgate  auch,  you  will  earn  the  thanks 
of  all  coQcemed— except  the  printers."  Well,  brother,  we  have  worked  at  it, 
and  are  not  without  hope  ;  nor  do  we  fear  that  printers  will  object  to  print. 

Ck)mmenting  on  the  Arkansas  doctrine,  (adopted  bv  the  Grand  Lodge,)  that 
a  master's  lodge  '*  may  open  and  work  with  not  less  than  three  members  pres- 
ent," the  committee , say,  "Practically,  three  members  cannot  work  a  lodge. 
And  we  doubt  if  over  in  Arkansas  le$)s  than  seven  could  hold  a  charter.** 
Both  propositions  correct,  beyond  a  doubt. 

On  the  question  of  the  sale  of  intoxicating  Uquors,  the  committee  say, 
under  California : 

**  We  think  no  general  rule  can  justly  be  made  upon  the  subject.  To  inter- 
dict the  sale,  by  masons,  of  intoxicating  liquors  as  a  beverage  in  jurisdictions 
where  the  law  of  the  laud  permits  such  sale,  would,  in  our  opinion,  be  going 
too  far.  As  well  might  we  forbid  druggists  to  sell  poisons,  or  gunsmiths  to 
sell  powder  and  bails,  because  sometimes  purchasers  use  these  articles  for 
self-destruction.  We  believe  that  a  mason  who  debases  himself  by  the  ex- 
cessive use  of  intoxicating  liquors  ought  to  be  admonished,  and  if  admonition 
fails  to  effect  a  reformation,  he  ought  to  be  disciphned,  and  if  he  still  persists, 
expelled.  We  believe  al-to  that  a  mason  who  so  far  loses  his  r elf-respect  as  to 
become  the  proprietor  of  what  may  be  called  a  *' doggery,"  or  one  who  know- 
ingly sells  intoxicating  liquors  to  those  who  drink  in  excess,  should  be  warned 
to  deBist,  and  if  thin  means  fail  to  correct  the  evil,  should  be  expelled.  But 
to  say,  generally,  that  a  mason  shall  not  sell  intoxicating  hquors  as  a  bever- 
age, (except  where  the  State  forbids  such  sale,)  we  believe  would  be  thrusting 
masonry  out  of  its  legitimate  sphere." 

The  truly  courteous  and  fraternal  action  of  California  and  Nevada  towards 
each  other  in  reference  to  territory  within  the  first,  but  adjacent  to  the  latter, 
does  credit  to  both.  We  rejoice  too,  to  know,  that  the  Kansas  and  Nevada 
dispute,  *' a  momentary  ripple  on  the  stream,"  is  past,  that  they  *' extend  to 
each  other  the  right  hand  of  friendship,"  and  that  *'  the  utmost  good  feeling 
now  prevails." 

Under  Kentucky^  the  committee  object  to  both  the  Kentucky  and  the  Geor- 
gia plan  of  Grand  Lodge  representation,  saying,  **We  thinic  with  Brother 
Gray,  that  masters  and  wardens  are  of  right  representatives  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  that  the  Georgia  and  Kentucky  plan  is  an  innovation  which  Grand 
Lodges  should  hesitate  to  make." 

We  aleo  indorse  the  opinion  of  Brother  Gray,  and  go  a  little  further,  and 
say  that  all  past  masters  in  good  standing,  and  members  of  some  subordinate 
lodge,  are  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  of  right  authorised  to 
take  part  in  the  proceedings  of  their  respective  Grand  Lodges. 

The  committee  indorse  as  "sen<«ible"  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Ma- 
sonic Law  of  Michigan,  that  "when  an  appeal  is  made  to  this  Grand  Body, 
the  whole  question  is  re-'opened  here,  and  this  Lodge  acts  m  the  premises  as 
an  api>ellate  court,  and  as  such  has  full  power  to  reverse,  affirm,  or  modify 
the  decision  of  the  subordinate  lodge,  or  inflict  such  other  or  different  penalty 
as  this  Gh-and  Body  may  deem  just  and  proper.**    Which  report  was  adopted. 
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m»  mild  report  cloiM  wilh  in  eicellent  digest  of  dodBJOM  upon  UMonio 
JnriBpnideDoe,  and  ia  signed,  R.  H.  Taylor,  for  tbe  committee.

Onr  members  are  rapidl.v  Increaalng,  our 
lodges  sre  flourisbing,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nebraska  is  taking  a  poaition 
of  intlnence  among  her  sister  Grand  Lodges." 

All  of  wbicb  is  most  pleaaing  to  ns,  jet  we  would  prefer  the  word  Urolker- 
kood  in  lien  of  the  questionable  one  Ordrr. 

We  quote  the  following 


"  Who  oonsUtule  a  lodge  ander  diepensation!  That  Is,  who  is  empowered 
to  ballot  on  potitiODi  to  receiie  degreea  1  Ig  the  right  conferred  to  the  mas- 
tar  and  wardens.  Or  to  tbe  brethren  named  in  tbe  diaponsstion,  or  have  all 
the  brethren  tha  right  to  ballot,  those  who  have  been  Initiated,  passed  and 
raised  in  the  lodge,  as  well  aa  those  named  in  tbe  diapensatioo  ?" 

"  I  hsTO  held  that  all  have  tha  right.  I  am  aware  that  sathorities  diO^  in 
opinion  on  this  snbject,  aod  I  wonld  recommend  that  it  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Jorisprndcuce,  wilh  instmotion*  to  deflnitel;  define  tbe  powers 
of  a  lodge  under  diepeusation." 

In  Alabama  ail  master  masons,  members  of  the  lodge  nnder  diepcnsatiou, 
whether  made  b;  it  or  nuocd  in  the  dispenKation,  ballot. 

The  foUowing  i]aestion  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jnrispmdonce  : 

"A  brother  is  expelled  bj  a  snbocdlnate  lodge  for  nnmaaonic  condnot.  Th* 
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aotioD  of  the  Bubordinate  lodge  is  reversed.     What  course  is  necessary  to 
enable  the  brother  to  afEUiate?*" 

Committee  on  Jarispmdenoe  report : 

"  We  answer :  It  is  necessary  for  the  brother  to  obtain  a  dimit  from  the 
Grand  Secretary.**  ^ 

It  does  not  seem  so  to  ns.  The  action  of  the  subordinate  lodge  being  re- 
moyed,  the  brother  is  still  a  member  of  the  lodge  as  before  proceedings  were 
instituted  against  him,  and  being  a  member  thereof  should  look  to  it  for  his 
dimit.  If  unjustly  withheld,  it  would  then  be  proper  for  him  to  seek  one  else- 
where, in  our  opinion. 

Also,  the  follo¥ring : 

"If  a  companion  royal  arch  mason  visits  a  chapter  of  royal  arcb  masons,  is 
a  companion  who  sat  with  such  visitor  in  the  chapter  thereby  qualified  to 
vouch  for  such  visitor  in  a  blue  lodge  ?** 

The  committee  reported  in  the  affirmative ;  adopted. 

bepbesentahves. 

In  the  list  of  Representatives,  the  name  of  Brother  P.  J.  Pillans,  Bepre- 
sentative  of  Nebraska  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama,  is  wrongfully  prmted 
"Pillows."

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  a  well  written  masonic  document,  showing 
great  zeal  and  ability  in  the  cause  in  which  he  was  engaged,  detailing  minutely 
his  official  acts. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

Dispensations  to  form  new  lodges,  seven. 

He  says : 

'*  No  dispensation  should  be  granted  for  a  new  lodge  until  the  Grand  Master 
is  fully  satisfied  that  the  proposed  Lew  lodge  is  needed,  and  there  is  a  field  for 
labor,  and  sufficient  material  from  which  the  lodge  may  draw,  without  impov- 
erishing the  influence  of  any  existing  lodges.** 

So  say  we.    Sound  doctrine,  if  Uved  up  to  by  Grand  Masters  generally. 

BPECIAIi  DISPENSATIONS. 

He  says : 

"  I  have  had  many  applications  for  dispensations  to  confer  degrees  out  of 
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the  nsnal  time.  Have  refnaed  maDy,  and  have  granted  only  a  few,  and  those 
were  for  perHons  who  had  taken  oae  or  two  degrees  and  were  about  to  leaye 
the  jurisdictioD." 

The  conferring  of  degrees  ont  of  time  prescribed  by  the  by-laws,  we  have 
always  been  opposed  to.  We  have  never  known  any  good  resolta  trom  such 
proct^dure.  The  Grand  Master,  however,  seems  to  bo  pretty  much  of  our  own 
opinion  upon  this  subject,  in  proof  of  which  he  says  : 

**  I  am  opposed  to  granting  dispensations  tor  conferring  degrees  out  of 
time.  It  is  bad  in  principle  and  worse  in  practice.  If  the  Grand  ix>dge  would 
require  a  fee  of  ten  dollars,  for  Grand  Lodge  purposes,  for  every  such  dis- 
pensation issued,  I  think  it  would  put  an  end  to  that  cIhss  of  applications,** 

This  p-  rtion  of  the  Grand  Master*8  address  was  referred  to  a  special  com- 
mittee, who  reported  a  resolution,  fully  indorsing  the  Grand  Master's  opinion, 
and  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  will  hereafter  be  required  from  all  subordinate 
lodges  asking  for  dispensations  to  confer  degrees  out  of  time. 

Healthy  legislation.  Would  have  been  better  if  the  sum  had  been  tioenty 
do'lars  instead  of  ten. 

The  Grand  Master  recommends  two  schools  of  instruction  conducted  by 
competent  brethre  i,  one  to  be  located  in  the  northern  portion  of  the  State, 
the  other  in  the  southern.  Which  suggestion  was  concurred  in  by  resolution 
to  that  effect. 

DECI8IOVS. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  twelve  decisions,  to  none  of  which  do  we  object. 
Under  head  of  "  Immoral  Practices,*'  he  justly  says  : 

**  Let  us  elevate  the  moral  standard  of  masonry  in  this  jurisdiction  by  ad« 
vancing  a  step  higher,  and  admit  none  into  our  ranks  who  are  not  moral  and 
upright  before  God,  and  who  take  the  great  Ught,  the  Holy  Bible,  as  the  rule 
And  guide  of  faith.** 

Again: 

**We  have  no  use  for  the  gambler,  the  profaner,  the  violator  of  the  holy 
Sabbath,  the  intemperate,  and  especially  those  who  keep  drinking  saloons, 
where  men  become  intoxicated  and  degrade  themselves.** 

In  conclusion,  he  says : 

**  Masonry  is  not  a  beautiful  allegory  invented  for  man,  but  rather  a  system 
of  morals  veiled  in  allegory,  which,  if  properly  understood,  appreciated  and 
observed,  would  elevate,  strengthen  and  beautifr  our  manhood  with  the  no- 
blest of  human  virtues ;  fitting,  squaring  and  polishing  the  rough  ashlar  of 
nature  for  its  proper  place  in  the  temple  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the 
heavens." 

JURISPBUDENCE. 

The  following  questions  were  presented  to  the  Committee  on  Jurispru; 
dance: 
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Qnerj  1st.  "Is  the  God  of  the  mason  the  God  of  the  Bible?  imd  is  the  de- 
oying  the  God  of  the  Bible  a  masonic  offense  ?'* 
Query  2d.  '*  Is  the  denjring  the  authenticity  of  the  Bible  a  masonic  offense?** 
The  committee  »ay : 

*'  In  answer  to  the  first  query,  they  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  denial  of  the 
existence  of  Qod  as  set  forth  in  the  Holy  Bible,  is  a  masonic  offense ;  and  in 
answer  to  the  second  query,  they  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  denial  of  the 
divine  authority  and  authenticity  of  the  Holy  Bible  is  a  masonic  offense.** 

So  say  we. 

Worshipful  Brother  N.  K.  Griggs,  Grand  Orator,  delivered  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  and  instructive  addresses  it  has  fallen  to  our  lot  to  perufte  fcr  many 
a  day.  To  extract  from  it  is  to  mar  its  beauty ;  the  only  way  justice  can  be 
done  it  is  to  copy  it  entire,  which  we  would  most  cheerfully  do  if  we  had  space 
for  it. 

FOREIGN  COBBE8PONDBNCE. 

The  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  bat 
the  report  is  not  published  with  the  proceedings,  it  seems,  on  account  of  the 
financial  condition  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  to  whom  was  referred  the  com- 
munication from  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah,  say,  they  *'beg 
leave  to  report  that  they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  recom- 
mend that  tha  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  extend  fraternal  greeting  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah  on  the  part  of  this  Grand  Body  **

Diapensations  iBsned  for  new  lodges,  nine.  Ho  tays : 

"  A  nnmber  of  applications  for  dispensatlona  to  form  new  lodges  were  re- 
ceived and  refosed." 

DECISIONS. 

Of  decisions,  the  Grand  Master  truthfully  says  : 

'*  I  again  earnestly  urge  upon  the  masters,  wardens,  and  brethren  of  lodges 
to  read  and  examine  more  thoroughly  and  considerately,  and  to  read  or  cause 
to  be  read  in  their  respective  lodges  the  proceedings  of  our  Grand  Lodge,  as 
is  required  to  be  done  by  a  positive  edict  of  this  Grand  Body  ;  also,  the  an- 
cient landmarks  and  regulations,  and  such  standard  works  on  masonic  juris- 
prudence as  are  within  reach  of  all.  If  this  were  done,  the  craft  at  large 
would  be  better  informed,  lodges  would  bo  governed  with  more  wisdom, 
'  peace  and  harmony'  would  prevail  to  a  greater  extent,  and  the  Grand  Master 
would  be  relieved  of  a  vast  amount  of  correspondenoe.** 

Good  and  wholesome  advice,  and  should  be  enjoined  by  all  Grand  Lodges 
upon  their  respective  subordinates. 

To  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  we  have  no  objections  to  make ;  dis- 
cussion, therefore,  is  unnecessary. 

HASTT  LEGISLATION. 

"  It  must  be  palpable  to  every  masonic  student  who  has  given  the  subject 
any  consideration,  that  there  is  entirely  too  much  legislation ;  and  the  ten- 
dency of  a  majority  of  the  Grand  Lodges  in  this  direction,  in  connection  with 
an  evil  equally  as  ruinous,  that  is,  hasty  legislation,  is  to  be  deeply  deplored. 
Masonry  is  based  upon  irrevocable  and  immutable  principles,  and  these  are 
clearly  defined  by  the  ancient  landmarks  of  the  Order,  and  the  usages  and  cus- 
toms of  the  craft,  and  are  of  too  great  antiquity,  and  too  sacred  in  their  char- 
acter and  influence,  to  be  tampered  with  as  frequently  and  in  as  hasty  and  in- 
oonsiderate  a  manner  as  they  are.  Let  us  take  warning  and  ennct  no  law  but 
such  aff  is  required— wholesome,  wise,  just,  appropriate,  and  strictly  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  ancient  usages  ;  and  when  it  has  been  enacted  and  spread 
upon  our  statute-books.  let  it  bo  duly  and  conscientiously  observed,  and  earn- 
estly and  honestly,  yet  firmly  administered,  by  those  in  authority. 

**  A  few  useful  and  salutary  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  craft, 
well  and  truly  to  be  observed  and  administered,  will  prove  more  efficacious 
than  a  volume  of  impracticable  laws  passed  without  careful  and  due  consider- 
ation, resulting  in  a  majority  of  cases  in  non-observance,  and  producing  a 
vast  amount  of  discussion  and  troubie.  I  need  only  call  your  attention  to  the 
history  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  corroborate  the  truth  of 
my  statement.'' 

The  views  set  forth  in  the  above  in  reference  to  hasty  legislation  we  fully, 
indorse. 
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The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  coDtains  much  more  which  we  would  be 
pleased  to  copy,  bat  hayo  not  space. 

JUBISPBUDSNOB, 

The  committee  on  fifasonio  Jurispnidonco,  to  whom  the  decisions  of  the 
Grand  Master  were  referred,  folly  indorse  the  acts  and  decisions  of  Grand 
Master  Nash.    So  do  w^.

The  Grand  Master's  address  opens  with  a  chaste  exordinm,  and  **  reoogniz- 
ing  whatever  dispensations  of  Providence  may  have  failen  upon  as  as  the  vis- 
itation of  an  all-wise  and  beneficent  Father,"  exhorts  the  brethren  to  address 
themselves  to  the  work  before  them,  *  *  animated  by  no  spirit  of  selfishness  or 
of  personal  good." 

He  pays  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Past  Grand  Master  Giles  M.  Hillyer,  and 
of  Brother  George  H.  Gray  senior,  Grand  Treasurer,  and  for  several  years 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Law  and  Jnrispnidence,  both  of 
whom  had  gone  to  rest  within  the  year. 

DECISIONS. 

Kine  decisions  are  reported  by  the  Grand  Master.  The  second  and  third  we 
quote  with  the  ccmments  of  the  Grand  Master  : 

*'2.  A  mason  dies  under  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues.  His  friends 
propose  to  pay  them,  that  he  may  be  reinstated  and  receive  masonic  burial. 
Answer  :  The  brother  died  under  suspension,  and  must  so  remain  ;  reinstate- 
ment of  one  dead  is  an  impossibility.  But,  by  a  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
in  1870  (page  255),  he  may  be  buried  masonically. 

8.  '*  A  brother  dies  while  under  suspension  from  the  lodge,  but  in  good 
standing  in  the  chapter.  Is  he  not  entitled  to  masonic  burial  ?  Answer  :  He 
is  not.  Membership  in  the  chapter  confers  no  rights  in  the  blue  lodge.  But 
reference  is  made  to  proceedings  of  1870,  to  determine  whether  or  not  he  may 
be  buried  with  masonic  honors. 

"Icall  your  attention  particularly  to  the  last  two  decisions.  The  law  is, 
that  a  suspended  mason  is  deprived  of  the  right  to  masonic  burial ;  but  an 
exception  is  made  in  favor  of  distinguished  masons.  This,  it  occurs  to  me,  is 
at  variance  with  tb  3  whole  spirit  of  our  institution.  We  are  taught  that,  as 
masons,  we  meet  upon  the  level  of  equality  ;  and  yet.  in  death,  that  equality 
is  destroyed,  and  a  beautiful  and  highly-prized  ceremonial  is  performed  c  ver 
the  remains  of  one,  which  is  denied  those  of  another,  who,  although  in  the 
humbler  walks  of  life,  may  have  been  possessed  in  a  higher  degree  of  those 
internal  qualifications  which  should  recommend  a  man  to  be  made  a  mason.  I 
suggest  that  you  declare  that  in  no  case  can  a  suspended  mafon  receive  ma- 
sonic burial.  No  discretion,  no  exception,  should  be  allowea  in  this  jurisdic- 
tion, where,  if  a  brother  is  unable  to  pay  dues,  he  will  be  excused ;  and  if  he 
is  able,  and  refuses,  let  him  suffer  the  consequences,  whether  he  be  distin- 
guished or  not." 

The  committee  on  Law  and  Jurisprudence  reported  **  that  they  know  no 
'  dif tinguishcd'  brethren  elevated  above  the  level  upon  which  all  masons 
meet."  Adopted.  Good,  and  to  the  point.  Would  it  not  be  an  improvement 
to  issue  an  edict  that  the  use  of  all  such  twaddle  ad  *'  high  masons,"  *'distit- 
guished  masons,"  is  unmaeonic,  and  denote  a  degree  of  ignorauce  worthy  of  a 
gentle  reprimand. 

We  heard  tell  once  of  a  fellow  being  tried  and  convicted  of  being  tkfool,  and 
it  is  said  to  have  done  him  a  power  of  good. 
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The  oommfttee  appointed  *'  in  reference  to  the  differences  between  the  Most 
Worshipfnl  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  and  Quebec,  beg  leave  to  report :  That 
these  Grand  Lodges  are  sovereign  and  independent,  and  there  is  no  arbiter  to 
whom  they  may  appeal.    Advice  from  others  might  bo  officious/*    Adopted. 

That  settles  the  case  so  far  as  Mississippi  is  concerned.  Quebec  is  recog- 
nized as  sovereign  and  independent. 

COMl^nTTEE  ON   FOREIQN'   COBBESPONDENCS 

reviews  proceedings  of  40  domestic  and  seven  foreign  Grand  Bodies^  Alabama 
for  1870  in  the  number. 
Brother  Uayre  receives  the  following  high  compliment : 

"  The  system  which  runs  throughout  these  pages,  and  forms  one  of  their 
chief  attractions,  is  due  to  the  singular  adaptability  of  Brother  Say  re  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  the  office  of  Grand  fc»ecretary." 

The  committee  object  to  the  following  decision  : 

**Held,  that  there  was  no  such  thing  in  the  organization  of  masonry  under 
this  jurisdiction  as  an  entered  apprentice's  or  fellow-craft's  lodge/' 

Saying  :  **  Which  to  us  is  a  little  novel.  It  may  be  correct  in  Alabama,  but 
it  is  not  the  way  we  ImumMd  masanry  in  Mississippi.  lias  the  ritual  been 
changed  in  Alabama  ?'* 

Not  that  we  know  of.  Brother  Barkley.  We  have  always  understood  that, 
opened  or  worked  in  the  entered  apprentice  or  fellow-craft  degree,  the  lodge, 
to  be  a  lodge,  must  bo  composed  of  a  sufficient  number  of  fully  qualified  ma- 
sons. It  must  be  under  the  government  of  a  worshipful  master,  assisted  by 
his  wardens.  It  is  the  masters'  lodge — a  master  masons'  lod^e.  if  you  will — 
no  matter  how  opened  or  at  work.  Possibly  we  do  not  differ  very  materially 
from  our  Mississippi  brethren,  after  all. 

Under  California^  quoting  the  decision  of  Brother  Mitchell,  Past  Grand 
Master  of  Missouri : 

**  We  know  of  but  one  way  of  electing  a  candidate,  and  that  is  by  ballot ; 
and  we  know  of  but  one  way  of  rejecting  a  candidate,  and  that  is  by  ballot.** 

The  committee  add  : 

"The report  of  a  committee  may  be  unfavorable,  yet  we  hold  that  the  mas- 
ter has  no  right  to  declare  that  a  candidate  is  rejected  until  a  ballot  is  had, 
and  that  ballot  reveals  Huch  rejection.  The  rejection  is  the  act  of  the  lodge, 
and  what  action  the  lodge  may  take  m  the  premises  can  alone  be  revealed  by 
a  ballot,  and  we  know  of  no  law  which  will  permit  a  lodge  to  construe  the  re- 
port of  a  committee,  be  it  favorable  or  uutavurable,  as  its  act  and  deed,  with- 
out a  ballot." 

With  which  we  coincide  fully,  holding  rejectim  by  unfavorable  rei-ort  and 
rejection  by  refusing  to  receive  petition  to  be  practical  innovations. 

Brother  Barkley  quizzes  Brother  Blackshear,  of  Georgia,  about  the  appen- 
dix, or  affix,  of  M.  D.  to  bis  name,  signed  as  chairman  of  committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence.   Well,  M.  D.  sounds  not  as  htMic  as  Ck)lonel,  though,  at  limes, 
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perbapa,  anggeBtlve  of  sren  more  deadly  thongbtg,  Sappoae  llief  aad  Bll  like 
them  be  pretermitted  as  UDmaaaalc. 

Brother  Tajlor,  of  h'evuda,  chainnBn  of  oommittee  on  Aneiml  Landnurka, 
catchea  It  thua  : 

"  The  anuaal  othIIoq  at  the  inatBllation  of  the  Oruid  Offlcera  was  deliveied 
by  Brother  Taylor.  In  thin  addresH  be  gives  eipreaaioo  to  aomo  Tury  protty 
things,  and  some  that  are  ratber  novel  to  ua. 

"In  tbU  ago  of  prof^reasioa  aLd  jutprovement  things  will  chaogo.  old  cna- 
toma  go  out  of  nae  aod  nev  odsb  take  their  places,  and  in  this  rapidly  grow- 
ing juriailictioD  it  may  be  that  the  aymboUsms  ot  maaonry  hare  changed,  and 
these  abangcH  may  be  engrafted  upoa  the  ancieat  landmarka  on  whiob  Brother 
Taylor  ia  to  report," 

Speaking  of  the  Grand  Maater.  he  aaye : 

"He  represents  the  pillar  of  StreDgtb,  and  most  Borely,  sometimsa,  la  that 
■trengib  tried." 

And  of  the  Orand  Orator,  he  aaya : 

'*The  Grand  Orator  »hould  ropreeoat  the  pillar  of  Beanty." 

"  After  attributing  to  the  Orand  Uaatci  that  wbicb  belongs  to  tfao  Senior 
Oraud  Warden,  and  lo  the  Qrand  Orator  that  which  belonga  to  the  Joiiior 
Orand  Warden,  or  what  is  more  to  the  point,  havins  put  Solomon  in  the  place 
of  Hiram,  King  of  Tyre,  and  displaced  Hiram  Abif,  to  make  room  for  the 
Orand  Orator,  we  are  not  aarpriatd  that  the  prerogatiie  to  make  masona  at 
sight  la  denied  to  the  Orand  Maater,  for  Wiadom  is  no  where  symbohiod  iu 
this  Grand  Ledge." 

To  which  Brother  Taylor  retorts : 

'*  iTbh  niram.  King  of  Tyre,  Senior  Orand  Warden,  and  the  other  Hiram 
Jnolor  Orand  Warden  :  or  were  not  Solomon  and  the  two  Uirame,  all  of  them 
Orand  Mutere  7  If  each  of  them  was  a  Grand  Muter,  why  may  we  not,  on 
an  occaiion  wbcu  we  are  not  eupposod  to  be  inculcating  any  ritualiatic  leaaon, 
characterlxo  the  Grand  Master  aa  the  representative  of  either,  wisdom, 
strength,  or  beauty  ?  Aa  to  our  remark  about  the  Orand  Orator,  It  was  made 
with  reference  lo  outside  occaaiona  ;  we  were  not  assigning  hira  to  a  ttalion  in 
(ft«  lodge.    Can't  you  permit  a  figure  of  speech  ?" 

But,  Brother  Taylor,  was  not  Solomon  the  pillar  of  Wisdom,  Hiram  Ot  Tyre 
that  ot  Strength,  and  Hiram  Abif  the  one  of  Beauty  7  A  figure  of  speeob  ia 
always  in  order— when  correct. 

The  committee  dissent  Irom  the  decision  of  Grand  Maater  Hallot  Ver- 

"Hold,  That  the  opening  of  the  lodge  upon  Uie  third  degree.  Inform  uid 
with  due  ceremony,  etc.,  operia  both  Ibu  other  degrees ;  and  tbe  lodge  may 
oall  from  the  third  degree  to  either  tbe  Qrst  or  second  without  the  formality 
of  opening." 

"  We  cannot  aee  it  in  tbia  light.  There  are  ceromonies  peculiar  to  eaoL  of 
tbe  three  degrees,  which  are  known  to  every  well  informed  maaon,  and  a  mere 
hint  ia  all  that  ia  necessary  to  bring  them  to  remembrance. 
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"The  cerexnonies  of  opening  and  closing  in  each  of  these  degrees  are  dif- 
ferent in  many  respects,  and  we  are  utterly  at  a  lose  to  see  how  any  one  can 
anppoee  that  tiie  lodge  is  opened  in  one  degree  by  the  performance  of  the  cer- 
emonies which  belong  to  another  degree.  We  should  like  to  be  informed  of 
the  reasons  on  which  this  decision  of  the  Grand  Master  i^  based.** 

We  would  gladly  notice  other  criticisms  in  this  able  report,  did  our  limits 
allow  us  to  do  so. 
The  report  is  signed  A.  H.  Barkley,  for  the  committee.

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  opens  with  a  very  graceful  exordium. 

We  extract  ^e  fi)llowiog  case  and  remarks  in  full,  on  account  of  the  plain 
and  lucid  refutation  of  an  error  too  common  among  those  who  should  know 
better  : 

**  In  September  last,  complaint  was  made  to  me  that  Rising  Virtue  Lodge 
had  unreasonably  postponed  the  trial  of  a  member  charged  with  the  commis- 
sion of  a  heinous  offense,  and  for  reasons  prejudicial  to  the  interest  of  ma- 
sonry. • 

*'  In  brief,  the  case  was  this :  Brother  A.  L.  8.  was  suspected  of  committing 
the  crime  of  incendiarism.  He  was  indicted,  placed  on  trial  before  the  oonrt, 
and  the  jury  failed  to  agree.  Subsequently,  charges  were  filed  in  his  lodge. 
9 
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The  caeo  oame  up  for  trial,  was  fuUy  discusecd,  and  was  postponed  more  than 
six  months,  or  until  alter  the  time  fixed  for  his  secoml  trial  in  the  court. 

**  Not  doubtiog  that  the  master,  or  if  he  chose  to  waive  his  right,  the  lodge 
oould,  for  good  arid  sufficient  reasons^  postpone  a  trial  even  for  a  longer  period, 
two  questions  presented  themselves  to  my  mind.  First,  was  the  action  of  the 
lodge  unreasonable, 'and  calculated  to  disseminate  a  false  and  damaging  im- 
pression iu  regard  to  our  duties  and  obligations  ?  SecoLd,  was  it  a  case  that 
would  justify  me  in  the  exorcise  of  power  which  should  only  be  used  in  the 
most  cautious  and  conservative  manner? 

**  Upon  investigation  I  ascertained  that  the  principal  reason  urged  for  the 
postponement  was,  that  our  obligation  required  us  to  give  a  brother  our  sup- 
port and  aseiHtauce  until  the  civil  tribunal  had  disposed  of  the  case,  no  matter 
what  the  circumstances,  or  how  great  the  law*s  delay.  I  was  then,  and  am 
now,  Arm  in  the  beUof  that  the  doctrine  thus  enunciated  is  most  pernicious, 
and  calculated  to  bring  the  institution  into  merited  disrepute.  Once  thor- 
oughly convince  the  community  that  our  misuiou  is  to  protect  our  brethren 
charged  with  the  commission  of  crime,  no  matter  whether  guilty  or  innocent, 
and  none  but  those  who  require  such  protection  will  knock  at  our  doors  for 
admission.  The  honorable  and  the  upright  will  turn  from  us,  and  additions 
to  our  numbers  must  come  from  the  wicked  and  the  vicious.  Unless  ma«onry 
tends  to  make  us  walk  more  uprightly  and  circumspectly  before  God  and 
man,  makes  us  kinder  neighbors,  truer  friends,  and  better  citizens,  it  is  not 
worth  maintaining,  and  the  labors  of  the  great  and  good  founders  and  patrons 
of  our  institution  have  been  for  naught. 

"  Had  the  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  occurred  before  the  time 
appointed  for  the  trial  in  court,  I  should  have  referred  the  matter  to  you  with- 
out action,  but  as  it  did  not,  I  felt  compelled  to  give  it  attentirm. 

**  Firmly  convinced  that  the  welfare  :ind  perpetuity  of  our  institution  can 
only  be  maintained  by  promptly  purging  our  lodges  of  all  unworthy  members  ; 
that  such  action  should  be  taken  without  regard  to  any  other  tribunal  or  so- 
ciety ;  tbat  we  should  not  be  hampered  with  the  uncertainties  or  delays  of  the 
law  ;  and  tbat  the  promulgation  of  the  doctrine  ihat  we  are  obligated  to  sus- 
tain a  brother,  whether  guilty  or  innocent,  would  convey  a  wrong  and  mis- 
chievous impression,  and  result  in  lasting  injury  to  our  institution,  I  Hot  aside 
the  action  of  the  lodge,  and  ordered  them  to  proceed  with  the  trial  without 
unnecessary  delay.  The  matter  will  be  before  you  upon  an  appeal  from  the 
result  of  that  trial." 

Impostors  and  clandestine  lodges  are  becoming  quite  too  common  through* 
out  the  land.  By  what  means  the  craft  can  bec't  be  ))roiected  is  a  question 
of  difiicnlt  solution.  We  quote  the  following  on  the  subject  as  of  groat  gen- 
eral importance : 

"A  few  weeks  since  I  received  a  circular  letter  from  Most  Worshipful  Se- 
rene D.  NickerHon,  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  Massachusetts,  informing  me 
that  impostors  had  gained  adniisHion  to  lodges  in  that  jurisdiction,  and  that 
parties  outside  the  order  wore  communicating  what  they  claimed  were  ma- 
sonic degrees.    We  were  further  informed  that  no  person  could  be  admitted 
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to  anj  lodge  in  that  State  without  being  voached  for  by  a  brother,  or  present- 
ing a  certificate  from  some  Grand  Lodge,  and  a  carefol  examination.  This 
circular  I  directed  Right  Worshipful  Ira  Berry,  Grand  Secretary,  to  promul- 
gate to  the  lodges  in  this  jurisdiction. 

"  About  the  same  time,  a  letter  from  Most  Worshipful  Henry  Chamberlain, 
Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  Michigan,  informed  me  that  expelled  masons  in 
the  city  of  Detroit  had  organized  three  so-called  masonic  lodges,  designated 
*  Faith,' *  Hope'  and  *  Charity,' and  were  pretending  to  confer  the  three  de- 
grees of  masonry.  He  further  says :  *  We  advise  all  brethren  to  refuse  ad- 
mission to  their  lodges  of  persons  hailing  from  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  un- 
less they  produce  a  Grand  Lodge  certificate  of  recent  date,  or  can  get  vouch- 
ers as  to  their  character  as  men,  then  strict  trial  or  lawful  information.'  This 
circular  will  also  be  sent  to  lodges  immediately. 

"I  am  also  in  receipt  of  information  which  leads  me  to  believe  that  design- 
ing persons  in  this  jurisdiction,  claiming  to  be  masons,  are  extorting  informa- 
tion from  newly  made  and  not  well  informed  brethren,  in  the  expectation  of 
being  able  to  work  themselves  into  lodges. 

"  I  believe  that  the  time  has  now  come  when  the  Grand  Lodge  should  per- 
emptorily forbid  the  examination  by  any  lodge  in  this  jurisdiction  of  a  person 
claiming  to  be  a  mason,  unless  he  presents  some  written  evidence  that  he  has 
been  made  in  a  regular  lodge.  It  is  a  question  of  no  ordinary  importance^ 
and  deserves  your  careful  consideration." 

FOREIGN   COBBE8PONDENCE. 

The  report,  signed  Josiah  H.  Drummond,  chairman,  is  long.  The  pro* 
ceedings  of  some  fifty  Grand  Lodges  are  reviewed  in  Brother  Drummoud's 
usual  able  and  instructive  manner. 

The  committee  "  agree  fully"  with  our  remarks  on  masonic  burials  of  non* 
affiliates  and  granting  dimits  to  brethren  asking  them  on  religious  grounds. 

Our  Brother  Grand  Secretary  Sayre  receives  a  well  merited  compUment, 
and,  from  such  a  source,  one  that  he  may  well  be  proud  of. 

Under  ArkatisaSy  the  committee  notice  and  approve  Brother  Hempstead's 
ridicule  ot  the  recording  of  too  much  minutia  and  details. 

Bight ;  in  all  proceedings  we  find  much  v;heat,  but  why  hide  it  in  so  much 
chaff? 

The  committee  dissent  from  the  conclusions  of  the  California  committee 
on  Jurisprudence,  that,  '*  first,  if  the  report  of  the  committee  of  inquiry  is 
unfavorable,  no  ballot  should  be  taken." 

On  this  the  committee  of  Maine  say,  among  other  things,  "  The  report 
should  be  made  as  information,  hut  tfie  character  ofU,  whether  favor  of jle  or  ua- 
favorable,  should  not  be  recorded."    (The  italics  are  theirs.) 

We  differ  on  this  point,  though  agreeing  with  Brother  Drummond  that  a 
ballot  should  be  taken. 

2d.  *'  That  in  no  case  can  a  petition,  after  it  is  referred,  be  returned  with- 
out a  ballot." 

We  fully  agree  with  Brother  Drummond,  that  if  the  committee  find  that  the 
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lodge  has  no  jnriBdiction  it  Bhonld  not  act,  for  if  it  has  no  right  to  elect,  how 
can  it  claim  the  right  to  reject  ?  It  is  our  opinion  that  in  other  cases  of  ineli-* 
gibility  the  same  rale  should  apply.  As  the  committee  well  say,  "there  is  a 
wide  margin  between  ineligihilUy  and  ujtfitness.** 

They  also  dissent  from  the  dictum  **  that  a  mason  may  be  tried  for  any  act 
wrong  in  itself,  committed  before  he  was  a  manon.'^    80  do  we. 

They  **  regret  to  perceive  that  a  committee  decide  that  a  brother  who  is 
tried  and  sentenced  to  be  reprimanded,  and  appeals  to  the  Orand  Lodge,  most 
still  receive  his  punishment  in  ^pite  of  his  appeal." 

Certainly ;  for  of  what  use  is  the  appeal  except  to  save  him  from  the  humil- 
iation of  a  reprimand,  which  the  brother  believes  to  ^e  undeserved,  and  what 
would  bo  the  eflfect  of  a  reversal  of  the  sent f  nee  except  to  increase  the  as- 
cerbity  of  feeling  between  brethren  V 

Under  Canada^  Brother  Drummond  discusses  the  Quebec  question  with 
great  vigor,  and  especially  on  the  basis  of  our  point  made  Inst  year,  that  the 
8tateiT(  of  the  United  States  are  not  (any  longer,  say  we, )  independent  States, 
thus  : 

'*  The  idea  then  that  the  masonic  law  in  question  applies  only  to  absolutdy 
independ'  nt  States,  has  ne  foundation  whatever  ;  for  every  case  in  which  it 
has  been  applied  in  America  has  been  one  of  qualified  independence,  in  which 
the  State  was  subject  to  a  superior  law." 

Commenting  on  a  Florida  decision,  the  committee  **  makes  no  distinction 
between  'a brother  of  exalted  character'  and  the  *■  humblest  member.*" 

Very  p^ood.  Since  every  ma«on  should  be  of  exalted  character,  and  becom- 
ing humility  is  not  the  lea^t  of  masonic  virtues  that  exalts  the  possessor  ? 

The  rule  in  Idaho,  **  That  Uie  Grand  Master  may  he  elected  from  tfie  body  of 
the  craft,,''  is  objected  to  on  the  ground  "  that  the  Grand  Master,  more  than 
any  other  officer,  Bhould  be  a  past  master  ;  otherwise,  he  could  not  install  the 
master  of  a  subordinate  lodge,"  &c. 

This  looks  reasonable  ;  but,  query,  could  not  (and  should  not,  if  necessary) 
the  (rraud  Ma  ter  elect  be  inducted  iit  the  secrets  of  the  past  master's  degree 
on  installation  ? 

We  do  not  agree  with  the  committee's  stress  on  the  tinted  paper  used  for 
printing  the  Kansas  proceedings.  Tuste  is  a  very  good  thing,  when  it  does 
not  0'  Dtlict  with  the  laws  of  nature.  These  teach,  practically,  that  black 
letters  on  a  white  ground  are  the  most  trying  to  the  eye. 

They  dissent,  also,  from  the  broad  statement  of  a  report  adopted  in  Missis- 
sippi that  a  mnson  under  charges  in  in  "good  masonic  standing,"  adding, 
that  he  would  not  be  entitled  to  a  dimit,  installed  in  office,  &c.,  but  otherwise 
would  lose  no  rights.    We  hold  the  \'icw8  of  Brother  Drummond  to  be  correct. 

Under  A>crtcio,  eounide ting  the  vexed  and  most  troublesome  question  of 
landmarks  the  comm  ttce  remark: 

"We  are  making  landmarks  conf^tantly;  a  universal  custom  of  the  craft, 
continued  until  the  '  memory  of  man  runneth  not  to  the  contrary,'  becomes  a 
landmark.    This  last  proposition  is  itself  a  landmark." 

To  which  we  cannot  object. 
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The  oommlttee  notice  the  action  of  the  Orand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  in  the 
case  of  a  candidate  so  markedly  that  he  was  not  a  fit  person  to  be  made  a  ma- 
son, **  declaring  the  action  of  the  lodge  irregolar,  and  directing  the  lodge  to 
erase  his  name  from  the  list  of  memb  rs." 

Without  waiting  for  the  reasons  which  actuated  our  Pennsylvania  brethren, 
we  simply  say  that  we  cannot  see  how  a  lodge  can  do  what  it  cant ;  how  it  can 
make  h  mason  out  of  material  of  which  a  mason  cannot  be  made,  and,  there- 
fore, agree  that  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  strictly  correct. 

But  we  leave  with  regret  this  most  suggestive  report.

GRAND  master's   ADDRESS. 

The  committee  to  whom  it  was  referred  speak  of  it  as  "a  document  which, 
for  sound  principle,  pure  and  elevated  masonic  sentiment,  valuable  sugges- 
tions and  rare  literary  excellence,  has  never  been  surpassed  in  our  masonic 
history."    It  is  indeed  an  admirable  address. 

From  the  following  it  will  be  seen  that  Brother  Hedges  does  not  favor  the 
system  of  representatives : 

"Ho  deep  have  been  my  prejudices  against  the  system  of  appointing  repre- 
sentatives between  our  sister  Grand  Lodges,  that  I  have  made  no  additions  to 
the  list  created  by  my  predeccasors.  I  think  I  can  foresee  much  labor,  trouble 
and  expense  necessary  to  follow  the  general  adoption  ot  this  system,  with  no 
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promise  of  any  compeDBating  adrantage.  It  seeme  to  me  to  detract  from  the 
traditional  eimplicity  of  our  fraternal  intercourse ;  to  be  prompted  by  a  mor- 
bid appetite  for  foolish  display  and  empty  titles.  It  is  an  anti 'republican  and 
anti-masonic  innovation  that  the  common  sense  and  good  taste  of  masons 
ought  to  reject.  To  be  a  master  mason  ought  to  be  title  enough  for  the  am- 
bition of  any  one,  as  it  ought  to  be  a  sufficient  passport  anywhere.** 

We  make  the  following  extracts,  and  comment  on  them,  against  our  hereto- 
fore inyariHblo  rule  to  notice  no  opposition  to,  or  attacks  on,  masonry  from 
the  outer  world : 

**  When  we  pass  beyond  the  American  continent,  and  away  from  the  genial 
atmosphere  of  hberal  institutions  and  the  Saxon  tongue,  masonry  seems  to 
find  no  free  scope  for  a  healthy  development ,  it  seems  to  become  at  times  the 
monopoly  of  nobility  and  aristocracy,  at  others  the  convenient  engine  of  the 
radical  revolutionist.  If  we  desire  to  cultivate  intimate  relations  with  masons 
in  foreign  countries,  representation  ma}  liecome  necessary ;  but  from  the  am- 
biguous character  of  masonry  in  most  foreign  countries,  I  see  little  occasion 
for  haste  or  ardor  in  opening  this  correspondence.*'  ♦  ♦  ♦  • 

And  again : 

"  Masonry  among  all  the  Latin  nationalities  is  much  the  same  as  in  France ; 
an  object  of  persecution  by  pope  and  ecclesiastics,  by  king  and  nobles,  it  finds 
its  friends  and  supporters  among  those  liberal,  unquiet  spirits  that  sigh  for 
friends,  but  too  often  mistake  the  means  of  reaching  their  ends.*' 

OoifiTnenis.— The  above  extracts  contain  at  once  the  commendation  and  its 
solution.  European  masonry,  not  as  with  us  ignoring  politics  and  sects,  has 
at  times  accepted  the  favors  of  the  ruling  powers,  at  others  made  the  lodges 
foci  of  revolutionary  cabal.  From  like  causes  they  have  placed  themselves  in 
antagonistic  relations  to  the  Catholic  church.  Bine  lachrynup,  hinc  ira. 
Wrong  on  one  side  produces  wrong  on  the  other,  ad  injinitum. 

We  should  feel  thankful  that  so  far  American  masonry,  though  assailed  by 
foolish  bigots  of  various  sorts,  has  heretofore  been  guilty  of  no  wrongful  re- 
tort, and  seldom  of  the  foUy  of  even  noticing  the  fact.  Henceforth  let  our 
rale  bo  utter  silence  on  such  subjects. 

From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  we  cannot  refrain  from  extracting 
copiously,  as  follows : 

'*The  apphcations  by  Grand  Secretaries  of  sister  jurisdictions  for  Proceed- 
ings of  former  years  have  been  earnest  and  numerous,  and  always  accom- 
panied by  reasons  highly  complimentary  to  our  Grand  Lodge.  Inability  to 
respond  to  these  courtesies  has  grown  into  a  positive  embarrassment,  which 
we  can  only  escape  hereafter  by  publishing  an  edition  adequate  to  the  demand. 
The  attractive  feature  in  our  Proceedings  is  the  elegance  of  their  manufac- 
ture. Tliis  is  generally  admitted  to  excel  that  of  any  other  Grand  Body  in  the 
world.  They  have  been  sent  into  the  world  in  a  dress  worthy  the  order,  and 
in  perfect  harmony  with  its  teachiuKS.  A  humbler  garb  could  have  been  ob- 
tained at  smaller  price,  but  would  it  have  been  as  effectual  in  winning  for  us 
the  favorable  consideration  of  our  wide-spread  brotherhood  ?  It  is  a  fact  also, 
that  the  example  wo  have  furnished  has  occasioned  improvementa  in  th6  Pro- 
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oeedingfl  of  other  and  older  jarisdictions.  In  the  indulgence  of  an  honest 
pride  in  the  past,  let  ns  hope  that  no  change,  except  for  the  better,  may  occur 
in  theii:  form  of  publication." 

Again : 

"There  are  in  the  oflSce  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  a  Ixrge  number  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  those  grand  jurisdictions  which  ha?e  been  in  correspondence 
with  ours  since  its  organization.  None  of  them,  however,  have  been  pre- 
served with  a  view  to  completeness — a  thing  to  be  much  regretted,  espeoiiUy 
as  the  notices  which  have  from  time  to  time  been  bestowed  upon  our  Grand 
Lodge  in  its  infancy,  save  as  they  have  been  preserved  in  our  own  Proceed- 
ings, are  thereby  lost  to  us.  Judging  from  the  reported  succeas  of  many 
Bister  jarisdictions  in  obtaining  perfect  sets  of  Proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Lodges  throughout  the  Union,  it  will  be  impossible  to  make  those  of  the 
Grand  Bodies  which  have  exchanged  with  ours  complete,  but  there  should  be 
provision  made  for  the  preservati^'n  of  all  Proceedings  hereafter.  They  form 
a  perfect  history  of  the  order  everywhere.  They  contain  the  criticisms  and 
opinions  of  enlightened  brethren  throughout  the  world.  They  furnish  in 
themselves  the  best  commentary  extant  on  the  principles  of  masonry,  and 
their  effects  upon  the  minds  and  hearts  of  all  who  acknowledge  them.  They 
contain  the  true  elements  of  masonic  jurisprudence.  Interesting  now  as 
records  of  passing  events,  they  will  be  invaluable  to  the  generations  which 
come  after  us,  for  the  information  they  impart  of  the  varied  operations  of 
the  undoing  institution.'* 

Beg  pardon,  Brother  Hosmer ;  beautiful  as  is  the  dress  in  which  your  pro- 
ceedings appear,  it  is  not  its  chief  **  attractive  feature.'* 

Commendable  as  is  the  plan  of  filing,  and  making,  when  possible,  full  sets 
of  reports  of  proceedings  of  Grand  Lodges,  yet  these  sets  must  from  neces- 
sity be  out  of  the  reach  of  the  majority,  and  there  is  still  a  void  to  be  sup- 
pUed;  so  that  the  "  perfect  history  of  theordar,"  [fraternity]  'Mhe  criticisms 
and  opinions  of  intelligent  brethren  throughout  the  world,"  "the  true  ele- 
ments of  masonic  jurisprudence,"  &c.,  should  be  placed  within  the  reach  of 
all  masons  who  are,  as  they  should  bo,  seai'chers  after  light. 

FOBEIGN    COBBESPONDEKCE. 

The  report  reviews  succinctly  and  ably  proceedings  of  28  Grand  Lodges, 
Alabama  not  one  of  the  number. 
The  committee,  under  California,  say  : 

**We  doubt  if  the  decision  which  denies  advancement  to  an  applicant  be- 
caase  he  has  lost  a  leg,  after  receiving  the  first  degree,  will  be  generally  ap- 
proved." 

The  case  is  a  troublesome  and  difl&cult  one,  a  conflict  between  law  and  equity. 
Masonic  charity  favors  the  latter,  yet  we  believe  that  the  decision  is  "gener- 
ally approved." 

Whatever  may  bo  the  expediency  of  the  representative  system,  we  beg  to 
differ  from  the  remarks  of  the  committee.  We  do  not  know  that  members  of 
any  Grand  Lodge  "  seek  for"  such  an  appointment,  nor  that  snch  as  have  re- 
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oeived  it  cannot,  indiyidnaUy,  be  considered  "  a  good  nuui  and  true,"  nor  thai 
to  any  the  term  "brother"  would  not  be  applicable. 

The  committee  object  to  the  rule  that  "one  ballot  for  the  three  degrees  bo 
made  obligatory  on  all  lodges."    We  agree. 

They  can  perceive  '*na  difference  between  the  action  of  the  masons  of  the 
ProTinoe  of  Quebec  and  the  masons  of  West  ^^ginia,"  Ac.  Nor  de  we.  West 
Yirginia  was  cut  off  from  yirft:inia  by  the  central  government,  arms  in  hand ; 
Quebec  from  Ontario  by  peaceable  act  of  parliament,  acquieficed  in  by  all  par- 
ties*    The  difference  is  of  degree  or  manner  only. 

Under  DUtrict  of  Columbia,  wo  find  a  sharp  review  of  the  vexed  question, 
the  "  right  of  visitation."  which  is  termed  "one  of  the  most  profound  and  in- 
extricable muddles  in  the  annals  of  masonic  jurisprudence.  The  importance 
of  the  subject  alone  saves  it  from  ridicule." 

The  committee  indorse  the  views  of  a  writer  in  the  Freemason,  that  there  is 
"a  necessity  of  a  masonic  policy  which  will  recognize  the  inalienable  and  un- 
deniable riffbt  of  every  mason,  when  standing  on  the  floor  and  be  ore  the 
altar  of  his  lodge,  to  say  (either  by  an  unexplained  ballot,  or  by  unexplained 
words,)  to  the  initiation,  to  the  advancement,  to  the  membership,  or  to  the 
visit,  /  objed,** 

We  agree.  Let  that  be  the  law,  known  and  promulgated,  and  much  trouble 
will  be  avoided. 

Tne  report  is  unsigned,  but  was  presented  by  Brother  Hosmer,  to  whom  we 
suppose  it  should  be  credited.

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  fills  pomo  twenty-one  pagen,  most  of  it 
being  devoted  to  local  business,  questions  of  law,  and  some  correspondence. 
We  extract  the  following,  merely  as  a  specimen  of  the  beautiful  exordium : 

"  Masonry  was  never  intended  to  be  universal,  save  in  the  application  by  its 
votaries  of  its  beliign  principles.  It  always  selected  its  materials.  It  is  ex- 
clusive in  its  SBsentiMl  nature.  It  has  always  had  a  high  standard  by  which  it 
measures  applicants  for  its  favors,  morally  and  physical'y.  I's  grand  objects 
are  harmony  and  fraternity.  Fraternity  J*  the  life-giving  spirit  of  freema- 
sonry. It  is  that  subtle  essence  which  pervades  all,  and  as  with  a  sort  of 
magnetic  attraction  brings  its  members  closer  together." 

The  Grand  Master  announces,  in  feeling  words,  the  loss  of  Most  Worship- 
ful Wm.  M.  Fenton,and  Right  Worshipful  Carlos  G.  Curtis,  Grand  Junior 
Warden  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan. 
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DSOIBIOire  OF  THE  GBAHD  XABTEB. 

**  BelatiTe  to  the  physical  qnalifications  of  candidatesi  I  hsTO  held  them  to 
be  disqualified  in  the  following  instances  : 
**  A  man  totally  blind  in  one  eye,  the  other  being  good.** 

To  which  we  object,  as  going  beyond  not  only  the  spirit  but  the  letter  of 
the  law. 

**Aman  who  has  lost  three  fingers  and  part  of  the  fourth  of  the  right 
hand.** 

*'  One  who  has  a  knee-joint  which  is  only  partially  moTable,  and  who  is  not 
able  to  form  a  right  angle  therewith.** 

*'  One  who  has  a  stiff  left  knee.'* 

•'  A  man  whose  loft  arm  Is  stiff  at  tho  elbow.** 

The  last  four  being  so  near  the  lino  between  law  and  equity,  we  make  no 
comment,  nor  would  we  express  an  opinion  until  after  a  personal  examination 
of  the  subje^  matter  in  each  case. 

Eight  other  decisions  are  reported,  the  fifth  of  which  we  think  doubtfuL 
We  exfact  the  gist : 

"Oonstitntional  permission  to  withdraw  from  membership  cannot  he  granted 

by  o  lodge,  to  take  effect  on  payment  of  dues.     For  this  would  be  to  maKe  the 

payment  of  dues  a  condition  subsequent  to  the  authority  of  the  lodge  to 

grant  the  permission,  instead  of  a  condition  precedent,  as  required  by  the 

•  constitution.'* 

A  brother  asks  for  a  dimit ;  it  is  granted,  that  is,  the  secretary  is  Instructed 
to  issue  one  if  the  brother  bo  entitled  to  one.  The  brother  approaches  the 
8ocretary*8  desk  and  finds  that,  as  in  many  lodges  dues  are  charged  up  annu- 
ally or  semi-annually  in  advance,  he  is  a  dollar  or  two  indebted.  He  settles 
his  dues  and  receives  a  certificate  of  dimit.  What  is  there  wrong  or  danger- 
ous in  this  ?    Wo  object  to  hair-splitting  in  every  instance. 

The  sixth : 

**  A  candidate  who  has  been  elected  to  receive  the  degrees  of  masonry  in  a 
subordinate  lodge  of  a  sifter  Grand  Jurisdiction,  and  before  receiving  tho 
fir-t  degree  removes  to  this  State,  cannot  have  the  detrees  conferred  on  him 
here,  on  t  ae  ground  of  finishing  the  work  of  another  lodge.  He  must  pro- 
ceed here  as  if  never  elected  there.** 

Doubtful  in  law  and  wrong  in  equity.  The  party  has  not  acquired  a  domi- 
cilin  bis  now  fibode;  he  is  unknown  to  the  brethren  there.  On  the.  other 
hand,  he  was  known  where  he  removed  from  ;  a  lodge  examined  mto  his  fit- 
ness to  be  made  a  mason,  and  passed  on  it  favorably.  The  request  <'f  said 
lodge  amounts  to  this :  "  We  know  A. ;  we  have  inquired  regularly  into  his 
qualiftcationw  and  have  found  him  a  proper  man.  Circumstances  have  com- 
pelled him  to  move  away  before  we  could  initiate  him.  He  therefore  requests 
you  to  do  so  for  us."    Why  not  ?    Where  is  the  harm  ? 

'*7th.  There  must  be,  at  least,  eight  members  present  to  legally  open  a 
lodge  and  proceed  to  do  work  or  business.** 
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We  object.    The  qaeetion  heretofore  han  been  between  three  and  eeven. 

The  Grand  Master  soggOHts  a  plan  for  the  abrogation  of  annaal  dues,  which 
our  apace  docs  not  permit  us  to  discuss  or  comment  on,  further  than  to  ex« 
press  our  opinion  that  the  end  in  view  would  be  a  very  beneficial  one,  bat  we 
doubt  if  it  is  feasible  to  attain  it. 

FOBEION  OOBBXSPOMDEKCE. 

Brother  James  Fenton,  Grand  Secretary,  and  chairman  of  Committee  ou 
Foreign  Correspondence,  gives  in  31  pages  *' a  succinct  and  condensed  narra- 
tive of  the  proceedings  in  detail"  of  some  43  Grand  Lodges,  Alabama  in- 
cluded. 

The  report  is  very  good,  but  so  "  succinct  and  condensed"  as  to  leave  no 
room  for  criticism  or  comment.

He  says :  *'  That  in  accordance  with  the  ancient  landmarks,  a  master  can- 
not be  elected  by  a  lodge  who  has  not  previously  been  a  warden.  In  the  or- 
ganization of  a  new  lodge  the  offices  may  be  filled  by  master  masons,  but  it 
is  otbcrwise  when  u  lodge  is  already  in  existence.*' 

"  He  has  decided  that  it  is  unmasonic  and  deserving  of  rebuke  for  the  mas- 
ter of  a  lodge  to  permit  a  brother  to  declare  how  he  voted,  whether  a  white 
ball  or  a  black  one,  on  the  initiation  or  advancing  of  a  candidate.  If  one 
brother  can  declare  hir*  vote,  all  may  declare  their  votes  :  and  in  this  way  the 
secresy  of  the  ballot  may  be  destroyed." 

He  decides : 

"  That  the  master  of  a  lodge  may  cause  his  wardens  to  exchange  places,  or 
take  the  master's  place  and  confer  the  several  degrees  throughout,  with  a 
view  to  perfect  them  in  the  duties  of  their  several  offices,"  ^

Sparrow,  and  a  tribnte  ie  paid  to  hie  worth  and  memoT;  by  the  Qrand  Master. 

Brother  14 ewcomb  8 Hj^  ;  '■  During  the  moath  of  May  I  granted  pennissl on 
to  aeveral  lodges  to  tum  out  aa  lodgea  on  the  30th  of  May,  to  seaiat  in  the  cer. 
•ntony  of  decorating  the  grHvea  of  oar  fallen  heroes." 

In  AlabHma,  and  indeed  Ibroufcl'out  tbe  Snutb,  the  memory  of  the  heroes 
who  fell  in  defense  of  liberty  ia  held  in  high  bonor,  and  the  ceremony  of  "deo- 
orating  soldiers' graves  "  is  an  institution  ;  bnt  masons  neTer  take  part  in  it  as 
■nob  Indeed,  mtuonry  is  an  nniveraal  brotherhood,  atriotly  characterized  by 
Faith,  Hope,  HUd  Charity  ;  thai  it  hue  Deilhcr  part  nor  place  in  anything  po- 
litical, aeotarian.  nor  military,  is  generally  regarded  in  the  light  of  a  landmatlc 
among  na. 

The  Qrand  Master  closes  with  tbe  following  sensible  remark ; 

"  We  bare  met  bare  at  this  time,  not  merely  for  the  pnrpose  of  making 
long  speeches,  or  listeDing  to  n  lengthy  addresa  ti'om  your  Qrand  Master  or 
othera,  bat  to  enact  wboleeomo  laws  and  regulations  for  tbe  better  goTerU' 
ment  of  onraclies  and  tbe  oraft  tbrougliout  our  juriedictiou  ;  looking  to  tbe 
Orand  Master  of  tbe  Univerae,  who  doeth  h11  things  welt,  forniedom  to  dirsct 
us  in  our  deUberitions." 

Reporta  concerning  a  Widow's  and  Orphan's  Home  eetablished  by  tbe  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ohio  fill  a  luge  part  of  tbe  proceedings.  Regarding  the  subject  as 
of  local  importance  merely,  and  aiperience  having  almost  universally  shown 
tbe  ineipodiency  of  eotabliahing  auch  institutions— the y  proring,  after  a  brief 
period,  failurus  often  lamentable,  if  not  disastrous— we  diemiSB  the  subject 
with  the  remark,  that  lbs  reports  are  able,  the  appuala  forcible,  and  theii  ar- 
gnmeiita  planaible. 

The  Grand  Master  issued  a  strong  circular  to  the  subordinate  lodges  of 
Ohio  on  the  subject  of  profanity  anil  intemperance,  tlie  length  of  which  de- 
bars us  from  quilting  it  In  full,  Hnd  wo  cannot  with  justice  to  it  muke  eitracta. 

The  following  will  uiompliry  bis  riews  as  to  liquor:  "No  man  can  indulge 
in  Ih"  use  of  liquor  ami  Ih)  iiafu."  W'u  niifjht  add,  nor  travel  by  steamboat, 
rail,  or  nail ;  nor  stay  at  bome  all  thu  tiuio ;  nor—  well,  no  nutter  what  "  So 
man  of  good  seuau  will  say  that  the  uae  of  hquor  ia  a  IwueAt  to  buneeU  or 
hit  family." 
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BEPOBT  ON  FOBEION  OOBRBSPOMDENCB 

Examined  proceedings  of  forty-one  North  Amerioan  Grand  Lodges,  also  those 
of  Belgium,  England  and  FrHnce.  Alabama  receives  a  fraternal  notice,  al^ 
though  we  gave  the  Ohio  proceedings  of  1809  no  where  in  ours  of  1870— which 
omisoion  we  regret,  and  might  explain  by  stating  that  we  had  them  not,  but 
prefer  in  all  such  cases  to  cry  peccaviy  as  the  shortest  plan.  We  meant  no 
Blighty  brother,  as  our  last  report  evidences.  Copious  extracts  are  made  Arom 
the  a«idres8  of  Grand  Master  William  P.  Chilton. 

The  committee  make  merry  over  the  fact,  or  rather  facts,  that  the  amend- 
ment proposed  by  our  Grand  Lodge  to  **  increase  the  mileage  and  per  diem  of 
representatives"  was  ratified,  while  that  **to  increase  the  annual  Grand  Lodge 
dues*'  was  defeated ;  which  they  consider  **  a  capital  joke."  Well,  brother,  we 
confess  ;  but  in  your  heart  of  heai'ts,  would  you  not  prefer  that  we  had  not 
given  you  reason  to  laugh  at  us  ?  The  committee  further  ** hopes"  that  the 
proposal  to  rescind  the  amendment  passed  "will  not  prevail.''  Do  the  com- 
mittee desire  that  our  **  financial  Quandum"  should  be  perpetuated,  so  that 
their  laugh  may  be  prolonged  ? 

Under  ArkuiMaSf  the  committee  quote  from  Brother  Gray,  of  Arkansas,  on 
the  subject  of  St.  John's  college  ;  and  commenting  on  the  same,  as  applicable 
to  the  Ohio  project  for  a  widow's  and  orphan's  home,  make  some  very  sensible 
remarks.  We  qu>  te  this:  "If  a  uufficient  amount  has  already  been  sub- 
scribed to  endow  our  Home — equal  for  its  support  through  all  coming  time — 
then  it  is  h  success ;  but  if  not,  it  is  a  failure.  We  shall  see."  Doubtful. 
**A11  coming  time"  is  a  long  period,  probably.  The  committee  will  probably 
be  quite  aged,  it'  they  Uve  to  see  it. 

Wishing  success  to  every  philanthropic  enterprise,  especially  masonic  ones, 
we  f  r  many  reasons  doubt  the  expediency  of  masonic  schools,  homes,  and 
the  like. 

The  fact  is,  that  universal  experience  has  proved  them  impracticable,  if  not 
injurious  ;  it  would  be  probably  unnecessary  to  set  forth  ninety-nine  others. 

A  nice  point  is  noticed  under  head  of  Otlifomiaj  viz : 

**The  difficulty  of  non-payment  of  dues  has  worried  many  Grand  Bodies, 
which  is  easily  accounted  for,  from  the  fact  that  we  first  suspend  them  ;  and 
if  not  paid  within  a  reasonable  time,  (taking  our  Ohio  22d  by-law  as  a  crite- 
rion, )  we  endeavor  to  expel  thorn  We  contend  that  we  cannot  expel  a  brother 
without  a  trial,  and  every  brother  on  trial  has  the  right  to  be  present.  No 
suspended  mason  has  a  right  to  be  present  in  the  lodge  under  any  circumstan- 
ces. Then,  how  will  we  try  them?  The  writer  hereof  contends,  that  when 
suspended  they  cannot  be  tried  mssonically  for  any  offense, 

**  Why  should  they  be  tried?  What  masonic  advantage  has  the  suspended 
mason  over  the  one  expelled  ?  We  know  that  it  is  easier  to  reinstate  the  sus- 
pended than  the  expelled ;  and  when  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  the 
reinstating  is  easily  done,  by  paying  up.  But  while  under  suspension,  we  ask 
again,  what  privileges  have  the  suspended  over  the  expelled  ?  and  we  call  on 
those  skilled  in  masonic  lore  to  answer." 
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The  Ohio  23d  bj^lmw  does  not  a|)pear  to  ob  reasonable  on  the  main  qacetion. 
Oor  views  are,  that  a  brother  in  arrenrs  should,  after  dae  notice,  have  charges 
made  af^inst  him,  and  be  suspended,  unless  he  show  proper  cause  for  his  de- 
fault. Complications  might  arise  that  would  demand  his  expulsion.  But  in 
Alabama  we  suspend  without  trial,  as  in  Ohio. 

The  committee  consider  Florida  a  little  weak  on  one  point  of  law,  viz :  'Tar- 
ticular  lodges  have  exclusive  original  jurisdiction  over  their  own  meml>ers  and 
their  own  unafi&liated  dimittees.  They  cannot  suspend  or  expel  a  member  or 
dimittee  of  another  lodge,  but  they  may  disown  him,  and  report  him  to  the 
lodge  of  competent  jurisdiction.**  Adding,  **  that  is  not  the  rule  in  Ohio,  and 
we  do  not  like  it.  We  believe  that  masonic  offenders  may  be  tried,  as  civil 
offenders  are  tried,  within  the  jurisdiction  where  the  offense  was  committed.** 

We  extract  all  the  following  from  under  the  heading  MtMouri,  considering 
it  of  general  importance,  premising  that  we  noincide  with  the  Ohio  committee 
in  their  views. 

Commenting  on  Most  Worshipful  Bouck's  remark  of  Oregon,  that* 'while 
be  finds  the  members  of  the  craft  bright  as  £.  A.  and  F.  C,  many  of  them 
are  vcr}-  dull  as  M.  M.,"  and  recommending  an  examination  in  open  lodge  on 
the  M.  M.  degree,  the  committee  say,  '*  On  this  last  point,  something  of  the 
kind  would,  in  our  estimation,  be  beneficial  in  Ohio.**  We  believe  that  it  would 
be  of  use  everywhere,  and  indorse  the  views  of  Grand  Master  Bouck  and  our 
brethren  of  Ohio. 

The  committee,  in  their  conclusion,  submit  the  following  plan,  which  does 
not  meet  with  general  favor.    Our  own  judgment  is  against  it : 

**  We  iK^ieve  that  the  chairmen  of  the  committees  on  Foreign  Correspond- 
ence of  all  the  Stat«8  should  once  every  year  have  a  general  convention,  tak- 
ing with  them  one  or  more  of  the  proceedings  of  their  last  annual  communi- 
cation. Then,  by  lot  or  otherwise,  let  it  bo  designated  what  Grand  Lodge 
proceexling  each  chairman  should  write  up,  and  having  distributed  the  pro- 
ceedings of  all  the  Grand  Lodges  among  the  different  chairmen,  that  then 
each  one,  before  the  convention  adjourned,  should  write  up  the  Grand  Lodge 
proceeding  which  fell  to  him  by  lot,  (which  should  always  be  other  than  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  his  own  State,)  and  after  having  them  all  completed  satisfac- 
torily to  the  convention,  then  they  should  be  published  pro  rata  of  the  Grand 
Bodies,  and  in  sufficient  numbers  to  supply  each  Grand  Lodge  in  the  United 
States. 

**£ach  Grand  Lodge  should  pay  mileage  and  per  diem  to  the  chairman  of 
its  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  while  thus  engaged. 

*"  What  would  be  gained  by  this  arrangement : 

**1.  The  prmting  of  the  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  would  every 
year  co8t  each  Grand  Lodge  about  one-fortieth  of  what  it  at  present  costs. 

'*2.  The  time  occupied  by  the  chairman  would  be  abuut  one-tenth  of  that 
now  occupied. 

•*  3.  The  labor  about  one-fortieth. 

**4.  The  advantages  resulting  from  such  a  convention,  and  from  such  ma- 
sons—who are  well  styled  the  Oracles  of  the  Grand  Order — would  be  incalcu- 
lable to  each  Grand  Lodge,  yea,  to  every  lodge  in  the  United  States. 
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"Being  no  longer  on  the  committee  of  Foreign  Correspondence,  we  have 
no  personal  ax  to  grind,  or  pleasure  to  participate  in,  should  the  above  sug- 
gestion be  adopted ;  but  for  the  good  of  the  craft,  (as  we  believe.)  we  hope 
our  brethren  of  committees  In  other  Grand  Lodge  jurisdiciions  will  *'fire  up' 
this  matter  until  it  is  once  fairly  "  tried  on." 

The  report,  which  is  a  very  good  one,  deals  largely  in  quotations  judiciously 
made.  The  cnrnmonts  are  well  made,  generally.  Whether  we  agree  with 
them,  or  not,  we  find  the  meaning  of  the  committee  plainly  stated.  They  ap* 
pend,  for  reasons  given,  the  **  Summary  of  Masonic  Law  "made  by  Brother 
U.  D.  Taylor,  of  Iowa,  in  1871.  They  append,  also,  a  valuable  statistical  table 
of  forty-two  jurisdictions  for  1870  or  *71 ;  from  the  recapitulation  of  which  wo 
t9ke  as  follows  :

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  brief,  and  though  the  greater  part  by 
far  is  devoted  to  local  affairs,  it  is  one  of  the  most  pleasing  to  us  that  we  have 
read.    Who  will  not  read  with  pleasure  the  following  ? 

*'Our  Order  is  advancing  with  rapid  strides  in  augmented  membership  ;  and 
while  this  is  so,  let  uh  remom^tcr  that  to  make  this  growth  healthful  and  so  as 
to  redound  to  the  honor  and  glory  of  masonry,  that  mas(«nic  discipline  should 
go  hand  in  hand  with  a  Ivancemcut ;  and  that  true  masonic  discipline  should 
be  strictly  enforced  in  all  of  our  subordinate  lodges.  I  am  pleased  to  1)e  per- 
mitted to  say  to  you,  that  this  fact  stands  out  prominent  in  the  published 
prooeedmgs  of  all  the  Grand  liOdges  in  communication  with  this  Grand

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Lodgr,  Ihtt  onr  brethren  CTerTwhere  *re  uMng  to  tbe  impnlwice  of  more 
fulBj  enforciag,  in  iplrit,  tbe  morKi  obligktioDB  of  the  vottrin  of  mHonrr, 
and  tie,  by  the  BDf'ircemeDt  of  the  laws,  cnnipelUng  ill  not  oalj  to  respoet, 
bat  to  full;  keep  their  nbligitlun  uid  are  thiu  determined  to  mikn  the  nu- 
aonic  fraternity  what  its  foondsTB  intended — ku  arginization  of  trae  mes, 
thkt  oui  be  trnsted  in  ill  the  relatioiu  of  life.  And  hare  st  the  thresbold.  I 
ft<k  uid  invite  of  you  k  oarafnl  considerBtion  of  the  waya  by  no,  in  thia  jazia- 
dieUoD,  liitberto  panned  ;  and  1  am  of  the  opinion  if  we  shall  do  M.tbkt  wa 
will  find  that  tbe  time  ha^  fnllr  come  vbeo  tbie  Orand  LodfCB  ihonld  take  • 
bald  '  nd  noblo  ataud,  if  we  sball  reacb  thia  resnlt.  Onn  ie  a  ^and  and  boly 
alliance  ;  bar  voMriea  are  not  only  admoniahed,  but  reqnired  by  aolemii  obli' 
gallon,  to  keep  the  morfd  law.  What  a  power  for  good  ia  this  organiiation  of 
onri !    What  a  bleaaing  it  ahoald  be  to  the  world, 

"Imaiutaio  that  ■  lod(^  of  magona  ahoiild  oat  only  be  a  benefit  to  itamen- 
bera,  bat  to  the  oommamty  in  which  the  «ame  ia  .^tnated,  b;  compelling,  if 
needs  be,  by  the  enforcement  of  proper  masonic  dincipline,  all  of  ita  mem- 
bers '  to  aqaare  their  Urea  by  tbe  aqaaro  of  Tirtae'  Vlrtao  I  and  bow  moob 
is  embraced  in  that  word  1  Why,  it  is  tbe  «nm  of  th^eicellendea  of  boman 
life,  and  bo  who  followa  her  path  adds  to  himself  wiedoni  and  happineaa,  and 
eiertaaninflnoncein  cnmmQiiity  that  teoda  to  the  exaltation  and  well  being 
of  society.  Tbia  masonry  requires  of  all  her  rotariea.  Tbii  ia  the  aim,  poi- 
po«e  and  object  of  this  ereat,  grand  and  beneficent  brotherhood." 


He  reports  only  two  decisions,  both  evidently  correct. 
Tbe  death  of  Brother  Lemuel  Lyon,  Grand  Lectoiei  for  yean  of  Oregon, 
Is  reported  in  feeling  and  ippropriate  terma. 


report  47  proceedings  reviewed,  of  which  Colorado  and  Tenoeasee  for  1870 
aad  IBTl,  and  Alabama  for  1811,  among  tbcm  ftalerDslly. 

Tbe  rommitCee,  commenting  on  the  rale  that  a  widow  of  a  man  not  a  ma- 
son, notwitbBtaoding  her  first  husband  waa  a  mason,  cannot  claim  the  pro- 
tection and  charity  of  the  tratemity,  Ac,  say : 

*'  It  Ibis  were  the  rule,  we  tliluk  maaonic  faith  wonld  be  better  kept  in  tho 
non-observance  of  it." 

Well,  brother,  it  ia  tbe  rale  In  Alabama,  and  it  is  hardly  worth  while  to 
argnc  tbe  point  largely.  But  who  is  tbe  lady  in  quesliou  the  widow  of  ?  Did 
not  the  aeeund  nisrrisBo  sever  the  firet,  if  death  did  not  7  It  surely  ended  tho 
widowhood.  Care  of  tbe  widow  is  incumbent  on  us  out  of  regard  and  feeling 
for  her  husband,  and  not  every  mason  is  possessed  of  the  .beantifal  senti- 
ments of  Enoch  Arden. 

Tbe  committee  think  that  the  statute  of  limitallon  aught  not  to  be  pleaded 
fay  mksans  (in  any  caae).  We  knew  a  case  once  where  a  claim  of  lome  doEen 
years' atanding  waa  put  in  suit  againat  a  brother.  The  latter  l>olieved  the 
claim  had  lung  bwu  settled  by  Hervlcea  reudered.    He  had  been  for  lUlany 
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yean  in  ill  health  and  absent,  and  having  regained  his  health,  had  jast  re- 
tamed  to  the  city  and  opened  a  school  to  earn  bread— yes,  bread,  and  com, 
at  that,  for  meat  was  a  luxury— for  his  large  family.  Yet  hardly  had  he  got 
well  to  work  when  he  was  sued.  The  amount  of  the  original  claim  was  not  a 
large  one,  some  ten  or  twelve  dollars,  perhaps,  but  it  was  an  enormous  one 
for  him,  and  the  interest  and  costs  added  rendered  it  fabulously  so.  On  trial, 
he  pleaded  the  statute  of  limitation,  was  told  that  no  honest  man  would  do  so, 
persisted  and  received  judgment  in  his  favor.  He  then  took  from  his  purse 
the  amount  of  the  original  claim  and  handed  it  over  to  the  judge,  and  turn- 
ing off  with  a  heavy  heart,  went  home  hungry  and  sad,  for  he  had  not  a  dime 
left  in  the  world,  and  had  parted  with  the  little  he  had  to  purchase  food  for 
his  family  to  last  a  couple  of  weeks.  Yet  the  Lord  provided.  This  is  a  true 
case,  and  nowise  exaggerated,  and  we  give  it  to  exemplify  our  opinion  that 
very  broad  statements  are  not  safe.  Besides,  when  receipts  have  been  loot, 
when  the  original  parties  are  dead,  and  in  other  cases,  the  statute  fixes  a 
safeguard  against  oppression  and  injustice.  For  a  mason  to  say,  **So  many 
years  have  elapeed,  and,  therefore,  I  am  not  legally  bound,  and  will  not  pay, 
although  otherwise  the  claim  is  correct,**  is  most  base  and  dishonorable,  but 
"  i/i  no  cfwe**  is  too  strong. 

We  quote  the  comments  of  the  committee  on  the  dedsiona  in  Florida  on 
right  of  visitation : 

*'  We  will  venture  an  opinion  that  if  our  Florida  brethren  should  ever  have 
a  case  presented  under  these  decisions,  and  they  are  carried  out  as  here  ren- 
dered, the  lodge  enforcing  them  will  shake  to  its  very  centre  harder  than  a 
patient  ever  shook  with  the  severest  attack  of  ague.  What  is  meant  by  a 
brother  of  *  exalted  character  ?*  Is  not  a  humble  mHster  mason  entitled  to  the 
benefit  of  his  word  too  ?  What  has  the  lodge  to  do  with  the  objection  of  a 
member  of  the  lodge  upon  the  application  of  a  master  mason,  not  a  member, 
to  visit  the  lodge  ?  It  does  appear  to  us  that  a  brother  has  the  same  right  to 
object  to  a  visitor,  and  is  entitled  to  the  same  protection  from  his  lodge,  at  he 
has  when  objecting  to  a  person  becoming  a  member  of  his  lodge  or  a  brother 
affiliating  with  it.** 

Concerning  the  "  Eastern  Star,**  we  quote  the  last  portion  of  the  commit- 
iee*s  reply  to  Brother  Soot,  of  Louisiana : 

'*  We  are  as  much  opposed  to  *  side  degrees*  as  our  brother  can  be,  but  wa 
do  not  consider  this  a  degree  attached  to  free  symbolic  masonry.  It  is  an 
outside  degree,  and  its  members,  by  virtue  of  it,  can  claim  no  greater  bene- 
fits from  master  masons  proper  than  profanes.  All  that  its  members  receive 
at  last  as  individuals  is  from  the  fact  that  they  are  masons  and  the  wives  and 
daughters  of  masons.  Can  their  mode  of  recognition  be  objectionable  to 
those  who  do  not  fraternize  ?** 

But  let  it  be  plainly  understood  by  members  of  the  "Eastern  Star*'  that  it 

is  not  '^attached  to  free  eymboUc  masonry,*'  then  enjoin  on  them  never  to  say 

a  word  about  it  except  to  such  persons  as  may  be  found  by  its  peculiar  ''mode 

of  recognition"  to  be  members  of  the  Eastern  Star  Order ;  it  is  a  patent  mia- 

10 
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nomer  to  call  it  a  degree.  If  a  degree,  of  what  ?  Of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  ? 
Of  the  Seven  Wise  Men  ?    We  cannot  say,  but  certainly  not  of  masonry. 

Not  to  do  even  seeming  injustice  to  the  committee,  vrith  whose  views  we 
agree  in  the  main,  we  qnote  entire  their  argument  anent  "  AndrogynouA  Ma- 
sonry, found  under  the  head  of  New  Jersey^  premising  that  the  great  trouble 
seems  to  bo  that  the  Androgynes  find  it  difficult  to  draw  the  distinction  be- 
tween masonry  and  ancient  masonry. 

We  find  the  following  legislation  on  the  subject  of  Androgynous  Masonry : 

'*Wh£Beas,  It  has  been  assumed  to  graft  'Androgynous  Masonry'  upon 
Symbolic  Masonry,  by  printing  reports  in  connection  in  the  public  papers,  and 
by  the  use  of  lodge  rooms  in  this  jurisdiction,  thereby  giving  it  a  significance 
to  those  who  are  unable  to  form  a  just  estimate  of  the  subject ;  and  whereas, 
the  Androgynous  degrees  are  unrecognizable  in  any  other  character  than  that 
of  •  bogus  masonry  ;'  therefore, 

'*  BeMolved,  That  the  use  of  the  lodge  rooms  in  this  jurisdiction  for  the  pur- 
pose of  conferring  any  degrees  denominated  Androgynous,  is  hereby  inter- 
dicted. 

"  This  edict,  of  course,  is  directed  at  those  associations  composed  of  ma- 
sons, their  wives  and  daughters,  and  it  strikes  us  as  being  rather  unkind  in 
the  n  anncr  of  expression.  They  do  not  claim  that  Androgynous  Masonry  is 
genuine  Freomaboury,  and  certainly  it  would  be  better  if  an  explanation  was 
made  of  what  is  meant  by  the  words  *  bogus  masonry,'  mentioned  in  the  above 
whereas.  Wo  receive  the  smiles  and  substintial  services  of  the  wives  and 
daughters  of  masons  on  public  masonic  occasions,  but  condemn  them  if  they 
assemble  together  for  charitable  purposes,  for  social  improvement,  and  for 
the  promotion  of  one  another's  welfare,  as  *  bogus,*  if  the  word  masonry  is 
attached  to  the  name  under  which  they  meet. 

**  In  contrast  with  the  foregoing  resolution,  wo  present  the  following  from 
ih6  report  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  in  Tennessee : 

•*  *To  the  brethren  whom  it  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  visit,  I  return  my 
sincere  thanks  for  their  uniform  kindness  and  courtesies,  and  in  this  <'onnec- 
tion  I  would  not  for^jet  the  kindness  shown  me  by  the  wives,  daughters  and 
sisters  of  the  brethren.    From  all  I  received  a  kind  welcome.' 

*'The  wives,  daughters  and  sisters  here  alluded  to,  may  all  belong  to  *  An- 
drog\  nous  Masonry,'  and  still  they  know  they  are  not  masons  at  all,  properly 
speaking.  The  mission  of  these  female  *  bogus'  masons  is  a  very  commenda- 
ble one,  and  so  far  as  charity  and  good  offices  generally  are  concerned,  they 
rc'ally  excel,  we  think,  our  brethren.  They  intend  no  harm,  and  will  do  no 
wrong.  Wo  disapprove  of  the  elfort  made  to  engraft  *  Androgynous  Masonry 
upon  Symbolic  MaHonry,'  and  we  have  no  fears  that  it  will  ever  be  done.  At 
the  same  time  let  us  not  *  bogus'  the  good  work  of  our  *  wives,  daughters  and 
sisters.* " 

Under  Xew  Hampshire^  we  find  the  following  by  the  Oregon  committee  : 

*•  We  do  not  believe  in  tacking  Androgynous  degrees  on  to  masonry.  There 
should  bo  a  proper  uuderstaudiug  ou  this  subject,  and  each  should  do  iti^ood 
work  in  its  own  particular  and  independent  way." 
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That  is  precisely  what  we  have  been  tr3^g  to  say  all  the  time,  failing  from 
want  of  Brother  Chadwick*8  ability  to  say  much  in  few  words.  We  most,  how- 
ever, hold  to  the  opinion  that  the  sentence  quoted  above  rendered  needless 
the  committee*s  long  and  able  argument  on  the  subject,  with  which  they  con- 
clude. 

The  report  is  signed,  S.  F.  Chadwick,  for  the  committee. 

OEAND  OBATION. 

A  most  beautiful  addiess  was  delivered  by  Brother  W.  D.  Hare,  Past  Qrand 
Master,  on  the  occasion  of  the  dedication  of  the  Masonic  Temple,  from  which 
we  cannot  make  extracts,  much  to  our  regret.  Ere  long  we  hope  to  present 
it  to  the  craft  as  a  whole,  with  many  other  like  gems  and  important  matter.

The  Grand  Master  congratulates  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  continued  pros- 
perity of  masonry  within  the  jurisdiction,  and  adds,  '*  We  cannot  forget  that 
the  past  year  has  been  one  not  of  lights  only,  but  of  shadows  also,— shadows 
whose  dark  lines  have  left  their  soars  upon  our  hearts,  as  well  as  upon  the 
pillars  of  the  political  and  social  fabric." 

As  to  rejected  applicants,  he  says  s 

"  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  express  my  conviction  that  the  publication  in  the 
minutes  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  names  of  rejected  apphcants  for  the  de- 
grees, is  useless  and  unjust,  and  should  be  abandoned.** 

The  Grand  Master  reports  nine  decisions,  the  fourth  behig*  "  Members  of 
lodges  under  dispensation  must  pay  dues  to  parent  lodge  until  dimitted,  or 
constituted  into  a  new  lodge.** 

In  Alabama,  masons  dimit  to  apply  for  a  dispensation  to  open  a  new  lodge. 

The  committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  the  question,  '*  After  a  candidate  has 
been  duly  elected  to  receive  a  degree,  can  he  be  stopped  by  the  objection  of  a 
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member  of  the  lodge,  made  cither  in  open  lodge,  or  priratelj  to  the  master, 
no  reason  being  given  by  the  objecting  member  ?*"— answer  as  follows ; 

"Every  candidate  for  advancement  is  required  to  undergo  the  preliminary 
scrutiny  of  a  ballot  upon  each  degroo."  [This  does  not  bold  good  in  all  juris* 
dictions.]  "  When  the  scrutiny  has  once  been  passed,  the  person  elected  can 
not  be  stopped  by  the  objection  of  a  member.  If  reasons  have  arisen  why  the 
degree  should  not  be  conferred,  such  reasons  should  be  expressed  in  such  a 
way  as  to  permit  the  accused  an  opportunity  for  defense.  If  it  is  upon  ad- 
vancement, the  rocisons  should  be  expressed  in  charges  against  the  member 
seeking  advancement,  and  then  upon  a  trial  may  be  heard. 

If  it  is  as  to  one  who  has  not  been  initiated,  the  reason  should  be  so  assigned 
as  will  make  the  lodge  to  consider  the  validity  or  invalidity  thereof.** 

The  weight  of  authority,  we  take  it,  is  otherwise. 

FOBEION    COBRE8POMDENCE. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  Brother  B.  Bush  Campbell, 
Grand  Secretary,  and  is  a  mere  compilation  of  statistics  and  masonic  laws  and 
decisions  of  some  41  Rrand  Lodges,  explained  as  **  in  compliance  with  a  reso- 
lution adopted  at  tlio  last  communication,  to  reduce  the  annual  expenditures 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master." 

From  the  introduction  to  the  report  we  extract  as  follows : 

"The  task  is  no  easy  one,  to  read  with  care  and  attention  the  several  thou- 
sand pages  in  which  are  contamed  the  reports  of  the  proceedings  of  our  sister 
Grand  Lodges.  But  the  labor,  though  arduous,  is  not  unpleasant.  Indeed, 
the  laborer  receives  a  rich  reward  while  expatiating  on  the  vast  field  of  Ameri- 
can masonry,  in  finding  so  many  priceless  treasures  of  wisdom  which  are  scat- 
tered through  these  records  of  masonic  literature. 

**Hu  who  has  been  familiar  with  the  rise  and  progress  of  this  Uterature  for 
the  last  century,  will  be  struck  with  the  important  position  which  it  has  taken 
by  the  reports  on  Foreign  Correspondence  emanating  from  many  of  our  Grand 
Lodges. 

"These  documents  will  compare  favorably  in  their  style  of  composition 
with  the  most  creditable  magazines  of  the  day.  while  they  show  laborious  re-* 
search  in  the  cotemporary  history  of  the  order,  and  admirable  discussion  and 
decision  of  questions  of  masonic  law  and  usage.  It  is  witbm  the  recollection 
of  some  of  our  older  brethren,  that  the  committee  on  Foreign  Correspond- 
ence, in  all  our  Grand  Lodges,  considered  that  they  had  discharged  the  duties 
for  which  they  had  been  appointed,  when  they  reported  that  they  had  ex- 
amined the  proceedings  of  fifteen  or  twenty  Grand  Lodges,  and  had  found 
nothing  in  them  of  special  interest ;  and  they  were  correct  in  making  such  a 
report,  tor  the  transai:tions  of  most  of  th(>  Grand  Lodges  at  that  time  con- 
tained little  more  than  details  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  and  the  elec- 
tion of  officers. 

**No  questions  of  masonic  law  were  discussed,  and  no  topics  introduced 
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which  could  in  any  way  throw  light  on  the  antiquity,  the  philosophy,  or  the 
principles  of  the  order. 

"But  the  reports  of  the  last  few  years  form,  annually,  no  inconsiderahle 
addition  both  in  quantity  and  quality  to  the  shclTes  of  a  masonic  library. 

"It  is  much  to  be  regrottcil  that  the  volumes  containing  such  rich  stores  of 
masonic  information  have  not  been  rendered  more  accessible  to  the  great 
body  of  the  craft,  for  no  mason  can  rise  from  their  perusal  without  having  his 
interest  in  the  great  institution  of  which  they  treat  increased,  and  his  knowl- 
edge of  its  character  enlarged.  This  much  I  have  felt  bound  to  say,  as  a 
tribute  for  the  pleasure  and  edification  which  I  have  received  from  the  study 
of  these  reports." 

We  have  been  very  forcibly  impressed  by  the  facts  so  ably  set  forth  by 
Brother  Campl)ell,  and  have  endeavored  to  devise  a  plan  by  which  most  of 
the  rich  literature  now  lost  yearly  by  the  great  majority  of  the  craft,  may  be 
preiicrved  and  disseminated  far  and  wide,  at  a  moderate  cost.  Hhould  We  suc- 
ceed in  our  project,  we  trust  that  much  benefit  may  ensue  to  the  fraternity  at 
lai'ge. 

The  report  is  supplemented  by  a  compendium  of  correspondence  between 
the  Grand  Secretary  and  officer)  of  th&  Grand  Lodges  of  other  jurisdictions, 
(26  in  number, )  on  the  subject  of  the  physical  quaUfications  of  candidates ; 
the  result  showing  that  a  strict  adherence  to  the  ancient  rule  on  the  subject 
prevails.

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  a  synopsis  simply  of  his  labors  and  deciaions. 

OF  MASONBT  AS  A  SCIENCE, 

He  says : 

*'  1  would  be  pleased  to  impress  upon  the  mind  of  every  mason  the  impor- 
tance of  studying  masonry  as  it  really  is,  an  abstruse  science^  founded  upon 
art. 

*'It  is  not  a  difficult  task  to  become  familiar  with  the  ground  work  or 
foundation  of  masonry— i/ie  ritual  of  work  and  lectures;  but  the  important 
lessons  and  mighty  truths  veiled  under  our  mystic  symbols  require  study  and 
great  labor  to  master.    The  work  of  the  lodge  is  but  the  foundation  upon 
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which  to  bnUd  onr  masonio  edifice.  Study  is  neeesBary  to  discover  the  plans, 
and  labor,  to  build  up  our  temple.  The  wisdom  and  labor  of  those  who  lave 
preceded  us,  and  those  who  are  now  expounding  our  mysteries,  will  assist  us 
very  greatly,  if  we  will  but  accept  their  proflfered  aid. 

"When  1 806  a  few  standard  masonic  works  upon  the  table  of  a  brother,  I 
at  once  conclude  he  appreciates  masonry  and  is  endeavoring  to  rear  his  mys- 
tic temple  according  to  the  designs  laid  down  by  uur  master  workmen." 

Full  of  truth  and  common  sense. 


DISPENSATIONS. 

Eight  dispensations  issued  to  form  new  lodges ;  thirteen  dispensations  to 
form  new  lodges  refused  ;  four  dispensations  to  revive  suspended  lodges. 

DECISIONS. 

The  Grand  Master  made  quite  a  number  of  decisions— all  of  which  were  con- 
curred in  by  committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  and,  in  our  humble  opinion, 
are  in  accordance  with  masonic  law  and  usage.  The  one  upon  the  subject  of 
making  negroes  masons,  and  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Jurisprudence 
on  the  same,  we  fully  indorse.  As  both  are  able,  and  worthy  of  perusal,  we 
give  them  for  the  benefit  of  instruction  : 

"KZGBOES  not  SUITABLE  HATXBIAL  FOB  KASONBT. 

"The  168th  Begulation,  passed  in  January,  1852,  was  sufficiently  expressive 
and  definite  at  the  time,  but  it  might  be  well  for  us  to  again  re-affirm  the 
principle  then  enunciated,  particularly  as  some  Grand  Lodges  are  now  making 
long  strides  in  the  political  current  of  the  times.  Let  us  remonstrate  with 
our  Northern  brethren.  Let  us  solemnly  protest  against  the  tendency  to 
break  down  that  barrier  which  has  heretofore  excluded  from  our  halls  an  ele- 
ment extremely  ofiiensive  to  every  mason  in  the  Southern  States.  Will  our 
brethren  North  treat  this  as  ondue  prejudice  on  our  part,  and  trample  upon 
our  feelings  and  convictions  of  right  ?  We  could,  and  perhaps  more  truth- 
fully, charge  such  with  being  controlled  by  the  influences  of  political  fanati- 
cism. 

'*  Though  some  may  call  this  prejudice  on  our  part,  still  those  feelings  and 
convictions  exist,  instilled  into  the  Southern  bosom  through  many  years*  ob- 
servation, and,  as  we  think,  a  just  and  correct  knowledge  of  the  negro  race. 
But  whether  we  are  controlled  in  our  views  by  undue  prejudice,  or  otherwis'e, 
is  of  but  little  consequence,  when  brought  in  contact  with  masonic  courtesy 
and  brotherly  forbearance.  We  sincerely  believe  the  negro  is,  by  nature,  unfit 
material  for  masonry;  and  no  cultivation,  and  I  might  say,  no  manipulation 
by  fanatics,  can  raise  him  to  the  dignity  of  social  and  brotherly  recognition  in 
our  lodges.  Wo  will  resist  to  the  last  the  eff()rts  being  made  by  some  to  force 
our  noble  institution  into  that  channel  which  leads  directly  into  the  political 
cauldron,  where,  at  every  upheaval,  the  scum  of  society  is  precipitated  to  the 
surface. 

"  Several  Grand  Lodges  are  agitating  the  question  of  admitting  negroes  to 
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our  priyilegea.  Last  year  the  Grand  Lodge  of  IHinois  repealed  her  old  pro- 
hibitory edict,  by  whioh  negroes  wore  ruled  from  oar  Sanotum  Sanctorum.  A 
few  months  ago,  some  fanatics  in  Newark,  New  Jersey,  obtained  dispensntion, 
and  established  a  lodge,  with  the  Heoret  and  express  purpose  of  making  negro 
masons ;  but  so  soon  as  that  true  mason,  Most  Worshipful  Wm.  L.  Pine,  Grand 
Master,  learned  their  intentions,  he  at  once  arrested  their  labors.  But  by 
false  professions  and  promises,  made  before  the  Grand  Lodge,  they  were  re- 
stored ;  and  at  last  accounts  the  members  of  this  clandestine  lodge  (the  war- 
rant being  obtained  through  fraud,)  were  exulting  over  their  vile  work  of 
contaminating  their  ahready  false  hands  by  *  tampering  with  uutempered  mor- 
tar.* 

"An  eminent  brother,  and  Past  Grand  Master  of  New  York,  Right  Worship- 
ful John  W.  Simons,  in  his  report  on  F.  C,  alluding  to  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Delaware  on  tbis  subject,  talks  thus  : 

'**An  attempt  to  rescind  the  unwise  resolution  of  1867,  in  regard  to  the 
initiation  of  colored  persons,  was  tabled. 

'*  *It  appears  strange  to  us  that  our  Delaware  brethren  will  persist  in  over- 
looking the  fact  that  this  is  not  a  subject  for  legislation.  The  right*  to  admit 
or  reject  any  profane,  white  or  black,  resides  in  the  individual  members  of  the 
craft.  The  right  to  decide  who  shall,  or  who  shall  not,  be  members  of  a  par- 
ticular lodge,  resides  in  that  lodge,  through  the  individual  act  of  its  members. 
When  a  Grand  Lodge  grants  a  warrant  and  establishes  a  subordinate,  it  gives 
its  consent  to  the  subordinate  to  enjoy  a  full  exercise  of  the  right  of  selecting 
and  making  up  its  own  membership.  The  Grand  Lodge  cannot  legislate  a 
member  into  a  lodge,  neither  can  it  keep  one  out  lawiully,  if  the  lodge  unani- 
mously decides  to  admit  him.  The  resolution  of  1867  is  therefore  an  attempt 
to  exercise  a  power  not  resident  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  should  never  have 
been  adopted.' 

"We  take  issue  with  the  distinguished  brother.  We  aaiume  that  this  is  a 
subject  of  legitimate  legislation  by  Grand  Lodges ;  and  that  the  Delaware 
resolution  of  1867  was  legitimate  and  a  ttise  resolution ;  and  the  repealing  of 
such  is  fraught  with  the  most  dangerous  consequences  to  the  future  of  ma* 
sonry  in  America. 

"That  *  the  Grand  Lodge  cannot  legislate  a  member  into  a  lodge,  nor  koep 
one  out  lawfully,  if  the  lodge  unanimously  decides  to  admit  him,'  is  true,  as  a 
general  rule,  so  far  as  membership  is  concerned ;  and  it  is  also  true  that  Grand 
Lodges  have  always  exercised  the  power  of  controlling  and  designating  the 
proper  material  for  the  masonic  temple.  Some  regulations  of  this  character 
are  of  such  ancient  origin  that  they  are  universally  admitted  as  landmarks  in 
masonry ;  such,  for  instance  as  the  prohibitions  in  regard  to  atheists,  irreli- 
gious Ubertines,  women,  bondmen,  those  physically  unsound,  &c.,  &o. 

"  Weightier  reasons  exist  for  legislating  upon  the  question  before  us  than 
can  be  urged  for  some  that  have  grown  into  landmarks.  The  great  inferiority, 
by  nature,  of  the  negro  race,  precludes  them  from  our  society.  We  cannot 
accept  such  into  thu  precinctu  of  a  masonic  lodge,  where  all  stand  upon  tho 
same  social  level. 

"A  lodge  is  an  organization  of  a  few  individual  members  of  the  great  fr»* 
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temitj  of  masons,  for  the  purpose  of  practising  the  mysteries  and  ezercisins 
and  enjoying  the  rights  of  the  institntion ;  and  in  all  things  that  ailect  the 
general  interests  of  the  craft,  lodges  are,  and  of  right  should  be,  restrained 
within  dne  bounds.  Most  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States  have, 
heretofore,  declared  the  negro  unfit  material  for  masonry.  If  he  was  unfit 
then,  what  miracle  has  wrought  so  sudden  a  change  in  his  nature?  If  such 
laws  were  once  just  and  right,  they  cannot  be  wrong  now. 

*'  I  speak  not  to  political  fanatics,  but  to  masons ;  and  with  masons  who  are 
governed  by  the  principles  of  the  order,  who  control  their  passions  and  preju- 
dices, and  keep  them  within  due  bounds,  it  is  an  easy  matter  to  note  the  line 
of  demarkation  of  caste.  This  is  not  a  conventional  caste,  but  a  grade  of 
inferiority  fixed  by  the  immutable  laws  of  nature,  for  some  wise  purpose ;  and 
who  will  attempt  to  laugh  to  scorn  or  thwart  the  decrees  of  Onmipotence?" 

A  special  report  from  the  committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  on  the  sub- 
ject of  negro  masons,  says : 


<«i 


On  the  subject  of  negro  masons,  and  the  admission  of  negroes  into  our 
order,  upon  which  the  Grand  Master  has  so  fully  and  ably  expressed  his  senti- 
ments, your  committee  ftilly  concur  in  the  judgment  that  the  negroes  of  this 
generation  and  community  are  not  fit  material  for  the  building  of  our  masonio 
edifice ;  and  we  deprecate  the  occasion  which  has  called  for  the  expression  of 
our  sentiments.  If  indeed  the  true  spirit  of  masonic  charity  and  harmony 
shall  prevail  among  American  masons,  the  anticipated  evil  will  not  practically 
press  upon  us  for  action.  But  while  we  concur  in  the  judgment  that  negroes 
are  not  fit  material  for  masonry,  yet  the  question  arises,  how  far  has  this 
Grand  Lodge  the  power  and  jurisdiction  to  enforce  any  regulation  on  the  sub- 
ject? The  resolution  of  January,  1852,  (168th  Keg.)  was  adopted  during  the 
existence  of  slavery,  when  negroes  were  almost  universally  slaves,  or  bom  in 
slavery.  They  were  then  obnoxious  to  the  ban  of  our  ancient  landmarks, 
which  prohibit  the  admission  of  any  who  are  not  free  born.  Certainly,  neither 
a  white  man,  or  a  negro,  who  was  born  a  slave,  is  admissible.  Of  this  there 
can  bo  no  question ;  and  any  lodge  that  has  or  may  admit  such  bondman  bom, 
violates  the  ancient  landmarks.  But  can  the  Grand  Lodge  adopt  and  enforce 
new  restrictions  or  prohibitions  upon  its  subordinates,  not  recognized  by  the 
landmarks?  If  it  can,  where  is  the  line  of  demarkation  to  be  drawn?  and 
what  standard  of  race,  occupation,  or  condition  in  life,  shall  we  adopt?  Ma- 
sonry knows  no  distinction  of  religion,  nationality,  politics,  or  race,  or  oocu- 
pation.  It  is  universal  in  these  particulars ;  and  it  is  equally  true  that  it  re- 
cognizes no  right  in  any  race,  religion  or  nationality,  to  demand  admission 
into  its  portals.  None  have  any  claim  of  right  to  demand  admission.  All 
without  are  among  the  profane.  They  cannot  be  admitted  among  the  children 
of  Light,  without  the  free  and  unanimous  consent  of  all,  given  according  to 
the  rules  generally  established  for  the  government  of  the  craft,  and  each 
branch  of  it.  ^'he  guardianship  of  the  portals  of  our  order  has,  by  gene*^al 
usage  and  consent,  been  committed  to  the  subordinate  lodges.  It  is  for  them 
to  decide  and  act  upon  the  fitness  of  the  material  presented  for  use.  They 
must  act  within  the  limits  prescribed  by  the  landmarks,  and  in  case  they  wil- 
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fully  err,  or  are  groesly  negligent  in  the  performance  of  their  duty,  it  is  in 

power  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  rovoke  their  chartera.    If  we  aaBome  the  ground 

that  the  Grand  Lodge  may  impose  restrictiona  or  limitationa  not  imposed  by 

the  landmarks,  then  the  couverse  of  the  proposition  may  be  insisted  apon» 

that  the  sabordinates  shall  admit  such  classes  and  persona  as  the  Grand  Lodge 

may  decide  to  be  fit  material,  and  not  prohibited  by  the  landmarks.    This  is 

precisely  the  ground  of  the  (vrand  Orient  of  France,  wfiich  assumed  that  the 

Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana  had  been  derelict  in  its  duty,  because  it  did  not 

affirmatively  declare  that  negroes  should  be  admitted  into  its  lodges,  and 

authorized  the  establishment  of  lodges  in  Louisiana  for  that  purpose.   Against 

this  action  of  the  Grand  Orient,  our  sister  Grand  Orient  protested  before  the 

masonic  world,  and  we  have  joined  in  that  protest  along  with  most  other  of 

our  sister  Grand  Lodges.    We  cannot  now  consistently  assume  any  other 

ground,  if  wo  would ;  but  it  was  the  right,  true,  and  masonic  ground,  and 

therefore  we  should  adhere  to  it. 

*' While  we  cannot  recommend  positive  legislation  on  the  subject  by  the 

Grand  Lodge,  we  repeat  that  we  cordially  unite  with  our  Grand  Master  in  his 

earnest  protest  against  the  admission  of  negroes  into  our  order ;  because  we 

believe  them,  by  their  general  condition  and  natural  inferiority,  wholly  unfit 

for  the  society  of  our  membership,  and  for  the  promotion  of  the  principles  of 

masonry.    We  are  sure  that  their  admission  would  tena  to  discord  and  strife 

instead  of  unanimity  and  concord,  and  that  their  admission  would  deteriorate, 

instead  of  elevating  the  standard  of  practice  of  masonic  principles  and  virtues.

'*We  can  but  commend  him  as  a  faithful  and  diligent  worker,  in  whose 
hands  we  have  no  fear  of  masonry  suffering.'* 

Truthfully  said  by  the  committee. 

FOBEION  COBBESPOMDENCE. 

The  report  carefully  reviews  proceedings  of  39  Grand  Lodges,  Alabama 
among  the  number,  and  fraternally  noticed. 
From  the  conclusion  of  this  very  excellent  report  we  extract  the  following : 

'*The  question  of  non-affiliate8  is  troubling  some  of  the  Grand  Lodges,  and 
coercive  measures  are  being  taken.  Our  opinion  is  that  the  course  adopted  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  is  the  correct  one,  both  upon  masonic  principle 
and  good  practice.    Those  Grand  Bodies  that  are  trying  radical  and  coercive 
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measures,  will  find  in  the  end  that  they  will  have  to  fall  back  upon  the  old  re- 
cognized principle,  viz :  that  a  mason  has  a  right  to  dimit,  and  that  a  non- 
affiliato  has  uo  masonic  rights." 

All  of  which  we  indorse,  except  the  following :  "  and  that  a  non- affiliate  has 
no  masonic  rights." 

We  contend  that  non-affiliation  only  deprives  a  mason  of  lodge  privileges. 
To  debar  him  of  his  masonic  rights,  he  mnst  be  tried  and  snspended  or  ex- 
pelled from  the  rights  and  privileges  of  masonry.

The  Grand  Master's  address  occupies  nearly  six  pages,  in  which  he  gives  a 
minute  account  of  his  official  transactions  for  the  past  year.  It  is  truly  a 
business  document. 

He  says : 

'*  Harmony  prevails  throughout  the  jurisdiction.  Dissensions,  threatening 
the  integrity  of  other  institutions  and  organizations,  have  not  passed  our  por- 
tals. Opposition,  loud  and  threatening,  within  the  recollection  of  many  indi- 
Tidaals  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  scarcely  offers  a  feeble  whisper  against  the  on- 
ward progress  of  the  immutable  principles  and  sublime  faith  of  masonry.*' 

*'  Within  the  last  decade  thouHands  have  been  added  to  our  numbers,  and, 
with  increasing  strength,  there  has  been  a  corresponding  dissemination  of 
those  great  virtues  which  have  perpetuated  the  institution  through  every  vi- 
'Cissitude,  from  its  high  antiquity  to  the  present  time" 

Again,  he  says : 
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"The  mMonio  steps  shonld  not  be  made  easier  of  ascent.  Nothing  is  ap- 
preeiated  which  is  acquired  without  an  effort.  The  fiercer  the  struggle,  the 
more  valued  the  prize.  Every  thorn  in  the  pilgrim*B  path  deepens  the  faith 
of  his  heart,  renews  his  courage  to  surmount  unexpected  obstacles  ;.and  as 
he  approaches  his  goal  the  reward  is  enhanced  in  value  in  proportion  to  the 
multiplication  of  his  difficulties.  And  thus  it  is  with  the  great  moral  virtues 
taught  and  exemplified  within  the  mystic  circle  of  our  temple.  If  its  *  regu- 
lar steps*  are  divested  of  all  obstacles,  and  the  hurrying  multitude  invited, 
with  unobstructed  vision  and  uncabled  steps,  to  pass  its  portals,  and  rush  to 
its  pure  altars,  very  soon  will  their  fires  expire  and  their  lights  be  extin- 
guished. In  the  populariiy  of  masonry  lies  its  chief  danger.  Now,  more 
than  ever  before,  should  the  pathway  to  its  altars  be  made  more  rugged ; 
plant  flowers  of  truth  and  virtue  within  the  shrine,  beautify  and  adorn  the 
inner  courts,  but  let  the  halls  and  corridors  of  the  temple  be  strewn  with 
thorns  for  the  unworthy,  and  crowded  with  obstacles  for  the  vicious.  And, 
above  all,  at  the  very  threshold,  plant  a  snare  for  wily  feet  of  unholy  ambi- 
tion,"    ■

The  secretary  and  chairman,  upon  the  report  to  the  Qrand  Master,  makes 
the  following  remarks : 

**  Remarks. — Impostors  detected,  8  ;  obtained  employment  for  applicants, 
4 ;  buried  strangers,  4." 

In  looking  over  the  list  of  States  from  wh  ich  applicants  for  relief  hailed,  we 
find  one  from  Alabama,  to  whom  $15  was  donated.  We  recommend  its  return 
to  the  Board  of  Belief. 
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The  proceedings  contain  the  Constitution  and  75  '*  Edicts  and  BeBolves,**  as 
**  amended  and  corrected  in  1871,"  and  a  "  uniform  Code  of  By-Lavrs."  This 
code  of  by-lawR  we  approve,  and  recommend  them,  or  some  of  a  similar  char 
acter,  for  the  adoption  by  our  own  Grand  Lodge.  In  fact,  we  are  clearly  of 
opinion  that  all  Grand  Lodges  should  be  possessed  of  a  uniform  code  of  by- 
laws, for  reasons  obvious  to  every  mason  who  has  been  a  regular  attendant  on 
a  Grand  Lodge,  which  has  no  uniform  by-laws  for  the  organization  of  new 
lodges,  or  the  government  of  chartered  lodges. 

FOBEION   OOBBESPONDENCS. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  was  presented  by  Brother  George 
6.  Blackio.  He  ably  reviews  proceedings  of  44  American  Grand  Lodges  and 
a  number  of  foreign  Grand  Bodies.  Among  the  number  wo  find  a  kind  and 
fraternal  notice  of  Alabama.  This  report  is  systematically  arranged,  and  oc- 
cupies 47  pages.  It  is  filled  with  much  valuable  information,  and  well  pays 
for  a  careful  perusal  of  its  pages. 

From  the  introductory,  we  quote  as  follows  : 

"  What  though  an  imbecile  and  tottering  Pope  has,  in  a  famous  allocution, 
declared  that  the  craft  is  '  leagued  together  for  the  common  ruin  of  religion 
and  of  human  society  ?'  We  need  fear  no  such  judgments  from  any  source. 
The  work  displayed  during  the  past  year  alone  in  the  cause  of  charity  and  the 
alleviation  of  human  misery  is  sufficient  reply  to  such  unqualified  falsehood, 
and  we  may  be  proud  that  we  are  members  of  a  body  of  men  who  are  aiming 
at  and  becoming  a  centre  of  the  good  and  true  men  of  the  world. 
-  "  But  freemasonry  needs  no  self-glorification.  By  its  deeds  she  is  known. 
She  doeh  not  cease  her  charities  because  some  cry  out  that  she  is  a  purely 
selfish  organization  ;  nor  does  she  enter  into  political  strife  because  her  ene- 
mies announce  that  she  manages  all  political  matters ;  nor  does  she  interfere 
with  religious  meetings  because  the  cry  is  raised  that  she  keeps  men  from  the 
churches.  But  this  outcry  will  not  harm  the  Order,  if  within  its  circled 
boundary  the  craft  are  at  labor  in  erecting  a  moral  edifice  worthy  of  the  ac- 
ceptance of  the  celestial  Grand  Master." 

There  is  much  in  this  valuable  report  we  should  like  to  copy,  but  must  con- 
tent ourselves  with  that  portion  only  which  comes  under  the  head  of  Mis- 
vellaneouM.    The  committee  say : 

**  But  we  have  yet  to  put  on  record  a  few  items  of  intelligence  which  indi- 
cate the  growth  and  healthy  development  of  our  Order  in  other  countries. 

"  The  British  Grand  Lodges  report  the  increase  and  firm  establishment  of 
the  Order  in  their  widely- spread  colonies.  In  Australia  it  is  doubling  its 
numbers  ;  in  South  Africa,  in  tlie  vYest  Indies,  and  other  remote  regions,  it  is 
doing  well  and  doing  good. 

** In  British  Columbia  there  are  nine  lodges,  and  one  royal  arch  chapter. 
The  aggregate  number  of  masons  is  380.  Most  of  these  lodges  are  under  the 
Scottish  juriscUction,  and  the  others  hold  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England. 

"  In  Arabia  and  Persia,  Mohammedan  freemasonry  is  said  to  be  widely  ex- 
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teuded.    In  Persia  it  is  estimated  there  are  abont  50,000  Mohammedan  free- 
masons, and  in  Arabia  about  20,000. 

In  the  East  Indies,  the  Order  is  in  a  very  flonrishing  condition.  The  Ma- 
same  JRecord  of  Western  Indian  which  we  have  regularly  received,  tells  of  new 
lodges,  chapters  and  encampments  constantly  arising,  of  the  healthy  growth 
of  the  old  ones,  and  the  excellent  character  of  both  Europeans  and  Hindoos 
who  are  admitted  into  their  temples. 

"  There  are  now  two  working  lodges  in  the  port  of  Niphnn,  Japan,  one 
called  Yokohama  Lodge  No.  1,092,  English  Hegistor,  and  the  other  O  Tento- 
sama  Lodge,  No.  1,263.  The  membership  of  these  two  lodges  is  about  three 
hundred,  with  a  good  attendance  at  each  meeting. 

"  On  the  Sandwich  Islands  we  find  lodges  and  chapters  in  existence,  and  re- 
cent news  from  China  speaks  of  lodges  and  chapters  among  the  Celestials, 
hailing  from  American  and  Enghsh  jurisdictions.  New  Zealand,  South  Amer- 
ica, and  the  Isthmus  of  Panama,  connect  the  one  extreme  of  the  Southern  Pa- 
cific Ocean  with  the  other  by  a  grand  masonic  chain. 

"  Lodges  or  *  Clubs'  are  springing  up  in  many  of  the  towns  of  Austria — sev- 
eral of  these  in  Vienna  itself,  known  as  HumajiUas.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
they  will  survive,  and  spread  true  light  in  that  darkened  land.  The  Grand 
Lodge  of  Hungary  is  a  fixed  fact,  and  its  lodges  number  among  the  brethren 
many  of  the  first  patriots  of  the  nation. 

*'  In  brief,  we  may  almost  certainly  say,  that  only  in  Russia  is  masonry  un- 
known. 

"  With  such  facts  as  these  before  them,  who  can  have  a  doubt  of  the  uni- 
versality of  freemasonry  ? 

**  Masonry  is  a  live  body,  not  a  dead  carcass.  Its  mission  is  to  propagate 
knowledge  ;  teach  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences  ;  to  guard  with  watchful  eye 
the  morals  of  the  people  ;  to  oppose  any  and  all  organizations  that  would  pull 
down  the  pillars  of  the  temple  of  liberty,  and  despotically  rule  the  minds  and 
consciences  of  the  people  ;  to  watch  over  and  protect  the  best  interest  of  so- 
ciety at  large.  Therefore,  it  should  and  does  take  the  lead  in  all  benevolent 
enterprises,  in  all  educational  movements  for  the  enlightening  of  the  world, 
in  all  good  plans  for  the  bettering  of  society.  And  faithfully  adhering  to  this 
doctrine,  to  its  three  grand  tenets  of  Faith,  Hope,  and  Charity,  and  governed 
by  its  three  great  lights,  it  is  bound  to  accomplish  the  aim  it  has  in  view— the 
union  of  men  of  all  religious  creeds,  and  all  shades  of  political  opinion,  to 
work  in  the  cause  of  Charity,  and  for  the  alleviation  of  human  suffering.** 

This  very  valuable  report  closes  with  a  number  of  resolutions,  which  were 
adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge.     We  copy  the  following,  which  heads  the  list : 

**That  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Tennessee  assures  the  Most 
Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  of  her  fraternal  sympathy  with  the 
brethren  of  that  jurisdiction  who,  in  so  short  a  time  after  his  installation, 
lost  by  the  hand  of  death  their  Grand  Master,  the  Moat  Worshipful  Wm,  P. 
Chilton,  a  pre-eminently  good  man,  whose  Ufe  was  marked  as  one  of  untiring 
labor  for  his  country  and  the  craf t.'^

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  very  brief.    He  says  to  the  brethren : 

'*  Beware  whom  you  allow  to  share  the  rights  and  privileges  of  our  ancient 
craft." 

From  all  quarters  we  hear  the  same  note  of  warning,  nor  do  we  think  it 
should  be  unheeded. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  ten  decisions ;  the  second,  fifth,  sixth  and  sev- 
enth the  Committee  on  Grand  Master's  Address  concur  in.  In  lieu  of  the  first, 
viz,  *'  a  suspended  mason  whose  petition  for  reinstatement  has  been  acted  on 
in  conformity  to  the  law  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  rejected,  may,  at  any  sub- 
sequent meeting,  again  present  it  for  action  of  the  lodge ;  but  if  no  new  facts 
can  be  added  which  were  not  before  the  lodge  at  the  first  consideration  of  the 
petition  for  reinstatement,  and  If  the  petitioner  does  not  allege  that  he  did 
not  have  an  impartial  trial,  it  is  the  prerogative  of  the  master  to  refuse  to  al- 
low it  to  be  reconsidered." 

To  which  the  committee  recommend  the  following  substitute : 

**  When  a  suspended  mason  has  petitioned  for  reinstatement,  and  his  peti- 
tion has  been  rejected,  he  may  present  a  new  petitiim,  stating  new  facts  which 
materially  vary  the  case,  on  professing  penitence  and  readiness  to  make  atone- 
ment. But  if  he  desires  to  impeach  the  fairness  or  impartiality  of  the  trial, 
he  may  do  so  by  proper  proceedings  before  the  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master." 

We  prefer  greatly  our  own  Alabama  practice,  that  if  a  member  feels  ag- 
grieved at  the  decision  of  the  lodge  he  has  the  rigfht  to  appeal  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  within  certain  forms  and  hmits  of  time.    It  seems  to  us  that  the  lodge

has  the  right  to  reoeiye  and  act  on  or  refnse  to  receive  the  petition  of  a  sus- 
pended member  at  any  time  and  as  often  as  it  sees  fit. 

The  third  refers  to  the  privileges  of  a  lodge  under  dispensation,  and  for  this 
also  the  committee  offer  a  substitute,  which,  if  better  as  to  brevity,  ir  inferior 
in  point  of  explicitness  and  about  the  same  in  other  respects. 

The  fourth  is : 

"  A  subordinate  lodge  cannot  be  legally  opened,  or  remain  open,  unless  one 
of  its  stationed  officers  be  present." 

The  committee  think  that  if  "  there  be  present  any  regpilar  past  master  of 
the  lodge,  the  lodge  may  be  opened  by  such  past  master." 

We  are  satisfied  that  the  weight  of  authority  sustains  the  opinion  of  Grand 
Master  Owens. 

The  eighth : 

"  An  E.  A.  who  has  removed  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  lodge  which  ini- 
tiated him,  can  only  be  legally  raised  [passed  and  raised  ?]  in  another  wilh  the 
consent  of  the  former.^' 

The  committee  think  that  "  the  lodge  entering  him  should,  on  application, 
dimit  him  as  an  E.  A.  to  the  lodge  under  whose  jurisdiction  he  removed,**  &c. 

We  think  that  the  first  lodge  may,  if  it  willy  so  surrender  him  by  dismissal, 
or,  still  retaining  him,  consent  that  the  second  lodge  confer  the  other  degrees 
on  him. 

The  ninth,  referring  to  the  loss  of  the  first  joint  of  right  thumb,  and  tenth, 
relating  to  a  stiff  and  bent  right  knee ;  both  cases  declared  ineligible — the 
committee  consider  **  most  important  questions,  which  should  not  be  finally 
acted  on." 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

JUBISPBUDEMCE. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  decide  that  a  rejected  candidate  has  the 
right  to  make  application  '*to  any  lodge  within  whose  jurisdiction  he  may  re- 
aide,  after  the  expiration  of  twelve  months,"  that  is,  after  rejection. 

Not  law  in  Alabama,  nor  do  we  think  in  many  jurisdictions. 

F0B£ION    CORBESPONDENCE. 

The  report  reviews  46  proceedings  of  Grand  Lodges,  Alabama  being  one  in 
the  number,  and  receiving  a  tull  and  fraternal  notice. 

The  loss  of  our  loved  Brother  Chilton  is  alluded  to  in  feeling  language. 

The  committee  quote  fully  the  holding  of  Grand  Master  Chilton  on  the 
status  of  members  sunpcnded  for  non-payment  of  dues,  "  as  a  matter  of  gen- 
eral interest,  not  merely  for  the  point  decided,  but  for  the  additional  sugges- 
tions of  a  learned  and  enlightened  masonic  jurist  on  a  question  of  intrinsic 
difficulty  and  interest." 

While  we  regard  the  decision  of  our  lamented  Master  as  a  most  excellent 
one  under  the  Alabama  law,  wo  must  contend  that  suspension  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dues  without  due  trial  is  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  freemasonry.    If 
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the  npn-payment  of  dues  is  caused  by  honeat  poverty,  no  inaHmi  <h'  fnrfo  an<l 
de Jure  Bhouldj  on  trial,  hesitate  au  instant  to  plead  the  fact  before  a  court 
constituted  of  his  brethren,  and  no  lodge  of  true  masons,  we  trust,  will  he»i- 
tate  an  instant  in  remitting  the  brother*8  dues,  or  making  other  proper  pro- 
vision for  his  relief,  aa  long  as  from  misfortune,  attributable  to  no  vice  in 
him,  he  labors  under  such  disability. 

The  committee  improve  of  California's  *'disapproyal"  of  the  Quebec  move- 
ment. 

The  committee  seee,  as  we  do,  that  the  question  between  Canada  and  Quebec 
does  not  turn  on  the  point  that  Quebec  is  or  is  not  "a  sovereign  independent 
State  or  Province, **  and  instances  '*our  Territories,  whose  political  powers  are 
confessedly  derivative  and  limited  ;**  but  it  seems  strange  to  us  that  our  Vir- 
ginia brethren  should  overlook  the  fact  that  however  the  case  may  have  been 
before  1861,  since  the  war  there  is  no  such  a  thing  as  a  free,  independent,  sov- 
ereign State,  but  all  the  States  of  the  Union  are  dependent  subjects  of  the 
central  government  at  Washington.  This  result  must  be  looked  in  the  face, 
and  we  trust  that  masonic  writers  will  no  longer  persist  in  the  weak  subter- 
tuge  of  ignoring  actual  facts  and  basing  their  arguments  on  exploded 
theories. 

We  agree  with  our  brethren  of  Virginia  on  the  subject  of  admitting  pro- 
fanes to  give  testimony  in  masonic  trials,  and  consequently  differ  in  ioto  from 
Brother  Dawkins,  of  Florida.  The  testimony  of  a  profane  can  be  taken  far 
better  in  the  lodge  than  out  of  it,  the  lodge  of  course  being  called  off  for  the 
purpose,  and  what  possible  barm  can  ensue  to  the  fraternity  ? 

In  the  remainder  of  the  report  there  are  numberless  points  of  interest  ably 
handled,  but  nothing  that  we  deem  imperatively  necessary  to  allude  to.

"  As  a  rule  it  may  be  said  that  the  fraternity  in  this  jurisdiction  is  in  a 
highly  prosperous  and  flourishing  condition." 

Ho  appropriately  notices  the  death  of  Bight  Worshipful  George  W.  Bobin- 
son,  Junior  Grand  Warden,  aod  Bight  Worshipful  Brother  Ebenezer  Clewes, 
who  was  for  nearly  thirty  years  Grand  Tiler. 
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DISPENSATIONS. 

Five  were  issned  for  new  lodges. 

Of  dispensations  for  degrees  out  of  time,  he  says : 

"While  I  h&YO  granted  snoh  dispensations  very  sparingly,  and  only  when  the 
circnmstancos  seemed  to  clearly  jastify  it,  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  that  this 
power,  vested  in  the  Grand  Master,  has  not  been  exercised  too  liberally.** 

We  are  satisfied,  in  oar  own  mind,  that  there  can  be  no  case  of  emergency 
of  sufficient  magnitude  to  justify  a  Grand  Master  in  issuing  his  dispensation 
to  a  lodge  to  confer  degrees  out  of  time,  and  that  H  is  high  time  that  Grand 
Lodges  should  take  some  stops  to  stop  it.  As  no  good  can  result  from  it,  it 
should  not  be  tolerated. 

THE  FIBE  IN  NORTH  WISCONSIN. 

In  October  the  Grand  Master  issued  a  circular  ;  he  says  : 

**In  order  to  syst^matizo  and  to  render  effective  the  work  of  relieving  those 
suffering  by  the  fire,  a  BeUef  Committee  was  organizod,"  consisting  of  ten 
mpst  excellent  brethren,  and  an  auxiliary  committee  at  Green  Bay. 

In  the  report  of  this  committee  of  their  labors  to  the  Grand  Master,  we  find 
the  following : 

**The  committee  are  not  aware  of  any  dissatisfaction  concerning  the  nature 
or  extent  of  the  relief  afforded,  except  in  one  instance,  and  upon  investiga- 
tion it  was  found  that  the  brother  who  preferred  the  complaint  had  money  at 
interest,  and  other  property,  besides  being  engaged  in  a  lucrative  business  at 
the  time  of  preferring  a  complaint,  which  was  to  the  effect  that  others  had 
received  more  than  himself  at  the  hands  of  the  committee  ;  of  course  they 
had.  The  answer  made  to  him  was  that  the  committee  were  not  in  the  insw- 
ance  business,  and  hence  were  not  adjusting  losses  of  property  or  Ufe  ;  that 
we  the  committee  were  aiming  to  relieve  such  as  had  no  adequate  means  to 
help  themselves,  and  that  according  to  their  necessities.  He  has  not  filed  his 
^repliccUion'  yet.

FOTIEION    COBBESPONDENCE. 

The  Correspondence  report  is  from  Brother  John  Tnrner.  It  is  short, 
pointed,  and  comprohensive.  It  reviews  thirty-nine  Grand  Lodge  proceed- 
ings, and  occupies  only  nineteen  pages— Alabama  among  the  number. 

Under  Massachu»eltSy  he  says  : 

**  Among  the  decisions  of  the  learned  Grand  Master  of  Massachusetts, 
there  is  one  so  contrary  to  our  idea  of  the  law  that  we  copy  it. 

***  I.  A  master  mason  in  good  standing  in  his  lodge  does  possess  the  inhe* 
rent  right  of  visiting  any  masonic  lodge,  wherever  he  may  go. 

'**II.  A  master  mason  possesses  the  unqualified  right  of  objecting  to  the 
presence  of  a  visiting  brother  in  his  Lodge. 

***III.  But  a  master  mason  objecting  to  a  visiting  brother's  sitting  in  his 
]od;;o,  must  state  his  reasons  therefor,  if  required,  and  the  worshipful  mas-< 
ter  may  or  may  not  exclude  the  visitor,  as  he  may  determine ;  but  if  the  wor- 
shipful master  docs  exclude  such  Wsitor,  he  must  do  it  upon  such  grounds  as 
will  justify  his  conduct  before  the  Grand  Lodge.* 

*'  We  assort  that  this  third  proposition  is  not  law. 

'*  A  master  mason  in  good  standing  possesses  tha  right  of  visiting  any  ma- 
sonic lo'lge  wherever  he  may  go,  provided,  the  lodge  to  whicli  he  applies  irill  re- 
ceicfi  hiin.  In  general  terms,  the  right  of  a  master  mason  in  good  standing  to 
visit  a  lodge  is  subordinate  to  the  paramount  right  of  a  lodge  to  rcfu>e  him 
admission. 

**The  right  of  a  member  of  any  particular  lodge,  fchUe  in  his  lodge,  is 
greater  than  the  right  of  one  who  is  a  visitor  and  not  a  member  ;  and  when  it 
becomes  necessary  to  discriminate  between  the  two,  the  superior  right  must 
prevail. 

*'  Every  master  mason  has  one  jtrerogcUire  which  cannot  be  questioned  or 
denied  ;  it  is  the  prerogative  of  standing  on  the  floor  of  his  own  lodge  and 
saying,  I  object.  To  the  initiation,  to  the  advancement,  to  the  membership, 
or  to  the  visit,  /object. 

**  The  objecting  member  must  be  left  to  the  exercise  of  his  discretion  in 
every  such  CHse.  The  mode  of  expressing  an  objection  cannot  aifect  the  right 
to  make  it.  Applicants  for  visit,  or  for  membership,  may  both  be  refused 
without  explanation— one  verbally  and  the  other  by  ballot — without  damage 
to  their  masonic  standing  ;  consequently  no  harm  is  done  by  the  cnforc  ment 
of  such  a  rule.  On  the  contrary,  if  objection  without  charges  cannot  be  sus' 
tained,  infinite  mischief  may  lie  done ;  because,  in  many  such  cases,  to  re- 
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quire  charges  and  proofs,  would  be  to  demand  of  the  objecting  member  what 
a  trae  man  and  mason  will  never  yield— a  surrender  of  masonic,  professional, 
or  family  confidences  and  secrets.  To  ask  him  to  do  this,  in  order  to  protect 
his  rights  in  his  own  lodge,  would  bo  an  insult— to  demand  it,  an  outrage.." 

We  indorse  ail  Brother  Turner  says.    They  are  our  sentiments  in  full. 
The  concluding  remarks  of  Brother  Turner,  chairman  of  the  committee, 
are  worthy  of  note : 

**Our  laborious  task  is  ended.  It  has  been  a  labor  of  love,  lightoned  con- 
tinually with  the  bright  assurances  over  recurring  in  the  several  Grand  Lodge 
reports,  that  masonry  is  to-day  what  it  was  in  the  old  time — the  natural  bond 
of  brotherhood.  The  reports  show  our  order  has  stood  the  test  of  time,  and 
quietly  overcome  the  efforts  of  fanaticism  to  destroy  it.  It  stands  a  glorious 
monument  of  the  past  and  an  ornament  to  the  present .  So  let  it  remain  till 
time  shall  be  no  more."

Right  Worshipful  J.  P.  Allmond,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Grand  Master  in  his  address  says,  *'This  day  marks  upon  the  dial  of 
time  sixty-six  years  since  the  establishment  of  legitimate  masonry  in  the  Dia- 
mond State.  The  fortunes  of  the  order  have,  like  those  of  kingdoms,  states 
and  empires,  passed  through  fluctuations  and  changes,  and  yet  masonry  in 
Delaware  can  say,  in  the  language  of  the  dying  sage  and  patriot  of  Marshfleid, 
'  Nevertheless,  I  still  survive.' "

DI8FEN8ATI0K8. 

Two  diapensations  issaed  to  confer  degrees  out  of  time.  The  Grand  Master 
says  he  issuod  these  diapensations  for  reasons  perfectly  satisfactory  to  him- 
self. No  donbt  of  the  truthfulness  of  his  remark.  To  our  mind,  we  are  sat- 
isfied that  we  have  never  known  of  a  case  of  sufficient  magnitude  to  justify 
the  Grand  Master  to  override  the  by-laws  of  a  oabordinato  lodge,  by  dispens- 
ing with  any  of  the  restrictions  imposed  upon  applicants  for  the  degrees  in 
masonry.  Dispensations  of  this  character  are  usually  issued  in  behalf  of 
Grand  Masters  or  subordinate  lodge  favorites.  All  Grand  Masters  condemn 
the  practice,  yet  continue  it.    \Vliy,  and  how  is  this  ? 

NEW  JEBSET  TROUBLES. 

Of  these  troubles,  or  difficulties,  Grand  Master  McOabe  says,  **The  case 
stands  thus :  At  the  annual  communication  ot  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jer- 
sey, held  January  A.  L.  5870,  a  petition  was  received  from  eleven  colored  men, 
claiming  to  be  ma*ions,  asking  for  a  warrant  for  a  lodge,  to  be  known  as 
Cushite  Lodge,  in  the  city  of  Newark,  New  Jersey.  The  petition  was  referred 
to  a  special  committee,  with  instructions  to  report  at  the  next  annual  commu- 
nication. At  the  next  annual  communication,  held  January  A.  L.  6871,  the 
committee  reported  that  the  petition  was  informal  and  irregular ,  giving  their 
reasons  therefor,  and  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  was  not  granted.  The  com- 
mittee established  the  fact  that  the  petitioners  were  not  regular  masons,  not 
having  been  made  in  a  lodge  ha>ang  authority  from  a  regular  source,  to  make 
masons.  After  fully  revioving  the  subject,  the  committee  made  the  following 
recommendations,  which,  with  the  report,  were  received  and  adopted,  (see 
Grand  Lodge  proceedings  of  New  Jersey,  p.  233) :  *  Your  committee  do  there- 
fore recommend  that  the  petition  and  accompanying  documents  be  returned 
to  the  petitioners,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  report.'  The  report  was  re- 
ceived, and  the  above  recommendation  adopted  ;  and,  to  their  credit  be  it  said, 
at  the  close  of  the  same,  and  after  the  recommendation,  the  following  will  be 
found :  *  Your  committee,  in  conclusion,  deem  it  consistent  with  the  duty  as- 
nigned  to  them,  to  intimate  to  the  pctitionerft  that  there  is  one,  and  but  one, 
regular  way  in  which  their  purpose  of  affiliation  with  this  Grand  Lodge  can  be 
realized,  and  that  is,  by  pursuing  the  same  process  to  which  ail  profanes  arc 
subjected.  The  doors  ot  the  masonic  lodge  in  Now  Jersey  are  open  to  all 
men,  free  born,  and  of  lawful  age,  of  every  clime,  of  every  color,  and  of  every 
creed,  who  declare  their  trust  to  be  in  God— have  passed  the  scrutiny  of  the 
committee  of  a  lawful  lodge,  and  have  achieved  the  favorable  verdict  of  the 
secret  ballot." 

The  Grand  Master  of  DelHware  has  no  objections  whatever  to  the  soundness 
of  the  doctrine  of  the  ** suggestions"  in  the  premises;  but,  at  this  same 
Grand  Communication,  a  petition  was  received  from  nine  master  masons  in 
good  standing,  '*  for  a  warrant  to  esta'  lish  a  lodge  in  the  city  of  Newark,  New- 
Jersey,  to  be  known  as  Alpha  Lodge."  The  petition,  with  others,  was  referred 
to  the  committee  on  DiH])enHati(.ns  and  Warrants.  Before  the  committee  re- 
ported, it  was  rumored  that  if  the  above  petitioners  were  successful  in  obtain- 
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ing  a  warrant,  **it  was  their  intention  to  make  maeons  of  negroes.**  They 
(the  petitioners)  positively  and  unequivccally  denied  the  assertion  ;  the  war- 
rant was  granted,  and  in  due  time,  as  I  have  learned,  "its  officers  were  insti- 
tuted and  installed;  and  Alpha  Lodge  No.  116  was  thus  fully  recognized.  At 
the  second  regular  communication  of  Alpha  Lodge,  there  were  thirteen  candi' 
dates  proposed — one  white  and  twelve  negro  men.  These  proceedings  becom- 
ing known,  a  petition,  signed  by  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine  members  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey,  was  prepared,  setting  forth,  among  other  things, 
that  the  warrant  for  Alpha  Lodge  was  obtained  through  deceit  and  misrepre- 
sentation. Its  warrant  was  arrested  by  the  Grand  Master  of  New  Jersey,  and 
the  complaint  of  the  petitioners  last  alluded  to  (members  of  the  Grand  Lodge) 
was  referred  to  the  committee  on  Petitions  and  Grievances  for  investigation 
and  rrport.  This  committee  reported,  and  the  warrant  of  Alpha  Lodge  No. 
116  was  withheld  until  the  next  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  January  A.  L. 
6872.  The  whole  subject  was  then  brought  before  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  tes- 
timony taken  before  the  committee  read,  and  the  action  of  the  Most  Worship- 
ful Grand  Master  in  arresting  the  warrant  on  the  ground  of  deceit  and  mis- 
representation, sustained  by  a  very  decided  mnjority.  After  the  vote  was  an- 
nounced, a  motion  was  made  that  the  warrant  of  Alpha  Lodge  be  restored ; 
which  motion  causing  a  debate,  and  while  it  was  under  discussion,  the  officers 
of  Alpha  Lodge  stated  that  they  had  no  intention  of  making  such  colored  men 
masons,  and  that  it  was  within  their  knowledge  that  every  one  ol  those  candi- 
dates would  have  been  black-balled  had  they  been  subjected  to  a  ballot.  After 
this  representation,  the  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  i»revailed  -one  hundred 
and  twelve  voting  in  the  affirmative,  and  one  hundred  and  three  in  the  nega- 
tive— a  majority  of  nine  ;"  and  thtso  were,  doubthtss,  niibled  by  tliese  repre- 
sentations, or  rather  misrepresentations,  as  the  subsequent  proceedings  of 
that  lodge  will  show.  *'At  its  first  communication  held  after  the  return  of  the 
warrant,  nine  colored  men  were  elected,  and  two  initiated  ;  and  the  lodge  has 
continued  to  confer  the  degrees  on  such  candidates  as  have  been  elected." 

The  Grand  Master's  conclusion  upon  the  subject  of  Alpha  Lodge  No.  116  is 
as  follows :  ''With  this  full  statement,  while  disclaiming  any  right  to  legislate 
for  a  sister  jurisdiction,  I  do  claim  that  every  Grand  Lodge  has  under  its  di- 
rection the  subordinate  lodges  of  such,  and  has  the  right  to  say  with  whom 
they  will  or  will  not  affiliate,  or  whom  they  will  recognize.  As,  therefore, 
Alpha  Lodge  No.  116,  of  Newark,  New  Jersey,  manifestly  obtained  a  warrant 
nnder  false  pretences,  by  misrepresentation  and  deceit,  I  recommend  to  this 
Grand  Lodge  to  instruct  its  subordinate  lodges  to  hold  no  communication 
whatever,  either  by  correspondence,  or  personally,  with  any  man,  or  sot  of 
men,  who  may  bail  from  that  particular  lodge ;  assuring,  at  the  same  time, 
the  Grand  Master  of  New  Jersey,  that  we  hold  him  and  his  grand  officers  in 
the  highest  regard  and  esteem." 

The  committee  tc  whom  the  Grand  Master*s  address  was  referred  failed  to 
indorse  the  following  recommendations  or  sug.estions  of  the  Grand  Master: 

1st.  '*That  the  masters  of  subordinate  lodges  recommend  their  members  to 
procure  a  Grand  Lodge  diploma,  as  such  a  diplon^a  would  be  no  evidence  of 
future  good  standing." 
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2d.  **  Do  not  agreo  with  the  snggestion  of  the  Grand  Master  to  appoint  three 
District  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  believing  the  same  would  not  add  to  the  har- 
mony of  the  order." 

Signed  by  all  the  committee. 

Brother  James  W.  H.  Watson,  of  the  committee  on  Grand  Master's  address, 
submits  the  following  minority  report : 

**  While  fully  uniting  with  the  majority  of  the  committee  in  the  disagree- 
ments and  recommendations  contained  in  their  report,  I  must  further  most 
respectfully  dissent  from  the  recommendation  contained  in  the  Grand  Master's 
address,  that  this  Grand  Lodge  instruct  its  subordinate  lodges  to  hold  no 
communication  with  Alpha  Lodge  No.  116,  of  New  Jersey.  That  hs  that  lodge 
is  in  good  standing  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey,  with  whom  we  are 
in  masonic  standing,  we  cannot  refuse  to  any  of  its  members,  who  have  been 
made  under  its  jurisdiction  in  accordance  with  law,  an  admission  into  any  of 
our  lodges,  if  they  should  in  dub  manner  demand  such  admission  and  be 
found  worthy.*' 

After  the  adoption  of  the  majority  report,  and  the  rejection  of  the  minority 
report  of  Brothor  Watson,  the  Grand  Lodge  directed  the  Grand  Secretary  to 
notify  the  subordinate  lodges  to  hold  no  masonic  intercourse  with  Alpha  Lodge 
No.  IIG,  New  Jersey,  or  any  hailing  from  said  lodge. 

We  fully  indorse  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  regard  to  Alpha  Lodge 
No.  116,  and  such  as  may  hail  from  said  lodge. 

,  FOBEION  COBBESPONDENCE  BEPOBT. 

The  report  is  signed  by  Thomas  Budd,  chairman.  It  occupies  twenty-two 
pages,  reviewing  proceedings  of  twenty-five  Grand  Lodges,  critically  and  fra- 
ternally, interspersed  here  and  there  with  choice  wit  and  poetical  quotations. 
Grand  Secretary  Allmond  reports  having  forwarded  to  the  ct  mmittee  on  Cor- 
respondence the  Proceedings  of  Alabama.  The  presumption  is  that  it  did  not 
reach  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  as  no  notice  of  it  is  to  be  found  in  the 
report  of  the  committee  on  Correspondence.

This  Special  Communication  was  for  the  dedication  of  the  new  Masonic 
Hall ;  which  whs  done  in  due  form. 
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Jast  before  leaving  the  hall  where  the  Grand  Lodge  organized,  the  Moat 
Worshipfal  Grand  Master  informed  the  craft  that  he  was  physically  nnable  to 
perform  the  ceremony  of  dedication,  and  had  reque«'ted  Most  Worshipful 
C.  F.  Stansbury,  Grand  Master  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  perform  the 
ceremonies.    The  inWtation  was  accepted. 

Tlie  Oration  was  by  the  Grand  Master,  Seldom  have  we  read  so  beautiful 
and  chaste  a  masonic  document.  We  would  gladly  copy  it  entire,  if  we  had 
space. 

OBAMD  MASONIC  FEAST. 

In  due  time  after  the  conclusion  of  the  beautiful  and  impressive  ceremonial 
of  the  dedication  was  concluded,  came  the  Feast.  From  the  Biil  of  Fare^  it  is 
natural  to  suppose  the  craft  had  a  good  time.  Many  excellent  toasts  and  elo- 
quent speeches  are  reported. 

Brother  James  was  called  on  for  a  speech.  He  said  he  was  "too  full  for 
utterance,"  and  suguested  that  Brother  Pickels  sing  "Auld  Lang  Syne."  After 
which  the  craft  retired,  the  band  playing  **Home,  Sweet  Home."  The  ques- 
tion now  to  be  solved  is,  who  got  homo  ? 

Special  Communications  were  held  July  24,  A.  L.  5872,  and  August  1,  A.  L. 
6872,  for  installation  of  officers. 

At  the  Communication  24th  July,  6872,  Daniel  McClintock,  Past  Deputy 
Grand  Master  presided. 

At  the  August  Communication,  Most  Wirshipful  Daniel  C.  Goodwin  presi* 
ded  ;  Right  Worshipful  P.  F.  Causey,  Grand  Secretary. 

CONCLUSION.

Appreciating  the  often  keen  humor  of  many 
of  our  confreres^  and  doubtful  of  our  ability  to  compete  with  them  in  that 
line,  we  have  sought  to  practice  "  the  better  part  of  valor,"  and  to  demon* 
strate  our  smartness  by  making  no  effjrt  at  smartness.  **  Samson's  heifer*' 
wo  have  not  chased  ;  in  fact,  we  pride  ourselves  quite  as  much  on  what  we 
have  not  done  as  what  we  did  do,  except  it  be  on  having  spoken  of  every 
brother  with  fraternal  courtesy.  If  anything  we  have  written  appears  liable 
to  another  construction,  we  beg  leave  to  say  that  we  deeply  regret  it,  and  the 
o0ense  was  unintentional.  The  spirit  of  fraternal  charity  and  courtesy  per- 
vading the  many  proceedings  we  Uave  had  the  pleasure  to  peruse  during  the 
year  gave  a  charm  to  their  pages  and  added  a  zest  to  our  labors. 

That  the  prosperity  of  American  Freemasonry  is  not  only  great,  but  that  it 
rests  on  a  sonnd  basis  is  evident,  and  the  spirit  of  charity  and  fraternal  com- 
ity that  is  made  apparent  by  cases  which,  without  such  a  spirit,  would  be  pro- 
ductive of  bitter  and  acrimonious  crimination  and  hostility,  augurs  well  lo|'

BY-LAWS. 


To  the  Most  Worshiiful  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama : 

Tour  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  oompilation  of  a  imiform  Oode 
of  By-Lawe  for  the  nse  of  those  subordinate  lodges  now  making  new  by-laws, 
or  who  contemplate  amendments  to  old  onss,  respectfully  submit  the  follow- 
ing Code  of  By-Laws : 

BY-LAWS  OP LODGE,  NO. , 

of  F.  and  A.  Masons,  held  in  the  town  of ,  county  of ,  State 

of  Alabama,  working  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Most  Worshipful 

Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama. 

ARTICLE  L 

SEcnoir  1.  The  officers  of  this  Lodge  shall  consist  of  a  Worshipful  Master, 
Senior  Warden,  Junior  Warden,  Treasurer,  Secretary,  Senior  Deacon,  Junior 
Deacon,  and  Tiler,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually,  by  ballot,  at  the 
stated  meeting  preceding  the  anniversary  in  June.  A  majority  of  all  the  Totes 
cast  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice.  All  other  officers  of  the  Lodge  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Worshipful  Master,  said  officers  so  elected  or  appointed  to  be 
installed  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable. 

Sxo.  2.  The  stated  meetings  of  this  Lodge  shall  be  held  on  the day 

of ,  at  —  o'clock .    The  Worshipful  Master,  howcTer,  or 

in  his  absence,  the  Wardens,  may  call  the  Lodge  for  special  business  when- 
ever they  may  think  it  necessary,  by  giving  notice  of  the  same  to  the  brethren 

Sxc.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Worshipful  Master  to  preside  at  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Lodge,  if  present ;  to  see  that  the  by-laws  of  his  Lodge  and  the 
roles  and  edicts  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  regularly  obeyed  and  enforced. 

Seo.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  to  assist  the  Worshipful  Master 
in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  in  his  absence  preside,  unless  through 
courtesy  they  waive  their  right  in  favor  of  a  past  superior  officer. 

Sza  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all  moneys  from  the 
hands  of  the  Secretary,  giving  his  rccept  for  the  same,  pay  them  out  by  order 
of  the  Worshipful  Master  and  consent  of  the  brethren,  and  exhibit  his  ac- 
count current  at  the  stated  meetings  in  June  and  November. 

Ssa  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  receive  all  moneys  due  tha 
Lodge,  and  pay  them  over  to  the  Treasurer,  taking  hia  receipt  for  the  same ; 
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to  open  Ml  account  with  each  member  of  the  Lodge :  to  make  an  exhibit  of 
the  same  at  the  stated  meetings  in  June  and  November :  and  for  his  servioes 
he  shall  be  exempt  from  all  dues  to  the  Lodge,  and  such  other  compensation 
as  the  Lodge  may  thinK  proper  to  appropriate. 

Seo.  7.  The  Worshipful  Master  and  Wardens  shall  constitute  a  Committee  of 
Charity,  and  shall  have  power  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  any  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding t^n  dollars  (in  the  recet^'s  of  the  ]jodge)  for  one  person,  and  shall  re- 
port their  proceedings  in  writing  at  each  succeeding  meeting. 

ABTICLE  n. 

Sbc.  1.  No  brother  shall  have  a  right  to  make  or  second  a  motion  except  he 
be  a  Master  Mason,  and  a  member  of  this  Lodge ;  nor  shall  any  visiting 
brother  make  any  remarks  upon  a  subject  without  permission  of  the  Wor- 
shipful Master. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Master  Mason  who  is  a  member  of  this  Lodge  (except  the 

Secretary)  8hall  pay  into  the  Treasury  of  the  Lodge dollars  annually, 

one-half  at  the  stated  meeting  in  June,  and  the  other  half  at  the  stated  meet- 
ing in  November,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  this  Lodge,  and  as  does  to  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

Seo.  3.  Any  member  who  shall  be  found  in  arrears  for  his  dues  for  ^he  pe- 
riod of  two  years,  shall  be  declared  suspended,  and  shall  nnt  be  reinstated 
until  all  such  arrears  are  paid  in  full.  ' 

Seo.  4.  Any  brother  wishing  to  speak,  shall  rise  and  address  the  Worshipful 
Master,  and  on  all  questions  the  will  of  the  Lodge  shall  be  ascertained  by  aye^ 
and  nays,  and  a  majority  shall  govern,  when  it  is  not  otherwise  provided. 

Seo.  5.  A  unanimous  ballot  in  favor  of  a  candidate  for  membership,  initia- 
tion, or  advancement,  shall  be  necessary,  and  in  no  case  shall  there  be  more 
than  two  ballotlngs  had,  in  case  of  rejection,  on  the  same  application ;  and  a 
candidate  rejected  8hall  not  again  petition  this  Lodge  in  less  than  one  year. 

Sec.  6.  All  applications  for  initiation  or  membership  shall  be  made  in  writ- 
ing, signed  by  the  petitioner,  specifjring  his  age,  residence,  and  occupation, 
and  be  recommended  by  two  Master  Masons,  members  of  this  Lodge.  It 
shall  be  presented  at  a  stated  meeting,  and  if  received,  be  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee of  three  members  of  the  Lodge,  for  inquiry,  and  report,  and  he  over 
at  least  from  one  stated  meeting  to  another,  before  a  ballot  thereon.  Should 
his  petition  be  rejected,  the  fee  shall  be  returned  to  the  petitioner. 

Sec,  7.  After  a  petition  for  the  Degrees  has  been  received  and  noted  upon 
the  minutes,  it  becomes  the  property  of  the  Lodge,  and  must  be  reported  on 
by  the  committee  to  whom  it  was  referred,  and  balloted  on.  A  petition  for 
afiiliation  may  be  \%ith drawn  at  any  stated  meeting  after  its  reception,  pro- 
Yided  a  ballot  has  not  been  had  on  the  same. 

ARTICLE  m. 

Sec.  1.  The  fees  for  conferring  the  three  SymboUc  Degrees  in  this  Lodge 
shall  be  as  follows : 
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For  Entered  Apprentice $. . . . 

"    Fellow-Craft $.... 

"    Master  Mason $. . . . 

And  for  Afiiliation $ 

And  must  accompany  the  petition  and  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  before 
said  petition  can  be  acted  on. 

Sec  2.  The  Order  of  Business  on  opening  tho  Lodge  shall  be :  First,  read- 
ing Minutes ;  second,  all  Unfinished  BuBiness ;  Beports  of  Standing  Commit- 
tees, Beports  of  Special  Committees,  Motions  and  Besolutions,  Examination 
of  Candidates  for  Advancement,  Balloting  for  the  same,  and  lastly,  Confer- 
ring Degrees. 

Seo.  3,  No  brother  shall  have  the  Second  Degree  of  Masonry  conferred  on 
him  until,  by  examination  in  open  Lodge,  it  shall  appear  that  he  has  made 
suitable  proficiency  in  the  flrtit,  and  so  of  the  second. 

Sec.  4.  Any  brother  having  charges  to  prefer  against  another,  shall  prefer 
them  at  a  stated  meeting,  with  their  specifications  in  writing  ;  and  the  same 
shall  be  laid  over  until  the  next  stated  meeting  for  action  ;  and  it  is  made  the 
duty  of  the  Secretary  to  notify,  in  writing,  the  brother  so  accused,  setting 
forth  the  charges  and  specifications  In  such  case,  also  the  time  and  place  of 
trial. 

Sec.  5.  Should  the  accused  brother  abscond  or  secrete  himself,  that  legal 
process  cannot  be  served  upon  him,  or  fail  to  attend  after  being  duly  notified, 
the  trial  shall  go  on  and  he  be  dealt  with  as  if  present. 

Seo.  6.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  every  member  of  this  Lodge,  and, 
every  candidate  for  afi&liation,  to  give  his  assent  to  these  By-Laws  by  signing 
the  same. 

Sec.  7.  No  alteration  or  amendment  of  these  By-Laws  shall  be  made,  unless 
the  same  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a  stated  meeting,  when  it  shall  be  entered 
upon  tho  minutes,  and  lie  over  until  tho  next  stated  meeting,  when  it  rhall  re- 
quire the  sanction  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  and  the  approval  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  fur  its  adoption. 

Sec.  8.  All  former  By-Laws  and  rules  hitherto  in  force  for  the  government  ' 
of  this  Lodge,  are,  from  and  after  the  adoption  of  these,  null  and  void. 

Your  Committee  would  most  respectfully  state  that  they  think  it  unneces- 
sary to  encumber  these  By-Laws  vrith  the  duties  of  all  the  subordinate  offi- 
cers, as  they  are  fully  instructed  in  that  respect  in  the  charges  at  their  install- 
ation. Also,  in  reference  to  the  rules  and  regulations  for  suspensions,  expul- 
fidue,  and  appeals,  as  these  are  fully  explained  in  the  Constitution,  Bules  and 
Edicts  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Johnson,  delivered  his  annual  address,  and  on  motion 
of  Brother  James  E.  Cobb  it  was  referred  to  a  special 
committee  of  three,  consisting  of  Brothers  James  E. 
Cobb,  Henry  C.  Tompkins,  and  William  T.  Walthall. 

Grand  Master's  AnniLal  Address. 

Brethren  of  the  Granp  FiODOE : 

Another  eveutful  year,  added  to  the  rapitily  len^^theiiing  past, 
ttuds  us,  a  favored  few,  on  the  threshold  of  our  Fifty-third  An- 
nual Grand  Communication,  assembled,  as  we  are,  in  a  city  so 
recently  overshadowed  by  the  dark-winge<l  death-angel,  and 
forcibly  reminded  as  we  rnusf  bi\  all  of  us,  of  the  mutability  of 
earthly  things  and  the  vanity  of  human  [)ursuits.  It  is  mete 
and  right  that  we  b<»w  with  humble  reverence  before  the  throne 
of  the  Great  Jehovah,  whom  we  all  adore,  and  in  whom  we  put 
our  trust. 

Masonry,  in  Alabama,  has  not  lost  any  of  its  interest,  though, 
for  reasons  known  to  all  of  you,  our  numbers  have  not  been 
augmented  as  in  former  years. 

Throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  jurisdiction,  so  far 
as  we  are  informed,  the  brethren  are  working  in  harmony. 

Our  relations  with  sister  Grand  Bodies  are  of  the  most  cordial 
character.  Only  in  a  single  instance  hjis  complaint  been  made 
against  us  for  infringement  of  jurisdiction— that  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Mississippi— and  in  that  cjise  we  had  no  diiflculty  in 
establishing  to  the  satisfaction  of  our  sister,  that  no  intentional 
wrong  had  been  done  her,  and  the  whole  matter  has  been  fra- 
ternally and  amicably  adjusted.  The  correspondence  on  this 
subject  is  herewith  submitted. 

Dispensations  for  several  new  lodges  have  been  granted,  a 
list  of  which  will  be  furnished  by  the  Grand  Secretary. 
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Dispeusation  was  granted  Uainer  Lodge  No.  243  on  the  6th 
day  of  January  last,  to  elect  a  Senior  Warden,  the  Senior  War- 
den of  that  Lodge  having  moved  out  of  the  State. 

Etani  Lodge  No.  150  having  forfeited  its  charter  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dues,  but  having  been  represented  and  having  now  paid 
up  all  dues  to  the  (rrand  Secretary,  asked  for  dispensation  to 
work,  which  was  granted  May  loth,  and  respectfully  recom- 
mend to  the  Grand  Lodge  that  the  charter  of  said  Lodge  be 
restored. 

August  3rd~  Granted  a  dispensation  to  Wilson  Williams 
Lodge  No.  351  to  elect  a  Worshipful  Master,  no  election  for 
Master  having  been  held  at  the  regular  time. 

August  28th — (f  ranted  a  <iispen8ation  to  Zion  Lodge  No.  304 
to  move  their  Lodge  from  the  place  where  it  was  then  located 
to  Pine  Grove  Church,  in  Fayette  County,  a  distance  of  six 
miles. 

August  18th — (granted  a  dispensation  to  Daniel  Sayre,  Wor- 
shipful Master,  of  Montgomery  Lodge  No.  11,  at  Montgomery, 
to  lay  the  corner  stone  of  the  new  Market  House  and  City  Hall. 

May  12th— Granted  a  iispensation  to  Brother  J.  W.  Stewart 
to  lay  the  corner  stone  of  Lodge  Hall,  in  Florence. 

June  20th — Granted  a  dispensation  to  High  Log  Lodge  No. 
193,  to  move  their  Lodge  from  the  place  where  it  was  then 
located  to  a  point  five  miles  west.  The  change  will  locate  the 
Lodge  farther  from  the  Lodge  nearest  it  than  at  present. 

Brother  James  A.  Hawley,  of  Dixon,  Illinois,  has  been  ap- 
pointed representative  of  the  (irand  Lodge,  near  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  niinois,  which  Grand  IiO<lge  has  already  a  representa- 
tive near  this. 

Brother  Louis  Arunzi,  M.  D.,  of  Pestb,  lias  been  appointed 
representative  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  near  the  Grand  Lo<lge  of 
Hungary;  and  Brother  Joel  VVhitt\  of  this  city,  has  been  ap- 
pointed as  the  representative  of  that  (Tran<l  Lodge,  near  this. 

Of  the  immense  number  of  (juestions  propounded  to  and  ai.- 
swered  by  me,  officially,  I  have  deemed  it  necessary  only  to 
cumber  the  record  with  the  following: 

1st.  The  Edict  of  the  (irand  Lodge  in  reference  to  non-pay- 
ment of  dues  (passed  at  its  last  session,  page  60  of  Proceedings, 
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1872.)  is  uot  retroactive,  but  is  in  full  force  from  the  date  of  its 
passage. 

2nd.  The  Master  of  a  Lodge  has  the  right,  and  it  is  his  duty, 
to  require  ^^Bluc  Lodge  clothing  orUy^^  to  be  worn  in  all  public 
processions.  If  Royal  Arch  Chapters  are  invited  and  are 
present  "a^?  Chapters^^^  of  course  they  wear  their  peculiar 
regalias. 

3rd.  Refused  to  grant  a  dispensation  to  confer  the  Fellow 
Crafts  and  Master  Masons  degree  in  a  shorter  time  than  re- 
quired by  our  laws.  The  Grand  Master  has  no  right  to  issue 
such  a  dispensation 

4th.  A  Lodge  having,  bj'  a  vote  of  the  Lodge,  determined  to 
celebrate  publicly  the  f€»stival  of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  the 
Worshipful  Master  of  said  Lodge  ha^  the  right  to  revoke  the 
action  of  the  Ijodge,  by  issuing  his  order  to  the  etfect  that  no 
public  celebration  be  had,  such  course,  in  his  opinion,  being  for 
tlie  good  of  the  Order  and  the  interest  of  the  Lodge. 

5th.  Chartered  Lodges  have  the  right  to  change  their  By-Laws 
or  adopt  an  entirely  new  Code  without  submitting  the  same  to 
the  Ctrand  Lodge. 

Circumstances  must  determine  the  propriety  of  renting  Lodge 
Halls  for  other  than  Masonic  purposes.  On  general  principles 
it  is  better  not  to  do  so. 

A  brother  against  whom  there  is  no  charge  on  the  books  of  the 
Lodge  is  entitled,  upon  application  therefor,  to  a  Dimit — pro- 
vided it  does  not  destroy  the  integrity  of  the  Lodge. 

The  fraternity,  individually  and  in  Lodge  capacity,  are  bound 
to  assist  worthy  brothers,  theii  widows,  and  orphans.  A 
brother  deserting  his  family  and  leaving  them  penniless,  acts 
unworthily  and  forfeits  his  claims  as  a  mason,  but  his  act  does 
not  necessarily  destroy  the  claims  of  his  wife  and  children 
ui)on  our  charities. 

A  Subordinate  Lodge  has  the  right  to  remit  the  dues  of  it? 
members  in  whole  or  in  pait  at  its  discretion. 

The  Master  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  has  the  right  to  summon 
the  members  to  attend  a  communication,  when  the  business  of 
the  Lodge — other  than  in  case  of  w  trial — requires  it  to  be 
done. 

Our   funeral  ceremonies  must  be  conducted  separate   aad 
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apart  from  the  ceremonies  of  other  orders,  but  there  is  nothing 
in  this  to  prevent  us  from  allowing  pHll-beHrei*s  from  our  num- 
ber to  act  in  conjunction  with  pall-bearew  from  other  Societies. 

In  tlie  absence  of  tlie  Master,  the  Senior  Warden  presides 
with  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  Master. 

The  Senior  Warden,  entering  the  Lodge  in  the  absence  of  the 
Worshipful  Master  (at  a  regular  communication)  in  a  state  of 
intoxication  and  presiding  as  Worshipful  Master  while  in  this 
condition,  is  in  violation  of  his  duty  as  a  mason,  and  is  amen- 
able to  the  Lodge,  and  may  be  tried  as  any  other  member  of  the 
Lodge. 

Held— 

That  the  only  iienalty  for  a  failure  t(»  pay  dues  to  the  Lodge 
by  a  member  is  suspension  as  jirovided  by  the  constitution. 

A  Lodge  may  accept  an  invitation  from  a  Lodge  of  Odd  Fel- 
lows to  join  in  a  public  procession. 

Mascmic  bodies  may  not  join  in  funeral  prcK^essions  of  pei-sons 
not  masons. 

A  dim  it  is  not  sufTicient  evidence  that  a  man  is  a  mason.  A 
petition  for  aftlliation  can  be  received,  before  the  applicant  is 
examined— the  applicant  must  have  a  voucher,  or  be  examined, 
before  he  can  sit  in  the  Lodge. 

I  know  of  no  authority  for  performing  funeral  ceremonies 
over  the  grave  of  a  deeeaseii  mason  several  days  after  his  bur- 
ial. 

A  pai>er  from  a  Chartered  Loiige  |  urporting  to  l)e  a  dimit  is 
not  valid,  without  the  seal  of  the  Lodge  unless  a  certificate  is 
attached  stating  the  seal  is  lost. 

The  vote  on  the  trial  of  a  brother  lo  be  taken  beginning  with 
the  youngest — construed  to  mean  youngest  mason,  not  young- 
est man. 

A  Lodge  has  the  right  to  prefer  charges  against,  and  expel  a 
brother  who  stands  suspended,  notwithstanding  such  su8i>en- 
sion  exists. 

**Any  Lodge  within  whose  jurisdiction  a  brother  resides 
may  try  him  for  unraasr.nic  conduct,  but  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Lodge  within  whose  jurisdi(;tion  the  otTense  was  committed  to 
try,  as  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  the  members  of  that  Lodge 
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are  better  acquainted  with  the  facte  in  the  case.-* 

A  Lodge  htis  the  right  (though  to  enact  such  a  By-Law  is  of 
doubtful  propriety)  to  make  a  By-Law,  tliat  proliibits  its  mem- 
bern  from  divulging  the  business  transactions  of  the  Lo<lge. 
The  right  of  visitation  does  not  cover  the  ground. 

Lockwood  says  under  the  head  of  "The  rights  of  a  meml)er 
of  a  L<Klge"  on  page  H4  of  his  **Masonie  Law'*— Right  5— **To 
visit  any  Lodge  while  it  is  not  engaged  in  private  business." 

A  brother  Unding  himself  in  arrears  for  dues  for  two  years, 
on  the  night  of  the  regular  communicMtioD  preceding  the  fes- 
tival of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  cannot  prevent  the  striking  of  his 
name  from  the  roll  by  paying  a  less  sum  than  one  yearns 
dues. 

Two-thirds  must  vote  affirmatively  to  restore  one  indefi- 
nitely suspended, — a  majority  of  the  whole  Lodge  being  pres- 
ent. 

An  applicant  for  initiation,  having  been  rejected  by  one 
Lodge  may  petition  another  Lodge  without  waiting  any  speci- 
fied time.  The  Lodge  to  which  he  last  applies  must  observe 
the  requirement^  of  Hection  11  of  Article  VL  of  the  Grand 
Constitution. 

The  Junior  Warden  does  not  succeed  to  the  office  of  Senior 
Warden,  on  the  death  of  the  Senior  Warden.  The  vacancy 
may  be  filled  from  time  to  time  l>y  pro  tetn  appointment,  or  an 
election  for  Senior  Warden  may  be  had  l)y  dis|)enHation  from 
the  Grand  Master. 

The  action  of  the  IjOtlge  granting  a  dimit,  and  not  the  paper 
itself,  constitutes  a  dimit.  Therefore  a  brother  liaving  lieen 
grante<l  a  dimit  by  vote  of  the  r.otlge.  the  severance  of  his  con- 
nection with  tliat  Locige  is  complete  an<l  although  he  may 
never  have  called  upon  the  Secretary,  and  received  the  evidence 
of  his  having  been  dimitted.  He  must,  if  he  wishes  to  connect 
himself  again  with  the*Lodge,  petition  and  be  voted  for  just  as 
in  tlie  case  of  any  other  dimittt-d  mason. 

Actual  Past  Masters  only,  and  not  Chapter  Pa.st  Masters,  are 
those  referred  to  wherever  the  words  ** past  master**  o(*cur  in 
our  Code  authorizing  Past  Masters  to  perform  any  act. 

In  the  case  of  ap[M^al  from  the  decision  of  a  Subordinate 
Lodge,  where  the  pa|)ers  in  the  case  were  defective  and  where 
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the  case  was  sent  back  to  the  Lcnige  with  instructions,  and 
where  after  it  was  so  sent  back  and  the  Lodge  upon  reviewing 
itH  action,  audj^jboth  parties  to  the  case  and  the  whole  Lodge 
agree  to  an  amicable  settlement, 'of  the  diflftculty,  the  case  may 
go  off"  the  record  and  no  return  be  made  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

It  is  not  necessary*. for  officers  of  a  Lodge  to  be  re-installed 
who  are  elected  to  the  same  office,  held  by  them  the  preceding 
year. 

A  majority  of  a  Lo<ige  cannot  move  a  Lodge,  uuless  by  dis- 
pensation from  the  Grand  Lodge  or  the  Grand  Master. 

Dues  must  be  paid,  accruing  during  suspension  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dues  as  well  as  the  amount  for  which  one  was  sus- 
pended. 

Masons  who  are  members  of  Lodges  whose  Chaiters  are  for- 
feited, do  not  stand  as  suspended  Masons. 

Section  11  of  Article  VI.  of  the  Constitution  is  construed  to 
mean  a  majority  of  the  brethren  present  at  a  regular  communi- 
cation, and  not  a  majority  of  the  whole  membership  of  the 
Lodge. 

Not  less  than  ^even  Master  Masons  can  hold  a  Lodge.  The 
Warrant  or  Charter  authorizing  Lodges  to  assemble  and  work 
as  Masons  is  granted  to  seveu  and  no  smaller  number  of  brethren. 

Held— 

That  after  the  Lodge  has  been  closed  at  which  a  brother  has 
been  tried  and  expelled,  the  members  cannot  change  their  votes 
at  a  subsequent  communication.  The  expelled  member  must  re- 
sort to  appeal  for  any  modification  of  sentence. 

Brother  E.  S.  Gregory,  Worshipful  Master  of  Waterloo  Lodge 
No.  382,  having  been  impeached  by  his  Lodge  in  due  form,  I 
appointed  a  committee  consisting  of  brothers  W.  B.  Wood,  Past 
Master  of  Florence  Lodge  No.  14,  H.  W.  Sample,  Worshipful 
Master  of  Florence  Lodge  No.  14,  and  J.  M.  Huston,  Worship- 
ful Master  of  Albert  Pike  I^odge  No.  339,  to  examine  into  the 
charges  against  brother  Gregory,  and  report  to  me  as  soon  as 
i»racticable.  The  committee  met  at  the  Hall  at  Waterloo  Lodge 
on  the  23rd  of  May,  and  after  due  investigation  submitted  the 
accompanying  report. 

This  report,  from  some  cause,  failed  to  reach  me  in  time  to 
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eaforce  the  recouiineudatioiis  of  the  com  di  it  tee  before  the  time 
of  the  annual  election  of  officers. 

Having  no  doubt  but  that  the  I^odge  would  elect  some  other 
brother  Worahipful  Master,  instead  of  brother  Gregory,  I  have 
taken  no  further  steps  in  the  matter. 

Opelika  Lodge  No.  19,5,  failing  to  meet  in  regular  communi- 
cation for  six  months,  thereby  forfeiting  it«  charter,  forwarded 
to  me  the  accompanying  statement  marked  O,  which  is  re- 
spectfully submitted,  together  with  instructions  issued  by  the 
Grand  Secretary  by  my  order. 

In  the  case  of  R.  J.  Travers,  of  Halo  Loilge  No.  5,  expelled 
by  said  Lodge,  some  years  ago,  which  upon  appe  1  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  was  remanded  for  a  new  trial,  I  beg  leave  to 
make  the  following  rej)ort,  to-wit : 

It  appears  that  said  Lodge,  after  the  case  was  remanded,  pro- 
ceeded to  set  the  time  of  trial,  on  two  separate  occasions,  at 
neither  of  which  was  there  a  majority  of  the  membership  of 
the  Lodge  present,  and  of  course  no  trial  was  had.  At  both  of 
those  times  brother  Travers  was  present  and  ready  for  trial. 
On  the  third  occasion,  or  time,  set  for  his  trial,  at  which  time 
he  notified  the  I^odge  that  he  could  not  be  present,  the  Lodge 
proceeded  to  try  him  ex-parte^  and  reaffirmed  the  sentence  of 
expulsion.  Soon  thereafter  said  Halo  I^odge  forfeited  it«  char- 
ter, and  ceased  to  exist  as  a  Lodge,  whereupon  brother  Travers 
appealed  to  me  for  redress. 

In  order  that  justice  might  be  done  brother  Travers,  and  at 
the  same  time  the  law  of  Masonry  be  vindicated,  I  issued  an 
order  to  Selma  Fraternal  Lodge  No.  27,  the  Senior  Lodge  in 
the  city  of  Selma,  in  the  same  county  of  Dallas,  in  which  said 
Halo  Lodge  is  located,  to  appoint  from  its  members  a  commit- 
tee of  three,  which  committee  was  instructed  to  examine  into 
the  case  and  report  to  me. 

In  obedience  to  this  order,  a  committee  was  appointe<l,  who, 
after  a  thorough  examination  of  the  case,  made  an  elaborate 
report,  which  report  siiould  accompany  this  communication, 
but  does  not,  for  the  reasou,  that  it  has,  by  a  misapprehension 
of  my  letter,  been  retained  by  a  Lodge  in  Mississippi,  where 
brother  Travers  now  lives,  and  with  which  he  is  now  affil- 
iated. 

The  Committee  of  Selma  Fraternal  Lodge,  after,  as  before 
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Btated,  a  thorough  examination,  reported  that  in  their  opinion, 
brother  Travers  had  been  too  severely  punished ;  that  the 
whole  proceedings  were  loosely  and  illegally  had,  and  stated 
that  in  their  opinion  the  brother  ought  to  be  restored  to  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry.  This  I  accordingly  did  by 
special  dispensation,  and  upon  this  dispensation  brother  Tra- 
vers petitioned  a  Lodge  in  Meridian,  Mississippi,  was  elected, 
and  is  now  a  member  there  in  good  standing. 

in  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last 
session,  I  proceeded  to  enter  into  a  lease  with  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Masonic  Temple  Association,  for 
the  new  Lodge  Hall  and  apartments  for  Grand  Secretary. 

The  lease  was  written  by  brother  Walter  L.  Bragg,  an  eminent 
lawyer  of  this  city,  free  of  charge  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  T  have 
caused  the  lease  to  be  recorded  in  the  proper  office  in  Mont- 
gomery.    The  document  is  herewith  submitted. 

The  committee  to  superintend  the  furnishing  and  fitting  up 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall,  appointed  under  the  second  resolu- 
tion on  page  58  of  Proceedings  of  1872,  consisting  of  brothers 
J.  Win  Moses,  of  Montgomery ;  W.  8.  Foster,  of  Mobile,  and 
James  M.  Dedman,  of  Bel  ma,  have,  through  their  chairman, 
brother  Moses,  drafted  on  me  for  the  amount  appropriated  for 
that  purpose.  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  their  re- 
port, &c. 

The  foregoing  is  as  brief  a  summary  as  T  have  been  able  to 
make  of  my  official  acts  for  the  year  just  ended ;  written,  a. 
great  part  of  it,  since  I  have  been  in  this  city  within  the  last  few 
days. 

With  the  close  of  this  Grand  Annual  Communication  ceases 
my  connection  with  you  as  Grand  Master.  I  feel,  brethren, 
that  only  by  a  lifetime  of  devotion  to  Masonry,  whether  that 
lifetime  be  long  or  short,  can  I  ever  repay  a  tithe  of  the  debt  I 
owe  my  brethren  of  this  grand  body.  I  have  been  honored  hy 
them,  and  have  tried  to  bring  no  discredit  upon  them. 

And  now  brethren  I  have  the  melancholy  duty  to  perform  of 
informing  you  of  the  death  of  our  distinguished  brother  and 
friend,  Past  Grand  Master  William  Leigh,  who  die<i  at  his 
residence  in  Florence  on  the  31st  of  July  last,  full  of  years,  and 
beloved  by  the  whole  brotherhood  of  the  State.  He  was  the 
oldest  Past  Grand  Master  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  this  Juris-

dictioD,  having  survived  many  who  came  into  office  long  after- 
wards. His  first  appearance  in  the  Grand  Lodge  was  in  1828, 
as  the  Master  of  Davis  Lodge  No.  28,  held  at  that  time  at  the 
Female  Academy  in  LaGrange,  in  Franklin  County,  and  was 
elected  Grimd  Junior  Warden.  In  182?)  he  was  el ( i  ted  Grand 
Benior  Warden,  In  laso  he  piesided  at  the  opening  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Master  and  Deputy  Grand  Master 
being  absent,  and  was  re-elocfed  Grand  8enior  Warden.  In 
18H8,  although  he  was  not  present,  the  Grand  Lodge  elected 
him  Grand  Master.  Anli  again,  under  similar  circumstances, 
in  1884.  There  was  no  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1836,  but 
in  1880  a  few  brethren  met  in  Tuscaloosa,  and  on  account  of  the 
*  Iapse<l  *'  condition  of  Masonry  in  the  State,  they  pioo^eded  to 
reorganize  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  Brother  Leigh  j.n  side*!  ovor 
their  deliberations.  From  that  time  up  to  the  day  of  his  death 
Brother  Leigh  was  faithful  to  his  obligations.  Occasionally  he 
has  appeared  in  Grand  Lodjre,  as  he  was  permitted  by  hisduties 
and  his  years,  but,  of  course,  under  the  circumstances,  not 
regularly.  He  appeared  for  the  last  time  in  the  Grand  Lodge 
two  years  ago     He  was  then  in  his  eighty-second  year. 

I  have  also  to  inform  you  of  the  death  of  Brother  Richard  F. 
Knott,  who  died  at  his  residence  in  the  City  of  Mobile  on  the 
22nd  of  last  month.  Brother  Knott  was  for  several  years  a 
member  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  distinguished  himself  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Work  and  of  foreign  corres- 
ponden*re.  He  was  a  genial  companion,  an  enthusiastic  Mason, 
and  well  versed  in  Masonic  Law.  Hi?  hand  was  ever  open  to 
the  call  of  charity,  and  he  will  be  long  remembered  by  the  poor 
and  the  needy  of  his  immediate  neigh i>orhood,'  while  his 
memory  will  be  fresh  and  green  in  the  hearts  of  us  all  as  the 
acacia  at  the  head  of  his  grave. 

It  remains  for  the  Grand  Lodge  to  pay  such  tribute  of  respect 
and  alfection  to  the  memory  of  these  distinguished  brethren  as 
may  be  appropriate.

I  be^  to  Hubmit  my  annual  report,  together  with  the  account 
and  vouchers.  The  remainder  of  the  funds  has  been  paid  over 
into  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  and  liis  receipt  for  the 
same  is  attached  to  tlie  account. 

The  order  to  purchase  clothing,  passed  at  the  last  Annual 
Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  has  been  executed  ;  and 
the  clothing  has  been  delivered  to  the  Grand  ISteward. 

Since  the  last  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
there  have  been  sold  forty  (40)  copies  of  the  Masonic  Code  of 
Alabama,  leaving  now  in  my  possession  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
two  (ir)2)  copies. 

It  may  not  be  improper  to  mention  (for  the  purpose  of  putting 
it  on  record,  if  for  nothing  else)  that  during  the  prevalence  of 
the  yellow  fever  here  in  September,  Octol>er.  and  November, 
the  epidemic  dealt  kindly  by  the  fraternity,  having  taken  only 
five.  Two  of  these  belonged  to  country  Lodges,  but  were  resi- 
dents in  town.  Two  of  the  others  were  members  of  Andrew 
Jackson  Lodge  No.  17S,  and  the  other  was  a  fellow-craft  of 
Montgomery  Lodge  No.  11.  All  of  them  were  g(K)d  men  and 
true,  and  faithful  to  their  obligations  as  Masons. 

Brother  William  Leigh,  (irand  Master  of  this  (irand  Lodge 
in  1883  and  1884,  and  who  presided  at  the  re-organization  in 
188(5,  and  to  whose  memory  a  proper  tribute  has  been  paid  by 
the  Grand  Piaster,  died  on  the  81st  of  July  last,  full  of  years 
and  regreted  by  all  his  r>rethren.

REPORT  ON  THE  GRAND  MASTER»8  ADDRESS.

The  underaigned  Oominittee  to  whom  wuh  referred  the 
Annual  Address  of  the  Grand  Master,  beg  leave  to  report  au 
follows  : 

We  respectfully  recommend  that  so  much  of  the  address  as  re- 
lates to  Dispensations  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Dispen- 
sations No.  2. 

That  so  much  of  the  address  as  reports  decisions  of  the  Most 
Woshipful  Grand  Master ,  as  also  that  portion  relating  to  the 
case  of  Brother  Tra  vers,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Masonic 
Jurisprudence.

the  announcement  of  the  approaching  termination  of  his  ad- 
ministration. They  beg  to  express  the  sorrow  with  which  they 
are  compelled  to  contemplate  the  close  of  an  administration 
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which  han  been  marked  by  ho  much  of  wisdom ,  energy,  and 
harmony ;  and  tliey  feel  that  they  are  but  expressing  the 
uuiversal  feeling  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  of  the  Fraternity  in 
Alabama,  in  saying  that  the  Most  Worshipful  (:} rand  Master,  in 
his  retirement,  will  leave  a  place  in  our  hearts  which  cannot 
easily  be  filled,  and  on  our  memory  an  impression  that  can 
never  be  era*«ed.

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  from  refreshment  to 
labor  at  7  o'clock,  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  Joseph 
H.  Johnson,  presiding ;  the  other  Grand  Officers  at 
their  several  stations. 

Prayer  by  the  R.  W.  and  Rev.  Grand  Chaplain, 
Brother  James  K,  Hazen. 

The  Minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

Brother  H.  Clay  Armstrong,  Grand  Junior  War- 
den, offered  the  following  resolution,  and  it  was 
adopted  : 

CHARTER  TO  OPELIKA  LODGE,  NO.  395. 

Whkkeas,  Brother  Joliu  A.  Pace  and  twelve  other  brethren 
and  Master  Masons,  residing  in  the  city  of  Opelikp,  desiring  to 
form  a  new  Lodge  in  that  city,  having  petitioned  this  Grand 
Lodge  for  a  Charter ;  and 

Wherean,  The  said  John  A.  Puce,  A.  \V.  McCoy,  and  J. 
Kahn,  having  been  examined  in  open  Lodge  by  Salem  Lodge 
No.  99,  and  by  said  Lodge  certified  as  required  by  the  laws  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  to  be  worthy,  and  well  qualified  to  confer  the 
first  three  degrees  of  masonry,  therefore 

Resolved^  That  a  Charier  do  issue  to  said  brethren  in  accord- 
ance with  the  prayer  of  tiie  petitioners. 

Brother  William  M.  McMath  offered  the  follow- 
ing resolution,  and  it  was  adopted  ; 
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AS  TO  J.  C.  WILLIAMS. 

Resolved^  That  a  committee  consisting  of  the  first  three  offi- 
ers  of  Selma  Fraternal  Lodge  No  27  be  appointed  to  examine 
into  the  case  of  J.  C,  Williams,  formerly  a  member  of  Ilalo 
Lodge  No.  5,  {whose  charter  has  been  forfeited)  who  was 
suspended  by  said  Lodge  for  un masonic  conduct,  as  shown  by 
the  proceeding  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  of  1870,  and  re- 
port the  result  of  their  investigations  to  the  Grand  Master,  and 
if  from  the  facts  of  the  case  he  is  convinced  that  brother  Will- 
iams has  been  unfairly  de.'ilt  with,  to  issue  his  dispensation  au- 
thorizing brother  Williams  to  affiliate  with  or  visit  any  Lodge 
within  this  jurisdiction  as  a  dimitted  mason. 

Brother  William  Y.  Titcomb,  from  the  Committee 
on  Suspensions,  Expulsions,  and  Appeals,  made  the 
following  report,  and  the  report  was  received  and 
concurred  in : 

REPOIiT  ON  SUSPENSIONS,  EXPULSIONS,  AND  APPEALS. 

REPORT  ON   APPEAL   FROM    NANAFALIA   LODGE   No.   335. 

To  the  AL    W.   Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama: 

The  Committee  on  Suspensions,  Expulsions,  and  Appeals, 
submit  their  action  on  the  following  cases  of  appeal,  to-wit: 

[Appeal  of  George  W.  Chambers  from  the  decision  of  Nanafalia  Lodge 

N*o.  335. 

This  case  first  came  into  the  possession  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
in  the  shape  of  an  appeal  by  said  G.  W.  Cliambers  from  the 
decision  of  Widow's  8ou  Lodge  No.  72,  expelling  said  Cham- 
bers from  the  rights  and  benefits  of  Masonry,  under  charges  of 
'immoral  and  unmasonic  conduct,"  with  specifications  alleg- 
ing that  lie  (Chambers)  did  cheat  and  defrnud  a  brother  Mason. 

Your  committee,  believing  the  cliarges  uusustiiined  by  the 
evidence,  recommended  tiiat  the  action  of  Widow's  Son  Lodge 
should  be  reversed,  which  recommendation  was  adopted  by  the 
Grand  Lodge.  In  1870  there  appeared  in  the  Grand  Lodge  a 
communication,  signed  by  thirty-one  members,  including  most 
or  all  the  otficers  of  Widow's  Son  I^odge  No.  72,  and  accom- 
panied by  a  very  strong  denunciation  of  G.  W^.  Chambers, 
frtating  that  he  (Chambers)  had  removed  from  their  JurlBdio- 
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tion,  antl  expressing  a  desire  tliat  something  should  be  done  to 
rid  tlie  fratomity  of  so  corrupt  and  unworthy  a  member.  Upon 
which,  Sdi  1  Lodge  was  required,  if  the  facts  set  forth  In  its 
memorial  were  true,  to  prefer  cliarges  in  the  Lodge  in  whose 
jurisdiction  Chaml)ers  resided.  Henct*  the  appeal  from  the  de- 
cision of  Nanafalia  Lodge  No.  3;>i5,  which  expelled  Geo.  W. 
Chambers  from  the  rights  and  henefits  of  Masonry,  having 
unanimously  found  liim  guilty  under  charges  embracing  the 
four  following  specifications : 

First  Specification. —  **  In  that  the  said  G.  W.  Chambers  did, 
during  the  year  1868.  consume  about  40  bales  of  cotton,  raised 
on  the  plantations  of  Dr.  Wm.  Gulley,  W.  P.  Carter,  and  John 
Moore,  in  which  cotton  the  said  John  Moore  was  an  equal 
partner  with  the  said  G.  \V.  Chambers.  Said  cotton  was 
shipped  by  said  (■hambers  to  Greenville,  Selma,  and  Mobile, 
and  sold  without  the  knowledge  or  consent  of  the  said  John 
Moore,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  same  applied  by  the  said  Cham- 
bers to  his  own  use,  and  the  said  (4.  W.  Chambers,  after  appro- 
priating the  proceeds  of  the  cotton  to  his  credit  or  use,  did 
attempt  to  make  the  said  John  Moore  pay  the  indebtedness  of 
said  plantations.  About  thirty-tive  bales  of  said  cotton  was 
ginned  and  packed  on  the  gin  and  screw  of  brother  E.  A. 
Albritton.'* 

Second  Specification,—  **  In  that  the  said  G.  W.  Chambers 
did,  by  rough  treatment  and  abuse,  kill  several  mules,  the 
property  of  John  Moore,  an<l  also  appropriated  cows  and  hogs, 
belonging  to  said  John  Moore,  to  his  own  use;  and  further, 
when  he,  the  said  G.  W.  Chambers,  moved  from  Wilcox  county 
to  Marengo  county,  he  carried  with  him  a  cow  which  he  knew 
to  be  the  property  of  the  said  John  Moore." 

Third  Specification. —  *'  In  that  the  said  G.  W.  Chambers  did, 
in  the  Fall  of  1808,  agree  to  abide  by  and  to  comply  with  a 
certain  arbitration  that  was  submitted  by  brother  J.  W,  Pur- 
ifoy,  piaintiff,  and  brothers  G.  W.  Chambers  and  John  Moore, 
defendants  in  said  cause,  to  Hon.  J.  Y.  Kilpatriok  and  John 
D.  Brandon  Es<^.,  of  Camden,  Ala.,  as  arbitrators.  Said  arbi- 
trators did  render  an  award  in  favor  of  said  J.  W.  Purifoy, 
for  $1160.20,  the  whole  of  which,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  said 
G.  W.  Chambers  has  refused  to  comply  with  ;  and  he,  the  said 
G.  W.  Chambers,  stated  to  brother  J.  W.  Purifoy  and  others 
that  he  would  not  pay  the  award  or  any  part  of  it,  and  the  said 
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G.  W.  Chambers  moved  out  of  the  county  without  making  any 
arrangement  to  pay  any  part  of  said  award/' 

Fburth  Specification.—  **  In  that  the  said  G.  W.  Chambers 
did  in  said  arbitration  make  a  statement  on  oath  that  there 
were  twenty  bales  of  cotton  left  on  the  W.  P.  Carter  planta- 
tion, rented  by  Chambers  and  Moore  from  J.  W.  Purifoy,  in 
1867,  alleging  that  the  said  J.  W.  Purifoy  did  not  furnish 
meat  for  the  laborers  according  to  contract,  and  that  he,  Cham- 
bers, had  a  charge  against  said  J.  W.  Purifoy,  of  $1000  for 
half  of  said  twenty  bales  of  cotton,  which  statement  was  false, 
and  which  charge  was  fraudulent  as  shown  by  the  decision  of 
said  arbitration.'' 

A  careful  review  of  this  case  as  it  now  comes  up,  satisfies 
your  committee  that  G.  W.  Chambers  is  guilty.  The  proofs,  of 
his  cruelty  to  the  stock  ;  of  his  refusal  to  abide  by  an  arbitra- 
tion to  which  he  had  agreed ;  of  his  having  falsely  alleged  that 
brother  Purifoy  did  not  comply  with  his  part  of  the  contract ; 
of  his  removal  from  tlie  county  without  making  any  arrange- 
ments to  satisfy  brother  Purifoy 's  just  claim  ;  of  his  fraudu- 
lent charge  of  $1000  against  brother  Purifoy  as  an  of!feet;  pile 
up  a  Pelion-on-Ossa  of  guilt  that  should  separate  him  from  the 
Fraternity.  The  worst  anti-Mtison  in  the  world  is  he  who, 
clothed  with  the  privileges  of  the  Order,  uses  them  to  cloak 
his  villainy.  We  recommend  that  the  decision  of  Nanafalia 
Lodge  No.  335,  expelling  George  W.  Chambers  from  the  righte 
and  benefits  of  Masonry,  be  sust^iined. 

REPORT  ON   APPEAL  FROM   MAGNOLIA    LODGE  No   259. 

Appeal  of  brother  Oliver  Caldwell  and  six  others,  including 
the  Worshipful  Master,  from  the  decision  of  Magnolia  Lodge 
No.  259,  which  decision  acquitted  J.  C.  Turner  under  the  fol- 
lowing charge  and  specification,  with  the  exception  of  specifi- 
cation 3d,  to- wit  : 

Charge. — Gross  un -Masonic  conduct. 

SpeciflccUion  1. — Fraud  in  permitting  a  credit  of  $100.00  to 
appear  on  his '^deposit  book"  under  date  of  February  3,1872, 
interlined  when  book  was  balanced  February  27th,  1872,  and 
drawing  against  the  same  to  the  extent  of  $97.00  when  he 
knew  he  had  never  made  a  deposit  at  the  ''Deposit  8avlngs 
Aseoclation"  without  having  bis  deposit  book  with  him,  and 
hftvlng  the  entry  made  then.  Knowing  further,  that  at  no 
one  time  did  he  depo«lt  the  sum  of  $100  In  lald  AflsooUtion. 
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Specification  2. — Failure  to  make  the  account  good  when  no- 
tified of  the  discrepancy  on  April  11,  1872. 

Specification  3. — Failure  to  comply  with  his  promise  to  make 
the  amount  good,  by  deposits  of  $5  per  month  and  larger 
amounts  if  possible — said  promise  having  been  given  after  re- 
peated requests  by  note,  and  personally  by  the  book-keeper  of 
said  ^^Deposit  Savings  Association/'  to  do  something  to  clear 
up  his  indebtedness  to  said  Association.  ^ 

After  a  careful  examination  of  this  case  we  are  constrained 
to  believe  that,  in  their  decision  on  the  same,  our  breth- 
ren of  Magnolia  Lodge  No.  259  have  egre^iously  erred. 
By  the  evidence  in  the  cause  we  are  satisfied  that  Turner,  hav- 
ing full  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  his  failure  to  pay  over  the 
sum  of  5100  to  said  bank  would  entail  heavy  loss  upon  a  bro- 
ther Mason,  book-keeper  of  said  bank,  did  try  to  evade  said 
payment,  and,  further,  that,  convinced  of  his  obligation  to  the 
Association,  after  promising  to  pay  |5  and  upward  per  month 
until  the  claim  was  extinguished,  he  made,  only  upon  re- 
peated solicitations,  one  pitiful  deposit  of  $b,  and  that  he,  by 
his  conduct,  forced  brother  Smith,  said  book-keeper  of  said 
Savings  Association,  ultimately  to  sue  for  recovery  of  the 
money  in  question. 

Had  Turner  shown  any  disposition  to  relieve  Brother  Smithf 
when  it  was  made  plain  to  him  that  the  money  was  not  his 
own;  had  he  brought  smaller  amounts,  per  month,  than  those 
promised  ;  or,  even  had  he  in  a  kindly  manner  entered  the* 
plea  of  inability  to  meet  his  engagement,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
his  course  might  have  appearotl  less  reprehensible,  but  the 
testimony  shows  nothing  of  the  kind  ;  on  the  contrary,  when, 
after  other  means  had  failed,  he  was  approached  by  a  legal  gen- 
tleman, employed  to  collect  the  money,  he  was  intern i>erate  in 
his  allusions  to  the  bank-officers,  and  still  manitested  no  inclina- 
tion to  clear  up  his  indebtedness  to  the  "Deposit  Savings 
Association. '^ 

It  is  proper  to  state  that  at  the  time  of  the  trial  aforesaid  J. 
C.  Turner  stood  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  but  that 
his  status,  as  a  Mason  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  is  no 
bar  to  his  pun  ishment,  if  found  guilty,  for  a  grave  offense. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  that' the  decision  of  Mag- 
nolia Lodge  No.  259,  in  the  case  of  J.  C.  Turner,  be  reversed, 
and  that  the  case  be  sent  back  for  a  new  trial. 
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REPORT  ON  THE  APPEAL  FROM  DECISION  OF  QUITMAN 

LODGE.  NO.  254. 

Appeal  of  J.  H.  McDaniel,  from  the  decisioD  of  Quitmau 
Lodge  No.  2r54,  which  foumi  said  J.  H.  McDaniel  guilty  under 
charges  and  specifications  ajjJfolJ<>w»,  to-wit : 

CAar^e— Immoral  and  unmasonic  conduct.  iSpeciflcatious — 
**Sellitig  property  not  belonging  to  him,"  and  '^making  contra- 
dictory statements." 

Your  committee,  believing  the  eharge«  to  be  sustained  by  the 
evidence  in  this  CJise,  would  recommend  that  the  action  of 
Quitman  Lodge  No.  254.  be  sustained  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

REPORT  ON  APPEAL  FROM  DECISION  OF  PEA  RIVF:R  LODGE. 

NO.  271. 

Appeal  of  William  T.  Chapman,  from  the  decision  of  Pea 
River  Lodge  No.  271.  In  this  case  Henry  Fowler,  a  member 
of  said  Lodge,  was  found  guilty  of  unmasonic  conduct,  under 
specifications  accusing  said  Henry  Fowler  of  drunkenness  and 
grossly  indecent  conduct,  publiclyjmanifested,  but  the  Lodge 
refused  to  inflict  upon  him  any  punishment  whatever. 

Your  committee,  satislied  that  said  Henry  Fowler  was  guilty 
under  the  charge  and  spetnfications,  would  recommend  for  the 
adoption  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  following  resolution  : 

ResolveAj  That  said  Henry  Fowler  is  hereby  indefinitely  sus- 
pended from  the  rights  and  benetits|  of  Mjisoury,  and  that  Pea 
River  Lodge  No.  271  is  hereby  iai<l  under  the  censure  of  this 
Grand  Lodge. 

REPORT  ON  APPEAL  FROM  TUSKEGEE  LODGE  NO.  57. 

Appeal  of  W.  W.  Glass  from  the  decision  of  Tuskegee  Lodge 
No.  57,  which  decision  was.the  indefinite  suspension  of  saidW. 
W.  Glass  from  the  rights,  benefits,  and  privileges  of  masonry, 
under  the  following  charges^and  specifications,  to-wit: 

Charge  1«<— That  W.  W.  Glass  has  been  guilty  of  conduct 
unbecoming  a  man  and  gentleman  in  this — 

Specification  1st.  That  said  W.  W.  C4lass  was  on  the  —  day  of 
Noveml>er  1872  declared  by  the  proper  authority  to  be  elected  to 
the  Senate  of  Alabama,  from  the  senatorial  district  comprising 
the  county  of  Macon.  That  on  the  organization  of  the  Htate 
Legislature  in  January  of  the  present  year,  be  took  his  seat  as 
Senator  from  said  district.    That  while  in  the  discbarge  of  bis 
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duties  as  such  Senator,  on  the  28th  day  of  January  last  he  en- 
tered into  a  solemn  compact  and  agreement  with  W.  H.  Ed- 
wards, also  a  member  of  the  State  Senate,  from  the  county  of 
Blount,  that  they  both  would  be  absent  rom  the  State  Capitol 
for  fifteen  days,  but  that,  if  either  should  come  back,*  before 
the  fifteen  days  expired,  or  at  any  time  before  the  vote  was 
taken  on  the  Martin-Miller  content,  neither  would  vote  on 
that  question  in  the  absence  of  the  other,  that  in  pursuance  of 
said  solemn  agreement  and  pledge  the  said  W.  H.  Edwards  left 
the  cityof  Montgomery  in  which  said  Capitol  is  located,  and  did 
not  return  until  on,  or  about  the  time  agreed  on,  and  was  not 
present  in  the  city  of  Montgomery,  or  in  the  Capitol  when  the 
contested  election  case  of  Martin  and  Miller  came  up  for  decis- 
ion in  the  said  State  Senate— that  said  W.  W.  Glass  did  not 
leave  the  city  of  Montgomery,  or  if  he  left,  returned  within 
the  fifteen  days,  and  did,  contrary  to  said  solemn  pledge  and 
agreement,  vote  in  the  said  Martin— Miller  contest,  and  said 
Martin — Miller  contest  did  come  up  for  decision,  in  said  State 
Senate,  within  the  said  fifteen  days,  during  which  said  W.  W. 
Glass  had  agreed  to  pair  off  with  said  W.  H.  Edwards. 

Charge  2nd. — That  said  W.  \V.  Glass  has  been  guilty  of  con- 
duct unbecoming  a  Mason  in  this: — Specification  1st — That, 
while  a  member  of  tiie  Senate  of  the  State  of  Alabama,  on 
Tuesday  tlie  28th  January  last,  he  entered  into  a  solemn  pledge 
and  agreement  with  W.  H.  Edwards,  also  a  member  of  the 
State  Senate  from  the  county  of  Blount,  in  which  they  both 
mutually  pledged  their  words  as  masons  and  senators  that  they 
would  be  absent  from  the  capitol  for  fifteen  days,  but  that  if 
either  should  come  back  before  the  fifteen  days  expired,  or  at 
any  time  before  the  vote  was  taken  on  the  Martin— Miller  con- 
test, neither  would  vote  on  that  question  in  the  absence  of  the 
other,  that  said  Edwards  and  Glass  belonged  to  different 
political  parties,  and  the  purpose  of  said  agreement  was, 
neither  party  should  be  injured  or  benefitted  by  the  vot^  of  said 
Glass  or  Edwards  in  said  Martin— Miller  contest,  that  in  pursu- 
ance of  said  agreement  said  Edwards  did  leave  the  city  of 
Montgomery,  and  did  not  return  till  the  expiration  of  the  said 
fifteen  days  so  agreed  on,  or  thereabouts,  and  was  not  present 
at  the  Capitol  when  the  said  Martin— Miller  contest  came  up, 
or  when  the  vote  was  taken  on  the  same— That  said  W.  W. 
Glass  did  not  leave  t«he  oity  of  Montgomery,  or,  if  be  did,   he 
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returned  within  the  said  fifteen  days  so  agreed  on  for  decision 
in  said  Senate  within  said  fifteen  days,  and  that  said  W.  W. 
Glass  did  vote  thereon,  contrary  to  the  express  terms  of  his 
said  pledge  as  a  senator  and  a  mason. 

Your  committee,  liaving  given  this  case  the  careful  examina- 
tion which  it  deserved,  find  no  mitigating  circumstance  attend- 
ing the  conduct  of  said  W.  W.  Glass  in  the  transaction  which 
occasioned  his  trial  in  Tuskegee  Lodge.  His  plea,  to  the  juris- 
diction of  said  Ijodire,  luterpo.^ed  to  save  him  from  a  trial,  as 
ventilated  by  our  brethren  of  Tuskegee,  supplies  patent  argu- 
ments against  his  cause,  and,  unaided  from  without,  furnishes 
a  moral  cudgel  of  the  stoutest  kind,  to  demolish  his  own  ma- 
sonic character.  The  evidence  adduced  in  said  trial,  under  the 
charges  and  specifications  aforesaid,  shows  conclusively  the 
guilt  of  said  W.  W.  Glass.  It  is  in  proof  that,  in  llie  presence 
of  two  master  masons,  he  (Glass)  did  solemnly  plight  his  ma- 
sonic word,  to  W.  H.  Edwards,  that  he  (Glass)  would  not  vote 
on  the  Martin — Miller  question  in  his  (EdwardsM  absence,  but 
that  he  (Glass)  did  vote  on  said  question,  in  Edwards*  absence 
Avitliin  the  time  for  which  Glass  and  Edwards  had  mutually 
pledged  themselves  to  **pair  oflT.*' 

If  the  sacredness  of  a  n)asonic  pledge  is  to  be  thus  trampled 
under  foot  and  spit  upon  in  high  places,  and  the  foul  deed  is  to 
pass  un rebuked  or  unnoticed,  then — away  with  masonry  !  it  is 
a  mockery,  a  cheat.  Unless  such  a  stigma  is  to  be  wiped  from 
our  fair  escutcheon,  let  us  write  '*Ichabod'*  over  our  doors,  bar- 
ring them  forever  against  entrance  and  exit,  and  let  us  bury  the 
hitherto  precious  jewel  of  Hiram  out  of  human  sight. 

We  recommend  that  the  decision  of  Tuskegee  Lodge  No.  57, 
indefinitely  suspending  W.  W.  Glass  from  the  rights  and  bene- 
fits of  masonry,  be  reversed  as  to  thepunishment  inflicted  upon 
said  Glass,  and  that  he  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  expelled  from  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  masonry. 

REPORT  ON  APPEAL  FROM  DECISION  OF  BRUNDIDGE  LODGE 

NO.  184. 

Appeal  of  Brother  G.  C.  Collier,  and  four  other  members  of 
Hrundidge  No.  184,  from  the  decision  of  said  Lodge  on  the  case 
of  Bruudidge  Lodge  vs.  Silas  T.  Moore,  who  was  tried  under 
charge  of  unmasonic  conduct,  and  of  violating  his  maaonic  ob- 
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ligation,  with  specifieationH,  all  tending  to  show  fraud,  on  the 
part  of  .said  S.  T.  M(K>re,  such  as, defrauding  brother  Masons  of 
about  sixty  dollars— selling  eighteen  bales  of  cotton,  belonging 
to  said  S.  T.  Moore,  G.  C.  Collier,  and  G.  Y,  Malone,  without 
the  knowledge  or  consent  of  the  other  partners,  and  drawing 
twenty-five  hundred  dollars  on  the  same,  without  their  knowl- 
edge or  con  sen  i,  and  converting  said  money  to  his  own  use; 
also  making  a  fraudulent  transfer  of  property,  which  he 
(Moore)  had  promised  to  bind  by  mortgage  for  the  relief  of 
Brother  G.  C.  Collier,  thereby  swindling  Brother  Collier  out  of 
means  of  which  said  Brother  Collier  has  remained  dispoH- 
sessed  to  this  day. 

The  Lodge  found  Moore  guilty  under  two  specifications,  both 
of  which  charged  him  with  fraud,  but  in}  assessing  punish- 
ment for  the  same,  allowed  Moore  to  escape  with  a  repri- 
mand. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  committee  the  evidence  adduced  in 
this  case  warranted  Moore's  conviction  under  said  charges  and 
specifications  ;  therefore  our  recommendation  is,  first,  that  the 
a]>peal  be  sustained,  and  the  action  of  said  Lodge,  as  regards  its 
assessment  of  a  penalty,  be  reversed  :  secondly,  that  Silas  T. 
Moore  be  expelled  from  all  the  rights  and  benefits  of  Masonry, 
and  thirdly,  that  Brundidge  Lodge  No.  184  be  censured  for  der- 
eliction in  duty. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion  your  committee  beg  to  observe  that  Masonry, 
rightly  considered,  is  not  a  mere  toy  to  be  assumed  on  commu- 
nication days,  or  upon  occasion  when  its  appearance  may  give 
eclat,  and  then  to  be  carefully  put  away,  like  a  Sunday  hat, 
until  the  next  stated  gathering  of  the  brotherhood,  but  a  prin- 
ciple, a  ruleof  life  which  is  to  permeate  ail  our  intercourse  with 
each  other,  and  with  the  outside  world.  In  communities  like 
ours  men  need  less  to  be  informed  than  to  be  reminded.  The 
brethren  will,  we  trust,  pardon  the  remark  that  there  may, 
j>erhaps,  be  laid  occasionally  at  our  doors  the  charge  of  employ- 
ing a  time-serving  policy.  When  there  is  a  gross  violation  of 
Masonic  Law,  It  matters  not  how  resi>ectable.  as  the  world  goes, 
the  offender  may  be,  nor  how  much  the  **  material  aid  '*  which 
he  can  supply,  may  be  appreciated  by  the  Lodge,  nor  how  wide 
his  influence  appears  to  be,  nor  yet  how  high  may  be  his 
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position  in  respect  of  Rocial^  religious,  or  civil  affairs,  the  guilty 
party  must  be  dealt  with  according  to  the  laws  and  usages  of 
our  Order. 

As,  in  the  material  world,  the  higher  a  body  rises  the  more 
stunning  is  its  fail,  so,  in  our  moral  atmosphere,  the  greater  the 
eminence  any  one  attains  the  more  terrible,  if  he  commit  a 
f^rave  offense  and  have  his  due,  will  be  his  precipitation  from 
that  high  estate.  Brethren,  **Let  Justice  prevail  though  the 
heavens  fall/' 

If  we  fully  discharge  our  duty  all  will  be  well.  When  we 
look  back  through  the  far  distant  and  nearer  past  we  see  that 
our  noble  craft  has  steadily  plowed  her  way  adown  the  sea  of 
time,  through  the  vicissitudes  of  twenty  centuries;  still  she 
proceeds.  The  loud  thunders  of  impotent  rage  may  rattle  above 
lier ;  the  fierce  lightnings  of  malice  may  flash  athwart  her 
pathway,  and  the  huge  billows  of  envy  yawn  in  front  to  swallow 
iier  up ;  yet,  with  all  her  timbers  staunch  and  tight,  with  the 
Holy  Bible  for  her  chart,  the  Square  and  Compass  for  her 
^uide,  she  shall  hold  on  her  course  to  the  port  of  everlasting 
f>eace.

DEATH   OF    BROTHER   RICHARD  F.   KNOTT. 

^b  the  M.  W.  Qrand  Lodge  of  Alabama  : 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the  an- 
nual address  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  relating  to 
the  death  of  our  late  Brother  Richard  F.  Knott,  deem  it  unne- 
cessary  to  employ  many  words,  or  to  indulge  in  any  elaborate 
eulogy  with  regard  to  the  life  and  services  of  one  whose  labors 
of  love  in  behalf  of  masonry  are  so  well  known  to  all  the  fra- 
ternity. 

Brother  Knott  had  for  many  years  been  distinguished  by  his 
iDdefatigable  zeal  in  perfecting  his  knowledge  in  the  vast  fields 
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of  research  laid  opeo  to  the  vision  of  the  inquirer  in  the  realms 
of  our  ancient  art.  He  loved  it  with  a  love  like  to  the  love  of  wo- 
man, and  served  it  with  a  fidelity  and  devotion  that  knew  no 
bounds,  no  doubts,  no  weariness,  and  no  cessation. 

He  had  received  repeated  evidence  of  the  confidence  and  es- 
teem of  his  brethren,  and  he  was  for  some  time  a  member  of 
the  Committee  on  Work  ;  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was,  and 
had  been  for  8r»me  years,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  For- 
eign Correspondence.  In  other  masonic  bodies  in  this  State  he 
had  held  the  most  exalted  rank,  and  from  these  his  memory 
will,  no  doubt,  receive  those  tributes  of  respect  which  are  due. 
As  Master  of  a  Lodge  in  San  Francisco,  and  a  distinguished 
member  of  the  Grand  Lodf?e  of  California,  his  views  had  been 
extended,  his  knowledge  increased,  and  his  charity  enlarged, 
by  intercourse  and  companionship  with  intelligent  masons  of 
every  clime  and  almost  every  country  in  the  world.  These  op- 
portunities had  been  so  improved  that — notwithstanding  the 
defects  of  an  imperfect  e<]ucation  in  early  life — there  were  few, 
if  any,  amongst  us,  who  equalled  him  in  the  rich  stores  of  ma- 
sonic lore  which  he  had  accumulated. 

In  private  life  our  deceased  brother  exemplified  the  precepts 
of  his  profession.  He  was  kind-hearted,  genial  and  charitable; 
a  lover  of  his  brethren,  of  his  family,  and  of  all  mankind.  His 
unexpected  death,  in  the  full  vigor  of  mature  manhood,  before 
any  mark  of  decay  had  made  itself  visible  upon  his  manly 
frame,  has  fallen  upon  us  with  a  shock  which  scarcely  permits 
justice  to  be  done,  as  yet,  to  his  memory.  Your  committee, 
however,  would  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resoluti«)iis: 

Resofvid,  That  in  the  death  of  our  distinguished  Brother, 
Richard  F.  Knott,  this  Grand  Lodge  and  the  masonic  fraternity 
of  Alabama  have  sustained  a  loss,  their  sense  of  which  no  lan- 
guage at  their  command  is  adequate  to  express. 

RcHolved,    That,  in  token  of  respect  and  afifection  for  the  de- 
ceased, the  Grand  Secretary  be,  and  is  hereby  instructed  to  ded- 
icate to  his  memory  a  page  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  em  bordered  with  appropriate  emblems  of  sorrow.

DEATH   OF  PAST    GRAND  MASTER   WILLIAM  LEIGH. 

The  coiniijittee,  to  whom  was  referred  tlie  anuouDceinuDt  of 
the  (leatli  (»f  Pint  Gr.iiid  Master  William  Leigli,  in  the  address 
of  the  Most  Worshij>ful  Grand  Ma«ter  nuike  report  as  follows: 

William  Leigh  was  born  in  Amelia  county,  Virginia,  October 
4th,  1790;  died  in  Florence,  Alabama,  July  3l8t,  1873;  aged  82 
veara,  9  months,   and  27  days. 

He  connected  himself  with  the  Baptist  church  at  Handy 
Creek,  Amelia  county,  Virginia,  Aug.  1807.  He  was  licensed  U) 
preach  Aug.oth,  181n,  and  was  regularly  ordained  to  the  Gospel 
ministry  June  Uith,  1821.  He  continued  to  preach  until  his 
death,  63  years  from  the  date  of  his  license,  and  52  years  from 
the  date  of  his  «>rdination. 

As  early  as  1823  he  jidvocated  in  the  Muscle'Shoals  Aasooi- 
ation,  the  missionary  (ioctrine.  and  although  unsuccessful  at 
first,  mainly  through  hi.^  perseverance  and  great  zeal  the  Asso- 
ciation finally  adopted  it. 

Your  Icommitt-eecanot  rtnd,  after  careful  inquiry,  when,  or 
where  he  wasmadea  mason  ;  but  tiud  thathe  was  elected  Junior 
Grand  Warden  in  1828,  Grand  Master  in  1833 and  1834.  In  1851 
he  published  his  book— "Tiie  Ladies  Masonry  or  Hieroglyphic 
Monitor.'^  He  was  a  member  of  the  order  up  to  his  death,  be- 
ing a  member  of  Florence  Lodge  No.  14  when  he  died. 

In  his  general  intercourse  and  character  in  the  community, 
he  was  esteemed  as  energetic,  charitable,  and  humane,  illustra- 
ting in  liis  life  the  principles  of  our  order,  universal  cliarity 
and  benevolence;  being  ever  ready  according  to  liis  ability  to 
aid  and  assist  the  needy  and  distressed. 

No  man  in  the  State  was  more  devotedly  attached  to  our  or- 
der, or  more  active  in  the  zealous  discharge  of  masonic  duty. 
He  was  ever  ready  to  aid,  assist,  and  work. 

Your  committee  in  the  facts  and  preparation  of  this  history 
are  indebted  to  Past  Grand  Master  Felix.  G.  Norman,  for  all  the 
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the' vote  was  not  a  two-third  vote,  and  the  party  was  not  ex- 
pelled. Yo'ir  committee  frankly  admit  that  this  is  a  rule  of 
Masonic  law  of  which  they  are  wholly  ignorant ;  but  that,  upon 
the  contrary,  tne  Worshipful  Master  must  vote  unless  he  is 
excused  by  vote  of  the  Lodge.  The  vote  then  having  been  a 
two-third  vote  for  expulsion,  the  party  was  ipso  facto  expelled, 
and  should  have  been  so  declared  by  the  Worshipful  Master. 
It  is  therefore 

Resolved,  By  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  L.  J.  Grant  was,  by  a 
vote  of  Tallasse  Lodge  No.  237,  expelled  from  all  the  rights  and 
benefits  of  Masonry,  and  he  is  hereby  declared  to  have  been  so 
expelled.

RussEiJA'iLLE  Lodge  No.  371.— In  section  4,  article  III,  the 
committee  would  suggest  instead  of  ayes  and  nays  that  the 
sense  of  the  Lodge  be  a.scertained  in  the  usual  m<;de.  In  arti- 
cle III,  section  1,  strike  out  "symbolic." 

Birmingham  Fraternal  No.  384.— W^e  recommend  that 
all  that  part  of  section  4,  Article  III,  which  reciuires  the  vote  of

bolic"  be  stricken  out  of  the  first  section  of  article  IV. 

WKATHER8  LoDGK  No.  390.— We  recommend  and  suggest 
that  Section  2,  Article  II,  and  Section  6  Article  VI,  l)e  stricken 
out  of  the  by-laws,  as  they  conflict  with  the  constitution  of  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

North  Border  Lor>oE  No.  391.— The  committee  recom- 
mend that  the  words  *' called  Lodge,"  be  stricken  out  of  Sec- 
tion 3,  article  I,  and  the  words  special  communicnf ions  inserted 
in  lieu  thereof. 

In  section  1,  article  III,  we  recommend  that  the  words 
**an<l  Evangelist"  be  stricken  out,  and  that  it  be  prescribed 
that  the  officers  be  installed  as  directed  by  the  constitution  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  the  language  of  this  section  be 
altort'd  so  as  to  conform  to  this  suggestion.

REPORT  FROM  SUSPENSIONS,  EXPULSIONS,   AND 

APPEALS. 

To  the  M,  W.  Orand  Lodge  of  Alabama  : 

Appeal  from  the  decision  of  Youngsville  Lodge  No.  326, 
which  expelled  R.  G.  Young  from  the  rights  and  benefits  of 
masonry  under  tlie  following  charges  and  specifications ; 
to-wit : — Charge — Immoral  and  unmasonic  conduct. 

Specification  Ist.— In  that  said  Reuben  G.  Young  did,  on 
Feb.  25th,  1871,  violate  his  obligation,  as  a  Master  Mason,  in 
selling  Youngsville  Lodge  No.  326  property  that  did  nof  be- 
long to  him. 

Specification  2nd.— In  that  he  (Young)  credited  Tiler's  dues 
that  had  not  been  paid. 
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Specification  STd,— In  that  he  withheld  money  which  virtually 
belonged  to  the  Lodge. 

Tne  record  of  proceedings,  in  this  case,  shows  no  vote  on 
specification  1st.  Specification  2nd — *'evidence,  none.**  Spec- 
ification 3rd — "not  sustained  by  having  failed  to  sustain  specifi- 
cation 2nd.  Tlie  Lodge  then  voted  on  Young^s  case,  declared 
him  guilty,  and  infiicted  the  penalty  of  expulsion. 

Your  committee,  finding  no  proof  of  Young*s  guilt  under 
the  charges  and  specifications,  and  believing  that  great  wrong 
lias,  probably,  been  done  to  said  R.  G.  Young  in  this  matter, 
he  now  standing  as  an  expelled  mason,  would  ask,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  the  record  fails  to  show  the  presence  of  a 
constitutional  number  of  members  of  said  Lod^e,  at  said  trial, 
that,  in  view  of  the  circumstances  attending  the  action  of  said 
Lodge,  au{i  of  the  grievous  injury  which  Young  may  sustain 
through  the  non-action  of  this  Gran<l  Body,  the  action  of 
Youngsville  lodge  No.  820  be  revei*?*ed,  and  the  case  be  sent 
back  for  a  new  trial,  and  that  said  Lodge  be  instructed  to  send 
up,  to  the  Grand  Secretary  a  transcrii)t  of  proceedings,  had  in 
gaid  new  trial,  full  and  complete.

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Your  Committee  would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of 
Grand  OflBcerft  concerned  to  the  provisions  of  section  6,  article 
IV,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  relative  to  the 
mode  in  which  oioneyH  may  be  paid  out  from  the  Treasury, 
and  the  voucher  nec^essary  to  be  held  by  the  Treasurer  in  order 
to  secure  the  pasHinjk;  of  his  acc^>unts,  and  recommends  that  in 
future  said  provisions  be  strictly  observed. 

Your  Committee  is  also  of  opinion  that  the  Grand  Secretary 
has  no  authority  to  disbui^se  money,  and  that  the  only  voucher 
proper  to  be  received  from  him  is  the  receipt  of  the  Treasurer 
for  funds  collected.  That  the  appropriation  of  the  amount  for 
contingent  fund  should  not  be  drawn  by  the  Grand  Secretary 
In  full  and  then  disbursed  by  him,  he  taking  and  holding  re- 
ceipts and  vouchers  for  such  disbursements,  but  said  appro- 
priation should  be  regarded  as  designating  the  limit  to  which 
drafts  may  be  drawn  for  contingent  expenses  on  the  Grand 
Treasurer;  and  that  such  drafts  should  be  drawn  in  the  consti- 
tutional manner,  and  at  such  tin)es  and  for  such  accounts,  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  necesstiry,  and  that  all  vouchers 
should  pass  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  and  be  held  by 
him. 

Your  Committee  is  aware  that  custom  of  long  standing  has 
sanctioned  a  different  course  from  that  above  indicated,  and  it 
would  by  no  means  be  considered  as  reflecting  in  any  way  upon 
either  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  or  the  R.  W.  Grand  Treas- 
urer, t)r  on  the  accuracy  and  correctness  of  their  accounts,  but 
it  is  of  opinion  that  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution 
should  be  closely  followed  in  such  matters,  and  believes  that  it 
will,  in  practice,  be  more  convenient  for  the  officers  themselves 
to  pursue  the  course  indicated,  and  knows  it  will  relieve  your 
Committee  from  much  labor  and  calculation  at  the  time  of 
making  its  report.

To  the  M.    W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  : 

Your  Committee  on  Finance,  to  which  was  referred  the  le- 
port  of  the  Committee  to  furnish,  fit  up  and  decorate  the  Grand 
Lodge  Hall,  and  the  rooms  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  begs  leave 
respectfully  to  report. 

That  it  has  carefully  considered  said  report  and  that  it  finds 
that  said  committee  has  carefully  and  asj«iduously  attendee!  to 
the  duties  assigned  it,  and  that  it,  as  far  as  the  means  at  its  dis- 
posal would  allow,  has  furnished  and  fitted  up  said  Hall  and 
rooms  in  a  manner,  the  elegance  and  appropriateness  of  which  is 
expressed  by  the  work  itself  more  forcibly  than  it  could  be  by 
any  words  of  your  committee. 

Your  committee  is  of  opmiou  that  the  thanks  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  are  due  to  the  brethren  composing  the  committee  anu  espe- 
cially to  Brother  J.W.  Moses,  Chairman,  for  their  labors  in  this 
behalf,  also  to  William  H.  Dingley,  for  Vnluable  assistance  ren- 
dered the  committee,  and  for  the  donation  made  by  him  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  appropriate  and  elegant  desk  that  adorns 
the  station  of  the  Grand  Treasurer;  also  to  Brothe:  Adam  R. 
Baker,  Grand  Steward,  for  his  valuable  assistance  in  the  recep- 
tion of  the  furniture  and  fittings,  and  his  untiring  labors  in 
having  them  property  fitted  and  arranged  in  time  for  the  pres- 
ent communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Your  committee  finds  that  the  Furnishing  Committee  has 
purchased  furniture  and  fittings  which,  togetlier  with  trans- 
portation and  other  items  of  expense,  have  cost  the  sum  of 
$5816  29.  Of  this  amount  $3409  00  have  been  drawn  from  the 
Treasurer  and  paid,  leaving  the  sum  of  $591  00  of  the  appropria- 
tion of  last  year  yet  to  be  drawn.  When  this  amount  is  drawn 
and  paid, there  will  still  be  needed  the  further  sum  of  $816  20  to 
meet  the  bills  already  made  by  the  committee. 

This  excess  over  the  amount  approi)riated  for  the  use  of  the 
committee  was  occasioned  by  the  fact,  that  the  committee,  when 
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it  apportioned  the  funds,  did  not  expect  to  be  oalleii  ui>on  to 
meet  several  items  of  expense  wliieli  afterwards  became  neces- 
sary. In  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  after  full  eonference 
with  the  committ^H',  it  ij?  of  opinion  tlmt  tlie  committee  was 
fully  justifiai^le  in  its  action  in  the  premises. 

Although  tlie  Furnishing  Committee  eauestly  desired  to  do 
8o,  It  has  been  out  of  its  power,  owing  to  the  time  at  which  the 
most  of  the  furniture  was  received,  to  get  in  all  the  vouchers 
for  the  exf)enditure9  made  and  to  present  a  full  and  final  report 
at  this  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  premises  considered,  your  committee  would  recommend 
that  the  committee  be  continue<l,  and  re<|uested  to  fully  settle 
for  all  bills  contraete<l  an<l  make  full  rejiort  of  all  matt^^'rs  to  the 
next  communication  of  the  (irand  Lodge:  and  that  to  enable 
said  committee  to  pi^rform  said  duties  the  further  sum  of  $Hpi  29 
l)e  appropriated,  to  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  as  provi<led  by 
the  constitution.  That  suid  committee  be  also  requested  to 
have  ma<le  such  covering  ats  may  be  nece^ssary  for  the  due  pres- 
ervation of  the  Hall  furniture  and  fittings,  and  that  the  cost 
be  paid  out  of  the  contingent  fund.  That  said  committee  be 
authorized  to  have  placed  over  the  Master's  station  a  blazing 
star  and  letter  G  illuminated,  provided  that  the  same  can  be  so 
placed  there  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  $100  00.

ARKANSAS.

The  a(idre.->s  of  Most  Worshii>ful  S.  \V.  Williams,  Grand    Master   opens 
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with  a  diaste  aad  eloquent  ezodium  eoBtainiiig  many  interesting  remaiks 
we  cannot  condense  or  extract  from  with  justice  to  it. 

EHeven  decisions  reported.    We  quote  the  following : 

"1. — Neither  the  Master  or  Wardens  were  present;  a  Past  Master  of  a  neigh- 
boring Lodge  opened  and  conferred  the  degrees.  Held,  that  the  work  was 
irregrular.  but  not  void ;  advised  the  Lodge  that  it  was  safer  to  heal  the  candi- 
dates at  a  regular  meeting.  A  Past  Master  may  preside  in  a  Lodge  after  it  is 
duly  congregated  by  one  of  its  own  officers,  duly  authorized — not  v^ithout. 

"7. — That  to  refuse  to  obey  a  regular  summons  to  sit  up  with  a  sick  brother, 
without  a  sufficient  excuse,  is  a  Masonic  offense,  and  subjects  the  offender  to 
discipline,  on  charges. 

"8. — A  subordinate  Lodge  is  bound  to  receive  the  official  visits  of  a  Grand  of- 
ficer, whether  it  would  admit  such  officer  as  a  private  Mason  or  not.  Fealty  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  requires  this. 

9.  That  the  widow  and  orphans  of  a  Master  Mason  might  forfeit  their  Ma- 
sonic rights  by  their  own  misconduct. 

10.  That  a  Lodge  may  ballot  upon  an  application  for  passing  or  raising,  at 
a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  (differing  from  the  ballot  for  initiation.)  But 
a  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  had  no  power  to  dispense  with  examination  in 
open  Lodge  as  to  proficiency,  ha\ing  no  dispensing  power  whatever. 

11.  That  on  a  trial  upon  charges  the  prosecutor  was  excused  from  voting  : 
and  the  Lodge  might,  by  vote,  excuse  any  brother  at  his  request,  as  decided 
by  the  Committe  on  Masonic  Law  and  Usage  at  the  last  session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Arkansas.  As  it  requires  two-thirds  of  all  present,  voting  in  the 
affirmative,  to  convict,  the  brethren  who  are  excused  from  voting  shoiUd  either 
retire,  or  at  least  be  regarded,  for  the  purpose  of  the  trial,  as  not  present.  Oth- 
erwise they  would  be  counted  always  in  the  negative,  and  might  prevent  a  just 
and  proper  conviction,  although  all  present  actually  voting  might  vote  in  the 
affirmative.  Thus  ten  members  are  present ;  one  is  the  prosecutor.  The 
Lodge,  for  good  reasons,  excuses  three.  If  these  four  are  counted  as  present, 
the  remaing  six  might  all  vote  for  conviction ;  yet  the  accused  go  unpunished, 
because  six  would  not  be  two-thirds  of  ten.  Thus  demonstrating  that  if  the 
brethren  excused  from  voting  are  counted  as  present,  they  do  vote  practically 
every  time  in  the  negative,  because  their  presence  has  to  be  overcome  by  the 
affirmative  vote.  Being  convinced  that  such  was  not  the  intention  of  the 
framers  of  the  by-law.  I  have  held  that  the  two-thirds  present  means  two-thirds 
of  those  actually  required  to  vote. 

We  see  nothing  to  object  to  in  either  of  the  above,  some  of  which  are  new 
to  us.     The  eleventh  we  regard  as  peculiarly  just  and  equitable. 

The  Committee  on  Masonic  Law  and  Usage  re]>ort  adversely  "  to  a  change 
of  trial  from  one  Lodge  to  another,"  which  under  certain  circumstances,  is  the 
usage  in  some  jurisdictions. 

The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  in  his  address  reports  the  loss  to  the 
Fraternity  of  brothers  James  McVicar,  Past  Grand  Master ;  Isaac  C.  Hicks, 
Past  Junior  Grand  Warden;  A.  M.  Ward,  Past  Senior  Grand  Warden,  and 
George  C.  Watkins,  first  Grand  Secretary  of  that  jurisdiction,  to  the  memory 
and  worth  of  all  whom  he  pays  a  fitting  tribute,  and  recommends  that  memo- 
rial pages,  in  the  proceedings,  be  devoted  to  their  memory,  which  was  accord- 
ingly done. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  review  proceedings  of  forty-iix  Grand 
Lodges  in  beautiful  and  well  arranged  style,  Alabama,  for  1871.  in  the  number 
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The  loss  of  brother  Richard  F.  Knott,  which  occurred  just  as  ihe  proceed- 
ings of  Arkansas  were  in  our  hands  for  review,  and  the  necessity  under  which 
his  friend  and  assistant  finds  himself  to  complete  the  work  in  accordance  with 
his  wish  expressed  less  than  an  hour  before  his  demise,  must  serve  as  an  ex- 
cuse for  any  deficiency  or  want  of  fullness  in  this  or  any  other  review. 

The  Committee  dissent  from  the  decision  of  our  Grand  Master,  that  a  can- 
didate elect  can  not  be  estopped  by  objection,  without  a  reason  given,  and  ap- 
proves that  saying,  "  a  subordinate  Lodge  has  the  right  to  try  any  member  ex- 
cept its  Master." 

The  Committee  say  "  brother  Richard  F.  Knott  presented  the  report  on 
Foreign  Correspondence,  a  good  document,  filled  with  choice  quotations,  and 
comments  well  expressed. 

Quoting  our  lamented  brother's  opinion,   "  that  non-affiliation   deprives  a 

Mason  only  of  Lodge  privileges,  and  that  he  is  as  much  entitled  to  Masonic 

burial  as  if  affiliated,"  the  Committee  asks  why  he  introduced  in  the  Grand 

Lodge  "  this  sort  of  enabling  act  ?" 

Resolved,  That  all  non-affiliated  Masons  who  pay  the  annual  dues  of  the 
Lodge  in  whose  jurisdiction  they  reside,  shall  be  furnished  with  a  Certificate  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge  in  which  said  dues  were  paid  ;  which  certificate  shall 
entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  except 
Lodge  membership." 

We  have  only  spaceto  notice  one  other  point  in  Brother  Knott's  able  report. 

He  quotes  from  brother  Blocher's  decision  again  : 

"  When  notice  to  show  cause  why  the  member  has  failed  to  attend  Lodge 
meetings,  as  prescribed  by  the  by-laws,  has  been  served,  and  he  fails  to  do  so. 
the  Master  may  suspend  him ;  but  the  Lodge  may  give  the  member  further 
time"— 

And  says : 

"We  must  confess  that  this  is  strange  doctrine,  and  we  are  totally  at  a  loss 
to  know  from  whence  the  Worshipful  Master  derives  such  power.  We  wait 
for  enlightenment  upon  the  subject." 

Brother  Knott  will  please  notice  that  the  offense  in  the  case  cited  was  for  a 
contempt  of  a  lawful  summons.  The  Worshipful  Master  of  a  Lodge,  in  such 
an  instance,  certainly  ought  to  have  as  much  power  to  punish  for  contempt  as 
a  country  magistrate  would  have  under  similar  circumstances. 

Such  power  would,  however,  only  be  exercised  where  no  palliating  circum- 
stance is  suggested.  Such  suggesfton  being  made,  the  sense  of  the  Lodge 
would  very  properly  be  taken  as  to  granting  further  time  for  answering  the  sum- 
mons. 

We  suppose  that  the  "enabling  act"  was  in  hopes  of  making  a  compromise  in 
a  very  troublesome  question.  The  views  of  our  lamented  brother  we  know  to 
have  been  these,  as  more  than  once  set  forth,  that  a  non-affiliate  had  no  right 
to  demand  (which  word  we  italicise)  a  masonic  burial,  but  that 'there  was  no  Ma- 
sonic law  or  reason  preventing  or  that  should  prevent  a  Lodge  from  burying  a 
non-afiiliate  Masonically  if  it  saw  fit;  in  a  word,  the  Lodge  is  the  judee  in  the 
case.  For  reasons  above  stated  we  are  compelled  to  cut  short  our  review  o^ 
this  able  and  lively  report  which  bears  the  signature,

The  address  of  Most  Worshipful  jamcs  Seymour.  Cirand  Master,  is  mainlv 
devoted  to  local  affairs.  He  reports  the  granting  of  twent\ -one  dispensations 
for  the  formation  of  new  Lodges  ;  large  number  indeed,  but  Vx*tter  still,  that 
after  strict  inquiry,  the  applicants  were  found  to  be  "zealous  and  earnest  Nfasons. 
and  that  fields  of  their  operations  promise  to  be  productive  of  excellent  mate- 
rial." 

He  regrets  that  the  efforts  made  to  bring  about  a  favorable  solution  of  ex- 
isting difficulties,  with  the  J[)rethren  of  Quebec,  have  so  far  proved  unsuc- 
cessful. 

The  demise  of  Most  Worshipful  Brother  William  Combyn  Stephens  and  of 
Right  Worshipful  Brother  Silas  B.  Fairbanks,  Past  Grand  Registrar,  are  appro- 
priately reported. 

FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE. 

Receipt  of  proceedings  of  33  Grand  Lodges  acknowledged ;  Alabama  for 
1871  inclusive. 

The  Committeee  commenting  on  a  decision  of  Grand  Master  Johnson  do  not 
see  "how  a  Lodge  could  manjige  to  try  the  Grand  Master,"  since  they  cannot 
try  their  own  M;ister. 

Of  the  report  of  brother  Knott,  the  Committe  say  :  'The  review  is  method- 
ically arranged,  and  contains  much  that  is  valuable.  Large  extracts  are  made 
on  subjects  that  are  in  accordance  with*  his  opinion,  but  when  otherwise  they 
meet  with  little  attention,"  and  again  "Concealing  the  opinions  of  others  bodies 
on  important  subjects  is  taking  an  undue  advantage  of  our  position."  We 
italicise  the  last  two  words,  they  being,  we  apprehend,  the  key  to  the  criti- 
cism. 

Brother  Knott  is  no  more  of  this  world.  He  c;mnot  defend  himself,  we  shall 
attempt  to  answer  the  above  in  a  few  words  : 

In  96  pages  in  small  type,  (double  the  matter  in  the  Canada  report  as  the 
Committee  say)  it  is  impossible  condense  as  we  may,  to  cram  in  everything 
that  Committees  of  other  jurisdictions  might  desire  to  see  us  quote  from  their 
reports.  Having  assisted  our  lamented  brother  in  making  out  his  reports  since 
1870,  we  know  that  the  plan  fixed  on  has  been  to  intrude  llie  Committees  opin- 
ion as  seldom  and  as  briefly  as  was  possible.    Writing  primarily  for  the  benefit 
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of  Masons  of  our  own  jurisdiction,  it  w;ls  very  proper  that  in  selecting  opinionB 
and  arguments  those  should  be  selected  which  seemed  best  and  most  useful,  and 
in  making  selections  oiu-  lamented  brotlier  naturally  exercised  the  discretion 
which  must  necessarily  belong  to  the  Chairman  of  a  Committee  on  Corres- 
pondence. 

As  to  "EdniDnd"  for  "i^klward"  and  "consequently"  instead  of  "conscien- 
tiously" wc  suggest  to  our  worthy  brothers  of  Canada  that  t>TDes  sometimes 
make  stranger  mistakes  than  those,  and  wc  will  not  promise  to  be  any  more 
careful  than  heretofore. 

We  hope  that  the  Committee  will  not  be  offended  at  our  cutting  short  our  re- 
view of  their  report,  the  death  of  brother  Knott  and  the  near  approach  of  the 
sitting  of  our  Grand  Lodge  compelling  us  to  complete  unfinished  work  as  rap- 
idly as  we  may.  Report  signed,  E.  Mitchell.

Let  us  occasionally  throw  open  the  doors  of  the  Ix>dge  Room  and  have 
the  mothers,  wives,  sisters  and  daughters  of  Masons  meet  us  in  a  social  way, 
and  thus  cement  the  ties  of  brotherly  love  in  a  true  Masonic  way.  We  shall 
find  the  labor  of  the  Lodge  rest  more  lightly  on  us,  and  we  shall  realize  the 
truth  we  so  often  repeat,  that  Masonry  conciliates  true  friendship  among  those 
who  might  otherwise  have  remained  at  a  perpetual  distance.'  '*

COM  HECTIC  UT.— 1873. 

A  Special  Communication  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  was  held  in 
New  Haven.  June  ist.  A.  L.  5872,  to  attend  the  funeral  of 

BROTHER  WILLIAM  STORER,  Past  Grand  Master. 

On  the  i6th  October,  A.  L.  5872,  a  Special  Communication  was  held  in  New 
Haven  for  the  purpose  of  dedicating  the  New  Masonic  Temple  to  the  rites 
and  ceremonies  of  Freemasonry. 

The  ceremonies  used  on  this  occasion,  and  the  Grand  Master's  address 
breathe  the  true  spirit  of  Masonry.  From  the  address  or  oration  of  the  Most 
Worshipful  Grand  Master  we  make  the  following  extracts,  should  be  pleased  if 
we  had  space  to  give  the  oration  entire. 

OF  MASONRY   HE  SAYS — 

"The  whole  of  Masonry,  if  we  would  study  it,  is  rich  in  the  most  useful  instruc- 
tion and  in  the  most  profound  philosophy,  and  will  well  reward  all  who  will 
drink  deeply  at  its  Pierean  stream.  With  respect  to  it,  it  may  well  be  said, 
"Felix  qui  potuit  cognoscere  causas  rerum" — happy  and  fortunate  is  he  who 
can  understand  the  causes  of  things." 

OF  THE  TEMPLE  HE  SAYS— 

"This  temple  is  erected  to  God.  erected  to  His  glory,  and  to  our  advancement 
in  knowledge  and  virtue.  Freemasonry  was  undoubtedly  instituted  in  an  age 
prone  to  idolatry,  to  preserve  a  knowledge  of  the  true  God,  and  of  His  real 
attributes  and  for  the  illustration  of  the  universal  brotherhood  of  man.  Jehovah, 
the  God  of  Abraham,  the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob,  our  Father,  is 
its  chief  and  comer-stone  of  foundation. 

"The  genius  of  Freemasonry  seized  upon  the  symbolism  of  this  Temple,  and 
wisely  appropriated  all  the  materials,  implements,  customs,  incidents  and  ob- 
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servances  which  appertained  to  its  construction,  as  significant  of  those  moral 
virtues  necessary  for  the  erection  and  adornment  of  the  inner  temple  of  man. 
the  building  up  of  the  noblest  work  of  God — an  honest  man — in  its  broadest 
sense,  fully  performing  ali  the  grand  purposes  of  His  creation — the  restoration 
of  the  moral  nature  of  the  inspired  image  of  Jehovah.  We  are  living  stones  in 
His  spiritual  temple,  and  the  proper  subject  for  the  skillful  operations  of  the 
workman's  tools  in  fitting  us  morally  for  that  most  glurioiis  edifice." 

OF  THE  TKACHINOS  OF  MASONRY  HB  SAYS  : 

Masonry  teaches  natural  religion  and  the  culdvation  of  our  moral  and  be> 
nevolent  natures,  but  the  spiritual  nature  of  man  she  leaves  now  as  always,  with 
the  utmost  reverence,  to  Holy  Church.  One  of  its  oldest  written  regulations 
enjoins  obedience  to  the  king,  the  government  of  the  country  in  which  they 
live,  and  to  the  Holy  Mother  Church. 

There  is  another  of  which  he  speaks  as  follows : 

*•  There  is  another  temple  far  off,  yet  near  to  every  one  of  us,  whose  gates 
are  of  gold,  and  whose  courts  glisten — with  the  sapphire  and  the  diamond,  and 
which  continually  resounds  with  the  inspiring  music  of  the  praise,  adoration, 
and  thanksgiving  of  countless  millions  of  cherubims  and  seraphims,  and  of  the 
regenerate  sons  of  light.  Of  that  celestial  temple,  this  is  but  a  faint  shadow, 
and  all  our  labors  here  are  but  the  fitting  of  our  hearts  and  souls,  for  the  proper 
discharge  of  the  temple  work  hereafter."

The  remarks  of  Grand  Master  Joseph  H.  Johnson  on  the  death  of  Past 
Grand  Master  William  C.  Penick  are  quoted ;  also,  several  of  his  decisions,  and 
our  own  remarks  on  action  of  Past  Grand  Master  Gould  in  making  masons  at 
sight.  aU  without  comment. 

Under  Georgia,  the  committee  explain  that,  "  In  Connecticut  the  prerogative 
of  making  masons  at  sight  is  restricted  to  the  coirfirrmg  of  the  flegieei  accord- 
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ing  to  the  ritual  in  presence  of  a  lawful  number  of  masons,  the  presence  of  the 
Grand  Master  supplying  the  warrant,  and  amounts  to  nothing  more  than  the  dis- 
pensing power  which  is  practiced  in  nearly  all  jurisdictions." 

Which  is  very  true,  provided  that  the  material  had  passed  due  examination 
and  been  duly  passed  on  and  declared  fit : 

Very  sound  and  conservative  views  are  expressed  respecting  the  unwarranta- 
ble position  and  acts  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  and  Grand  Lodge  of  Ham- 
burg.

Brother  Stansbury's  address  opens  with  an  appropriate  tribute  to  the  memo- 
ry of  brother  Christopher  Comack,  late  Grand  Treasurer. 

ITie  Grand  Master  having  accepted  an  invitation  to  lay  the  corner  stone  of  a 

church  on  a  Sunday,  there!)y  gave  offence  to  some,  upon  which  he  makes  the 

following  w^ell  expressed  observation? : 

'*  Some  brethren  of  tender  consciences  have  found  cause  of  oiTence  at  the 
performance  of  this  ceremony  on  Sunday.  I  am  opposed  to  lending  the  sanc- 
tion of  our  fraternity  to  the  perfoimance  of  secular  work  on  that  d.iy  ;  but  1 
have  alwavs  hehl  that  the  lavinir  of  a  corner-stone  of  a  church  Wiis  merelv  a 
participation  in  a  strictly  religious  service — the  first  step  in  the  pious  duty  of 
dedicating  a  building  to  the  service  and  worship  of  .Almighty  (iod.  The 
churches  most  stringent  in  their  notions  of  tlie  sanctity  of  the  first  (hiy  of  the 
week,  have  deemed  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone  of  a  sacred  edifice  a  proper 
dutv  for  that  dav.  The  corner-stone  nf  Trinity  church,  in  this  cilv.  was  laid  cm 
Sunday  afternoon,  by  request  of  the  authorities  of  the  church.  I  regret  that 
the  prejudices  of  any  brotlier  were  touched  unpleasantly  by  the  event.  My  own 
conscience  has  not  experii'nced  an\  paii^^s  on  the  subject." 

He  speaks  feelingly  of  the  dereliction  of   brethren  in  not  attending  Masonic 

funerals,  and  his  censure,  firm,  though  moderate,  should  be  weighed  by  every 

Mason,  for  the  evil  is  wide  spread. 

The  displaying  of  Masonic  Symbols  and   their  use  as  means  of  obtainining 
business  is  reprobated  as  it  should  be. 

FOREIGN  CORRESrONDEXCE. 

Signed  W.  R.  Singleton,  Chairman. 

The  report  reviews  proceedings  of  some  forty -one  United  States  Grand 
Lodges,  also  British  Columbia,  Nova  Scotia,  and  Ncw^Brun-swick. 
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The  committee  think  it  great  inconsistency  to  decide  that  "  it  is  the  inaliena- 
ble right  of  the  Senior  Warden  to  succeed  to  the  duties,  powers  and  preroga- 
tives of  the  Worshipful  Master  in  case  of  his  death,  inability  or  absence." 

"  When  the  Grand  Master  himself  as  Deputy  was  pnjsiding  in  the  vacant 
chair  of  the  deceased  Grand  Master,  which  place  should  have  been  filled  by  the 
Senior  Grand  Warden." 

We  suggest  to  our  worthy  brother  a  difference  between  a  Subordinate  Lodge, 

in  which  there  is  no  such  officer  as  a  Deputy  Wor&hij)ful  Master,  and  a  Grand 

Lodge  having  a  Deputy  Grand  Master  specially  elected  for  the  purpose  of 

filling  the  place  of  the  Grand  Master  in  case  it  be  vacant. 

Fault  is  found  with  the  statement  of  our  Jurispnidence  Committee  that.  "  If 
one  residing  in  Alabama  should  through  ignorance  of  Masonic  I^aw,  be  initi- 
ted  in  a  Lodge  in  another  State,  the  certificate  of  the  Lodge  in  which  he  was 
initiated  would  not  be  good  in  this  State  to  the  same  extent  as  if  it  was  from  a 
Lodge  in  this  State."  The  question  being  asked,  "how  good  it  would  be." 
We  answer  to  the  extent  that  he  had  been  initiated,  but  no  more. 

In  reference  to  our  own  views  that  a  person  who  had  "  entered  our  temple 
irregularly  and  in  violation  of  our  well  known  and  established  Liws,  should  be 
regarded  and  treated  .as  a  clandestine  made  Mason  until  healed."  The  Com- 
mittee is  quite  shariD.  saying,  "  We  see  how  grossly  some  of  our  well  intentioned 
brethren  can  err  in  regard  to  Masonic  principles,  no  regular  Lodge  can  do  clan- 
desiine  work." 

Nor  brother  Singleton  did  we  suy  it  coidd.  We  said  not  that  the  initiate  was 
a  clandestine  Mason,  but  should  be  treated  as  \uch,  that  is,  translating  for  the 
br<')ther's  benefit,  in  thr  same  manner,  mt  recoi^nized,  held  aloof  until  healed.  To 
which  is  again  asked  "how?"  We  answer  by  action  of  the  Grand  lyodge, 
which,  if  siitisfled  that  the  error  was  intentifinal  and  cau»ed  by  an  actual  false- 
hood, should  refuse  the  party  all  masonic  rights  or  rect^gnition,  biit  if  satisfied 
that  it  w.is  not  intentional  may  condone  it  and  consent  that  the  party  be  rec- 
ognized as  a  Miison  and  enjoy  all  rights  to  which  he  may  be  entitled  as  such,  the 
irreguLxrity  of  his  initiation  notwithstanding. 

Again  of  us.  "  The  reviewer  indulges  in  some  remarks  which  approach  the 
political  questions  too  closely,  and  are  too  severe  for  a  ?nasonic  paper." 

We  shall  attempt  to  answer  our  worthy  brother's  strictures  briefly  and  in  a 
mild  and  fraternal  spirit. 

Brother  Mitchel  of  Canada  made  a  point  that  the  F^ritish  provinces  are  not 
sovereign  and  independent,  and  that  the  States  of  the  l.'nited  Slates  are.  A 
strong  point  indeed,  if  the  assumptions  were  true.  Brother  Drummond  of 
Maine  retorted  that,  "  Whatever  may  have  been  the  theory,  as  matter  of  fact,  the 
States  have  never  been  absolutely  independent."  Omitting  the  distant  past,  wc 
agreed  with  Brother  Drummond  in  the  main,  and  adduced  some  facts  that  prove 
conclusively,  the  States,  or  at  least  some  of  them,  have  been  for  years  treated  as 
anything  but  sovereign  and  independent — tliat  is  ;dl.  If  the  mere  statement  of 
a  few  of  many  fcicti  be  "  too  severe  "  U  is  the  fault  of  the  facts  nbt  ours.    We 
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commend  our  worthy  brother  to  the  study  of  some  good  dictionary,  porticiikuly 
to  that  portion  of  it  which  treats  of  the  word  political.  For  our  part,  we  know 
not  how  to  speak  of— -lines, — boundaries, — -jurisdictions, — subdivisions, — ^without 
more  than  approaching  political  questions. 

We  are  not  writing  as  brother  Drummond  hints,  for  partisan  papers,  but  can- 
not see  why  we  should  not  adduce  patent  facts  in  support  of  our  Masonic 

opinions. 

Brother  Singleton  and  Drummond.  we  are  pleased  to  beheve,  are  conscien- 
tious in  their  opinion  that,  the  subjugation  of  the  South  and  the  overthrow  of 
the  doctrine  of  State  sovereignty  was  justifiable,  because  the  interest  of  their 
section  required  it.  but  how  can  they  ask  a  brother  Mason  to  assert  a  fiUsehood 
and  say,  in  the  face  of  existing  £a.cts  that,  his  State  is  stiU  free,  sovereign  and  in- 
dependent ?  No  brethren,  hard  as  is  our  condition,  we  are  still  men  and  Masons, 
claiming  a  right  to  state  facts  in  support  of  our  opinions  and  feel  that  Masons, 
whatever  be  their  feelings  outside  of  Masonry,  should  not  seek  to  debar  us 
from  so  clear  a  privilege. 

We  concur  with  brother  Singleton's  views  (under  Arkansas)  as  to  the  right  of 
a  Master  to  postpone  a  ballot,  and  of  course  differ  from  those  of  the  New  Jersey 
Committee. 

In  comments,  under  Missississippi.  the  committee  ask.  "  Why  should  an  offi- 
cer of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  only  tried  by  the  Grand  Lodge  ?  "  No  reason  at 
all  that  we  can  see.  There  are  obvious  reasons  why  the  status  of  the  actual 
Worshipful  Master  differs  and  should  differ  from'that  of  all  other  members  of 
the  Lodge,  but  those  reasons  hold  equally  whether  he  be  a  member  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  or  not.     We  concur  with  the  views  of  the  committee. 

Reaching  Missouri,  we  find  brother  Still  tilting  with  brother  Gouley,  sharp 
hits  being  made  on  both  sides,  which  however  leave  no  rankling  wounds,  armes 
dt  courtoisU  alone  being  used.  Brother  S..  however,  seems  to  take  it  quite  to 
heart  that  he  should  be  called  "  rebel."  and  asks  "  is  this  fraternal,  is  it  just,  is 
it  honorable?  " 

By  no  means,  a  rebels  as  we  have  learned  it  to  our  cost,  is  one  who  strove  un> 
successfully  against  mi^ht.  Brother  Singleton  is  on  the  strong  side,  and  there- 
fore no  rebel.  Shame  on  you  Brother  Gouley,  and  "  other  parties"  who  are 
abusing  brother  S. 

In  the  same  connection  we  have  an  historical  dissertation  anent  "  Capitular 
Grand  Organization. "  "  R.  and  S.  M's."  etc.,  etc.,  none  of  which,  can  we, 
standing  as  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  in  the  Master  Mason  degree,  H^iy^fp 
with. 

The  length  to  which  we  have  gone  already,  precludes  further  comments  on 
this  very  readable  report.

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  a  very  able  and  unusually  interesting  docu- 
ment. 

A  large  portion  refers  to  the  disastrous  conflagration  of  Chicago,  and  the 
brotherly  acts  of  various  jurisdictions  tendering  relief. 

Under  Head  Dhciflint,  we  find  several  cases  that  might  incline  one  to  form 
a  rather  low  estimate  of  Illinois  Masonr}',  judged  by  the  Alabama  standard, 
were  it  not  that  we  see  from  the  record  that  the  Grand  Master  and  his  Deputies 
were  all  alive  to  the  duties  of  their  positions  and  restrained  with  a  firm  hand  all 
attempts  to  corrupt  our  Fra,temity  by  a  condemnation  of  vile  practices. 

•      DISPENSATIONS. 

A  large  number  of  dispensations  were  issued  to  form  new  Lodges — ^the 
revenue  received  by  the  Grand  Lodge  from  this  source  only  amounts  to  ^1,5x1. 

MASONIC   DECISIONS. 

Eleven  are  reponcd,  all  correct  in  our  opinion.  The  first  four  we  insert  as 
of  general  interest,  and  give  them  our  hearty  endorsement. 

Of  course  (see  third)  the  Lodge  was  called  off  before  admitting  the  witness. 

I  need  hardly  say  that  during  the  year  1  have  given  decisions  upon  several 
handred  questions  of  Masonic  law  and  usage.  Most  of  them  could  have  been 
determined  by  referring  to  our  printed  code.  A  few  not  clearly  defined  therein 
I  submit  for  your  consideration. 

First.  Tlic  minimum  fee  provided  by  law  for  the  Degrees  in  this  jurisdiction 
is  twenty-five  dollars.  To  remit  or  promise  to  remit  to  the  petitioner  any  por- 
tion of  the  fee  as  such  prescribed  by  law,  is  a  clear  and  inexcusable  violation 
thereof;  nor  docs  it  matter  whether  the  applicant  is  a  clergyman  or  a  layman, 
for  every  man,  be  he  high  or  low,  who*enters  our  portals,  honors  himself,  not 
Freemasonry.  » 

Second.  Non-affiliated  Masons,  by  their  positions,  surrender  many  rights  and 
privileges,  but  there  is  no  law  forbidding  Lodges  or  brethren  to  extend  to  such 
non-affiliates  any  courtesy  or  kindness  they  may  desire,  even  to  Masonic  burial. 

This  resolution  breathes  the  true  spirit  of  Freemasonry.  We  not  only 
heartily  but  cheerfully  endorse  every  word  set  fortli  in  die  resolution,  especially 
the  last  clause. 

Third.  A  brother  on  trial  objected  to  the  admission  in  Lodge  of  a  non- 
mcmbe.r  who  was  an  important  witness  in  the  case.  I  held  that  under  the 
circumstances  the  objections  might  be  overruled,  and  the  witness  admitted. 

Fourth.  A  member  of  a  Lodge  objected  to  the  initiation  of  a  candidate , 
said  objections  were  sustained.  The  objecting  brother  subsequently  dimitted 
from  the  Lodge,  but  he  insisted  that  his  objections  remained  of  force.  I  decided 
that  by  the  act  of  dimission  he  had  forfeited  all  his  rights  in  that  particular 
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l^odjjc ;  thfit  his  objections  to  the  candidate  ceased  unless  his  reasons  therefor 
were  satisfactory  to  the  I^dgc  or  its  Mjister. 

QIJEDEC. 

The  Grand  Master  lakes  strong  ground  in  favor  of  Quebec,  and  goes  so  hr 
as  to  recommend  discontinuance  of  "all  Masonic  intercourse  and  fellowship" 
with  tliat  of  Canada,  and  "that  no  Masons  who  are  members  of  Lodges  in  the 
province  of  Qiicbec,  who  are  working  under  authority  of  the  Grand  Ix>dge  of 
Canada,  be  recognized." 

We  are  not  willing  to  go  to  that  length  yet,  nor  do  we  believe  that  circum- 
stances will  occur  to  require  it.  We  clip  the  following  as  of  great  importance, 
and  containing  a  hint  Uiat  it  may  soon  become  necessary  to  act  on  generally. 

CLANDESTINE  ORGANIZATIONS. 

I  am  informed,  by  letter  from  Most  Worshipful  Brother  Henry  Chambeiien. 
Grand  Master  of  Michigan,  there  arc  three  bodies  of  men  recently  established 
in  the  city  of  Detroit,  pretending  to  be  Masons.  From  information  in  my  pos- 
session there  is  a  prospect  of  having  similar  bodies  of  unauthorised  and  dis- 
honest pcrscns  in  tliis  city,  who  will  engage  in  the  silly  roll  of  Clandestine 
Masonry,  and  that  too  under  the  most  barefaced  false  ])rctensions. 

Tlie  nefarious  mode  of  training  a  livelihood  by  stealing  the  name  of  Masonry, 
adopted  by  tiiesf-  unfortunati-  people,  will  meet  with  deserved  contempt  from  every 
resprctal)le  community.  It  is  a  pity  these  long  haired  dreamers  cannot  have 
their  minds  cleansed  by  the  moral  influence  of  true  Freemasonry,  and  thereby 
become  comj^aralivoly  wise. 

It  will  be  well  for  the  brethnrn  to  be  vigilant,  as  Ma.sonic  impostors  are 
numerous.  A«^  a  class  they  are  generally  e.\trav;igantly  adorned  with  Miisonic 
emblems,  np-m  which  the  true  fraternity  should  place  no  dependence,  as  they 
are  no  evi(l<.nc«*  that  the  wearers  are  of  the  craft.  In  view  of  the  establishment 
of /rrr. v////r  as  well  p:-  (.'/.i//(/rs/if/^  Lodges  in  .several  of  our  sister  jurisdictions, 
I  would  ur<::c  up.>n;il!  LodL,'es  and  brethren  the  propriety  of  requiring  all  strange 
visitors  to  aMirm  th  r  tlii*  Lofi^e  of  which  they  are  members  is  working  under 
and  by  autih)iiiy  of  the  l.i:arul  Lodge,of  New  York,  Louisiana.  New  Jersey. 
Mich'gan,  (^)n(*l)ec.  r>r  the  recognized  Gr;md  Lodge  of  the  jurisrliction  from 
whitli  the  vi-itor  ni:iy  liail.  My  e\[)<'rieucf  during  the  past  year  leads  mc  to 
say  further,  that  it  will  be  j>rudcnt  at  times  to  ask  visitors  how  long  a  time  has 
elapsed  since  they  had  eomuumicalion  with  their  respective  Ixnlges.  When  a 
brother  has  not  corresi)on(l<'d  with  his  Lodge  in  from  three  to  fifteen  years,  it 
will  be  advisable  to  ascertain  whether  the  brother  is  in  good  stamling  before 
holding  Masonic  intercourse  with  him. 

He  says,  in  reference  to  the  Canada-Quebec  difficulty — 

Tlie  difhrulties  existing  between  the  two  Grand  Lodges  referred  to,  arc 
mntters  which  we  cannot  at  this  time  consider.  They  have  long  since  been  duly 
weii^hcd  and  ably  discussed  by  a  number  of  Grand  Lodges.  It  is  sufficient  for 
us  to  know  that  we  have  been  appealed  to  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec,  to 
a'.sist  her  in  maintaining  that  which  wc  have  declared  her  entitled  to,  and  tliat 
which  we  claim  for  ourselves,  viz  :  supreme  Masonic  authority  over  a  law'fully 
defined  territory.  It  appears  to  me  therefore  that  it  will  be  neither  consistent 
nor  prudent,  in  view  of  our  oft  repeated  declarations  upon  the  subject  of  Gland 
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Lodge  SoTcreignty,  to  suffer  the  nppcal  of  the  Grand  I^dge  of  Quebec  to  pass 
vrithout  some  response.  While  we  are  not  without  hojje  that  the  (jrand  Lodge 
of  Canada  will  heed  the  popular  Masonic  voice  as  nianilestcd  by  the  unmis- 
takable admonitions  of  a  number  of  her  [x^ers;  yet  this  (iraud  Lodi^e  would  be 
derelict  in  its  duly  should  it  fail  to  lend  its  aiil  in  the  maintcniinco  of  law  and 
order,  by  at  loa>.t  joining  in  these  fraternal  warnings.  It  is  thercf'.)re  with  sincere 
n-grct  that  I  feel  c.ill«:d  up)n  to  recommend  that  in  case  the  CJnind  Lodji:fe  of 
Cinada  refuses  to  rccetU:  from  her  present  p(;siiion  towards  the  Cirand  Lod^e 
of  Quelj«ic,  the  Cirand  Master  be  requested  to  revoke  the  comniis^iion  fjf  the 
Representative  of  lliis  (irand  L()di;e  nrar  tlie  ( fi:iu<l  LtKlgtr  of  C'anada.and  that 
he  be  authorizt-d  tojjroclaim  that  all  Miusoiiic  intercourse  and  fellowsljij)  between 
the  siiid  Cirand  Lodges  cease,  and  be  discontinued  until  the  (irand  Lodj;e  of 
Canada  sh.dl  renounce  all  Ma:;onic  authority  over  tlie  recugr.i/.eil  territory  of 
tJie  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec.  I  would  furth<.T  reconunrnd  tliai  no  Masons  who 
are  members  of  Lodges  in  the  province  of  Quclxc,  wh(»  are  working  under 
authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  be  recogni/.ed  in  this  jurisdicticm.  In 
making  thesis  recommendations,  I  do  so  after  mature  dcliheraiion,  and  a  just 
rcidiz;ition  of  their  iniportance  ;  and  with  a  full  meaMue  of  biulncss  at  the 
necessity  of  sundering  die  fraternal  tics  which  have  existed  so  long  and  have 
been  so  cordial. 

We  do  not  Uiink  the  time  hub  come  for  such  extreme  action — hardly  in  our 
opinion  for  the  recommendation — and  hope,  nay  believe,  it  never  will.  Canada 
cannot  long  hesitate  to  yield  to  the  decided,  yet  fraleaial,  expression  of  opinion 
of  her  Sister  Grand  Lodges,  The  Grand  Lodge  is  reeon> mended  "to  ado|)t 
vigorous  measures  to  co-operate  with  die  brethren  of  New  b*'"iey  by  a  jjroper 
condemnation  of  the  hivaders."  i.  e.  the  Grant!  Lodge  of  Hamburg.  In  this  we 
'  coincide  fully. 

Cjmmitfce  on  Grand  Sfastcr's  Address  "cordially  endorse  the  sentiments  ex- 
pressetl  by  the  Most  Worshipful  Grnd  Master  in  relation  to  the  Gr.uul  Lodge 
of  Qtielicc,"  and  embodied  the  following  in  their  report,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  Tliat  in  case  the  Grand  fxxlge  of  Canada  refuses  to  recede  from 
her  pnrsent  pjjsition,  the  Grand  Master  l)e  requested  to  revoke  the  commission 
of  the  Representative  of  this  Grand  Lodge  near  the  Cirand  Lodge  of  Canada, 
and  that  he  be  authorized  to  proclaim  non-intercourse  l>etween  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  CJanada  and  this  Grand  I^)dge. 

We  cannot  but  think  the  action  of  our  worthy  brethren  of  Illinois  somewhat 
pn:mature. 

We  extract  the  following  very  sound  opinion  from  repcrt  on  jurisprudence  : 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  Lodge  has  the  right  to  decide  upon 
the  validity  of  charges  and  specifications  both  .is  to  form  and  substance,  and  to 
refuse  a  trijd  under  the  same,  if  they  fail  to  present  a  Masonic  offence,  and  to  do 
so  for  its  protection  against  an  injudicious  w.iste  of  time,  and  to  save  nmch 
fruitless  investigation;  and  further  that  the  Lodge  is  not  the  i)roper  foriun  to 
adjudicate  upon  mere  business  difficulties  and  jjartnership  troubles,  wln)se  in- 
vestigation and  settlement  properly  belong  to  the  civil  courts.  Section  62  of  the 
By-I.Kiws  virtually  prescribes  that  a  Masonic  offense  must  liave  been  committed 
before  an  accuser  has  the  right  to  insist  upon  a  trial.  No  brother  ought  to  be 
tried  by  his  Ix)dge.  unless  the  c;ise  presented  against  him  discloses  clearly  a 
vioLatioQ  of  moral  and  Masonic  law. 
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FOREIGN  CORRESrONDENOL 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  signed  Joseph  Robblns  fior 
Committee,  fills  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven  pages.  Alabama  for  1871  b 
noticed  at  some  length  in  a  very  kindly  and  fraternal  manner.  The  opinion  of 
Grand  Master  Johnson  that  "after  a  candidate  has  been  duly  elected  to  receive 
the  degrees,"  he  cannot  be  estopped  by  the  objection  of  a  member,  made  in 
open  Lodge,  "the  committee  say.  is  directly  opposed  to  the  law  in  Illinois,  but 
that  an  objection  made  privately  to  the  Worshipful  Master  will  not  suffice  to 
estop,  is  in  perfect  accord  with  the  Illinois  law. 

Of  our  own  labors  the  committee  say  :  "  Excellent  as  the  report  is  we  cannot 
give  it  unqualified  praise  because  it  is  occasionally  marred  by  tlie  out-cropping 
of  the  author's  opinions  on  subjects  that  should  be  avoided  in  Masonic  papers, 
a  criticism  that  we  make  with  regret." 

Tliank  you,  brother,  but  we  strive  never  to  obtrude  our  opinions  uncalled  for, 
but  when  we  are  told  the  horse  is  seventeen  feet  high,  our  opinion  will  out-^rof 
that  it  roust  be  a  mistake. 

The  committee  quote  and  approve  the  report  of  Committee  of  Appeftls  of 
Pennsylvania,  which  says : 

"  The  Grand  Lodge  has  over  and  over  again  decided  that  disputes  in  business 
relations  between  members  of  the  Order  must  be  adjudged  by  the  law  and  civil 
tribunals  of  the  State.  That  out  of  their  relations  there  are  but  few  instances  in 
which  a  Lodge  is  justified  in  taking  action,  and  in  such  cases  the  Masonic 
offense  must  be  too  clear  to  be  seriously  questioned." 

We  cordially  endorse  the  same,  and  believe  that  it  could  be  usefully  em- 
bodied as  an  edict  of  every  Grand  Body.  The  appealing  to  the  Lodge  to  settle 
business  difficulties  between  brethren,  unless  they  present  clear  cases  of  moral 
turpitude  is  productive  of  great  evil,  and  should  be  arrested. 

We  would  add,  that  the  offering  to  pledge  one's  Masonic  word,  on  evey  trifling 
subject,  is  no  less  silly  and  demoralizing.  There  are  some  cases  in  which  it 
may  be  requisite,  some  where  it  is  allowable,  but  every  true  and  bright 
Mason  will  readily  recognize  them,  but  to  attempt  to  bolster  up  one's  assertion 
on  trivial  occasions  by  pledging  one's  Masonry,  is  an  admission  that  one's 
average  veracity  is  of  a  very  inferior  kind.  We  leave,  with  r^jret,  the  farther 
consideration  of  this  interesting  report.

Annual  Communicstion,  Indianapolis,  May,  1873. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Christian  Fetta,  is  a  strictly  business  paper. 
He  reports  several  decisions,  the  last  to  the  effect  that  "  a  superintendent  of  a 
brewery  where  they  manufacture  ale  "  cannot  be  made  a  Mason  in  Indiana. 
That's  the  law  there ;  ere  long  all  tobacconists,  raisers,  manufacturers  and 
users,  will  be  taboed.  we  suppose. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  review  proceedings  of  44  Grand  Lodges, 
giving  due  credit  to  Right  Worshipful  Daniel  McDonald  for  assistance  ren- 
dered, a  large  portion  of  the  review  having  been  written  by  him. 

Alabama  for  1872  is  duly  noticed. 

The  committee,  like  that  of  Illinois,  must,  of  course,  have  a  fling  at  the 
Grand  Master  of  Delaware,  on  account  of  his  non-recognition  of  certain  so- 
called  negro  Masons. 

Under  head  "  Maryland."  we  find  the  following,  which  is.  in  our  opinion, 
very  sensible,  at  least. 

"  If  the  degrees  of  Masonry  are  worth  any  sum  of  money,  they  are  worth  as 
much  to  one  man  as  another.  We  fail  to  see  the  necessity  or  the  justness  of 
making  a  distinction  in  favor  of  ministers  of  the  gospel.  It  looks  like  offering 
a  bribe  to  a  class  of  men  to  become  members  of  the  order  for  fear  they  will  do 
us  an  injury  if  we  don't  gel  them  within  the  pale  of  our  organization.  We 
hold  ministers  of  the  gospel  in  high  esteem,  and  believe  their  example  and  in- 
fluence, outside  and  inside  of  the  Lodge,  tends  to  make  men  better ;  and  we 
have  no  objection  and  are  always  glad  to  have  them  come  into  the  household 
of  the  faithful,  and  hail  them  as  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  but  we  think 
they  should  be  admitted  on  the  terms  and  conditions  required  of  every  other 
applicant." 

We  have  in  mind  a  very  recent  case  of  a  Jewish  Rabbi  who  was  admitted 
without  fee  under  the  same  rule,  yet  how  could  he  be  called  a  minister  of  the 
gospel,  which  term  applies  peculiarly  to  the  Christian  Dispensation  ?  but  on  the 
other  hand,  how  could  a  Lodge  of  Masons  make  a  distinction  between  different 
religions  ? 

The  report,  although  contained  within  some  sixty  pages,  contains  much  inter- 
esting matter,  and  evinces  great  judgment  and  skill  in  selecting  and  condens- 
ing.

For  these 
reasons,  and  many  otlu-rs  that  might  have  been  given,  I  dechned  the  request  of 
our  good  brethren  of  Fort  Scott." 

We  heartily  endorse  all  the  Grand  Master  has  said  and  done  in  reference  to 
the  lottery  or  gift  enterprise. 

DISCIPLINE. 

lie  s:»ys  :  "After  the  brethren  have  fornially  decided  a  brother  guilty  of  a 
violation  of  sonic  Masonic  l^w,  1  cannot  conceive  how  they  can  vote  in  iho 
nejjative  on  each  dcgn  c  of  inmi'-hment,  without  .stultifying  lh«'msclvo«;.  and 
doni;^  vi«»l«  n.i-  to  thc.r  own  conseirnces.  Such  a  c(Mn>e  of  (miihIuci  on  tl  c 
part  of  M.i-ons  is  not  only  reprehensihlc,  but  is,  of  itself,  a  gross  vioL.tion  of 
eveiy  punciple  of  right,  justice  juid  sell-respect. 
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OF  DRUNKENNESS. 

"  It  is  said  that  '  Masonry  is  a  science  of  morality,  veiled  in  allegory,  and 
illustrated  by  symbols.'  The  crime  of  drunkenness  is  a  stigma  upon  our  good 
name,  a  foul  blot  upon  our  fair  escutcheon.  If  we  admit  drunkenness  into 
our  Order  our  professions  are  vain,  our  teachings  are  false,  and  our  work  is 
spurious.  If  our  doors  are  not  closed  against  the  inebriate,  Masonry  is  a 
sublime  imposition,  a  glittering  delusion,  a  magniflcent  fraud,  an  elaborate 
farce." 

We  fully  concur  in  all  the  Grand  Master  says  about  drunkenness  in  con- 
nexion with  the  teachings  of  Free  Masonry.  Would  be  more  than  pleased  to 
know  that  all  Grand  Masters  spoke  out  thus  plainly  upon  the  subject  of  drunk- 
enness and  intemperance :  if  they  would,  the  evil  would  in  a  few  years  disap- 
pear among  the  Fraternity. 

OF  DECISIONS. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  twenty,  conforming,  we  think  to  Masonic  law  and 

usage  generally. 

The  following  we  will  quote,  then  propound  k  question  : 

18.  "WTiile  three  Master  Masons,  who  are  members  of  the  Lodge  may 
open  and  close  a  Lodge  of  Master  Masons,  it  requires  seven  to  transact  any 
business." 

Query — If  three  Master  Masons  can  open  and  close  a  Master  Masons' 
Lodge  legally,  why  cannot  they  transact  any  business  that  may  legally  present 
itself? 

Again — If  a  Masters'  Lodge  anciently,  was  composed  of  only  three,  how 
could  they  transact  any  business,  when  there  was  not  seven  Master  Masons  to 
be  found  in  all  the  land  ? 

FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  report  43  American  Grand  Lodges, 
including  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Canada,  Nova  Scotia  and  Quebec.  They  also 
say  they  have  received  proceedings  and  circulars  from  the  Grand  Orient  of 
France,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Chili,  at  Valparaiso.  Grand  Orient  of  Mexico, 
Grand  Orient  of  Brazil,  at  Rio  Janeiro,  Grand  Orient  of  Lusitania  at  Lisbon, 
Portugal.  They  say,  "with  the  first  correspondence  is  interdicted,"  and  that 
**  we  have  sufficient  evidence  to  warrant  us  in  saying  that  the  Grand  Orient  of 
Brazil,  Valley  of  Lavradio,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Chili,  and  the  Grand  Orient 
of  Mexico,  are  legal  and  regular  Grand  Bodies." 

You  are  correct  in  stating  that  the  last  named  Grand  Bodies  are  legal  and 
regular  Grand  Bodies,  and  should  be  treated  as  such  by  our  American  Grand 
Lodges. 

The  extnicts  are  judiciously  selected,  and  the  criticisms  of  a  highly  Eternal 
character. 

In  this  report  Alabama  for  1871  receiver  fraternal  notice.    This  able  and 
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fraternal  report  occupies  in  the  proceedings  one  hundred  and  Ave  pages.    From 
it  we  should  like  to  extract  largely,  but  we  have  not  space.

The  Grand  Miister  reports  a  healthy  growth  to  most  subordinate  Lodges. 

The  following  appropriate  remarks  on  a  prevalent  evil  we  cannot  forbear 
quoting  in  full : 

"There  are  persons  who  have  very  indifferent  views  of  Masonr>'  until  they 
desire  to  go  to  California  or  some  other  distant  place ;  when  all  at  once  they 
form  a  \o.ry  favorable  opinion  of  the  institution,  and  are  so  much  in  earnest 
about  the  matter  that  they  are  not  willing  to  wait  the  short  space  t)f  a  month. 
They  get  some  friend  to  present  a  petition  for  them  with  the  understanding  that 
a  dispensation  mus/  be  procured,  as  theirs  is  a  case  of  emergency,  and  if  not 
procured,  why.  the  I^odge  will  lose  so  much  money,  and  consequently  there 
must  be  a  great  stir  made,  and  if  the  Grand  Master  does  not  see  the  matter  in 
the  same  light  the  man  and  his  friends  do,  and  at  once  comply  with  the  pressing 
demand,  he  must  look  carefully  about  himself  to  see  that  he  is  not  in  danger  of 
being  called  an  "old  fogy."  or  some  other  of  the  pet  names  which  the  young 
American  spirit  that  we  too  often  find  in  our  lx)dges  can  be.stow.  That  there 
are  or  may  Ix;  cases  of  emergency,  1  must  admit ;  yet  where  there  is  one  real 
case,  there  are  many  presented  under  the  name  which  experience  proves  are  en- 
tirely unworthy  to  be  considered  as  such."

DECISIONS. 

Hut  few  decisions  are  reported  of  which  we  quote  the  following  : 

"A  brother  who  is  so  deaf  that  he  is  unable  to  hear  the  testimony  in  case  of  a 
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trial,  and  asks  to  be  excused  from  voting  for  that  reason,  should  be  excused.'* 
That  seems  reasonable. 

He  further  rep>orts  as  follows : 

"Several  cases  have  been  presented  to  me  in  which  persons  have  made  appli- 
cation to  Lodges  and  been  rejected,  and  afterwards  went  into  the  jurisdicdon 
of  some  other  Lodge  and  got  the  degrees.  In  every  &ise  I  have  ordered  an  ex- 
amination, and  where  there  has  been  no  doubt  but  that  the  persons  intention- 
ally deceived  the  Lodge,  1  have  ordered  the  Lodge  to  file  charges  and  try  said 
applicants,  and  if  found  guilty  to  expel  them." 

We  have  no  objection  to  that  mode  of  procedure  still  holding  to  our  views 
heretofore  expressed  that  a  Mason  irregularly  or  unlawfully  made,  should  be 
kept  aloof,  in  all  cases  until  regularly  healed,  if  the  circumstances  warrant  it. 
This  seems  to  us  the  simplest  and  better  course.  Many  such  cases  might  never 
be  presented. 

Our  own  Grand  Lodge  some  years  ago  passed  a  resolution  on  the  subject 
covering  the  ground,   in  Alabama  Code. 

JURISPRUDENCE. 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee  report  that  "when  through  some  accident  or 
carelessness  of  theirs"  (a  I^odge)  a  candidate  was  admitted  without  his  fault, 
"who  should  have  been  rejected"  (on  account  of  ineligibiHty)  "and  his  money 
returned,  and  who  evidently  can  receive  no  advantage  from  his  initiation,  we 
think  justice  demands  that  his  money  should  be  returned." 

By  all  means :  but  our  views  as  to  the  other  questions  involved,  differ  some- 
what. 

1st.  It  seems  to  us  that  a  petitioner  reported  to  be  ineligible  should  not  be 
balloted  for,'  he  is  not  proper  material  for  the  action  of  the  Lodge ;  the  right  to  be 
balloted  for  implies  the  possible  right  of  election.  A  declaration  of  ineligibility 
seems  to  us  all  that  is  necessary  and  the  most  equitable  course  for  all  parties. 

2nd.  We  hold  that  one  not  possessed  of  the  qualifications  absolutely  demand- 
ed cannot  be  a  Mason,  no  matter  what  or  how  many  ceremonies  he  may  be  sub- 
jected to.  Hence  we  argue  that  an  ineligible  candidate  having  been  received, 
the  action  of  the  Lodge  in  receiving  him  should  be  held  null  and  void  and  of 
no  effect.  Our  views  have  been  criticised  by  more  than  our  learned 
brother,  yet  none  has  adduced  any  good  reason  to  cause  us  to  change  our  opin- 
ion, which  fiact  added  to  further  consideration  and  the  knowledge  of  the  fre- 
quent trouble  caused  by  such  cases  as  well  as  the  round-about  methods  taken 
to  get  over  the  difficulty  strengthens  our  convictions. 

FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE. 

Brother  Josiah  H.  Drummond,  Chairman,  reviews  proceedings  of  some  44 
(irand  lodges  in  his  usual  able  and  fraternal  manner.  The  address  of  Grand 
Master  Joseph  H.  Johnson  is  commended  as  able,  as  well  as  our  own  unpre- 
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tentiaiir«ffi3qhs'^u|{jfestfn^thai1f  Ihb  report  were  planted  ^  as  to  disthigQish  the 
text  from  the  extracts  it  would  be  an  improvement.  Perhaps  so  brother  btft  wc 
arc  not  with  the  printers.     Still  we  may  suggest. 

"Our  remarks  in  reply  to  brother  Mitchell  arc  deemed  "out  of  place.'  We 
are  surprised  at  this  as'  we  were  arguirtg  from  the  standpoint  taken  by  brother 
Drummond  himself  and  merely  quoted  /a^-fs  to  strengthen  the  argument.  Per- 
haps it  mq^ht  have  been  had  those  facts  been  set  forth  by  brother  Drummond. 
though  it  is  tiarely  possible  thai  States  which  he  says,  were  «r«rr  soTereign  and 
independent  should  Ix.*,  under  pratnt  circumstances  admitted  to  be  s»t)vereign 
and  inde(>endent  by  their  people.  Really  our  northern  brother  does  not  ex- 
pect us  to  pretend  that  Alabama  Is  a  free  sovereign  constituency  and  that  her 
rights  ha\'o  not  been  restricted  within  the  last  decade.  .\s  our  brother  justly 
observes  in  another  connection,  'it  will  not  do  to  sav  a  thing  cannot  be  dUnu 
when  it  has  been  done." 

\f*  to  the  action  of  Pennsylvania  we  still  say  that  what  catit,  cant.  If  the  ma- 
terial is  unfit  for  a  particular  purpose  what  can  the  re.sult  be  ?    Will  our  learned 

brother   try  the  ex|>erimentum and  favor  us  with  a  "silk  purse  made  out  of 

a  sow's  ear"  we  will  willingly  pay  express  charges'.  Our  comments  "are  short 
and  pithy  ■  a  "rare  qualification"  say>i  the  committee. 

'ITiank  you  brother,  we  do  our  best  and  are  not  insen.sibic  to  prai.se. 

We  fully  coincide  with  the  remark  of  brother  Drummond  in  regard  to  the  de- 
cision of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  that  "a  man  who  has  lost  one  of  hi.s 
eyes  cannot  legally  be  made  a  Mason"  that  we  cannot  help  thinking  that  this 
is  giving  too  much  attention  to  the  "external  qualifications"  of  a  man  in  these 
days  of  speculative  Masonry,  when  the  reason  for  the  old  rule  has  wholly 
ceased."  Aye!  and  moreover,  we  cannot  .see  any  r^tfj/»/rj  for  the  rule  in  this 
ca.<>i>  at  all. 

Under  Arkansas  we  notice  a  nice  question : 

"The  Grand  Lodg«  called  off  from  October  3i$t  to  June  the  4th.  In  the 
mean  time  new  officers  were  elected  and  installed  in  many  of  the  Lodges ; 
were  the  o/d  officers  or  the  neiv  ones  the  legal  representatives  at  the  adjourned 
session?" 

Brother  Drummond  saysr  "It  seem^  16  as.  that  only  the  Master  and  Wardens 
at  tht  time  can  be  the  legal  repre!icntatHres." 

At  the  time,  is  not  ver>'  definite  but  we  suppose  it  to  mean  the  (vrand  Master 
and  Wardens  in  office— on  the  4th  of  June.  We  are  not  positive  that  this  view 
is  correct,  llie  Grand  Lodge  had  already  been  constituted  legally  and  in  due 
form  and  in  June,  was  the  identical  Grand  I..odge  of  October,  and  so  until  its 
elosing  down.  It  is  a  philosophical  maxim  that  a  change  of  parts  does  not 
change  the  identity  of  the  original,  but  had  all  the  I^^ges  installed  new  offi- 
cers between  October  and  June?  Asked  the  student  of  his  preceptor :  if  I 
lose  the  blade  of  my  knife  and  have  a  new  one  substituted, — it  is  still  the  same 
knife  is  it  not  ?  Ortainly.  Then  if  I  lose  the  handle  and  put  on  a  new  one,  h 
is  still  the  same  knife  ?  Of  course.  But  if  a  boy  finds  the  old  blade  and  the 
old  handle  and  puts  them  together  what  knife  would  that  be  ? 
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The  reply  of  the  committee  to  th«  report  adopted  by  Canada  in  zefeieace  to 
the  violatioD  of  Masonic  jurisdiction  of  Louisiana  by  the  Grand  Orient  of 
France  is  concise  but  masterly. 

We  extract  the  following  concerning  "the  authority  of  a  Past  Master  to  open 
a  Lodge  in  the  absence  of  the  Worshipful  Master  and  Wardens." 

He  doubts  the  authority  of  a  Past  Master  to  open  a  Lodge  ia  the  ab«»ence  of 
the  Master  and  Wardens. 

"The  second  regulation  of  Anderson's  Constitutions  provides,  'And  in  case 
uf  death  or  sickness,  or  necessary  absence  of  the  Master,  the  Senior  Warden 
shall  act  as  Master  /r<7  tempore^  if  no  buothex  is. present  who  has  been  Master 
of  a  Lodge  before  ;  for  the  absent  Master's  authority  reverts  h  the  last  Master 
present,  though  he  cannot  act  till  the  Senior  Warden  has  congregated  the 
Lodge. 

"But  on   November  25,  1733,  'it  was  agreed  that  if  a  Master  of  a  particular 
Lodge  is  deposed,  or  dimits^  tho-Seoior.  .Warden  shall  forthwith  fill. the  Mas^ 
-  ter's  chair  till  the  next  time  of  choosing :.  and  f;ver,  s^nce^  in  the  Master's  ab- 
sence, he  fills  the  chair,  even  though  a  former  Master  be  present.' 

"And  in  the  fourteenth  regulation,  it  is  said  that  in  the  absence  of  the  Grand 
Master  his  authority  reverts  to  the  last  former  Grand  Master  present. 

"And  the  old  twenty-first  regulation  makes  provision  that  in  case  of  vacancy 
in  the  office  of  Grand  Master  the  last  former  Grand  Master  should  be  invited  to 
resume  his  office,  which  now,  of  course,  reverts  to  him  :'  and  by  the  new  reg\ila- 
lion,  the  Senior  Grand  Warden  succeeded  to  the  chair,  only  when  no  former 
Grand  Master  or  Deputy  could  be  found  who  would  assume  it. 

"In  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  printed  in  1801,  it  is 
said.  'Although  it  was  formerly  held  that  in  such  cases  the-  Master's  authority 
ought  to  revert  to  the  last  Past  Master  who  is  present,  yet  it  is  now  the  settled 
rule  that  his  authority  devolves  upon  the  Senior  Warden,*  &c." 

To  this  we  add  that  in  some  jurisdictions,  Alabama  for  instance,  there  is  a 
Deputy  Grand  Master  elected  for  the  purpose  and  end,  not  only  of  assisting 
the  Grand  Master  but  specially  of  filling  his  place  when  vacant.  This  is  not 
ancient  usage  perhaps,  but  from  brother  Drummond's  able  epitome  given  above 
we  see  that  the  practice  of  allowing  the  Senior  Warden  to  do  the  same  is  itself 
an  innovation,  dating  from  1723  in  England,  and  i8oi  in  New  York. 

Under  head  Massachusetts,  we  find  the  following  with  which  we  do  not  dis- 
agree.    The  attention  of  our  worthy  brother  of  D.  C.  is  mvited  to  it : 

"At  the  September  session,  a  rejected  candidate,  who  had  received  the  de- 
grees in  Canada,  while  a  citizen  of  Massachusetts,  jvithout  permission,  was  for- 
mally healed.  While  admitting  that  the  ca.se  was  a  strong  one,  we  are  con- 
strained to  pronounce  it  a  dangerous  precedent.  The  candidate  denied  any  im- 
proper motive  or  imy  design  to  transgress  jurisdictional  rules,  and  claimed  that 
he  was  rejected  on  account  of  prejudice  and  nqt  for.any  sound  reason..  \X  js  not 
denied  that  he  knew  the  jurisdictional  law.  The  opmipittec  whq  investigated 
the  matter  report  that  he  made  a  strong  prima  facU  case ;  charges  were  made 
against  him;  one  set  was  retracted,  by  the  persons  making  tt\em,  in  a  most 
complete  and  humiliating  manner;  another  charge  Wi^.cpmpleiely,  disproved, 
,  and  the  committee  conchide  that  the  difl^culties  arose  frt)m '  local  jealou.sies. 
Herein  is  the  danger  of  the  precedent ;  every  rejected  canclidate  ckuRM  thai  he 
is  rejected  from  prejudice;  if  one  rejected  candidate,  withA^ftilk  JdiawJodgit  of 
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the  law,  can  justify  its  riolation  upon  such  ground,  another  can,  and  we  shall 
have  the  Grand  Lodge  constantly  investigating  the  causes  of  rejection,  a  pro- 
ceeding utterly  at  variance  with  the  sacred  rights  of  members  to  the  use  of  the 
ballot.  By  the  landmarks  of  masonry  that  use  is  left  to  them,  without  the  right 
or  power  of  question  by  any  authority.  How  they  use  it  is  a  question  between 
them  and  their  consciences.  It  may  be,  nay,  often  is,  used  from  very  improper 
motives,  but  these  evils  must  be  endured,  rather  than  strike  down,  directly  or 
indirectly,  this  great  safeguard." 

Under  head  Missouri,  we  regret  to  see  that  brother  Orummond.  his  better 
judgment  notwithstanding,  enters  into  a  longsome  political  disquisition  in  reply 
to  brother  Gouly. 

We  agree  with  brother  Drummond  that  the  States  are  not  sovereign  or  inde- 
pendendent,  the  only  difference  between  us  being  one  of  time,  we  dating  the 
abrogation  of  their  independence  from  the  end  of  the  late  war,  he  claiming  that 
they  never  were  sovereign.  Here  is  the  hveedle-dum  and  the  tweedU-dee  of  the 
case.  But  pleas«  brother  Drummond  remember  what  you  said  about  "writing 
for  partisan  papers"  and  remarks  out  of  place  in  a  Masonic  document"  critici- 
sing "we  uns." 

We  agree  with  the  committee  holding  that  the  Wardens  of  a  Ix>dge  "may 
be  tried  for  offense  other  than  official  misconduct  when  acting  as  Worshipful 
Master  in  which  case  they  are  amenable  only  to  the  Grand  Lodge."  and  should 
like  to  see  New  Jersey  reconsider  its  otherwise  correct  resolution  on  the  sub- 
ject. 

We  are  compelled  to  stop,  a  difficult  thing  to  do  with  so  full  and  able  a  re- 
port in  our  hands.

HEALING. 

We  extract  the  following  from  the  report  of  Committee  on  Healing,  on  the 

petition  of  Wm.  H.  Clemence.  of  Lowell :  the  italics  are  ours  : 

In  the  year  1863,  the  petitioner,  then  a  resident  of  Lowell,  made  application 
for  the  Degrees  in  Mjisonry  to  .\ncient  York  Lodge,  of  that  city,  and  was  re- 
jected. In  1869  he  removed  from  Lowell  to  North  Carolina,  having  accepted  a 
position  in  the  employment  of  the  United  States  Government,  and  >*'ith  the  full 
intent  then  to  change  his  domicile  to  North  Carolina.  Having  thus  removed, 
he  applied  for  the  degrees  to  Tabasco  Lodge,  in  that  State,  was  accepted  and 
received  the  Three  Degrees.  In  his  application  to  Tabasco  Lodge,  he  stated 
that  he  had  been  previously  rejected  in  Ancient  York  Lodge,  and  in  his  petition 
for  healing  he  affirms  his  belief  that  Tabasco  I^dge  had  no  knowledge  of  the 
provisions  of  our  Constitution  relating  to  rejected  candidates,  and  supposed 
that  from  his  residence  in  North  Carolina  they  had  the  right  to  admit  him  and 
confer  upon  him  the  degrees.  He  also  avers  that  he  was  entirely  ignonmt  of 
those  provisions,  and  received  the  degrees  at  the  hands  of  Tabasco  Lodge  in 
perfect  good  faith,  and  without  the  slightest  intent  to  violate  our  regulations. 
In  1871,  his  health  having  suffered  from  the  climate  of  North  Carolina,  he  re- 
moved his  residence  again  to  Lowell,  and  on  his  arrival  there  learned  for  the 
first  time  that  the  degrees  had  been  wrongfully  conferred  upon  him  by  Ta- 
basco Lodge,  and  that  his  status  as  a  Mason  was  clandestine  and  illegal.  It  is. 
perhaps,  hardly  necessary  to  state,  that  he  did  not,  prior  to  his  admission  by 
Tabasco  Lodge,  receive  the  necessary  recommendation  of  Ancient  York  Lodge, 
nor  the  consent  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  of  this  Commonwealth. 
But  Ancient  York  Lodge,  to  whom  the  petitioner  must,  of  course,  be  well 
known,  endorses  his  statements,  and  recommends  the  granting  of  his  request, 
by  formal  vote,  under  the  seal  of  the  Lodge,  and  with  the  signature  of  the  Sec- 
retary, which  vote  was  attached  to  the  petition.  Under  these  circumstances 
your  committee  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  granted.

From  the  annual  address  of  the  Grand  Master  we  extract  the  following  ex- 
cellent observations : 

"  The  feeling  is  quite  too  prevalent  that  every  village,  if  not  every  four  cor- 
ners, in  the  state  .<ihould  have  a  Lodge  ;  and  much  of  this  feeling  springs  from 
business  rather  than  from  Masonic  considerations.  A  careful  and  extensive  ob- 
servation teaches  me  that  very  much  of  the  bad  material  found  in  our  Lodges 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  Masonry  is  too  much  used  to  subserve  mercenary  pur- 
poses." 

**  My  brethren,  the  genius  of  Masonry  docs  not  require  that  Lodges  should  be 
everywhere,  nor  that  every  good  man  should  be  a  Mason.  Masonry  is  not  a  sys- 
tem of  religion  that  aims  to  embrace  the  whole  human  family,  neither  is  it  de- 
signed to  supplant  the  church,  the  synagogue,  or  the  mosque.  Women  and 
minors  we  invariable  exclude ;  bad  men  we  profess  always  to  reject ;  and  there 
are  many  men  of  good  report,  of  good  habits,  and  of  character,  who  can  never 
become  good  Masons.  To  be  a  good  Mason,  a  man  must,  in  addition  to  all 
this,  be  benevolent,  charitable,  humane,  social,  able  to  subdue  his  pctssions. 
and  both  able  and  willing  to  work  in  peace  and  harmony  with  his  brethren. 
Endowed  with  these  qualities,  h~  is.  indeed,  a  useful  member  of  our  Fraternity, 
and  a  Lodge  composed  of  such  Masons  is  a  power  for  good  that  blesses  the 
world  and  honors  the  Craft." 
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DISPENSATIONS. 

Dispensations,  issued  for  new  I>odges,  5. 

The  Grand  Master  informs  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  demise  of  brother  Tru- 
man H.  Lyon,  Past  Deputy  Grand  Master;  and  brother  John  A.  Barnes,  Junior 
Grand  Warden,  and  pays  a  fitting  tribute  to  their  worth. 

DECISIONS. 

He  reports  a  number  of  decisions  of  which  we  quote  the  following,  sustaining 

precisely  the  views  heretofore  expressed  by  us. 

*•  Has  the  Lodge  the  right  to  give  Masonic  burial  to  a  non-affilliated  brother?  " 
Answer. — "  It  has ;  But  neither  he  nor  his  friends  can  claim  it  as  a  right ;  and  as 

a  rule  I  would  not  give  it ;  but  in  some  cases  a  refusal  might  not  be  just  to  the 

brother  who  asks  it." 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON   APPEALS 

Give  evidence  that  a  low  standard  of  Masonic  morals  is  quite  too  extensive 
in  our  sister  State  of  Michigan,  and  go  far  to  prove  that  the  Grand  Master  is 
right  in  the  opinion  that  the  membership  there  might  well  be  reduced  thirty  per 
cent. 

Purge  the  Lodges,  and  reduce  their  number  if  that  be  necessary  to  a  healthy 
purging  of  the  brotherhood. 

Foreign  correspondence. 

The  report  of  the  committee  is  brief,  filHng  some  thirty-six  pages.  It  reviews 
the  proceedings  of  "  almost  every  sister  Grand  Lodge,"  Alabama  in  the  number* 
The  committee  present  a  good  summary  of  facts,  seldom  making  any  comments.

MINNESOTA. 

Grand  Annual  Communication,  held  at  St.  Paul  City,  Januar>',  1873. 

Most  W^orshipful  Brother  Grove  B.  Cooley,  Grand  Master. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  eight  decisions.  The  first  is  to  the  effect  that 
advancement  can  be  estopi>ed  by  objection  without  statement  of  reasons.  The 
second  is  like  unto  the  first,  viz :  that  objection,  without  statement  of  reason,  is 
valid  to  prevent  conferring  the  Entered  Apprentice  Degree  on  a  candidate 
elect. 
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The  fourth  we  quote  in  ftill. 

Questhn. — A  candidate  has  received  the  Entered  Apprentice  and  FcUow 
Craft  Degrees  in  a  Lodge,  when  for  the  ftrst  time  it  is  ascertained  that  he  is  very 
illiterate ;  in  fact,  cannot  read  and  write  not  even  sufficiently  to  write  his  own 
name,  a  brother  objects  to  his  advancement  for  that  reason, .  Is  the  Worshipful 
Master  justified  in  entertaining  the  objection  ? 

Answer. — Yes.  But  the  Ixxlge.  in  that  case,  have  committed  a  wrong,  while 
the  candidate  njay  be  entirely  free  from  blame.  The  committee  to  whom  wai 
referred  his  petition  were  very  derelict  in  duty  in  reporting  favorably,  or  in  part» 
in  making  any  report  at  all  without  first  ascertaining,  by  the  most  careful  in- 
vestigation, whether  the  candidate  was  or  was  not  "worthy  and  well  qualijied." 
If  he  cannot  read  and  write  he  is  not  ''well  qualified"  however  ^'worthy'  he 
may  be,  &c. 

The  above  presents  some  nice  ]}oints.  Certainly  if  objection  simple  and 
without  reason  stated  be  sufficient  to  stop,  then  a  fortiori  objection  with  stated 
reason,  however  flimsy,  must  \yt  sufficient  to  do  the  same.  But  knowledge  of 
reading  and  writing,  or  want  of  knowledge  of  those  ver>'  useful  arts,  does  not 
constitute  any  ancient  landmark  within  our  knowledge.  It  may  be  venr-  right 
and  prudent  to  reject  a  candidate  as  unfit  material  who  is  not  able  to  read  and 
write,  but  what  shall  we  say  of  the  brethren  who  presented  his  petition,  vir :  his 
recominender  and  voucher?  What  of  the  brother  who,  after  his  initiation, 
offers  this  objection  to  his  advancement  ?  What  of  the  Ix)dge  which  having 
made  him  a  brother,  after  receiving  his  money,  says  to  him.  "so  far  but  no 
farther,"  and  debars  him  of  all  the  essential  benefits  of  Masonry  ? 

We.  for  our  part,  would  hold  in  light  estimation  any  l^odge  in  which  at  least 
one  member  could  not  be  found  who  would  take  the  brother  by  the  hand  and 
say  to  him,  "  If  you  will  make  the  attempt  I  shall  trust  you  to  read  and  write,  if 
not  perfectiv,  at  least  enough  to  enable  vou  to  make  due  progress  in  search  of 
Bght." 

The  Grand  Master  is  doubtful  about  the  policy  of  recognizinj^  the  Grand 
Orient  of  Brazil ;  Valley  of  I^vradio.  The  brethren  of  that  jurisdiction,  we  can 
only  say,  have,  by  their  noble  action  in  the  case  of  one  of  our  own  brethren,  who 
died  in  Brazil,  and  towards  his  widow  and  orphans  proven  most  conclusively 
that  they  are  at  least  thoroughly  impressed  with  the  beauties  of  Masonic  charity, 
and  alive  to  the  duties  it  imposes.  Tliis  much  being  demon^tr;!ted.  we,  if 
necessary,  would  be  willing  to  take  much  for  granted. 

The  address  closes  with  some  most  excellent  remarks  of  general  application. 

The  Committee  of  Foreign  Correspondence,  heading  their  report  with  some 
very  terse  but  suggestive  remarks,  acknowledge  receipt  of  proceedings  of  forty- 
two  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  Alabama  for  1871,  included. 

Copious  quotations  are  made  of  decisions.  &c.,  which  meet  the  committees  ap- 
proval generally ;  they  adding,  in  reference  to  the  right  of  a  Fellow  Craft  to  a 
certificate  in  the  nature  of  a  dim  it,  "an  Entered  Apprentice  has  the  same 
light,"  to  which  we  can  see  no  objection. 
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We  are  glad  that  our  own  poor  labors  receive  the  approval  of  our  brethren  of 
Minnesota. 

Under  head  Canada,  comes  up  the  curious  question  of  inspection  of  Charter 
by  visiting  brethren,  one  which  is  viewed  in  such  different  lights  in  diflferent 
jurisdictions  that  it  would  be  well  that  some  general  rule  vere  adopted  con- 
cerning us.  Our  own  rule,  when  Worshipful  Master,  was  this,  and  worked  well. 
A  stranger  desiring  to  visit  was  made  to  pass  through  the  test  and  due  examin- 
ation. If  he  then  (and  not  before)  requested  to  see  the  Charter,  the  brethren 
who  could  vouch  for  him  as  having  stood  the  test,  informed  the  Worshipful 
Master  of  his  request,  stating  the  facts  of  the  case.  The  Worshipful  Master, 
suspending  the  labors  of  the  Lodge,  sent  out  the  Charter  with  directions,  and 
when  it  was  returned  labor  was  resumed,  after  which  the  visiting  brother  might 
be  admitted,  vouched  for. 

We  hold  that  no  one  has  a  right  to  demand  to  see  the  Charter  of  a   Lodge 
unless  he  be  known  to  be  a  Master  Mason,  but  on  the  other  hand  any  Master 
Mason  should  fully  satisfy  himself  before  visiting  a  strange  Lodge  that  it  is  a 
duly  constituted  one,  and  any  Master  Mason  has  a  right  to  call  for  any  reason- 
able Masonic  evidence  that  he  thinks  necessary. 

The  committee  sneer  somewhat  at  Delaware  because  of  its  action  in  reference 

to    New  Jersey's  negro-loving  Lodge.    They  say  well,  however,  "because  a 

niaji  has  been  regularly  made  it  does  not  follow  that  he  must  be  admitted  to 

^uny  Lodge  where  he  knocks  for  visitation,     llie  dogma  is  well  established  that 

•*  I  object,"  from  a  member — without  reasons  assigned — is  sufficient  to  prevent 

tlae  admission  of  any  visitor." 

AA'e  have  no  intention  of  "fighting  this  question,"  and  care  no  very  great  deal 
liOAv  "popular"  it  may  be  or  become  in  the  North,  but  no  negro  in  ours 
mind  ye. 

O^ommenting  upon  a  decision  of  the  Grand  Master  of  Iowa  the  committee 

says :  "  This  idea  of  perpetual  jurisdiction  is  a  new-fangled  notion,  and  exclu- 

siv-^ly  American,"  and  states  the  following  case :    "A  party  was  initiated  in 

l^o^lge  A.,  removed  and  resided  in  the  vicinity  of  Lodge  W.  for  a  series  of  years, 

H^    returns  on  a  visit,  and  I^odge  A;  proceeds  to  confer  the  remaining  degrees, 

&c."'    Well,  that  is  all  right;  Lodge  A.  had  a  pefect  right  to  finish  its  own 

*c>i"lc,  has  entire  control  of  its  own  members,  sole  jurisdiction  and  control, 

^1*1  <2h,  however,  it  may  relinquish  entirely  by  dimitting  the  Entered  Apprentice 

^f^**"! thin  its  jurisdiction  such  dimits  are  not  prohibited,  or  it  may  request  an- 

"^^^^T  Lodge  to  confer  the  degrees  for  her.     We  cannot  understand  how  W. 

ca"»^    claim  that  A.  had  interfered  with  its  jurisdictional  rights. 

■-tie  name  (or  names)  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  does  not 
*Pl>«ar.  but  this  long  and  interesting  report  is  doubtless  due  to  the  Grand 
ScKiretarv.

Annual  Communication v  FelMiiary^  1873. 

Most  Worshipful  W.  H.  Hardy,  Grand  Master,  i».ys  a  tribute  tothewotth 
of  Past  Deputy  Grand  Master  Charles  T.  Bond,  who  departed  this  life  Octo- 
ber, 187a ;  also,  of  Almon  Robbins.  Past  Grand  Treasurer,  whose  departure 
occurred  August.  1872.  A  marginal  note  informs  us  of  the  loss  of  Past  Junior 
: Grand  Warden  J.  O.  Lusher. 

The  Grand  Master  says :  "  I  am  happy  to  make  known  to  you  the  fact  Itiac 
there  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  moral  stattts  of  Masonrj*  ii»  Mis- 
sissippi during  the  past  year." 

S.  R.  Speight  was  tried  in  Ripley  Lodge,  and  suspended.  "He  appealed  to 
the  Grand  Ix>dge,  and  the  judgment  of  Ripley  I.<odge  was  set  aside  and  a  new 
trial  awarded  in  a  neighboring  Ixnlge."  Speight,  on  this  trial,  was  acquitted. 
••  From  this  judgment  Ripley  Lodge  appealed  tt>  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  the 
Grand  Lodge  affirmed  the  judgment  of  acquittal."  etc.  "A  resolution  was 
passed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  instructing  Ripley  Lodge  to  place  the  niune  of 
brother  S.  R.  Si>eight  on  the  roll  of  members. 

The  Grand  Master  "decided  that  the  resolution  wiis  strictly  coHstitutional 
and  valid,  and  instructed  him"  (the  Worshipful  Master  of  Ripley  I-xxige)  *Vc» 
have  i4  promptly  executed." 

Grand  Master  Hardy  makes  an  able  argument  in  support  of  his  al>ovr  stated 
decision,  but  it  is  entirely  too  lengthy  for  our  limits,  nor  do  we  deem  it  neces- 
sary to  quote  it.     Eight  other  decisions  jure  given  by  him. 

He  takes  strong  ground  against  the  action  of  New  lersey  on  the  subject  of 
negro  Masonry.  We  are  not  yet  willing  to  believe  that  the  time  may 
come  when  it  will  Ik'  our  duty  to  do  as  the  Most  Worshipful  brother  sug- 
gests he  might  do.  "quietly  drop  my  Masonic  working  tools  in  my  apron. 
and  throw  them  amongst  the  rubbish  of  the  crumbling  Temple."  but  we  fear 
the  time  is  near  at  hand  when  we  shall  think  it  right  to  make  a  very  frequent 
use  of  "/object"  in  the  case  of  visitors  not  well  known  or  vouched  for. 

The  Grand  Master  is  in  favor  of  having  a  Masonic  school  or  Academy  in 
each  Masonic  District  in  the  State,  to  which  we  object,  as  impracticable. 

On  .iccount  of  its  general  interest  we  insert  in  full.  We  are  not  without 
fears  that  this  question  will  strike  a  serious  blow  to  Masonry — not  a  fata]  one. 
however,  for  the  fraternity  that  survived  the  destruction  of  the  first  and  second 
Temples^  passed,  though  not  unscathed,  tbrqugh  the  perse/cutions  of  J^iitgi^  and 
clergy  in  the  dark  ages,  overcame  the  fanatical  onslaught  of  Morganisn^ .will 
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rise  in  renewed  splendor,  when  the  dark  cloud  at  the  present  time  shall  have 
passed  away: 

SPECIAL   REI^ORT. 

To  Ike  Af.    W  Grand  Lodge  of  Sftssissipfi  : 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  to  which  was  referred,  by  the 
Grand  Master,  certain  communications  between  the  Grand  Master  of  Masons 
for  Mississippi  and  the  Grand  Master  of  Masons  for  New  Jersey,  on  the  sub- 
ject of  Negro  Masonry,  would  Ijeg  leave  to  state,  that  they  have  carefully  ex- 
amined the  same,  in  connection  with  the  pn>ceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  Jersey,  and  present  the  following 

spfa:ial  report  for  the  adoption  of  this  grand  body. 

Certain  rumors  having  reached  the  M.*.  W.'.  W.  H.  Hardy,  Grand  Master 
of  Masons  of  Mississippi,  that  "the  black  man  would  be  admitted  to  this  Or- 
der iti  New  Jersey,  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  white  man,"  and  being  de- 
sirous of  ascertaining  what  action  had  been  had  by  the  Grand  Body  in  regard 
to  this  subject,  directed  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  to  communicate  with  the 
Grand  Secretar)'  of  that  Grand  Lodge,  and  obtain  official  information  "whether 
or  not  it  is  true  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey  had  authorized  subordi- 
nate I^odges  to  make  Masons  of  negroes,  "  To  which  communication  the 
Grand  Miister  replied  as  follows  ; 

"That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey  has  not  specially  authorized  its  sub- 
ordinates to  make  Masons  of  negroes." 

"Any  subordinate  Lodge  in  New  Jersey  is  authorized,  in  virtue  of  its  power 
as  a  Masonic  Lodge,  to  make  Masons  in  accordance  with  the  landmarks  of 
the  Fraternity." 

HISTORY  OF  THE  INITIATION   OF  NEGROES   IN  THE  JURISDICTION  OF  THE 

GRAND    LODGE  OF   NEW   JERSEY,    AND    HOW   THE  WARRANT  WAS 

OBTAINED  BY  THE  LODGE  IN  WHICH  THE  WORK  WAS  DONE. 

At  the  Annual  Communication  in  1871.  a  petition  was  received  from  nine 
Master  Masons  in  good  standing  "for  a  warrant  to  establish  a  Lodge  in  the 
cit^rof  Newark,  New  Jersey,  to  be  known  as  Alpha  Lodge." 

This  petition,  with  others,  vras  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Dispensations 
and  Warrants.  But  before  the  presentation  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  to 
the  Grand  Lodge,  it  was  rumored,  that  in  case  the  petitioners  were  successful 
in  obtaining  a  warrant,  it  was  their  intention  to  make  Masons  of  negroes.  This 
the  petitioners  positivtly  and  untquivocaUy  denied. 

Tlie  warrant  was  granted,  and  in  due  time  the  Grand  Master  constituted  and 
installed  the  officers  of  Alpha  I.,odge,  No.  116. 

At  the  firet  regular  communication  held  after  the  installation  of  its  officers, 
tb»teen  petitions  were   presented  to  said  Lodge,  on*  white  and  hoeive  colored 


WARRANT   ARRBSTieD. 

This  £BUCt  becoming  known,  the  Grand  Master  very  soon  received  a  petition 
from  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  setting  forth,  among  other  things,  that 
theiranant  of  Alpha  Lodge  was  obtained  through  deceit  and  misreprestntatum: 

Alter  due- in<!(iiiry  and'consCdenition  of  the  facts  'presented,  the  Grand'  Mas* 
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ter  arrested  the  warrant  of  said  Lodge,  and  referred  the  complaint  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Petitions  and  Grievances. 

Tlie  report  of  this  Committee  decided  the  Grand  Master  to  withhold  the 
warrant  until  the  next  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  January,  1872. 

At  the  Annual  Communication,  held  January,  1873,  the  whole  subject  was 
brought  before  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  testimony  was  taken  before  the  Commit- 
tee, read,  and  the  Grand  Master,  in  arresting  the  warrant,  on  the  ground  diiU- 
ceit  and  misrepresentation,  sustained  by  a  very  decided  majority. 

THE    WARRANT  RESTORED   AND   HOW   IT   WAS  DONE. 

Immediately  after  the  vote  to  sustain  was  made  known,  a  motion  was  made 
to  restore  the  warrant  of  Alpha  Lodge. 

This  motion  called  forth  a  lengthy  and  excited  debate,  and  during  the  dis- 
cussion the  officers  of  said  Lodge  stated  that  they  had  no  intention  of  making 
such  colored  Masons,  and  that  it  was  within  their  knowledge  tkat  every  one  of 
those  candidates  would  have  been  rejected  had  their  petitions  been  subjected  to  a 
ballot. 

Taking  for  granted  the  truth  of  these  representations,  the  Grand  Lodge  voted 
to  restore  the  warrant,  by  a  vote  of  one  hundred  and  twelve  to  one  nimdred 
and  three. 

REPRESENTATIONS    ILLUSTRATED. 

These  representations  proved  to  be  misrepresentations,  as  the  facts  in  the  case 
will  show,  for  at  the  first  Communication  of  said  Lodge  held  after  the  return  of 
said  warrant,  nine  colored  men  were  elected  and  two  initiated^  and  the  Lodge  has 
continued  to  confer  the  degrees  upon  such  candidates  as  have  l)een  elected  to 
them. 

This  action  of  the  Lodge  is  a  fair  illustration  of  the  abuse  of  authority 
granted  to  those  who  obtain  it  through  deceit  and  misrepresentation. 

Whilst  we  do  not  presume  to  dictate  to  any  other  Grand  Jurisdiction  touch- 
ing the  material  to  be  selected  by  it,  yet  we  shall  ever  claim  and  exercise  the 
right  of  deciding  for  ourselves  whether  or  not  we  will  recognize  those  as  kretkren 
vho  obtain  warrants  through  deceit  and  misrepresentation. 

We  could  even  venture  a  step  further  in  the  case  before  us,  and  assert  that 
the  material  (regardless  of  race  or  color)  selected  by  those  whose  every  act  in 
obtaining  a  warrant  is  characterized  by  deceit  and  misrepresentation  is  of  a  very 
questionable  character,  and  for  the  simple  reason  that  men  claiming  to  be  Ma- 
sons who  would  be  so  base  as  to  use  deceit  in  procuring  a  warrant  which  could 
not  be  had  by  fair  means,  would  be  as  uns(tnipUloiis  in  their  seKrction  of  mjite- 
rial  for  Lodge  members. 

The  subject  of  negro  Masons  was  brought  before  the  Gmnd  Lodge  of  Texas 
bv  Grand  Master  Bramlette  at  its  last  Communication,  and  the  Committee  on 
Masonic  Law  and  Jurisprudence,  to  which  this  part  of  the  address  was  referred, 
after  mature  deliberation,  presented  a  very  able  and  interesting  report,  from 
which  we  extract  the  following  : 

"Masonry  knows  no  distinction  of  religion,  nationality,  politics  or  race,  or 
occupation.  It  is  universal  in  these  particulars ;  and  it  is  equally  true  that  it 
r(:cogni;'.cs  no  right  in  any  race,  religion  or  nationality  to  demand  admission 
into  its  portals.  None  have  any  claim  of  right  to  demand  admission.  All 
without  are  among  the  profane.  They  cannot  be  admitted  among  the  Children 
of  Light,  without  the  free  and  unanimous  consent  of  all,  given  according  to 
the  rules  generally  established  for  the  government  of  the  Craft,  and  each  branch 
of  it.  Tlic  guardianship  of  the  portals  of  our  Order  has,  by  general  usage  and 
consent,  been  committed  to  tlie  subordinate  Lodges.     It  is  for  them  to  decide 
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and  act  upon  the  fitness  of  the  material  presented  for  use.  They  must  act 
within  the  limits  prescribed  by  the  Landmarks,  and  in  case  they  wilfully  err.  or 
are  grossly  negligent  in  performance  of  their  duty,  it  is  in  the  power  of  the 
Grand  Lrodge  to  revoke  their  charters.  If  we  assume  the  ground  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  may  impose  restrictions  or  limitations,  not  imposed  by  the  land- 
marks, then  the  converse  of  the  proposition  may  be  insisted  upon,  that  the 
subordinates  shall  admit  such  classes  and  persons  as  the  Grand  Lodge  may  de- 
cide to  be  fit  material,  and  not  prohibited  by  the  Landmarks.  This  is  precisely 
the  ground  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  which  assumed  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Louisiana  had  been  derelict  in  its  duty,  because  it  did  not  affirma- 
tively declare  that  negroes  should  be  admitted  into  its  Lodges,  and  authorized 
the  establishment  of  I^rOdges  in  Louisiana  for  that  purpose.  Against  this  action 
of  the  Grand  Orient  our  sister  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana  prt>tested  before  the 
Masonic  world,  and  we  have  joined  in  that  protest  along  with  most  other  of 
our  sister  Grand  Lodges.  We  cannot  now  consistently  asume  any  other 
ground  if  we  would  ;  but  it  was  the  right,  true  and  Masonic  ground  and  there- 
fore we  should  adhere  to  it. 

"Whilst  we  cannot  recommend  positive  legislation  on  the  subject  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  we  repeat  that  we  cordially  imite  with  our  Grand  Master  in  his 
earnest  protest  against  the  admission  of  negroes  into  the  Order ;  because  we  be- 
lieve them,  by  their  general  condition  and  natund  inferiority,  wholly  unfit  for 
the  society  of  our  membership,  and  for  the  promotion  of  the  principles  of  Ma- 
sonry. We  are  sure  that  their  admission  would  tend  to  discord  and  strife,  in- 
stead of  unanimity  and  concord,  and  that  their  admission  would  deteriorate, 
instead  of  elevating,  the  standard  of  practice  of  Masonic  principles  and  virtue." 

The  true  doctrine  of  this  whole  subject,  as  we  conceive  it  to  be,  and  as  we  un- 
derstand the  teachings  of  .Masonry,  is  here  set   forth. 

This  is  not  a  subject  for  Grand  Ix>dge  legislation.  The  selection  of  material 
belongs  to  the  Subordinate  Lodges,  and  the  ballot-box  is  the  true  and  only  safe- 
g^uard  against  the  introdiiction  of  those  who  are  in  anywise  unfit  for  the  myste- 
teries  of  P'reemasonry. 

If  we  subscribe  to  the  Ancient  Charges  and  Landmarks  (and  this  we  must  do 
if  we  claim  to  be  Masons,)  tlien  we  are  bound  to  admit  that  no  one  is  excluded 
from  our  portals  on  the  ground  of  race  or  color.  The  race  or  color  has  nothing 
to  do  with  the  fitness  or  unfitness  of  the  applicant  for  the   degrees  in  Masonr)'. 

If  a  man  lack  the  proper  qualifications,  either  physical  or  mental,  this  of  itself 
excludes  him.  be  he  black  or  white. 

Or,  should  the  proposed  introduction  of  any  one  prove  to  be  an  element  of 
discord  among  the  members  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge,  this  would  be  sufficient  to 
prevent  his  entrance,  did  all  look  to  the  harmony  of  the  brotherhood. 

Class  legislation  is  a  dangerous  element,  and  has  no  sanction  among  the  an- 
cient customs  of  our  Order. 

It  was  just  such  legislation  as  this,  and  its  pernicious  fruits,  which  caused 
this  Grand  Lodge  to  sever  its  intercourse  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  and 
to-day  we  stand  aloof  from  her.  not  simply  because  she  has  sanctioned  a  viola- 
tion of  the  jurisdictional  rights  of  a  sister  and  adjacent  Grand  Jurisdiction  to 
our  own  (though  this  would  be  sufficient,)  but  also  because  she  authorizes  the 
establishment  of  Subordinate  Lodges  for  the  express  purpose  of  initiating  into 
the  mysteries  of  Masonry  a  particular  class,  and  ostracises  all  others  who  will 
not  subscribe  to  the  false  doctrine  which  she  thus  seeks  to  disseminate. 

Were  the  effects  of  such  teachings  confined  to  the  territorial  limits  of  this 
Grand  Orient,  we  should  have  nothing  to  fear ;  but  new  allies  are  springing 
into  existence  abroad  as  well  as  at  home,  and  it  is  high  time  that  the  position  of 
the  Grand  Lodges  of  America  should  be  understood  by  foreign  Grand  Bodies. 
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The  time  is  not  fan  distant  when  we  will  be  compelled  to  meet  the  question, 
and  grapple  with  the  issue  which,  in  some  quarters,  has  already  been  thnist 
upon  us. 

The  distinguished  author  of  '  The  Hisiory  of  Freemasonry,"  J.  G.  Findell,  of 
Leipzig,  Saxony,  foreshadows  coming  events. 

In  a  letter  addressed  by  him  to  the  Gtand  Master  of  Massachusetts,  Most 
Worshipful  Sewell  Gardner,  he  holds  the  following  language  : 

"  We  don't  acknowledge  the  principle  that  only  on^  Grand  Lodge  can  exist  in 
a  State.  We  deem  it  unmasonic  ;  we  have  no  horror  or  hatred  against  colored 
people.  Masonically  the  Prince  Hall  Grand  Lodge  is  without  any  doubt  as 
regular,  perfect,  just,  as  your  Grand  Lodge ;  therefore  the  European  Grand 
Lodges  have  no  ground  to  measure  Prince  Hall  Grand  Lodge  with  another^rulc 
as  that  of  your  State.  Some  months  hereafter  it  will  be  acknowledged  and  have 
friendly  and  brotherly  relations  with  most  of  the  European  Grand  Lodges." 

«««»«««  "Nearly  all  the  American  Gmnd  Lodges  are  of  too 
great  a  number  of  daughter  l^odges." 

"  That  is  an  evil  for  the  Craft,  and  I  am  convinced  some  time  later  there  wiD 
each  State  have  two  or  three  Grand  Lodges,  because  it  is  in  tlie  interest  of  the 
Lodges,  of  their  government  and  of  the  Cmft  at  large." 

We  are  not  surprised  at  this  remarkable  production,  nor  at  the  position  as- 
sumed by  the  wi  iter,  since  he  has  been  chosen  a  life  member  of  Prince  Hall 
Grand  Lodge,  and  sports  the  title  of  Honorary  Grand  Master,  and  has  the  in- 
terests of  colored  Masons  in  Europe  intnistcd  to  his  care. 

Tliis  Grand  Representative  of  colored  Masons  abroad  had  the  presumption  in 
1871  to  ask  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Saxony  to  exchange  representatives  with  Prince 
Hall  Grand  Lodge,  at  Boston,  but,  with  a  unanimity  which  is  worthy  of  Saxon 
blood,  the  request  was  declined,  and  the  whole  matter  postponed  until  they 
could  ascertain  whether  or  not  it  had  a  legal  existence. 

Should  Brother  Findell  persist  in  his  efforts,  he  may  succeed  in  obtaining  a  re- 
cognition of  this  spurious  Grand  Body  ;  but  in  the  event  this  is  accoroplij£ed.  a 
rupture  between  the  German  and  American  Grand  Lodges  is  inevitable.  This 
we  should  regret  very  much,  since  it  is  our  desire,  if  possible,  to  "  live  peace- 
ably with  all  men,"  especially  our  Masonic  brethren. 

It  is  the  privilege  of  Brother  Findell  to  assume  the  championship  of  any  par- 
ticular class,  if  such  be  his  inclination,  and  it  is  permitted  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  S.nxony  ;  but  at  the  same  time  we  would  have  It  distinctly  understood  by  the 
Masons  of  Europe  and  all  foreign  Grand  Bodies  with  which  we  are  in  fraternal 
intercouree,  f/in/  tlu  dochHne  of  Grand  Lodj^e  So7'ereig-niy  must  be  respected  hy 
them,  and  all  class  Uj^lslation  ij^iored,  if  they  desire  a  continuance  of  Masonic 
correspondence  with  American  Grand  Lodges.  We  claim  the  right  of  deciding 
at  the  ballot-box  upon  the  merits  of  the  material  which  shall  be  received  into  our 
Sub('rdinate  Ix)dges.  and  whilst  as  a  Grand  Lo(l:,e  will  ignore  all  class  legisla- 
tion, and  leave  it  to  the  discretion  and  sound  judgment  of  Subordinate  Lodges 
to  df»termine  for  themselves  (**  always  acting  within  the  limits  prescribed  by  the 
landmarks,")  and  the  fitness  of  the  material  to  be  received  by  them;  yet  we 
never  can  submit  to  the  dictation  of  foreign  Grand  Bodies  touching  any  one  or 
all  of  our  inherent  rights. 

From  the  facts  before  us  it  is  evident  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey 
was  grossly  imposed  on  through  the  deception  and  misrepresentation  of  the 
officers  and  representatives  of  Alpha  Lodge.  No.  116. 

The  course  of  Alpha  Lodge,  from  its  very  incipiency,  bears  the  image  and  su- 
perscription of  class  initiation.  Th.it  it  was  the  intention  of  the  originators  of 
this  l^dge  to  make  it  so,  their  own  acts  prove  most  conclusively. 

While  we.  therefore,  entertain  the  most  fraternal  feelings  toward  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  Jersey,  and  commend  the  promptness  with  which  Grand  Master 
Pine  acted  in  arresting  and  withholding  the  warrant  of  said  Lodge,  yet  we 
would  recommend  that  the  Grand  I.x>dge  of  Mississippi  enjoin  it   upon  all  its 
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subordinates  to  hold  no  intercourse  whatever  with  any   monber  or  members  of 
Alpha  Lodge.  Xo.  1 16.

Report  having  examined  the  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  and  they  fully 
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approve  his  acts,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  his  suggestions  or  rather 
recommendations.  All  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  ten  in  number, 
made  written  reports.  They  show  great  teal  and  energy  in  the  wr)rk  as- 
signed them. 

These  reports  show  the  fraternity  to  be  in  a  healthy  and  prosperous  condition. 

FOREIGN    CORRESPONDENCE. 

Corresponding  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  circular  letter  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  I^usiana,  in  regard  to  the  encroachments  of  Grand  Orient  of 
France  up>on  that  jurisdiction,  say,  "  The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Hampshire  has 
always  consistently  sustained  the  American  doctrine  of  Grand  Lodge  jurisdic- 
tion."    In  conclusion  they  offer  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resoh'ed,  "  That  all  masonic  intercourse  between  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  all 
Lodges  and  Masons  under  her  allegiance,  and  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  and 
Lodges  under  her  allegiance  be  strictly  prohibited  until  such  time  as  that  Grand 
Orient  shall  recognize  and  respect  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  this  country."

Annual  Communication  Trenton  January  22nd,  A.  L.  5873. 

The  Grand  Ma.ster  opens  with  an  invocation  to  the  brethren  to  render  a  full 
tribute  of  thanks  and  praise  to  Him  to  whom  all  thanks  are  due. 

He  notifies  the  Grand  Ix>dge  of  the  demise  of  Brother  W.  S.  Bowen,  Past 
Grand  Master,  and  Brothers  James  Nicklin  and  Robert  F.  Rice. 

He  deems  it  unnecessary  to  report  many  decisions,  they  being  "  merely  rep- 
etitions of  those  heretofore  adopted." 

DECISIONS. 

Of  fourteen  reported,  we  sec  no  need  to  make  comment. 

CANADA    AND  QUEBEC. 

Conooming  their  difficulty  we  extract  the  following,  and  coincide  fully  with 
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the  views  and  reasonings  of  Brother  Pine  as  will  be  indicated  by  our  own  guarded 
remarks  in  reference  to  the  action  of  Illinois : 

"  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Vermont,  at  its  Annual  Communication  in  A.  L.  5873, 
adopted  resolutions  threatening  to  suspend  Masonic  intercourse  with  the  Grand 
I^dge  of  Canada,  in  case  the  latter  Grand  L^dge  would  not  adopt  the  vievrs 
entertained  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Vermont  in  reference  to  the  so-called  Grand 
I-,odge  of  Quebec.  Hy  an  official  circular  received  during  the  past  year,  I  am 
informed  that  the  threat  has  l>een  carried  into  execution,  and  that  fraternal  inter- 
course has  been  suspended  between  the  Grand  Lodges  named,  at  the  instance 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Vermont. 

"  The  course  pursued  by  the  Grand  Ix)dge  of  Vermont  in  this  matter  is  so 
extraordinary  and,  as  it  appears  to  me.  so  entirely  contrary  to  the  ordinary  rules 
of  Masonic  comity,  that  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  give  it  a  passing  reference.  The 
difference  between  the  Grand  I^dge  of  Vermont  and  Canada  is  only  one  of 
opinion  and  judgement.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Vermont  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  so-called  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  was  regularly  organized,  while  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Canada  thinks  differently." 

"  The  question  in  controversy  is  one  of  considerable  magnitude,  and  is  one 
upon  which  Grand  Lodges  may  differ,  and,  as  the  facts  show,  have  honestly  dif- 
fered. "* 

"  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  is  not  alone  in  the  view  it  entertains  upon  the 
subject.  It  is  supported  by  the  respectable  and  conservative  Grand  Lodges  of 
Massachusetts.  Pennsylvania,  Virginia,  Missouri,  Florida,  and  other  Grand 
Lodges  whose  names  do  not,  as  I  write,  occur  to  me.  Our  o^^ti  Grand 
Lodge  has  not  seen  its  way  clear  to  recognize,  the.  Grand  Lodge  of 
Quebec. 

"  If  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Vermont  towards  that  of  Canada  be  cor- 
rect, I  see  no  reason  why  the  same  course  may  not  be  pursued  towards  this 
and  every  other  Grand  Lodge  which  declines  to  recognize  Quebec.  The 
course  which  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Vermont  has  seen  fit  to  pursue,  is  only 
to  be  regretted  as  tendinis  to  postpone  a  settlement  of  the  vexed  question 
involved.  Recent  advices  from  Canada  have  given  reason  to  hope  that  the 
difficulty  might  be  settled  upon  Masonic  principles.  Nothing  is  better  cal- 
culated to  prevent  a  consummation  so  devoutly  to  be  wished,  than  the  threat 
and  action  of  Vermont.  If  concessions  were  '  as  plenty  as  blackberries,'  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  could  not  be  expected  to  make  them  upon  compulsion. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

Dispensations  to  nine  different  Lodges  to  confer  degrees  out  of  time  were 
issued.     To  form  new  Lodges  one. 

Grand  Masters  always  or  genejally  say  for  good  and  sufficient  cause  they  is- 
sue dispensations  to  confer  degrees  out  of  time,  yet  they  never  give  to  the  craft 
a  smtement  of  wh.it  that  good  and  sufficient  cause  consisted.  In  the  future  we 
hope  the  cause  inducing  the  issuing  of  such  dispensations  will  be  given.  As 
usual  we  condemn  the  practice. 

JURISPRUDENCE  COMMITTEE 

Recommend  that  it  is  not  expedient  to  exchange  representatives  with  the 
Grand  Orient  of  Brazil,  the  reasons  assigned  being  that  said  Grand  Orient  "is 
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oi^ganizcd  under  the  A,  A.  or  Scotch  Rite,  the  Ritual  of  which  is  composed  of  a 
lai^e  number  of  degrees  which  are  not  recognised  by  this  Grand  I^nlge,  and 
with  the  secrets  of  which  only  a  mc;igre  minority  of  this  (New  Jersey)  society 
is  ftuniliar."  Also,  "  it  would  be  derogalor>'  to  the  dignity  of  this  (New  Jer- 
sey) Grand  Lodge  to  exchange  representatives  with  any  organization  claiming 
to  be  Masonic,  from  whose  communications  any  member  of  this  Grand  I^odgc 
would  be  excluded.  " 

We  do  not  admit  the  contusions  of  the  committee,  nor  sec  the  force  of  their 
reasoning.  That  there  is  a  Grand  Orient  in  Brazil  which  is  regular  and  legiti- 
mate, there  is  no  mistake — if  the  proposition  to  exchange  representatives  was 
from  the  legitimate  Grand  Orient,  the  committee's  agument  in  favor  of  non- 
exchange  of  representatives  falls  to  the  ground. 

'ITie  report,  however,  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  report  that  the  loss  of  the  second  finger  of  the  left  hand  is 
not  a  physical  disqiuifi cation   sufficient   to  debar  the  candidate.     AdopUdL 

forei(;n  corrf:sfondence. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  reports  specially  to  "  the  question  of  ex- 
clusive Grand  Lodge  Jurisdiction,  which  ha^  been  brought  into  prominence  by  the 
recent  action  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  in  Louisiana  and  of  theGnand  I  Axlgeof 
Hamburg  in  this  jurisdiction  "  arriving  at  the  conclusion  **  that  the  isolated  (ution  of 
an  individual  Grand  Lodge  is  powerless  to  prevent  the  innovation,"  one  of  the 
causes  alledged,  being  the  genend  European  ignorance  of  American  political 
(we  beg  our  sensitive  Northern  brethren  pardon,  but  cant  dodge  the  word)  di- 
visions and  subdivisions,  "  and  that  the  only  means  left  to  combat  this  threaten- 
ing evil  is  the  united  confederated  action  of  the  craft  of  the  United  States." 

The  committee  end  with  the  suggestion  that  *'  there  should  be  a  convention 
of  representatives  of  all  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States  with  authority 
to  pronounce  the  views  of  the  American  Craft  upon  this  subject  and  no  other,  " 
"  to  be  held  at  Cincinnati.  Louisville,  or  St.  lx)uis,  or  some  other  central  point, 
to  be  composed  of  say,  five  delegates  from  each  Grand  Ixjdge." 

We  do  not  feel  disposed  to  favor  such  a  convention,  neither  do  we  consider  it 
as  ab.solutcly  necessary.  We  believe  that  if  the  Grand  Lodges  that  have  al- 
ready spoken  on  the  subject  transmit  a  formal  notice  of  their  action  together 
with  a  map  of  the  United  States  to  the  offending  Orients,  with  the  announce- 
ment that  a  foilure  on  their  part  to  recede  from  their  aggressive  action,  they  and 
theirs  will  be  regarded  and  treated  by  said  American  Grand  Lodges  as  out  of 
the  pale  of  Masonry,  it  will  prove  all  sufficient.  But  the  mere  passings  of  edicts 
on  the  subject,  most  of  which  edicts  those  Orients  never  hear  of.  cannot  be  ex- 
pected to  accomplish  anything. 

The  Committee  agree  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  in  1871  could  not 
have  been  opened  by  Deputy  Grand  Master  Joseph  H.  Johnson,  acting  (jrand 
Master*  in  amplk  forai,  but  should  have  been  in  due  form. 

We  incline  to  the  belief  that  the  criticism  is  correct. 
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The  decision  of  Grand  Master  Johnson  as  to  estopment  by  objection  is  con- 
curred in  heartily  as  the  settled  law  in  New  Jersey  (the  committee  trust)  to  be 
subverted. 

As  to  the  decision  that  a  Subordinate  Lodge  has  the  right  to  try  any  member 
except  its  Master  ;  the  committee  holds  that  the  Lbdge  cannot  try  its  Master  or 
Wardens.    We  do  not  agree  in  this  with  our  brethren  of  New  Jersey. 

The  attention  of  Committees  on  Correspondence  is  invited  to  the  question 
whether  the  presence  of  seven  members  was  (be)  necessary  to  open  and  transact 
the  worlc  of  a  Lodge. 

Without  entejing  into  a  lengthy  discussion  and  examination  of  ancient  usages' 
all  of  which  has  been  done  without  much  avail,  to  simplify  the  matter  and  ar- 
rive at  a  solution,  we  give  our  vote  seven  members. 

The  committee  approve  strongly  the  "  secession  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Que- 
bec "  as  "  act  of  sheer  insubordination,  etc.,  etc.,"  and  conclude,  we  would  not 
£aul  to  oppose  its  admission  into  the  Subordinate  Grand  Lodges  without  the  con- 
sent of  Canada,  even  if  we  stood  solitary  and  alone  in  our  opposition."  To 
which  we  call  the  attention  of  our  brethren  of  Vermont  and  Illinois.  As  for  us 
we  are  daily  more  and  more  impressed  with  the  ncicessity  of  hearkeniiM^  to  the 
teachings  of  Temperance  and  Prudence:,  especially  in  Masonic  disagreements 
which  otherwise  may  become  difficulties. 

Does  not  concur  with  the  California  decision  that  no  ballot  should  be  spread 
on  a  petition  for  degrees  when  the  Investigating  Committee  report  the  candidate 
morally  unworthy  or  mentally  or  physically  disqualified. 

We  agree  fully  with  New  Jersey  as  far  as  regards  the  morally  imworthy. 
They  concur  in  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon  that  "  a  man  to- 
tally blind  in  one  eye,  the  other  being  good  "  is  disqualified. 

We  cannot  agree. 

Dissent  from  the  decision  that  "  a  candidate  who  has  been  elected  to  receive 
degrees  of  Masonry  in  a  Subordinate  Lodge  of  a  sister  Grand  Jurisdiction,  and 
before  receiving  the  first  degree  removes  to  this  State  (Michigan)  cannot  have 
the  degrees  conferred  on  him,  on  the  ground  of  finishing  the  work  of  another 
Lodge.     He  must  proceed  here  as  if  never  elected  there." 

The  committee,  justly  we  think,  observe:  "The  candidate  cannot  proceed 
where  he  has  removed  "as  if  he  had  never  been  elected.  He  can  never  be 
made  anywhere  without  the  consent  of  the  Lodge  to  which  he  first  presented 
his  petition  and  by  which  he  was  elected." 

We  concur  with  the  remarks  under  Nei'ada  on  the  vexed  and  somewhat  ob- 
scure subject  of  landmarks.  The  act  of  the  Grand  Master  of  Ohio,  forbidding 
the  installation  of  the  officers  elect  of  a  Lodge,  arresting  the  workings  of  said 
Lodge  because  the  Worshipful  Master  elect  was  "  the  keeper  of  a  saloon,  where 
liquor  was  sold  by  the  glass,"  is  severely  criticised  by  the  committee  as  an  "  un- 
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authorized  and  umnasonic  stretch  of  prerogative."    The  argument  of  the  com- 
mittee is  terse,  and  in  our  opinion,  conclusive  ;  we  agree  with  them  fiiUy. 

The  Committee  of  Ohio  in  their  report  on  the  said  case  say,  "  we  are  clearly 
of  the  opinion  that  being  engaged  in  a  Uj^imate  business  should  not  subject  a 
brother  to  Masonic  discipline."    That  b  the  point  in  a  nut  shell.

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  Most  Worshipful  Charles  C.  Qark  is  cer- 
tainly one  of  the  ablest  that  has  come  under  our  eye,  whether  we  agree  with 
hlni  or  not  on  all  points. 

He  inveighs  in  eloquent  language  against  fhe  too  prevalent  vices  of  profanity 
and  drunkenness,  vices  which  every  true  Mason  should  be  free  from,  if  the 
latter  may  l>e  charitably  regarded  as  a  weak^-ss,  the  first  at  least  must  be  re- 
garded as  a  gross  crime  in  any  one,  but  more  especially  in  a  mason. 

Brother  Clark  is  very  severe  in  his  remar^  -  on  "Masonic  baptism"  which 
with  its  adjuncts  he  denominates  "tomfoolery."  Yet  would  we  ask  our 
worthy  brother'  what  as  a  Blue  Lodge  York  mason  has  he  to  do  with  Scotch 
Rite  Lodges  of  Perfection,  18,  3a  and  33  degrees,  any  more  than  with  the  ques- 
tions of  pedo  and  antipedobaptism  ? 

To  the  question  "what  vote  is  necessary  to  re-instate  an  indefinitely  sus- 
pended mason  ?"  the  Grand  Master  "gave  the  opinion  that,  under  existing  law, 
which  clothes  a  majority  with  power  to  suspend,  a  majority  may  re-instate." 

The  above  does  not  seem  very  clear  and  comprehensive.  It  is  [>erliaps 
meant  that  the  same  vote  required  in  the  one  case  should  be  required  in  the 
other  e.  g.  if  two-thirds  were  by  the  constitution  required  to  susi>cnd  indefi- 
nitely no  less  could  rcinstiite.      This  view  wc  consider  correct. 

The  Grind  MjLSteronthe  second  day  "announced  to  the  Grand  Lodge  that  he 
had  just  been  informed  of  tlie  death  of  Right  Worshipful  William  P, 
Taylor,  Past  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Brothers  James  Reid  Past  Grand  Chap- 
lain and  J.  W.  Howlett,  an  old  and  highly  esteemed  former  member." 
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The  "pre\ious  question"  was  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Grand  Lx>dge  excepted 
from  the  rules  by  which  it  is  to  be  governed.  We  do  not  think  "the  previous 
question"  should  be  moved  in  any  masonic  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Lodge  adopted  the  following 

Resolved  /. — That  suspension  does  not  deprive  a  mason  of  membership  in 
his  Lodge. 

Resolved  2. — That  a  majority  vote  is  sufficient  to  restore  a  suspended  mason 
to  the  rights  and  benefits  of  masonry.

No  decisions  reported,  buts;iys:  "I  would  suggest  that  the  Masters  of 
Lodges  in  our  jurisdiction  comply  with  that  part  of  their  obligation  at  installa- 
tion, where  they  promise  to  read,  or  cause  to  be  frequently  read  in  their  I^odges 
the  Code  rules  and  regulations  of  our  Order,  that  none  may  plead  ignorance 
of  the  same.  This  part  of  their  duty  is  neglected,  in  most  of  our  Lodges, 
hence  so  few  of  the  brethren  have  any  knowledge  of  their  duty  as  ma- 
sons, or  the  rules  of  the  Order  for  their  government." 

This  suggestion  of  the  Grand  Master  is  a  good  one.  We  think  it  should  l)e 
a  statutory  requirement,  in  every  Grand  Jurisdiction.     It  would  free  Grand 
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Masters  of  a  vast  amount  of  labor,  and  free  Grand  Lodges  of  a  hea>'y  expense 
in  the  way  of  printing. 

MASONIC  JURISPRUDENCB. 

From  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  we  extract  the  following 
which  we  regard  as  entirely  correct : 

"When  a  Ix>dge  receives  a  petition  for  affiliation  from  a  dimitted  Master  ma- 
son, who  is  a  resident  within  the  jurisdiction  of  another  Grand  Ix>dge,  and 
elects  him  to  membership,  in  violation  of  section  22  of  the  Code  of  Masonic 
lurisprudence.  such  action  of  the  Lodge  is  without  authority,  and  wholly  void, 
and,  as  a  necessary  consequence,  the  brother  so  elected,  has  no  standing  or 
membership  in  the  Lodge." 

FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  reviews  printed  proceedings  of  44  Grand 
Lodges.  Alalxima  for  1871  in  the  number  and  received  a  liberal  share  of  notice, 
no  comments  thereon  and  indeed  hardly  any  at  all,  as  the  committee  appear  to 
deem  it  best  to  lay  before  their  ])rotherhood,  the  main  points  culled  from  pro- 
ceedings in  other  jurisdictions  without  any  expression  of  opinion  of  their  own. 
We  do  not  know  if  this  is  not  a  very  commendable  plan  though  we  do  not  fol- 
low it.

It  will,  I  am  sure,  be  a  source  of  profound  satisfaction  tliat  I  am  enabled  to 
inform  you  that  negotiations  are  now  in  progress  which  promises  the  speedy  set- 
tlement of  all  existing  dif!iculties  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada.  A  happy 
^mbination  of  circumstances  has  arisen,  and  all  the  great  constitutional  ques- 
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tions  involved  having  been  substantially  settled,  everything  seems  to  indicate 
that  peace  and  harmony  will  soon  reign  supreme  in  all  our  temples.  To  this, 
every  true  Masonic  heart  will  fervently  respond, — So  mote  U  be. 

But  it  is  with  regret  that  we  see  our  hopes  deceived,  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Canada  having,  "after  lengthened  correspondence,"  says  Grand  Master  Gra- 
ham, "declined  to  nominate  a  Committee"  to  meet  and  confer  with  that  ap- 
pointed by  Quebec.  Still  shall  we  counsel  moderation,  and  hope  for  a  speedy 
restoration  of  harmony.

"  The  prosperity  of  our  order  has  been  signal  everywhere — no  where  more 
than  in  our  own  State.  When  I  first  took  a  seat  in  this  body  as  a  representa- 
tive, the  roll  of  its  subordinate  Lodges  numbered  but  sixty-five.  It  is  now  one 
hundred  and  sixty-four,  and  in  all  .nnd  each  the  harmony,  the  discipline  and  the 
national  good  is  such  as  should  characterize  the  Order,  and  is  worthy  of  both 
praise  and  emulation." 

On  the  subject  of  the  difference  with  Grand  Orient  of  France  he  concludes 
with,  "  we  solemnly  declare  that  no  regularly  constituted  Lodge  of  Ancient  Free- 
masons can  lawfully  exist  in  our  borders,  except  under  a  charter  from  this  Grand 
Body." 

To  the  following  we  invite  the  attention  of  our  brethren  of  New  Jersey  : 

"On  the  i6th  of  Februar>',  I  received  an  application  through  the  hands  of 
Right  Worshipful  Brother  A.  G.  Goodiill.  charged  with  the  foreign  correspond- 
ence of  the  Northern  Supreme  Council  33°,  and,  perhaps,  more  than  any  broth- 
er in  this  country,  au  fait  on  the  standing  of  Masonic  bodies  abroad,  to  appoint 
a  Grand  Representative  for  this  body  near  the  Grand  Orient  of  Brazil,  valley  of 
Lavradio.  Before  I  accepted  the  invitation  and  made  the  appointment,  I  satis- 
fied myself  that  this  is  the  only  regular  Masonic  body  in  Brazil ;  and  it  has  been 
constantly  hampered  and  impeded  in  its  progress  by  an  irregular  organizational 
Benedictinos,  which,  it  is  said,  has  sought  not  only  to  interfere  with  its  rightful 
jurisdiction,  but  to  niystify  and  tlius  prevent  a  fair  hearing  by  other  Masonic 
powers  in  the  world.  The  right  hjis,  however,  triumphed,  we  are  told,  and  the 
Grand  Orient  of  Lavradio  has  been  recogni/.ed  as  the  only  and  justly  formed  Ma- 
sonic (jnmd  Body  in  the  Territory  named.     Past  Grand  Master  John  W.  Sim- 
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onds.  of  New  York,  personally  examined  the  question  relating  to  its  organization 
and  labors,  and  has  recommended  this  body  to  the  fraternal  greetings  of  the 
American  Grand  Bodies  for  intercourse  and  interchange  of  representatives. 
We  should  be  more  inclined  to  this  recommendation,  from  the  fact  that  the 
Grand  Orient  of  Brazil,  valley  of  Lavradio.  accepts  and  acts  upon  the  American 
platform  in  regard  to  jurisdicdon.  It  has  suspended  all  intercourse  with  Ham- 
burg and  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  and  refuses  to  hold  correspondence  with 
any  Masonic  power  that  will  not  recognize  and  maintain  the  American  doctrine 
of  exclusive  Masonic  jurisdiction  in  the  territory  in  which  a  recognized  Mason- 
ic power  may  be  located,  It  affords  me  pleasure  to  state  that  I  have  forwarded 
the  proper  credentials  to  Brother  Jose  Antonio  Lequiera,  33*^,  and  have  received 
in  return  my  credentials  from  the  aforesaid  body  as  their  representative  near 
this  Grand  Lodge."

No  more 
shall  we  see  that  smile  lighting  up  his  noble  face,  so  expressive  of  the  warm  and 
earnest  love  he  felt  for  his  race,  which  always  led  him  to  be  found  in  the  defenbe 
of  the  right,  and  made  him  the  true  companion  of  the  oppressed." 
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In  appropriate  terms  the  Deputy  (irand  Master,  announced  by  Circular  letter 
to  the  Craft,  that  their  Grand  Master  William  M.  Dunaway  departed  this  life  on 
the  22nd  of  August,  1872. 

Of  this  truly  good  man  he  says : 

"He  was  a  citizen  good  and  true,  an  official  for  whom  his  fellow-citizens  cher- 
ished the  most  unbounded  respect." 

"As  a  Mason,  his  life  was  adorned  with  deeds  of  usefulness,  and  his  death 
will  be  but  too  keenly  felt  by  those  who  moved  about  him."

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JURISPRUDENCE, 

The  committee  make  twelve  decisions  upon  very  important  subjects.     The 
following  we  extract  numbers  3,  4,  5. 

"3.     What  vote  is  necessary  to  expel  ? 

Answer.  The  ancient  regulations  prescribe  no  rule.  The  Grand  Lodge  of 
England  does  not  delegate  the  power  to  its  subordinate  Lodges  to  expel  a  ma- 
son. The  different  jurisdictions  of  the  United  States  are  not  uniform  in  their 
laws  on  this  subject ;  a  large  majority  require  a  two-thirds  majority  to  expel,  in- 
definitely suspend,  or  to  restore  after  indefinite  suspension,  with  which  we  con- 
cur ;  and  we  recommend  the  following  rule  in  reference  to  the  majorities  neces- 
sary in  all  voting  in  subordinate  Lodges  : 

For  degrees,  membership,  restoration  after  expulsion,  and  excusing  from  bal- 
loting, a  unanimous  vote. 

For  conviction  on  masonic  trials,  expulsion,  indefinite  suspension,  and  resto- 
ration after  indefinite  suspension,  a  two-thirds  vote  is  necessary. 

For  definite  suspension,  granting  dimits.  waiving  jurisdiction,  and  on  all  other 
questions  that  may  come  before  the  Lodge  in  transacting  the  general  business 
diereof.  a  majority  vote  is  sufficient. 

4.  Is  a  notice  to  members,  published  in  a  newspaper,  a  l^al  summons? 

Answer.  It  is  not.  A  summons  is  a  masonic  writ,  attested  by  the  Secretary, 
and  served  by  a  proper  person. 

5.  Should  not  the  failing  to  obey  a  summons,  without  a  sufficient  excuse,  to 
be  judged  of  by  the  Lodge,  be  invariably  punished  ? 

Answer.  Every  mason  residing  within  the  jurisdiction  of  a  Lodge  is  under 
the  strongest  obligations  to  obey  its  summons ;  and  a  £ulure,  or  refusal,  to  obey 
such  summons,  without  a  valid  excuse,  is  such  a  dereliction  of  duty  as  the 
Lodge  is  bound  to  take  cognizance  of ;  and  it  should  discipline  the  offender  in 
its  discretion,  according  to  ^e  exigencies  of  the  case.  Whilst  the  dutv  is  imper- 
ative on  every  inason,  the  Lodge  and  the  Master,  when  exercising  tbis  prerog- 
ative, should  use  notices  in  all  the  ordinar}'  business  of  the  Lodge,  and  should 
resort  to  the  stem  authority  of  a  summons  only  in  such  cases  as  are  required  by 
the  By-Laws  of  the  Lodge,  or  as  the  exigencies  of  the  case  imperatively  de- 
mand." 

With  the  report  of  the  committee  we  entirely  agree,  it  is  certainly  one  of  the 
best  reports  upon  the  vexed  questions  before  it.  that  we  have  seen.  We  should 
have  been  pleased  to  give  the  report  entire'  but  for  want  of  space.

ADDRESS. 

Situated  as  we  are  in  the  valleys  and  foothills  of  the  mountains,  near  the 
River  Jordan  and  the  Dead  Sc.-\,  surrounded  by  mountain  heights  covered  with 
perpetual  snow,  "  The  Beautiful  Snow,"  that  in  sinking,  moist-eyed  modesty  at 
the  face  of  the  sun,  makes  vemant  twenty  thousand  cottage  homes,  shaded  by 
the  morning  shadows  of  the  Wasatch  ;  homes  of  a  people  who  believe  in  proph- 
ets and  prophecies,  that  they  came  up  into  these  mountain  valleys  at  the  instance 
and  direction  ot  the  Almighty  ;  a  people  engaged  in  building  a  temple  as  a 
future  dwelling-place  of  the  Lord  ;  a  people  who  believe  in  and  practice  many 
dogmas  of  the  Israelites  in  their  palmy  days.     It  is  not  unlike  the  topography

of  the  couDtT)',  or  the  belief  and  practice  of  the  people  in  ancient  days,  when 
Masonry,  like  a  "  silver  lining"  to  the  great  black  cloud  of  religious  supersti- 
tion and  licentiousness  then  enveloping  the  earth,  came  forth  and  formed  the 
first  living  nucleus  of  cosmopolitan  ideas,  around  which  new  thoughts  could 
rally  with  an  assurance  of  protection,  until  strong  enough  to  go  forth  among 
the  nations  commanding  and  demanding  respect. 

Our  fii-st  Great  Master  in  his  wisdom,  well  knowing  that  cosmopolitan  ideas 
were  heresy  among  those  who  claimed  they  were  the  chosen  people  of  tiie 
Lord  among  all  nations  of  the  earth,  devised  Masonry,  with  its  secrets  and  its 
penalties,  as  a  safe  depository  where  the  seeds  of  progressive  human  events 
might  find  shelter,  until  the  ground  was  fitted  for  the  sower  to  go  forth  and  sow 
broadcast  the  main  facts  upcm  which  the  foundation  of  all  civilized  nations  now 
rest ;  the  existence  of  one  God  and  the  universal  brotlierhood  of  man. 

This  is  the  broad  platform  of  Masonic  belief  and  Masonic  practice;  a  belief 
and  practice  that  go  hand  in  hand  ;  a  belief  in  which  the  good  Mason  "  thanks 
God  he  is  like  other  men ;"  a  praciic.e  in  accordance  with  the  dictates  of  the 
human  heart,  when  not  p)erverted  by  the  bitterness  of  partisan  creeds,  or  over- 
persuaded  by  the  gaudy  tnipj)ings  of  some  aristocratic  route  to  heaven  ;  a  belief 
in  the  v^orld  as  we  find  it ;  a  practice  that  will,  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  put  to 
right  what  we  find  awry  ;  a  belief  and  practice  that  has  lately  culminated  in  a 
friendly  arbitration  between  t\NO  great  nations  of  their  disputes  and  misimder- 
standings,  a  result  due  to  Masonry  and  Masonic  teachings  more  than  any  other 
source. 

Masonry  is  defined  to  be  "a  system  of  morality  veiled  in  allegory  and  illus- 
trated by  symbols.  "  Its  quiet,  subtle  way  of  reaching  the  human  heart  and 
understanding  are  irrcsistable.  (.)ur  success  is  certain,  be  the  situation  what  it 
may.  As  master-workmen  we  are  equal  to  the  emergency.  It  is  enough  that 
we  have  sufficient  material,  let  the  workmanship  of  our  hands  attest  the  ability 
we  possess  in  our  vocation.  What  Masonr>'  has  done  in  the  past  it  can  assured- 
ly do  in  the  future.  Pat  hands,  coupled  with  true  Masonic  energy,  will  make 
our  success  all  we  can  Justly  desire.

Ilio  Grand  Master  thus  commences  his  address  : 

"Another  Masonic  year  has  drawn  to  a  close.  Its  events  and  e.>cperiences.  its 
labors  and  its  pleasures,  its  joys  and  its  sorrows,  are  added  to  the  realities 
of  the  inexorable  past,  and  have  become  subjects  of  unchangeable  his- 
tor>.  We  are  constantly  enacting  our  Masonic  history.  Each  individual  Ma- 
son, as  lime  passes,  contributes  a  brief  page,  an<l  then  the  leaf  turns  for  those 
wh(j  follow.  The  progress  of  that  history  is  ever  onward,  substantially  the  same, 
while  the  enactors  of  it  are  rapidly  changing." 
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DISPENSATIONS 
Issued  to  form  new  Lodges,  4. 

Dispensations  applied  for  to  confer  d^[rees  out  of  time,  and  refused  for  the 
following  reasons,  several  : 

"  The  usual  cases  are  those  of  an  applicant  who  is  about  to  remove  to  some 
other  jurisdiction,  or  intends  to  travel  about  the  world,  and,  all  at  once,  too  sud- 
den for  a  compliance  with  our  regulations,  he  b  very  desirous  of  becoming  a 
Mason.  In  the  former  case,  it  seems  to  me  to  be  unfair  to  the  Lodge  within 
whose  jurisdiction  the  applicant  expnrcts  to  reside.  All  the  Lodge  privileges  and 
other  Masonic  benefits  he  ciin  enjoy  will  be  there,  and  it  is  but  just  that  the  ini- 
tiation fees  and  lodge  dues  should  be  paid  to  the  Lodge  which  affords  him  these 
advantages." 

"Again,  in  any  case,  the  knowledge  of  our  ritual,  and  especially  of  the  princi- 
ples of  Masonr>',  which  can  be  acquired  in  the  hurry  of  such  an  exit,  would  be 
of  little  benefit  to  the  person  thus  hurrj'ing  through  our  ceremonies,  and  of  less 
credit  to  the  Lodge  that  did  the  work.'" 

'Another  and  more  important  objection  is  found  in  the  looseness  with  which 
members   oftentimes  perform  their  duty  with   the  ballot  on  such   occasions. 
There  is  always  more  or  less  feeling  excited  in  behalf  of  a  petitioner  who  is 
about  to  remove,  and  his  objectionable  characteristics,  if  he  have  any,  are  too 
apt  to  be  overlooked  in  sympathy  for  one  who  is  about  to  depart.      To  some  it 
would  seem  too  harsh  to  black  ball  a  man  just  as  he  was  going  away.      And 
again,  if  he  is  not  just  the  man  to  make  a  good  Mason,  his  objectionable  quali- 
ties  will  go  with  him,  and  those  who  cast  the  ballot  will  not  have  to  encoun- 
ter them.     .A.11  this,  together  with  the  advantage  of  the  initiation  fee  to  replenish 
the  lodge  treasury,  and  which  a  black  ball  would  prevent,  are  quite  likely  to  in- 
fluence the  minds  of  more  or  less  members  of  the  Lodge  seeking  to  do  the 
work." 

"The  presumptions  are  against  a  man  who.  thus  suddenly,  seeks  the  advan- 
tizj^^s  of  Masonry.  He  generally  expects  its  benefits,  with  as  few  of  its  burdens 
as  possible.  He  is  going  away  among  strangers  and.  if  he  should  meet  with 
trouble,  he  expects  Masons  will  assist.  Thus  he  looks  for  Masonic  charity,  in 
case  he  should  need  it,  in  his  own  behalf,  without  ever  having  bestowed  it. 
Agpain,  he  is  quite  likely  to  have  formed  erroneous  ideas  of  the  design  and  ad- 
vantages of  our  institution.  If  he  intends  to  eng!ige  in  a  business  enterprise,  he 
thinks  Miisuns  will  patronize  him,  because  he  is  a  Mason.  He  desires  to  make 
nioney  and  he  expects  .Masonry  will  assist  him  in  its  attainments." 

■*  With  how  much  truth  could  a  man,  with  such  a  desrign,  declare  that,  "  un- 
influenced by  mercenary  motives  and  prompted  by  a  favorable  opinion  of  our  in- 
sti  tuition,  a  desire  for  knowledge  and  a  sincere  wish  to  be  serviceable  to  his  fel- 
loMr  creatures.*  he  soUcits  the  privileges  of  Masonry  ?  My  brethren,  we  should 
loolc  with  suspicion  upon  the  motives  of  a  man  who,  for  years,  has  resided  in 
proximity  to  a  Lodge  room  and  has  not  decided  to  ofl'er  himself  as  a  candidate 
for  Masonry  until  he  is  about  to  remove,  and  then,  when  there  is  not  sufficient 
6^^  to  comply  with  our  regulations,  requests  a  special  dispensation,  as  a  favor  to 
^>^.  to  enable  him  to  receive  what  he  has  before  neglected  to  avail  himself  of. 

These  considerations  have  led  me  to  the  course  I  have  taken."

That  to  aid  in  effecting  our  object,  tlie  Most  Worshipful 
Grand  Master  be  requested  to  appoint  a  Representative  of  this  Grand  Ix)dgc, 
at  or  near  ever>'  Grand  Lodge  in  the  world,  who  shall  present  this  circular  to 
such  I^odge.  arid  earnestly  urge  the  adoption  and  maintenance  of  the  principle 
of  Grand  Lodge  Sovereignty,  and  shall  report  the  result  of  their  efforts  to  our 
Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master. 

Report  and  resolutions  adopted. 

A  resolution  presented  by  Committee  on  Foreign  Corresix>ndence.  "  recog- 
nizing the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  as  the  Supreme  Masonic  authority  over  the 
territory  originally  assigned  to  her,"  &c..  "  of  the  steadfest  determination  of  this 
Grand  Body  to  withhold  recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  until  the 
consent  of  the  Grand  T.odge  of  Canada  is  yielded."  Adopted.  What  lays 
Illinois  and  Vermont  ? 


FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE 

The  corpmittee  acknowledge  receipts  of   forty-three  Grand  Lodges,  among 

them,  Alabama  for  1871  the  same  receiving  a  fraternal  notice.     Grand  Master 

Joseph  H.  Johnson's  address  receives  high  commendation.      His  decision  on 

the  subject   of    cstopment   by  objection  is  criticised  as  also  the  failure  of  the 

Committee  on  Jurisprudence  to  make  a  written  report.     We  quote  the  remarks  of 

the  committee  in  full  as  follows  : 

'*  In  Brother  John<:ons  reported  decisions  on  Masonic  La^^,  we  note  this  To 
an  entjuirv'  from  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Min- 
nesota. •  After  a  canflidate  has  been  duly  elected  to  receive  the  Degrees,  can 
he  bo  estopp»Ml  by  the  objection  of  a  member  of  the  I^xlge.  made  in  o\tcx\.  Lodt;e. 
or  privately  to  the  Worshipful  M.ister,  no  reason  being  given  by  the  objecting 
member?"  he  replied.  No.  The  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  seems 
to  have  approved  this  reply,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  to  have  Ci)ncurrcd,  though 
the  record  is  not  as  clear  as  it  ought  to  be.  'Hie  committee  did  not  take  the 
trouble  to  write  their  report,  and  Brother  Sayre's  record  of  the  acti<jn  is  to  this 
effect:  '  Before  a  ballot  is  had.  it  is  not  improper  for  members  of  the  LcKlge  to 
discuss  the  character  and  (|ualifications  of  a  candidate  for  Masonry,  but  such 
discussion  is  not  allowable  after  the  ballot.' 

We  dissent  entirely  from  the  Grand  Master's  idea.  Harmony  is  the  strength 
and  support  of  all  institutions,  more  especially  this  of  ours,  and  no  element  of 
disconl  can  be  properly  introduced  among  us.  I'p  to  the  ver>-  moment  of  ini- 
tiation we  hold  that  any  member  of  the  Lodge  has  the  right  to  protest  against 
the  introfluction  of  a  niember  with  whom  he  cannot  conscientiously  fratemi/e. 
and  that  no  inquisition  into  the  motives  which  prompt  his  veto  can  be  admissible. 
We  are  glad  to  believe  that  this  idea  is  generally  accepted  among  our  sister 
Grand  Li>dges.  and  we  regret  that  in  A'abama  it  is  questioned  or  denied." 

A  large  portion  of  the  report  is  taken  up  by  a  defence  of  the  position  of  Vir- 
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ginia  on  the  Canada — Quebec  question  and  if  not  condnsive,  is,  at  least, 
able. 

We  have  read  with  pleasure  the  remarks  of  the  committee  under  head   West 

Virginia,  for  though  we  might  point  out  perhaps  some  cases  of  hair-splitting 

yet  the  general  drift  appears  correct  and  the  whole  is  marked  by  so  much  good 

temper  and  kindliness  of  feeling  as  to  make  it  worthy  to  be  regarded  as  a  model 

of  masonic  discussion.

"  In  the  olden  time,  the  tril)es  of  the  children  of  Israel  were  accustomed  to  go 
up  once  II  year  to  Jerusalem  to  keep  the  feast  in  sight  of  the  Temple,  and  to 
worship  in  its  courts.  With  somethint;  of  the  same  feeling  do  wc  come  up  to 
our  annuiil  communications,  seeking  to  renew  and  extend  our  fraternal  inter- 
cour»e  and  to  inquire  if  anything::  can  be  added  to  the  strength  and  beauty  uf 
that  Temple,  which  it  is  our  wish  to  build  ;  whose  foundations  are  to  be  laid  in 
their  faithful  hearts,  and  whose  supcrstnicture  is  to  be  erected  in  the  pure  life  of 
the  true  Mason."

We  arc  glad  to  annoimoe  another  Grand  Master  who  has  issued  no  dispensa- 
tion to  confer  d^^rees  out  of  time. 
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DECISIONS.

The  address  of  Most  Worshipful  H.  L.  Palmer  is  confined  to  local  business. 
No  decisions  reported.  He  states  that  "  a  most  commendable  degree  of  har- 
mony prevails  "  within  the  borders  of  the  Craft  in  Wisconsin.  So  may  it  ever 
be,  and  within  all  Masonic  Jurisdictions. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  acknowledge  receipt  of  proceed- 
ings of  forty  Grand  Lodges,  Alabama  for  1872  in  the  number,  all  of  which  are 
reviewed  in  an  able  manner.    Also  those  of  several  Foreign  Grand  Bodies. 

Under  head  CiUifomia,  the  Committee  make  some  excellent  remarks  on  the 
vexed  subject  of  discipline  for  non-payment  of  dues.  We  are  of  opinion  that 
some  ei^uitable  rule  should  be  generally  iidopted,  not  too  strict  a  one  either, 
but  one  allowing  some  discretion  to  the  I.x)dge,  so  that  it  being  clearly  shown 
that  the  failure  to  pay  arose  from  no  fault  of  the  brother  in  arrears,  neither  he 
nor  his  family  should  be  held  as  beyond  the  pale  of  Masonic  charity.  The  case 
occurring  in  California  is  one  in  point,  the  brother  being  absent  and  when  noti- 
fied of  his  arrearages,  honestly  endeavoring  to  settle  the  same,  but  dying  be- 
fore the  funds  reached  the  Lodge,  whereby  his  family  cire  held  to  be  in  the 
position  of  a  suspended  Mason.  This  is  too  hard  and  ineciuitable  to  be  Ma- 
sonic. 

Referring  to  a  decision  of  Grand  Master  Johnson  the  committee  say  "  When 
an  Entered  Apprentice  obligates  himself  as  a  Mason,  the  affair  is  not  all  one- 
sided, he  becomes  possessed  of  certain  Masonic  rights  of  whicli  he  ought  not  to 
be  deprived  without  due  course  and  without  due  process.  The  greater  of  those 
rights  is  his  just  demand  for  more  light  on  Masonry." 

There  is  much  force  in  the  above,  and  no  true  M:ison  should,  without  good 
reason,  impede  the  advancement  of  an  initiate.  In  Alabama  a  ballot  is  spread 
for  each  degree.
